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HISTORY OF OUDE. 


In our last volume , ( Characters page 50.) we promised to 
continue the transactions of the life of Sujah Dowla, 
and his successors , in the government of Oude. The 
State papers of the present , together with those in the 
succeeding volume, will contain all the official documents 
presented to the House of Commons, on the affairs of 
that province. fVe have now the satisfaction to lay 
before the reader our historical account of that part of 
the British possessions in India, by which the rise and 
progress of our connection zvith that province are shewn , 
by immediate reference to official documents, and these 
have enabled us to explain zvith fdelity, and correctness, 
the policy that has directed the several treaties existing 
between the different nazvaubs of Oude qnd the 
British government . The original documents are. com - 

pletely bef ore the public, and to them we do not hesitate 
to appeal, for their judgment of the accuracy of the 
following narrative. 

/ • 

IN the year 1758, Prince Alii Goher, eldest son of the reigning 
emperor, prepared to invade Bengal ; and Sujah Dowla,' the better 
to cover his designs on the province of Allahabad, the subjugation of 
which he had long meditated, promised the prince every assistance ■ he 
could command’; and engaged Mahmud Koolee Khan, the subahder- of 
Allahabad, bis relation, a high minded, brave young man, to assist the 
prince, with all his forces, to which Sujah Dowla added a partyief his own, 
troops. For this proof of loyalty, the prince swore, solemnly, to invert 
Sujah Dowla with the office of vizier, if he should ever become emperor. 
Vol. 8. . Wfeife 
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While Mahmud Koolee Khan was at the siege of Patna* Sujah DoWla 
seized on ihe fort of Allahabad* with the family of the subah, who* when 
he received this intelligence, quitted the siege, and marched back to his 
own country* to punish his faithless kinsman 3 but Sujah Dovyl* entrapped 
him ^Ito a negotiation* and, by fair promises, induced the unfortunate 
Koolee Khan to disband his army, and surrender his person to his 
generosity. Sujah Dowla threw him mto prison, annexed the whole of 
thesubahdary of Allahabad to the territories of Oude, and soon afterwards 
put his prisoner to death. 

‘ Having now no inducement to continue his support to Alii Goher, that 
prince, left to his own resources, was driven from Bengal, and forced to 
geejk shelter in Allahabad, from whence he proposed to throw himself 
upon the protection of the English* which was refused. 

Hie Mabrattas, and the Vizier Gazoodeen Khan, were preparing a 
formidable attack on Nejeeb Cawn, and had driven the naib of the 
Abdalli from Lahoor* Nejeeb Cawn* called upon his allies, Sujah Dowla, 
pnd the Rohillas, for assistance 3 and the Abdalli was invited to join 
this league.* Sujah Dowla joined Nejeeb Cawn, and attacked and 
routed a party of the Mahrattas. The Abdalli arrived at Panniput* 
the vizier was obliged to fall back on Delhi, to prevent their seizing the 
city, and Sujah Dowla, who thought his presence no longer necessary, 
returned to Oude. The vizier suspected the king of being in league with 
Nejeeb Cawn, and his allies, and, to preserve his own authority, he put 
his majesty to death, and proclaimed a grandson of Cambuksh, the 
younger son of Aurungzebe* king, by the name of Jehangbeer the 
Second- f 

Hie Abdalli sent his nassukchees to Alii Goher and Sujah Dowla* 
offering the throne to the former* and the office of vizier to the Utter, 
which was accepted by both 3 the prince assumed the name of Shah 
Aulura, and, according to his former promise, appointed Sujah Dowla 
vizier of the empire. 

Notwithstanding his defeat last year, the new emperor thought himself 
in a capacity to renew his attack upon the province of Rehar, to which 
be was’ invjted by the zemindar of Mey, ana other malecanteots. Sujah 
DowU left him to prosecute his designs, and set out with his forces for 
the camp of the Abdalli, who had sent him repeated summonses for that 
jHtfpuse. Near Annopsheer he was met by the Abdslli’s vizier, and con- 
ducted lb statute the camp, where he was received as the vizier of the 
pew king, and presented in person with an official dress of honor. 
Thu MfahraUas and Jauts, reinforced to 150,000 men, commanded

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by Bisswasrow, the son of Ballajte, were encamped on the babies of 
the river Bea. 

The river Jumna, which lay between the two'armies, being great!/ 
swelled by the late rains, prevented active operations j in this interval* 
Bisswasrow proposed to the Abdalli a peace, upon the same conditions 
which were formerly made with Nadir Shah. The Abdalli rejected 
these offers with disdain 5 but, by the advice of the Rohillas, sent Sujah 
Dowla to the Mahrattas, wilh other proposals, and desired the Jauts 
to act as mediators. 

[1759*1 Sujah Dowla had for some time carried on a private corres* 
pondence with the Mahratta chiefs, for the puipose of getting them td 
acknowledge Shah Aulum emperor, and this embassy afforded him a 
favourable opportunity of prosecuting those views, the completion of 
which would establish his own authority in the vizierut. He was received 
with marks of friendship by Bisswasrow, who immediately dismissed 
Rajah Dillier Sing, Gazooden Cawn’s vakeel, from his presence and 
camp. Sujah Dowla secured the Mahrattas to his interest, by a depdsit 
of jewels, for the payment of five lacs of rupees to Bisswasrow. 
Shah Aulum was proclaimed emperor, and his son, Shah Mirza Bawber, 
placed on the khoorzee, or chair of state, as regent of the empire, in his 
father’s absence. 

Two months passed in negotiation ; and the Abdalli, seeing' n 6 
prospect of peace, suspected the private conferences of Spjah Dowla 
with the Mahrattas were inimical to the interest of the allies, and the 
capture of the city of Conjpura by them, pending the negotiation , 1 
strengthened his suspicions. The Abdalli, on the arrival of Sujah 
Dowla in camp, commanded him to depart from his army. At the 
intercession of the Rohillas, he was soon prevailed upon to pardon 
•nd recal him, but as his fidelity was still suspected, he wopld not 
suffer him to encamp within his lines* The Abdalli, enraged at the 
loss of Conjpura, and mortified at seeing the Mahrattas carry on thdir 
successes with impunity, mounted his elephaut, and commanding his army ' 
to follow him, pushed into the midst of the stream ;the troops, minted 
by the example of their leader, did the same, and, in a few hoars, the 
whole army landed on the other side of the river Jumna, with very Utile 
loss, which fell chiefly to the share of Sujah Dowia.t The Abcfelli 
marched immediately to Delhi, to seize that city before the Mahrattas 
could arrive to its relief; bat he found it so well garrisoned, that; having 
no artillery, he was obliged to desist from the attempt, and turn fc!l 
attention to Bisswasrow, who was advancing towards him. Th r ey met, 

a 2 January.

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an indecisive battlp took place, and both parties remained inactive till 
January, 1762, when the battle of Pauniput was fought, in which the 
Mahrattas were completely defeated, with the loss of their camp-equi- 
page, artillery, tents, elephants, horses, camels, baggage, a vast trea- 
sure, and most of their leaders killed. This signal victory was owing to 
the bravery of Sujah Dow la, and a body of fakiers in his service.* 
The 1 Abdalli, when the battle was over, embraced Sujah Dowla, whom 
he formally adopted his son, and caused the victory to be proclaimed and 
registered in his pame. The next day, a detachment, sent, by Sujah 
Dpwla, entered the city of Delhi, of which they took possession $ and 
the regent, Mirza Bawber, rode out, attended by his court, to visit the 
Abdalli, and congratulate him on his victory. 

Nejeeb Cawn was reinstated in the subahdary of the city of Delhi, 
the Abdalli marched towards his own country, and Sujah Dowla returned 
to Oude, loaded with honours, and a large share of the booty taken from 
the Mahrattas, Shah Aulum being universally acknowledged emperor, 
Sujah Dowla will in future be knownas the vizier. 

Nothing remarkable occurred in the state of Oude, until the war 
between the British government and Meer Causim, the nawaub of 
Bengal. A treaty was entered into between the vizier and Meer 
Causim under the vizier’s seal, promising him, by oath on the Koran, 
protection and assistance against the English j and stipulating that Meer 
Causim should pay the vizier eleven lacs of rupees a month, from the 
day he should cross the Ganges into the province of Behar, till the con- 
clusion of the war.f 

Meer Causim joined the emperor and the vizier, then encamped at 
Allahabad, preparatory to an expedition into Bnndelcund, to reduce 
some/efractoiy zemindars. The greatest profession of friendship was 
made to Meer Causim by the vizier, for which he received in return 
presents, in jewels, to the amount of some lacs of rupees, a chariot 
drawn by elephants, sumptuously caparisoned, with embroidered 
housings to his Begum, and very valuable gifts to his mother, who had 
honoured Meer Causim with the appellation of soti.J 
, Meer Causim, at his own request, was dispatched with bis troops to 
reduce the Bondelas, which, having effected to the satisfaction of the 
Vizier, he returned to camp. The allied army moved to Benares, and a 
bridge of boats being thrown across the Ganges*, they continued their 
march into Behar j — they were a moving nation of marauders, with* 
0^ discipline, spreading desolation wherever they came, and plundering 

each other. §

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The vizier, proud of his power, and despising the English, would not 
listen to the advice of his more discerning ministers, who advised him 
not to trust to numbers for victory ; but select his best disciplined 
troops, and leave the remainder with the women, and followers, in camp 
on his frontiers, then he would be sure of victory, by harassing the 
enemy with continual alarms and cutting off supplies of provisions, 

The vizier, and MeeriCausim, entered Behar, spreading desolation for 
miles round their line of march, which so much disgusted the inhabi- 
tants, who before were anxious for the success of the vizier, that they 
changed their wishes into prayers for the ' English, who never mo- 
lested them. 

The English, fatigued with the late campaign, during a rainy season, 
and alarmed at the reported abilities of the vizier, retreated from Benares, 
towards Patua, where they left their heavy baggage and superfluous 
followers, and returned to Arole ; but retreated again to the neighbourhood 
of Patua, and threw up entrenchments * They were closely pursued by 
the vizier, who, elated with this retreat, became still more confident of 
victory. 

The vizier baited one d ky at Phulwara, and the next morning marched 
to attack the English, who defended themselves gallantly against three 
several assaults, in which the vizier lost a great number of men. At night 
he returned to his tents greatly offended with his ally, Meer Causim, for 
staying at a respectable distance with his battalions, and not moving to 
his assistance when required. No active operation took place for some 
days, the vizier being indisposed, except affairs of outposts ; and the rains 
approaching, the allies retreated towards Buxar, intending to return after 
the wet season. Meer Causim, finding the war was likely to continue 
longei than he had lesources to pay his subsidy to the vizier, wished to be 
out of his power j and requested the vizier, to permit him to go to 
Moorsbedabad to collect the revenues of the country, which he could 
readily effect while the English had the vizier to employ their attention. 
The vizier, afraid that Meer Causim would not return, proposed to send 
a person to levy cbntributions in his name ; which, however, he never 
did, and Meer Causim received no supply from the provinces. The 
Vizier never forgave Meer “Causim for witnessing his repulse; on the 
EnglKb lines at £atua, without coming to his assistance, and deter- 
mined on seeking an opportunity of breaking with hiiq.f Jfot 
that purpose he demanded the emperor’s tribute for Bengal, and his own 
subsidy. Meer Causim pleaded inability to answer these demands ; 
vyhicb the vizier placed guards over his person $ a strict exaction d 

»faii 
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bit treasure was made from his women, and eunuchs 5 and the vizier 
charged him, on fhe testimony of the assassin, Sumroo, with firing on him 
at his t&hfa from the attack on the English lines before Patua.* When 
the vizitr had collected all the treasure of his unfortunate captive, he 
turned him loose on the world, without money or friends, the day before 
the battle of Baxar. Meer Causim had, a few days before the alarm of 
the vizier’s demands on him, sent away some valuable jewels by a 
faithful domestic, Shekh Mahummood Asheek, which were honestly de- 
livered up to him after his release. 

- Indirect overtures of peace were made to the vizier, with an offer of 
the province of Behar to himself, and a tribute to the emperor, for 
Bengal 5, but he was too haughty to be satisfied with less than the 
conquests of the provinces of Bengal, Behar, and Orissa. With these 
high pretensions, and a powerful army to support them, he had not con- 
duct to exert his force, and pride would not suffer him to attend to the 
advice Of his intelligent friends. 

The English government, seeing that the vizier would not listen to 
reasonable terms of accommodation, reinforced their army, the com- 
mand of which was given to Major Munro, who, having provided ten days 
provision, resolved in that time to conquer or die. With this intention 
he commenced his march, and, though constantly harassed by a body of 
Mogul horse, arrived in a few days, within a short distance of the 
vieier’s cantonments. The armies remained two days inactive within 
sight of each other. On the third, the vizier attacked the English ; 
the battle, which was long and bloody, ended in the complete defeat of 
the vizier, all his camp equipage, artillery, baggage, and a vast treasure, 
fell into the hands of the victors. The King and the vizier fled to 
Benares ; but the vizier, not thinking himself in safety in bis own 
dominions, retired to Allahabad, and thence to Bareilly, the residence of 
Hafiz Rhemut, a Rohilla chief, by whom he was received, with his mother. 
Begum, and family. The vizier left his minister, Beny Behadur, to 
conduct the emperor after him from Benares ; but his Majesty, being now 
jhis, own master, and disgusted with the vizier’s treatment, refused to 
accompany Beny Behadur, and solicited the protection of the English. His 
Majesty proposed that Major Munro, should put him into possession of the 
province of Oude with a detachment of troops to shew he was under the 
protection of the English government, and then he would defend it with- 
out farther aid from themf by the assistance of bis own connections j 
and collect the revenues, which he would remit tp the company's treasury, 
and be satisfied with whatever part they should assign him) but if the 
English government would, contrary to their interest, make peace with

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the vizier, his Majesty, in that case, would go to Delhi, |>eing resolved 
never to commit his person again to the power of the vizier* 
jesfy farther agreed to reimburse the English government the expenpe of 
the war with the vizier, and assign to them Ghazeepoofe, and the rest.of 
the country of Rajah Bulwunt Sing, in perpetuity. 

The English government acceded to the Emperor’s proposal, and a party 
of their troops were ordered to attend upon his Majesty at Benares. The 
vizier, to gain time for recruiting his forces^ ordered his minister, ^eny 
Behadur, to listen to terms of peace $ but not to come to a definite treaty, 
as he was determined to continue the war. The English general, end /the 
emperor, invited Beny Behadur to a conference in the English camp, 
where he was received with distinction, and peace offered, through him, 
to the vizier, provided he would deliver Meer Causim, and Sumroo, into 
their hands. The Raja held out hopes that these terms would be com- 
plied with, as far as possible, and remained in the English camp till tbe 
vizier was joined by the Mahrattas, at Khorah, then he quitted them, 
under pretence of settling the districts of the province $ but returned 
with his followers to the vizier, and sent ,to inform the English general, 
and the emperor, of his master’s determination not to listen to the terms 
of peace offered. 

Two battalions, under the command of Major Stibbert, took pos- 
session of the city of Lucknow 3 and Gen. Carnac besieged the fortress 
of Chunar 3 but having failed in a night attack on that fortress, this, and 
the preparations of the vizier, induced him to raise the siege, and march 
to attack Allahabad, ' where he was joined by Nujuf Khan, with his fol- 
lowers from Bundelcund; who, being well acquainted witrh the fortress, 
pointed out the weakest part, a breach was made > the garrison, not 
deeming it prudent to brave a storm, surrendered, and the English 
marched on to Korah in pursuit of the vizier.* 

The conquered districts were settled by Shittabroy, who made stipu- 
lations with the Zemindars, and levied native troops in the name of the 
English. 

The vizier’s refusal to listen to terms of peace, was considered a rebel- 
lious contempt of the Emperor’s authority 3 and a royal Firmaun was 
issued, on the 29th September, 17^4, f for removing him from the 
office of vizier, and resuming the Subahdarry of Oude, of which the 
troops of the English company were desired to out his Maiestv into 
possession. 

When the English troops, under Gen. Carnac, arrived at Korah, Sujah 
Dowla, with the Mahrattas under Malhar Raow, the vizier’s other allied 
under various pretences> having delayed joining, now advanced to meet 

him 3 
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Hm ) an engagement, or tather skirmish, took place, in which the 
Mahrattai were quickly dispensed by the English artillery, and fled across 
the Jumna to thelf own territories $ and Sujah Dowla retreated to 
Furruckabad, irresolute how to act * This action decided the late of Oude, 
and the English took possession of every part of the country. Sujah Dow- 
la, by the advice of Ahmed Khan, resolved to throw himself on the 
clemency of the English, and set out for their camp, in a palanquin, 
with a few attendants. Majoi Carnac, when informed ot his approach, 
advanced with several officers and Shittabroy, to medt h.m. The 
vizier alighted, aud embraced Major Carnac 5 the company pre- 
sented nuzzers, and accompanied their noblp guest on foot, to their 
tents, where a collation was provided, and every assurance given him 
of reconciliation and future friendship, f The vizier, satisfied of 
the sincerity of Major Carnac, encamped near the English lines, and sent 
for his/amily. In August a treaty was concluded to the satisfaction of 
both parties, by which it was stipulated. 

That there should be peace and friendship between the vizier and the 
English. 

That the company should assist in defending Oude, in case of attack, 
the extraordinary expences of which assistance the vizier was to pay. 

That the vizier should assist the English m case their dominions were 
attacked. 

That he should never entertain Causim Ally Khan, date Subahdar of 
Bengal, Sumroo, nor any European deserter ; but should deliver up, to 
the English, any European deserter, who should seek an asylum in his ter- 
ritories. X 

That the emperor should remain in possession of Korah, and Alla- 
habad as a royal demesne. 

That Rajah Bulwunt Sipg, should be continued in the Zemindaries of 
Benares, Gazeepoore, kc. 

That the vizier should pay the English government fifty lacks of rupees, 
on account of the expences of the war. 

Theiemainder of Oude, &c. to be restored to the vizier. 

The ttade of the company to be free through the whole of the vizier/ s 
possessions. 

The relations of the vizier, who assisted -the English, not to Bb mo- 
lested on that account. 

. The English forces to be withdrawn, except the garrison of Cbunar, 
tfr such troops as his majesty should chuse for the protection of his 
jargon in the city of Allahabad^ 

The

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The emperor, by bis royal seal, confirmed this treaty, and at the 
intercession of Lord Clive/ restored Sujah Dowla to his former offices 
In the empire. The vizier having paid his conquerors all the mohejr 
he could raise, and deposited jewels for the balance, took leave of 
them, and returned to Fyzabad, leaving deputies in his offices of vizier, 
and commander of the artillery, with the emperor.* 

The personal character, and high reputation of the vizier, over the 
whole empire, would render him at all times, if driven to desperation, 
a dangerous* enemy > the English could not maintain the conquest of 
Oude, in the hands of any one else, without great risk, and immense 
expence ) at the same time, the restoration of it to the vizier, was 
the best barrier to then possessions in Bengal, and formed the strongest 
claim on his gratitude. The vizier, perfectly satisfied of the superiority 
of the English troops over his own, gave up every hope of disputing 
the empire with them, and set himself heartily about retrieving his coun- 
try from the effects of the late ruinous war.f The English wdre stationed 
at Allahabad and Benares, to secure the King and the country against tho 
designs of the Mahrattas f 

[1766] This summer, a congress was held at Chuprab, by 
Lord Clive, General Camac, the vizier, the King’s ministers, and the 
Rohilla chiefs, for forming a treaty of mutual deferred against the Mah- 
rattas. The English deputies left the vizier to finish the treaty ; but not 
to conclude it finally without their consent) he terminated the business 
to their Satisfaction, and this coalition promised to be a good defence 
against the encroachments of the Mahrattas, and the Abdali, who this 
yeai threatened to invade Hindustan, and thelatter had, for that pur- 
pose, advanced to Cabul ) but retired again to his own country. 

,[1767.] The vizier was now sensible that the security of his pos- 
sessions, as well as his consequence in the empire, depended on the 
friendship of the English, and governed his conduct by principles the 
most likely to cement and promote that amity. The emperor bad 
long ceased to consult the vizier on the affairs of the empire j and the 
influence assumed by the vizier’s naib, over the royal house, and parti- 
cularly , the vizierut, gave too much reason to conclude, that he had 
filled the royal ear with ideas unfavourable to his master.^ The vjzier 
remdnstrated with the King, on the hardship of being nominally hr» 
first minister, without being consulted by his Majesty on state affairs; 
and submitted, as matter of right, that he should be admitted to 
his majesty's council in future. To this his Majesty peremptorily re* 
fused to accede, or allow him more than a nominal situation in 

empire* 
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empire. The vizier laid his grievances before the English government, 
reminding them of his appointment to that office, when the -treaty with 
them was concluded ;* and signifying his earnest desire, through their 
mediation, to be invested with the authority withheld from him by the 
jealousy of the King, and the artifices of a favourite servant.f To 
these representations the English government paid immediate attention ; 
and Mimeer al Dowlah,the vizier’s naib,was told, that his disrespectful con- 
duct to his master had incurred their high displeasure, and if he regarded 
their friendship, he would make proper concessions to him. This inti- 
mation from the English government had the desired effect; an inter- 
view took place between the vizier and his naib at Fayzebad, and 
the vizier was satisfied of the consistent Conduct of his deputy ; but 
his Majesty steadily refused to admit the vizier to more than his nominal 
dignity. 

The English government adhered with scrupulous exactness to 
the articles of the treaty with* the vizier ; still, however, he considered 
them, more as his rivals for power, than steady friends, and was sedu- 
lously employed in increasing and exercising his army, of which the English 
government was repeatedly advised ; and of his unfriendly intention 
towards them, should a proper opportunity offer ; — therefore, the duty 
they owed their own safety, as well as the preservation of the peace of the 
allies, and the empire, required such measures as would curb his ambitious 
projects, without destroying his respectability. A deputation from the 
English government met the vizier at Benares, for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the relative interest? of both parties, and the unnecessary 
increase of his excellency’s military establishment ; the result of which 
was, a new treaty ; the preamble of which acknowledges the justice of 
the apprehensions entertained by the English government of that un- 
necessary increase ; f and stipulating that his excellency’s entire force in 
future should not exceed thirty-five thousand men, a number sufficient 
to render him respectable among the powers of Hindustan, though not so 
formidable, as to trouble the peace of the provinces. The vizier, accompa- 
nied the deputies to Allahabad ; his Majesty confirmed the treaty, and 
received the vizier with every mark of distinction due to his station 
in the empire ; and at his departure permitted him to return to Allahabad, 
at the approaching festival.^ 

[ 1769 .] Ahmed Cawn, a Rohilla chief, applied to the vizier, 
arid the King, fbr assistance to quell an insurrection In hi# 
dominions, to which the English government having assented, an 
army was assembled for, that purpose ; but peace was restored by the 
defeat of the rebel, Abdallah Cawn, without foreign assistance. 

The

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The King, though in hi* exterior behaviour apparently satisfied, 
secretly sighed for the pleasures of the capital! and was ambitious of 
ascending the throne of his ancestors. This unfortunate predilection 
was encouraged by the cupidity of his servants $ who, regardless of the 
happiness of their sovereign, and full of the desire of ruling with 
‘uncontrolled sway, urged his Majesty to throw off his dependence ©a 
the English, assert his own right, and march to Delhi. The Mahrattas 
had now recovered from the effects of the battle of Pauniput, and, 
building the hopes of their future ambitious designs on having the royal 
person in their power, intrigued with his Majesty’s confidential servants, 
and offered their assistance, in placing his Majesty on the throne. tThese 
alluring offers were not to be combated by prudential considerations, 
and the King determined on leaving his asylum of ease, independence, 
and comfort, in Allahabad, in the midst of his family and most faithful 
servants, for a miserable shadow of authority in the city of Delhi * 
Previous to the King’s departure, he sent his'rainister, Muneer al Dowla, 
to Calcutta, to demand the approbation of the English government 
to his intended movement. But he met with a positive refusal : 
convinced of the imprudence of the step his Majesty was about to 
take, the council strongly remonstrated against it; and warped his 
Majesty not to place confidence in the Mahrattas, whose perfidy, and 
insatiable ambition, had klready proved fatal to many of his august 
family. Though the English government could not approve of his 
Majesty’s determination, he was informed they would not oppose it 5 
and allowed his Majesty to retain in his service some battalions 
of Sepoys, disciplined after the European method, first withdrawing 
the Officers. With these honourable sentiments Muneer al Dowla 
was dismissed. 

The Nawaub Vizier, secretly encouraged the cabals for the King’s 
removal to Delhi, though he outwardly gave it all the opposition that 
could be expected, fiom one greatly interested in his Majesty’s happi- 
ness*! In Hie spring of 1771, the King, by the aid of the English, 
the exertions of the Mogul nobles, and a magnificient Peishcush, or 
offering, with four lacks of rupees from the nawaub vizier, assembled 
an army of sixteen thousand men, with which be commenced his 
march to Delhi, accompanied by the commander in chief of the 
British forces, and the vizier, to the frontiers of the province of 
Khorah. Here having again renewed their solicitations 6 > detain the 
King, but without effect, they took their leave. The King can- 
tpned hit army at Nabbee Gunge, a town on the high road to Delhi, 

daring 
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during the rainy season, and received Vakeels from the Mahratta 
^chiefs, demanding the Chout due from the crown to the Peishwa 
family from the time of Mahmud Shah ; five lacs of rupees for carry- 
ing on the war against the Jauts ; and a confirmation of the possession 
of their respective jagheers; with which unreasonable demands his 
Majesty was obliged to comply. In 1 772 , the Mahrattas bore down all 
Opposition at the court of Delhi, and obtained from the King sunnuds, 
or grants, for the provinces of Korah and Allahabad.* These provinces, 
our readers will recollect, were settled in the year 1765 , on the Empe!- 
ror, by the English government, as a royal demesne, the possession of 
which he first abandoned, and now made a grant 0 £ to the prejudice 
- of the English government and the vizier j and contrary to the meaning 
of the treaty, by which they reverted to the English government, from 
whom his Majesty received them. In September, the English govern- 
ment granted them in perpetuity to the nawaub vizier, on condition 
of paying the company fifty lacs of rupees. f By this agreement, 
the number, and expence of a brigade of English troops, when in the 
service of the Nawaub vizier, was ascertained. 

The contest for these provinces now lay between the English govern- 
ment and the vizier, with the Mahrattas, and the latter prepared to assert 
their right by" the sword. The Rohillas had suffered greatly by the 
irruption of the Mahrattas into their chantry, the two preceding years $ 
and Hafiz Rhemut Khan, chief of the tribe, formed a treaty with the 
English government and the Nawaub vizier, by which it was stipulated, 
tfiat he should pay the vizier forty lacs of rupees at the end of the war, 
for the assistance he should receive in expelling the invaders. J Pending 
the treaty, the King privately consulted with the agents of the vizier, and 
informed the English government of his earnest desire to get rid of the 
thraldom in which he was kept by the Mahrattas, that every exertion 
should be made on his part to counteract their designs, by constantly 
giving information of their intended movements. 

Holkar and Beesajee, at the head of a very large Mahratta army, crossed 
the Ganges, and laid the country waste wherever they came, the English 
forces, the Nawaub vizier’s, and the Rohillas, having united, the 
Mahrattas were every where repulsed, and dHven back again with 
the utmost precipitation, where, being joined by the remainder of the 
Mahratta army under Scindiab , and the Mogul troops under Nujeef Khan, 
they held a consultation upon their future operations : § the aspect of 
affairs was hostile to their views, and knowing the King's mind was 

estranged 
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estranged from them, it was determined for the present to return td the 
Deccan, and renew their ambitious schemes as opportunity should offer. 
Agreeably to this resolve, the Mahrattas withdrew by tlje way of Jypore, 
from Hindustan, and NujufF Khan returned to Delhi with the Moghul 
troops. 

The 'Nawaub Vizier marched into the Doab, to visit on the 
Mahrattas the effects of their own ambition, and expel theh garrison 
from the city of Etawah, which he replaced with his own troops $ and 
proceeded to Agra, then besieged by Nujuff Khan for the King, whom 
he assisted with an increase of 1 force and artillery $ the siege was carried 
on with vigour, and the garrison forced to capitulate. 

The Nawaub Vizier took this opportunity of sending Illy Khan, a 
nobleman possessing his entire confidence, to Delhi, to compliment his 
Majesty on the taking of Agra j but with a secret mission, te engage the 
King to joiiun his designs on the Rohillas, whose rising power and influ- 
ence he had long beheld with jealousy. 

He urged the infraction of the treaty, by the Rohillas treacherously 
delaying payment of the stipulated sum of forty lacs of rupees, as a pre- 
text for the war. * ' 

The King did not heartily concur in the measure, being averse to 
agrandising the vizier at the expence of the Rohillas $ but Illy Khan 
brought a large sura of money with him, which having expended 
judiciously among the King’s servants, he succeeded in his object.f A 
secret treaty was formed, by which the vizier bound himself not only to 
defray the expences of the war, but, at the conclusion, his Majesty 
should partake of the plunder, as well as a share of the conquered pro- 
vince, or, if more agreeable, have an equal pfoportion of country more 
contiguous to Delhi. His Majesty to send his troops, under the com- 
mand of Nujuff Khan, to the assistance of the Nawaub vizier. 

The King prepared to take the field, but was prevented by indisposition, 
and the army marched under the command of Nujuff Khan, he did not 
join the vizier till after the fate of the Rohillas had been decided by the 
battle of Cuttair,J in which the English troops, and those of the Nawaub 
vizier, gained a Complete victory, and the whole province surrendered 
to them/ except the district of Rampbre, which was granted to 
FizooJah Kba*V at the meditation of the English, in jaghire, upon his 
submission^ Thus the English government annexed to the territories of 
Oude, one of the finest provinces of Hindustan, yielding a revenue olf 
upwards of two millions sterling. 

The Nawaub vizier was particularly attentive to Nujuff Khan, and, 

* ! to 
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to attach him to his Interest, appointed him his naib, at the Court of Delhi, 
an office more honourable, than profitable, but accepted by Nujuff Khan 
thankfully. The vizier, when urged to deliver up the King's share 
of the plunder, peremptorily declined to give any part of it, and his 
Majesty, after repeated efforts to alter the vizier’s resolution, desisted 
to push his claim. Nujuff Khan, was dismissed by the vizier,with flatter- 
ing marks of esteem and friendship, accompanied by some of the vizier’s 
troops, as a reinfoicement to his own. 

The Nawaub vizier, having settled the government of his newly- 
icquired territories, and appointed aumils to the several districts, took 
leave of the British commander in chief, and returned to Oude, in the 
plenitude of prosperity. Last year the Nawaub vizier, formally adopted 
Muzzuffer Jung, the Nawaub of Furruckabad, his son, and promised to 
restore him to his country on the expulsion of the Mahrattas. During 
the remainder of this year he was employed in settling a treaty of 
friendship and alliance with Muzuffer Jung, and arranging the affairs of 
that country, when death closed the career of his ambition, in January, 
1775 ; 

Sujah Dowlah, was about five feet eleven inches in height, his person 
extremely handsome, nervous, and athletic $ his eye was penetrating, and 
his appearance bespoke acuteness, active intellect, and high spirit : 
his exterior was imposing, his policy plausible, and his genius enter- 
prising $ he was an excellent magistrate, anxiously desirous of the 
prosperity of his country, to the internal (economy of the government 
of which he paid particular attention. In situations of danger, he was cool, 
brave, and daring $ but he was choleric, ambitious, faithless, and, on many 
occasions, cruel. Trivial concessions, provided they addressed his passions^ 
softened down his highest demands - 9 his policy did not aim at the 
aggrandisement of the empire, nor the support of the legitimate rights of 
his sovereign $ but was invariably directed to extend his own influence, 
at the expence of his King, his neighbours, honour, and justice. 

He was succeeded by his eldest son, Asoph ul Dowlah $ this prince 
ascended the musnud with the fairest piospects of an auspicious reign j 
his title undisputed j a revenue of upwards of four millions sterling ; 
at peace with every state $ and protected by the English government, 
through whose influence, at the court of Delhi, he was confirmed in the 
Subahdary of Oude, and invested with the office of vizier. A proper atten- 
tion to the internal oeconomy of his government would have insured a con- 
tinuation of these blessings, and the prosperity of his dominions. A new 
treaty was concluded between the Nawaub vizier, and the Nawaub 
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Muzuffer Jung, by which Furruckabad was declared a dependancy of 
Oude, and a battalion of the troops of the Nawaub vizier stationed in it, 
for the defence of the person of the Nawaub Muzuffer Jung, at a subsidy 
of four lacs fifty thousand ruplfe a year. 

[ 1775 .] The frontiers of the territories of Oude were considerably 
extended by the recent conquest of Rohilcund, and part of the Jaut 
country $ it was therefore judged necessary to increase the British force, 
A treaty was concluded between the English government, and the nawaub 
vizier, for confirming former treaties ) making over the sovereignty of 
the district, dependant on Cheyt Sing, in perpetuity to the English com- 
pany ; fixing the charges of a brigade at two lacs sixty thousand rupees 
a month;* and engaging the nawaub vizier to dismiss all the Europeans, 
then in his service, and never, under any pretence, to employ Europeans in 
future, or permit them to remain in his dominions, without the perwunnah 
of the English government 5 and agreeing to pay the balance due to 
the English government, on account of Korah, Allahabad, and Rohil- 
cund. In consequence of a change in the native officers, commanding 
battalions in the service of Oude, there was a serious mutiny among the 
troops, but, by the timely interference of a battalion of British troops, 
the mutineers were reduced to order, and the changes effected, without 
further opposition ; but it was found necessary to station two battalions 
of British troops in Oude and its dependencies. The nawaub vizier, re- 
signed to his pleasuies left the government of the country to his ministers, 
and seldom attended to the business of the state, except when he came 
to demand money to support his pleasures, or purchase baubles. The effect 
of his indolence was soon apparent, in the defalcation of his revenues, 
internal disorders, commotions in the country, and frequent mutiny of his 
tioops. Instead of seeking for the cause of these irregularities in his own 
conduct, he imputed them to the expence of maintaining the temporary 
brigades of British troops, called in, from time to time, to restore tran- 
quillity. Fizoolah Khan, a Roll ilia chief, taking advantage of the imbe- 
cility of the vizier’s government, iciused to pay his subsidy for the lands 
granted him in jaghire, under the protection of the English government, 
at the reduction of that province, and other jaghiredars, assumed a conse- 
quence unknown in the former reign To correct these abuses, an agreement 
was concluded between the pawaub vizier, and the British government, 
on the igth Sept. 1781, for withdrawing the English sebundy force, and 
replacing them by a regiment of sepoys, at an increased subsidy of 25, 000 
rupees a month $ permitting the nawaub vizier to resume the lands of the 
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Refractory zemindars, with a reserve to all those whose jaghire the com- 
pany guaranteed, the amount of whose net collections should be paid 
to them, through the English resident, || ready money. As Fizoolah 
Khan had forfeited the protection of the English government, the nawaub 
vizierwas allowed to dispossess him, paying the amount stipulated to him 
by treaty, after deducting the charges of the troops he stood engaged to 
furnish, and which was passed to the account of the company.* 

The vizier also signed another agreement, that he would 
reduce his sebundy, and other troopi, to regular and complete esta- 
blishments, not to be paid by assignments on the revenue, but by 
money from the treasury ; that their number should not exceed the cer- 
tain means of paying them ; that he would separate his public from his 
private funds, and receive only a fixed sum for the expences of his person 
and household ; the remainder of the net collections should be left in the x 
public treasury, under the management of his public ministers, and the 
inspection of the English nesident, for the discharge of his civil and 
military establishments. The Mahrattas meditated an attack upon Oude $ 
it was therefore necessary to increase the English tioops, by whom the 
Mahrattas were soon repulsed, and retired to their own country. In the 
year 1784, an agreement was entered into by the vizier, with the English 
government, for a further augmentation of the troops, and an increased 
subsidy, to provide against a meditated attack on the frontiers of Oude, by 
.the Seiksjf and early in the following year, a laige force was stationed on 
the frontiers, wliere they remained encamped until the rise of the river 
Jumna obliged the enemy to give up the design, and the English troops 
returned to their cantonments m the company’s provinces This year, tha 
same danger threatened , and the vizier concluded a voluntary agreement 
with colonel Ha r pur, foi such extra troops should be employed in the 
defence of his frontiei s The revenues of Oude alarmingly decreased under 
the management, or rather, want of management, of the nawaub vizier 
and his ministers, while his profusion continued unbounded. When he ap- 
plied to his ministers for money, to answei his private expences, it was no 
e>cu e to plead inability, they were obliged to find it ; money was raised 
for these pin poses, at usurious interest, from the Shroffs, for which tun- 
caws were given on the revenue, and aumils appointed by them, who, 
having no interest in the collections, or the future prosperity of the 
ryots, after the repayment of the sum borrowed, practised every species 
of extortion, while they remained in power.} Impartiality demands we 
should acknowledge, that Euiopeans, unmindful of their own honour, or 
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that of their country, or the reputation and interest of their employers, 
gained largely by these mal-practices.* 

[1786.] Every department of the state was deranged, and many of 
the finest districts of the Province desolated, by the* rapacity of the 
Aumils : the subsidy payable for the British troops employed in the 
defence of the country fell into arrear, and the sums due on account 
of Korah, Allahabad, and Rohilcund, remained unpaid. The English 
government, alarmed at the decline of a country, with which they 
were so intimately connected, that the interests of the two states were 
inseparable, adopted measures, if possible, to stop the growing evil.— - 
Hyder Beg Khan, first minister to th$ nawaub vizier, was sent f6r to 
Calcutta, to devise the means of redressing the grievances under which 
the country of Oude suffered. Lord Cornwallis, then at the head of the 
English government in India, explicitly declared to the minister, that 
the principles on which it would be mutually expedient to continue a 
friendly connection with the nawaub vizier, would be to commit the 
management of all the political business of Oude to the Engljsh 
government, who would undertake its defence against all enemies, and 
refrain from interfering in the management of the revenues, commerce, 
and internal government, of the country; every civil and military 
expence, incurred by the company, on that account, to be defrayed 
by the nawaub vizier. On these principles a treaty was concluded, 
stipulating, that two brigades of British troops should be permanently 
stationed in Oude, for the expence of which, with the resident, and 
the pensions guaranteed by the English government, the subsidy was 
fixed at 500,000/. a year, payable by monthly instalments, independent 
of the expence of any additional troops, which it might be found 
necessary to station in the country, for its defence f The English 
government agreed to relinquish alt claims for balances due, except 
arrears of the troops, and pensions. 

[ 1787 .] The nature of die connection of the two states was dearly 
defined:— Oude to be defended by the English government, at a fixed 
subsidy; and the internal government of the country to remain with the 
nawaub vizier but they were not prevented from making representa- 
tions to his Excellency, on the subject of his Administration, or from 
proposing sdfch general arrangements, as should appear likely to contri- 
bute to the prosperity of both governments. The nawaub vizier gave 
Lord Cornwallis the strongest assurances of applying himself to the 
encouragement of agriculture and commerce ; that he would disband 
Vol. 6. great 
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great number of his useless rabble of troops ; and retrench many other 
superfluous articles of expenditure. Hyder Beg Khan was informed, 
that the English government held him responsible for the due per- 
formance of the provisions of this tieaty, in carrying which into full 
effect, he was assured he might depend on the support of the English 
government, as long as he served the nawaub vizier with fidelity, 
governed the country with justice, and strictly adhered to the engage- 
ments formed with the company.* Hyder Beg Khan, during his ad- 
ministration, made several efforts to correct the evils of the govern- 
ment, but not being cordially suppoited by the vizier, all his plans 
for that desirable purpose weie abortive the thoughtless extravagance, 
aud lolly of the vizier, marred every design that aimed at the correc- 
tion of abuses ; and the minister d<cd m the year 1 792, esteemed by 
the English government, as a man of talents, and industry, f Hussein 
Reza Khan, was appointed, ad interim, to succeed him , and Rajah 
Tickait Roy was placed at the head of the finance, till the pleasuie of 
the English government should be known 5 who having signified their 
approbation of this choice, Lord Cornwallis assuied the new ministers, 
that ©n an honourable and active discharge of the duty they owed their 
master, depended the support they would receive from the English 
government. The conduct of the vizier to the family of the late 
Hyder Beg Khan, was at first liberal and attentive but after some 
time he made claims on their property, on account of money said to 
be placed to Ins own account, by the late minister. The advice of his 
present minister had very little weight m preventing this ungracious 
conduct ; the English government felt themselves called on to addiess 
the nawaub vizier on this subject -> and submitted to his Excellency, 
that not only a just sense of the long and faithful services of his late 
minister, but the discredit which would attach to his own name, from 
confiscating the property of the childien of his late minister, after the 
death of their father, should induce him to abstain from measures so 
incompatible with the dignity of his government \ while prudence 
and polity should dictate a very different line of conduct j that an un- 
generous return for the fidelity of his minister, might have evil con- 
sequences on the good conduct of others. The vizier desisted from his 
iniquitous claims ; and the family of Hjder Beg Khan were allowed 
to enjoy their.propeity unmolested. 

[1793] Hussein Reza Khan, first minister to the vizier, and Rajah 
Tick ait Roy, head of the finance, went up to Calcutta to con- 
sult the British Government on the affairs of Oude. Their state- 
ment

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tnent of the administration of government, and the situation of the 
country/ was truly distressing. The private debts of the vizier 
amounted to one million and a halt sterling, for which he paid an annual in- 
terest of upwards of four hundred thousand pounds. * The revenues of the 
state rapidly declined 5 and now yielded less than half the amount of 
their actual produce, at 1 ns excellency’s accession to the Mtisnud The 
unbounded and piofuse spins demanded fiom his ministers, for his 
excellency’s private expences, forced them ’to borrow money at usu- 
rious interest , and to hum the levenues, from year to year, to the 
highest bidder. This necessarily produced a succession of Aumils, who 
had no interest in the improvement of the state of the ryot, beyond 
the current year, and was productive of every species of extortion. 

The inhabitants emigrated, m great numbers, eveiy year, to the 
Mahratta states, under the government of Mons. Perron, and other 
French officers, and large tracts of land lay uncultivated in the terri- 
tories of Oude.f 

These representations induced Marquis Cornwallis, governor-gene- 
ral, to write to the vizier, directing his excellency’s attention to the 
ruinous system of policy, followed in the public and private adminis- 
tration of his excellency’s aftaus; observing, his excellency must be 
aware, that such was the close connection between the company and 
his excellency, that every chief in India consideied the two states as 
forming one power 5 J that, notwithstanding the prevalence of peace 
during so many years, the revenues of his Excellency’s dominions were 
diminished beyond all conjecture ; that these facts were decisive evidence 
of tyrany, extortion, and mismanagement in the Annuls ; and though 
the company’s subsidy was then paid up with regularity, yet he could 
not risk his reputation, nor neglect Ins duty, by lemaining a silent spec- 
tator of evils which would, in the end, and perhaps that end not very 
remote, render abortive even his excellency’s earnest desire that the 
subsidy should be punctually paid. 

The governor-general then detailed a system of impovement in the 
internal administration, for his Excellency’s adoption, which he was 
informed had been explained to his ministers, Hussein Reza Khan, 
and Rajah Tickait Roy, when in Calcutta, for the execution of which the 
British government held them responsible to both governments, and for 
restoring the country to a flourishing state. 

These friendly suggestions, aided by the remonstiances of the resident, 
produced no alteration in the administration of affaiis. The vizier was 

a mere 
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a mere sensualist : the enjoyment of the present moment was of morp 
Consideration with him than the future happiness, or misery, of his 
Country, 

[1794.] Fizulah Khan, the Rohillah Chief of Rampore, died, and his 
Jaghire was bestowed by the vizier on his eldest son, Mohamud Aili, who 
Was also acknowledged by the principal Rohilla Chiefs. A few days 
after his accession to the Musnud, his brother, Gholaum Mohammed, 
an ambitious, violent man, intrigued against him, got him by arti- 
fice into his power, and put him to death. 

The usurper, to secure his establishment, sent a considerable present 
to the vizier, with promises of an increased tribute, if the Jagheerdary 
was granted to him in perpetuity. The vizier was inclined to comply 
with the usurper’s terms, thoiigh Mohammed Alii left an infant son, and 
laid a detail of the whole transaction before the British government. 

The vizier was informed, the British government would not compro- 
mise so base an usurpation, and were determined to remove Gholaum 
Mohammed, and confer the Jagheer on the infant son of the late Moham- 
med Alii. For enforcing their resolution. Sir James Craig, the com- 
mander in chief of their forces, Was directed to join theyizier, with • 
sufficient force j a bloody battle was fought at Bittawrah, in which the 
Rohillahs were entirely defeated, and pursued to the foot of the hills. 
After a long parley, they agreed to deliver their treasure to the vizier. 
Gholaum Mohammed, fell into the hands of the English, and Was im- 
prisoned. Half the Jagheer was granted to the son of the deceased 
Mohammed Alii, and the remaining half was incorporated with the 
vizier’s dominion*. The vizier divided about one-fourth of the treasure, 
which fell into his hands, among the army, and to the widows and chil- 
dren of those who fell in the battle. 

[1795.] The officer, commanding Dowlut Rao Scfodeah’s troops in 
Hindustan, sent to the vizier, to inform him of the success of the Peishwa, 
against the Nawaub Nizam All Khan, according to the policy of the 
East, to incline the vizier to favour his interest 3 but as the vizier was 
then at peace with both parties, and a reply to Scittdeah, however cauti- 
ously Worded, might be construed into a breach of neutrality 3 it was 
judged advisable that the vizier shouM be silent on the subject 3 and the 
notification was not answered. 

[1795.3 The consideration of the almost ruined state of the vizier's 
finances was now closely pressed upon hfe excellency, as well by the 
British government, as the difficulty of raising supplies for -fait own 
current ezpences, andhe seemed to undertake the plan ofreform formerly 
vuggeited to him by Marquis Cornwallis, with a determination of 


affecting 
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affecting a change* Not being cordially attached to hU ministers, 
Hussein Reza Khan, and Tickait Roy, the object that struck his 
attention, on entering into his affairs, was the vast increase of debt 
within the last three years, the period of their administration. He 
accused them of being the primary cause of his embarrassment, and 
loaded thetii with every species of obloquy. The vizier nominally took the 
management of the treasury into his own hands $ but every thing was 
under the control of Baja Jao Loll, a sycophant, with whom he had 
been in habits of intimacy for several years, which was strengthened by the 
Host absolute subserviency to the inclination and caprices of bis master. 
The vizier applied to the British government, to direct the resident, 
3-. F. Cherry, Esq. to assist in an adjustment of his excellency’s debts, 
arith a view to their being put into a train of payment ,* stating to them, 
that, in consequence of the distresses which overwhelmed him, no 
arrangement, that was practicable and gradual, could be suggested/’ 
The necessary instructions were accordingly given to the resident, a 
statement of the debts was laid before him by the vizier’s direction, in 
November, and the vouchers exhibited by the creditors. 

April following, the resident had investigated the debts/f* and was ready 
to deliver in a statement of them, with his opinion upon the justice of the 
different claims, when the vizier, in a conference with the commander in 
chief, sir Robert Abercrombie,}: delivered a paper of charges against his late 
ministers, and recommended his favourite. Raja Jao Loll, to succeed them 
in office, after having ostensibly filled that situation himself, for the last 
year.§ The instability of the vizier’s judgment, and the audacity of Jao 
Loll, in urging his master to make so pointed a recommendation of 
himself, || notwithstanding the repeated assurances of the resident, that Jao 
Loll should not interfere in the affairs of government, mortified and 
surprised the friends of the vizier $ and occasioned strong remon- 
strances from the resident, and a recommendation to his Excellency, to 
name another person to be minister, instead of Jao Loll, at the desire of 
the British government. The vizier affected to be much hurt at the manner 
in which the resident urged his instructions, and complained to the 
governor-general, who, though he highly approved of the resident’s 
conduct, "Conceived it wda&d be' for mutual advantage that another 
gentleman should conduqt the affairs of the residency, removed Mr. 
Qhttrry to another situation, and appointed Mr. Lumsden to succeed him. 
When the vizier named Jao Loll to fill the office of first minister,* the 

resident 
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resident determined on withdrawing his interference in the adjust- 
ment of Ins Excellency’s debts 3 and thus was relieved from the 
painful duty of repotting on them. In June following, the vizier paid 
his European u editors from his own piivate funds)* and made an 
arrangement with the natne creditors, by which they agreed to admit a 
deduction of one half the interest ah eady received j and accept payment 
of the remaining piincipal sum, by instalments, in six years 3 foregoing 
all claim to interest on the bonds m their possession. 

[l 797] The govern or* genend made a journey to Lucknow, in 
March,-} foi the purpose of using the influence arising from his personal 
character, and official situation, to induce the vizier to reform his 
admunstiation, and provide for the additional troops, raised in con- 
sequence of the threatened invasion of Zemaun Shaw :+ but the vizier 
was too insensible of the value of character, raid regardless of the real 
prosperity of his country, to be roused by remonstrances. He acknow- 
ledged he had formerly been the slave of his own servants 3 but that he 
now possessed a control over his own affairs, by the kindness of the go- 
vernor-genei al , and he would prefer removing to Calcutta, and be a 
pensioner on the bounty of thecompany, rather than suffer any interference 
in the administration of his affaiis § The vizier entered into an 
agreement with the governor-general, for defraying the expence of 
two Regiments of Cavalry, not exceeding 5| Lacs of Rupees 3 and ap- 
pointed Hussein Raja Khan first minister. 

The governor-general, having settled the treaty, and approved of 
the appointment of the minister, returned to Calcutta. In June, the 
nawaub viziei complained of being indisposed, and in the course of the 
succeding night died || 

Assof ul Dowla though not wanting in sense, was the dupe of every 
sycophant , effeminate in his attachments, the enjoyment of the passing 
moment engrossed all his attention) and, jcgardless of future consequences 
to himself or country, devoted to the society of the most woithless and 
vicious characters He was addicted to an unnatuiai practice with 
ardour, and had the address to conceal his depravity so well in public, 
that no one would suspect him 10 be acquainted with that abomi- 
nable vice. His hatred to his family determined lmn on adopting several 
children, whom he carefully educated , and to indulge the pleasures 
of promoting marriages, several of them were contracted to some of the 
first families in the country. He was profuse to his minions, and in the 
expenee of his amusements , unjust to his creditors 3 fickle to 1% favou- 
rites 3 
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rites ; and regardless of the prosperity of his country, which was, during 
his reign, a prey to the rapacity of corrupt collectors.* 

[1797*1 Asoph ulDowla was succeeded by his reputed and acknow- 
ledged son, Mirza Alli.f Saadut Alii, elder brother of the deceased nawaub, 
set up a claim to the musnud, founded on the spurious origin of all the 
children of Assoph ul Dowla. After mature deliberation on their relative 
rights, the British government decided in favour of Mirza Allis claim 
to the succession, as the presumptive eldest son, and heir apparent to 
the deceased nawaub, which decision was sanctioned by the principles of 
the Mahommedan law, as well as by the practice of the moghul institu- 
tions, the acquiescence of the elder and younger begums, and the appa- 
rent general consent of the inhabitants of Lucknow. After this de- 
cision in favour of the claims of Mirza Alii, he was universally acknow- 
ledged nawaub, and Scindiah referred his investiture, in the office of 
Vizier, to the governor-general. 

Vizier Alli’s measures, immediately after being seated on the musnud, 
were directed to the degradation of the minister, Hussein Reza Khan, who 
he considered as the representative of English influence, under the autho- 
rity of the resident. To render his own.power absolute , \ he conciliated 
the military by the most unbounded profusion, and the expectation of 
future benefits : he bound many of the officers, by the most solemn obli- 
gations of religion, to be faithful and obedient to him : with him neither 
personal property, nor female chastity, was secure 3 he made several 
attempts on the life of his brother Reza Alii, and upon the chastity of 
his wife.§ 

The begum’s Almas, the minister, Hussein Reza Khan, the Resident, 
and the Nobles, were alarmed at his profligacy. The lumour of his spu- 
rious origin was ciiculated, with the detail of his tyrannies, and was 
the subject of geneial conversation but few would willingly oppose his 
authority, supported as he was by the English government. || I he elder 
begum, by whose influence he was nominated, censured Ins conduct ; 
he felt sore under her control, and urged hei departure to Fyzabad.^ 
When his minister, and the resident, remonstrated on the impro- 
priety of his conduct, and attempted to check his propensities, their 
interference excited his enmity and opposition. Every account of 
him went to confirm his conduct, from the time of his accession, to be 
jmean, profligate, and vicious. 

In this statp of public inquietude, the governor-general approached, 
Lucknow, to endeaVpur, in his official character* to put a stop to those 

enormities. 
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enormities. The morning of his intended visit to Vizier Alii, Lucknow 
bore more theappearance of a town, expecting the approach of a public 
enemy, than of one preparing to receive the visit of a friend and pro- 
tector.* Ten or twelve battalions were called in $ the artillery served 
with ammunition j a confederacy formed to support the authority of the 
vizier ) and a letter, sent from him to the governor-general, declared, 
“ I am confident no one will dare to annihilate my authority.’ 1 Several 
visits of ceremony passed between the vizier and the governor-general ; 
in which he artfully concealed his evil disposition ; but in several con- 
ferences with Almas, the minister, Hussein Reza Khan, and thd 
principal nobility, his vicious propensities were confirmed. The 
situation of affairs, as to the state of the country, and rights of the 
succession, were fully discussed, and the most conclusive evidence given, 
that the Vizier Alii was the son of a Fraushnee, of the name of 8hemut,f 
by her husband, who was also a Fraushnee, and that Vizier Alii 
was born in the house of Zehseen Alii Khan, to whom she was then 
a menial servant, at the wages of four rupees per month $ Zehseen 
informed the nawaub Assof ul Dowla of the birth of the child j and his 
excellency desired him to purchase it for 500 rupees, the price formeily 
given to the same woman for a former child, to which Rhemut consented, 
with this remark, “ That she came to lie in at Zeliseen’s house, 
that the nawaub might be induced to take the child as his own/’} The 
spurious origin of all the adopted children of Asoph ul Dowla, was also 
satisfactorily proved. 

With this evidence of the spurious origin of vizier Alii, and the other 
children of Assof ul Dowla, and that he educated children as Hit own, 
who weie not begotten by him $ with proof that the acquiescence of the 
elder begum was dictated by the hopes of preserving her control in the 
state } combined with her aversion to the sons of Sujah Dowla $ and the 
declarations of the younger begum. Almas and Hussein Reza Khan, that 
the succession to the musnud was settled without investigation or conside- 
ration ; and that the elevation of vizier Alh was considered, by all persons 
of respectability, as a violation of justice^ the interests, leputation, 
honor, and justice-of the English government, rendered it an imperative 
duty on them to restore the succession to the true line, which was now 
that of the children of Sujah Dowla, and of them, justice and policy 
decided in favour of the eldest son, Saadut Alii. He was accordingly 
seated on the musnud, by the governor-general, on the 2 1st January, 1798, 
and, in the succeeding month, ratified a treaty with the British govern- 
ment, founded upon the basis of former treaties, by which it was^tipu- 

* Itted, 
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lated, that the British government were constantly to maintain a force 
which should not consist of less than 10,000 men in Oude, for the defence 
of the country j that the nawaub shoukUpay the sum of 912>000/. for the 
expences of this force, the Rohilla pensions and other charges ; that the 
exclusive possession of the fort of Allahabad should be made over to the 
company, with a sum of money sufficient for improving the fortifications $ 
that in case the subsidy fell into arrear, the nawaub would give such secu- 
rity for the regularity of future payments, as should be deemed satisfac- 
tory 3 that the nawaub should make such reductions in the public estab- 
lishments, as would be requisite to meet the exigencies of the state ; 
consult with, and be advised by, the British government, on the best 
means of effecting them ; and not correspond with any f >reign power 
without the privity and consent of the English government 3 nor entertain 
Europeans of any description in his service, nor allow them to settle in 
bis country without their concurrence 3 that he should allow vizier Alii 
an annual sum of one lac and a half of sicca rupees, and provide a suitable 
allowance for all the reputed children of tile late nawaub Assof ul Dowla 3 
and that the nawaub should pay the company the sum of twelve lacs of 
rupees, on account of the expence of establishing his right to the 
musnud. 

Vizier Alii, the deposed nawaub, was allowed to retire to Benares : the 
public voice, and the foreign vakeels, proclaimed the equity of the 
British government, and the undoubted right of Saadut Alii to the 
musnud, Thas was this revolution, conducted by wisdom and energy, 
accomplished without shedding one drop of blood 3 and the governor- 
general, having established legitimate authority and good order in Lucknow, 
and concluded amicable adjustments between the vizier, and the two 
begums, returned to Calcutta. 

After the departure of the governor-general, the vizier augmented 
the salaries of his brothers, and disbanded a great number of useless 
servants and horses of the late nawaub, and corrected various abuses 
in all parts of the establishment.* For some time the vizier left the 
administration of affairs to Hussein Beza Khan, his first minister, and 
Rajah Tickait Roy the deputy ; but wishing to superintend the detail of 
his administration, without the assistance of a responsible servant 3 and 
knowing the English government held Hussein Reza Khan accountable 
for the conduct of affairs, he looked upon him as a spy upon bis actions, 
and as one entirely devoted to their interests; he therefore charged 
the ^minister with want of talents and capability to conduct his 

government. 
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government, insulted and slighted him ; in consequence of which the 
minister discontinued his visits to the Durbar, but still ictained his 
official situation.* 

Thenawaub vizier now paid particular attention to his affairs, and 
devoted much time in examining the accounts and documents, left by his 
late brother. Zernaun Shah Abdalli, whose designs upon Oude, and the 
English possessions, was no secret, was proceeding towaids Hindustan, 
and the British forces in Oude, were, on that account, considerably 
reinfoiced, and extensive preparations made to resist the invader, 
when another enemy started up, in the person of the deposed 
vizier Alh. 

[Feb. \ 79Q.] From the time of vizier Alli’s arrival at Benares, he 
strove, by every species of stratagem, which malignant zeal, and unex- 
tinguishable animosity could devise, to excite a general insurrection 
against the English, which the political intrigue among the minor chiefs 
in Hindustan, assisted by Mons. Perron, the instrument of French policy, 
then in command of a formidable army of Mahrattas, on the borders of 
Oude, was well qualified to facilitate. 

During the leign of vizier Alii m Lucknow, his profusion gained him 
many partisans among the profligate of the nobility, and the mutinous 
soldiery ; and since residing at Benares he employed every secret 
means to keep up their attachment to him. The short distance of 
Benares from Oude facilitated the prosecution of these practices. The 
British government, on that account, ordered him to remove to Calcutta. 
To this removal, which would defeat all his projects, he resolved not to 
submit, and formed a hasty, desperate resolution of murdering all the 
English at Benares. For that purpose he collected as many of his adhe- 
rents as time would permit ; he appointed a visit of ceremony with the 
British resident, Mr. Cherry, at his country house, about three miles 
from Benares, and took this opportunity of assasinating that gentle- 
man, and several others. The alarm being given, he retired to the 
forests of Bhotwal, and was joined by some disaffected zemindars. 
When an account of the wanton acts of cruelty and rebellion of Vizier 
Alii arrived in Lucknow, the plot was supposed to be deeply laid, and 
that the rebellion would be general, which, with the expected invasion 
of Zemaun Shah, rendered the present a momentous crisis. 

The Vizier Saadut Alii, when called on to join with his forces the 
British army to repel the invader, f stated his military establishment 
was totally inadequate to contribute to the defence of his dominions* and 

intreated 
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intreated, that two battalions of Bntish troops should be stationed in 
Lucknow, for the defence of his person, The opinion of the vizier, as to 
the inefficiency of his tioops was soon verified : a battalion of them, 
sent to oppose Vizier Alii, joined the rebel standard ; which, with this 
additional force, amounted to about <)000 men, with which he entered 
the plains of Goorakpoor, the eastern district of Oude, and kept the 
whole province in a state of continual agitation and alarm. The Butish 
government dispatching a force against him, his adherents were dispersed, 
and himself took refuge with one of the Rajepoot Rajah’s, with whom he 
remained till the December following, when he was treacherously given 
up to the English, sent a prisoner to Calcutta, and confined in Fort 
William. 

The formidable preparations made by the British government, for the 
reception of Zemaun Shah, and the internal commotions in his own 
dominions, forced the Abdalh a third time to relinquish his projected 
invasion of Hindustan, and return to his own country by the way of 
Cahill. 

The expected invasion having subsided for the present, and vizier 
Alli’s rebellion crushed, the English government turned their attention 
to the reduction of the useless and expensive troops of the vizier. A plan 
was presented to his excellency for that purpqse,* which, after mature 
deliberation, his excellency acknowledged to be a very practicable mea- 
sure ; but that he had a proposition to make to the British government, 
which was connected with his own ease, the prosperity of his govern- 
ment, and the happiness of his subjects • which in its operation would 
not be piejudicial to any person, and which he intended to submit 
to the govern or -general. Lord Mornington, on his ariival at Lucknow. 

In the vizier’s letters to the British government, from the time of his 
accession to the musnud, he repeatedly stated, that the organization of the 
sirkar, which had been for a long time loose and confused, w r as then m the 
last degtee ineffective and irregular ; and that as yet his authority and 
control had not been properly established , that no retrenchment of 
expenc s had taken place ; he therefore entreated his lordship to 
instruct the resident to afford him his effectual aid in establishing his 
authority upon a new basis; that the benefits, both of immediate and 
future reform, were more strongly impressed upon his mind than 
they were' described by his lordship ; but it was well known to hft 
lordship, that, for four and twenty years past, the administration of af&ira 
ilDude had been in a state of disorder. 
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Ia a conference with the British resident, the vizier declared his 
Invincible desire, and fixed resolution, to relinquish his government, 
which, he said, he felt himself unable to manage, either with satisfaction 
to himself, or with advantage to the country j* and desired the resident 
to prepare a paper to that effect. 1 he following paper was submitted to 
his Excellency, and returned by him, in four days, with the alterations 
and corrections, m the brackets, written in his excellency's own hand. 

" On Thursday, the 13th of Jummadie ul Sanie, A. H. 1214, or 12th 
"November, 1/99, his excellency the nawaub honoured me with a visit, 
" and, in a private conference, enjoined me to address the Right Hon* 
" the Governor-general, to the following effect ; [under certain circum- 
" stances, for certain reasons ] — “ That his excellency finding it 
"-impossible to conduct the affairs of his government, with ease to him- 
u self, and to the advantage of his subjects, was desirous, from the 
" suggestions of hi* own mind, cordially and voluntarily to resign 
u the empire, and proceed somewhere to the eastward. I entreated his 
" excellency to explain the motives which influenced him to relinquish 
" so great an empire, and begged he would state the whole of the causes 
“ which induced him to that resolution, in order that measures might be 
u taken to remove them, since, by the friendship and assistance of the 
" English company, and by the zealous exertions of m>self, his sincere 
" well-wisher, the administration of h?s government would assuredly be 
u conducted to the prosperity of his country, to the happiness of his 
“ subjects, to the ease and satisfaction of himself, and to the acquisition 
" of a great name. His excellency replied, it was true $ but that owing 
" to the [dispositions, enmity, disobedience, and negligence of the 
u people, acid certain causes] his mind was utterly withdrawn from it, 
** and disgusted, and that on this account he entertained the firm resolu- 
" tion of relinquishing the empire \ and as his lordship would nominate 
<r one of his sons to succeed him, his name would remain established. 

“ After the relinquishment of the government, his excellency had 
n no wish of residing at Lucknow, nor of interfering in the smallest 
f| degree, in the concerns of the country. What his excellency pos- 
*' sessed was sufficient for his necessary expences $ but that, whatever 
u his lordship might establish for his sons, and other branches of his 
u family, would be a source of great satisfaction to him > and that 
ff bis excellency would with bis own bauds place his son on the Mus* 
" pud.f” 

The Governor general, while he acknowledged the causes of his 

excellence 
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excellency’s complaints to exist, was of opinion, his excellency might, 
with the assistance of the company, invigorate and amend the admi- 
nistration of Oude, without proceeding to the extremity of a formal 
abdication of ( the Musnud.* But if his excellency was determined to 
abicatc the empire, the governor-general strongly recommended that the 
powers to be vested by the nawaub vizier in the company, should be perpe- 
tual in duration, as well as ample in extent. The governor-general, in the 
name of the English government, declared he would not accept the 
administration of the government of Oude, under a limited, or tem- 
porary commission, because such a commission would only serve to 
delude the nawaub vizier, his subjects, and the company, by vain expec- 
tations of a reform, which could neither be effectual nor permanent ; 
and, under this impression, submitted a draft of a treaty to his excel- 
lency, for investing the administration of Oude in the hands of 
the English government, and containing the most liberal provision 
for his excellency, and his family ; which, if his excellency should 
decline, the governor-general earnestly, and anxiously, solicited his 
excellency to advert, with all practicable dispatch, to the indispensable 
necessity of adopting effectual measures for the reform of his military 
establishment.f 

The negotiations on this delicate and important subject ended in th# 
vizier’s retracting his intention of abdicating the Musnud. 

The increasing defalcation of the revenue, and the necessity of pro- 
viding for the defence of Qude, called imperiously on the English 
government, to insist on a radical reformation of the long-existing 
abuses, in the internal government of the country. There was no court of 
justice to which there could be recourse to prevent, or punish, the com- 
mittal of the most enormous offences. Banditti ranged over the country 
unmolested ; robberies, and even murders, were committed in the open 
face of day nor would the Aumils enter into regulations to correct these 
abuses. The military establishment ot Oude, though nominally the vizier’s, 
Was, in fact, under the control of the Aumils, by whom the troops were 
paid, fcrfd who, in return, looked on them as their patrons and protec- 
tors, at whose pleasure they were employed dr dismissed. These troops 
were generally six months in arrear, and frequently quartered on the 
Ryots, or employed in preserving those crops appropriated by the 
Aumils to their own use. They were an armed rabble, formidable only 
to their own defenceless coUfkryraen, but totally defective in all the 
requisites of an efficient force, either for the defence of the country, the 

collection

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collection of the revenue of a well-regulated state, or the suppression 
pf internal commotion.* 

The vizier entered with seeming cuidiality into the plan proposed for 
the reduction of his troops $ but, after some battalions were dismissed, 
changed his mind on the propriety of that measure, and gave every 
possible delay to its fuither progress. At this time apietender, Golaum 
Kaudir, started up, and assumed the name of the deposed vizier Alii : 
he was joined by a considerable number of the disaffected. The British 
army was remfoiced; but they never came to action >vithhim,t 
was defeated before he reached the Ganges, by the forces of Begum 
Sumroo. By the threatened invasion of Zemaun Shah, and the dis- 
turbances created by the vizier Alh, and the pretender, Golaum Kaudir, a 
large increase of extra troops became indispensable for the defence of Oude, 
the subsidy for which fell into airear. Rupees 38,13,590,2^. This irregu- 
larity, with the decreasing resources of the country, and the fears enter- 
tained, and expressed by the vizier, of the probability of a failure of his funds 
to meet the regular payment of the additional troops, furnished within 
the last year for the defence of Oude, % and his declaration on the occa- 
sion of his intended abdication of the government, after mature and 
deliberate reflection, that his mind was utterly withdrawn from the 
government of a people, who were neither pleased with him, nor he 
with them, and with whose evil dispositions, enmity, disobedience, 
and negligence, he was completely disgusted ; and his repeated asser- 
tions to the resident, that he felt himself unable to administer the affairs 
of Government j left no prospect of a termination to the evils with 
which the country was afflicted, in any arrangement heretofore pro- 
jected. 

It now became the duty of the British government to interfere, 
actively and decidedly, in the affairs of the country ; as well for the 
protection of their own interests, as those of the vizier.§ The resident 
was therefore instructed, by the governor-general, to submit to his 
excellency a draft of a treaty, vesting the sovereignty of Oude 
in the company $ in which case ample provision should be 
made for himself and family, in perpetuity ; and his dependants pro- 
vided for in proportion to their respective ranks. But if his excel- 
lency should deline this arrangement, to demand a cession of territory 
in perpetuity to the company at the present jumma, equal to the 
subsidy, with the charges of collection, and immediate payment of the 
arrear already incurred.

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Tl^e adoption of either ‘of these plans became indispensable to the 
salvation of the countiy, as will be clearly perceived by reference to 
the following extracts from the official correspondence of the Court of 
Directors of the East India Company, with the supreme government 
/in Bengal; and the viziers, Assof ul Dowla, and Saadut Alh; and 
the supieme government with these viziers. 

The maladministration in Oude commenced with the government 
of the nawaub vizier, Assof ul Dowla, by whose piofii6ion, and 
inattention to business, every department of the state relaxed. The 
troops, from a well-disciplined and respectable force, degenerated into 
an armed rabble, mutinous and disorderly ; the Aumils, fiom indulgent 
collectors of the revenue, to oppressive contractors; the Zemindars, 
from peaceable landholders, to rebellious chieftains, exacting arbitrary 
contributions from the merchants travelling thiough their districts, and 
seldom paying then tents, but when the sword was suspended over their 
heads ; the people, docile, industrious, and happy, under the former 
rulet, now unrestrained, and unprotected by laws, became licentious 
and idle; the revenue progressively declined every year; and the 
annihilation of the state of Oude, siu founded as it was by predatory 
neighbours, was only piotracted by connection with the British govern- 
ment. 

“ The defence of Oude must be provided for. If, therefore, the Cawn- 
pore brigade be not equal to such defence, either the vizier’s troops 
must be reformed so as to make them serviceable, or another detach- 
ment of the company’s troops must be stationed m the country ; the 
additional expence of which he may be able to defray by reducing his 
own useless troops. This we recommend to your most serious consi- 
deration, always bearing in your mind, that, from the nature of our 
connection with the nawapb of Oude, we consider the prosperity of 
that country as inseparable from the prosperity of our own province.”* 

In 1793 , Lord Cornwallis, in a letter of friendly advice and admo- 
nition to the vizier, Assof ui Dowla, observes, “The connection beta ecu 
your excellency and the English, is upon such a footing, that your 
interest cannot be disunited.! It is well known, not only throughout 
Hindustan, but to all Europe, that, notwithstanding the prevalence of 
peace, dunng so many years, the levenuesof your Excellency’s domi- 
nions are diminished beyond all conjecture ; that from Rohilcund, 
which paid at first 83 lacs of rupees a year, and afterwards a crore, forty 
lacs cannot now be collected; and that four lacs only are received 

from

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.from Goruckpore, which formerly yielded twelve $ and that other 
MehaJs are in a progressive decline : — Does not this alarm your 
excellency ? Can any thing but ruin result from such circumstances \ 
Are not these facts a decisive proof of tyranny, extortion and mis- 
management in the Aumilb? and what must be the situation of the 
ryo*s, who are placed under such people?”* v 

In a If ttn horn the court of directois to the nawaub vizier of Oude, 
dated 3d Jtil) , 1795, they say, “ We are anxious to hear that your 
excellency has concluded the necessary arrangements for the internal 
administration of your country, and the management of your finances, 
which have been *o wisely suggested from a real regard to your true 
interest, both by the Mai quis Cornwallis and Sir John Shore.”*} And 
in their political letter to Bengal of the 22nd April, 1796, " If for years 
past, as stated by the resident, the exigencies of the government of 
Oude have been supplied by loans, on terms increasing in proportion 
to the sums demanded, and that the discharge of one debt is effected, 
not from the revenue, but by contracting another of an increasing 
interest, we must cease to wonder at the deranged state of the nawaub’s 
finances. From the magnitude of the subsidy, (fifty lacs of rupees 
per annum) which his excellency stands engaged to pay the com- 
pany, for the protection afforded to his country, by our troops stationed 
in his dominions, we feel a natural interest in every matter that concerns 
the situation of his affairs ; and of course were much surprised at the 
unaccountable opinion entertained by the vizier, that there exists in 
himself an interest separate from his government 5 and we very 
much approve of the governor-general having directed the attention 
of the resident, to the principles and outlines of reformation detailed 
in Lord Cornwallis’s address to the vizier, in 1793.+ 

“ Under the intimate connection which at present subsists between 
the vizier and the company, we deem it your indispensable duty to inter- 
fere, whenever it shall be deemed necessary, not only with advice but 
with remonstrances, in order to bring about that effectual reform in his 
Administration, without which both his and the Company’s affairs must 
be constantly exposed to embarrassment^ and we must observe, that 
one of the principal inducements, for our addressing a letter to hU 
Excellency last season, was to bespeak his attention to whatever repre- 
sentations you might think proper to make to him on the state of his 
affairs, and to impress upon his mind, that such interference on your 
part had met with our decided approbation/’t 

p And in a letter from Sir Alured Clarke* to the vizier Saadut Alii, in 

June,

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June 1799.* “ If any proofs were wanting of the serious dangers to be 
apprehended to your interests from the present constitution of your 
ai my, the conduct of your tyoops, employed to assist in seizing the 
person of the rebel and assassin, vizier Alii, must have satisfied you, 
that the blackest treachery, towards your person and government, is at 
all times to be apprehended from them.”f 

In September, 1798, Lord Wellesley to the vizier* “ It will not 
escape your. Excellency’s wisdom to reflect, that as long as your 
military establishments shall remain in their present ineffectual state, 
you must perpetually be subject to the double charge of an useless army 
of your own, and of the occasional additions which the safety of your do- 
minions may lequire to be made to the British troops.” And, in Novem- 
ber, 1 799 yt u the company are bound, by existing treaties, to defend the 
dominions of your excellency against all enemies; but the number 
of the British troops, ordinarily stationed in your Excellency’s dominions, 
not exceeding 12,000 men, would not, it is obvious, be adequate to 
that purpose, in the event of an invasion of those dominions. If this 
danger were even remote and doubtful, it would behove a prudent 
government to guard against it by seasonable precautions. What, then, 
must be your Excellency’s duty and mine, when that danger constantly 
menaces your dominions > Of the hostile intentions of Zemaun Shah, 
against your Excellency’s possessions, no doubt can be entertained since 
the discoveries made at Seringapatam.” 

In Lord Wellesley’s address of the 9th February, 1800: u It is certain 
that the resources of your Excellency are inadequate to the double 
burthen of the proposed additional force of the company, and of your 
own existing Military Establishments. But, if your resouices could bear 
the accumulated pressure, I should still feel myself bound to require that 
your Excellency should reduce your own disordeily troops. The 
expediency of disbanding as laige a portion of your troops, as can 
possibly be dispensed with in the business of the collections, and for the 
purposes of ceremony and state, does not lest solely on the inefficiency of 
your troops in a military view, but also in their disaffection and 
insubordination, and on the danger with which such a body of armed 
men must ever menace your person, and the public tranquillity, in time of 
peace ; a danger infinitely aggravated in the season either of domestic 
convulsion or of foreign attack.”^ In January, 1801: te It appears by 
your excellency's statement, not only that you are embarrassed by the 
•ontinuance of the charge of a large portion of your own troops, but that

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the general resources of your dominions actually decline with & rapidity 
which threatens the joint interest of your Excellency and of the com- 
pany in the province of Oude, with utter and speedy destruction. Your 
Excellency states, that the difficulty with which the collections are 
made is not a secret. This alarming fact has never been a secret to me ; 
I am equally well apprized that these difficulties rest not only with 
Aumils, long established in the countiy, but that every settlement with 
a new Aumil is concluded for a diminished Jumma. The causes of this 
increasing defalcation of revenue are equally notorious, and daily acquire 
new strength. *** I have communicated to Lieutenant Colonel Scott, tn 
detail, my ideas relative to the measure necessaiy to be immediately adopted 
with a view to the preser\ atiou of the common interests of your 
Excellency, and of the company; and I earnestly exhoit your Excellency, 
as you value the happiness and piosperity of your subjects, the permanent 
tranquillity of your mind, and your security from the disaffection of a 
suffering people, to consider the propositions which Lieutenaut-Colonel 
Scott will state to you, with calm delibeiation. 

“ If your Excellency should be untoi innately persuaded by the interested 
views of evil advisers, to reject the proposals which will be made to you 
by Lieutenant- Colonel Scott, it is my duty to inform your Excellency, 
that the funds for the regulai payment of the subsid), to the full extent 
of the augmented foice, must be placed, without a moment of delay, 
beyond the hazard of failure. I must, theiefoie, immediately repiesent 
to your Excellency, the absolute necessity of making a perpetual cession to 
the company, of such portions of youi Excellency’s ten ltories as shall 
be adequate to defray those indispensable charges ” 

The political situation of Hindustan, at this crisis, called on the British 
government for strong measures of j»elf preservation. The ai chives 
of Seringapatam laid open the views of the late Sultan of Mysore, and 
also the objects in contemplation by the other powers. The French 
had a secret, but powerful interest fn the different states of Hindustan. 
Their officers, in the native services, looked on the English as the only 
bar which prevented the influence of their own country ; and assisted, 
from principle and prejudice, in forwarding the extensive plan ta»d 
down by Tippoo, for the destruction of the Biitish powei in India. 

In the event of Zemaun Shah invading Hindustan, there was a 
private understanding between him, Scindcah, and Tippoo, by W'bich the 
Mahrattas, were to remain neuter; and Scindeah had also promised Tippoo 
to use his influence in the councils of the Peishwa, to induce that prince 
to break off his alliance with the English. 

The Afghans, were known to be fiiendly to the invasion of the Butish 
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territories. These measures were not altered by the fait of Tippoo, «r 
the dethronement bf Zemaun Shah, whose successor on the Mtisnnd, 
Mahommed Shah, entertained precisely the same views on Hindustan as 
his predecessor $ and, with the exception of Tippoo, the former connec- 
tions remained unbroken. 

The north-west frontier of Oude, on which Mons. Perron- was 
stationed, with a well appointed and disciplined army of Scindeah’s troops 
of forty thousand men, officered by Frenchmen, and other Europeans, was 
the most vulnerable, in case of invasion by the Abdalli, as well from 
extent, as the rebellious disposition of the principal Zemindars, whose 
mud forts, and strong holds, held out advantages to the enemy. 

The territories demanded in cession comprised these rebellious districts, 
without which a defence, suited to the contingent danger, could not be 
provided 3 and they were the provinces annexed to the dominions of 
Oude, by the valour of the British arms. 

The first proposition his Excellency peremptorily rejected $ and 
declared he could not consent to the dismemberment of any part of his 
possessions, as “ he expected to derive the most substantial profits from 
bringing into a flourishing condition the country, which had so long 
been m a state of waste and rum.”* These hopes and the actual state 
of the country were at diiect variance. f At six miles distance from Luck- 
no^, the Alum!, to extort rent from some refractory Zemindars, who, 
with their families, and the inhabitants, deserted the villages, had 
thieatened to set them in flames : J — this outrageous proceeding, under the 
walls of the palace, furnishes decisive proof of the oppression practised at 
a greater distance from the seat of government. 

The fallacy of his excellency’s expectations to meliorate the condition 
of a country surrounded by better-regulated states, to which the inhabitants 
were constantly emigrating, with a progressive decreasing revenue, 
increasing expences, disaffected people, and rebellious nobles, was clearly- 
pointed out to the vizier, in the cdurse of the negotiation, by the British 
resident at Ludknow-, and the correspondence of the Governor-General 
with his Excellency. § 

The vizier was convinced of, and acknowledged, the superior ease and 
tranquillity which would result to himself by adopting the plan of abdica- 
ting the Government, under the terms proposed, and was restrained from 
consenting by motives of family pride, and the disrepute which would 
attach to liis name thioughout Hindustan by the voluntary relinquish- 
ment of sovereign authority. He, therefore, reluctantly consented to the

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^ Cession of Territory $* but clogged his consent with a formal paper of 
requests, with which neither the justice, honour, political consistence, nor 
a regard to the futiue welfare of the vizier, and the prosperity of those 
possessions which should remain to his Excellency, could justify the 
British government in granting. 

They were, therefore, refused, as well from their intrinsic merit, as 
being unconnected with the measures of territorial security ,f which the 
British government had an undoubted right to demand, without any 
corresponding concession on their part. 

The English government signified to the vizier their intention, of 
proceeding to realize the security required, should his Excellency 
continue obstinately to refuse joining in an amicable cession. 

To give weight to this declaration, the Honourable Henry Wellesley, 
brother to the governor-general, was dispatched to Lucknow, to aid the 
resident in the negotiation. His interference brought the business to 
a speedy issue ; the vizier agreed to the cession of territory demanded, on 
condition that he should be permited to proceed on pilgrimages $§ and 
that one of his sons (the choice of whom was left to the British govern- 
ment,) should be placed on the Musnud, in his absence, as his deputy $ 
and that his Excellency should be at liberty to resume the government 
of his country on his return. A treaty on the basis of this cession was 
signed at Lucknow, on the 10th of November, 1801, and confirmed 
by the governor-general on the 14th of the same month. 1st. Ceding to the 
Company territories yielding a gross revenue of Rupees 1,35,23,474, 
8,3,2. 2d. Releasing the vizier from the former subsidy. 3d. The 

Company engage to defend the remaining territories of the vizier, from 
fU enemies, foreign and domestic, without further expence to him, and 
limiting the number of his Excellency’s forces in future.

Explaining and confirming the 1st, 2d,and3d, articles 
of this treaty. 6th. The ceded territories to be under the exclusive 
management of the officers of the company j and an engagement on the 
part of the vizier to establish a system of government, in his reseived 
territories, conducive to the prosperity of his subjects. 7th. Fixing the 
time for delivering the ceded territories over to the Company’s officers. 
8th. Agreement to frame a separate commercial treaty. 9th. Estab- 
lishing all former treaties not annulled by this treaty.

(7) There can be no doubt of the justice and 
propriety of the interference of the British go- 
vernment in the affairs Onde. It has been 
the regular practice of every government of Ben- 
gal, authorized and ordered by the company,, 
lrom* the commencement of the British connec- 
tion with the state of Oude, to the present day. 
This is proved, not only by the correspondence 
which has been laid upon the table of the House 
of Commons, at different periods, but it is im- 
}>ossible that the connection could have lasted , on 
the footing on which it has existed, without that 
interference. The Nabob depended upon the 
company for the defence and support of bis go- 
vernment against external and internal enemies ; 
and the company depended upon the Nabob for a 
great proportion Of the resources requisite for de- 
ttaying melt military expenses in Bengal. Besides* 
as it was well known throughout India, that the 
Nabob’s family owed their territory to the generosity 
of the British government, the British government 
were considered tobe responsiblef or the character and 
the system of the government, and for the general 
happiness of the people under the administration of 
the Nabobs of Oude. 

In all these views, interference in the affairs of 
the Nabobs of Oude was necessary, and was the 
jiniform practice of the British government. If 
the company’s government were to be engaged 
in mihtaiy operations, to suppress rebellion or in- 
surrection iri the Nabob’s territories, it became 
the duty of the British government to take care 
that the general administration of the Nabob’s 
affatrs should not occasion those evils ; if the re- 
sources of tire company* for tl^p payment of the

military expenses, of Bengal, depended upon th« 
Nabob ot Oude, it was the duty of the Biitish 
government to take cate, that the country from 
which those resources were to be diawn , should 
not be injured by a defective system of manage- 
ment; but, above all, it wab the duty of the 
British government in India, to take cate that 
the national character, for humanity, should not be 
forfeited, by the acts of the Nabobs of Oude \ 
and it was particularly the duty of the British 
government to interfere , upon occasions, and 
in measures wherein their character might be 
impeached, inasmuch as the consequence oj those 
very measures, if resisted by the people, must 
have been the inteiference and employment of 
the Bntish troops in suppoit of the nabob's go- 
vernment. 

The inteiference then being justified, not only 
by * the puLLtue or former governments (of 
which see the instances* marked in the mugtn, 
and the printed papers) but, by necessity , fiom 
the nature of our connection with the Nabob’s 
government, the question upon this part of the 
charge is, whether, m consequence of that inter- 
ference, the people of Oude have been “ exalted' * 
from a “ degrading state of existence.”

Great reliance has been placed upon the treaty, 
or letter, from lord Cornwallis, dated 15th Apnl, 
1 787, considered tantamount to a treaty, stipula- 
ting that the company should not interfere in the 
nabob’s government.

But the sentiments of sn John Shore, and the 
court of directois, on the subject of the “inde- 
pendence” of the government of the nabobs of 
Oude, and the right of interference of the British 
government, aie not confined to the limits stated 
in the extracts above quoted. 

The principle of sir John Shore’s measures 
upon the occasion of altering the e uccession to the 
musnudof Oude was founded, first upon the right 
to interfere m the affairs of the family of Sujah 
Uhl Dowlah; secondly , upon th$ necessity of 
interference, in consideration of the tyranny, mal- 
adminishation, and evil qualities of vizier Alii ;f 
thirdly , upon the bad consequences to our national 
character of suffering such a prince to reign ; and, 
lastly, upon the prefer able claim of SaadutAlli, 
of whnli the British government asserted an ex- 
clusive right to form an ultimate judgment. 

If the state of Oude was an entirely independent 
puncipality, in the internal government of which 
we had no right to interfere , we could not have 
interfered with vizier Alii, after having once ac- 
knowledged his right. In sir John Shore’s minutes,

Sir John Shore stipulated#, that they should be 
reformed in his preliminary tieaty with Saadut 
Alii, at Benares, and omitted the stipulation in 
the treaty concluded at Lucknow in 1 798, only 
because he was apprehensive, that the publication 
of the treaty containing this article would create 
disturbance. But it was considered, by sir John 
Shore, that the stipulations of the definitive treaty 
afforded better means of reducing the nabob Vi- 
zier's army, than those of the preliminary treaty 
concluded at Benares.

Shortly after the arrival of lord Wellesley ill 
India, intelligence was received of the intention \ 
of Zemaun Shah to invade Hindustan, with a 
view pai ticularly to the subversion of the nabob’s 
authority m Oude. When the military arrange- 
ments were making for the defence of Oude, it 
was found that the nabob's troops were not only 
inefficient, J as a military body, but the nabob 
declared their fidelity was not to be depended 
upon ; that they would, in the day of battle, 
render more service to the enemy than to their ally ; 
that he could not trust his person to their guard, 
and he actually called for two battalions of the 
company’s troops as a guard to his person, at the 
moment at which those troops were required 
upon his frontier ,

The intention to reform the nabob’s military 
establishment was publicly announced l at a very 
early period (October 1798) of loid Wellesley’s 
administration j and the reform was at all events 
ordered by the authorities at home, as appears 
above ; and lord Wellesley called § Mr Lumsden’s 
attention to his plans in December 1798, m a 
letter which was recorded. 

All these plans in reference to Oude, and in 
particular the reform of the military establish- 
ment, and the measure of calling upon the nabob 
to pay additional British troops, to the amount of 
fifty lacs of rupees per annum, were approved of 
by the secret committee, in their letter to the 
governor-general in council, dated 4th December, 
1800 .

which the company’s terntoiies were so imme- 
diately implicated, required that the funds, for 
the payment of the troops, should be placed be- 
yond the usk to which they were liable, as long 
as the territories, from which those funds were to 
be drawn , remained in the hands, and under the 
management, of the nabob and his aumildars. On 
this ground the governor-general did not cease to 
urge the nabob to place those funds beyond 
the risk of failure ; and when the nabob appeared 
inclined either to reject the proposition for tern* 
tonal security, after he had admitted the principle, 
or to embarrass that proposition with stipulations, 
which it would have been highly injurious to 
the honour of the Butish nation to grant, the 
governor-general thought it proper to bring the 
question to a conclusion, by ordering, in the 
event of the nabob's rejecting both pi opositions , or 
any admissible modification of them , that the 
whole territory should be assumed, till the subject 
could be decided by the authorities in England.

It will appear, accordingly, by a leference to the 
papers m No 4, that, after the arrival of Mr. 
Wellesley at Lucknow, few difficulties occurred 
in the negotiation, excepting tho^e which must 
have been expected in an arrangement of such 
extent and importance. 

But it appears, that the governor-general is 
charged, not only with having been guilty of an 
illegal act m the employment of Mr. Wellesley, 
but also with “ murder” through Mr. Wellesley’s 
agency. 

Upon this subject it appears, that in the terri- 
tories ceded by the nabob to the company, under 
the treaty of 1801, there existed certain zemin- 
dars, or landholders of noted tuibulence, as re- 
corded in pages 7> 133, 138, and 13t), of No. 3. 
These zemindars were in possession of “ for- 
tresses, " as they aie called in page 1 and 2 of the 
charge, and “ mansions ” and “ retreats ” in page 
13 of the charge. They had long been in ihe 
habits of resisting , with arms, the aulhorit) of 
the nabob’s government ; and the army under 
Almas All Khan had been kept up solely with a 
view of enforcing the collection of the icvenues, 
due to the nabob by thebe zemindars They had 
frequently resisted Almas, with success, in their 
“ fortresses, mansions 9 or retreats ’* 

When Mr. Wellesley came to regulate the 
territories ceded under the treaty of 1801, he 
thought it expedient to take into the company’s* 
hands, the collection of the sayer, or land cus- 
toms, which had been the cause of great oppres- 
sions on the people, while m the hands of the 
zemindars. Compensation + was offered in lieu of 
the advantages which the zemindars derived from 
these collections, but they refused to make any 
settlement, took to their “ fortresses, mansions , 
“ and retreats collected their troops, and pre- 
pared

pared themselves to resist , in arms , the authority of 
the company's government They were afterwards 
attacked, and their forts taken from them and 
destroyed. 

It is perfectly true, as stated in the charge, 
that the revenues of the countries ceded by the 
nabob in November, 1801, were augmented 
under the administration of their government, by 
Mr. Wellesley j but <?o far* was this increase 
occasioned by the imposition of new and unpre - 
“ ccdented burthens upo7i the people," that this very 
tax of the sa’vr, or land customs, for which 
compensation had leen given to the Zemindars , was 
afterwaids remitted entirely. 

Without adveiting to the terms which have been 
used in the charge agamst the personal character, 
as well as the public measures of lord Wellesley, 
and without remaiking that these terms are utterly 
inapplicable to transactions, the sole object of 
which was to benefit the East India company, and 
to improve the security, and preserve the British 
nation in India, it will be sufficient to observe, 
that the result of the tacts and arguments con- 
tained in Mr. TauH’s charge, only serve to prove, 
that increased subsidy, increased troops, and 
increased interference, external and internal, 
have always formed the basis of our treaties 
with the state of Oude, according to the exigen- 
cies of the occasion, and according to the conduct 
of the nabob of Oude, the position of whose 
dominions left the company no alternative , as far 
back as lord Clive's treaty in 1 7§5, but to defend 
them in the name of the nabob, to take them into 
our own possession, or, by leaving open the fron- 
tier of Oude, tt> expose our oivn possessions and 
power to imminent peril. These successive al- 
terations have often been dictated, and always, 
until the present moment, approved by the court 
of directors ; and, in the present instance, have 
been regularly approved, through the ordinary 
organ of correspondence on such subjects, namely, 
the secret committee. 1 hroughout this charge an 
attempt is made to fix upon lord Wellesley, by 
the use of gross and abusive terms , imputations of

— That, on the 15th 
of January, an unsuccessful at- 
tempt was made to storm the fort, 
which brought great discredit on 
the British armsj that more vi- 
gorous exertion! were afterwards 
made, that a further dreadful 
slaughter of the Rajah’s followers 
ensued, and that, on the night of 
the 12th of February, the Rajah, 
unable to oppose any effectual resist- 


tance, fled, together with many of 
his adherents, from the fort of Sas- 
nee, and took refuge in the country 
of the Mahrattas. 

Fugitives slaughtered. 

Art. 13th. — That others of his 
adherents, having sought refuge in 
his fort of Bidjeghur, were, to a 
man, cut to pieces by the Bi itisli 
troops who surrounded it. 

Prepay atwns for storming the fort 

of Bidjeghur. 

Art. 14th. — That, on the 13th 
of February, the commander in 
chief having posted the British ar- 
my before Bidjeghur, in such a 
manner as so prevent the garrison 
from escaping or receiving suc- 
cours, and after having summoned 
the fort, upon the promise of spa- 
ring the lives of the garrison, and 
having refused to grant to the com- 
manding officer of the garrison a 
few days to obtain his master’s con- 
sent, made preparations for storm- 
ing the fort, and that, on the 
night of the 27th of February, 
the commanding officer of Rid- 
jeghur, made his escape with some 
of his followers, the rest having 
been killed or taken prisoners.

The Zemindar Cutchoura, another 
victim of lord Wellesley $ ty- 
ranny. 

Art. 1st. — That another unfor- 
tunate victim of lord Wellesley’s 
tyranny was the Zemindar of 
Cutchoura, a Hindu prince, of ve- 
nerable ancestry, of great courage 
and possessions, and, for many 
years, the renter of large districts 
under the principal aumil of the 
nabob vizier of Oude. 

The Zemindar consents to lord Wel- 
lesley s oppressive requisitions. 

Art. 2d. — That lord Wellesley, 
in his pursuance of his premedi- 
tated plans of humiliation and op- 
pression towards the people of the 
extorted countries, did impose upon 
the Zemindar of Cutchoura an 
enormous increase of rent, which, 
after some respectful hesitation, on

Art. 3d — That, in conformity 
to the oppressive and humiliating 
terms imposed upon the said rajah, 
he was about to evacuate his fort 
of Cutchouia, when, m conse- 
quence of the insolent conduct of 
the person who cane to receive 
chaige on the part .of the com- 
pany, and of a gross outrage com- 
muted by some of the company’s 
troopers, the soldiers of the said 
rajah became unwilling to deliver 
up die fort, and prepared to resist. 


Reply of the Commander -in- Chi f 
to the Rajah's letter . 

Art. 4th. — That the command 
der in chief, with the British army 
under his command, immediately 
taking up a position before the fort 
of Cutchoura, made preparations 
for an assault, when the rajah 
wrote to the commander in chief 
a respectful letter, complaining of 
the indignities which he and his 
people had suffered from the offi- 
cers and troops of the company, 
and testifying the greatest regret 
for the causes of the , misun- 
derstanding which had taken 
place j but that that letter, so well 
calculated to excite, not only the 
clemency, but the good will, of the 
humane and the just, was replied 
to in terms of severity and haugh- 
tiness j and the rajah required to 
submit to the most degrading and 
barbarous terms.

Art. 5th.-— That these terms, so 
unworthy of a British general, not 
being complied with, the com- 
mander-in-chief, on the following 
day, proceeded to attack the fort. 

Flight of the Rajah , &c. 

Art. Oth.— That the laid rajah, 
in a state of extreme despondency, 
did, with his whole family, and 
several thousands of his followers, 
rush out of the fort with an inten- 
tion of forcing their way through 
die surrounding army ; that the 
rajah thus effected his escape, and 
that, in the slaughter which after- 
wards ensued, the Tajah’s second 
son, his dewan, four of his prin- 
cipal commanders, and a great

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number of private men, were 
tilled.

Fdrts possessed by Hindi! Rajahs , 
£S>' CSV 

Art. 1. — Much of the justice 
of the accusations unit, med in the 
following articles of Charge must 
depend exclusively on the equity 
of those proceedings between the 
British government and the nabob 
of Oude, which terminated in the 
treaty of Lucknow, in the yeai 
J 801. 

As the merits of that tioaty 
eann&t be briefly discussed, and as 
they aie full) substantial ed in the 
papers upon that subject now before 
the House ot Commons, it u un- 
necessary to enter into any argu- 
ment, io this place, to prove the 
justice or the policy of that ar- 


rangement ; these points having 
been piovetl elsewhere, the follow- 
ing ob ervations will be founded on 
the assumed facts, th.it the treaty 
ot Liwknow.nl 1 601 , is both just 
and politx, and that eveiy provision 
which it contains is kgatlv binding 
on the conti acting patties. 

The-e facts being assumed, the 
next point to be examined, in 
lcfutmg the accusation contained 
in this article of chaige, is the 
natiue ot the authonty winch the 
Nabob ot Oude possessed over the 
Hindu Zemindars alluded to by 
Mr. Pkufy and the right winch 
hU highness had to transfer the 
territories within which they were 
situated* 


Accord- 
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According to the teims in which 
vlr. Pauli describes the Zemindars 
a question, the natural conclusion 
vould be, that they were unques- 
lonubly the Aborigines ot the 
>i ovine es ot Oude, and that the 
□its and towns alluded to had been 
-ft in their possession in contor- 
mty to some federal engagement, 

>r compromise entered into with 
heir ancestors by the Mussulmans, 
l the tune of the Mohammedan 
onquest of Hindustan ; that, in 
onsequence ot those stipulations, 
hey still retained a vanety of 
uivdcges and immunities, and 
hat, although they paid a tribute 
o tiie Vizier, still, within their 
>wn demesne, they weie entnely 
ndependent of the Nabob’s au- 
honty 

A short account of the origin 
md piogiess of these Zemindars, 
n the provinces ol Oude, will be 
uthcient to shew, that the facts 
vith lespect to them are widely 
litlerent liom the inferences above 
tated. 

The Hindu Zemindars, specified 
)y Mr. Pauli in the aiticle of 
iharge, are ot the tribe called 
lauts this extraordinary tube 
itti acted notice in Hindustan, for 
he Just time, about the veai 1 “OO 
>t the Christian era ; when, having 
emigrated horn a remote spot 
about 500 miles distant) on the 
xmks ot the Indus, m the lower 
>arts of ihe pi ounces of Moultan, 
md being accustomed to the humble 
>CLUjjatiuns of husbandly, they 
■vere allou'ed to settle themselves 
peaceably in tlib>e parts of the 
Dual), of the Jumna and Gauges, 
aheie their descendants have since 
esided. 

In the course of a few years, 
[becoming more numerous, they 
reh cured to attack the caravans 
proceeding to Delhi with supplies 
Vol. tf, ^ G 


for the royal army ; and, having 
met with geeat success in their 
first attempts at depredation, they 
at length became so formidable as 
to require the presence of the im- 
perial troops to keep them in awe. 

Their subsequent progress was 
inconceivably urpid, and, during 
the civil wars carried on by the 
successor of the emperor Aurung- 
zebe, the Jauts found means to 
secure a large poition of country 
to themselves, in which they 
built foits, and accumulated great 
wealth. 

That characteristic propensity 
to plunder, which originally ac- 
companied them in their emigra- 
tion, has descended in full vigour 
to their posterity 5 who, emulating 
the deeds of their ancestors, aie to 
this day a notoriously daring, and 
Jawless banditti. 

The predatory habits of this 
people had, for many years, been 
greatly favoured by the mcieasing 
indecision, weakness, and corrup- 
tion, which prevailed throughout 
the administration of the Vizier’s 
provinces, until at length some of 
them had acquit ed such an a^cen- 
dancy,as to bid open eefiance to the 
authority ot then sovereign, and 
to pi act ice, with impunity, a va- 
riety ot e\toi tions and oppressions 
cn the inhabitants of the districts 
in which thev lesided, as well as 
on all travedeis and merchants 
passing through those parts of the 
country 

The title of Rajah is an Hindfc 
distinction which some of them 
have assumed, and to which they' 
have no more real light, than 
their ancestors had to the contents 
q( the imperial caravans winch 
they weie in the k.btt of pluu- 
dermg. 

Adverting to these historical 
facts, it is evident that the aemin- 

daiar 
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dars in question did not possess any 
.privileges or immunities pe *ihar 
to themselves, that their to its and 
towns (as described by Mr Pauli) 
were not independent of the Na- 
bob’s government 5 and tint they 
cannot justly be consideied m any 
other light than (as Mr. Pauli 
himself, in a subsequent pait of 
this ciuige, observes) “ in lair 
“ and m fat t the suljetts n f the 
t( A T alob Vixicr of Oude;' and, 
consequent! v, entuely amenable 
to his hig ,w Mss's authority. 

There *s no mixtm of the law 
©f nations more universally re- 
ceived, than that, m e\eiy abso- 
lute sovereignty, like that ot Oude, 
the reigning pi nice alone is to be 
consideied as imested with all the 
powers necessary to make a valid 
contract; he is the organ of the 
whole state or nation, and what he 
does must be considered ns the act 
of the nation itself; and, although 
he i^, not the owner of the pubhc 
property, his alienations of it are 
valid. 

Upon ties principle, so clearly 
laid down b> the ablest writers on the 
law of nations, it cannot be denied, 
tluMhe transfer ot the teiritories, 
in which the-e Zemmdais lesided, 
was an act m cweiy pomt of \ ;ew, 
legal and binding on all pirta»s, 
that the power ovci those districts 
which the company acquired by 
th «t transfer, constituted, fond fide, 
n lawful and not an Usurped so- 
teieigntVj end that tiie company 
derived from thence a dear and 
indisputable right to exeicise, if it 
thought proper, every function of 
government upon tire same abso- 
lute principles to which the inhabi- 
tants of those countries had always 
been subject, under their former 
sovereigns. 

The forts and jagheers, which 
those Zemindars' ^oa&essed, were 


certainly liolden by them, and by 
their ancestors, upon sufferance 
from the Nultobs ot Oude , or 
rathei in defiance of the declining 
authority of those princes; and the 
districts, adjoining their jagheers, 
were rented by them, liable to any 
increase of rent which the Nabob's 
manageis might think propet to 
require. 

It would be absurd, after the 
facts which have been stated, to 
question the right of the Nabob of 
Oude to dispossess these Zemindars 
of their torts, supposing him to 
have had the strength, as well as 
the inclination to do so , and, with 
respect to the lands which they 
rented, eveiy body, who is at* 
quainted with the aff’ans of Oude, 
must know that nothing can be 
moie arbitrary or oppressive than 
the manner of fixing and collecting 
the rents m every district under 
the management of the Nabob s 
officers. 

It therefore does not follow 
that, if the indecision or the weak- 
ness of the Nabob’s government 
had abstained fiom the exercise 
of an unqm stioiiablc right, m 
allowing tin* Zennndnism question 
to retain, in their own hands, the 
forts alluded to, it should, on tint 
account, have been necessary for the 
company's government to sanction 
the same unwise and dangeious 
proceeding; while it is equally 
clear that, with respect to the 
assessment of lands, t he British 
government had acqnucd, by the 
treaty of Liu know, a perfect right 
to revise the rates at which those 
lands had betore been granted, and 
to regulate the filture tenure of 
them in such manner as should 
appear to be consistent with the 
combined happiness and interests 
of tba subject and the state. * 


Lord 
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Lord Wellesley s determination to 
oppress and rum the Zemin - 
dais. 

Art. 2 — The foregoing obser- 
vations are sufficient to shew the 
nature of the right which the com- 
pany had aequued by the treaty of 
Lucknow with respect to the Hin- 
du Zemindars resident m the ceded 
provinces , and as to the accusation 
alleged in this article of charge, it 
js totally devoid of foundation ; no 
plan was evei formed, or sanctioned, 
by lord Wellesley, tor the purpose 
of oppressing or injuring any class 
of the inhabitants of the provinces 
ceded to the company by the Na- 
bob Vizier, on the contrary, all 
Ins lordship’s aitangements, with 
icspect to those ten i tones, weie 
founded on an anxious desire to me- 
Jioiate the condition of that people, 
by cultivating the resources, and 
seem ing the tranquillity of the ceded 
provinces, and by introducing, 
thioughout those districts, that 
mild, just, and appiovcd sjstem 
of jinispiudence and revenue, 
which, under the auspices of the 
British power, had alieady con- 
tributed so much to the uupiove- 
ment and happiness of othei paits 
of India, and in the particular 
cases adduced by Mi. Pauli, in tins 
chaige, it should be obseived, that 
no compulsoiy measuies whatever 
weie lesoiled to, by the Bntish 
government in India, relative to 
the evacuation oi i eduction of the 
forts in question, until after the 
conduct of the i Ineftains in pos- 
session of them had placed those 
chieftains in the icJation of rebels 
against the government j and had 
requued, for the purpose of es- 
tablishing tranquillity in those 
paitieulai provinces, as well as of 
attending a salutary example to 
other refractory subjects, that their 
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power of resistance should be 
completely destioyed. 

It may lieie be proper to re- 
mark, that, with respect to Bug- 
wunt Sing, the zemindar of 
Cutchoura, (whose case is the first 
stated in this charge,) that rehac- 
tory usurper had long been an 
outlaw, neither respecting the 
nabob's authority, nor that of the 
Mahrattas, but plundering alL 
persons indiscriminately. 

Increase of Rents demanded by 
lend Wellesley. 

Art. 3 — The arrangements 
proposed by lord Wellesley to the 
zemindars, or land- holders of the 
ceded provinces, weie, upon the 
host information which his lord- 
ship was able to collect on the sub- 
ject, just and moderate , and the 
object of those airangements was, 
not to curtail the fair and ample 
profits of the zemindar, but to re- 
gulate and define the rights and 
privileges of In') tenure, and, by 
that means, to protect the inferior 
funnel*, or cultivators of the lands, 
from the rapacity and oppression to 
which they hdd before been sub- 
ject, and to lealize to the govern- 
ment that piopoition of the reve- 
nue which had alw ay* been fraudu- 
lently excluded from the nabob’s 
tieasuiy by the peculation and 
corrupt piuctK.es which univer- 
sally pi evaded among his high- 
ness’* officer*, and the pnncipal 
land-holdei s It had been the 
practice, under the nabob’s go- 
vernment, for the great lund-hoid- 
eis to enter into engagements with 
the cultivator, at the beginning of 
the )eai , these engagements were 
generally model ate, m older to 
induce the Ryot, or cultivator, to 
cultivate as huge a proportion of 
land as his means would allow $ 
«y C 2 when 
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when the ciops became ripe, a 
new engagement was exacted from 
the cultivator, founded on a calcu- 
lation of their actual value ; in 
the case of non-compliance, on the 
part of the cultivator, a guaid was 
placed over the crops, and they 
have sometimes been suffered to 
be burnt up by the sun, but have 
mote frequently been cut by direc- 
tion of the land-holder, and appro- 
pnaled entuely to ins own advan- 
tage 

Lord Wellesley’s objects weie 
dnected to the entire exclusion of 
all such rapacious oppression, and, 
as it was difficult to ascertain im- 
mediately the pi ecise value of 
«\»ch district, lord Wellesley 
preferred limiting Ins engagements 
with the land-holders to a short 
period ot time 

With a view to effecting the 
best pneticable settlement of all 
these affairs, at the earliest possible 
moment, lord Wellesley appointed 
a certain number of gentlemen to 
art as commissioners foi that pur- 
pose on the spot, and his brother, 
Mi. Henry Wellesley, was placed 
at the head of that commission. 
Mr Wellesley's appointment is re- 
cognised in a letter from the seciet 
committee of the court of di- 
rectors, acknowledgng the great 
•ervices of that gt ntleman in Ins 
capacity ot lieutenant* gov ernoi of 
the ceded provinces, and the other 
members ot the commission weie 
all civil servants of the company, 
distinguished lor their talents, in- 
tegrity, and local knowledge. 
Adverting, therefore, to these facts, 
it is difficult to understand how 
lord Wellesley can, in this instance, 
be open to the charge of premedi- 
tated rapacity and oppression, 
through the means of corrupt and 
illegal agents 


Zemindars pronounced to l e rebels 
by the Bntish government, to 
whom they owed no af/egiume. 
Art. 4.— That the Hindu rajahs, 
as well as all the other inhabitants 
of the ceded provinces, had legally 
become the subjects of the Bntisli 
government, and, consequently, that 
they did ow r e an allegiance to that 
power has already been established 
in reply to the first ai tide of 
chaige , and the particular cases in 
which it became necessary to em- 
ploy Bntish troops to enforce that 
allegiance, will be heieafter exa- 
mined, in thecouise of this dis- 
cussion, upon their own respective 
merits. 

Majority o f the Zemindars tompcl- 
led to submit. 

Ari 5 — No abject or humilia- 
ting conditions were ever imposed 
by lord W ellosley on the rajahs, or 
zemindars, of the ceded provinces. 

Those salutary measures, vvlm h 
were indispensable to the happiness 
and tranquillity of the country, and 
to the just adminisfiation of its 
revenues, were, in the first in- 
stance, proposed by the Butish go- 
vernment, and were never en- 
forced by threats or violence, 
excepting in those few cases ot 
criminal resistance, and open re- 
bellion, which will be hereafiei 
examined. 

Estate* confisiated. 

Art. (5 . — None of the zemin- 
dars did resist the measures propo- 
sed by lord Welh sley, excepting 
Bugwunt Sing, and Khakoor Add- 
keerm, zemindais ot Sasnee and 
Cutchoura, who broke into op^n 
levolf, and earned on nnhtaiy 
opeiatiom against the government, 
which required the presence of the 
commander-in-chicf, and the great- 
er part ot the British troops, sta- 
tioned m Oude, to subdue; the 
ioifciture 
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Forfeiture of theii possessions was 
the necessary consequence of their 
unpiovoked defection. 

Bugwunt Sing , Zemindar of Sasnee. 

Art 7 — Bugwunt Sing, the 
zemindar of Sasnee and Bidjeghur, 
bom being the prupuetor of a 
i’niil zenmidary, gradually raised 
In nisei f to opulence and considera- 
tion by the aibitrary exactions 
winch the possession ot two stiong 
torts (winch the weakness ot the 
former government had allowed 
him to hold unmolested) enabled 
him to levy on tiavellers and 
sti angers, passing through his dis- 
turb 

Lord Wellesley s demands upon 

Bugwunt Sing. 

Art 8 — It lias already been 
stated, that motives ot equity to- 
wards both parties deterred lord 
Wellesley from entering into pie- 
cipitate engagements for a long 
peiiod of time, with thezemindats 
ot the ceded provinces, because it 
was evidently impossible tor the 
British government, without con- 
siderable expenence, in those dis- 
tricts, to ascertain the teims upon 
which such engagements ought to 
be made. No increased demand 
was made upon Bugwunt Sing but 
what was founded upon the just 
pi maples alieudy desenbed , and 
with respect to the sepaiation ot 
the duties from the land levcnue, 
it was a measure which the com- 
pany’s collector of revenue, m that 
distiict, stated, m an official letter 
to the lieutenant-gov ernoi of the 
ceded provinces, to be, “ in his opi ~ 
“ many in every point oj view , 
“ advisalle , and which ought 
“ to ie positively insisted 
UPON.” 

Hemonsti ames of Bugwunt Sing. 

Art. i ). — 'The observations m 
reply to the foiegoing article 


sufficiently explain why the ob- 
jections of the rajah were not 
admitted by the British govern- 
ment.

Art iO — Ihe lieutenant-go- 
vernor was fully apprized of the 
views and objects of government, 
with respect to the settlement of 
the ceded provinces, and he knew 
that any depaiture from the just 
and modeiate demands which had 
been made upon the zemindar ot 
Sasnee was inadmissible, while he 
had every reason to expect that 
the perverseness and obstinacy of 
Bugwunt Sing would prompt him 
to resist those demands to the last 
extremity, and it therefore appear- 
ed to him that speedy and effective 
mediums, m this instance, might 
obviate the necessity of employing 
them in others, and, at the same 
time, it could not be doubted that a 
submission, on the pari of govern- 
ment, to the contum \cious opposi- 
tion of this refractory zemindar, 
would induce many others to pre- 
fer claims which would not be 
granted without a dereliction of the 
authority and plans oi the govern- 
ment Under thew' cu cumstances, 

Mr. Welleslcv resolved to lose no 
time in applying to the commander- 
ni-ihief ot the aim) for military 
assistance. 

Siege of Susnec. 

Art 11 — Hostilities having be- 
come unavoidable, the fort ot Sas- 
nee was invested, and it »s true, 
as Mr. Pauli allege*, that the 
ope i aliens against that place were 
carried on with various success bom 
the 12th of December till the 7th 
ofjanuaiy. Onthc*7th Jan. 18Q3*it 
it was lepotted to colonel Blair, at 
that time commanding officer of 
the Butish troops befoie Sasnee,

men 

These oecuneiKA's are stated by 
Mr Pauli ns u anton acts of ( ruelt v , 
but there is no doubt diet the) u ill 
appear, to any di'pass.on ite and 
competent judge on the subject, to 
be the natmai icsult of just and 
necessary precaution on tee pait 
of the British government.

Art 12 — Inanntiicu! letterfrom 
theadjutwt genet al of the IPitidi 
tioopsto the chief sccretarj of the 
supreme government, dated Jan- 
uary 1803, it is stated that “his 
f excellency (the commander-in 
< chief) is happy to be enabled to 
c say that the failure, which un- 
€( fortuna'ely occurred” in the 
attempt to storm the foi t of Sasnee 
on the 15th instant, “ is in no 
“ measure to be ascribed to any 
“ want of gallantry or exeition m 
“ the troops, but solely to the 
tc shortness of the* laddeis, which, 
t€ from the heavy pressure 


t( of the men in ascending, sunk 
“ many feet in the mud. It ap- 
t( peais, tiom the report of the 
“ leading officers, that the sea- 
“ pins vveie ncaily fifteen minutes 
“ upon the ladders, snuggling to 
“ gain the top of the wall, and all 
t( the time exposed to a heavy 
u hie, which they bore with the 
“ gieate.t steadiness and resolu- 
“ tion,” 

Mr. Pauli has correctly stated, 
that, aftei the failuie oil the 15th 
of January, the cxeitions of the 
Britidi army weie i net eased , and 
that, on the night of the 12 i!\ of 
Februaiy, the foit of Samecwas 
evacuated by the flight of the 
raj »h and his foiloweis, it is, how- 
evci, at the sn ce time, an mcon- 
1 1 ov ci tibic ti nth, that those exer- 
tions weienevei, in ary one in- 
stance, earned be) ond the bounds 
of justifiable warfare, and that no 
steps whatevei weie adopted, by 
the Biithh govc rnmont, against 
lajaii Bugwuut Sing, litit such a?

Art 13. — As it appeared to the 
commander* tti-chief to be e\- 
tiemeiy probable that a great pair of 
the garuson cd Sasnee might, 
upon quitting that foit, endeavour 
to ily to Biujegliur, and, by icin- 
fru cuio Bidjcghur, enable it to hold 
out a longer time against the 
Butish troops, his excellency took 
every precaution to prevent the 
success of su< h an attempt , and, 
aocoicfingly, it appears from the 
official letters of the adjutant-gene- 
ral, that the few who did attempt 
that plan were opposed and killed 
b) the British cavalry. 
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Preparation s for storming the Fo T t 

of Buljeghur. 

Art 14. — In an official letter 
from the adjutant-general, to the 
chief secretary to government, it 
is stated, that u the killaular, or 
“ commanding officer of the fort 
“ of Bidjeghur, was summoned 
“ to deliver up the place, under 
“ thepiomise of the lives of the 
“ garrison being spaiedj and he 
iC was given to understand an 1m- 
“ mediate compliance might enti- 
“ tie ium to the favourable comi- 
“ delation of gov eminent 

" To this an evasive reply was 
e< returned, requesting a delay of 
“ a few days, m order that he 
“ might be enabled to obtain the 
“ orders of Bugwunt Sing, whose 
“ scivant he was, and without 
“ wdiose sanction he could not sur- 
“ render the fort. 

“ As they kept up a heavy fire 
“ from the fort, from the first 
0 appearance of our troops before 
** it, and people were observed 
“ busy in repairing the works, and 
“ cutting our embrazures, his ex- 
“ cellency concluded the request 
“ for a few days dela) was merely 
te a feint to gam time, and accord- 
" ingly duected it to be noticed to 
" the killadar, that 110 message

“ which was not accompanied by

“ render ot Bidjeghur ” 

The British troops continued to 
be occupied in their attack upon 
Bidjeghur until the night of the 
2 /th of Febiuary, when the tort 
was evacuated ; the adjutant-gene- 
ral, in an official letter ot the fol- 
lowing day, states, <( that several 
“ of the garrison were killed 111 
“ attempting to effect their escape, 
,r many were taken, but the 
“ principal leaders have escaped.

“ made to intercept them, but,

“ ness of the night, assisted by 
“ heavy rain, the majority got

Art 15. — The falsenood and 
injustice ot the charges, which are 
accumulated in this coni iiiding 
article, will obviously appeal trom 
the statements contained in the 
observations on those vv fiich precede 
it. 

The power which the Bntish 
government exacted on this oc- 
casion was lawful and not usurped ; 
just and moderate proposal's were 
amicably made, in the first in- 
stance, to the zemindais of Sasnee, 
by the Bntish government; paci- 
lic negotiation piov mg, however, of 
no avail, military preparations be- 
came necessary, and the Biitisk 
government was at length reduced 
to the disagieeable expedient of 
commencing active hostility 
against the zemindar. 

It is abundantly evident, from 
all the otfiual details connect- 
ed with this subject, that, in 
the progless of the operations 
against the forts of Sasnee and 
Bidjeghur, no w\inton severity 
was exercised, in any instance, 
agunst either the zemindar or any 
ot his followers, that the evils to 
which they were exposed were the 
necessary result ot their own un- 
provoked aggression, and that the 
British government w’ould have 
been criminally negligent of the 
interests committed 10 its chaxge, if 
it had acted with less promptitude 
and decision in this instance ot for- 
midable opposition to its legitimate 
authority.

Zemindar of Cutchoura , another 
ndim oj Lord HWcsley's ty- 
ranny 

Art. 1 — The relations subsist- 
ing between the zemindar of Cut- 
choura, the nabob of (Jude, and 
the British government, were exact- 
ly similar to those which ha\e been 
described in the case of Bugvvunt 
Sing, and the company was theie- 
fore justly entitled to require, tiom 
that zemindar such an ai range - 
ment of the terntory which he 
occupied, as should appear to the 
company's go\ eminent to he indis- 
pensable to ihe due admmistiation 
of affairs in that part of the coun- 
ty- 

The Zemindar consents to Loid 
Wellesley's requisitions. 

Art. 2. — An amicable negotia- 
tion was opened between the zc- 
mindat of Cutchoura and the 
agents of the Bntish government, 
lor the sole purpose desuibed m 
the reply to the foregoing article 
the zemindar expressed himself 
icady to acquiesce in any terms 
'which might be proposed to him, 
and an agi cement was accoidingly 
concluded, in which it was stipu- 
lated that the fo*t of Cutchouia 
should be evacuated and delivered 
up to tbe British power on the day 
following the conclusion of that 
agreement. 

Indignities offered to the Zemindar 
and hh people. 

Art. 3 — Within a few hours 
of the time when the fort of Cut- 
choura, according to agreement, 
was to have been delivered up, 
the gairison of that fort decidedly 
refused to send out the guns, con- 
formably to stipulation ; and shew- 


ed such strong symptoms of hosti- 
lity, that it was deemed advisable 
to advance a body ot Butch tioops 
towauls the ioit without delu) ; 
upon the appeal ance ot tli se 
troops, the zemind. i immediately 
admitted a detachment of the 
tompanj’s se ipoys into the outer 
part of tne foit the pail ot the 
toit to whuh these tioeps weie 
admitted was sin rounded b) high 
walls, and, after having been cle- 
aned theie ioi '•cvei.il iioui^, under 
vauous pieteiH.es, a gin Was run 
out tiom the uppei toit, loaded 
with grape, which raked the pas- 
sage in which ihc wapovs weie 
diaun up, and I he pampers of 
the waJli on eat h side weie imme- 
diately lined with about SOO well- 
armed men, when a message was 
lecuved fiom the zemindai, that 
it the seapoys did not immediately 
reme, the whole would be put to 
death The officer commanding 
theaC tioops, seeing no possibility 
ot maintaining his position, \cry 
prudently tetirtd, and theseapojs 
were allowed to pass out unmo- 
lested 

No insolent or impropei conduct 
whate\(»r was exeiciscd on the 
pait of Mr Russell, the gentle- 
man who was sent to receive 
charge of the fort horn the zemin- 
dar, nor was any outiage com- 
mitted on any of the zemindar’s 
people by tbe British ofhceis or 
soldiers 

Dining the time that the British 
troops continued in the outer pait 
of the fort, every persuasion w as 
offered by the zemmdar to induce 
Mi . Russell, and the two European 
officers in command of the sepoys, 
to enter the inner fort, unaccompa- 
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xuerl by any sepoys ; but they, dis- 
tiubtmg Ins intentions, refused to 
comply, unless attended by the 
tioops : at the zemindar’s request, 
however, a native olhcer of the 
company’s seapoys \v as sc nt to him, 
who met with veiy unbecoming 
tieatment, and who, upon his 
i el Using to bring up the gentlemen 
before alluded to, and to oidei the 
teapoys to retne, was thicatei.ed 
that he should be put to death. 
lb ply of the Commander -in-chief 
to the Zemindar s letter . 

Art 4 — The facts which have 
been stated in reply to the fore- 
going at tide, are certainly suffi- 
cient to justify the position which 
the British tioops aftcrwaids assu- 
med be foie the foit of Cutchoura. 
The assertions contained in the 
/emuidat’s le tter to the commander 
in chief, ot his having been tteated 
with indignity by Mr. Russell, and 
ot hostilities having been begun 
by the Bntish tioops, aie stated 
in an official letter horn the adju- 
tant-geneial to the chief secietaiy 
to gov eminent, under date the 
7th March, 1 80S, to have had no 
Juundatwn in truth. 

The whole of the zemindar’s 
letter to the comm inder-m-chief 
< otisr led ot nnsieprewmaticn and 
falsehood, and the eoinmandei-m- 
c hitf would ceitamly not have been 
justified in admitting it as a satn- 
tuitoiy explanation ot the treachery 
and violence which had been mani- 
fested by Khakooi Adukerin Ins 
excellency, theietoie, considered it 
to be Ins duly to lequirethe imme- 
diate and unconditional surrender 
of the garuson of Cutchouia.

Art. 5 — Khakoor Addkeun, 
having thus wantonly violated the 
agreement which lie had concluded 


with Mr. Russell, the agent of the 
Bntish government , having him- 
self commenced hostilities, by Ins 
treatment of t he British troops who 
vent to receive possesion of the 
place , and still reiusmg to deliver 
up tee foit, vhuh he had already 
bound himself to evacuate, no 
alternative was left for the com- 
mandei-in-chief, but to proceed to 
the attack of Cutchouia, with the 
at my under his command, which 
he a< eoul ugly did on the 8th of 
Match, \>m.

Observations on the Charge laid before the House of Common r, 
by Mr. Pauli., relative to the Napob of Furruckabad. 


Territones extorted from the Nalob 

Viuer 

Art. 1 . — The merits of the 
ease to which this charge relates 
must, m a great degree, depend 
upon those of the general question 
concerning the jusuee and policy 
of lord Wellesley’s ueity of 1801 
with the nabob Vizier of Oude, 
and thereto! e, of course, cannot be 
justly estimated without a refe- 
rence to the detads connected with 
that treaty. 

The hist object of the treaty of 
1901 , with the nabob of Oude, was 
to dissolve entirely the useless and 
dangeioua rabble which composed 
the Vizier' i military force, and to 


substitute, in lieu of that force, 
a sufficient pioportion of the com- 
pany’s ti oops to defend the territo- 
ries of his highness, and of all 
those dependent on him for pro- 
tection. 

It the justice and good policy of 
the treaty \tffth the vizier be ad- 
mitted, it cannot then be denied, 
that, in consequence of that treaty, 
it became an absolute duty of the 
company’s governor to protect the 
dominions of the nabob of Fur- 
ritfkahad, who, previously to the 
conclusion of that treaty, had been 
entirely dependent on the vizier for 
his defence against all enemies, ex- 
ternal and internal ; and that the 

com- 
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company was fairly entitled to re- 
ceive from the nabob of Furruck- 
abab, for such protection, the sub- 
sidy which he had bound himself 
by treaty to pay on the <?ame ac- 
count to the nabob of Onde. It is 
also to be observed, that the com- 
pany's government had always been 
rc&pniiaible to the nabob of Fur- 
ruckabad for the protection of his 
dominions, by having become gua- 
rantee of the treaties subsisting 
between his highness and tee nabob 
vizier. Under this obh at ion 
alone, the company was oourd, 
upon the dissolution ot the nabob 
vizier's army, to provide an ade- 
quate force for the defence of the 
province of Furiuckaoad The 
absolute duty, therefore, ot defend- 
ing the territory of Furruckabad 
having been transferred from the 
nabob Vizier to the company, it is 
difficult to conceive how that can 
be deemed extortion which was 
merely to indemnify the company 
for the expense to which that 
transfer had rendered it exclu- 
sively liable The tribute^paid by 
the nabob of Furruckabad to the 
nabob Vizier, was solely in con- 
sideration of military aid , and was 
no moie than, upon a moderate 
computation, it must cost the com- 
pany to afford the same protection 
to the nabob of Furruckabad. 

As Mr. Pauli’s cbaige appears 
principally to rest upon the sup- 
posed hereditary independence of 
the nabob of Furruckabad, it may 
be right to observe, that, although 
the internal administration of 
affairs was conducted by the offi- 
cers, and under the immediate 
authority of' the nabob of Fur- 
ruckabad, that piovmce was always 
considered to be, in fact, a depen- 
dency of the dominions of the 
nabob vizier, and the occasional 
interference of the vrzier, -and of 
the British government, in its ca- 


pacity of guarantee, in the admi- 
nistiation ot affairs, was piactised 
and .id nutted during a long period 
of )ears. 

Lotd Wellesley's determination to 
depose the natob oj Fur rue le- 
al ad. 

Ak i 2.-- If the piinciples laid 
down iii the foiegoing observations 
be jU't, it m> evident that the 
cnuige, contained in (Ins article, 
cannot be applicable to the con- 
duct ot loid Welledey in his ne- 
gotiation* with t he nabob of Fur- 
riukdbad, for, it that chieftain had 
betoie been a dependent tributaiy 
to the nabob ot Oude, he now 
stood in the same telation tow,«.ds 
the Bnudi government, and the 
Bntish government could not 
justly protect him in the exercise of 
authouty without providing effec- 
tual means for precluding the 
abuicof it. At all event, no plea 
of the nabob’s independence, 
nor any political relations, how- 
ever peculiar, could pieclude the 
governor-general fioni foimmg his 
own opinions as to those arrange- 
ments winch were most desnable, 
relative to the administration of 
affairs in the piovmce of Furruck- 
abad, nor lecjuite that his loidslnp 
should abstain horn communica- 
ting tho->e opinions to the nabob, 
and recommending them to his 
highness’s adoption. No prede- 
termination upon the subject was 
ever formed by loid Wellesley , all 
his lordship’s proposals to the nabob 
were submitted to him in the form 
of friendly recommendation, cal- 
culated to promote his own hap- 
piness, and ensuie the prosperity 
of Ins dominions ; and weie finally 
acceded to by the nabob tinder' a 
written avowal of his conviction 
that “what had teen settled was 
for his own good ”

Akt. 3d.— -An impartial exami- 
nation ot the governor-geuerars in- 
structions, ot the 21st ot Maich, 
1802, to the honouruole JVJr. Wel- 
lesley, on the subjet t of Furruck- 
abad, will clearly prove that Lord 
Wellesley had not piedetermmed to 
impose on the nabob ot Furiuckabad 
the terms alluded to in tins ai tide of 
charge, — the dispatch, ot the 21st 
of March, goes no further than to 
explain, to the lieutenant-governor 
ot the ceded pi evinces, the giounds 
of the gov einoi-geneial’s opinions 
relative to the luture administra- 
tion of the atlaiia ot Furruckabad, 
and to dnect the lieutenant-gover- 
nor to proceed upon such amicable 
negotiations with' the nabob as 
might appear to him best calcu- 
lated for the introduction of an 
improved system of government 
in his highness’s terntories. 

As to the instructions of the 
21st of March having been issued 
without the knowledge and con- 
sent of the supreme council, it is 
sufficient to remark, that those 
instructions were written at a time 
when the governor general was 

at a distance of miles h om 

the presidency of Fort William, 
and, consequently, that it was im- 
possible to submit them to the 
council in the manner which is 
usual when the governor-geneial 
is resident at the seat of govern- 
ment. The governor-general is 
authorized, by law, to quit 
the seat of government when- 
ever it shall appear to him 
that the public nueiests requite 
linn to do so, and lie is le- 
gally empoweied to act, during 
such absence from the piesideucy, 
without reference to Ins council , 
being himself personally respon- 
sible for all acts done at such timcj, 
in his individual capaeiU — Lo»d 


Wellesley’s proceedings relative to 
Fmruckabad woe communicated 
to the supreme council in the same 
manner as all acts of his lordship’s 
government, relative to the other 
paitaof the pi o vintes ceded to the 
company, by the nabob vizier, and 
weie icgularly recoiled at Fort 
William as so^n as it was prac- 
ticable to make the proper official 
communications tor that purpose. 
kjjoits to obtain the consent oj the 
Natal, and measures to be adopt- 
ed towards his fnen is and ad - 
visas. 

It is ceitainly tiue that lord 
Wellesley directed ins brother 
to endeavour, by eveiy means 
in hn» power, in Ins negotia- 
tions with the nabob of Fuiruck- 
abad, to obtain the nabob’s con- 
sent to the arrangement, proposed 
by his lordship, but it is 
equally true that it never was in 
lord Wellesley’s contemplation to 
compel the nabob, against his will, 
to submit to the measures which 
w ere recommended to his accep- 
tance. If the nabob had obsti- 
nately rejected the pioposal* 
which were made to him by the 
governor -geneial, it would then 
have become the duty of the go- 
vernor - general to have insisted 
on such a reform of the internal 
administration of the affairs of 
Furruckabad, as should have se- 
emed the British power from those* 
evils \>hi< h it was likely to expe- 
rience from the conupt manage- 
ment of a territoiy, situated, as 
Furr tick, bad is, with respect to 
the company's provinces — Every 
punctnleof humanity towards the 
nabob’s own subjects, as well as of 
justifiable self-preservation, would 
have inquired that the BiiUtJi go- 
vernment should, m that case, de- 
mand such a reform in the nabob's 
adminstration , but that demand 
would nevej have been extended 
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to an unjust encroachment on the 
nabob’s authority or possessions 
As to the old rounsellors, and 
friend*, of the nabob, the governor- 
general had every reason to bebeve, 
that his highness was suriounded 
by advisers of the most depraved 
babits, and vicious dispositions ; 
and that, undei the influence ot 
those mtetested associates, the 
nabob could not be expected to 
acquiesce in any ladiral reform of 
his government, unless means 
should be adopted to combine their 
individual intei e>,s with the ac- 
complishment ot that ariangement. 
Hisloidship, theiefore, gave a di-»- 
cretionaiy power to the lieutenant- 
governor ot the ceded provinces, 
to conclude such engagements in 
favour ot those persons a-» he might 
deem to be expedient, unless the 
state of atfaus in Furrurkabad 
should take such a turn a> to ren- 
der the remo\al of ilu^e persons 
from the pi o\ line a matrei of ne- 
cessity; with a view to the possi- 
bility of tins hitter ease, the go- 
vernor-general suggested, that a 
timely intimation might be suc- 
cessfully applied to detri those 
persons fioin the injurious exer- 
cise of the’r undue influence. 

The Nalul mid hi\ unci directed to 
proceed to lUut 7/y . 

Art 5th. — The nabob of Fur- 
ruckab id, t o gethei with his uncle, 
KlienudMund Khan, who had ad- 
ministered the aduirs of that pro- 
vince darn g his highness s mino- 
rity, had met lord Wellesley at 
Cawnpuor, and had accompanied 
his lord-hip to Lucknow, imme- 
diately afiei the conclusion of the 
treaty ot 1301 with the nabob 
vizier — The deplorable state of 
the uitci ml administration of the 
province ct V ui i u< k shad, rendered 
lord Wellesley txLemely anxious 


to avail himself of that oppor- 
tunity to establish the future con- 
dition of that province, upon prin- 
ciples calculated to 'improve its 
prosperity, and to secure the inte- 
rests of the company in that quar- 
ter. The exti erne pressure, how- 
cvei, of other impel tant business, 
prevented the accomplishment 
of that object dining the 1 evidence 
of the governor-general in the 
uppet provinces, and his loidship, 
in consequence, determined to 
commit the negotiation to the con- 
duct of the lieutenant-governor 
ot the ceded pi ounces, and, ac- 
cordingly req tested the nabob ot 
Furruckabad, and Ins uncle, to 
meet the lieutenant-governor at 
ihueilly, toi the put pose of con- 
cluding the auangernents in con- 
templation This lequcst of tin* 
govemor-goneial was cheerfully 
acceded to by both the nabob and 
his uncle, and was certainly never 
viewed in the light of an indignity, 
until an eironeous construction 
w is put upon it m the Charge to 
winch this is a reply. One prin- 
cipal object in conducting the m - 
gotiatiuu at Bareilly was, to ex- 
clude the opposition of those in- 
terested and vicious atlviseis by 
whom the nabob was sui rounded 
in his own teiritories. 

\\ ith icspcct to the legality ot 
Mr Wellesley s appointment, a- 
adverted to m this aitiele ot chaige, 
it is sulficient to obsetve — first , 
tli at as it was of a temporary, and 
dxuaordmary natuie, no objection 
to it can be founded on the acts ot 
parliament tor tilling the uvd 
offices in India * secondly, that i f 
was upon principles exactly similar 
to several appointments made by 
lord Cornwallis, upon the coast of 
Coromandel, in the year 1792 : 
and, thirdly, that the secret com- 
mittee of the court of directors,

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Stl a letter dated the ipth of No- 
vember, 1804, on the subject of 
the appointment in question, ex- 
press the happiness which they feel 
<( in apptovmg the conduct, and 
** acknowledging the services, ot 
<l Mr. Wellesley. 

First proposal to the Nabob's

Art. 6th — The accusation con- 
tained in this aitiole of charge 
is totally without foundation : the 
transfer of the civil and military 
administration of Fuiruckabad , 
to the British government, was 
never hinted at by Mr Wellesley 
in any communication with Khe- 
nud Mund Khan, (the nabob’s 
uncle) until after Khenud Mund 
Khan had expressly pointed it out 
to Mr Wellesley, as one of the 
only three modes of settlement 
which suggested themselves to his 
inmd. 

Khenud Mund Khan bribed to be- 
tray his nephew. 

Art. 7th. — This article of 
charge is as completely without 
foundation as that which imme- 
diately precedes it . no assuiances 
were ever made use of by Mr. 
Wellesley to induce Khenud Mund 
Khan to depart from the strict line 
of his duty towards the nabob of 
Furruckabad. Khenud Mund 
Khan, in a previous communication 
to the governor-general, had com- 
plained of the difficulties with 
which he had to contend, in the 
administration of the affairs of 
Ftfl&ckabad, and had earnestly 
desired to be relieved from that 
arduous situation, expiessmg, at the 
same time, his hope, that he might 
be indulged with the provision con- 
ditionally assigned to him at the 
time of his' taking charge of the 
affairs of the province. 

In confirmation of this just and

reasonable expectation on the part 
of Khenud Mund Khan, he was 
assured, bj Mr. Wellesley, that the 
libei ality of the British govern- 
ment would not allow his interests 
to be neglected , but not until after 
Khenud MunuKhan had explicitly 
declared to Mr. Wellesley his sen- 
timents relative to the new ar- 
rangements between the nabob of 
Furiuckabad and the British go- 
vernment. 

First proposal to the Nabob to trans - 
Jer his possessions to the company . 

Art. 8th. — There is not the 
slightest shadow of foundation for 
the allegations contained in this 
article ot charge : the concurrence 
of Khenud Mund Khan in the ar- 
rangements proposed by the British 
government was his own sponta- 
neous act, and, although he de- 
clared to Mr. Wellesley his con- 
viction as to the necessity of those 
ariangements, yet it is a fact, as 
stated in an official letter from Mr. 
Wellesley to the governor-general, 
that Khenud Mund Khan t( did 
not afford him any assistance to- 
waidjj obtaining the nabob s con- 
sent to the same measures. 

The Nabob was of an age to 
judge of the consequences of his 
own acts ; no stratagem whatever 
was attempted by the Bntish go«- 
vernment either to deceive, or inti*< 
midate him , the proposals of tha 
Governor-general, with every 
equitable and proper argument .nt 
support of them, were submitted 
to his highness consideration* 
without any other precaution to 
secure the adoption of them than 
the exclusion (as far as wa* prac- 
ticable) of the intrigues of 'those 
interested and abandoned charao 
teis, who, it was n norious, had 
always been instrumental in mis- 
leading the judgtnent,and perverting 
ID the

Modification of the Governor- gene- 
ral' s first proposals to the Nabob. 

Art 9 — The proposals specified 
in this ai tide ot chaige, namely, 
that the Nabob should be continued 
on the Musnud, and the surplus 
of tiie levenues be paid into his 
highness’s tieasury, was ceitamly 
made to the Nabob at one time 
during the progress of the negoti- 
ation , but it was afterwards mu- 
tually agieed between the contac- 
ting parties, that a liberal stipend 
fiom the company’s treasury would 
be moie tor his advantage than a 
precanous dependence upon the 
revenues of Furruckabad.

In fact, 
the company never had even an 
agent at the residence of the Rajah 
of Bhurtpoor. 


The advance of Holkar, at this

Remarks upon the late arrangement <withthe Nabob of Surat, 


Mo yen Odeen, the grand- 
father ot tne present Nabob, was 
an adventurer, who, in the year 
1748, possess of the 

castle - of Suuit, which, ai that 
period of time, wj, governed by 
officers m the name, and under the 
authority, of the Moghul. 

At that prnod of time* the go- 
vernment ot Suut was ilivdcd 
into two branches, viz the Kille- 
dnree , or military command ot the 
castle ; and Haihemee, or uvii *id- 
muustiation of the ( lty. Moyen 
Odeen, in the roars' ot true, ob- 
tained the civil adininistiation of 
the city, but was afterwauL ex- 
pelled, and retired to Bombay. 

In 1757, the intei fetence of the 
English was first soliated , and 
Moyen Odeen, after the occur- 
rences of various events, was re- 
instated in 1758: A treaty was con- 
cluded in 1759 between the com- 
pany and Mojen Odeen, vesting 111 
the company the right to appoint 
a deputy to the Nabob, for the ad- 
ministration of affairs j and also the 
exclusive charge and custody of 
the fleets and castle j which ai- 
rangement was afterwards con- 
firmed by several imperial fir- 
mauns from the Moghul, or issued 
undei his authority. Under these 
firmauns,* which are noted in the 
margin, the company was autho-

ration of the preceding systems 
of government. The defenceless 
state of Surat, for many years 
past, had afforded the most tenons* 
grounds of apprehension, while it 
was evident, from the frauds, ex- 
actions, and mismanagement in 
the collection of the revenue, the 
avowed corruption in the acimnns- 
tra ton of justice, and the entne 
inefficiency ot the police, as ma- 
nifested in the d. derent tumults, 
which had oe< um*d in the city, 
and paiticnlaily a d.eautul riot in 
lJ 9 ~n (which occasioned th»* 
gieatcst alarm fot the sate tv ot 
the citj'), th.it the Nabobs re as 
incompetent to conduc t the inter- 
nal government of the city, as to 
provide for its external defence. 
It was obvious, therefore, that 
these important objects could oulv 
be obtained by the company t it r«r 
the ciVil and military oo\ eminent 
of the city into their own hands. 
With these views, the supreme go- 
vernment, on the IO1I1 of March, 
1800 , Jetei mined to invest Nassar 
Odeen, the neatest relation of the 
deceived Nabob, with that dignity, 
and to suppott him in it, under 
such conditions as were requisite 
for the gi eat objects before stated; 
and atcoidmgly the government of 
Bombay was dnected to explain the 
grounds ot the intention of the su- 
preme government to Nasser 
Odeen, and to dclivoi to him certain 
articles ot agieement, ins acquies- 
cence in which was to constitute 
the condition of his succession un- 
der the protection of the company. 

If Nasser Odeen should consent 


to the articles of agreement, the 
government of Bombay was di- 
rected to place him in the statioti 
of Nabob ; but if he should refuse 
acquiescence, the Bombay govern- 
ment was directed to withhold its 
sanction to his succession ; assum- 
ing, in the interval, the administra- 
tion of the government of the 
city and its revenues in the same 
man net as if Nasser Odeen had ra- 
tified the articles of agreement. If 
that cave had occurred, the govern- 
ment of Surat would, of course 
haw* been exercised under the 
company’s authority, until the or- 
deis of the government in England 
could have been received. 

These articles of agreement 
amounted, in number, to seven, 
and included the Nabob’s heirs, suc~ 
(cnv *r* & <_ . making the new treaty 
a permanent agreement. 

The first article stipulated, that 
the friends and enemies of one, 
should be the fi lends and enemies 
of the other. 

The second article provided for 
the civ il and military administration, 
on the part of the company, of the 
city of Surat 

By the third article, it was sti-» 
pulated, that the Nabob should be 
tieated, on all occasions, the 

same respect and distinction*^ his 
predecessors. 

It was stipulated by the fourth 
article, that the company s hold 
pay to the Nabob, his heirs and 
successors, first, one lac of rupees 
per annum, and, in addition, 
one-fifthf of the revenues of Su- 
rat, after deducting the charges of 
collection.

The fifth article provided for 
the Nabob and bis (officers examin-

Under these instructions, the 
governor of Bombay, Mr. Dun- 
can, proceeded to Surat; and the 
treaty wa*, concluded with the Na- 
bob, Nasser Odeen, on the 1 ith 
of May, 1800, and utified by the 
governor-general in council. 

The approbation of these trans- 
actions by the government at home, 
will appear upon reference to the 
documents at the India House. 

As far as lord Wellesley’s go- 
vernment is concerned, it will be 
sufficient to observe, that in 1600 
he found, that the right of inves- 
titure to the office of Nabob of 
Surat, had been assumed by the

which was deemed necessary in 1800, was one company ot European artillery, two 
companies of European infantry, and one regiment of native infantry; the ex- 
pense of the last alone is upwards of three lacs per annum ; and the company’s 
expenses, before the treaty concluded by the Bombay government in 1800, ex- 
ceeded the funds by two lacs of rupees annually It may fairly be stated, that the 
company has been actuated by the most dismterestea motives, in imposing on 
it >elf the duty of the civil and military government of the city. On the other hand* 
the Nabob’s revenue will be about one lac and eighty thousand rupees ; the per- 
sonal expenses of the late Nabob were, one lac and thirty-seven thousand rupees; 
and, under tfct orders of February, 1797, (provided the government of Bombay 
could have concluded an agreement with the reigning Nabob,; the Nabob would 
have had about one lac, seventy-seven thousand rupees, (1,77,000) to defray dur- 
bar charges, his own personal Expenses, and the maintenance of the families of 
hit predecessors, See The Nabob, therefore, (adverting to the increasing defal- 
cations in his revenues,) will be a gamer, in point of pecuniary funds, by the new 
treaty.

Loid Wellesley also provided 
amply for the maintenance and 
personal dignity of the Nabob 3 
secuiing to that officer a larg'er 
piopdrtion of the revenues than 
had been enjoyed by his predeces- 
sor, and lord Wellesley also ex- 
tended to the new Nabob, the great 
advantage of including his heirs 
within the limitations of the 
tieaty; thus establishing the re- 
gular succession of the Nabob’s 
lamtly under the protection of the 
company. 

It appears that all these objects 
have been attained, as far as could 
be practicable, within the period 
of time which has elapsed since 
the conclusion of the treaty $ that 
good order and happiness have 
been restored to the people of Su- 
rat 3 and that the city has been 
in a state of the highest prosperity 
since the operation of this, and 
other arrangements, which have 
been adopted for its government. 

It does not appear that the no- 
tice given in the House of Com- 
mons refers to the arrangement 
which lord Wellesley made with 
the Mahratta powers, (the Guick- 
war and the Peishwah,) respecting 
their claims upon the revenues df 
Surat. 

It is sufficient, therefore, to 
state, that these claims having 
greatly contributed to disturb the 
peace of the city, and to vex and 
molest the inhabitants, by exac- 


tions and interruptions of trade 
and commeice, an adjustment of 
fhe claims, both of the Guickwar 
and of the Peishwah, was affected 
in the treaty with the Guickwar, 
and in the treaty of Bassein. 

By this adjustment, the city of 
Surat has been relieved from the 
vexatious interposition of the 
Mabvatta power 5 a territory, in 
the vicinity of Surat, has been 
acquired by the company, which 
greatly facilitates the government 
of the city, and contributes to the 
welfare of the inhabitants; all 
conflict between the powers and 
authorities of parties in the go- 
vernment has ceased ; and the 
whole civil and military adminis- 
tration of the city is vested in the 
hands of the company, and exer- 
cised by its officers without inter- 
ruption from any other authority. 

It should be further observed, 
that the security of the great city 
of Surat, is not only essential to 
the existence of the company’s 
trade on that side of India, but 
that the British empire in India 
would be greatly endangered by the 
loss of Surat : the secure posses- 
sion of that city is, therefore, an 
object of the utmost importance, 
although the revenue is now con- 
fined within narrow limits. 

Lord Wellesley has hitherto 
been deemed entitled to the gra- 
titude of his country, for hi 9 in- 
terposition in favour of the British 
interests at Surat ; no person ac- 
quainted with Bombay can weny 
the merits of this arrangement in 
all its branches.

To the Honourable the Court of Directors. 


Honourable Sirs, 

The resolutions of j^our ho- 
nourable court, passed on the 18th 
of May, 1SCM-, and of the general 
court of proprietor passed on the 
23d of the same month, on the 
subject of the military operations in 
India, during the late war with 
Dowlut Rao Scindia and the Rajah 
of Berar, were received at Foit 
William in the month of October, 
1804 . 

3. I request your honourable 
court to accept my humble thanks 
for the honour which you have 
been pleased to confer upon me by 
your resolution, and to submit to 
the honourable the court of pro- 
prietors my dutiful sense of the 
favour, by which they have dis- 
tinguished my conduct in the dis- 
charge of my public duty during 
the important crisis of the late 
war. 

3. In pursuance of the com- 
mands of your honourable court, 
the resolutions of thanks to his ex- 
cellency the right honourable lord 
Lake, commander in chief; to 
major - general the honourable 
Frederick St. John ; to major-ge- 
neral the honourable sir Arthur 
Wellesley, K. B. and to the 
officers and men ernplojed m 
Hindustan, and in the Deckan, 
were published in general orders 
to tiie army, and m an Extraordi- 
nf% Gazette of the 2f)th of Octo- 
ber, 1804, of which a copy is 
annexed to this letter. 

4. Your honourable court will 
observe, that the resolutions by 
which your honourable court, and 
the court of proprietors, have been 
pleased to signify your approbation 
of my conduct, are not published 
iu those orders. 

5. I have never been requi- 


red to offer a greater or more pain- 
ful sacrifice 1 6 public duty, than 
that by which I renounced the 
satisfaction ot publishing, in India, 
the marks of approbation and 
honor conferred upon me by your 
honourable court, and by the court 
of proprietors , but it appeared to 
me to be necessaiy to submit the 
high personal distinction which I 
should have derived from such a 
publication, to more impoitant 
comideiations of the public safety, 
and of the interests of the com- 
pany, and ot the nation in India. 

t>. The detei initiation expressed 
in those resolutions to withhold all 
judgment upon the onginal justice, 
necessity, and policy of the war, 
could not have been published m 
India by a formal act of this go- 
vernment, without conveying an 
universal impression of doubt and 
ambiguity respecting the stability of 
every arrangement connected with 
the progress and success of our 
arms. The premanency of all the 
treaties of peace, partition, subsidy, 
and alliance, must have been 
exposed to hazaitl by such a 
public declaration, proceeding from 
the high authority of your Runout - 
able court, and of the couit of 
proprietors, and announced by 
your government, in India, to all 
your subjects, dependants, and 
allies. 

7. The public, and formal 
ieservation of your judgment upon 
the justice of the war, necessarily 
would have involved the possibility 
of your future condemnation of 
the cause in which the British arms 
had been employed. It could not 
be supposed, that either your ho- 
nourable court, ©r the court of 
proprietor, would estimate the 
justice ol our cause by the sole 

con- 
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consideration of the success of 
our arms. The prosperous result 
of the war, therefore, could not 
have removed the doubts of its 
justice, arising frpm the reser- 
vations expressed in your resolu- 
tions ; and the irresistible inference 
in the minds of all the native states, 
would have been, that your ho- 
nourable court, and the court of 
proprietors, might, ultimately 
censure the whole transaction , 
while the general fame of your 
equity and magnanimity would 
have precluded any supposition 
that, in condemning the just’ce of 
our cause, you would retain the 
fruits of our success, or enjoy the 
benefits of the peace, while you 
repudiated the necessity and policy 
of the war. 

8 . The wisdom and prudence 
of your honourable court will 
anticipate the confusion, and dis- 
oider, which must have arisen 
among the native powers, if any 
doubt had been cast (without your 
express commands) by the public 
authority of this government,

Observations on the State of the Press in India, 
(from the morning post.) 


The order of the court of di- 
rectors for restricting public meet- 
ings in India, wlueh was published 
at Calcutta in April last, has lately 
appeared m some of the daily 
papers here, and has uinished 
certain persons with a fresh occa- 
sion to declaim against those legu- 
fotions for controlling the conduct 
of the newspapers m that country, 
whichwere enacted by the gov ei nor- 
general in council, during the ad- 
ministration of marquis Wellesley. 

Much as the other measures 
of that administration have been 

C esented by the combined 
of ignorance and fiction, 
not one of them, respect- 
lch the public have been 
ly deluded, as that of this 
enactment for regulating the pub- 
lication of newspapers. Taking 
advantage of that natural and lau- 
dable jealousy regaulmg the liberty 
of the pre*>s, which is cheiished in 
England , on a national feeling, 
4 gpd which is justly considered as 
dneof the most powerful bulwarks 
of public freedom, the calumnia- 
tors of lord Wellesley have la- 
boured to engage this generous 
feeling in their cause, by repre- 
senting his lordslnp as an enemy 
to the glorious privilege from 
which it sprang , yet, the indul- 
gence and forbearance which his 


lordship has shown to these calum- 
niatois t hemsb Ives, who, in the 
atrocious libels which they have 
published i against him, have so 
giossly abused this pnvilege, wall 
be sufficient to convince the public, 
how much his pi maples and dis- 
position have been belied, and 
how much averse he must be to 
put the law in force, even against 
the abuse of that right of fiee dis- 
cussion, the existence of which, 
in its pdrity, he knows to be essen- 
tial to the conservation of those 
constitutional libeities, of which 
we venture to pronounce he will 
ever be found the firm and strenu- 
ous suopoiter. 

The restrictions on the press in 
India, even had they originated 
with lot cl Wellesley, would not 
have been inconsistent with that 
love of a rational and enlightened 
freedom, which, we are confident, 
animates his heat t ; because, those 
political rights, which give life and 
energy to t free government, can- 
not be introduced amongst a people 
who pi ice their happiness in the 
privilege ot being allowed to live 
under a mixed system Qf theology 
and jurisprudence, which is not 
only incompatible with such rights, 
but which excludes the possibility 
of their exercise. Sir William 
Jones, whose zeal iu the cause of 
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liberty, and whose knowledge of 
the peculiar genius, character, in- 
stitutions, and interests of the peo- 
ple of India, are equally known 
to the public, etiteitalned precisely 
the same opinion, In regard to the 
introduction of any of the maxims 
or rights of English fieedom 
amongst the natives of Hindustan 
In a letter to the late lord Ashbur- 
ton, on the subject of his cele- 
brated pamphlet, on the principles 
of a free government, lie happily 
expresses, in a single sentence, his 
determination to adhere to those 
principles, and hrs conviction of 
the impossibility of introducing 
them into India — “ As to the doc- 
trines/' sayshe, 44 in my though 
1 shall certainly not preach them to 
the Indians , who must, and will 
be go\ erned by absolute power, 
yet I shall go through life with 
a persuasion, that they are just and 
lational, that substantial freedom 
is both the daughter and parent of 
virtue, and that virtue is the only 
source of public and private feli- 
city ” 

The restrictions in question, 
however, were not first enforced 
by lord Wellesley. The pnnciple 
on which they are founded ^ of 
suppressing the publiea ion of all 
animadversions on the conduct of 
government, existed in the original 
constitution of our Indian govern- 
ment, as it was established in 
1784. That principle was consi- 
dered essential to the seem ily of a 
government which tided overthiity 
millions of people, who entertain 
not the most remnte4dea of politi- 
cal liberty, who look on any opposi- 
lion to the sovereign power of the 
state as an act of rebellion, and 
whose respect for, and obedieme 
to that power, is always proporti- 
oned to the degree of vigour and 
dignity with which its authority is 
maintained. It has accordingly

been the practice of our Indian 
govern meni, under the sanction of 
the court of directors, to put that 
principle in force, where any oc-" 
edsion occurred on which it ap- 
peared to have been intentionally 
v lolated. In the administrations 
of marquis Cornwallis and of lord 
Teignmouth, the mildness and 
modei ation of which is the per- 
petual i heme of panegyric amongst 
the enemies of lord Wellesley, 
two editors of newspapers, who 
had published observations offen- 
sive to the government, were or- 
dered on board ship, at a short fto* 
tice, and sent to England. 

The punishment of these persons, 
however, at the discretion of the 
governor-general in council, w hilst 
the principle on which it w\as jus- 
tified remained undefined, and un- 
known to the public, could not 
effectually repress the practice of 
occasionally commenting, in ihe 
newspapers, on the conduct of 
government, of magistrate**, and of 
other public officers Some per- 
sons, of warm, enthusiastic disposi- 
tions, and, possibly, with good in- 
ter tions, might, from a real igno- 
rance of the existence of such an 
authority in the government, Iravcf' 
innocently infringed its rules i 
whilst others, of more sober minds, 
might plausibly question the justice 
of coercing the personal liberty of 
Englishmen, upon a discretionary 
authority which had never been es* 
tablished by any positive enactment 
of the government by whom it 
was exercised 

\V it h a \ iew to remedy t his defect, 
and to proven i all futu e misunder- 
standing and complaints respecting 
the exercise of this authority, lord 
Wellesley framed, on the principle 
which had thus beeo acted on, a 
distinct set of regulations for sub- 
jecting newspapers to the control 
and *uperint*Hideuce of govern* 

K fHOlttf 
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ment. These legislations he caus- 
ed to be published in th£ Calcutta 
Gazette ; they afterwat ds 1 ecei \ ed 
the unqualified apptolation of the 
court of dbci tors; and that uppiu- 
batioti has now been fuither tes- 
tified, by extending the pnnciple 
of the regulations to public meet- 
ings. 

Hence it is evident, that so far 
as lord Wellesley is personally 
concerned, he stands completely 
exonerated from all lesponsibihty 
whatever, for having published 
the regulations m question. But 
of that advantage we aie persuaded 
he would disdain to avail himself, 
in icgard to a measure which his 
public duty, indeed, enjoined, 
but the justice and sound policy of 
which his own enlightened judg- 
ment fully confirmed. To that 
justice and policy, therefore, we 
beg to direct the attention of the 
public. 

It has been already stated, that 
the natives of Jndu have not the 
remotest idea of political liberty 
The whole frame of their civil 
polity is constructed on principles 
w hich have immoveably established 
amongst them habits of thinking 
and act.ng utterly repugnant to all 
those sentiments and feelings which 
constitute the moral elements of a 
tiee government, and which can 
alone render a people fit to esti- 
mate and to enjoy the benefits 
and blessings which such a govern- 
ment confers^ To that system of 
polity, however, interwoven as it 
is with all their immemonal cus- 
toms and religious prejudices, the 
people of Lidia aie so invincibly 
attached, that both justice and 
policy not only forbid all attempt** 
to interfere with it, but powet tally 
reepmmend its pi estivation. On 
these considerations, pailwment 
passed the act for establishing that 
conUiipt'o., of government, for 


our Indian Empire, by which it it 
at piescnt i uled 

That constitution places the 
executive and legislative authorities 
of the state m the Governor-general 
m council, in whom it has also 
vested certain judicial functions. 
The acts of the Governor-geneial 
m council, are subject to the ulti- 
mate decision of the court of 
due-ctors, and the beard of control, 
but in India they are absolute and 
uncontiollable A subsequent act of 
parliament, following up the same 
genet al principle ot adapting the 
nature of our government in India 
to the peculiar customs, manners, 
feelings, and prejudices of its native 
subjects, piovided that the piopeity 
of the natives, in their own soil, 
should be secured to them m pei- 
petuity, by precluding all English- 
men from purchasing, or farmiag 
lands j that the land-rents, or 
revenues of the state, should be 
permanently settled, and fixed at 
a moderate standard ,• and that 
both our Hindu and Mohammedan 
subjects should each be piotcctcd 
in the fiee and undisturbed exercise 
of their lespective ieligions, and 
should be governed by then own 
lespeetiVQ laws, administered to 
them in the mild spirit pt English 
jurisprudence, by Englishmen 
reguiaiJy instructed m tho-e laws 
and assisted by native lawvers — 
s uch is the mannei m wlm h Eng- 
land has acted tow aids conquered 
people , and such aie the principal 
lights and privileges which those 
people enjoy under the English 
government 

The benefit deiivcd fiom those 
rights, it will i cuddy be allowed, 
must be felt by the n lines of om 
Indian dominions, as a real source 
of prospenty and happiness, con- 
sequently, the introduction into in- 
dia, ct any new right repugnant t.> 
them, coid 1 not but be viewed w nil 
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the utmost abhorience. The ex- 
ercise of a free press, would justly 
be constdeied, by the natives, as 
altogether inconsistent with that 
lespectand awe with which they 
are accustomed to look up to the 
sovereign power of the state, as 
holding out to the turbulent a 
direct incitement to rebellion, and 
as being subversive of that subor- 
dination and older, which we have 
established in their country, aqd 
to which they know and feel they 
are indebted for all the blessings 
that they now enjoy. Hence, 
therefore, it is an act of justice 
and sound policy, to restrain, in 
India, the exercise of a privilege, 
which, in its full latitude, could not 
fail to destroy the growing pros- 
perity and happiness, and to ali- 
enate the allegiance of our native 
subjects, on which it must be 
manifest the existence of our 
power in that country depends. 

But those ignorant, and interested 
visionaries, whocontend for the li- 
berty of the press in India, will still 
insist that Englishmen, residing in 
that country, cannot jn justice be 
debarred from the exercise of it. 
Let us, therefore, enquire who, and 
of what description, those English- 
men are, for whom a right is 
claimed of discussing questions of 
state, and of opposing the measuies 
of government in India, through 
the medium ot the press. 

Our readers are aware that, by 
the statute law of the land ,no per- 
son can either go to India, or reside 
there, without a special permission 
fiomthe company, excepting the 
officers of his majesty’s army serv- 
ing theie, and of the courts of 
judrcatuie. The number of British - 
born subjects, therefore, in that 
country, is extremely licnitted. By 
the last returns, they amounted to 
3 l,OtX) persons Of these 22,000 
are soldiers, who are of course 


governed by mihtaiy law, and who 
cannot, without a violation of that 
law, exercise the poll icai light of 
deliberating, and of publishing, 
theif deliberations, on the measures 
of government, which it is their 
duty not to attack, but to defend. 
The civil officers of government, 
of all descriptions, amount to 
about 2000, but they cannot, any 
more than the civ il officers of go- 
vernment in England, oppose pub- 
licly the government which tiiey 
serve. Another class of people, 
about 5000 in number, consist of 
free mei chants, and free manners, 
who reside in India, under the 
privilege of a covenant with the 
company, by which they bind 
themselves, and tu'o sureties, in 
certain specified sums of money, 
not to travel on the continent of 
India, beyond the company’s 
territories, and not to infringe, in 
any manner, the orders and regula- 
tions of the governments in that 
country. — -The officers and practi- 
tioners in the courts ©f judicature, 
at tlie three presidencies, amount 
to about three hundred; and the 
remaining l/OO, consist of adven- 
turers who have smuggled their 
way to India on board of foreign 
ships, or in the capacity of gentle- 
men’s servants, on board our ships 
of war and Indkmen. Of these 
adventureis, some find employ- 
ment as subordinate clerks in the 
public offices, some as shop-keepers, 
some in various trades, a few as 
printers, and about twenty as edi- 
tors and writers of newspapers. 
All these persons reside in India 
contrary to the law, and by the 
indulgent sufferance of the govern- 
ment. 

Now, w ith respect to the class of 
fiee merchants and manners, it is 
indisputable that they can carry 
with them to .India no civil right 
whatever, except that which is 
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expressed in their covenant with the 
company, of exercising the pri- 
vilege of free trade, subject to the 
laws and regulations of the go\ em- 
inent. The officers and practiti- 
oners in the Court of Judicature, 
though under the protection of 
thtir respective courts, cannot 
possess the right of acting m vio- 
lation of the regulations of a go- 
vernment, ^hich tegulations par- 
liament has decreed should in 
India have all the force of law. 
As to the unlicensed adventurers, 
it is clear that persons living in 
India, contrary to the law of 
England, and by the mere suffer- 
ance of the government, can pos- 
sess no privileges but such as that 
government shall in its indulgence 
thing fit to grant them. 

It is, therefore, evident that the 
English community in India pos- 
sess no political rights whatever. 
Nor can any man who goes to that 
country, with his own. fiee will, 
justly complain of not being suf- 
fered to exercise privileges which 
fie enjoyed in England, and which 
he had the legal power of conti- 
nuing to enjoy, it he chose ij. — 
When he leti England, lie made a 
voluntary surrender of public rights 
for private advantages By this 
exchange, be did not nullify those 
rights, but he rendered the exertion 
of them impracticable, by having 
chosen to reside in a country, in 
ydiith the constitution that sanc- 
tions those rights does not exist, 
and the government of which was 
framed, not for Englishmen , but 
for a people who cannot compre- 
hend the meaning of such rights, 
and whose interest and happiness 
depend on being secured m the 
undisturbed enjoyment ot a system 
of laws and customs, with which 
it is utterly Impossible for the rights 
in question to exist. But the tribe 


of needy, literary adventurers, Mltf 
have set up this yell about the 
liberty of the press in India, scoin 
the limits of place. “ They con- 
sider their privileges as part of* 
themselves, and cannot be lost by 
departure from their Qountryj they 
Boat in the air, or glide under the 
ocean.” 

Doris amara *uam, non intermUceat 
unciam. 

We will venture to assert, that, 
excepting this interested tribe, no 
persons who ha^e resided in India, 
under marquis Wellesley’s govern- 
ment, ever experienced the smallest 
obstruction to the legitimate objects' 
of theii pursuits in that coutitiy, 
of ever consfdered it as a grievance, 
that the editors of newspapers 
were n<*t allowed to oppose and 
abuse the measures and condnet of 
government. Nor did those ad- 
venturers themselves feel the want 
of a free press on any public prin- 
ciple, but because it disappointed 
the gratification ot their own base 
appetites. The cause of all this 
clamour, therefore, is, to use the 
language of lord Bacon, “ that 
there passeth overeat of this- realm, 
a number of eager and unquiet 
scholars, whom their own turbulent 
and humorous natuie presseth out 
to seek their adventures abroad j 
and that they are nourished rather 
in listening after news, and intelli- 
gences, and m whisperings, than 
in any commendable learnings ; 
and, after a time, whetfeitber theif 
necessitous estate, or their am- 
bitious appetites importune, tlWjr 
fall on devising how to do some ac- 
ceptable service to that side whu k 
maintaineth them ; so as ever when 
their credit waxeth cold , straight- 
ways out cometh a libel, pretending 
thereby to keep in life the spirit of 
the state."

I was favoured with your kind 
letter of the 10th instant, and the 
other prints which accompanied it, 
for which I return you my beat 
thanks * and in answer, as far as 
in my power, to the confidence 
you are pleased to honour me with, 
I will communicate to you the 
pl#n which, in my most humble 
opinion, would appear bept calcu- 
lated, in the actual circumstances, 
to form a permanent establishment 
of vaccination in this country, less 
expensive to government than the 
plan now pursued, and more con- 
ducive to the great end of the in- 
stitution, — the extermination 1 of 
Small Pox. 

Thesvstfcm which you have sug- 
gested, of establishing in every vil- 
lage, one or more persons, who 
should practise vaccination among 
the inhabitants, for an equal ration 
of the grain crop, as that allotted 
to the tiarber, washerman, carpen- 
ter, and othpr servants of the vifc 
Inge, may become very practicable 
in future/ when vaccination is more 
universally known, and the inha- 
bitants in genera), a little morfe fa- 
miliarized' with itj bht it# the ac- 
tual circumstances, when distrust 
and other prejudices which have, 
till now, opposed its progress, and 
have not yet given away, it would 
not, I apprehend, be accompanied 
with the success which may be 
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expected from it, when these diffi- 
culties exist no more. ♦ 

It would appear to me more ad*' 
vantageous, if the system you pro- 
pose was established, gradually* 
and in order to obtain this end, by 
little and little, I would propose, 
instead of the pirns now pursued, 
to establish in every talook, or in 
eveiy cutcberry in which there is 
a tasiidar, one or two writers more, 
the one under the title of head ino- 
culator, and the other, under that 
of assistant inoculator, whose office 
should be to introduce, and carry 
on without interruption, under the 
direction and overseeing of the tas- 
sildar, the practice of vaccination 
among the inhabitants of theta- 
look assigned to them, for a deter- 
mined pay, like that allowed to the 
ordinary writers in the several 
cutcherries. 

Two practitioners should be 
placed in each station, in order that 
the matter of vaccine may always 
be kept alive, by a succession of 
inocujated persons — and the tassil- 
dar should be ordered to take care 
that the vaccinators under their 
overseeing, should have, in succes- 
sion, parieht^ enough to prevent 
any risk of losing the matter. 

The inoculators should succes- 
sively run over the several divisions 
of the talook assigned to them, and 
inoculate, without distinction ol 
casts, all the subjects to be found 
in every village ; visit their patients 
t A on 
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on the eighth and fifteenth day after 
inoculation — give in every month 
their accounts of the number of jper* 
sons successfully vaccinated to the 
tassildar, who should verify and 
transmit them to the collector of 
the district, under whose special 
protection the practice must be 
put. 

In order to increase the. confi- 
dence of the inhabitants, the ino- 
culators should be chosen, as far as 
practicable, among persons univer- 
sally known in the talook/in which 
the practice is to be introduced and 
carried on. 

The persons who are prevented 
by the prejudices of their cast, 
from communicating the disease to 
every individual without distinc- 
tion, such asr Bramins, who could 
on no account be prevailed upon 
to approach and touch pariah, and 
other persons of low cast, should 
be excluded from the employ of 
inoculator , and in order to procure 
respectable men among the other 
casts, a pay of no less than four or 
five pagodas per month, should be 
given to the head inoculator, and 
two or three pagodas to the assist- 
ant inoculator. — The tassildar 
should be attentive, that the inocu- 
lators in his talook are active, and 
carrying on the practice without 
intermission. 

It is not necessary to observe, 
that if this project was adopted, it 
would become indispensable to 
have the protection and concur- 
rence of the collectors of re\ enue, 
or other persons in office, to for- 
ward its success ; at the same time, 
there is little doubt, that in case 
they were desired to use their con- 
ciliating and persuasive influence 
in the business, that the practice 
would soon become general over 
all the country. 

There are hardly two yeau 


elapsed since vaccinatioh was be- 
gun to be introduced amongst the 
natives, during which short period, 
notwithstanding the prejudices and 
other obstacles which opposed its 
progress, more has perhaps been 
done tli an in many states of Europe, 
in which no such difficulties ex- 
isted. If the project I .have the 
honour to present to you, were 
adopted ana pursued yet two years 
more, the practice till now success- 
fully carried on only in some dis- 
tricts, would become general, its 
advantages would be more univer- 
sally known, the motives of dis- 
trust would, during that period, give 
way, and after that time, or per- 
haps before, the system of esta- 
blishing an inoculator in each vil- 
lage, on the conditions which you 
have pointed out, would become 
practicable, and the practice of 
vaccination cease to be a charge to 
government. 

However, even in that case, it 
would be advantageous, and per- 
haps indispensably necessary, to 
have in each district a central place, 
in which the practice should be 
carried on' Without interruption, 
and to whjch the inoculators of the 
several villages could resort, to 
procure flesh and genuine matter 
when they are to inoculate persons 
in their village, for you will agree 
with me, that the small popula- 
tion of villages in this Country, 
will never be sufficient to aftoid a 
succession of patients any length 
of time, to keep alive the matter ot 
coW-pock — it would be well if the 
inoculator could, once every year, 
inoculate the children born in the 
course of that year, and for this 
purpose, it becomes necessary to 
have always fresh matter in the 
neighbourhood to be supplied with. 
At all events, as the plan I propose 
promises to be accompanied with 
a considerable 
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a considerable reduction of the ac- 
tual expenses, and is more condu- 
cive than that which, till now, has 
been pursued for its diffusion, it 
may be tried, f believe, without 
inconvenience, in those districts in 
which vaccination has proved most 
successful, as in this, and In My- 
sore, and’if it is accompanied with 
success, it may be adopted here- 
after, for the* whole country. 

At the same time, if the plan I 
have the honour to propose were 
adopted, it would be 'necessary to 
have instructions circulated among 
inocuhtors, by which they should 
be made acquainted with the na- 
ture and several stages of the dis- 
ease, and able to distinguish a 
genuine from a spurious case — I 
take the liberty to inclose a trans- 
lation in Tamul, on the subject, 
extracted from Dr. Ring’s toork on 
vaccfnatiou, which may, perhaps, 
prove acceptable to you, since it 
contains the principles laid down 
by the JennenaU Society, tq know 
the several stages of the disease, 
and to distinguish the genuine from 
the spurious cases. I got them 
translated into the Camera language 
as well as Tamul, for the usage of 
practitioners in Mysore, M well as 
in this country.

Favoured with your letter of the 
25th, J am obliged to acknow- 
ledge, with thanks, the ready and 
distinct attention you have given 
to my request, in thus communi- 
cating, without reserve, what ap- 
pears to you the best mode of con- 
ducting vaccination, at the piesent 
period. 

The extensive and intimate 


knowledge of the genius and dis- 
position of the people of the coun- 
try, acquired by constant applica- 
tion, and long 'residence among 
them, stamps in my estimation 
your ideas on the subject with 
great value . and, I have no doubt, 
that in case the collector of your 
district should think proper to re- 
commend the plan which you have 
proposed, that it would be very 
readily adopted. 

The unequal progress of vacci- 
nation, which I have sometimes 
taken occasion to remark, is a tole- 
rable proof, that one mode or sys- 
tem will not answer equally for 
all parts of the country and there- 
fore it seems advisable to attend to 
the proposals of persons of local 
residence, that what is most prac- 
ticable for each district, may be 
distinctly known. 

The translation of the vaccine 
sytnptoms into the Tamul and Ca- 
nara languages, I consider of the 
greatest importance, as it can never 
be admitted that much good has 
been done, until the people are so 
intimately acquainted with the ge- 
nuine appearances, and peculiar na- 
ture of the vaccine, as to apply to 
operators, or operate themselves 
spontaneously, and without any 
coercion or fee whatever, besides 
the desire of avoiding a more loath- 
some disease. 

As you think the Bramins carij^ 
not be employed in vaccinating, on; 
the recount of the impossibility of 
bringing them into contact with 
the oilier casts, all of whom are 
held in lower estimation, it would 
on that very account, in my humble 
opinion, be the more necessary to 
initiate them m the practice j that 
they might at least be enabled to 
inoculate each other. 

It is the Brarmns chiefly who 
can conciliate the minds of the 

| A 2 people 
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people to this practice j as yet there 
are not a hundred practitioners of 
all casts on the whole coast, whom 
you acknowledge to have done a 
great deal in the course of two 
years , and I think your idea of two 
operators to assist each other, may 
prove advantageous ; but the pub- 
lication of vaccine symptoms in 
the native languages, piomises the 
greatest utility, that the people at 
large may learu to know the dis- 
ease, which will naturally give 
them, who are any ways intelligent, 
an interest in everything regarding 
it, and gradually lead them to ob- 
serve the disappearance of small- 
pox. Accounts have just reached 
me, that a learned Bramin has dis- 
covered, in an obsolete puranum, 
mythological stories of a disease 
similar to the vaccine. 

Considering your knowledge of 
the country, and genius of the peo- 
ple, to be better than my own, I 
will only further observe, that the 
superintendence of the tassildar, 
who I believe is the immediate 
collector of the revenue, may be 
more efficient than that of the cur- 
num, or head man of the village. 
The only objection which I have 
to this, as an improvement, is an 
apprehension that he might some- 
times be induced to use coersive 
measures j but whether a specific 
monthly pay to the operators, or a 
reward in proportion to the num- 
bers inoculated are preferable, 
time only and experience can de- 
termine. 

The central stations which you 
propose may answer the same pur- 
pose as the vaccine superintendent 
in populous places, who have hi- 
therto preserved the disease, and 
instructed native practitioners who, 
at their recommendation, are war- 


ranted by th ' <upc i intending^ sut - 
geon of the division.

A letter from Captain Royle, to 
Colonel Blair, commanding at 
Agra, of which the following is a 
copy has been received by major 
Armstiong, from lieutenant-colo- 
nel the honourable G. A. F. Lake, 
military secretary to his excellency 
the right honourable the com- 
mander-in-chief. 

To Colonel Blair , cojnmanding 
at Agra. 

Sir, 

Having yesterday received in- 
formation that Koosial Rao was 
here with three guns, and a force 
of from 3 to 4,000 men, cavalry 
and infantry, and making the col- 
lections of this district, I resolved 
to attack him $ for which purpose 
I marched with the detachment, 
from Syoo, about three o’clock 
this morning. On the appearance 
of the Agra cavalry, the enemy 
opened their guns, and when the 
columns of infantry appeared, the 
fire became heavy and destructive ; 
I, therefore, after a few rounds 
from the guns, ordered the infan- 
try to advance, which I am glad to 
say, they did in good order, consi- 
dering the ground they had t* go 
over. The enemy were strongly 
posted, having the fort of Adawlut- 
Nuggur in the rear, aud deep ra- 
vines In front. I am, however, 
happy to say, the inimtry over- 
came these obstacles, and their 
exertions were crowned with suc- 
cess. Having taken the whole of 
the enemy’s guns, tumbrils, bul- 
locks, &c. and put their infantry 
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and cavalry to flight , colonel Polh- 
man, with the Agra horse, pursued 
the fugitives tor a considerable dis- 
tance, (four or five coss) and killed 
great numbers of them, and took 
upwards of twenty stand of co- 
lours, with great numbers of Eu- 
ropean musquets, matchlocks, See. 
Our loss, I fear, has been severe ; 
lieutenant' Carrington has lost 
a leg, and several ^Sepoys are 
wounded. 

I am greatly obliged to lieute- 
nant and adjutant Cragie, for his 
exertions and good conduct in 
bringing the six companies of the 
2d battalion, 24th regt, into action, 
as also to lieutenant Bowen, for 
the gallant manner in which he 
led on the left wing of the 1st batta- 
lion 25th regt. $ and for the judg- 
ment and good conduct he dis- 
played in dislodging a party of the 
enemy, who had taken post in a 
village, on the left of our line, as 
we advanced. I am happy to assure 
you, the conduct of the European 
commissioned and non-commis- 
sioned officers met with my highest 
approbation : I am greatly obliged 
to colonel Polhtnan, for the assist- 
ance he afforded me in taking the 
command of the horse, and the 
judgment be evinced in the pur- 
suit of the enemy. Ensign M‘Kul- 
loch is also entitled to my best 
thanks, for the good order in 
which he brought up the two irre- 
gular battalions j and it affords me 
the highest satisfaction to assure 
you, that every corps, aitillery, ca- 
valry, regular and irregular infan- 
try, are entitled to my best thanks, 
for the good conduct they dis- 
played this morning, and when 
you consider our regular infantry 
having only been embodied five 
months, I trust their behaviour will 
entitle them to your approbation 
I shall, to-morrow, have the ho- 


nour to forward to you a list of the 
killed and wounded, with a return 
of the guns, ammunition, and bul- 
locks, taken this day. t 
I have the honour to be. Sir, 
Your most obedient.

CEYLON INTELLIGENCE . 
On Friday last, about three 
o’clock, P. M the government 
house, occupied by the command® 
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of the forces, was struck by light- 
ning, which instantaneously demo- 
lished the upper part of the east- 
front, Imd forced, with great vio- 
lence, the walls through the roof 
of the adjoining house, belonging 
to K. Chandler, esq. but occupied 
by brig.-major Colebroke. The 
general, at the time of the accident, 
was sitting in a back veranda j but 
providentially received no other in- 
jury than the effects of surprise so 
tremendous a shock, from the 
thunder-gust which succeeded, pro- 
duced. 

His aid - dc - camp, lieutenant 
Wemyss, iortunatel) escaped un- 
huit, although sitting m the apart- 
ment which appear* first to have 
been struck, over winch we:e 
piecesof ornamental masonry raised, 
accotding to Dutch taste, conside- 
rably above the roof, and, a^ lignt- 
mng is known to strike the highest 
and most pointed objects in its way, 
it is presumable tins masonry re- 
ceived and threw off the electric 
fluid to the adjoining house, where 
evident traces of its course were 
visible. 

The roof falling in filled the 
room with fragments of stone, 
beams, kc and drove Mr. Wemyss 
against a door with great violence, 
from die desk at which he was 
Sitting, 

A servant of brig.-major Cole- 
broke, who lay ill in an apartment 
adjoining the general’* house, (into 
which die ruins fell) miraculously 
escaped with slight bruises, al- 
though the bed was battered to 
pieces. 

We are happy to add, that no 
lives were lost, and no injury to 
any individual, except a boy of the 
general’s, who was slightly hurt. 

Fort, William , April 23, 1805. 
The following heads of intelligence , 


compiled from official and authen- 
tic documents, received by his 
Excellency the most noble the 
Governor-general, J)om his Ex- 
cellency the right hon . the Com- x 
mandtr-in-yhi£f $ are published 
for general irtformation. 
Major-general Smith, with a 
detachment of cavalry under his 
command, having effected the ex- 
pulsion of Meer Khan from Rohil- 
cund and the Doab, rejoined the 
army of the right hon. die com- 
mander-in-chief before B hurt pore, 
on the 23d of March. Meer Khan, 
having re-crossed the Jumna, had 
arrived at Fu tty pore Seek re, two 
days before general Smith’s arnval 
atdhmtpofe This chieftain had 
btvii abandoned by his troops, v ith 
the exception of a small body of 
cavah\ The whole of his infan- 
i y and artillery quitted hi* service 
about the period of his inclusion 
into the Doab, and have since been 
employed by other chieftains. 
Meer Khan himself is gone off in 
search of employment, at tended only 
by a few hundred predatory horse. 

On the 29th of March, his ex-, 
cellency the right hon. the com- 
mander-in-chief, with a column of 
cavalry under his lordship’s per- 
sonal command, and a column of 
infantry under lieutenant-colonel 
Don, marched at two o’clock in 
the morning, to surprize tbe cavalry 
of Jeswunt Rao Holkar, which was 
encamped at the distance of a few 
coss from Bhurtpore. The appre- 
hension of being surprized had 
induced the enemy to encamp in 
several separate divisions, and the 
operations of the British troops 
were directed against two of his 
principal encampments. His lord- 
ship, with the cavalry, took a cir- 
cuitous direction to the right, under 
the hills j whilst lieutenant-colonel 
Don* with the infantry, proceeded 

to 
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to the left, by the direct road to the 
position of the enemy. The enemy, 
having received information from 
his hircarrahs of the approach of 
the British troops was prepared for 
flight whan lord Lake reached his 
camp. The enemy, however, suf- 
feted some loss in his retreat, from 
the fire of th^column of infan try,and, 
notwithstanding the rapidity of his 
flight, a charge was effected by the 
British cavalry, in which about two 
hundred of the enemy were de- 
stroyed. A quantity of baggage 
and cattle, consisting chiefly of 
about fifty camels, one hundred 
hoises, two elephants, and twenty 
hackeries, was captured by the 
British troops. Lord Lake, after 
pursuing the enemy to a conside- 
rable distance, returned to camp at 
eleven o’clock on the same morn- 
ing- , 

On the 1st of April, lord Lake 
received intelligence, that Jeswunt 
Rao Holkar, having retired to a 
greater distance from the British 
artfiy, had assembled the greater 
part of his troops and baggage at a 
position, eight coss from Bhurt- 
pore, in the direction of Futtypore. 
Lord Lake, in the expectation that 
the vigilance of the enemy would be 
diminished, in consequence of the 
distance to which he bad removed, 
determined to attempt to surprize 
his camp. His lordship accordingly 
marched at one o’clock on the/ 
morning of the 2d of April, with 
the whole of the cavalry, the horse- 
artillery, and the reserve of the 
army, and arrived in the neigh- 
bourhood of Jeswunt Rao Holkar’s 
dmp before the dawn of day$ 
Jeswunt Rao Holkar had received 
intelligence of lord Lake’s approach 4 
hot two hours before his lord- 
ship had reached the vicinity of 
bis camp, and had sent off a part 


of his bN^gage. The enemy was 
posted round a high village, with his 
front covered by cultivated fields, 
smrounded by high enclosures. It 
was stilt dark, but the fires of the 
enemy enabled lord Lake to make 
his disposition for the attack, with- 
out waiting f or daylight. 

The cavalry formed in two lines, 
moved round to the right,, whilst 
the reserve and the horse artillery, 
under heutenant-colpnel Don, was 
ordered to gain the left of the vil- 
lage with as much expedition as* 
possible. The cavalry advanced at 
a trot, and when arrived within a 
short distance of the enemy, the 
right squadrons of 'each regiment 
in the liist line were ordeied to 
charge, supported by the remaining 
squadrons, and by the second line. 
The enemy, on seeing the ad\ance 
of the British troops, made eveiy 
possible exertion to escape, but 
was charged, with success, tn va- 
rious directions, and suffered great 
loss. The British cavalry conti- 
nued the pursuit to a considerable 
distance ; and did not desist until 
the enemy was entirely dispersed. 
The enemy is said to ha\e lost up- 
wards of one thousand men on this 
occasion. 

Upon the return of lord Lake to 
camp, a body ot infantry, with 
colours, was obsened moving in 
the direction of the Jungle, which 
surrounds the town of Bhurtpore. 
This body of infant* y was imme- 
diately charged b\ a squadron of 
his, majesty’s 8th dragoons, under 
colonel Vandeleur. Upon the ap- 
proach pf the squadton, and after 
a few of the enemy had been cut 
down, the .remainder threw down 
their arms, and were made pri- 
soners -—The colours of this corps 
were captured, and it proved to be 
a body ot* Meer KhauV infantry, 
which. 
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which, having quitted that chief, 
was proceeding to offer its Services 
to Ruujeet Sing. 

Lord Lake returned to camp at 
one o’clock, p. m. after a march, in- 
cluding the pursuit of the enemy> 
of upwards of fifty miles. 

A detachment, composed of the 
1st battalion of the 25th native 
regiment, six companies of the 
24th native regiment, obe batta- 
lion of irregular infantry, and the 
Agra irregular horse, the whole 
commanded by ' captain Royle, 
marched from Agra on the 26th of 
March to dislodge Hernaut, the 
chelah of Jeswunt Uao Holkar, 
who, with the remains of Holkar s 
infantry and guns, and a body of 
Holkar’s cavalry, under Bapoojee, 
had occupied a position between 
Bharee and Dholpore. Captain 
Boyle’s detachment, after a march 
of twelve coss, came up with the 
cavalry of the enemy under Bapoo- 
jee, on the 31st of March, and 
succeeded in completely defeating 
this corps. On the G'th of April, 
captain Royle received information, 
that the principal body of the 
enemy, of which he was in pursuit, 
had taken up a strong position un- 
der the walls of the fortified town 
of Adawlut-Nuggur. This body 
of the enemy consisted of between 
three and four thousand men, ca- 
valry and infantry, and three guns. 
Captain Royle arrived at Adawlut- 
Nuggur at eight o’clock on the 
morning of the 7th of April, and 
found the enemy advantageously 
posted, having the fort of Adaw- 
iut-Nuggur in his rear, and his 
front and flanks covered by deep 
lavines, occupied by troops. 

Captain Royle, with great spirit 
and judgment, immediately formed 
his detachment for the attack, and, 
advancing under a very heavy and 
well-directed fire from the enemy’s 


artillery, and from his troops sta- 
tioned in the ravines, compelled 
the enemy toabaudon his guns, and 
to retreat with the loss of all his 
artillery and baggage. The Agia 
horse, under cblfcnei Pohlman, 
pursued the fugitives to fh&dbtance 
of five coss from Adawlut-Nuggur, 
and killed great numbers gf them. 
On this occasion were also captured 
upwards of twenty stands ot co- 
lours, and a great number of mus- 
quets, of Eniopean manufacture, 
matchlocks, pikes, &c. See. The 
conduct of the troops m this action 
was highly exemplary, and especi- 
ally that of the newly-iaised batta- 
lions of the 24th and 25th regi- 
ments of native infantry, which 
had not been embodied for more 
than a period of five months. 

His excellency the right hon. 
the commander-in-chief having 
completed his arrangements for 
the re-commencement of opera- 
tions against the town of Bhurt- 
pore, changed the ground of his 
encampment before Bhurtpore, on 
the pth of Apnl, and took up his 
final position for the attack. The 
reduced condition of Jeswunt Rao 
Holkar’s power, and the manifest 
inability of continuing to afford 
support to the declining fortune of 
that chieftain, added to the prepa- 
rations for the attack of Bhurtpore, 
had previously induced rajah Run- 
jeet Sing to sue for peace, on the 
25th of February, and to offer 
terms, which, after some negotia- 
tion, were, with certain modifica- 
tions, accepted by lord Lake, un- 
der the authority of the Governor- 
general An agreement was accord^ 
ingly formed on the 10th of 
*Apnl, by which Ruujeet Sing 
has ceded to the honourable Com- 
pany the fortress of Derg, and has 
restored all the districts which 
jfrer e conferred upon him by the 

Butish 
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British government, after the con- 
clusion of peifce with Dowlut Rao 
Scitidiah. Runjeet Sing has also 
engaged to pay the sum of twenty 
lacs of rupees to the Company ; of 
this sura, three* lacs of rupees are 
to be paid immediately, and the 
remainder by instalments, at stated 
periods The son of Runjeet 
Sing was delivered up to lord Lake, 
on the 11th of April, as an hostage 
for the due performance of these 
engagements. 

Lieutenant- colonel Holmes, of 
the Bombay establishment, with a 
valuable convoy of provisions and 
stores from Guzerat, and treasure 
to a large amount, for the use of the 
Bombay army under majoi -general 
Jnn.es, marched into camp before 
Bhurtpore, on the 10th of April. 
Colonel Holmes had matched from 
Guzerat to Bhurtpore, without 
luvmg met any material interrup- 
tion ; and since he passed Kotah, 
Le had not seen any enemy. 


It appears, by the most authentic 
accounts, that Jeswunt Rao Holkar 
it reduced to the greatest dHtress, 
and that his force is nearly de- 
stroyed. The troops which re- 
main in his service are not more 
than sufficient to form a guard for 
the protection of lm person $ and 
even these are nearly dispirited, 
and harassed, by the several defeats 
they have recently experienced, and 
by the continual state of alarm in 
which they have been kept by the 
perseveiing activity and vigilance 
of the commander-in-chief. 

The dominions of the Company 
in Hindustan are in a state of tran- 
quillity, and the bands of robbers, 
which had distu r bed certain dis- 
tricts of the north-western pro- 
vinces, has been expelled.

General orders by his Excellency the 
most noble the Governor -general 
in council. Fort William , May 
24, 1805. 

The Governor-general in council 
has determined, that the two bat- 
talions of Bengal native volunteers 
be reduced, and that the fight hon. 
the commander-in-chief* be Re- 
quested to issue orders for that 
purpose as soon as may be practi- 
cable. The right honourable the 
commander-in-chief will also be 
pleased to issue orders fbr attaching 
the native officers and Sepoys of 
the reduced volunteer battalion, as 
supernumeraries, until vacancies 
occur for them in the establishment 


of corps, to such of the regular 
native battalions as the right hon. 
the commander-in-chief may think 
proper. The operation of this 
order cannot be extended to the 
di\ ision of the volunteer battalion 
now serving at Prince of Wales’s 
Island, under the command of 
major Dick, until the arrival of 
that division at Foit William. 

The Governor-general in coun- 
cil is pleased to direct, that in fu- 
ture, whenever any of the regular 
corps of native cavalry, or of native 
infantry, or of parts of those corps, 
of this establishment, shall be re- 
duced, the supernumerary native 
commissioned and non-commis- 

cinnpJ 
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sioned officers, occasioned by such 
reduction, shall continue to receive 
the pay and batta of their respective 
ranks, according to the situations of 
the corps to which they may be 
posted, and in which they may be 
serving. They are to be borne on 
the strength of the corps to which 
they may be posted as <f supernu- 
meraries',” until vacancies occur for 
their being received on the estab- 
lishment of those corps, or of any 
other corps, to which the com- 
mander-in-chief may think proper 
to remove them . 

The i ight hon. the commander-

Should your excellency be pleas- 
ed to persevere in the pursuit of 
anatomical knowledge, so as to 
excite emulation, the advantages 
to this country are incalculable, 
in the stoppage of hemorrhage, by 
ligature, the amputation of incu- 
rable limbs, the art of accoucheur. 


the treatment of fractured bones, 
in ail which, and many other ac- 
cidents of our frail nature, the 
practice is very defective, owing 
to want of knowing the struc- 
ture. 

In hopes, therefore, of con- 
tributing to the support of so 
commendable a desire in your 
excellency, I herewith tiansmit 
Mr. John Bell’s valuable work on 
the bones, muscles, and joints ;

The sloops tjpd} be *eady in 
twenty-four hou& after. a written

Dispatches (of which the fol- 
lowing copies are published for 
general information) have been re- 
ceived by his excellency the most 
noble the governor - general in 
council, from the lieutenant-go- 
vernor of Prince of Wales’s Island.

Sir, 

1. 1 have the honour to tiapsirnt 
to you, for the information of his 
excellency the most noble the 
governor-general in council, copy 
of a letter, under date the 2d in- 
stant, from lieutenant Deane, 
commanding the honourable com- 
pany’s cruizer, Les Freres Unis, 
conveying the account of his 
having engaged the ship Calcutta, 
on the 22d ultimo, and captured 
that vessel, after a contest of forty 
minutes. 

2. I have already had the honour 
of detailing to his excellency, the 
mode in which the Calcutta had 
been manned aUd armed, and the 
great injury that the Eastern trade 
had sustained from the piratical 
freebooter who commanded her. 
I am happy to inform you that 
this man, the brother of the Ra- 
jah of Sambas, was killed in the 
action. 

3. The difficulties of access to 
the Calcutta, stationed in a strong 
position, and supported by two 
large China junks, several miles 
up the river of Sambas, contribute 
greatly to the honour of the acliiev- 
ment, and reflect great credit on 
lieutenant Deane’s abilities, valoui, 
nd persever a nee. 

4. Lieutenant Deane has served 
under my order nearly five years, 
during which period of time, I 
have invariably experienced in him 
every qualification of a valuable 

officer. 
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officer, and a series of conduct 
that has uniformly entitled him to 
my highest approbation. I there- 
fore take the liberty of recom- 
mending lieutenant Deane to the 
most favourable notice of his ex- 
cellency in council. 

5 . The able support that lieute- 
nant JDeane received from captain 
Lynch, Commanding the ship Beli- 
sarius, is highly creditable to the 
public zeal and intrepidity of that 
officer, and corresponds with the 
favourable report that I have, on 
frequent occasions, made to his 
excellency respecting the meri- 
torious conduct ©f captain Lynch, 
in volunteering for the public be.- 
nefit.

I have the honour to inform 
you, that I left Rhio> on the 9th 
of April, at night, in company 
with the Belisarius and Warren 
Hastings, captain Scott, who wish- 
ed much to proceed with us to 
Pontiana, where we anchored*, on 
the 14 th, and delivered your letters, 
and presents, to the sultauns of 
Pontiana and Mompawa, who were 
much .pleased, and expressed them- 
selves highly sensible of the honour 
done them.

Having gained every information 
respecting the Calcutta, and a party 
of Chinese in seven boats to attend 
09 up Sambas River, where the 
ship was said to belying, I put to 
to sea with the Belisarius on the 
morning of the lfith, and on the 
18 th anchored abreast of the river. 
On the- 19th, after much trouble, 
and the loss of two hundred bags 
of rice, which captain Lynch was 
obliged to throw overboard, we 
succeeded in gettipg the ship over 
the bar, and proceeded up the 
river. On the 21st, at night, we 
seized five Chinese, who informed 
me the Calcutta was at anchor 
about four or five miles up the 
small river of Sambas, and that 
two China junks, and six large 
prows, were moored near her, and 
* ail well provided with guns to 
prevent any thing passing. Hav- 
ing gained this information, and 
not having a good opinion of the 
Chinese in their boats, determined 
me to attack them with both ves- 
sels ; and at eleven A. M. on the 
22d, I weighed and stood up the 
small river, followed by the Beli- 
sarius. At a quarter before noon, 
1 saw the ship, with a junk and 
three large prows moored on each 
side of her, and so close as to 
prevent a vessel going between 
them : immediately we got near, 
they began to fire from all the 
vessels, which was not returned by 
me, until within pistol shot, when 
I anchored and commenced the 
action upon as many as we could 
get the guns to bear. In forty 
minutes we had sunk two prows, 
and silenced the ship, junk, and 
remaining prow, that was moored 
on her larboard side ; the others 
kept up a brisk fire, until they were 
driven from their guns overboard, 
by the boarding party. At a quarter 

after 
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after two, P.M. we took possession 
of the, ship, two junks, and two 
prows, the other two made their 
escape up the river. 

Captain Lynch was prevented, 
by the nai rowness of the river, 
getting so near as he could have 
wished j nor could he, although 
every exertion was made, get a gun 
to bear upon the enejny until the 
close of the action. 

1 am happy to inform you, that 
our loss is very small, considering 
the number of guns we had, at 
one time, playing upon us, ha' mg 
only one European killed, and four 
Europeans and two Sepoys wound- 
ed, who, I am happy to say, aie 
all recovered. The Serang of the 
Behsarius was shot through the leg 
in boarding, who has since. died 
of his wound* 

I could not, in justice, close this 
without expressing my entire satis- 
faction of the officers and ship’s 
company for their steady behaviour 
during the action, paiticularly 
lieutenants Wbeatall and Phillips, 
and Mr. Lord, in being so active 
in boarding. 

The loss on the part of the 
enemy must have been very con- 
siderable, having found ten men 
dead on board the ship, and eigh- 
teen on Jjoard one of the junks. 
I have not been able to ascertain 
the number on board the other 
vessels. The pirate, brother of 
the Rajah of Sambas, was wounded 
in two places, but effected his es- 
cape in a small boat. I have since 
been informed that be died of his 
wounds. 

We have had great difficulty in 
getting the Bellisarius and Calcutta 
over the bar, which was not ef- 
fected until captain Lynch had 
thrown overboard Jtwo Jiwidred 
and ten bags of rice, and a great 


quantity of ballast out of the Cal- 
cutta. We returned to Pontiawi 
Roads on the 2d of May, in order 
to repair our damages, and put 
the Calcutta in a state for sea, 
and sailed again for tins place on 
the 1 (5th. 

I am sorry to inform--, you, that 
we were* prevented from returning 
through the straits of Banca, ow- 
ing to the disabled state of the Cal- 
cutta, which we have been obliged 
to tow all the way 

I sailed from Malacca, on the 
22d of May, and anchored off 
Fort Cornwallis this morning 
The following is an account 
of the guns in the different vessels, 
viz.

Extract of a letter ftom Lieutenant 
Ross , commanding the honour- 
able Company s Cruixer, the 
Queen, to William T. Money , 
esq. superintendent of Marine , 

' dated Muscat , 4th May , 1805. 

"On the 30th April, about 20 
leagues to the northward of Mus- 
cat, an attack w'as made on us, by 
a large trankey and two dows, one 
of which carried ten guns with 
swivels, and the three filled with 
men* I have to ifegret that after 
being engaged with them for an 
hour and t w enty minutes, they were 
enabled, although much shattered. 
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to get off with a light air, which 
was but barely sufficient to admit 
of the Queen's steering. I beg to 
inform you, that every part of the 
crew, European and Natives, be- 
haved in a very spirited manner ; 
and that from the very steady file 
kept up by the artillery men and 
Sepoys, the enemy were baffled in 
their attempt to board us. I beg 
also to mention Lieut. Hall's ^con- 
duct on the occasion, as being ex- 
tremely active, as was Mr. Rob- 
son’s (volunteer $ ) and that I am in- 
debted to captain Seton for his sup- 
port in directing the small arms, 
and for personally repelling the 
enemy’s boarding. 

(< I am happy to state, that the 
only damages receive^ by us were 
one sepoy wouuded, the sails and 
running rigging a good deal cut, 
and the main-mast wounded by one 
cannon, and several musquet shots. 
From the state the enemy was in, 
I have reason to think their loss 
must have been considerable ; as 
scarcely a shot was fired further 
then about twenty yards, and all 
raked her.”

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Bengal 'Occurrences for August, 1805 . 


General orders ly his Excellency the 
most nolle the Governor General 
in “Council. 

Fort JVtlliqm , July 25, 1805. 
His excellency the most noble 
the governor general in council, ha- 
ving had under consideration the 
senous Inconvenience to the public 
semce, occasioned by the frequent 
desertion of dandies from boats hir- 
ed for the conveyance of military 
stoies from the presidency to the 
different stations of the army, who 
abscond leaving the boats in danger- 
ous situations, to the detriment and 
obstruction of the public service, 
the defrauding of govermtient, and 
the great hardship of the ryots 
#nd peaceable inhabitants on both 
banks of the rivers ftooghly and 
Ganges, who have in some instances 
m consequence of the desertion of 
the dandies, been pressed to drag 
boats from one village or district to 
another 5 and it appealing that such 
desertion generally occurs with the 
connivance and collusion, of the 
man gees, his excellency in coun- 
cil, with a view to remedy the 
above-mentioned evils, to facili- 
tate the hiring of dandies and 
coolies for the public service, and 
to ensure from the mangees, the 
due performance of their engage- 
ments, and generally to regulate the 
management of fleets of boats con- 
veying troops or stores to the mili- 
tary stations, orders and directs, 
that the following regulations shall 
be in force from and after the 1 st of 
the ensuing months ; 


1 st. Boats shall continue to be 
supplied, as at present, by the town- 
major of Fort William, for the con- 
veyance of troops, by the commis- 
sary of stores tor the transportation 
of military stores at the accustom- 
ed rates of five rupees for eadh 
mangee, three rupees for each dan- 
dy, and three rupees per hundred 
mauds of tonnage per mensem for 
each boat. 

2 d. A ghaut mangee shall be 
attached to the arsenal of Fort 
William, for the purpose of facili- 
tating the supply of boats for that 
department, and affording security 
against the desertion of boats by 
their crews. 

3d. Whenever boats are requir- 
ed for the transportation of stores, 
the commissary of the arsenal, on 
receiving official notification of the 
same from the secretary to the mi- 
litary board, shall direct his ghaut 
mangee to collect the number re- 
quired, which having been exa- 
mined and approved the manner 
prescribed by the existing regula- 
tions, an advance of two-thirds of 
.the amount of the hire shall be 
made by th<j commissary to the 
several mangees, for whose good 
conduct, and the full performance 
of the voyage, the ghaut mangee 
shall he responsible, giving security 
to the commissary of stores for the 
same, in the manner now practised 
for the supply of boats for the con- 
veyance of troops by the town 
major $ the remaining third is to be 
paid to the officer, conductor, of 
other person proceeding in charge 
of the fleet, to be by him disbursed 
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to the several mangees, deduction 
being made for such expenses as 
may have been incurred during the 
voyage for repairs of the boats, for 
ropes, or any other contingencies, 
which, ^tfthe existing r egulations, 
ought to oe borne by the proprie- 
tors of the boats. 4th. Previously 
to the boat quitting the ghauts, 
whether with troops, or stores, the 
town major or commissisary of stores 
shall respectively take effectual 
measuies for ascertaining whether 
the crew are satisfied ; the officer, 
conductor, or other person proceed- 
ing in charge of the fleet, shall take 
similar measures, with a view to 
prevent any .imposition on the dan- 
dies, by the ghaut or boat mangees, 
withholding their wages, or making 
undue exactions. 

5th. The town major and com- 
missary of stores, shall each in their 
respective departments deliver to 
-the officer, conductor or other 
person proceeding in charge of a 
Reet of boats, a discriptive roll 
made out agreeable to the follow- 
ing form of the boats, with their 
crews. 

6th. When fleets, or single boats, 
with stores, are dispatched under 
charge of a private soldier, or tin- 
dal, the above roll is to remain 
with the commissary, who will in- 
struct the soldier or tindal, to re- 
port, on their return, the names of 
such dandy or dandies as may have 
absconded, together with the names 
of the mangees of the boats to 
which they belonged ; the com- 
missary will then be able, by means 
of the roll in his possession, to give 
the information which the officer 
or cdnductor is enjoined to do by 
the ninth article. 

7th. In the event of any dandies 
deserting before the conclusion of 
the voyage, the mangees are bound 
immediately to provide fresh dan- 


dies ; and in case of failure, a pro- 
portionate deduction shall be made 
from the sum which they would 
otherwise be entitled to receive on 
the completion of the trip $ and 
the officer, conductor, or other per- 
son in charge of the fleet, shall en- 
deavour to procure dandies in thdr 
stead, in the manner directed m 
the 11th article. 

8th. Casualties amongst the dan- 
dies, either from sickness or any 
other cause, are likewise immedia- 
tely to be leplaced by the mangees ; 
and in case of fail me, deduction 
shall be made, as prescribed in the 
preceding article. 

9th. Anymangee, golio, dandy, 
or other person belonging to a boat 
in the public seivice, who shall ab- 
scond therefiom, shall be liable to 
be apprehended by the magistiates 
of the district, in which he resides, 
or tuay be found, and to b t punish- 
ed in such manner as the magis- 
trate, on * consideration of the 
circumstances, and nature of the 
offence, shall consider to be pro- 
per, under the poweis vested in 
him by the general regulations. 
Such mangee, goliath, or dandy, 
shall also be obliged to return the 
full amount received by him in con- 
sequence of his failure to perform 
the conditions of inspire. The 
officer or conductor in charge shall, 
from the descriptive roll in his 
possession, furnish the nearest ma- 
gistrate with the necessary infor- 
mation to enable him to take mea- 
sures for apprehending the abscond- 
ing party. 

10th. Officers commanding de- 
tachments of troops, as well as 
officers, conductors, or other per- 
sons in charge of fleets of store 
boats, proceeding to the upper pro- 
vinces,are directed to pay the strict- 
est attention to the various orders 
which have from time to time 

"been 
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been published to the army for the 
conduct of detachments marching 
through the country, or proceeding 
by water, particularly to the hitter 
part of the regulations of thjgjfc 
vernoi -general in council om H f 
26th of May, published in ge$P|K 
ordgFs of the 8th of June, 1 796, 
(and enforced ltl those of the 11th 
June, 1799) for securing the inha- 
bitants ot the country from moles- 
tation or oppression, and prohibi- 
ting sepoys, lascars, and public 
followers being sent into ullages 
for the pm pose of procuring pro- 
visions, or of press, ng coolies and 
dandies. 

1 1th. The different civil officers 
,of government being instructed to 
afford every assistance to forward 
fleets of boats employed in the 
public service, and to provide for 
the wants of the troops embarked 
on, and of the people attached to, 
them, such assistance will Always 
be offered on proper application 
from the officer, or person m charge 
of boats, to the magistrate, or col- 
lectors, or to their respective subor- 
dinate native officers in the different 
towns and villages remote from the 
residence ot die principal civil 
authority of the district, and to 
whom officers and persons in charge 
of fleets of boats will accordingly 
apply, when requiring assistance, 
either in men, or supplies of any 
kind ; such application to be ac- 
companied by the amount of the 
hire of the dandies, coolies, &c. 
and of the value of the articles re- 
quired, in order to obviate both the 
necessity of having recourse to foi- 
cible measures, and all pretexts for 
retarding the public service. 

12th. And with a view to ena- 
ble the magistrates of districts, si- 
tuated on either bank of the rivers 
Hooghlyand Ganges, to take timely 
jpeasure* for forwarding an object 
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of such importance to the public 
interests, as the traosportion of 
stores and supplies for the service 
of the army ; officers and con- 
ductors in charge of fleets of store 
feats, are hereby d ijgg ted, in all 
cases, to give pr<?v’n^rnotice (ift 
the manner prescribed^respecting 
detachments of troops proceeding 
by land, to the magistrates or col- 
lectors of their approach) and what 
assistance, if any they are likely to 
require, and at what particular 
places, in ordei that the necessary 
instructions may be sent to the po- 
lice darogaiis (and head men of the 
villages) on the banks ot the river, 
to afford the same. 

13th. The magistrates, whose 
local knowledge will enable them 
to judge when the pi ogress of the 
boats 1* most likely to be impelled, 
and where the extraordinary aid of 
their authority may more particu- 
larly be required, will, on receipt 
of the above notification, take 
measures accordingly. 

1 4th. Magistrates will report the 
names of officers commanding de- 
tachments proceeding by water, or 
in charge of fleets of store-boa^s, 
by whose soldiers, lascars, or fol- 
lower b, any acts of violence to the 
pei sons, or injury to the property 
of the inhabitants may have been 
committed, in order that due in- 
vestigation of the same may be 
made. 

15th. All officers are reminded 
of .the serious responsibility that 
will attach to them for any abuse 
of the authority with which they 
may be entrusted, or for any exer- 
tion of illegal power, they will re- 
port to the magnates any instatfbe 
of neglect or inattention to their re- 
quisitions, on the part of the police 
darogahs, (or head men of villages) 
but by no mean* interfere in the 
exercise of then duty, or use any

authority whatever over them $ and 
in the event of auy detument or 
delay arising to the public service, 
or having any well-founded cause 
of complaint after they shall have 
given the notice preset tbed by 
these oideou they are to represent 
lh*' ^me9r the information of 
governing, through the usual and 
regular channel.

In the Press. 

An Elemental*)' Analysis pf the 
laws and regulations enacted by the 
Governor General in Council, at 
Fort William, in Bengal, for the 
Civil Government of the British 
territories, under that presidency, 
designed for the use of the students 
in the college of Fort William. 
By J H. Harrington, esq. professor 
of tlie laws and regulations of the 
British government m India. The 
following extract from the intro- 
duction will explain the plan of 
this work : 

The three principal branches of 
the public administration, commit- 
ted to the agency of the East India 
Company’s servants at this presi- 
dency, are the judicial, revenue, and 
commercial. This analysis there- 
fore, divided into parts, having re- 
feience to each of those depart- 
ments, and has the prescribed pe- 
uod of study in the college of Fort 
William is three years, and two 
public examinations are directed to 
be holdcn annually, the entire 
work will consist of six parts, in 
the following order : 

Parts I. and II. to have refaftice 
to the judicial departmental civil 
and criminal ; and to include (be- 
sides the general legislative provi- 
sions, upon which the present code 
of regulation is founded), a con- 
cise elementary statement of the 
principal rules, which have beet| 
enacted for the administration of 
‘ civil and criminal justice, and for 
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the police ; or for objects connected 
therewith; the general principles, 
upon which such rules appear to 
have been framed ; and any mate- 
rial alterations of, or additions to, 
the origiqal rides, which have 
taken place under legulations sub- 
sequently enacted. 

Pairs III. and IV. to have refe- 
rence to the revenue department ; 
and to contain a similar statement 
and explanation of the regulations 
passed lor the settlement and col- 
lections of the several branches of 
the pubhc revenue, toi defining 
the powers and duties ot the officers 
employed in the tevenuc depart- 
ment , for securing the rights raid 
tenures of the pioprietors and te- 
nants of land, for enabling land- 
holders and farmers to realize their 
rents with pimetuahtv ; and gene- 
rally for ail objects connected with 
the administration of the public 
revenue; or the laud tenure^ and 
rents of the country. 

Part V. to refer to the com- 
mercial department, and to include 
a like specification of the rules es- 
tablished for the provision of the 
Company's investment ; or for the 
guidance of the officers emplojed 
in the commercial cepartment , for 
the manufacture and sale of salt 
and opium ; or for die regulation 
and collection of the customs ; with 
such comment upon these subjects 
respectively, as may appear requi- 
site to explain the principles on 
w£pch the existing piovisions re- 
garding them have been judged ex- 
pedient. 

Part VI. to be miscellaneous; 
relating to all matters of import- 
ance in the regulations, which 
shall not have been included in the 
preceding parts ; and to be accom- 
panied with a similar illustration, 
as far as necessary, of the reasons of 
justice, or policy, which appear to 


have dictated the provisions made 
for them.

A view of the manners and cus- 
toms of the Hindus, as they exist 
at the picsent time, in which many 
popular piactices ait contrasted 
with the ancient observances pre- 
scribed by % the Vedas ; an original 
work in the Bengalee language, 
composed by Mntoonjoy Vidya 
Lunkar, head Pundit in the Shan- 
sent and Bengalee languages, in 
the college of Foit William. 

The Asiatic Society has united 
with the college of Fort William 
in granting an annual stipend, (by 
equal contribution) of four hundred 
and fifty pounds sterling to the mis- 
sionaries iu Bengal, towards defray- 
ing the expense of publishing the 
original text of the most ancient 
Shanscnt writings, and particulary 
of the Vedas, with an English tran- 
slation. 

An Hind£istaneeDictionary,long 
expected by oriental students, is at 
length ready to be put to the press. 
It will be edited by Doctor Wil- 
liam Hunter, and Ensign William 
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Macdougal, assistant Hind&stanee 
professor in the college of Fo0 
William. This work will cow 
pose two volumes, quarto ; and will 
be published under the patronage 
of thejjdflege. 

manuscript, m the Mahratta 
language, has been communicated 
10 the college, by captain William 
Hamilton, of the Bengal establish- 
ment, Persian interpreter to the 
subsidiary force at Poona, with a 
translation by the same gentleman. 
It contains an historical account of 
the events which occurred during 
the administration of the present 
Peishwa’s immediate predecessoi s ; 
composed in the purest style of the 
Malirattas, and compiled from au- 
thentic documents, by Hunmunt 
Rao Jug Doe. 

This work is illustrated with 
notes, by captain Hamilton. 

Captain Charles Stewart, assist- 
ant Persian professor, has commen- 
ced the formation of a descriptive 
catalogue of the oriental books and 
manuscripts belonging to Tippoo’s 
library in the college of Fort Wil- 
liam. In the progress of his re- 
searches he has discovered in that 
library, a valuable work in the Per- 
sian language, referred to by Dow 
and Orme as necessary for the illus- 
tration of an important period in east- 
ern history, and which was sought for 
in India by those historians without 
success. It is the history of the 
emperor Aurungzebe from the 
1 1th year ot his reigu to h:s death 
^an interval of forty years,) writ- 
ten by the learned and authentic 
Mohammed Saki ; being a con- 
tinuation of Mohammed Kazim’s 
history of the first ten years of that 
prince. See notes to Orme's his- 
torical fragments of the Mogul em- 
pire of the Mahrattas. 

The ancient iuscuptions apd 


valuable manuscripts in the Carna- 
ta, Telinga, and other languages, 
collected 111 Mysore by Doctor 
Francis Buchanan, whilst employed 
in investigating the natural history 
of that country, have been com- 
mitted to Mr. Carey, teacher of the 
Shanscrit, Bengalee, and Mahratta 
languages in the college of Fort 
William, for the purpose of being 
translated into English under his 
superintendence. Ami ngst these 
manuscripts has been found a His- 
tory of the first arrival if the Por- 
tuguese in India, by a contempo- 
rary Hindu writer j also a history 
of the Rajahs of Mysore. 

The reverend Dr. Claudius Bu- 
chanan, vice provost of the college 
of Fort William, is about to proceed 
to Cochin, on theVoast of Mala- 
bar, for the purpose of examining 
the ancient Hebrew manuscripts 
preserved in the synagogue of the 
Jews at that place. These manu- 
scripts are represented to be of a 
very high antiquity, being supposed 
to contain that portion of the scrip- 
tures which was written before the 
first dispersion of the Jews. A 
collection of them, with the Euro- 
pean copies, lias been long desired 
by the learned. 

Another object of Dr. Buchanan’s 
mission will be to inquire into the 
state of the native Christian church- 
es, in the provinces of Travancore 
and Malabar j particularly of the 
thirty-fi\ e congregations, denomt - 
nated by the Roman Catholics the 
schismatic churches. These Chris- 
tiana refuse communion with the 
Romish church, and adhere to the 
xsimple ritual at an eaily age. Thty 
are noticed in history as early as the 
foUfrh century, and are supposed 
to have emigrated trom Syria and 
Chaldea At this day the Syro- 
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Chaldaic language is used in tlieir 
churches, and their ^liturgy is 
composed in that language and 
character. 

Agreeably to instructions re- 
ceived from the ecclesiastical au- 
thorities at home, a report is to be 
made on the constitution and doc- 
trine of the^e churches, with a 
view to ascot tain how fir it may be 
the duty of the English church to 
recognize the Chr*st*ansof Malabar, 
now that they havebcccane subjects 
of the British empire. r l hese 
Churches have been governed for 
fifteen hundted jears, by a legular 
succession of bishops, whose or- 
dination (by the Patriarch ot An- 
tioch) is acknowledged by the 
church of England. 

Another subject of literary re- 
search offers itself amongst these 
zntient Chiistians. When the 
Pj'tnguese first arrived in India, 
they burned the writings and 
records found in the Cinis'ian 
churches, (and amongst them, s.iys 
a Romish author, some apostolical 
monument^,) m order that they 
might destroy the evidences of their 
antiquity, and f ree them to an 
union But it has been stated 
recently, by a respectable authoi ity, 
that certain ancient Manuscript!, in 
the Chaldaic language, are )et 
preserved in the count ly of 1’ra- 
vancore. 

The subject of tbe essay, pro- 
posed to the students of the college 
of Fort William, lor the 2d term 
of 1805, is the following : 

“ On the ultimate improvement 
of the natives of Indi i, in the 
course of ages under the influence 
of the British government, in 
learning and the arts * in florals, 
manners, and religion.”

1 That every application do 
specify the respective tonnage of 
mcasuiable and heavy goods, the 
particular articles of which each 
species of tonnage consists, the 
places to which they are to be 
consigned, and the periods when 
the same* will be ready to be ship- 
ped. 

2 That the court of directors, 
in ord<# to encourage the export of

My Loud, — The British inhabitants of Calcutta, upon occasion of 
your departure for Euiope; are desirous to oiler nee more to your lord- 
ship that testimony of public esteem, which they feel to be 
to the merits of your admimstiation. 

The events of the List seven years have marked the period of your 
government, as the most important epoch in the history of European 
power ai India. 

Your discernment in seeing the exigencies of the country and of the 
times in which )OU were called to act, the piomptitude and deteimination 
with which you have seized on the opportunities of acting, your just con- 
ception and masteily use of our intrinsic strength, have eminently contii- 
buted, in conjunction with the zeal, the discipline, and the co< rage of our 
armies, to dec de upon these gieat events, and to cstahl sh, from one 
extremity of this empire to the other, the ascendancy ot the But sh 
name and dominion. 

We are impressed with the firm persuasion, that you have governed, 
with a direct view to the gloiy of your country, and to the prosperity 
of its possessions, and with no other personal feeling, than the honour- 
able ambition of obtaining its applause as your reward. To the com- 
munity at large, no doubt, it belongs to fill up the measure ot that 
reward. But it is a duty incumbent upon those among whom you have 
lived and acted ; whose personal concern, in the course of your govern- 
ment, has enabled them to appreciate its character, to declare before the 
nation their sense of your public services. 

It is under the impression of this duty that we address you, and with 
the desire to mark, in the most authentic manner, that you carry with 
you, to our common country, the respect, the regard, and the confidence 
of your fellow subjects a confidence which is undiminished at the last 
hour of our administration, a respect and a regard, which are founded 
on our long experience of your ability, of your unsullied integrity, of 
your impartial and honourable use of power, and of your high and 
liberal spirit in the conduct of public affairs. 

In taking leave of your lordship, we cannot forbear expressing our 
hope and confidence, that you will long continue to regard the welfare 
of a country which has been the scene of your eminent public services, 

and 
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' *nd that your talents, and the weight of your character, will be employed 
p strengthen the persuasion, that, of all external objects of its atten- 
tion, a firm, just, and politic government of India, is the most nearly 
connected with the greatness, the wealth, and the glory of the British 
nation. 

(The above address was signed by 6\2 inhabitants.) 

Marquis Wellesley was pleased to return the following answer : 

Gentlemen, — I receive this last testimony of your esteem with the 
most cordial sentiments of respect, giautude, and affection. 

In the progress of those extraordinary events, which have occurred 
during the la^t seven jeais, the favourable opinion of this great and 
flourishing settlement has attended every important act of my admini- 
stration; you have declaied, that the same opinion now accompanies 
its close; and in the moment of my approaching depaiture, while 
I remain among you, with power, influence, o; authority, you are 
pleased, in this public manner, to express your i ndimuushed sense of 
the principles by which I have been directed, and of the objects which 
I have pursued, in the long exercise of those high and sacred trusts. 
Your able, honest, zealous, and active assistance, in youi seveial capa- 
cities, has aided the progress of my administration, in every crisis of 
difficulty and danger 5 I have endeav oured to adapt; the spirit of my 
government at this settlement to your general character and disposition ; 
and to merit your confidence, by a just estimation of jour loyalty to our 
sovereign, of your public spirit, and attachment to our country, of your 
dutiful zeal for the inteiests of the East India company, and of the 
industry, integiity, ability, and knowledge, which distinguish the British 
inhabitants of Calcutta. 

Whatever may be the final judgment of my sovereign, of my country, 
and of the East India company, with respect to my public services, your 
kindness and favour, will claim my faithful and affectionate remem- 
brance. In every scene of my future life, the piosperity of the British 
empire in India will excite a lasting sentiment of solicitude and anxiety. 
The welfare of these extensive dominions constitutes, not only a prin- 
cipal object of the general policy of our country, but a solemn obliga- 
tion of moral duty, inseparably connected with the honour and reputa- 
tion of the British name.

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To & due sense of these important consideration^ I ascribe the aus- 
picious cheice which has been made by his majesty, and by the H. C 
of the revered personage who has succeeded to me in the government 
of these valuabJe possessions. In delivering my arduous trust into his

The piocess Jor preserving 
Lime juice. 

In the month of September, 
the advances ate to be made ac- 
cording to the quantity that may 
be wanted. The limes will come 
in between the latter end of Octo- 
ber, and the middle of November, 
and as they aritve successively, the 
juice is to be squeezed into gom- 
leps, holding about one maund 
and a half, and in the evening 
poured into large casks or pipes, 
from which rum, brandy, or ma- 
deira, has been lately takej out. 

But 
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Bat befoie the juice be poured out 
of the gomlehs into these casks in 
which it is to be collected for pu- 
rification, a red hot iron bar, about 
eight inches long, four inches 
bioad, and two inches thick, hav- 
ing an iron chain fixed to it by a 
book, must be twice quenched in 
it, turning it equally round on all 
sides. 

When the cask in which the 
juice is collected in this manner 
is nearly full, put into it foi eveiy 
maund, or ten gallons of juice, 
half a gallon of Bengal rum, fi ll 
proof ; and it will then settle and 
clarify itself by the beginning ot 
December, w hen it may be draw n 
off for use, either into small casks 
or bottles. 

The process for preserving lime s. 

The limes are in their highest 
perfection m the month of Decem- 
ber, ana 500 being put into a well- 
dried fifteen-gallon keg, will till 
about one half The remaning 
part is then to be compleieh filled 
up with lime juice, that has settled 
and clautyed itselt in the cask as 
now descubed 

The keg being tlms filled with 
lime juice, is to be ^'glni) bunged 
up the first day, but the next day 
is to be completely '•ecuicd against 
the admission ot air. 

In about one month the kegs 
will be found to want about two 
bottles of juice, which has been 
soaked up I his deficiency is to 
be suppned by means of a small 
tapering-pointed funnel introduced 
by bo, mg a hole, with a gimblct, 
an inch from the bung, which 
being closed again, the keg is then 
ready for sea But whether at sea 
or on land, it will be necessary to 
fill it up agari in the same way. 

These kegs must have eight 
strong new hojps , and being pie- 


paied iu this manner, the limes- 
aie warranted to keep twelve 
months, and longer, in high pre- 
sei vation. 

Respecting the prime cost of 
limes and lime juice, I agree to 
gue the man who furnishes the 
lime juice at the iate of ten rupees 
per maund, out of which is made 
a deduction ot two annas per gal- 
lon on account of sediment. 

For whose limes l pay at the 
rate of three rupees pei 1000, if 
taken within December. After 
they increase rapidly in their price; 

1 pay, at this time, (the 10th of 
Match) twenty -five rupees per 
1000, large and small : In April 
I have paid thirty-two rupees, in 
May sixty-fom , and m June eigh- 
ty So that the whole of the bu- 
siness ought to be bi ought to a 
conclusion in November and De- 
cember 

\V»;h about foity men I have 
squeezed o t eleven m.uinds ot 
juice in the diy, but great caie 
must be taken that no water be 
put into it, otherwise it will be 
vapid and cloudy.

In the mouth ot February, u hen 
the cabbages aie in high older, 
take U.oso of the closest textme, 
fi.m an l li 1 li bom the caith. 
Ihe/ .ue ti en lo be cut the same 
d ly into shreds oi slices about an 
nidi thick, and opened a little to 
tec one tiic sjlt, it the Cabbages be 
oi a veiy c lo^e textine Being all 
vdl spimUed over and lubbed 
with salt, they must lemam in 
tins slate on the salting table foi 
twenty tour horns, in which in- 
tuval they must be four or five 
times turned uvet that the salt may 
take an equal effect upon all 

On the second day, the cabbage 
is taken from the salting table, and 

put 
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put into a tub, or a pipe or pun- 
cheon cut through in the middle, 
and, being well pieced down, the 
pickle, winch consists of one gal- 
lon ot white salt to two gallons of 
water, must be pouted upon it m 
a boiling state, so as to fill up and 
pav ‘de the wl'<;l<», md care must 
be taken to kec p the uppermost 
pait well covered with it whilst it 
is hot. 

On the third day, when it will 
have sunk about one-third in the 
pickling tub, the cabbage is taken 
out ami put told into casks, con- 
taining each about fifteen gallons, 
and being well piessed down, and 
filled up within three inches ot tiie 
top, one gallon of vmegar, and 
an equal quantity of lime juice, 
with two ounces of cairaway seeds, 
four ot cassia, 01 cinnamon, and 
four of aJ pile is poured cold into 
each cask. 1 he cask is then filled 
up completely with some of the 
cold pickle taken from the pick- 
ling tub, after which the bung is 
put m loosely tor a day, and then 
finally seemed against the admis- 
sion of air. 

If it should be necessary to fill 
up the ullage after two or three 
months, it must be done with cold 
pickle.

Fort St. George, Aug 19, 1805. 

The right honourable the govei - 
nor in council, on the occasion of 
the intended embarkation for Eu- 
rope of the remaining officers, and 
men of his majesty’s 74th regiment, 
dischaiges a duty of the highest sa- 
tisfaction to his lordship in council, 
in bestowing on that distinguished 
corps a public testimony of his 
loidsh ip’s warmest respect and ap- 
probation. 

During a long and eventful pe- 
riod of residence m India, the con- 
duct of his majesty’s /4th regi- 
ment, has, whether during peace or 
111 war, been equally exemplary 
and conspicuous j hating been not 
less distinguished by the general 
tenor of its discipline, then by the 
most glorious achievements in the 
field.

Gentlemen,— There being a 
great number of miserable objects 
at this station, and its enviions, co- 
vered with foul sores, offensive 
smell of body, general appearance 
most cadavarous, and mutilated by 
the horrid disease, called by the 
natives of this place Bun ah-azar r 
or Jvzaum, as described in volume 
II, Asiatic Researches, page 1 56, 
I thought it a very fair opportunity 
to try the effect of nitric a$id incases 
so deplorable. From what I have 
perused, regarding this medicine, 
and observed on a few trials, I was 
convinced if no good would arise, 
by a gradual introduction and atten- 
tion, no harm could ensue. 

J selected six veiy desperate cases. 
The patients were covered with in- 
veterate sores, much emaciated, 
and being deprived of their fingers 
and toes, were beggars for com- 
mon subsistence, f represented 
their condition to the magistrate of 
this station, who very humanely 
afforded them some additional sup- 
port, during the time they were 
under my care, and occasionally 
since that period they have received 
assistance from him. I began with 
ten drops of the nitric acid in six 
ounces of water twice, a day, in- 
creasing the quantity after the first 
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two or three days, four drops each 
dose, attending to the state of the 
bowels j I did not exceed sixty 
drops twice a day at the extreme, 
and continued this quantity for 
some d'tys ; then as gradually de- 
creased in the same manner, until 
four were discharged, which took 
place in about six weeks. I was 
highly gratified to observe, in the 
course of a few days after the com- 
mencement, a visible improvement 
as to the discharge and appearance 
of sores. In eight days, almost 
every sore in four persons became 
clean, and had a fine florid look, 
began to heal by degrees in the 
most healthy manner, and the of- 
fensive smell as gradually left 
them. 

Respecting the two other pa- 
tients, although there was the same 
flattering appearances, I was sorry 
to observe no disposition to heal, 
which was evident, and continued 
for a week or two, yet in every 
other respect looked well. Feeling 
somewhat concerned at this seem- 
ing failure, I suspected they might 
have laboured under venereal at 
some period or other, and therefore 
was more particular in my enqui- 
ries : my suspicions proved too 
true. Both had been so unfortu- 
nate as to have been severely in- 
jured, which joined to the former 
malady, they had too very power- 
ful enemies to encounter. I did 
not hesitate, under these circum- 
stances, to have recourse to the aid 
of pil. Hydrag: ph. Loud, gr v. 
bis in die, which in five or six days 
produced the happiest effects, and 
from that time the forces gradually 
healed ; I adopted the same plan 
regarding the decrease of nitric 
acid as with the others ; and they 
were discharged after being under 
my care ten weeks and a few days. 
It will appear almost incre iible, but 


it is a real fact, I have been fre- 
quently abused by these \ ery ob- 
jects for depiiving them of the 
means of getting their usual sub- 
sistence as beggars, because they 
had no source to excite compas- 
sion. 

I cannot omit reporting my suc- 
cess in one case of scrofula,o. g4oor^ 
loora. A prisoner labouring under 
the disease, with many offensive 
sores, enlarged glands, and old scars, 
which, he said, he had been troub- 
led with eighteen years; I gave him 
the nitric acid as before mentioned, 
and was highly gratified by the ge- 
neral improvement — a purulent 
discharge gradually followed, and 
he was discharged in five weeks. 

In one patient the nitric acid 
disagreed with lus bowels — but a 
few drops of menth. pip. and 
laudanum, soon had the desired ef- 
fect. I do not pretend to declare a 
peifect cure, but from the success 
I have had, and no return for three 
months, I hope this practice will 
induce medical gentlemen to try 
so valuable a medicine in similar 
cases. 

I trust you will forgive this trou- 
ble, and be assured, I shall feel 
highly flattered if this report meets 
your approbation.

seivant of his majesty’s government

In consequence of a notification 
by James Morley, esq. sheriff of 
Bombay, a meeting of the British 
inhabitants of that settlement took 
place on Saturday last, at the court 
house, for the purpose of consider- 
ing ot an address to marquis Corn- 
wallis on his arrival in India 5 and 
to marquis Wellesley on the occa- 
sion of his approaching departuie 
for Europe, which weie unani- 
mously agreed to. 

We t egret that we have not been 
able to obtain, with that accuracy 
we could have wished, a summary 
of the proceedings of the late 
meeting of the Butish inhabitants 
of Bombay. The object of the 
meeting was explained in an ap- 
propriate and animated manner by 
the sheriff, after which sir James 
Mackintosh was unanimously voted 
to the chair. 

W. T. Money, esq. superinten- 
dent of marine, then rise and ad- 
dressed the chair, nearly' to the fol- 
lowing effect: 


Siu > — “ The real object for 
which we are here assembled has 
been so cleaily explained by the 
sheriff, that I feel relieved from 
a considerable degree of embarrass- 
ment, arising out of a consciousness 
of ray own inability to render jus- 
tice to the motion which I shall 
have the honour of submitting for 
your consideration. 

J would willingly have resigned 
the office to abler hands, and have 
rejoiced, had my learned friend 
aftotded the aid of his superior 
talents and peisuasive powers, in 
lecommending, as a fit subject for 
the gratulations of the British inha- 
bitants of Bombay, the arrival of 
the great and venerable character 
w ho has resumed the functions of 
governor general m India. 

Committing myself, however, 
to your indulgence, I will endea- 
vour, very briefly, to state the 
grounds upon which I shall propose 
an address to marquis Cornwalli* $ 
and sliictly adheung to the rule 
which I conceive to be agreed to, 

I will hope for the, unanimous con- 
currence of this numerous and 
respectable assembly. 

It appears to me, sir, that the 
British empire does not contain the 
man, whom, under all existing cir- 
cumstances, we could so appro- 
priately address upon his succession 
to the supreme government. 

It is not to rank or station, how- 
ever elevated, that we are to offer 
the homage of our congratulations* 

It is not to an untried character, 
unknown in India, whom interest 
or party has raised to eminence and 
power, that we are called upon to 
pay the tribute of unearned ap- 
plause. 

It is to one whose whole life has 
exhibited an uninterrupted series of 
most signal services to his country; 
— in the flesld — in the cabinet— in 
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important embassies, and in the 
beneficent office of sheathing the 
sword of civil waifarc. 

In so promptly comply mg with the 
wish of his sovereign, nnd the 1 eques>t 
of the East India company, at such 
a crisis 5 in relinquishing the enjoy- 
ments of honorable and necessaiy 
repose, for the heavy responsibility 
of an arduous station, at so advan- 
ced a peiiod of Ins virtuous and 
memorable Lfe, when every motive 
of peisonal ambition, gratified to 
the fullest extent, must have ceased 
to have had an opeiative influence 
on the human mind, he has afforded 
Such a bright example of entire 
devotion to the good of his country, 
as, in the best annals of antient or 
modern times, has never been sur- 
passed : an example which (I have 
high authority for saying) must 
tend to attach us more to that 
happy and favored land which has 
produced so distinguished a proof 
of patriotism. 

It is impossible, sir, for me, upon 
a moment’s reflection, to contem- 
plate such a sacrifice without re- 
vering the motive and venerating 
the man. 

If ever a public character was 
entitled to univeisal respect and 
esteem, this illustrious patriot has 
pre-eminent claims $ for none have 
ever passed through a long and 
eventful life, less affected and less 
actuated, in their public course, by 
(he spiiit or prejudice of paity. 
and, cpnsequently, we find that 
however men may have been divi- 
ded by political dissentions,and con- 
flicting opinions, however they may 
have differed upon points of fo- 
reign policy — or domestic govern- 
ment, yet ail have united in be- 
stowing, pn the Signified object of 
the proposed address, the bene- 
dictions of a grateful and admiripg 
country. 


Let us then join in the general 
voice , let us have with truth, to 
say, in application to ourselves, 
“ Caelum non ainmum mutant rjui 
t) am mat c cut tunt , let us, by an 
unanimous lesolution, give substan- 
tial pi oof to our countrymen at 
home, that Butish feelings and 
sentiments may live and flourish in 
Indian climes. 

1 will not any longer occupy the 
attention of the meeting, bat pio- 
ceed to move, that a committee be 
formed for the pm pose of preparing 
an address to the most honourable 
maiquis Cornu allis, upon his arri- 
val m India. 

Ihe motion was seconded by 
lieutenant colonel Macquarie, and 
unanimously appioved. 

After which, S. M. Thnepland, 
esq. addressed the chair, in his usual 
elegant and impreabive manner, on 
the subject of an address to that 
distinguishecfandenlightenedstaies- 
man, marquis Wellesley $ and the 
motion was seconded by Charles 
Forbes, esq carried ncm. con.

hundred pounds,during her widow- 
hood, which resolution has been 
confirmed by a general court of 
proprietors, and by the board of 
commissioners, for the' affairs of 
India.” 

3d. "We have since received 
an application from Mr?. Steven- 
son, stating that the funds remain- 
ing for the support of her two 
children, in the event of her de- 
cease,will be veiy confined indeed., 
if from those funds is to be de- 
ducted the sum of 7000 pagodas, 
which she states was borrowed 
from the Madras government, by 
the late geneial Stevenson, to en-

Proceedings of a meeting of the 

British inhabitants of Bombay, 

held on Saturday the 31 st of 

August, 1805 

A meeting of British inhabitants 
having been this day held at the 
court house, to consider of an ad- 
dress to Marquis Cornwallis on his 
artival in India, and to Marquis 
Wellesley, on occasion of his ap- 
proaching departure, puisuant to 
public notification, the sheriff 
opened the business oi the day as 
follows : — 

Gentlemen, — “ In compliance 
with a requisition from some ot 
the principal British inhabitants at 
this presidency, I have convened 
you for the purpose of consider- 
ing of an addi ess to Marquis 
Cornwqjhs on his arrival in India, 
and to Marquis Wellesley on the oc- 
casion of his approaching departuie. 
It must be the source ot congratu- 
lation to every British inhabitant of 
India, and an additional motive 
of gratitude to the government in 
Gr$at Britain, that the administra- 
tion of these valuable dortoUnons 


has been committed to Marquis 
Cornwallis j — a peisonage grown 
grey in the toils of honour and 
glory, and who, m the rare union 
of civil and military talents, is a 
memorable example of devotion to 
his country, by h:s services in the 
three most enlightened and civilized 
quarters of the globe. While we 
entertain a just confidence in the 
administration of our present go- 
vcrnoi -general, we cannot be tn- 
sible to 4 he attachment, respect, 
and admiiation, that are due from 
us to that illustrious character, the 
Marquis Wellesley, whose vigi- 
lance, energy, and provident coun- 
sels, have been anxiously engaged 
in ensuring the stability to the 
British teiri tones in India, who, 
while the states of the enemy were 
afflicted with the inevitable evils 
of war, pieserved the British ter- 
ritories in the productive security 
of peace, and who, in the midst 
of heavy demands of pecuniary 
aid, arising trom a complicated and 
extensive warfare, has surmounted 
unusual difficulties in sustaining 
the credit of the Bntish resouices ” 
Sir James Mackintosh was then 
unanimously requested to take the 
chair, and having complied with 
the wish ot the meeting, 

Mr. Thriepland, the honourable 
company's counsel, then addressed 
the meeting, to the tol lowing ef- 
fect f — 

“ Mr. Chairman, 

“ As it is impossible for any man 
to entertain a higher sense than 
I do, of the pure and disinterested 
spirit which alone could actuate 
the present governor - general in 
consenting to resume the functions 
of an arduous office in a distant 
country, and which has been de- 
scribed in such glowing and ani- 
mated language, by my very able, 
eloquent, and most respectable 
friend. 
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friend, Mr. Money, I shall sign an 
add less expressive of that sense, 
and of true veneration for a cha- 
racter of tiied and veteran worth, 
with the utmost satisfaction. 

' c But I certainly think we should 
be wanting to muselves, and should 
display oui own characters in a light 
that would do them very little cre- 
dit, if we hesitated to accompany 
that address with another, no 
less ardent and sincere, to that 
illustrious statesman, who will 
soon be restored to the bosom of 
his country, whose administration 
has so often, and so lately been 
the theme of praise and admira- 
tion, not in this place only, but 
in eveiy quarter of British India, 
and will continue to be remem- 
bered, for the signal ad\antage^ it 
has eonfeired, as long as gratitude 
is a virtue regardless of the situa- 
tion of its object. 

" Sir, I do not mean to trespass 
on your time on this occasion, but 
I cannot conclude without request- 
ing to be forgiven for having pre- 
sented myself to your notice, as 
the mover of an addiess to the 
most noble the Marquis Wellesley, 
when I know there is not one of 
those who, from the trading and 
commercial part of this flourishing 
community, who would not have 
rejoiced, and who was not ready 
to anticipate me in that act of pro- 
found respeot, and bounden duty 3 
and when I mentioned the mer- 
cantile interest of Bombay, I am

and of public affairs .’' \ 


Mr. Threipland concluded with 
moving, that the same committee 
might also prepare an address to 
the most noble Marquis Wellesley, 
on occasion of his departure from 
India. 

Mr Charles Forbes seconded the 
motion. 

The several motions having been 
made and seconded, the chairman 
proceeded to take the sense of the 
meeting on each, and both being 
unanimously agreed to, the fol- 
lowing gentlemen were named a 
committee to prepare the ad- 
dresses . —

The above committee then re- 
ined, and having returned with 
the addi esses, the same were read 
to the meeting by the respective 
movers, and afterwards, severally, 
from the chair ; and the question 
being put on each, that it should 
be adopted as the sense of the 
meeting, the same was unani- 
mously carried m the affirmative. 

The following resolutions were 
then moved and unanimously 
adopted. 

“ That the addresses be en- 
grossed, and remain at the theatre 
for signature, till Saturday the 7th 
of September. 

“ That the chairman be re- 
quested to solicit the favor of the 
honourable the governor to trans- 
mit the respective addresses at such 

time 
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time, and in such manner, as he 
may deem most eligible. 

“ That the thanks of the meet- 
ing be given to the sheriff, for his 
attention in convening the British 
inhabitants of the settlement.” 

The chairman then retired, and 
the sheriff having resumed the 
chair, Mr. Money moved the 
thanks of the meeting to Sir James 
Mackintosh, tor his readiness m 
complying with the request of the 
meeting in taking the chair, and 
the ability with which he had con- 
ducted the proceeding of the day; 
which being seconded by Mi. 
Threipland, was unanimously 
agreed to. The meeting was then 
dissolved by the sheriff.

With sentiments of the deepest 
sorrow and regret, thci government 
announces the decease of the most 
honourable Charles, Marouis 
Cornwallis, knight of the most 
noble order of the garter, governor 
general of the East India Compa- 
ny’s possessions, and commander 
in chief of his majesty’s and the 
honorable company’s land forces in 
the East Indies. 

This afflicting and greatly to be 
deplored event took place on Sa- 
turday the 5th instant, at Ghazee- 
pore in the province of Benares, 
where his lordship had arrived, in 
Ins progress to join, and to assume 
the personal command of, the aimy 
in the Field: as well as for the 
purpose of accomplishing other 
important objects intimately con- 
nected with the ioteiests of the 
State. 

During a long and active life* 
distinguished by eminently honour- 
able and arduous exertion in the 
service of his country, this illus- 
trious and revered nobleman ma- 


nifested all the energies, combined 
with all the virtues, which can 
dignify exalted public station, and 
adorn the sphere of private life. 

As a patnot, a statesman, a 
warrior, and 3'man; the character 
of Marquis Cornwallis shines with 
distinguished lustre 

The recoids of the British em- 
pire in Europe and in Asia, bear 
ample testimony to the splendid 
and important services rendered by 
him m different quarters of the 
globe, to his sovereign and his 
country. 

To the East India Company, the 
memory of Marquis Cornwallis is 
peculiarly endeared. To the ser- 
vice of the country in India were 
devoted some of the most vigorous 
years of his valuable life ; and 
there, at an advanced period of it, 
has it pleased Divine Providence to 
terminate his earthly career of 
honour, and of glory. 

British India will ever be proud 
to associate with its happiness, its 
prosperity, and renown, thegiate- 
ful remembrance of its venerated 
benefactor, Marqufc Cornwallis :

Proceedings held at a meetingof 
the British inhabitants of Madras, 
on Monday, 7th Oct. 1805. 

In consequence of the notice 
published on the 5th instatft, by Hie 
sheriff of Madras, a general meet- 
ing of the British inhabit&tfts wai 
.this day held, for the purpose 
of considering of ao address to the 
most noble marquis Wellesley* on 
occasion of his recent depafthre 
for Europe. 
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The meeting was opened by the 
sheriff in an appropriate speech. 

Mr* C. Smith then moved, that 
major-geueraJMacdowal be request- 
ed to take the chan, which motion 
was seconded by Mr. Wood, and 
unanimously agreed to. 

Major-general Macdowal , hav- 
ing accordingly taken the chair — 
Mr. Marsh rose, and addressed the 
meeting — He said that the zeal, 
which it was natural tudeelYoi ihe 
names and characters of great men, 
and enlightened statesman, made 
him in some respect unmindful of 
the imputation of presumption, in 
being the first mover of n measure 
that would have come, he was well 
aware, with better effect from men 
of higher rank than himself m the 
settlement. It might seem, said 
Mr. M that we were somew hat late 
in point of time, in oflering these 
testimonies of respect for the ta- 
lents and merits of the late gover- 
nor general of India. 

But he knew not whether on 
"that account they would come in 
a less pleasing shape to the eminent 
person to whom they were ad- 
dressed. They were addressed to 
him at that uususpected moment, 
the retirement of 'a statesman fioni 
pow.er, when dependence or adula- 
tion were usually silent : and 
when the virtues of a public man 
were acknowledged with sincerity, 
and for the most part estimated 
with correctness. The tribute was 
then unbribed and, genuine j and 
flowed fiorn a sincere and unaffec- 
ted admiration of Ins character 
and services. 

At this period, said Mr. M. when 
the .memory of the noble lord’s ad- 
ministration must be still green and 
fresh m thq minds of all whoiieaid 
him, he would not ruu over tne 
w hole Series of benefits, derived to 
the Biitish empire from his memo-

feature of that administration was, 
the preservation of this part of the 
British Empire itself. His lord- 
ship’s wisdom had rendered the dis- 
cipline and gallant* y of our armies 
effectiv e and successful. His mind 
had matched before the progress 
of our armies. It had anticipated, 
by the calculations of a wise and 
prudent policy, the achievements of 
oui arms. The victory had been 
gamed in the cabinet, befoie it was 
obtained in the held. These vvcio 
gieut qualities, the qualities by 
which enjpnes weie upheld, qua- 
lities, without which militaiy valour 
would be an ill-diiectedand useless 
stiength. The e.\tiipation of the 
French power in this part of the 
British empire was only second in 
importance to the deliverance of 
Great Britain herself, iiom the 
ascendancy of that common foe to 
the repose and civilization of the 
woild. 

Mr. M. said he did not stand 
forwaid as the piofessed eulogist 
of the noble lord. It was unne- 
cessary to praise one, whom all 
admired. A sophist of antiquity 
was interrupted in a long discourse 
upon the beauty of Helen by being 
asked, whether any one blamed 
her ? Mr. M. here adveited to the 
unspotted consistency of the noble 
lord’s political character. I [e had 
begun his career in the Britbh par- 
liament, in an ‘union with the 
greatest men of the age, and the 
safest guides and oracles of polity 
cal life ^ Mr Pitt, Lord GiejvilJe, 
and Mr Windham. He had lent 
his hand with those gieatraento 
the destruction of the enemies of 
the English constitution at home. 
He had proceeded onwaid in his 
career, and had destroyed me ene- 
mies of the English greatness 
abroad. After, dwelling on this 
topic— -Mr. M.said, lie would veil- 
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ture to affirm, that the noble lord 
would be acknowledged by the 
East India Company to have been 
one of its most faithful and meri- 
torious servants. That body were 
never slow to reward or acknow- 
ledge the merits of their servants 
The great events which the noble 
lord had to *encounter, called for 
great sacrifices. (Economy was a 
distributive virtue; a virtue of 
time, of place, of exigency That 
which at one season was pro- 
fusion, was at another the most 
rigid frugality. We ought to lift 
up our minds to the size and mag- 
nitude of these matters : to keep 
in our view the greatness of the 
benefits, while we were weighing 
the price at which they were pur- 
chased. The security and existence 
of empires were not within the 
jurisdiction of a vulgar arithmetic. 
Mr. M. having adverted to the 
munificent paMiige for the en- 
couragement oRfterature, which 
the marquis had planned and sup- 
ported, reminding the meeting 
that they were acting with the 
most perfect consistency in fol- 
lowing up their lecent congratu- 
lations to the venerable Marquis 
Cornwallis, with the present ad- 
dress to his predecessor 

In political affairs, the substi- 
tution of new plans did not detract 
from the wisdom and soundness of 
the old ones. The exigencies of 
political atfairs frequently called 
by turns tor the exercise of ditfe- 
renr virtues. This was the har- 
mony of the political world. The 
same end was produced, though 
by different means. Each of them 
was actuated by the same zeal tor 
the Bntish character; the same 
love of the British constitution ; 
the same enlightened knowledge 
of the commercial and political 
interests of the company. Mr. M. 
concluded a veiy able and ani- 


mated speech, by proposing an ad- 
dress to Marquis Wellesley, on 
occasion of his recent departure for 
Europe, expressive , of the high 
sense entertained by the British 
inhabitants of Madras of his me- 
rit* and set vices; ot their esteem 
and respect of his character and 
exalted talents , and of *heir gra- 
titude for numerous public bene- 
fits confetred and confirmed during 
the period of his long and eventful 
administration. 

Colonel Campbell seconded the 
motion, which having been una- 
nimously agreed to, the chan man 
moved, that a committee be ap- 
pointed, with instructions to pre- 
pare the address ; the motion was 
seconded by Mr Buchan, and 
agreed to ; and the following gen- 
tlemen were appointed^ a colu- 
mn tee ac\ ordmgly 
Major General Macdov'al. Mr. Roe- 
buck, Colonel Campbell, Colonel 
Agnew, Mr C. Smith, Mr Wynox, 
Mr Buchan, Mr Hurdis, Major 
Thompson, Mr Keble, Air. Wood, 
Mr. Marsh, Mr. Baker, Air.

Proceedings of a meeting of the 
officers serving North oj the Ntr- 
hudda, at Baroda , 21 st Sept . 
1805. 

In consequence of nn applica- 
tion from the command. ng officers 
of corps and detachments, to 
lieutenant-colonel Woodingjton, to 
<rall a meeting of the ofhcers of 
the line, a general meeting was 
held on Saturday, the 21st instant, 
for the purpose of considering of 
an address to the most noble Mar- 
quis Wellesley, on bis departure. 

Lieutenant-colonel Grummont, 
seconded by captain Fraser, moved 
that lieutenant-colonel Wooding- 
ton be requested to take the chair ; 
which was unanimously agreed to. 

Colonel Woodington having ac- 
cordingly ‘taken the chair, captain 
Heard (major of brigade) deli- 
vered the following speech : 

Sir, — We are assembled here 
to address onerof the most illus- 
trious characters that has ever pie- 
sided in any administration, and, 
impressed as I am, was I to enter 
into a detail of the eminent ser- 
vices which Marquis Wellesley has 
rendered his country, by his mag- 
nanimous conduct in the execution 
of bis great office, in doing justice 
to bis lordship’s transcendent ta- 
lents, I should not confine myself 
iu comparison of character to mo- 
dern times : but bis lordship’s vir- 
tues are so well estimated, so justly 
appreciated, and so universally ac- 
mowledged, that my humble de- 
lineation of them is unnecessary to 
set forth their grandeur. 

Their light has shone through- 
out India, and the mirror has re- 


flected its brilliancy into every na- 
tive court. 

The British cbaiactrr has been 
ever hekfup by his lordship in the 
most honourable point of view j 
and there is no man who possess e* 
the least spark of patriotism, but 
must behold Marquis Wellesley 
with admiration and esteem. 

His virtues, even if they retire 
from the public eye, will be trans- 
mitted to posterity as true objects 
of wonder and of prai.se. 

The army of India aie peculiaily 
indebted to his lordship ; and fioni 
soldiers who have used ther utmost 
exertions, acting tender this wise 
statesman, an humble tribute of 
respect and gratitude to the noble 
marquis on quitting this country, 
we may hope will piove accept- 
able. 

I therefore have the honor. Sir, 
to propose, that a committee may 
be nominated t^jfeame an address 
to the most nobloracbard, Marquis 
Wellesley, on his quitting the 
government of India. 

Captain F. Fraser , then rose , 

Sir, — With a diffidence which 
arises from my conscious inability 
to do justice to the subject which 
has occasioned this meeting, I sub- 
mit myself to your candour, and 
hope for an indulgent hearing, 
trusting that the sincerity of my 
heart will plead an excuse for my 
deficiency in those powers which 
are requisite to constitute the cha- 
racter of a public speaker $ and, 
indeed, after the succinct and elo- 
quent manner in which my friend, 
captain Heard, has already handled 
the subject of discussion, I find 
there is but little left for me to add $ 
yet, on such an occasion as this; 
when we are assembled for the pur- 
pose of framing an address, expres- 
sive of our admiration and esteem 
to that noble and illustrious per- 
sonage. 
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$ona ge, about to quit this country, 
I feel happy in declaring to you 
the satisfaction it affords the, as au 
individual, by having it in my pow- 
er to second, with my hearty con- 
cut rente, the motion. 

I need not enumerate to this as* 
sernbly the many powerful motives, 
and just inducements, we, as form- 
ing part of the Indian army, have 
at this period, for offering our tri- 
bute of adnnratiou, together with 
our most cordial and sibcere wishes 
lor the future glory, prosperity, and 
happuies of one, who, by the emi- 
nent splendor of lus abilities, has 
promoted the interests, and aggran- 
dized the glory of the British name, 
in this quarter of the globe. 

It is from the lustre of his au- 
spicious government that the Bri- 
tish arms in Hindustan have deri- 
ved that brilliancy with winch they 
haveof late so conspicuously shone , 
and le't me here observe, how gra- 
tifying must it be to the feelings 
of those thus addressing him, when 
they consider that it is not to one 
clothed with the dignity of su- 
preme power, that it is directed, 
but to a man who now, divested 
of that power, retires to his coun- 
try to leceive from his sovereign 
the reward due to his distinguish- 
ed merit, while he leaves behind 
him the deeply- impressed remem- 
brance of his talent and virtues. 
—That he may long live to be an 
ornament to his country, and that 
those talents which have, during his 
brilliant administration, rendered 
such important services to the state, 
now at this momentous and event- 
ful crisis of our affairs at home, 
prove a source of equal bene- 
fit to our common country, is the 
siucere wish of nay heart.— And 
may he, when loaded with years 
and honor, retire to Otiwn Curndig- 
naiatty and enjoy, in the bosom of 


domestic tranquillity, tlje fruits of 
hia well-earned fame. 

I shall now conclude, having 
trespassed longer on your, time than 
I originally intended, and have the 
honour of seconding the motion, 
that a committee be appointed to 
frame an address to the most noble 
Richard, marquis Wellesley, on his 
departure from India. 

The motion having been una- 
nimously agreed to/ the following 
gentlemen were appointed the com- 
mittee to frame the address. 

Lieut cot. -Wooclington, lieut. col. 
Grummont, captain Heard, captain 
Fraser, doctor Milne, lieut. Hull, doctor 
Maxwell, lieut Hardy, major Brattan, 
Mr. Macneil, doctor Bowen, captain El- 
dridge, major Gipson, captain Bmke. 

The above committee ,then re- 
tired, and returned with the addiess, 
which was read and unanimously 
agreed to. 

It was tl>en proposed and" agreed 
to, that the address should be trans- 
mitted by colonel Woodington to 
the honourable the governor, re- 
questing him to forward it in the 
manner he may deem most pro- 
per. 

The thanks of the meeting was 
moved and unanimously agreed to 
colonel Woodington for his exer- 
tions in the chair. 

The meeting was then dissolved.

Address from the British inhabitants 
oj the ceded and conquered Pro- 
vinces, to lm Excellency the right 
honourable Lord Lake. 

Mr. E W. Blunt, the senior 
civil servant present at Muttra, 
having been requested to present 
the address to his excellency the 
right honourable loid Lake, Mr. 
Blunt waited on his lordship on the 
19th October, with the view of as- 
certaining at what time his lordship 
would be pleased to receive the ad- 
dress , when lord Lake appointed 
the followingday.at eleven o’clock 
in the forenoon, for that pur|5$!e. 

Accordingly, the next day, at the 
appointed hour, Mr Blunt waited 
on his lordship, to deliver the ad- 
dress from the British inhabitants 
of the ceded and oonquered provin- 
ces. Lord Lake was on this occa- 
sion attended by generals Smith 
and Dowdeswell, nil the staff and the 
principal officers of the army, un- 
der his command. Mr. Blunt pre- 
vious to presenting the address, ex- 
pressed himself as follows : 

4 4 Being the senior civil servant 
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present at this station, I have had 
the gratification of being deputed 
to p’eseut your lordship with the 
addies* trom the British inhabitants 
ot tiie ceded and coi.cj tiered pro- 
vince*, who have enjoined me to 
express the general concern they 
feel, that the dispersed situation 
ot eveiy individual has occasioned 
insupei able obstacles to the earnest 
widi they ail had of mande, sting, 
ataiieailier period, that gratitude 
and admit at it ai with which voer 
loidship’s unpmalleled heroism and 
public services had mspned every 
henit, 

“ Whilst I trust your lordship 
believes that 1 fully participate m 
every sentiment which the address 
conveys, I hope you will accept my 
assurances of the very high degiee 
of satisfaction and pride I feel, in 
having the particular honour ot 
delivering it into your lordship’s 
hands. 

The following address was then 
presented to lord Lake, by Mr. 
Blunt

Occurrences for November. 

Bombay, Oct. 19 , 1805. 

Nine in the morning of yester- 
day having been fixed upon as the 
auspicious hour for the landing of 
his excellency Mohammed Nub- 
bee Khan, ambassador from his 
majesty the king of Persia, to the 
superior of the British authority 
in India, a deputation of gentle- 
men, consisting of the secretary to 
government, colonel Spry, of H, 
M. 77 th regiment, the coramodoie 
of the marine, the commandant of 
artillery, iieut.-col. Wilson, com- 
manding his excellency’s guard of 
honour, the quarter-master gene- 
ral, the adjutant - general, the 
town major, and the Mehmandar, 
R. Goodwin, esq. proceeded on 
board the Jehangeer, at the hour of 
eight, to invite and to accompany 
his excellency ashore, in a bun er- 


boat, richly ornamented for the 
reception of the ambassador.* A 
second boat followed tor his excel* 
lency’s brother-in-law, Nazur Alee 
Khan, a third for the select ser- 
vants of tbe embassy, a fourth for 
the ambassadors band, and a fifth, 
accompanied with the garrison, 
band of European musicians. 

After having been on board for 
about half an hour, the deputation 
was admitted into the ambassador’* 
cabin., and each introduced to his 
excellency by name, as well as by 
his otheial designation. The cus- 
tomary congratulations having been 
interchanged, the auspicious mi- 
nute having arrived, his excellency 
expressed his wish to quit the sbip^ 
Having called for the? commander 
of the Jehangeer, he very politely 
thanked him for the attention 
and civ dities he had received during 
the voyqge, his excellency left the. 
i vessel, accompanied by the gentle- 
men who had proceeded on board f 
with the exception of the town 
major, and joined by Doctor Jukes* 
who had accompanied the Khan* 
from Bushire. 'lhe town major 
embarked in the second boat, with 
Nazur Alee Khan. The fleet of 
boats sailed from the Jehangeer jn 
regular order, the ambassador’s 
boat leading, and passed the ship- 
ping in the harbour which had 
been judiciously arranged so as that 
each vessel might salute the am- 
bassador as he approached. The 
whole was admirably planned, 
correctly conducted, and produced 
the happiest effect. 

Having arrived at the bunder- 
pier, the ambassador was recehed 
and welcomed on shore by the 
master-attendant of the marine, 
col. Coleman, of H. M. 84th 
regiment. Doctor Moir, lieut.- 
col. McCAuarie, of H. M. 86 th 
regiment, the commander of 
the H. M. ship Victor, the pay- 
master - general, the account - 
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ant general, the acting custom- 
nmter, capt. Fraser, aid-de-camp 
to general Nicolls, the king’s bri- 
gade-major, and the aid-de-camps 
to the honorable the governor. 
The ceremony of introduction 
having been gone through by the 
Mehmander, the ambassador got 
into a state palanquin, prepared 
for his accommodation, and was 
carried to his excellency’s tent, 
pitched on Bombay green, followed 
by the rest of the party, where he 
was leceived by the superintendent 
of the marine, general Wadding- 
ton, col. Whitelocke, of H. INI. 
7/th regiment, the auditor-general, 
the honorable company’s counsel, 
and Charles Forbes, esq. who 
having been severally introduced 
to the ambassador, the superinten- 
dent of the marine advancing a 
few paces before the lent, the 
ambassador was conducted to a 
couch, where he seated himself, the 
superintendent of the marine upon 1 
his right hand, and the gentlemen 
selected to receive the ambassador, 
in chairs, to the right of the ambas- 
sador, and his son-in-law, Meerzas, 
&x. &c. to the left. The tent was 
of Persian manufactory, richly 
lined, and the whole formed a 
magnificent spectacle. The am- 
bassador expressed himself highly 
gratified at being encircled by so 
very respectable a company. Con- 
grarulations upon the occasion of 
Jus excellency’s propitious arrival 
having been offered, and the pro- 
cession to accompany the ambassa- 
dor to the house prepaied for his 
accommodation being ready to 
move, his excellency arose and 
quitted the tent, followed by the 
gentlemen in attendance. Having 
mounted his horse, and his ex- 
ample followed by thp gentlemen 
in bis suite who were prepared 
with horses, and by his excellency’s 
own suite, the procession moved 


on, tlnongh a street formed by his 
majesty’s 77 th regiment, towards 
the church gate. 

The procession was preceded by 
his excellency’s band ) next fol- 
lowed the tukhterruwan, then the 
yeduff. His excellency’s led hoi ses, 
the gelloadais, , the led horses 
furnished b> government, the state 
palankeen presented by the gover- 
nor for his excellency’s accommo- 
dation, the heralds, the mchman- 
ders, choobhars, his excellency's 
running footmen. The khan and 
his brother-in-law, accompanied by 
the gentlemen in attendance, the 
meerzas, the goolam shahs, &c. 

From without the garrison the 
police peons kept the road clear, 
and formed a street the whole of 
the way to Chintz Pogly. 

The ambassador reached the 
house engaged tor his residence at 
about eleven o’clock. His excel- 
lency’s honorary guard was diawn 
out and received him with present- 
ed arms. The ambassadoi , and the 
gentlemen in attendance, and his 
suite, hav 1 ng d ismou n t ed , were? Ush- 
ered into the room of audience, 
where the customary cpmphmen- 
‘ary ceremonials having been again 
interchanged, and the party seated, 
refreshments were immediately 
called for by the ambassador. His 
excellency evidently appearing 
much fatigued from the exertions 
of the morning, the gentlemen in 
attendance solicited permission to 
retire, w nh the view to afford lus 
excellency an oppoitunity to re- 
pose from the fatigues of the day. 
The ambassador having politely as- 
sented, the party took leave of lus 
excellency. 

The ambassador was superbly 
dressed, and displayed a profusion 
of ornaments of the most brilliant 
description. H is suite also was ar- 
rayed ^n the highest style of Persian 

mag- 
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magnificence. The honourable the 
governor’s led horses, and those of 
the gentlemen who accompanied 
the ambassador, were most richly 
caparisoned, and added considerably 
to the grandeur of the procession. 
The concourse of spectators, Euro- 
peans as well as natives, was im- 
mense, and one continued crowd 
from the garrison to his excellen- 
cy's house, who observed the ut- 
most decorum, and evinced every 
demonstration of respect towards 
the distinguished stranger who was 
the object of their curiosity. 

Sessions of Oyer and Terminer. 

On Saturday last the quarterly 
sessions of Oyer and Tet miner and 
general gaol delivery, commenced 
before the honorable sir James 
Mackintosh, knight, recorder, ai d 
his associates, Paul Shewcraft, esq. 
mayor, Heleaus Scott, and Patrick 
Hadow, esquires, aldermen. 

The honoiable recorded then 
addressed a few words t6 the grand 
juiy, on the subject of the onlv 
bill that was likely to belaid before 
them, and the court adjourned till 
Thuisday the 17th. 

D the! at Dohud. 

On Thursday the 17th came on 
the trial of Henry Irwing, esq pay- 
master to his majesty’s 05th *egi- 
nient of foot, accused of the 
'murder of Mr John Young, lieu- 
tenant of the same regiment, in a 
duel which took place at Dohud, 
on the frontiers of Guzeraf, on 
the 27th of March last. 

The indictment being read, the 
honorable company’s counsel ad- 
dressed the jury on the part of the 
crown. > 1 

He began by observing, that of 
all the cases w r hich occur for inves- 
tigation in a criminal court, none 
are so painful to those who conduct 


the prosecution, as cases of this 
description, where a sense of ho- 
nour, and the ryianny of custom, 
have led to the commission of a 
crime, which the law of the coun- 
try obliges us to consider without 
regard to the sentiments of society, 
the state of manners, or the con- 
sequences which would have re- 
sulted to the individual who is ac- 
cused if Ins conduct had been dif- 
ferent. All these, he was bound 
to fell the jury, furnished no ex- 
cuse, in the eye of the law, f»H th** 
crime imputed in this indictment. 
Men ueie expected 10 hazard 
every obloquy, to b:a\e all jo 
proach, to rise superior to every 
prejudice, rather than invade the 
peace and good order of society, 
t>y taking the law into their own 
bands, and becoming, in ariv in- 
stance, their own avengers. J 1 was 
fin fioin his intention to presume to 
justify that frenzy of fashion, as tf 
had been called, which induces 
men to decide then petty animosi- 
ties, at the hazard of spilling a 
fellow-creature’s blood , but if lie 
was expected to treat a crime 
ansing hom such coiisidetaiians 
with liie same degree of indigna- 
tion* or to call on the jury to view 
it with the same degiee of hoi rot, 
that he would commit a picim to- 
taled homicide, instigated b\ ua^' 
and malicious motives, 01 proceed- 
ing tiom a wanton disrt^diu of 
human life, he was expected to 
take 4 tone which nu;h ciud mu- 
centv would, iwr evci, forbid him 
to assume. 

Once, and he thanked God only 
once, sime lie had been m th.* 
place, had an offence of t !u > de- 
scuption occuried to make aujn- 
dictment and a Uiai necessity. It 
was impossible that his tutoimation 
with resncvt ihe pd*iK.uiu> of 
such .tiamaetions should alwav s be 
correct 
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correct, and, on that occasion, it 
was so extremely inaccurate, as 
the subsequent evidence and ver- 
dict oflfc acquittal sufficiently de- 
monstrated, that he thought it his 
duty to pi ess the case for the 
<.ro\ui, that the great end of all 
trials, which is public example, 
'might be attained. He should al- 
ways pursue the same course, where 
he had reason to view what had 
happened in the same light. Rut 
wheie any thing occurred to alle- 
viate the guilt he was compelled 
to impute, he should be just as 
sorry not to give the prisoner the 
advantage of it, as he should 
he ready to aggravate his con- 
duct, by stating facts, if such 
existed, of a different tendency. 
In the present instance, he had no 
hesitation to acknowledge, that the 
unfortunate gentleman at the bar 
# appeared to him to have been 
’ placed in a situation which was not 
only none of his own seeking, but 
which he had done every tiling in 
his power to avoid. This was al- 
ways matter for the indulgent con- 
sideration of a jury in such cases. 
Indeed, though he should be sorry 
to say any thing that sounded harsh 
of one who had more than atoned 
tor any violence of which he had 
been guilty ; the deceased seemed 
to have conducted himself with 
the gieatest possible intemperance, 
and to have shunned aecommoda- 
dation with a pertinacity which 
amounted to something very little 
short of absolute phrenzy. 

Mr. Threipland then stated the 
origin of the quarrel, and the va- 
rious particulars ot the transaction, 
giving effect, with much candour, 
to whatever was favourable to the 
jprisoner, in the several circum- 
atance* of the case, and concluded 
fey expressing the highest appro- 


bation of Mr. Skrine’s (one of the 
seconds) conduct, who had done 
every thing to prevent the fatal 
catastrophe that could suggest itself 
to a humane, cousiderate, and li- 
beral mind. 

The first witness called, was 
captain Story. He stated, that on 
the 26th of March last, he was 
applied to by the kte lieutenant 
Young, to attend him to the ground 
that evening in an affair with Mr. 
Irwing. Captain Wilson, tvho is 
since deceased, attended that gen^ 
tleman. It was agreed between 
the seconds, previous to the duel, 
that if they could not effect an 
accommodation between the parties 
after they had tired two shots each, 
they should refuse to act any longer 
in the business, and leJve the 
ground. That after two shots had 
been fired, they attempted to ac- 
commodate matters, but Mr. 
Young said he was not satisfied. 
That they then informed the par- 
ties, that they would have no mote 
concern in the business, and left 
the ground. That the witness, 
as he was going off, saw the par- 
ties speaking to each other, but 
heard nothing that passed. 

Julian Skrine, e«q. of the Jiot 
nourable company’s civil service, 
was then called. He recollected 
some huts of Mr. Irv ing’s, without 
the line of the camp near Dohud, 
which were pulled down by Mr. 
Young, he believed* without any 
proper authority. That he was 
employed by Mr. Irving to carry 
a message 'to Mr. Young on the 
27 th of March last. - That on en- 
tering Mr. Young’s tent, he told 
him that he had come on rather 
an unpleasant business; Mr. Young 
replied, that he knew perfectly 
what the business was, and that 
lie came frora^Mr. Ifving. That 
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the witness tried to convince Mr. 
Young of the impropriety of his 
conduct, and particularly of the 
epithet scoundrel which he had 
used tlie preceding evening. Mr. 
Young did not deny that his con- 
duct had been improper, or that 
he made use of that expres&ion, 
which he owned f o be unjustifiable 
and unpiovoked, but said he never 
would apologise. The witness re- 
quested him to consent to make 
any apology, however slight, and 
that it would be received — Mr. 
Young said that he would rather 
be cut to pieces. The witness then 
told him, that if he would only 
say that the words complained of 
hadubeen used by him in a passion, 
he should be content. Mr. Young 
said that he had been a soldier 
twenty-two ycais, and never would 
make an apology. During the con- 
versation, something fell from Mr. 
Young as if he had taken offence 
nt ceitain expressions used by Mr, 
Irving the preceding evening. Of 
this the witness informed Mr. I. 
on his return, and again called the 
same day, by Mr. I.’s desire, to in- 
form Mr. Young, that if he had 
used the words* in question, they 
were not intended j that he was 
not sensible that he had used them$ 
but if he had, that he was ready 
to apologise foi them. Mr. Young 
said it was of no consequence, that 
he, for his part, would make no 
apology. In going to thegiound. 
Mi. Irving said to the witness, that 
Mr. Young had very little to fear 
from him, and bid him remember, 
that, whatever happened, he had 
done all in his powei to prevent 
a meeting. That Mr. Young’s 
obstinacy was such, that should 
he fall it must be regarded as a 
murder. The seconds agreed that 
the parties should step six paces 
fiom each other, that Mr. Tatter- 
Vol. 8. t 


sal, Mr. Young’s second,* should 
then give the words halt, front, 
fire. On the word front being 
given, Mr. Irwing made a half- 
wheel, presenting bis right side to 
Mr. Young, but with the muzzl® 
of his pistol upwards : Mr. Tatter- 
sal repeated the word to front one® 
or twice, that during this interval, 
which might occupy fifteen or 
twenty seconds, Mr. Young had 
brought his pistol to the level, and 
seemed, to the witness, to be taking 
a deliberate aim. Mr. Irving ob- 
serving this, said, 44 I hope you 
don’t intend to let him take an 
aim at me.” The word fire was 
almost immediately given. Both 
parties fired. — Mr. loung fell,— 
Mr. Irving immediately went up^ 
and offered him his hand, which 
he refused. Mr. living, at the 
desire of his second, then left the 
ground. Mr. Young said, I ' 
hope that damned fellow won’t 
return.” 

Mr. Thomas, assistant surgeon 
on tliis establishment, was the nexfi^ 
witness. He said he was called 
to attend Mr. Young on the 27th 
of March. He found him sitting 
on the ground supported by Mr. 
Tattersal. The w’ound was on his 
right thigh, a little above the knee. 
He thought the wound not danger- 
ous at first : the bleeding had stop- 
ped before the witness anived on 
the ground. To prevent any ac- 
cident from its return, he applied 
the tourniquet. 1111 the eighth 
day, the wound was doing well. 
But when the witness called on 
the 7th of April, he found that 
lieutenant Young had lo# an amaz- 
ing quantity of blood, his bed and 
the floor of fys tent were covered 
with it. He said that, during th® 
night, finding himself uneasy, he* 
had removed the tourniquet. The 
artery was taken up immediately. 
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The haemorrhage was from the 
femoral artery. In three-quarters 
of an hour he died. Had not the 
tourniquet been removed, there 
was great probability of his re- 
co\ ery . 

Evidence for the Prisoner . 

Lieutenant-colonel Maddison of 
his majesty’s 6\5th regiment, said 
that Mr. Irving’s tent was without 
the lines, — that it was placed there 
by the witness’s permission. That 
the witness had ordered Mr. Young 
to pull down several huts, and the 
witness’s own haystack, which he 
thought incumbered the lines: that 
Mr. Irving’s huts were not among 
those pulled down, and lemained 
for some time after, and the wit- 
ness gave no orders for their re- 
moval. Mr. Irving, one morning 
that the witness passed, asked if 
his tents were in the way, and that 
if so, he should remove them. 
The witness said, it was unneces- 
sary, as he did not think they in- 
cumbered or endangered the lines. 

Mr. Irving having declined ad- 
dressing the jury, the honourable 
the recorder recapitulated the 
whole of the evidence, which had 
been adduced. He then remarked, 
that this was one of those unfortu- 
nate cases in which criminal juris- 
prudence had long maintained a 
struggle, he was sorry to say an 
unsuccessful one, with the customs 
apd feelings of society. It had 
been correctly stated that those 
feelings formed no excuse or justifi- 
cation for such a crime. 

But however clear the breach of 
the law was in every case of this 
nature, those to whom its violation 
was imputed, were entitled to de- 
rive advantage from all such allevi- 
ating circumstances, as had occur- 
red to palliate that conduct, which 
nothing could entirely justify. No 
ease bad ever displayed circum- 


stances of this description in greater 
abundance than the present, and 
though the law remained the same, 
it was impossible to repress the 
feelings in favour of Mr. Irving, 
which the whole view of his con- 
duct was calculated to excite. 
He could by no means, however, 
advise the jury to give way to these 
impressions ; but there seemed to 
be one circumstance in the case 
which would reconcile a veidict 
acquitting the Prisoner from the 
capital pait of the offence, with 
the known and acknowledged law 
of the land upon the subject. It 
appealed from the evidence of Mr. 
Thomas, that Mr. Young was in a 
fair way of recovery, when his 
own want of care, or character- 
istic violence of temper in remov- 
ing the tourniquet, which had been 
placed upon the wpund to prevent 
the effusion of blood*, occasioned 
such an haemorrhage, that he 
expired from this cause, winch was 
imputable to himself alone, and 
not fiom any probable or natural 
consequence ot a wound, which 
Mr. Thomas swore he never reck- 
oned either mortal or very danger- 
ous. The jury, however, would con- 
sider the whole circumstances of the 
case, and he was fully persurded 
they would return such a verdict as 
they could justify to their con- 
sciences. 

The jury retired and soon after 
returned a verdict of not guilty.

Calcutta Gazette Extraordinary. 

Dec . 7 , 1805. 

On the 4th instant, commenced 
tiie second sessions of Oyer and 
TertfSner and gaol delivery, and 
also an Admiralty sessions, for the 
town of Calcutta and factory of 
'jFoft William, for the year 1805. 
The grand jury received their 


charge from the honouiable the 
chief justice, who, at considerable 
length, pointed out the many ad- 
vantages this great metropolis en- 
joyed over all others of equal ex- 
tent, population, commerce, and 
wealth, hi the known World, ob- 
served that few offences weie com- 
mitted within it which called for 
the interference of public justice, 
and attributed this blessing in a 
particular degree to the example of 
morality and good conduct shewn 
by the higher orders of the Biitish 
inhabitants of these provinces, in 
aid of the administration of the 
law 5 his lordship concluded, by 
taking leave of the grand jury, 
being the last time he should meet 
them on such an occasion. 

On the 5th instant, all the bu- 
siness of the grand jury was con- 
cluded, but previously to their be- 
ing discharged, William Fairlie, 
esq. the foreman, submitted to the 
chief justice, that he was charged 
by the jury to present an address to 
his lordship, and requested his 
permission to read it, which was 
expressed in the following words • 
To the honourable sir John Anstru - 
ther, Baronet, chief justice of 
the supreme court of Judicature 
at Fort William in Bengal , & c. 
My Lord Chief Justice, 

The grand jury feel that they 
cannot completely satisfy the trust 
which the law confides in them 
without offering you the expres- 
sion of their thanks and gratitude 
for the vigilance, ability; and at- 
tention to the public welfare, with 
which you have discharged the im- 
portant duties of your office, during 
a period of almost eight years. 

With a sensible degree of satis- 
faction we have observed, in the 
course of that time, an improved 
and more active administration of 
justice introduced, an efficient po- 
lice 
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lice established, and the British 
character, advanced in the esteem 
and respect of its Indian subjects. 

Tiie eminent part which you 
have borne in the accomplishment 
of these public benefits, entitles 
you to the grateful acknowledg- 
in' nts of this community, as hav- 
ing contributed in a material de- 
giee to effect the beneficent objects 
of the British legislature, in se- 
eming to the inhabitants of one of 
the wealthiest and most populous 
cities in the world, the practical 
blessings of the English law, and 
in diffusing the sense of its protec- 
tion through every part of those 
extensive provinces which are sub- 
ject to the supreme government of 
Bengal. 

With the view to perpetuate the 
testimony we have now the ho- 
nour to bearfp your virtues, ta- 
lents, and integrity, we are prompt- 
ed to solicit your permission to 
place your portrait in the town-hall 
of Calcutta, whenever the building 
may be prepared to receive it, and 
until then, in that court-house 
over which you have presided with 
so much honour to yourself, and 
advantage to the public interests of 
yout country.

To which the chief justice made 
the following reply : — 

Gentlemen of the grand jury ^ 

I should be devoid of every feel- 
ing which ought to actuate the breast 
of an Englishman, if I were insensi- 
ble of the high honour you have 
this day done me. applause 
of our fellow citizens is the highest 
honour and the greatest reward 


which can be bestowed upon any 
man in a public station. But when 
that applause comes from men of 
your description, and your high 
character, it is indeed doubly ho- 
nourable. Upon the present oc- 
casion, I am afraid, however, that 
I owe more to the kind partiality 
with which this settlement has ho- 
nouied me since the moment of 
my arrival among you, and to the 
enlarged and liberal manner in 
which you view even the slightest 
efforts for the public service, than 
to any merits of my own. If my 
efforts have been at all successful 
in promoting, or in advancing, any 
of those great public objects to 
which you allude in your address 
of this day, much must be ascribed 
to the example which your virtue*, 
and those of men like you, hold 
out to the public. I owe much to 
the assistance derived from the fair 
and honourable practice of the gen- 
tlemen who follow the profession 
of the law in this country; I owe 
much to the high and liberal spirit 
of the gentlemen of the bar, which 
has not been exceeded in any part of 
the British dominions ; but I owe 
a great deal more to the virtues and 
the talents of my honourable col- 
leagues on the bench with me,

vehicle of their opinions, and me 
organ of their sentiments. 

With regard to myself, -gehtle- 
men, allow me to add, that my 
v “heart 
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heart must cease to beat, and my 
blood to flow, before I cease to 
remember, with gratitude and affec- 
tion, the high honour which your 
approbation has this day conferred 
upon me.

A Regulation for diminishing 
the expense of the present judicial 
establishment, and for facilitating 
the attainment of justice to the 
native inhabitants of the British 
settlements on the Island of Ceylon, 
passed by the governor in council 
on the 19 th of November, 1805. 

As the number of civil servants 
in his majesty’s service is too small 
to admit of the establishment of 
courts of justices of the peace, 
consisting of three members, at all 
the stations where their superin- 
tend 
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tendence would be required, and 
as the convenience of the native 
inhabitants will be better provided 
for by vesting the provincial courts 
with a criminal jurisdiction, by di- 
recting them to go circuits through 
their several provinces, and by 
appointing all the agents of revenue 
and commeice, and their assistants, 
sitting magistrates, and further as a 
veiy consideiable expenditure may 
be saved to government by making 
the agents of revenue and com met ce 
instead of the provincial judges, 
fiscals of their respective pre .inces, 
the governoi in council has accoid- 
ingly enacted as follows : 

1st. All courts of justice of the 
peace shall cease. 

2d. There shall be a provincial 
court composed of one judge in 
each of the five pi ov inces, viz. 

In the pi ov nice of Columbo — 
of Putelam and Chilaw — of Jaff- 
napatnam — of Trincomalee and 
Batticalao — of Galle and Matura. 

3d Each provincial court shall 
exercise throughout its province a 
criminal and civil jurisdiction. 

A cnrainal jurisdiction over all 
inferior offences, breaches of the 
peace, ami disorders against the 
police, with powers of inflicting 
punishments by fine not exceeding 
100 r«xds. by imprisonment at hard 
labour, not exceeding the period 
of three months, and by whipping, 
not exceeding 100 lashes. 

A civil jurisdiction over all cases 
not exceeding 100 rix ds. between 
Europeans, or wherein there is an 
European defendant, and over all 
cases of whatever nature or amount, 
between native, or wherein there is 
a native defendant. 

4th. The agent of revenue and 
commerce of each, province shall 
be fiscal thereof, 

5th The judge of each provin- 
cial court shall be a justice of the 
peace for his province. 


He shall proceed in a circuit 
throughout his province twice a 
year, and shall, dui ing such circuit, 
reside at such stations within the 
province as the’ government shall 
from time to time direct. 

6th. Every agent of revenue ancj 
commerce, and every assistant, shall 
be a justice of the peace for his 
province, and, during the absence 
of the provincial judge, a sitting 
magistrate for the part of the pro- 
vince in which he resides. 

7th. Every sitting magistrate, 
except the one at Columbo, shall 
exercise the following criminal and 
civil jurisdiction. 

A criminal jurisdiction over all 
inferior offences, breaches of the 
peace, and disorder against the 
police, with power of inflicting pu- 
nishment by fine, not exceeding 50 
rix dollars, by imprisonment at 
hard labour, not exceeding two 
months, and by whipping, not ex- 
ceeding 50 lashes. 

A civil jurisdiction over all cases 
of whatever nature (except suits 
relative to the revenue) not exceed- 
ing 100 rix dollars. 

8th. All provincial judges, sitting 
magistrates, and justices of the 
peace, shall proceed according to 
such rules, and levy fees accouling 
to such tables as shall, fiom time to 
time, be forwarded to them by the 
governor. 

9th, This regulation shall tike 
effect throughout all the British 
settlements on the island of Ceylon 
from the 1st of December next.

collectively, to testily your senti- 
ments at an event so unfortunate to 
the state, and distressing to your 
feelings The former admims- 
tiation of marquis Cornwallis m 
India, — his lecent acceptance of 
the arduous offices of governor-ge- 
neral, and commander in chief, and 
the variety of important and diffi- 
cult national trusts, of wim h he had 
the dn e< tion dining along life, have 
famil.uiised us with his eminent 
pubhc and puva f e virtues; with 
h’s condescension and conciliaioiy 
maimers, endearing him equally to 
native and Eutish subjects, — with 
fris disinterestedness and benevo- 
lence, — with his love of Justice, po- 
litical as well as private, — with 
his discernment and rectitude in 
council, — with his valour and sci- 
ence in war, — with his mode- 
ration in victory, — with Ins 
uneUinguishable patriotism, — and 
with that sacrifice which he 
contemplated without dread, which 
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has been so deeply-lamented by 
every inhabitant of India, and 
which has consummated his claims 
to the grateful and affectionate re- 
membrance of his countrymen.

General Orders by the Commander 
in Chief, Head-quarters, Camp 
Raipoor Ghaut, on the left bank 
of the Hyphasis , or Beeah River, 
December IJ, 1805. 

There being few ciicamstances 
more reprehensible, or injurious 
to the reputation and efficiency 
of an amij r , than inattention to 
orders or regulations of govern- 
ment, it ts with much regret that 
the commander in chief finds 
himself compelled to auimadvert 
on the frequent neglect of that 
essential point of duty, which has 
been sa often enjoined to the 
officers of this army, of imme- 
diately reporting their arrival at 
the presidency, or other station 
of the army, and of waiting on 
the public officer of the fort or 
station, to make themselves ac- 
quainted with all general orders 
that may have been issued, and 
of attending occasionally,from time 
to time, at the office of the public 
pfficer, for the same purpose, during 
the period they may reside at any 
station to which they may not 
belong, on leave of absence, or 
any other cause, and of reporting 
their departure, for the infor- 
mation of die commanding of- 
ficer. 

His lordship now calls upon 
all officers whatsoever, to pay 
the strictest attention to such 
point sin future, and officers ooa»- 
muiding at the preddanqf, and at 


all the stations and posts of the 
army, are directed to use their 
best endea\ ours to exact attention 
to these orders, and to report the* 
name of any officer who may 
neglect to comply with them, tor 
the information of the commander 
in chief. 

His lordship desires the officer 
commanding at the presidency 
will not only direct all officers, 
surgeons, and assistants, returning 
from Europe, to proceed with- 
out delay to join their corps, but 
that he, as well as all officer® 
commanding stations, 8cc. will 
call upon all officers, surgeons, 
and assistants, who may arrive 
within the limits of their respec- 
tive commands, to report to them 
on what account they have ai- 
rivad there, if on sick certificate* 
or other leave, and for w hat time, 
and require their departure at 
the time necessary to enable them 
to rejoin by the expiration of the 
leave; unless a renewal of sick 
certificate, or other sufficient 
cause be assigned for prolonging 
their stay. 

After the promulgation of this 
order, staff officers of stations, 
&c. will be relieved fiom the 
constant interruption they now 
experience, by receiving written 
requisitions for orderly books, 
copies of orders, See, See, which 
practice being altogether irregular, 
wil| henceforward never be al- 
lowed.

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it will moreover be the duty of 
officers commanding stations, not 
to allow officers, surgeons, or as- 
sistants, who may be passing sta- 
tions to join their corps, or on any 
other duty, to make auy unneces- 
sary delay within the limits of their 
respective commands.

Major-general sir Eweu Baiilie, 
commanding the presidency sta- 
tion, being particularly called upon 
by his excellency the commander 
jn chief, to exert and exercise 
every authority in requiring the 
strictest attention to those orders 
from all officers absent with leave, 
whether on sick certificate or 
otherwise, at the presidency $ he 
therefore deems it expedient, with 
the sanction of the honourable the 
vice president, to give every pub- 
licity to the above orders for the 
information of those who might 
otherwise remain ignorant of them 
from their own neglect, or non- 
attendance at the fort-major’s 
office. 

The major-general will hereafter 
consider it his duty to transmit, 
occasionally, to the right honour- 
able lord Lake, a detailed report 
of such officers as may be at the 
presidency, whether on leave of 
absence or sick certificate, and in 


cases of relaxation or inattention^ 
of individuals to the points alluded 
to in these orders, he will be under 
the unpleasant necessity of bringing 
those officers, surgeons, or sur- 
geons’ assistants, into public notice, 
and reporting them to head-quarters 
accordingly. 

General Orders by the Commander 
in Chief. Head-quarters , Camp 
Raipoor Ghaut, on the left bank 
of the Hyphasis , or Beeah River, 
December 21, 1805.

OF A GOVERNMENT BANK. 

Madras government 
NOTIFICATION. 

Pullic Department. 

Par. 1. The right honourable 
the governor in council, consider- 
ing the great advantages likely to 
result to the public by the establish- 
ment of a government bank, for 
<be receipt and deposit of specie, 
and for the issue of promissory 
notes, payable on demand, under 
the responsibility of government, 
has been pleased to resolve, that on 
the first day of February next, a 
bank shall be established and opened 
at this presidency, and be deno- 
minated The Government Bank. 

2. That the right honourable the 
governor shall be the sole director, 
and have the general superinten- 
dence of the affairs of the bank. 

3. That the more immediate 
detail and management of the con- 
cerns of the bank shall be vested 
Sn a sub-director, and treasurer, 
and a sub-treasurer and secretary, 
assisted by a cashier and deputy 
cashier j and such sub-director and 
treasuier, and sob- treasurer and 
secretary, shall have authority to 
sign and give validity to the notes 
to be issued by the bank, and (with 
the previous concurrence of his 
lordship as director) to enter into 
all contracts and engagements for 
the purchase of bullion, and for all 
other purposes necessarily connect- 
ed with the general concerns of 
the bank. 

4. That all notes to be issued 
lb*U be made payable on demand. 


and signed either by the $ub-di- 
rector and treasurer, or by the sub- 
treasurer and secretary, and entered 
by the cashier or the deputy cashier. 
And the honourable company shall 
be responsible to the holders of the 
notes so to be issued, -for the due 
discharge of the sums expressed to 
be payable in such notes, and to the 
persons with whom any contracts 
and engagements may be so made, 
for the due performance of the 
same. 

5. That in order to render the 
above establishment generally use- 
ful, lus lordship in council has been 
further pleased toduect, that the 
several collectors under this go- 
vernment, shall be authorized to 
receive, and shall receive, when 
tendered to them, the promissory 
notes to be issued by the govern- 
ment bank, as cash for the amount 
of the sums mentioned to be pay- 
able in the notes. And that all 
such collectors, and also all pay- 
masters and others, acting under 
the appointment of this govern- 
ment, whose duty it may be to 
receive and pay money on account 
of the honorable company, shall 
have full power, on all occasions, 
to receive the government bank 
notes as cash, and to give the same 
in exchange for cash. 

0. That his lordship in council 
has been pleased to make the fol- 
lowing appointments, viz. 

Mr. Charles Harris, to be sub- 
director and treasurer. 

Mr. Richard Yeldham, to be 
sub-treasurer and secretary. 

Mr. William M'Taggart, to be 
cashier, and Mr. George M< Tas- 
well, to be deputy cashier.

Bombay Occurrences for Fbbruary, l8O0. 


Bombay , January 11,1 806. 

On Tuesday last, the 7th instant, 
the quarterly sessions of Oyer and 
Terminer, and general gaol deli- 
very, and Admiralty Sessions, 
were held at the Court House of 
Bombay, before the honourable 
Sir James Mackintosh, knight, re- 
corder, and his associates, James 
Law, esq. mayor, Alexander 
Adamson, and S. Beaufort, esq. 
aldermen. 

The honourable the recorder, in 
a short address, congratulated the 
grand jury, and the public, on ano- 
ther instance having occurred, and 
which he trusted would not be the 
last, of a sessions in this place, 
where the calender presented no 
offence for their consideration. 


The court then proceeded to the 
trial of Jeremias Caitano Dero- 
dnto Coitinho, a native Portugueze, 
against whom a bill had been 
found at the last sessions, accusing 
him of having extorted ten gold 
mohurs from one Andre Francisco 
dos Neyes, in the month of April, 
1803. It appeared from the evi- 
dence, that Jeremias, on that occa- 
sion, when the prosecutor was on 
the point of embarking for Goa* 
presented a writ, which he pretend- 
ed had issued out of the court oi 
the recorder, authorizing his im- 
mediate detention and arrest, at did 
suit of one Mathew Henriquez, 
The better to support this decep- 
tion, be came attended bv two 
persons in the dress of sheri&f 
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officers j and by these means pro- 
cured from Andrew Francisco, 
who was anxious to set sail for the 
place of his nativity, the sum 
mentioned in the indictment. 
The defence set up was, that the 
money had been voluntarily given 
by the prosecutor, to enable Jere- 
mias to procure some pieces of 
chintz from Diu. The jury, how- 
ever, gave greater credit to the story 
told by the witnesses for the crown, 
and, after a trial of some length, 
found a verdict of guilty. The 
prisoner was ordered to be brought 
up on the first day of term to re- 
ceive sentence. 

Counsel for the crown, the ho- 
nourable company’s counsel, at- 
torney, Mr. Cumberlege ; counsel 
for the defendant, Messrs Wood- 
house and MurJey, attorney, Mr. 
Hungerford. 

On Sunday evening last, his 
majesty’s ship Fox, captain W. 
Dobbie, anchored in the harbour 
from Bate, whither she had pro- 
ceeded, in consequence of infor- 
mation received of depredations 
having been committed to a con- 
siderable extent, by the piiatical 
vessels of the chiefs of Bate Goom- 
tee, ka. 

The Fox left the harbour on the 
30lh of Nov. and proceeded to 
Diu, where she auchored on the 
2d ultimo. On the 6th, she an- 
chored m Bate Roads, and the 
following day entered the harbour. 
A flag of truce was shortly after 
sent on shore, with the following 
summons, demanding a restitution 
of the British property captured. 

Summons to Sederam, Rajah of the 
Island of Bate. 

After Compliments.—]. Whereas 
several merchants of Surat and 


Bombay, have represented to the 
honourable Jonathan Duncan, go- 
vernor of Bombay, and the British 
territory in this part of India, that 
the depredations have been com- 
mitted on their trade by. the boats 
belonging to your island, to the 
amount of nearly five lacks of rupees, 
or thereabouts, and have petitioned 
redress for these outrages. 

2 I am directed by the said ho- 
nourable Jonathan Duncan, to 
inform you, that it is the earnest 
desire of the British government, 
by all just and honourable means, 
to preserve peace and amity with 
their neighbours, but the same 
principle of honour and integrity 
that makes them just to other na- 
tions, makes them also insist on 
justice being done to their own 
subjects. I therefore demand the 
restitution of the boats and goods 
so plundered by your people, or 
the full amount of their value ; 
your immediate compliance with 
which will prove your desire to 
preserve the good understanding 
subsisting between the two states, 
and remove the displeasure, the 
outrages of your subjects have oc- 
casioned j on the contrary, if you 
refuse this just and equitable de- 
mand, I shall immediately consider 
and treat you as an enemy. 

3. I have ordered the officer 
who will deliver this to you, to 
wait two hours for your answer, 
which I hope and trust will be 
satisfactory j if it is not, I shall 
immediately commence hostilities, 
and all the blood that is shed, and 
damage done to your town and 
temples, will rest on your head.

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Articles of information respecting 

Bate , Aramra, Pissootra, and 

Gomtee, 

The island of Bate is about five 
miles long, from N. E. to S. W. 
something in the shape of an S, 
with the lower part cut off j the 
fort is situated on the west side of 
it, and is in good repair ; all the 
places injured by the Fox, and 
other vessels, in 1803, are either 
rebuilt oi repaired j there is no 
ditch, the gate is ou the north face j 
the tide flows within about thnty 
yards of the walls, which are 
about forty feet high, and appear 
well built of stone and chuuam. 
A ship, drawing 17 feet water, can 
get within halt a mile of it, but 
the passage is very narrow and 
dangerous , from all that I have 
been able to collect, I imagine 
they cannot have less than two 
thousand fighting men on the 
island, and they have about thirty 
fighting vessels. 2. There is a 
passage for small vessels round the 
south-end of the Bate, and a fine 
muddy bay with deep water in it, 
between the Pissootra shore and 
north - end of the island, but 
whether there is a passage for ships 
to come in from the northward, I 
have not yet been able to discover. 

3. Bate is the most powerful of 
these petty states j to have posses- 
sion of that island appears to me 
the sure, and only means to pre- 
vent the continuance of their pira- 
cies ; it completely commands the 
passage to Aramra and Pissootra, 
that no vessel could pass to either 
of those places, was this island in 
our possession. 

4. Aramra isan insignificant fort, 
situated about a mile up the country, 
which is covered all round with a 
\i^h thick hedge, something like 
a fftilk, hedge 5 there is a creek, dry 
at low water, that runs a long way. 


but I don’t know whether itjgoes 
all the way to the fort. Pattamars 
can get pretty close to the entrance 
of the creek, but for a considerable 
distance off it, are a great many 
rocks that makes it difficult of ac- 
cess, even to ships’ boats. 

5. When lieut. Budden was 
there with a flag of tiuce, he was 
obliged to wait in the cutter till ^ 
flood, before he could get in 5 he 
was met on the beach by about 
three hundred soldiers, and, by 
what information I can collect 
hete, they have, altogether, be- 
tween four and five hundred, and 
several armed boats, it is situated 
on the main, bearing about west 
from the south-end of Bate, dis- 
tance from it two or three miles. 

6. Pissootra is much such 
another place as Aramra, the fort 
larger and more inland, their force 
nearly equal, the count ry the same; 
a bank runs off the creek that ren- 
ders it inaccessible till half flood; 
it is on the main, bearing about S. 
E. from the N. E. end of Bate, 
distance from it above five miles ; 
lieut. Budden sounded through the 
channel between Bate and it, but 
had not time to examine it more 
particularly. 

7. We know little more of Gom* 
tee, than that the ship can be an- 
chored within shot of it without 
danger, and that the creek is not 
navigable for ships boats till half 
flood ; the report here is, that the 
Gomtee maintains fifteen hundred 
armed men and several boats.

Honourable Sir, — 1. I have 
the honour to inclose you a letter 
from t|ie rajah of Bate, — copy of 
my summons to him, and what 
information I have been able to 
collect 
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collect of the force, and situation 
of the piratical states, in this 
neighbourhood. 

2 . I am happy to inform you, 
that I have succeeded in recovering 
all the British property that I can 
discover to have been taken by the 
people of Bate, consisting of one 
ketch, belonging to Surat, with 
her cargo of elephants* teeth, rhino- 
ceros horns and hides, a kind of 
gum, and bees wax 5 this, the 
rajah has taken a solemn oath, is 
all the pioperty taken by his sub- 
jects 5 whether it is or not, it is 
impossible for me to ascertain, not 
having any document to prove the 
contrary : 1 have therefore received 
it under his sacred oath, that it is 
the whole, and have informed him, 
that regular accounts of the cargo 
are at Bombay and Surat, and if it 
is discovered that he has kept back 
any part, the British government 
will be more incensed, and cer- 
tainly take his island from him. I 
had the misfortune to get the Fox 
aground in the harbour, when he 
tent off to offer every assistance in 
his power, and lias since supplied 
us with water, and sworn never 
more to molest any thing under 
English colours. 

3. I sent a similar summons to 
Aramra 3 they have two Surat bo- 
tellas, that they say were taken at 
theopeningof the season, returning 
from Bombay, one with one hun- 
dred bars of iron in, and some 
articles of baggage, private pro- 
perty, the other in ballast ; I am 
inclined to believe their account of 
the first botella ; as lieutenant 
Davidson, of the Strorabola, re- 
collects the circumstance of a bo- 
tella, nearly empty, being cap- 
lured by the pirates, on her return 
from Bombay to Surat > arid that 
there was some baggage on board 
ker belonging to a gentleman it 


Surat, among other things, a piano 
forte, which is now in my posses- 
sion $ he also thinks it probable, 
that the second botella might be in 
ballast 3 as I have nothing to prove 
the contrary, I have deemed it ad- 
advaseable to receive them on the 
same terms I did the ketch from 
the rajah of Bate j the 100 bars of 
iron, they say, is made away with 
by the Cooleys 5 and they have no 
means of returning an equivalent, 
but by restoring a thtrd botella, 
captuied some time ago by the Pis- 
sootia people, and sold to some 
Banyans residing at Aramra ; as 
this is, without doubt, British 
property, though I cannot now 
trace to whom it belongs, or when 
it was taken, I deemed it for the 
benefit of the merchants to leceive 
it. particularly as the situation of 
Aramra, secures it from any moles- 
tation in my power, except burn- 
ing the thiee botellas in question. 

4. It is reported here, that two 
botellas, richly laden, have been 
carried into Gomtee. I am only 
waiting for a fair wind to proceed 
to that place.

His Majesty’s ship Fox, 
Off Jugatt, Dec. 27, 1805. 

Honourable Sir, — 1. I take 
the opportunity of a boat going to, 
Surat to acknowledge the receipt 
of Mr. Secretary Warden’ 9 com- 
munication of the 2d instant, and 
beg to inform you, that I have 
sent to Aramra to demand the 
Pattamar in question. All the 
other property that I can discover 
to have been taken is delivered up, 
and now in my possession, but I 
was obliged to use force at this 
place, before the Rajah would to 
knowledge- 
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knowledge he had taken any thing ; 
fortunately there was a nnn on 
shore, who had been brought in 
by these people a few days before 
in a Pattamar Belonging to Salset, 
taken on her return Irom Goa to 
Bomba , , he came down as the boat 
that had been on shore with a dag 
of truce was putting off, and 
begged a passage on board. 

2. Having obtained this infor- 
mation, I deemed it sufficient 
cause to commence hostilities, and 
opened the fire of the Fox and 
Strombolo on the town, which 
was kept up at interval* all the 
21st and 22d, during which time 
the town was twice set on fire, and 
great part of it laid in ruins; early 
on the 23d a flag of truce came off, 
and agieed to pay the amount of 
every thing that had been taken — 
which they acknowledge to be one 
Cotton Hoody, captured last season, 
and two Pattamars this. 

3. The man who came off in 
the boat that was first sent on shore 
with a flag of truce, was the 
owner of the cargo of one of the 
pattamars ; he made oath to the 
value of the vessel and cargo, and, 
having no better guide, I put the 
same valuation ou the other; the 
hoody, and her cargo of cotton, I 
valued on the best information I 
could obtain of the average price of 
cotton at Bombay, and the worth 
of those kind of vessels there ; this 
appeared to me the most equitable 
method I could pursue, and I have 
bills for the amount payable at 
Bombay,— the account of it 1 have 
the pleasure to enclose. 

4. I have now with me two bo- 
tellas and a hoody, restored by the 
Aramra people, and three botellas 
and a pattamar recaptured, and 
two vessels taken from the pirates. 
These I propose to bring with me 
to Bomba/ in a few day9, and to 


leave the Strombola, Lively, and 
large pattamars to cruise in this 
neighbourhood till further orders.

After salutation, it is represent- 
ed, that our armada, or fleets, 
having, through want of attention 
and mistake, made capture of 
boats and vessels of Bombay and 
Surat under your flag ; and the 
merchants of those pi aces 'having 
made representations to you 
thereon, upon their oaths ; you* 
Sir, have listened thereto, and 
becoming greatly incensed and in 
wrath, have dispatched against us, 
the very eminent and respectable 
captain Dobbie, of a king's ship, 

called 
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called the Fox frigate, with a war- 
like equipment ; which otiicei has 
received back from us a ketch be- 
longing to the auspicious port of 
Surat, which was at Bate, and 
the whole caigo of which had fal- 
len into our hands, all which pro- 
perty, wc have upon oath surren- 
dered and delivered up ; and be- 
sides this, on the part of the 
Dwarka-man, have we given, 
twelve thousand and six hundred 
rupees. Not that we had during 
this season made booty of pro- 
perty to such an amount, but 
that without paying the money, we 
could not effect our extrication ; 
because, our temple that has foi a 
length of time remained perma- 
nent, was like to suffer prejudice 
and destrucLon ; we accordingly 
paid this amount in difference to 
your greatness, and have got a re- 
ceipt, Captain Dobbie giving us 
also a letter of friendship, and for- 
bidding us to molest, in any degiee, 
the vessels of the merchants of the 
honourable company’s ports : 
which injunction is most pleasing 
to us 3 ^either shall we obstruct, 
or think in any lespect of the ves- 
sels belonging to the dominions of 
the honourable company j and 
when the vessels of our merchants 
come to your ports, you will be 
pleased freely to give them pass- 
ports from your government : and 
iu the. event of the man of Aram- 
ra’s taking the vessels of the mer- 
chants of the company’s poits, and 
not abiding by our requisitions and 
commands, we are by force and 
compulsion to cause him to deliver 
them up. Let your honour’s mind 
be easy on this score. Dated the 
Sumbut year 1862 Gajrat Style, 
and the 8th of Pows-food.

tablish a good understanding, by 
preventing the depredations of the 
Aramra people, for whose good 
conduct you, with the Rajah of 
Bate, will in future be held respon- 
sible. I have given dnections to 
the commander of the Strombolo 
to receive the Pattimarboal, Lux- 
oomey, with her cargo and stoies, 
and I trust you will use all dispatch 
in getting hei brought round to this 
place, and restored for her proper 
owner.

will afford them no protection, as 
our cruisers will at all times cap- 
ture or destroy them, whenever

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they meet with them outside of 
their ports.

1. The honourable the v»ce pre- 
sident in council, with a view to 
the better management of the re- 
sources of tins presidency, is 
pleased to issue the following regu- 
lations for the future guidance of 
the military paymaster-geneial, and 
ot the paymaster at the presi- 
dency. 

2 * The vice president in conned 
is satisfied that 'he permission here- 
tofore given to the military pay- 
master -geneial, and to the other 
paymasters at f he presidency, to 
gr»nt bills of exchange on the pro- 
vincial ticWsiin *s, has been attended 
with considei ible inconvenience, 
and he is theietore pleased to direct, 
that tins piactice shall m future be 
d^continucd. 

3. The vice president in council 
deems it to be adviseable aitd pro- 
per, instead of granting, a s has been 
usual, an order on the general tiea- 
sury m favour of the military pay- 
master-general, for the computed 
amount of the monthly disburse- 
ments at the presidency for mili- 
tary purposes, that separate oide.s 
shall be granted on the applicaiion 
of that officer in favour of the dif- 
ferent agents, contractors, and 
others to whom payments are to 
be made, whether on account of 
advances, or of balances that may 
be due .upon their accounts. 

4 . The vice president in council. 


is also of opinion, that some little 
delay will be prevented, and that 
it will be otherwise more conve- 
nient, to issue the amount to be 
advanced to the paymasters of ar- 
tillery and gan isons, king’s troops, 
and of the troops at the presidency, 
as well as to the paymaster of ex- 
traoidnicines, direcL from the trea- 
sury, according to the order that 
may be passed on their estimates, 
instead of their receiving those ad- 
vances, as hdb been the practice,* 
circuitously through the pa) master- 
general, and he is accordingly 
pleased to order that such advance* 
be always issued to the paymasters, 
direct from the general treasury ; 
and that the military paymaster- 
general may obtain complete vouch- 
ers for all payments made under 
separate orders on the general trea- 
suiy, the sub-treasurer will re- 
quite from the party m whose fa- 
vour the order is issued, a dupli- 
cate, oi sepai ate leceipt, uiaddition 
to the discharge usually executed 
on the order itself, expressing the 
puipose fer which the advance re- 
quned, and the authority under 
which it is made; und those re- 
ceipts will be forvv aided by the ac- 
countant-general with his monthly 
statement of advances to the mi- 
litary department, which will en- 
able the pa) master-general to bung 
the same to account on the boohs 
of his office. 

5. The pa) master general shall 
continue to submit to govcmaient 
the usual monthly estimate of cash

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by which the drafts to be granted 
by the accountant-general will be 
regulated. 

<5. The paymaster-general will 
also state in his general estimate, 
the probable amount that will be 
payable at the presidency, the pur- 
veyor of hospitals, to the orphan 
fund, to agents, to the town- ma- 
jor, garrison store-keeper, and the 
contractors, shewing particularly 
the amount which any of those 
officers may be entitled to receive 
by drafts on the provincial treasu- 
ries, and the treasury where pay- 
ment may be required j should any 
unforeseen demand occur in the 
course of the month, a separate 
application is to be made to the go- 
vernor-general in counc ; l, by the 
military paymaster-general, in fa- 
vour ot the paymaster, or other 
persons for whom an advance of 
cafch may be required. The same 
rule will be observed on occasions 
of advances of cash and payments 
to officers on account of their 
shares in theotf-reckomng fund. 

7. The honourable the vice pre- 
sident in council deems it to be 
incompatible with the principles 
by which the office of the pay- 
master-general should be regulated, 
as well as contrary to the regula- 
tions of this government, dated 
15th May, 1788, that any payments 
of detail should be made by the 
paymaster-general ; and in order 
to give the fullest operation to 
those regulations, be pleased to 
rescind that part of the regulations 
of the 11th October, 1/85, which 
directs the payiflfAsters to grant bills 
of exchange up&i the military pay- 
master-general for the arrears in 
their bauds of officers absent on 
account of sickness, or on duty, or 
removed from one corps to another, 
In all such cases the paymaster is 
to furnish the officer with a certi- 
ficate, stating the company to 


which he belongs, the time for 
which* arrears are due, their 
amount, and that the same (if any 
sum has been left in the hands 
of die paymaster) will be due, 
brought to credit on his next ac- 
count current, upon the production 
of this certificate through the re- 
gular channel of the paymaster 
of artillery and garrisons, or other 
paymaster, die bills will be passed 
in the office of audit, and returned 
through the same channel \ a du- 
plicate of the certificate granted 
in such cases is to be transmitted 
by the paymaster, without delay, to 
the military paymaster-general for 
Ins information. "The bills of pen- 
sioners of lord Clive’s donation, 
for family money, of natives on 
foreign sen ice, and all small pay- 
ments, which have hitherto been 
made by the paymaster- general, 
will be discharged by the pay- 
master of artillery and garrisons, 
and charged on his monthly ab- 
stiact account of receipts and 
disbursements, under their proper 
heads. 

8 Contingent bills chargeable 
to the other presidencies, to the 
off-reckoning lund, to the military 
board, civil department, See. See . 
which are always audited before 
payment, are to be discharged by 
the paymaster of artillery and gar- 
risons, or by the paymaster of ex- 
traordinaries, according to the 
nature of the contingency, and 
brought to account under their 
proper heads, on their respective 
monthly accounts of receipts and 
disbursements, according to the 
directions which, in every such 
instance, will be communicated to 
them by the military auditor ge- 
neral, and from those accounts 
and sums will be transferred on the 
books of the military paymaster*, 
general. 

9 - 
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9. The advances which may be 
made by paymasters at the upper 
stations, are to be brought to ac- 
count in their monthly abstract 
accounts of receipts and disburse- 
ments as heretofoie, and they are 
enjoined to report every advance 
of cash without delay to the mili- 
tary paymaster-general, and to the 
military auditor-general. The pay- 
masters in transmitting bills for 
audit, on account of which an 
advance may have been made, will 
take care to note the sums at the 
foot of the bill, which, when au- 
dited, will be returned to the pay- 
master for adjustment, and for the 
purposes of being finally charged 
on his disbursements. 

10. Remittances, when required 
for troops on foreign service, will 
be made from the general treasury, 
upon the application of the mili- 
tary paymaster - general, and all 
drafts for monies taken up fpr the 
payment of troops on foreign ser- 
vice, shdl be drawn on the go- 
vernor - general in council, and be 
registered and accepted in the usual 
manner by the secretary to the go- 
vernment ; such drafts, which are 
o be drawn at the usual sight of 
bills of exchange on the governor- 
general in council, (viz. thirty 
days) shall be discharged at ma- 
turity at the general treasury, and 
be tiansmitted thence to the mili- 
tary paymaster-general, by the ac- 
countant-general, with his monthly 
statement of advances to the mili- 
tary department. In all such Cases 
the sub-treasurer shall take a re- 
ceipt from the party to whom the 
payment is made, in addition to 
the receipt to be executed on the 
bill itself, and such duplicate re- 
ceipi shall be retained as the 
Voucher of the treasury for ths 
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11. The honourable the vice 
president in council, is pleased to 
direct, that treasury bills be not 
issued in any case from the pav 
officers, unless such bills shall 
have been issued direct from th* 
general treasury j and if, at any 
time, treasury bills should be re- 
ceived, either by the paymaster 
general, or by any of the paymas- 
ter, from individuals, either on 
account of refund or otherwise, 
they shall immediately be cancel- 
led, and sent to the general trea- 
sury, where credit will be given 
to the military department for the 
amount.

Mr. Dickens addressed the meet- 
ing, and moved the following reso- 
lutions, which were duly seconded. 

1st. That a cenotaph be erected 
at the public expense on Prince of 
Wales’s island, to testify to future 
ages, that the British inhabitants of 
Prince of Wales’s island, had the 
sense to feel, and virtue to venerate, 
the public merits and private worth 
of the late Char t es, marquis Corn- 
wallis, who lived and died in the 
service of his country. 

2d. That a voluntary subcription 
be opened, and the subscription 
paper left at the office of the se- 
cretary to government, for the pur- 
pose of raising funds for the ceno- 
taph to be erected, and that the 
subscription be open to all the in- 
habitants of Prince of Wales’s 
island, as well as all subjects of 
Uie united kingdom. 

3d. That these resolutions be 
submitted to government by the 
chairman, with a respectful request, 
that permission be given to erect 
the proposed monument on Prince 
of Wales’* island. 

4th. That the honourable the 
governor and council be requested 
to become honorary members of 
a committee in India, for the pur* 


pose of carrying the preceding re- 
solution into effect. 

5th. That his excellency lear- 
admiral sir Thomas Troubridge, 
bart. be also requested to become 
an honorary member of the com- 
mittee m India. 

6th. That a committee beappoint- 
ed in India, and in Europe, for the 
purpose of assisting the chairman 
in carrying the preceding reso- 
lutions into effect. 

The several proposed resolutions 
being successively read, were una- 
nimously agreed to.

be discharged at as early a period 
as the passes would have been dis- 
chaiged. Blank numbers will be 
left on the register of treasury 
notes for the passes which may be 
outstanding at the time ; but 
should such passes not be brought 
in and exchanged ^on or before the 
1st of May next, the holders of 
them shall not be entitled to the 
benefit of the higher rate of in- 
terest, as provided for above. 

5. Theholdeis of the treasury 
notes will be allowed to sub-divide 
thefn at their pleasure, on paying 
the established fees of office. 

6. An advertisement will be is- 
sued from the office of the accoun- 
tant-general every week, notifying 
the treasury notes which will be 
paid off in the following week. 

7- As it would be inconvenient 
to have two different descriptions 
of the government paper in cir- 
culation at the same time, as a me- 
dium of exchange, it is not in- 
tended that ther treasury notes to 
be issued as above provided for, 
shall be received in payment of 
the public treasuries The treasury 
bills will continue to be received 
m all such payments as heretofore, 
as the local currency of Calcutta. 

8. The holders of the treasury 
bills shall also be at liberty to ex- 
change such bills for treasury notes 
to be issued as above-mentioned.

Gentlemen oj the C< (Uge of 
Fott IVilham , 

By that awful di*pens:Mon of 
h evidence which has deprived 
the Bluish nation, and tbe British 
empue in India, ot the public 
services of that great and veneiable 
noblehian w ho lately pi ended in 
thi-» government, the charge of 
superintending the conduct and 
the interests of the college of Fort 
William has devolved upon me, 
and it has become my duty, on the 
present occasion, to address you 
upon those subjects which the 
progress and effects ot this institu- 
tion, since the period of time when 
its illustrious foundet last addies^ed 
you, have suggested to my obser- 
vation. 

On the occasion of the fiist 
public disputation holden in the 
college ot Fort William, (when 
the absence of thevisitoi imposed 
upon me the duly of presiding in 
the assembly of its officers and 
students) I stated my conviction 
that the progiessive opeiation of 
those advantages which had been 
manifested even at that eaily pe- 
riod of the institution, would re- 
alize its intended benefit*, and 
justify the expectations of that 
wisdom which planned, and that 
energy which animated the pio- 
giess of 'this judicious system of 
public education. 

My judgment has been con- 
firmed by the experience of every 
successive yeat, and by the sen- 
timents which, at each successive 
disputation, have been delivered by 

the 
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the illustrious founder of the col- 
lege of Fort William. 

Although the practicable instru- 
ments of every branch of that 
system of literary instruction which 
the institution was intended to 
embrace, have not been attainable 
in this distant quai ter of the Bri- 
tish dominions, those branches of 
projected education which we have 
had the means of prosecuting, 
have been cultivated beyond the 
limits of our most sanguine ex- 
pectations. 

The study of the oriental lan- 
guages has necessarily constituted 
a primary object of the institution. 
The indispensable necessity of ac- 
quiring a correct and practical 
knowledge of one 01 more of the 
oriental languages for the efficient 
discharge of the duties of every 
department of the administration, 
has been sufficiently illustrated on 
former occasions , and the success 
with which that study has been 
prosecuted by the students of the 
college, has been manifested not 
only by the result of the public 
examinations and disputations, but 
by the beneficial application of 
their acquired knowledge to the 
duties of the public service. 

The prescribed studies of the 
college have also produced th»“ im- 
portant collateral advantages of 
extending those habits ot applica- 
tion, and of regular attention to 
business, which are so essentially 
requisite in eveiy public situaiiou; 
and I discharge a satisfactory part 
of my duty in deciding, that as 
far as my information has ex- 
tended, those students of the col- 
lege who have been distinguished 
for their proficiency in its pre- 
scribed studies, and have been 
employed in public situations, have 
maintained the credit* and demon- 
strated the advantages of the in- 


stitution, by the distinguished me- 
rit of their general conduct, and 
by their peculiar ability, industry, 
mul judgment, in the execution 
of the duties committed to their 
charge. 

The momentous occurrences of 
preceding years have furnished 
occasion* for employing the talents 
and exertions of some of the most 
meritorious students of the college, 
in the arduous and important du- 
ties of the diplomatic branch of 
the public service, and it is an 
act of justice equally due to the 
merits of those students, and to 
the credit of the college, prin- 
cipally to ascribe the ability with 
which they have conducted the 
duties of their respective stations, 
to their laudable improvement of 
the ad\ antages of study and edu- 
cation, which this institution is 
exclusively calculated to afford. 

For this single branch of pnbltc 
education, therefore, (the study of 
the oriental languages) experience 
has shewn, that the advantages of 
this institution are commensurate 
with the importance of the most 
essential interests of the British 
empire in India. 

An opinion has, I understand, 
prevailed, that the oriental semi- 
nary established m England, under 
the authority of the honourable 
the court of directors, is calculated 
ultimately to supersede the existing 
institution of the college of Fort 
William. 

1 deem it proper, therefore, to 
take this oppoitunity of stating, 
that the oriental seminary founded 
in England, is not intended to 
.supersede the college of Fort Wil- 
liam j and it is my deliberate opi- 
nion, that the system of oriental 
study, projected in England, will 
tend to support the efficiency ot 
this institution, and to accelerate 

its 
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its operation, by affording to the 
youth who are destined for this 
country, the advantages of an 
earlier proficiency in those branches 
of knowledge, which are consider- 
ed to be peeuh a ilv ad a ,red to the 
nature o t their futme dufes, and 
of an eailiei acquisition ot the 
rudiments of the oriental lan- 
guages. 

The combir ad-operation of these 
institutions will enable the students 
to extend their acquirements in a 
degree unattainable under the li- 
mitted duration of then studies in 
the college of Fort William, without 
the aid of the advantages of previous 
preparation, which the seminary in 
England is intended to affoid 

The establishment of the oriental 
seminary in England, therefore, 
constitutes an additional motive for 
maintaining the efficiency of the 
college of Fort William , and for 
employing every efioit of indi- 
vidual zeal, acmity, and at- 
tention, in promoting the object 
of its institution. 

I am ha^py to fintf, that the 
result of the public examinations 
in the present year, has been 
highly creditable to the character 
of the college, to the zeal and ability 
of the professors, and to the dili- 
gence and merit ot the students 

Fi\e more students, who .have 
obtained degree^ of honour for 
their great proficiency in the ori- 
ental languages, bate been added 
to the public service * 

Mr. Hugh George Christian, Mr. 
William Dorm, Mr. Walter Ewer, 
Mr. Henry Newnham, and Mr. ' 
Edward Parry 

Of these gentlemen, Mr. Chris- 
tian lias merried the pecuh >r dis- 
tinction ot a degree ot honour in 
three languages. Tins distinction 
has not been acquired by any stu- 
dent of the college, since the year 
1803 . 


It will be in the recollection of 
this assembly, that the late illustu- 
ous visitor, Marquis Wellesley, m 
his address delivered on the occa- 
sion of the public disputations, 
which took place in the month of 
September, 1804, lecom mended a 
moie general attention to the vei- 
nacular language of Bengal. I 
observe, with gi eat sati ittion, the 
effort ot this lecommendition in 
the piogie‘>sive impiovemuit of 
several of the student-., who have 
directed their attention to the ac- 
quisition of that useful language, 
m which Mr Hugh George Chris- 
tian, Mr Henry Newnham, and 
Mr Edwaid Parry, have obtained 
degiees of honour. 

The exercises of the present 
year have also been distinguished 
by the successful study of the laws 
and legulations enacted for the 
government of the Biitish teirito- 
nes in India. 

The students who have been 
distinguished by their proficiency 
in this branch of important know- 
ledge, a:e Mr. William Wilberforce 
Bud, Mr. Walter Ewer, and Mr. 
Henry Newnham. 

Adverting to the degree of pro- 
ficiency which those students have 
attained in the acquisition of the 
oriental languages, their successful 
study of the laws and regulations 
affords a distinguished pioof of 
meritorious diligence. 

In concluding my observations 
upon the progressive coui.se of 
study in the college of Fort Wil- 
liam, during the last year, I deem 
it pioper to state, that in the dis- 
tribution of appointments to the 
students now about to engage in 
the public service, strict attention 
will be paid to their respective 
degrees of literary qualification, 
and to the recommendation of the 
council of the college. 


It 
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It must occasionally happen, 
that situations in the public ser- 
vice, which the students who ha\e 
obtained degrees of honour, aie 
deemed qualified to fill, may not 
be vacant at the period of the ir 
quitting the college. In such 
cases, an order will be recorded on 
the proceedings of the government, 
providing for their nomination to 
suitable offices, as vacancies in iy 
occur 

But the pnnciples of a just and 
effluent system of public admini- 
stration, which suggest the expe- 
diency of rewarding distinguished 
merit in the students of the eoht ge, 
by their nomination to luces of 
trust and emolument, equally im- 
pose upon this government the 
duty of mui'kmng its disappro- 
bation of those students, who shall 
violate the statutes of the college, 
or neglect the advantages of study 
and improvement which the insti- 
tution affords. 

I trust, therefore, that a just ap- 
preciation ot the public honour and 
leward which awaits the profici- 
ency of the students in the objects 
of their repective studies, and a 
due sense of the unfavourable con- 
sequences which mib' attend their 
misconduct or neglect, will ani- 
mate the exeitious of the students 
in the acquisition of those blanches 
ot knowledge, which are so ma- 
nifestly requisite for the efficient 
discharge of tne duties of their 
future situations in the service, 
and the means of which are so 
amply afforded by the established 
system of instruction* in the college 
of Fort William 

Satisfied that the most important 
interests of the British government 
in India are connected ^with the 
efficiency of tins institution, I 
shall consider a vigilant observa- 
tion q ( the conduct of the students. 


and of the p.ogtess of their studies, 
a due enfoiccinent of the statutes, 
and an unrenutled attention to 
every departm* nt of tiie college, 
lo constitute a piiuiary obbgation 
of my puolic dmy 

From the expv. i .ence of the past, 
however, I cotert an the mu*L con- 
fident expecta'ion, that the geuetal 
conduct ot the students, the assi- 
duous attention ot the professors, 
and the * dou* ictivit/of all of- 
ficers of the college, wdl continue 
to merit eveiy possible demon- 
stration of public approbation and 
appu.a-o 

In reviewing the literary works 
published under the auspices of the 
college, during the last yeai, I no- 
tice, with sentiments of peculiar 
satisfaction, an elementary analysis 
of the laws and regulations for the 
government of the British territo- 
ries in India. 

The facility which this woik is 
calculated to afford to the study 
of the laws and regulations, and 
the practical advantage which may 
be derived fiom it, in the admim- 
sUation of them, lender it pecu- 
haily valuable, both to the college 
and the public. The design and 
execution of the woik are equally 
creditable to the zeal, industry, 
and ability of its distinguished au- 
thor, Mr John Herbert Haring- 
ton, the second judge of the court 
of Sudder Devvanny and Nizamut 
Avlawluts, and piotessor of the 
laws and legislations of the British 
government in India. 

Mr Hamilton's application of 
the inconsidei able portion of lei- 
suie time, winch the duties of his 
arduous and important public situ- 
ation h ivc alforded, to the accom- 
plishment ot thi-» laborious under-* 
taking, manifests a degree of public 
spun, and individual industry, to 
which, perhaps, no other parallel 

cau 
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£an be found, than in the eminent 
exertions, and scientific labours, of 
his colleague, Mr. Henry Thomas 
Colebrooke, to which the college 
and the public are indebted for 
various impoitant additions to the 
general stock of literary knowledge 
and instruction. 

The assiduous attention of both 
these able and respectable public 
officers* to the interests of this in* 
$titution> both as piofe^sois and 
members of the council of the 
college, reflects the highest ciedit 
Upon their character and talents, 
and establishes their claim to the 
public approbation and applause. 

Other Works of great utility and 
merit have also distinguished the 
literary labours of the past jeat. 

A Hiudustanee dictionary is now 
in the press ; 

A general history of the Hindus } 

A review of the manners and 
customs of the Hindus. 

Fof the two last - mentioned 
works, we are indebted to the 
labour and ability of some of the 
learned natives attached to the 
college. 

It is highly satisfactory to me to 
observe, the native officers of the 
college, imbibing the spmt of li- 
terary industry, and employing 
their talents and acquirements in 
the cultivation and diffusion of li- 
terature and science. 

There are also various other 
useful and ingenious works, which, 
under the patronage of the college, 
have engaged the labours of several 
scientific persons, antecedent to the 
past year, and have either been 
actually published, or are now in 
the press. 

,, I deem it an act of justice to 
the industry and ability of Mr. 
Mathew Lumsden, the first assis- 
tant to the Persian and Arabic pro- 


fessor, to notice, in terms of pecti* 
liar approbation, the grammai of 
the Pei sian language, winch has 
long engaged the labours of that 
gentleman. Ihe acknowledged 
defects of eveiy work of that de- 
scription now extant, have render- 
ed the construction of an acuuate 
grammar of that language pecu- 
liarly desirable. Mr. Lumsden’s 
expensive knowledge of Arabic and 
Persian, has enabled him to dis- 
cover the tiue principles of the 
dialect of Peisia, as it at present 
exists in its condition of intimate 
combination with the language of 
Arabia ; and, with singular judg- 
ment and discernment, Mr Lums- 
den has adapted the construction 
of the Persian language to the 
principles of genet al grammar. 

The completion of this valuable 
work will materially facilitate the 
acquisition of the Persian language, 
will constitute an important addic- 
tion to the existing stock of philo- 
logical knowledge, and will reflect 
distinguished credit on its author, 
and on the institution which has 
encouraged and promoted it. 

I have received, with great satis- 
faction, the mfoimation that, under 
the patronage of the Asiatic society, 
the society of missionaries at the 
Danish settlement of Serampore, 
aided and superintended by the 
ability of Mr. Carey, professor of 
the Shanscnt and Bengalee lan- 
guages, has undertaken the trans- 
lation of some of the most ancient 
and authentic works of literature 
in the former of those languages. 

The greatest advantages may be 
expected to the interests of Eastern 
literature from this co-operation of 
the Asiatic society, with the college 
of Port William, in facilitating the 
acquisition of oriental knowledge 
and science. 


I 
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t notice also with peculiar satis- 
faction, the extensive and valuable 
collection of books, which now 
enriches the hbraiy of the college 
of Fort William. 

The preservation, and augmenta- 
tion, of the collection ot Eastern 
manuscript, afford the only means 
of arresting the progressive de- 
struction of ouental learning. 

Since the dismemberment of the 
Mohammedan empire, those works 
have been dispersed over India, and 
have been exposed to the injuries 
and hazards of time, accident, and 
neglect, it is worthy of the am- 
bition of this great empire, to em- 
ploy every effort of its influence 
in preserving fioni destruction and 
decay, these valuable records of 
^oriental history, science, and re- 
ligion ; and in encouraging indivi- 
duals, who may be in possession 
of scarce and valuable literary 
works, to promote this important 
object, by depositing works of that 
description in the library of the 
college. 

I am happy to learn, that the 
descriptive catalogue of the books 
and manuscupts, which constituted 
the library of Tippoo Saultaun, has 
been completed by the industrious 
labours of captain Charles Stewart, 
second assistant to the Persian pro- 
fessor. 

I understand it is the intention 
of captain Stewart, who has pro- 
ceeded to England, to prii t that 
useful and interesting document 

I cannot close my view of the 
liteiary branch of this institution, 
without adverting to the advantages 
which may be expected to be de- 
rived both in Europe and in Asia, 
fiom this mutual cultivation of 
Asiatic and European learning. 

The numerous wotks which have 
♦been published, under the auspices 


of the college, in the course of the 
last six years, will not only open 
to the learned in Europe, ample 
sources of information on all sub- 
jects of ouental history and sci- 
ence, but will afford to the various 
nations and tribes of India, and 
especially to those which compose 
the body of our Indian subjects, 
a more favourable view, and a 
more just and accurate conception 
ot the British character, principles, 
and laws, than they have hitherto 
been enabled to form , and may be 
expected gradually to diffuse among 
them a spirit of civilization, and 
an improved 'sense of those genuine 
principles ot morality and virtue, 
which are equally calculated to pro- 
mote their happiness, and to contri- 
bute to the stability of the British 
dominion in India. 

On the evening of the day on 
which the disputations were held, 
a dinner was given to the officers 
and students of the college, by the 
honouiable the governor-general, at 
the government house, at which 
were present the judges of the 
Supreme Court, the members of the 
supreme council, and all the prin* 
ci pal civil and military officers at 
the presidency.

It is much to be 
wished that a clear and comprehen- 
sive dissertation on the circulation 
of Hindustan, which absorbs so 
great a part of the precious me- 
tals with the interest and influence 
which the Shroffs have in it, was 
be ore the public ; as it would in- 
dicate the certain means of render- 
ing it independent of any undue 
influence or monopoly. Nor is 
the question, we apprehend, very

When the ambassador bad ad- 
vanced to the edge of the carpet, 
the governor-general, the members 
of the supreme council, the judges 
of the supreme corn*, and the 
commander in chief at Prince of 
Wales's Island, arose. 

r lhe governor-general having 
returned the salutation of the am- 
bassador, introduced him severally 
to the members of the supreme 
council, the judges of the supreme 
court, and the commander in chief 
at Prince of Wales’s Island. The 
governor-general then took the 
hand of the ambassador, and 
seated him on Ins right. 

After a short interval, the letter 
from his Majesty, the King of 
Persia, was brought into the hall 
by Aga Abool Hussun, the am- 
bassador’s son-in-law, on a silver 
tray. 

On its entrance the ambassador, 
and all the company assembled, 
excepting the governoi -general, 
the membeis ol council, the judges 
of the supreme court, and the*com- 
mander in chiefat Pi nice of Wales’s 
island arose. 

When Aga Abool Hussun had 
advanced with the letter to the 
middle of the hall, the ambassador 
proceeded to meet the lettei, and 
taking it from the hands of Aga 
Abool Hussun, approached the 
governor-general. When the am- 
bassador reached the edge of the 
carpet, the governor- general, the 
members of the council, the judges 


of the supreme court, and the com- 
mander in duet at Prince of 
Wales’s Island niose, and the 
govcinoi -general advancing two 

paces, iecei\ed tne letter from 
the ambassador, on which occasion 
a salute ot nineteen guns was 
fired fiom the rampaits ot For 
William. 

The governor-general, the am- 
bassador, and the whole of the 
company then resumed their seats. 
After some conversation, coffee and 
sweetmeats were placed before the 
goveinoi -general, the ambassador, 
the mem be' s of the council, the 
judges of the supreme court, and 
theiest of the company 

The ambassador then took leave 
and was conducted by the same de- 
putations which attended on his 
anival, to the vestibule of the 
government-house, and to the bot- 
tom of the steps, when his excel- 
lency was again saluted with seven- 
teen guns. 

The ambassador returned to his 
house in the governor-general’s 
carnage, accompanied by a detach- 
ment of the body guard, pieceded 
by his attendants in the regular order 
for procession, and received the 
same honors from the troops, which 
vveie paid him on his approach to 
the government-house.

On Saturday evening, the 19 th instant. Sir Codrington Edmund 
Carrington, Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of Judicature in Ceylon, 
embarked on * board the brig Fancy, for Bombay, under the salute of 
his rank. Previous to his departure, a deputation, from the most respec- 
table Dutch inhabitants and' Burghers of Colombo, waited upon him, 
and presented the following address : 

Tq the .HonpiyrahJe^ Sir Codrington Edmund Carrington, Knight, 
Chief Justice on the island of Ceylon. 

Honourable Sir, 

Touched by the unexpected report of your resolution to lay down your 
important .office,, and to returp to your native country, we, the Dutch 
inh^&tajnts of Colombo, cannot let you depart, without expressing 1 he 
heartfelt aotrow we feel op account of your departure. Whatever rea- 
sons we may have to flatter ourselves, that your successor will follow 
your foofst^ps," still we cannot but Repent the loss of a person, who laid 
the foundation to the re-establishment of the administration of justice^on 
this island ; ana who, in all cases, has proved by his acts, that tribunals 
of Justice qre not from n^eii, but of God. The seal, the unshaken 
perseyer^nce, and the precision and strictness with which you have ful* 
filled the numerous and laborious duties of your office, have attached the 
he^rt, and satisfied the expectations, of every well-thinking inhabitant : 
that we speak from the bottom of our hearts, aud that no shadow of 
flattery is intended, or can b£ mixed with what we have said, we intreat 
you to be convinced of : for, although you were to return to this island, 
and to ie-asi|Uipe your present office, yet few, very few of us would 
again enjoy the benefit of your equal and most impartial administration of 
justice, most of us being on the point of leaving this island ; accept, 
therefore, our warmest thanks, as a tribute due to your merits, and as a 
token of our gratitude for the unremitting labour and \»gi lance which 
you have exerted in our behalves : together with our sincere wishes, 
that your voyage homewards may be prosperous, and that God Almighty 
may shower upon you, and your family, the best of his blessings j— and be

It must be almost superfluous pre- 
mise, that the engagement executed by 
the Nawab Saadut Ali Khan, at Benares, 
could never be considered as the proper 
form of a treaty between the sovereign of 
Oude and the company, the ntuodon in 
which we were relatively placed preclu- 
ded all discussions, ana the informliy 
in the toms dictated by necessity 11 
now con£ 5 cd. 

Amongst tpe more material vacations, 
the rehnqutshroent of the condition as- 
signing a tragtof country to the company, 
irfproportkli to any deficiency m the 
pafmgit of the stipulated subsidy, it 
first WV explained. 

This condition was suggested by the 
± A terms 

4b 
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terms of the treaties between the com- 
pan v and the Nawab of Arcot and Rajah 
of Tanjore. On further consideration, 
I /found that the execution of it, if, un- 
fortunately, the assignment should ever 
take place, would be attended with dif- 
ficulties and embarrassments that would 
halt rendered the apparent advantage of 
the stipulation, in great measure, nuga- 
tory; that it wou'd have required not 
only the appointment of civil officers, 
but the assistance of a military force to 
cariy it into effect; and that, although 
it snould ultimately furnish the security 
proposed by it, the assignment would not 
provide for the timely payment of the 
subsidy. The extreme unpopularity at- 
tending the exaction was a further motive 
with me for the relinquishment of it, as 
Weil as the apprehensions which would 
have been generally excited by the publi- 
cation of it. 

The article which has been substituted 
is equally calculated to operate as a check 
upon failure, and as an inducement to 
punctuality; and whilst it is expressed 
m general terras, which remove the ob- 
jections arising from unpopularity or ap- 
prehension, they are no less calculated to 
empower the company to demand that 
security, m the event of failure on the 
parrot the Newab SaadutAli Khan, which 
ttiiy be deemed satisfactory. In fact, 
•hey letWte the nature of the security at 
tbeir option. 

a consideration of the objections 
to the stipulation as it originally stood, 
it occurfdl to me to propose to the 
Nawab, in lieu of it, a mortgage of the 
Doab, m general terms as a security for 
the payment of the whole subsidy ; but 
as it washable to similar, and even greater 
objections, I relinquished it. 

The article, containing the stipulation 
for we reduction of the f» ccs qf Oude 
to a definite number w** transcribed, 
with some variations, from the treaty at 
Allahabad, with the Nawab Suiah ad

for the terms of that which has been sub- 
stituted for the original stipulation in- 
cludes all the establishments, as well mi- 
litary as civil, tnd authorize an interfe- 
rence on the part of the company, if 
it should be necessary, as for as may be 
expedient for the important object of 
securing the due payment of the subsidy. 

The obligation contracted by the nabob 
for the payment of the just debts of hjs 
predecessor is altogether omitted, not 
only as contrary to that principle of non- 
interference in the claims of individuals, 
which this government has invariably 
adopted, but from the consideration, that 
the stipulation would involve us in the 
necessity of inquiring into th^ justice of 
all claims, ana constitute the company, 
in some measure, a guarantee for pro- 
curing the liquidation of them, which 
would be attended with very serious em- 
barrassment 

On this subject I informed the nabob 
that, although the article was withdrawn, 
it was still left to his equity to satisfy 
such claims as he might deem fair and 
just, and that in this class he would, 
upon enquiry, probably find the demands 
of the shroff’s upon the late vizier, and 
if so, that it would be his interest not to 
overlook them. 

I omitted the stipulation for a provision 
in favour of his brethren, as altogether 
improper ; but I have the satisfaction to 
inform the board, that ah attention to 
their situation was amongst the first acts 
of his administration ; that the salaries of 
many were doubled, and that orders were 
issued for the augmentation of ail. 

The preceding explanation has a re- 
ference to the most material alteiations. * 

I now lay before the board the trans- 
lation of the draft of an engagement pro- 
posed to me by the Begum, for the sig- 
nature of the Nawdb Saadut Ali Khan, 
and of one which hr actually executed, 
and to which I affixed my signature. 

Under any other circumstances than 
those in which I was placed in Oudc, I 
should have objected to any concessions 

on the pan of the Nawab in favour of 
tiie Begpm, Whose conduct, notwith- 
standiogL.my exp&sted intention before 

? journey to Unde, to gratify her by 
restoration of her jagniie, certainly 
melted no favour or indulgence. The 
exorbitancy of her requisition is prepos- 
terous, ana arrogant in the highest dc- 

nf.o a*w4 T «« in th#» mntr 
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through Almas, that although the 
Nawab Saadut Ali Khan was well dis- 
posed to show every mark of attention to 
the widow of his father, and the ac- 
knowledged surviving head of the fa- 
mily, I never would recommend to him 
to resign any part of his sovereignty, nor 
allow any participation m it by the 
Begum ; that he was the sovereign of 
Qudc, and as such should he supported 
hy the company, who, as well as the 
Nabob, would, in other respects, be 
disposed to consult the case and dignity of 
the Begum* Upon this principle, 
which I also explained to the ministers, 
the engagement signed by the nabob was 
drawn out by my dictation, and delivered 
to the Begum by the nabob, and from the 
spirit of it he would be authorized to 
withdraw the concessions, if the Begum 
should act an unfriendly part towards 
him. 

The concession amounts to nearly four 
and a half lacs of rupees, but it is, in 
fact, a donation of about two lacs only, 
as the jaghirc assigned for the khord and 
khass nienals is a substitution of an equi- 
valent established allowance in money. 

1 he younger Begum also made very 
considerable claims for an augmentation 
of her allowances, and the Nawab Saadut 
Ah Khan readily agreed to what 1 deemed 
reasonable, but much below her expecta- 
tions. She expressed much disappoint- 
ment and dissatisfaction. 

I have omitted to mention, in its pro- 
per place, the stipulation for the payment 
of a fixed sum of twelve lacs of rupees, 
as a compensation for the charges incur- 
red by the company in establishing the 
rights of the Nabob Saadut All Khan* 
It would be difficult to ascertain the 
actud expense, but the specified sum 
winch was either' paid, or, in the course 
of payment, when I left Lucnow, will 
be more than sufficient to cover, the 
whole. The sums agreed ro be paid by 
the nabob, for improving the fortifica- 
tions of Allahabad aqd Futteghur, were 
assumed upon aa ; equate of colonel 
Kyd, and exceed it. 

In general, with respect to the stipu- 
lations contracted by the Nabpb Saadut 
Ali Khan, I have to observe, that they 
are confoimabie to the propositions in 
my minute of the 171b November last, 
and include the specific objects then 
pointed out. He certainly will find con- 
siderable difficulty in fulfilling his pecu- 
niary engagements with the compan^ 
during the first year, or perhaps longer, 


but 1 have no hesitation in ^setting, 
that, under an improved administration* 
the revenues of nis dominions would 
amply suffice for every expense. 

The draft of the treaty, with a trans- 
lation ol the engagement executed by 
the Nawab at Benares, were delivered to 
him on the 19th January, with the letMjr 
explanatory of the principles on which 
the treaty was drawn out. The altera- 
tions which I have admitted were not 
suggested by the nabob, but the result of 
discussions between myself and the for- 
mer minister. The concluding line only 
of the last article was added at the desire 
of the nabob. 

No answers had been received from 
Shah A Hum to the addresses from the 
nabob vizier and myself, on the subject 
of his accession, but 1 have the satisfac- 
tion to communicate to the board the 
sentiments of the king upon it, as ex- 
pressed in a letter by him to a person who 
acts as his agent at the court of Oude, 
received on the day preceding my depar- 
ture from Lucnow It meet fully coito- 
bates the sentiments of his majesty, as for- 
merly communicated by me to the board 
on the information of Rezaud Dien Mo- 
hammed Khan. 

In elucidation of the principles ol my 
conduct, subsequent to the revolution in 
Oude, I have to observe, that the cir- 
cumstance which appeared to me most 
necessary to be guarded against, was the 
effect of desperation in those who had 
acted an unfriendly part towards the 
company, and might suppose themselves 
objects of resentment arid punishment. 
In this predicament the Begum certainly 
stood, from her conduct previous to my 
approach to Lucnow ; and Almas, as the 
supposed adviser of the Begum, was im- 
plicated with her. I entirely acquit him, 
however, of a suspicion stated in ray 
mmute of the lyh January, and dis- 
patched from Lucnow on the 17th, that 
he was again the secret director of the 
conduct of Vizier Ali, after having pro- 
posed his deposition ; it was adopted on 
information and presumptions which 
were not substantiated. But the consci- 
ousness that they had opposed the title of 
Saadut Ali by a proposition to establish 
Muza Jungly on the Musnud, although 
it could not ,|£ considered as hostile, or 
as offensive to the company, would, in 
their own estimation, be deemed an un- 
pardonable came by the nabob. Hasscin 
Kexa Khan* and Tukait Rai would, in 
some degree, feci the same sentiments. 
i A 2 Sheri 
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Sherf Ali Khan had rendered himself 
still more obnoxious by his ill-directed m- 
fiuet&e over Vizier All Khan, although 
he ibbsequently atoned for it, in some 
measure, by the exertion of his influence 
in preventing any act of desperation on 
h«s part, to which he was advised by some 
pf his confidants. Many others, of in- 
ferior quality, might be named, amongst 
Whom I shall only specify the names of 
’xi&hanzad Khan, Ibrahim Beg, and 
*Bungar Sing 

The power which had deposed Vizier 
All might have been exerted in punish- 
ment, but it would have excited a gene- 
ral alarm and apprehension ; desperation 
might have succeeded, and the country 
ZtiSght have been thrown into confusion. — 
As the power and influence ot the com- 
ply had be en most effectually marked by 
the establishment ot the rightful sove- 
reign on the Musnud ; as forbearance on 
Hiy part could not be imputed to any 
improper motives ; and, as I saw the 
means of effecting a reduction of the 
pointer of Almas, without exposing him 
to public disgrace, I deemed it sufh- 
!<ient to advise the Nabob Saadut Ah 
fUwn to remove the apprehensions of 
ifisentment, on his part, in those who 
might suspect themselves liable to it, 
whit#, at the same time, it appeared ne- 
cessary that some examples should be 
made, lest universal impunity should en- 
courage future turbulence. — Upon the<e 
principles Khanzad Khan was compelled 
to leave the country, and Ibrahim Beg, 
and Bungar Sing, were dismissed fiom 
their employments. 

If any reliance can be placed on the 
assurances and protestations of Almas, 
on his earnest and repeated solicitations 
for my protection, which I promised 
him on condition of fidelity and attach- 
ment ro his sovereign, X have no reason 
to apprehend any attempts, on his part, 
to disturb the administration of the 
Nabob Saadut Ali. But my principal 
alliance on his conduct arses from the 
consideration of his advanced age, his 
consciousness of the superiority of the 
power of the company, and the little 
prospect of advantage from defection, 
contrasted with the risk to his person and 
property which would attend the attempt. 
Hi* age is seventy, and he; still possesses 
the same districts which fie has held fur 
nuyreflfhpn twenty years, with the respec- 
tability and emoluments annexed to the 
tetiun. . — He has an assurance of security 
to retain what he pcsseisCs, and, with 


this assurance, I can see no adequate 
motive to induce him to hazard the loss 
of it. His attachment to the Begum u 
not personal, but his support of her in- 
fluence is connected with tbe preservation 
of his own. 

Almas, upon an indirect suggestion 
from me, engaged to lend the company 
ten lacs of rupees. His acquiescence 
was voluntary, and I have reason to be- 
lieve, that he considered the application 
as a mark of a favourable disposition 
towards him on my part, whilst I consi- 
dered it, in some degree, as a security 
for his good behaviour. Of this sum 
he paid five lacs on the 21st ultimo. 

The ambition and avarice of the 
Begum, stimulated by those connected 
with her, such, for instance, as her 
adopted son, Mirza Tucky, Jowaher 
Ali Khan, and some others, are suffici- 
ently apparent; but they would hardly 
lead her into opposition against a prince 
whose title she has admitted, supported 
bv the power of the company. From 
all the information which I could collect, 
her understanding is veiy limited, and 
thi* consideration may suggest an excuse 
for the arrogance of her pretensions, of 
the absurdity of which she might not be 
aware. Her age approached to seventy, 
and she is infirm 

The Begum and Almas are the only 
persons in Oude who have the power to 
excite any opposition to the reigning 
sovereign, and I have no apprehensions 
that the) will make the attempt — They 
have both repeatedly pronounced Vizier 
Ali, and dll the reputed sons of Asoph 
ud Dowlah spurious; ibey have acknow- 
ledged the right of the .sons of Sujah 
ud Dowlah to the Mu>nud, and, under 
that acknowledgment, the prefcfible 
title of Saadut Ah Khan. To oppose 
his authority would be an act of rebel- 
lion, and a pfoof of determined hosti- 
lity against the company. 

Although I should most seriously 
lament the occurrence ot hostilities m 
Oude, as they jrai only originate, on 
the part of the Begum and Almas, m 
opposition to every principle of right and 
justice, the termination in such an event 
would, I trust, be as speedy and success- 
ful as the cause we espoused would be 
just and honourable. With a j>ropei 
exertion of energy on the part of Saadut 
Ali Khan, his administration will daily 
acquire vigour and stability, but his pet - 
son a l timidity is 100 great and too ap - 
patent. 

The 
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The Nabob Saadut Ali Khan has 
been fully apprized of ali the occurrences 
preceding his establishment on the Mus- 
nud. He knows the connections origi- 
nally formed between the Begum and 
Vizier Ali ; her desertion of him, in 
opposition to her oaths and engagements ; 
ana her proposition for the advancement 
of Mtrza Jungly, and her efforts for the 
promotion of it. He knows also the 
share which Almas had in these trans- 
actions, and it is fully impressed with a 
conviction that no reliance can be placed 
on them, or on any support but that of 
the company. 

The fate Nabob Vizier Ali was en- 
camped within a mile of Mr Cherry’s 
house, m the vicinity of Benares ; when 
I arrived there I viMted him in his en- 
campment, and he returned the visit on 
the next day. 

From a delay on the part of the col- 
lector, the garden of Mudoo Dass, ap- 
propriated for his residence, was not in a 
state of preparation to receive him, but 
he was to remove on the 24th into ano- 
ther place, which had been provided tor 
his temporary habitation by Mr. Cherry. 
In his journey from Lucnow to Benares, 
which occupied fifteen days, he was 
escorted by a small party, consisting of 
two companies of native infantry, and a 
troop of Hmdustanny cavalry. If his 
present habits ©F profusion be not cor- 
rected, the sura allotted for his sub- 
sistence, however liberal, will by no 
means suffice. I recommended to Mr. 
Cherry to endeavour to inculcate in him 
the necessity of an attention to economy, 
and to assist in forming a proper establish- 
ment for him, and with his advice. 
Ezut Ah and Waus All, his two favour- 
ites, accompanied him. 

At some future period I would recom- 
mend his removal from Benares to some 
situation within the provinces of the 
company, and no place appears to me 
more proper than Rajemahal. Under 
the fullest conviction, that not a human 
being ever believed him to have a 
shadow of right to the Musnud, and 
without the most distant apprehension 
that his title to it will ever be revived, 
common prudence dictates the pro- 
priety of a more distant removal from 
a country where, for four months, he 
acted as sovereign, that nothing may be 
left to chance, wjnch prudence can ob- 
viate. At present, in the indulgence of 
youthful dissipations he fiuds every grati- 


fication which he can desire, but we are 
not to forget that he has exhibited marks 
not only of a depraved and vicious cha- 
racter, but of an ambitious and fearless 
disposition, capable of any acts of despe- 
ration. For some months before tfie 
decease of Asoph ud Dowlah, m OCtob 
sequence of repeated and gross misbeha- 
viour, he had been treated with great se- 
verity, had been deprived of many mdul- U 
gences, and had occasionally been placed 
under restrictions. 

Under these considerations, whilst I 
instructed the agent at Benares to treat 
him with all attention and civility, I 
thought it equally expedient to direct his 
attention to nis conduct, and not to allow 
him to leave the province without my 
permission. No propositions, or claims 
of any kind, were ever mentioned by 
me to Vizier Ah ; I never had any dis- 
cussions with him on any business; and 
my interviews with him at his own 
house, after my arrival at Lucnow, were 
only twice repeated. 

The universal language at Lucknow, 
on the accession ot the Nabob Saadut 
All Khan, and as far as I could leara 
throughout Hindustan, has been uni- 
formly stiong in favour ot the right of 
Saadut All. The foreign vakeels pre- 
sent there had expressed their sentiments 
on the subject m the most decided man- 
ner; and we may conclude that they 
will be adopted by tbeirown courts. The 
Nizam, and Azeem ul Omrah, have 
very strongly expressed their sentiments 
in favour of the measure. 

I think it proper to mention, that 
Ambajec, the Mahratta general, on the 
part of Scindiah, readily offered to me 
the assistance of 10,000 horse if I re- 
quired it The offer was probably sug- 
gested by a distant hope of conciliating 
the support of the company, under som$ 
distrust of the continuance of his master** 
favour. On a report that Hinnnut 
Behauder was disposed to enter the 
Vizier’s provinces, he offered, if I 
desired it, to send him to me, to be 
disposed of as 1 might think propeu 
Laccawa Dada, another Mahratta chief- 
tain, of less power, but of the highest 
character and reputation, was equally 
ready to fui rash such assistance as it was 
in his power to bestow. 

I take this opportunity of adding, 
that I ascertained, beyond any doubt» 
that Rajah Jao Lalk had actually formed 
the intention of inducing Zcmaun Shah 
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to approach Oude, and boasted before 
several peop’e that he had aent to him 
propositions to this dfcv.t. 

A variety of a cumstanccs and infor- 
mation'* conturto i in pi ess me- with a belief 
that Zcmauu Shah still retains an inten- 
tion ot prosecuting an expedition into 
Hindustan.

The character of the Nabob Saadut

Para 1. In our ltLcr of the loth 
January last wc expressed to you our 
apprehensions, that in consequence of 
the further mfoima ion which the go- 
ver nor- general had icuivcd, respeenpg 
the birth of Vi/Acr All, U* Would be 
compelled to n -consider tht quistion of 
the succession to tht Musnud of Oudt. 

2 We now avail ourselves of the 
over-land dispatch to acquaint iou, that 
the governor-geneial having obtau td at 
Lucuovthe most satisfactory evidence 
of tht spunousness of Vizier All and 
the other reputed ch.ldrtn of the late 
Nabob, the justice and reputation of the 
company, as well as that political in- 
terests, required that the Nabob Saadut 
All Kh^n, as the rightful successor, 
should be placed on the Mumud. He 
was accordingly seated on the Musnud 
of Oudc, by the governor-general, on 
the 2 1st of January last. 

3. For the d^ tail of the occurrences 
which preceded this important measuie> 
the mears bv which it was happily ac- 
complished without opposition or distur- 
bance, and the arrangements which have 
been made to con f equence of it, we 
must refer you to the letters and 
minutes of the governor-general which 
have been transmuted to you by the 
Britannia. 

4. The governor-general returned to 
Calcutta on the 2d instant ; and it is with 
great satisfaction we acquaint you, that 
to the period of hts departure from 
Lucnow, which took place on the 21st 
ultimo, the most peifect tranquillity 
prevailed in Oude, and that their was 
not the least aopreheusion of its being 
disturbed Wc arc happy also td notice 
the govei nor-general's observation, that 
the conduct of the Nabob Saadut Ali, 
since his accession, has beeu dignified 
and conciliatory ; and, indeed, in all 
respects regulated by the strictest regard 
to propriety. 
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5. A copy of the treaty concluded by 
the governor-general with the Nabob 
Saadut Alt Khan is now forwarded 
to you. 

o. The governor-general’s letters and 
minute*, forwarded by the Britannia, 
will furnish you with the most ample 
explanations on the subject of the treaty. 
We shall here only observe, that'we 
consider it equally consistent with the 
honour and interests' of his excellency; 
and that, in comprising every stipulation 
which appears neces>ary to enable the 
company, without risk or embarrassment 
to then own affairs, to protect hoih 
states from foreign enemies, m a quarter 
where alone they are liable to be assailed 
with any piobability of success, it affords 
a fair prospect for the complete attain- 
ment of the priu ary objects of their 
connection with Oude. 

The subsidy paid by the late Vizier, 
(including the sum of five lacs and a 
half of iupees which he agreed last 
year to contribute towards defraying the ex- 
pense of two regiments of cavalry) amount- 
ed to fifty-six lacs, s j vt nty -seven thousand, 
six hundred and thirty-eight rupees. Of 
this sum, however, one lac of rupees 
was paid to the Nabob Saadut All ; so 
that the actual addition made by the 
treaty to the subsidy is twenty lacs, 
twenty-two thousand, three-hundred and 
sixty- two rupees. This very considerable 
augmentation of our resources, added 
to the twelve Ucs which the Nabob has 
paid agreeably to the treaty, for the ex- 
penses incurred in placing him on the 
Musnud, and ten lacs whi^h the gover- 
nor-general has borrowed from Almas 
Ah Khan, will enable us not only to 
keep up the mve>tment of 1758 to one 
Ciorc and five lacs of current rupees, the 
standard of last year, but also to appro- 
priate the further wm of three lacs of 
sicca rupees towards the increase which 
you have desired to be made in the pro- 
vision of sugar. 

Extract of a political letter from Ben- 
gal, dated 7th March, 1798. 

Para. 14. In our address of the 10th 
January last, we advised you of the 
arrival of the governor-general at Luc- 
now. 

15. We shall not here attempt to 
enter into a detail of the important 
events which occurred after the gover- 
nor-general’s arrival at that capital, 
especially at the whole of the gover- 
tiw-gtneral*s advices to us have been 


forwarded to the secret cotmnittte of 
your honourable court. ‘ 

16. We shall confine, ourselves to 
observing, that from the very, satisfactory 
evidence obtained by the governor-gene- 
ral, of the spuriousness of Vizip AB 
and the other reputed children of the 
late Nabob, the justice and reputation pf 
the company, as well at their poetical 
interests, required that the Nabob &adist 
Ah Khan, as the rightful successor* 
should be placed on the Musnud ;a& 
was accordingly seated on the Musnud of 
Oude, by the governor-general, on the 
2 lit January last. 

17. The complete success which at- 
tended the governor-gtreral’s arrange- 
ments for carrying this important mea- 
sure into execution, without opposition qr 
disturbance, under all the peculiar diffi- 
culties and embarrassments which at- 
tended the accomplishment of it, will, 
no doubt, afford you the highest satis- 
faction. 

18 For the particulars of these ar- 
rangements, the intrigues of the elder 
Begum, and Almas All Khan, to ob- 
tain the suct^ssion for Mirza Jungly,* 
the younger brother of Saadut Ah Khan, 
the reduction of the power of Almas, 
and other important matters connected 
with the Nabob’s succession, we must 
refer you to the papers forwarded to your 
secret committee. 

19 A copy of the treaty concluded 
with the Nabob Saadut All Khan ja 
forwarded to you a number in the 
packet 

2c. On this treaty we think it suffici- 
ent ht re to observe, that it appears to 
us equally consistent wuh the honour

24. It tnay not be improper here to 
BOtke, that the subsidy paid by the late 
Vizier, (including the sum of five Ucs 
and a half of .rupees, which he agreed 
year to contribute towards defraying 
the expense of two regiments of cavalry) 
amounted to fifty-six lacs, seventy-seven 
thousand six hundred ard thirty-ei^ht 
rupees.

(14 a 24 ) Advising the succession 
of haadut Ally Khan to the Musnud of 
Oude; referring to sundry papers con- 
nected wuh that succession, and enclosing 
copy of the treaty concluded with the 
Nabob. 

Para 3. We rely upon your vigi- 
lance for the adoption of such precau- 
tionary mrasuies as may appear necessaiy 
for the defence of the Vizier’s and the 
company’s territories, upon any future 
urn Uigencc of the march of Timur 
Shah into Hindustan. 

(Para. 3,5) In the 61st para, of our 
letter in the political department of 
the 25th July last, vve took occasion to 
notice, in terms of high commendation, 
the zeal manifested by our late govei- 
nor-general for the company’s interest, 
in his determination to proceed a second 
time to Lucnow, though on the eve of 
his departure for Emopc, for the pur- 
pose of adjusting the necessary arrange- 
ments, in consequence of the demise of 
Vizicr Asoph ud Dowlah, Nabob 
of Oude. 

36, Although Vizier Ah succeeded 
to the Musnud with the general concur- 
rence, and his succession was in conse- 
quence acknowledged by your govern- 
ment, yet, as the subsequent objections 
to that succession were, as generally 
conceived, founded on the spuriousness 
of his birth, and the right of succession 
actually claimed by another, m the 
person of Saadut Ah, brother to the 
deceased Nabob, and the eldest surviving 
son of Sujab ud Dowlah, it certainly 
behoved our governor-general to consi- 
der those objections on the one hand, 
and the pretensions of Saadut All on the 
other, with all the attention and impor- 
tance due to a question which involved 
the disposal of a kingdom, the right of 
inheritance to the property of the de- 
ceased Nabob, tjb£ political interest of 
the company, arid the honour, ihe repu- 
tation, and the justice of its govern- 
ment. 

37. After an attentive perusal of the 
several minutes and letters of the tote 
governor-general, which contain a most 
able, elaborate, and impartial detail of 
all the circumstances which led to a de- 
cision by which Victor Ali was deposed, 

and 
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and Saadut All placed upon the Musnud , 
we have not the least hesitation in pro- 
nouncing that, in that decision, the 
just right of inheritance ha> been sup- 
ported, and the honour, the reputation, 
and the justice of the company’s govern- 
ment fully maintained. 

38 The govt rnor-gt neral’s minute of the 
^th March, 1798, contains a vuv satis- 
factory explanation of the variations be- 
tween the terras of the previous engage- 
ment executed by Saadut All at Benares, 
and those of the definitive treaty con- 
cluded at Lucnow. By the latnr, the 
company’s influence over ,tbe V'Ztcr’s 
country appears to be sufficiently pre- 
served, without the insertion of any ar- 
ticle which, m its operation, might lead 
to an interference in the collections on 
the part of the company that might he 
deemed offensive. And we have the 
further satisfaction to find, that, exclu- 
sive of the immediate pas mem of 
twelve lacs of rupees by the Nabob 
Vizier, his annual subsidy is increased 
upwards of twenty Urs of rupees, be- 
sides the acquisition of a fortress in the 
Oude dominions of the greatest conse- 
quence in the scale of general defence, 
with other stipulations, which have a 
tendency to remedy former defects m 
our political connection with that coun- 
try, and to give the company such an 
ascendancy as cannot fail to be produc- 
tive of material benefit to both parties, 
and which, we trust, will lead to the 
establish them of a good system of go- 
vernment in Oude, which hitherto all 
our endeavours tor a series of years have 
been unable to accomplish. 

39. The late governor-general had 
given us reason to expect, that for the 
first year, Of perhaps longer, after Saadut 
All’s accession, his revenues would pio- 
bably fall considerably short of their 
estimated amount, and that he would 
find considerable difficulty in fulfilling 
his pecuniary engagements with the 
company ; and very satisfactorily as- 
signed the ground of that opinion; we 
are therefore not surprised to find, bv the 
last accounts, that an arrear had accumu- 
lated in the payment of the company’s 
tribute to the amount of upwards of 
eighteen lacs of rupees. Lord Morning- 
ton having reprinted, however, tbit 
he believes the Nabob is sincerely dis- 
posed to make every possible effort for 
the liquidation of this arrear, at |$U a# 


for introducing such a system of order 
and economy into the management of 
his finances as will enable hint to be 
more punctual in his future payments, 
wt entertain a well-grounded expecta- 
tion that every cause of complaint upon 
this head will speedily terminate. 

40. The large, useless, and expensive 
military establishment, within the Oude 
dominions, appears to us 10 be one of the 
principle objects of economical reform, 
and we have much satisfaction, in finding 
that the subject has already come under 
\our consideration. 

41. We observed, with much satis- 
faction, the attention given by the late 
governor-general to the influence, power, 
and wealth of Almas Ah Khan, 
derived from the possesion of half the 
dominions of Oude, in the capacity of 
aumil and farmer, in procuring * r om her 
the relinquishment of farms, which ho 
held in the Doab, to the amount of 
forty-nine lacs of rupees, and which 
reduction of his power was effected 
without exposing nun to public dis- 
grace. Indeed, he subsequently evinced 
his good disuosition towards the com- 
pany bv a loan of ten lacs of rupees. 
As, however, Almas All still appears 
to be in possesion of very extensive 
districts, under an assurance of security 
to retain r hem, and although, on ac* 
cournot his age, he is supposed to feci 
no adequate motive 10 induce him to 
hazard the loss of those possessions, 
yet as he and the Begum are considered 
as the only persons who have the power 
to excite any opposition to the reigning 
sovereign, it i> necessary that our resi- 
dent at the Vizier’s court should be 
watchful of thetr ccndutt; though we 
are pleased to obseive, that no apprehen- 
sions are emertained that they will make 
the attempt. 

42. Having taken this genera) view 
of the subject, with a minute attention 
however to all the papers and proceed- 
ings, we are, upon ine whole, decidedly 
of opinion, that the late governor-gene- 
ral, lord Teignjnouth, in a most ardu- 
ous situation, and under circumstances uf 
much delicti y and embarrassment^ ^Con- 
ducted himself with gnfat temper, im- 
partiality, ability, and firmness; ' find 
that he finished a long course of faithful 
services by planning and carrying into 
execution an arraugefaicut, which not, 
only redounds high ly to his owA honour** 

but 
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bat which will also operate to the reci- 
procal advantage of the company and the 
Nabob Vizier. 

43. The affairs of Oude being thus 
settled in a manner which bids fair to be 
permanent ; and it appearing by the sad 
paragraph of your political dispatch of 
the 17th April, ^ 1798, that tne most 
perfect tranquillity continues to prevail 
in the Vizier’s dominions; and as the 
resolutions of the late government of 
the 9th and 30th October, 1797, for the 
augmentation of the army, were de- 
clared to be connected with the pro- 
posed arrangements for that country, 
we direct that you take into your imme- 
diate consideration the propriety of dis- 
banding those new levies, or the neces- 
sity 1 of continuing them. Your deter- 
mination upon this point will of course 
be guided by the actual situation of 
affairs at the time you may receive this 
dispatch, by the apparent views and dis- 
positions of the sevcia! powers of India, 
and by the intelligence which you may 
be m possession of, with respect to the 
intentions and motions of Zemaun Shah.

Treaty between the honourable the 
East India Company and his excel- 
lency the Nawaub Vizier ool Mu- 
maulick Yemeen oo Dowlah Nazim 
ool Moolk Saadut Ali Khan 
Bahadur Mobaurez Jung, for ce- 
ding to the company, m perpetual 
sovereignty, certain portions of 
his excellency’* territorial posses- 
sions, m commutation of the sub- 
sidy now payable to the company 
by the Vizier. 

Whereas by the treaty now subsisting 
between his excellency the Vizier, ana 
the honourable the East India company, 
the company have engaged to defend 
hi* excellency’s dominions against all 
enemies, and, to enable them to fulfil 
that engagement, his excellency is bound, 
by the aforesaid treaty, to pay to the 


comply, in perpetuity, the annual 
subsidy of seventv-six lacs of Lucnow 
sicca rupys ; and is further bound by 
the said treaty to defray the expense of 
any augmentation of force which, m 
addition to the number of troops stipu- 
lated in the treaty, shall be judged neces- 
sary to enable the company to fulfil their 
engagements of defending his excellen- 
cy’s dominions against all enemies : and 
wherein it is advisable that the funds for 
defraying these charges be established on 
a footing which shall admit of no fluctu-

— That the true intent 
anrl meaning of the first, second, third, 
and fourth articles of this treaty may be 
clearly understood, it is hereby declared, 
that .he territorial cession being in lieu 
of the subsidy, and of all < xpenses on 
account of the company’s defensive en- 
gagements with his excellency, no de- 
mand whoever shall be made upon the 
treasury of his excellency, on account of 
expenses which the honourable company 
may incur by assembling forces to repel 
the attack, or menaced attack, of a foreign 
enemy, on account of the detachment 
attached to his excellency’s person; on 
account of troops which may occasionally 
be furnished for suppressing rebellions 
or disorders in his excellency’s territories ; 
on account of any future change of mi- 
litary stations ; or on account of failure 
in the resources of the ceded districts;

Article sixth — The territories ceded 
to the honouiablc company by the first 
article of this treaty shall besubjtct to 
the exclusive management and (ontroul 
of the said company and their officers;

the possession of the territories which 
will remain to his excellency after, the 
territorial cession, together with the ex- 
ercise of his and their authority wiihm 
the said dominions.

Article seventh — The districts ceded 
by the first article of this treaty shall 
be delivered over to the company’s offi- 
cers, from the commencement of the 
fuslee year 1209, corresponding with the 
2 2d or September, A. D- 1801 ; and 
his excellency will continue to pay the 
subsidy and expense of the additional 
troops from his treasury, m the same 
manner as hitherto observed, until the 
company’s officers shall have obtained 
complete possession from his excellency’s 
officers of the countries so ceded. The 
company will not claim any pi)menis 
of subsidy from his excellency’s treasury 
after their officers shall have obtained 
possession of the said districts. 

Article eighth. — The contracting par- 
ties, with a view of establishing such a 
commercial intercourse between their 
respective dominions as shall be mutually 
beneficial to the subjects of both sta f es, 
hereby agree to frame a separate com- 
mercial treaty. In the mean nine it is 
agreed, that the navigation of the 
Ganges, and of all other rivers where 
they may form the mutual boundary of 
the two states, shall be free and uninter- 
rupted; that is to say, that no boats 
passing up and down the Ganges, or 
other rivers, where they form the mu- 
tual boundaries of both states, shall be 
stopped or molested for duties ; nor shall 
any duties be exacted from boats which 
put-to m the possessions of either of the 
contracting parties, without intention t)f 
landing their goods. It sha’l, however, 
be in the power of both governments to 
levy such duties as they may think 
proper, on goods imported into, or cx- 
poited from, their respective dominions, 
not exceeding the present usage. It is 
further stipulated, that no exemption 
from duties on articles purchased in his 
excellency's reserved dominions, for the 
Consumption of the troops situated within 
the ceded territories, shall be claimed 
after they shall have been delivered over 
to the company’s officers. 

Article moth —All the articles of 
former treaties for. establishing and ce- 
menting the union and friendship si^b* 
slicing between the two states are to con 


tinue tn full force ; and all the articles of 
the treaty concluded by the late governor- 
general, Sir John Shore, on the part of 
the honourable the East India company, 
and his excellency the Vizier, in the year 
1798, not annulled by this treaty, are to 
remain in force, and continue binding 
upon both contracting parties. 

Article tenth. — This treaty, consisting 
of ten articles, having been settled ana 
concluded in the city of Lucnow, on 
the loth day of November, tn the year 
of our Lord, 1801, corresponding with 
the second of the month of Rejeb, of 
the year twelve hundred and sixteen 
Hejira ; the honourable Henry Wel- 
lesley, and lieutenant-colonel William 
Scott, have delivered to the said Vizier 
one copy of the same in English arid 
Persian, sealed and signed by them £ 
and his excellency the Vizier has deli- 
vered to the honourable* Henry Wel- 
lesley, and lieutenant-colonel Scott, ano- 
ther copy aho, in Persian and English, 
bearing his nal and signature ; and the 
honourable Hcniy Wellesley, and lieu- 
tenant-colonel William Scotr, engage to 
procure and deliver to his excellency 
the Vizier, witbm the space of thirty 
days, a copy of the same, under the seal 
and signature of his excellency the most 
noble the governor-general, when the 
copy under their seals and signatures shall 
be returned.

Copy of the settlement of the countries 
called the Ceded Provinces, 
for three years, made under the direc- 
tion of the honourable Henry 
Wellesley, whilst lieutenant- 
governor of those provinces. 

To his excellency the most noble the 
Marquis Wellesley, governor-general, 
&c. See. Sec. 

My Lord, 

I have the honour to submit to your 
lordship the accompanying account* 
(No. i f ) stating the assessed revenue, 
the amount of collection!, and the ba- 
lance! 
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lances of the ceded districts for the fuzi- 
ke year, 1209, commencing with the 
25th of September, 1801, and ending 
on the 12th September, 1802. 

2. Jn explanation of the balances due 
from the province of Rohilcund, I beg 
leave to refer your lordship to the 17th 
paragraph of my letter ot the 7th Janu- 
ary, 1802, stating my apprehension of a 
temporary deficiency in the Jumma, at 
which that piovtnce had been ceded, 
with my conviction that this deficiency 
would, in a few years, be amply com- 
pensated by a piogressively increasing 
revenue. 

3. The settlement of the provinces 
had, however, been formed by the col- 
lectors previously to my arrival at Bereillv^ 
at a Jumma fully equal to that at which 
it had been ceded by his excellency the 
Nabob Vizier; and, aUhough I was still 
apprehensive that this settlement had 
been made upon an erroneous calculation 
of the existing assets of the country, and 
that the amount would be with diffi- 
culty realized, I determined not to annul 
the engagements which had been recently 
concluded by the collectors, from an ap- 
prehension that any immediate interfe- 
rence on my part might tend to weaken 
their authority, which, at that critical 
period, it appeared to me so necessary to 
support. 

4. Of the balances !n the district of 
Bereilly, I consider above two lacs to be 
irrecoverable; but the advanced period 
of the season rendered it so extremely 
difficult to obtain any accurate informa- 
tion with respect to the real assets ot the 
country, that I entirely acquit the col- 
lectors of any blame on this account. 

5 The balances which appear in the 
account to be due from the districts of 
Goruckpoor, Azeemghur, & c. form a 
part of the unadjusted accounts of the 
collections made by the Vizier’s aumils 
at the commencement of the year. These 
accounts are now under investigation at 
Bereilly, and the Aumils being men of 
responsibility, there is every prospect of 
the balances being paid when the accounts 
are finally settled. 

6 In the progress of the settlements 
of the Doab for the fuzilee year, 1209, 
1 have frequently had 01 casion to com- 
plain to your lordship of the confusion in 
which the accounts of the Vizier’s 
Aumils were purposely involved, and on 
a reference to the many circumstances of 
embarrassment and difficulty which oc* 


curred to impede the realization of the 
revenues for tne past year, it will appear 
that this object has been effected m a 
great degree very unusual, wfre*e the 
circumstances of the country, and the 
indigent state or the inhabitant? re- 
quired an immediate and erttirc reform 
in the system of government. 

7. The enclosure (No. 2,) exhibits a 
statement of the settlements of the seve- 
ral districts composing the ceded pro- 
vinces for the fuzilee years, 1210, 121 1, 
and 1212. 

8. In most of the districts the village 
settlement has beerf completed upder the 
immediate inspection or the collectors, 
but the assessment of some of the Pur- 
gunnahs has been stated upon the dorols 
or estimates received from the T$eh- 
suldars. 

9. The indisposition and absence of 
the collector of Bereilly having rendered 
it necessary that 1 should personally un- 
dertake ihe superintendence of the settle- 
ments of several Purgannahs in that dis- 
trict, I had an opportunity of remarking 
that those estimates were very generally 
and considerably lower than the real 
assets of the Purgunnahs; and I entertain 
a confident hope, that when sufficient 
time has been given to the collectors to 
examine more particularly into the accu- 
racy of the estimates of those Purgun- 
nahs, of which tne village settlement has 
not been completed, and into the validity 
of the titles of the actual proprietors of 
rent-free lands, a considerable increase 
may be obtained upon the statements now 
submitted, as the land revenue is, how- 
ever, at present collected agreeably to 
these statements, 1 have pieftncd sub- 
mitting them m their actual state to tak- 
ing credit for any eventful increase which 
may be made upon them. 

10. The impoverished and oppressed 
state, however, of most of the Pur- 
gunnahs in the province of Rohilcund, 
and the districts under the collector of 
Goruckpoor, rendered it impossible to 
form a triennial settlement upon an 
equal fixed Jumma, without either con- 
tinuing the oppressive system, the effects 
of which had, under the Vizier^ go- 
vernment, proved so ruinous to th^ttfun- 
try, or relinquishing the just claims of 
government to a proportional share ifefahe 
increased assets to be reasonably ex- 
pected in the course of three yeari*^ 

11. It appeared to me, therefori* that 
the improvement of the country. « 
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well as the interests of the cultivators, 
would best be promoted by vesting dis- 
cretionary power in the collectors sta- 
tioned in Robilcund and Goruckpoor, of 
forming the settlements upon a progres- 
sively increasing Jumma, in ail cases 
where the actual state of the cultivation 
and the means possessed by the cultivators, 
of increasing their assets, might appear 
to render it advisable. This plan has ac- 
cordingly been followed in the settlement 
in the districts of Goruckpoor and As- 
•cem&hur, and very generally throughout 
the province of Rohtlcund. 

12* By the abstract statement now 
submitted" to voar lordship, it appears 
that the actual increases ot the resources 
of theie province^ upon the Jumma ac 
which they were ceded to the company, 
is, upon the average of the triennial set- 
tlement, rupees 45,38,012. 4 it. and 
upon the Jumma ot I2i2fu4iiee, rupees 
53,142,^,0 2. 1. 

13 This last Jumma forms an aug- 
mentation upon the subsidy paid by the 
Nabob Vizier, previously to the 
of rupees, 73,37,724. 10. 4. which, 
after deducting 20 per cent upon the 
gross Jumma for the expenses of the 
judicial and revenue establishments, the 
difference between the Lucnow rupee, 
and the currency in the several districts, 
the Scbundy corps, and the charges of 
collection, leaves a clear net increase of 
revenue of rupees 33,70,179. 11. 6. 

1 p In this statement the net prp^t 
derivable from the monopoly of salt, 
(amounting to eleven lacs of rupees) 
the details of which will b** submitted to 
your lordship in a subsequent part of 
this letter, is not included flic net in- 
ert ase therefore, including the branch 
of revenue, amounts to 46701 79. 11. 6. 

lj* The commercial profits derivable 
from the investments, from which a 
most important addition to the available 
resources of these provinces is to be ex- 
pected, will 1'kcwm* be noticed subse- 
quently in this dispatch. 

16. The ensuing s< ttlement is to be 
formed upon the amount specified in the 
column exhibitirgr tfy Jumma of 1212 
copies of the official documents trans- 
niUfrd to me by the collectors, from 
Which the abstract has been made fiont 
Nos. 3 and 9 of the enclosures 

17. In forming the settlements with 
the zemindars and firmers, the collec- 
tor! fccrc directed to be particularly care- 


ful that the assessment should be mode- 
rate, and should admit of ample provi- 
sion for the benefit of the industrious 
cultivator. The advantages held forth, 
in the next settlement, ^ to those who 
may have improved their lands during 
the first period of three years, will, t 
have no doubt, be attended with the 
proposed effect ; and should no peculiar 
calamity intervene to prevent tne pro- 
gress of the improvement now com- 
menced in the country’, the settlement of 
the land revenue for the second period 
ot three years will not be less than two 
crores of rupees. 

18. From the documents which I have 
been enabled to collect, relative to the 
annual revenue of these provinces during 
the Mogul government, it would ap- 
pear that it amounted to nearly crote* 
of rupees. Under this government the 
resources derivable from the encourage- 
ment of trade and manufactures were 
entirely neglected, and nearly the whole 
revenue was collected from the land. 
Under the imid and equitable system 
of the British government, I have no 
hesitation m stating gw expectation, that 
the land revenue or® these provinces, 
when fully cultivated, will amount to 
two crores and hftv lacs of rupees. 

19 The g*eat increase of revenue ob- 

tained from the cession of Furruckabad, 
affords a satisfactory proof of the pecu- 
niary advantages derived from that mea- 
sure The general tranquillity of the 
countrv, arc! ihc confidence of the inha- 
bitants of that province in the present 
government, may be sifely presumed 
from the quiet and unopposed settlement 
of a district hitherto notorious for a con- 
tumacious resistance to all the measure* 
of its former rules, cither for the pur- 
pose of improving its revenues or iu 
police. 1 he annual pensions granted by 
ihc treaty, amounting to rupees 2,87,304". 
4 9. aie to be deducted from the 

sum 't ited js the annual Jumti a of Fur- 
nickab.id 

20 It is satisfactory to reflect, that the 
transfer of tm p.ovince of Furruckabad 
to the British government lias not been 
less beneficial fo the interests of the 
N ibob than to those of ihe company. 
Fht rnn^eqti* nces of the cession to the 
Nabob havt been the exchange of a pie- 
carions revenue for a fixed income, adc- 
qti in’ to the maintenance of his dignity, 
Uiid to the support of his family and de- 
pendant. 
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pendants, and not liable to any diminu- 
tion. from a failure in the revenues, or 
from any other cause whatever. 

81. Previously to my departure frpra 
the ceded provinces I had an interview 
with the Nabob at Furruckabad, who 
expressed himself highly gratified by the 
arrangement which had taken place, and 
whose respectable appearance, surrounded 
by his family and dependants, formed a 
striking conrrast with the state of degra- 
dation in which he appeared when the 
affans of Furruckabad were administered 
by his uncle, the Nabob Kherrund 
Mund Khan. 

22. In the enclosed statements, the 
amount of the Sayr duties have been 
calculated upon the receipts of the last 
year. The mode of collecting these 
duties, and the numerous establishments 
required for that purpose, have, how- 
ever, been found to be highly vexatious 
and oppressive to the merchants and 
traders, and expensive to government, 
while, from the difficulty of check and 
controul, the actual receipts, on account 
of government, bore a very inconsidera- 
ble proportion to the amount levied 
upon the transit trade of the country. 
I determined, therefore, after a minute 
enquiry into all the circumstances rela- 
ting to the Sayr collections, to abolish 
all transit duties in the ceded provinces, 
and to establish a regular custom-house 
duty, to be levied conformably to the 
accompanying temporary regulation, 
(No. lo) which has been issued, sub- 
ject to your lordship’s approval or alte- 
ration. 

23. The effects of this arrangement arc 
admitted by all the principal merchants 
at Cawnpore and Allababab to be highly 
beneficial to the general com meice of the 
country , and although its operation, as 
effecting the former revenue obtained 
from the Sayr duties, cannot as yet be 
satisfactorily ascertained, 1 am satisfied 
that any immediate diminution in the 
gross collections of this branch of revenue 
will be nearly repaid by a reduction of 
establishments , and will be speedily and 
amply made good by the increased reve- 
nue, which the relief afforded will tend 
to encourage. It appears, indeed, that 
the commerce is already comidnably in- 
c 1 eased ; the collections at »lu* custom- 
house at Cawnpoie, for the last three 
months, having exceeded the estimated 


annual amount of the receipts under the 
Vizier's government. 

24. Under the regulations recently 
introduced, the revenue arising fiomthe 
Abkarec, or duty on the sale of tpiritu* 
ous liquors, will, at least, equal the 
amount for which credit is taken in the 
statement. 

25. In the Enclosure (No. so) your 
lordship will observe, that encouragement 
is held forjh to the importers of cotton 
and other merchandize from the Ma{r- 
ratta country, to convey their property 
through the company's possessions by 
the river Jumma. The complaints of 
the merchants of the exactions, and loss 
to which the trade was exposed m its pro- 
gress across the Doab, and the advan- 
tages to be derived from facilitating its 
conveyance to the lower provinces, as 
stated in mv letter to your lordship of 
the 29th May last, have induced me u> 
direct my attention to the means of open- 
ing the navigation of the Jumma, and I 
have, accordingly, directed the commer- 
cial resident to Etawah, to transport the 
investment he has been charged to pro- 
vide for the honourable company by that 
river. 

26. There is no obstruction in the 
course of the river from its junction with 
the Gangei to Kalpee, and only one 
place between this last station and Eta- 
wah, inhere, in the dry season, the pas- 
sage is rendered, in some degree, diffi- 
cult, by a bmk of lime-stone, which, I 
understand, ma) be removed at an inconsi- 
derable expense. Mv last advices from 
the commercial resident at Etawah men- 
tion his having dispatched six boats dov^n 
the Juauna from Khyratpoor, about 
eight coss above Etawaa, and I am in 
daily expectation of hearing of the ar- 
rival of those boats at Allahabad. 

87. A number of merchants residing 
at Ha trass, Kutchura, and other places 
to the westward, have made proposals to 
the commercial resident to remove from 
the opposite side of the Jumma, and to 
establish the general market for cotton at 
Etawah. — An arrangement of this na- 
ture is likely to be attended with .such 
important advantages, that I have di- 
rected the commercial resident to afford 
every possible encouragement and protec- 
tion to such merchants as may be induced 
to establish themselves within the ceded 
provinces. 


28. The 
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a8. The Tehsuldars on the banks of 
the Jumma have agreed to provide m 
establishment of guard-boa ts» and have 
expressed their readiness to afford every 
assistance to a plan equally calculated to 
promote the security of tne navigation* 
and to diminish the expense of their 
police establishments, by securing their 
respective Tchsuldarees from predatory 
incursions from the opposite banks of the 
river. In order to enable the Collectors 
of Etawah and Allahabad to furnish 
guards for these boats, an augmentation 
ol 130 men has been made to each of 
the Sebundy corps in the Doab. 

29. Independently of the general com- 
mercial advantages to be expected from 
the measure of opening the navigation of 
the Jumma, it may be considered as an 
object of material importance, from the 
eflrct it is likely to produce on the city 
of Allahabad. The situation of this 
city, at the confluence of the rivers 
Ganges and Jumma, seems naturally to 
point it out as the emporium of the 
western and northern trade ; and, as the 
sanctity of the place renders it the resort 
of pilgrims from all quarters of Hindus- 
tan, who are generally provided with 
merchandize for sale or barter, it appears 
to me peculiarly adapted to the purposes 
«f trade. Since the project of opening 
the navigation of the Jumma has been 
generally known, more than six hundred 
waiehoases have been erected at Allaha- 
bad, by merchants from Benares, and 
the reserved dominions of the Vizier; 
and Allahabad has already assumed the 
appearance of a flourishing commercial 
capital. 

30. I now proceed to lay before your 
lordship the arrangements which I nave 
adopted for the purpose of placing the 
exclusive privilege of the purchase and 
sale of salt in the hands of the comj&ny. 

31. This article has, in all countries, 
been considered as a proper subject for 
taxation ; but a well-regulated monopoly, 
conducted ujx>n the principles hereafter- 
mentioned, will operate in a mode more 
beneficial to government, and less inju- 
rious to the consumers, than the imposi- 
tion of a bjCfcVy tax. 

32* The trade in foreign 1 salt, which 
forms the general consumption of the 
ceded provinces, has been hitherto con- 


fined to a few principal dealers, who h*d 
the means df supporting a partial mono* 
poly of the article, and pf regulatipg the 
prices and supplies agreeably to their own 
views and interests. The transfer of 
this monopoly into the hands of govern- 
ment, Although is may, in some degree, 
affect the interests of these dealers, will 
secure a regular and plentiful supply for 
consumption, and a considerable revenue 
to government, without materially en- 
hancing the price to the consumers. 

33. In forming the plan for this mono- 
poly, I thought it necessary to place the 
general superintendence of the supplies 
of sales under the commercial residents; 
and appointed an agent for the purpose 
of purchasing, ,n tne Mahratta country, 
such quantities of foreign salt as mignt 
be necessary for the consumption of 
Oude By a proclamation issued on the 
6th of November, 1802, the further 
importation of salt by individuals has 
been prohibited from the 1st of Decem- 
ber last, and the free sale, or export of 
salt, imported previous to that period, 
has been permitted for four months from 
the date of the proclamation Copies of 
my instructions to the commercial resi- 
dents, and to the agent for the provision 
of foreign salt, form Nos. n and 12 of 
the enclosures which accompany his ad- 
dress. 

34. Having, since that period, had an 
opportunity of communicating with the 
reporter general of external commerce on 
the subject of the monopoly, 1 have 
thought it necessary to intrust him with 
the temporary superintendence of it, as 
well as the new arrangements introduced 
for the customs, and the provision of 
the investments for the present vear. 

35. It appeared to me of material con- 
sequence, that general reports should be 
regularly furnished to government of 
the supplies of salt which may be, froth 
time to time, stored, for the consump- 
tion of these provinces, and the reserved 
dominions of his excellency the Nabob 
Vizier, as well as the effects of the 
monopoly upon the current prices of that 
article throughout the country ; and 
that a due uniformity should be estab- 
lished in the department of the cqs- 
toms, as connected with the geneml com- 
merce. 

36 I 
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30. I trust, therefore, that your lord- 
ship will be of opinion, that Mr. Brown’s 
services and experience in the trade of 
the country could in no manner be more 
usefully employed than by vesting m 
him a temporary superintendence over 
these several departments, which will 
enable him to submit to your lordship, 
in a connected and detailed form, a ge- 
neral view of the commercial resources 
of these countries. Copies of the in- 
structions with which I have furnished 
him for his guidance, of Ins sugges- 
tions m regard to the temporary ar- 
rangement of the sales of salt, and of 
my subsequent orders, form No*. 13, 
14, and l£, of tbt* enclosures 

37 From the best informat ion I have 
been able to obtain, the difference in 
the original price oftheSambhur salt 
in the Marhatta country, and the sel- 
ling price in the ceded provinces, may 
be reckoned at two rupees per maund, 
and that of the inferior sorts at 1/8 a

that a larger revenue might be derived 
from this article without oppression to 
the inhabitants , and that the present 
estimated amount, hardly exceeding an 
annual tax of two anas per head on the 
population of these dominions, even ad- 
mitting that the monopoly were abo- 
lished, and the consumers could pro- 
vide themselves with the article of salt 
at the original cost and charges, cannot 
possibly create any dissatisfaction 
among the inhabitants at large 

89 . It should likewise be recollected 
that the additional source of revenue 
derivable from this measure enabled 
me to abolish the transit duties which 
had operated as a restraint upon trade, 
and had been a constant source of com- 
plaint and dissatisfaction to all persons 
engaged in commercial pursuits, or 
whose concerns might lead them to tra- 
vel se the country 

40 I canuot conclude this part of my 
letter without suggesting to your lord- 
ship the expediency of extending the 
monopoly of salt to the province of Be- 
nares. From the best information I 
have been able to obtain, the effects of 
the duties which have hitherto been 
levied on foreign salt imported into the 
Benares province have been nearly pro- 
hibitory to the trade m that article, 
without at the same time mcreasiug in 
any considerable degree the import of 
Bengal salt ; and as the manufacture 
of salt in the province was also piohi- 
bitcd, the only mode by which the in- 
habitants could have been furnished, 
must have been by supplies clandes- 
tinely introduced fiom Boghailcundand 
Buudailcund 

41 If the monopoly should be ex- 

tended to Benares, all foreign salt pur- 
chased either upon the bordets of that 
province, or the ceded countries, and 
sold on account of government, may be 
allowed to be transported from and to 
either of these countnes, 01 to the na- 
bob viziei’s reserved dominions, free of 
all fmther duty This will naturally 
have thp effect of keeping the price of

cial resident at Bmnlly (No 17,) to 
provide for the current year an invest- 
ment of piece-goods upon the samples, 
to the amount of four lacks of i upees, 
and to prepare, with as little delay as 
possible, an assortment of the cloths 
already provided, for the purpose of 
being forwardtd to the honourable the 
court of directors 

44 The assortment to be forwarded 
to the court of directors is not of a qua- 
lity equal to that which will be fur- 
nished for the investment ; it will, how- 
ever, enable them to asccitain the ad- 
vantages which maybe expected from 
an augmentation of their investments 
in piece-goods fioin the province of Ro- 
hilcund 

45 The statement contained m the 
report on the trade of the ceded dis-

already made of that article, the profit 
likely to accrue from it to government,

Having taken into our considera- 
tion tbe treaty lately concluded be- 
tween tbe governor general and the 
nabob vizier, and ratified by his lord- 
ship on the loth November 1801, we 
have now to signify our approbation of 
the provisions of that treaty. 

We consider tbe stipulations therein 
contained as calculated to improve aud ' 
secure the interests of the vizier, as 
well as those of the company, and to 
provide more effectually hereafter for 
the good government and prosperity of 
Oude, and consequently for the happi- 
ness of its native inhabitants. 

Although the revenue of tbe territory 
ceded, according to its produce when 
in the hauds of the vizier, does not ex- 
ceed the subsidy payable by bis high- 
ness for the number of troops which it 
appeared expedient permanently to sta- 
tion in Oude, together with a reasonable 
charge for the civil administration of 
t)u* same, wc nevertheless do not disap- 
prove of th<* governor general, in consi- 
deration o£tlie ccsMon, having liberated 
hi# highness from all extraordinary 
charges which may hereafter be incur- 
red by the company, in providing for 
the internal as well as the external se- 
curity of Oude , to which charges his 
highness would have been liable under 
the treaty of 1798 •, we are satisfied to 
accept, as compensation for such extra- 
ordinary expcnces, the increased reve- 
nue which may reasonably be expected 
to arise from the superior administra- 
tion of the reded districts under the 
company's management. And we feel 
the more satisfaction in inch an indem- 
nity, as whilst it can alone arise out of 
the Improvement und prosperity of the 
country, it will be unattended by any 
sgn ifiev on the part Of the m&er, under 
Vot. VUJ. 


whose ruiuous and oppressive system of 
collection the produce of these districts 
was likety annually to decline as it has 
hitherto done. 

The company being now bound totbo 
defence aud protection of his highness' 
dominions against all enemies foreign 
or domestic, without further cbaige to 
the vizier, the ample revenue which re- 
mains to his highness entirely applies 
ble to the expences of his civil govern* 
meat, will, we trust, place him beyond 
the reach of pecuniary embarrassment, 
and enable his highness to put his just 
debts in a course of progressive liqui- 
dation. 

We also euteitain a sanguine hope 
that the vizier, relieved from the em- 
barrassment as well as the charge of a 
licentious and worse than nseless army, 
and rescued by the dissolution of the 
greater proportion of that force from 
tbe most abject dependence on bis own 
powerful subjects, at whose disposal 
those mutinous and disaffected troops 
chiefly were, will now, supported and 
defended by a disciplined and orderly 
force, apply himself with energy to the 
internal administration of bis affairs. 
His highness is well aware of the 
wretched condition to which his coun- 
try has been reduced by the inefficiency 
aud vices of its government. He has 
now the means of remedying these de- 
fects, and of providing for bis own ease 
and for the happiness of bid subjects. 
Wc trust his highness will avail himself 
of so favourable an occasion of doing 
himself honour; and we rely with con- 
fidence that oar supreme government 
will at all times afford to his highness 
their utmost countenance and support 
in the prosecution of so laudable a pur- 
pose. 

We cannot couclude without ex- 
pressing our satisfaction that the ces- 
sions in question have been transferred 
and provisionally settled with so little 
delay, and in a manner so satisfactory, 
as already to admit of their being 
brought nnder the general administra- 
tion of the Bengal government The 
special commission at ilie head of which 
Mr. Henry Wellesley was placed ap- 
pears to us to have executed their trust 
with seal, diligence, and ability, and tho 
settlement of the revenue, which they 
have concluded for a period of three 
years, holds out flattering prospects of 
future increase.

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In all case* when blanks are left in 
this dispatch under the head Annual 
Salary, 1 desire you to understand, that 
I have not yet determined the amount 
of the salary to be annexed to the office 
in question 

During the present year all the civil 
officers employed in the ceded districts, 
with the exception of the agent of salt- 
petre, and the secretary to the com- 
mission, receive an extraordinary al- 
lowance proportioned to the actual 
expenses in travelling; in ptocurnig 
the means of their respective accom- 
modation , and in the extent of the do- 
mestic establishment required to main- 
tain their authority 111 the actual state 
of the country 

8 I desne that you will report to 
me your opinion with jegard to the 
amount of the allowance for the current 
year 

In fixing the amount of the salary of 
the lieutenant-govei noi, I have been 
guided by the comminution of pie- 
cludiug the possibility of Mr Hemy 
Wellesley’s ii.cuinug any pecumaiy 
loss by the discharge of his picseut ai- 
duous functions On the other hand I 
have determined, in conformity to Ins 
€> press desire, that he should not de- 
uveany emolument fiom the office of 
lieutenant-governor of the ceded pio- 
vinces, hey ond the amount of that 
which he actually possessed iu the of- 
fice of pi lvate sccietary under the ex- 
press ordeis ot the court of directois; 
I have therefore directed that the lieu- 
tenant -governor shou’d chaige the 
company u ith Ins actual expenses , and 
I have fixed the amount of his salary 
for the piesent year precisely oq the 
same scale with that established by the 
court of directois for the office of pri- 
vate secretary 

10. In fixing the amount of the sala- 
ries of the commissioners and collec- 
tois I have adverted to the importance 
and difficulty of the lespectivc duties, 
and to the claims of the several t expec- 
table gentlemen whom 1 have called 
fiOm considci able stations in the lower 
provinces, or whose merits and rank 
entitled them speedily to expect to at- 
tain such stations 

1 1 The duties of the commissioners 
will be considerably more labonous, 
and of still greater importance, than 
those of the judges of circuit and ap- 
peal in the lower provinces ' Their 
exertions will be immediately required 


to assist the governor-general in coun- 
cil, and the lieutenant-governor, in the 
formation of laws and regulations 
adapted to the state and condition of 
the dominions recently acquired by the 
British government ; and in their ca- 
pacity of a court of circuit and appeal 
they will supei intend the administra- 
tion or those law s over a great extent 
of country, and over a race of people 
unaccustomed to any regular system of 
oidrr or law, and habituated to suffer 
and to commit the utmost excesses of 
violence and oppression. I should 
therefore deem it to be imprudent and 
unjust to establish the commission, or 
court of circuit and appeal at Bareilly, 
on any scale of allowance inferior to 
that of the judges of circuit and appeal 
in the lower provinces. 

12 The duty of the collectors com- 
bines the labour and difficulty of ascer- 
taining the lesomces of a new' country^ 
of settling a system of land revenue in 
all its details, and of collecting that re- 
venue, with the arduous chaige of ad- 
ministering the offices of magistrate 
and judge to a turbulent people r I 
have therefore placed the allowances of 
the collector on the highest scale of 
any office of that description in the 
lower provinces It may hereafter be 
determined whether the collectors of 
the ceded provinces shall receive a por- 
tion of then emoluments by a commis- 
sion on the collections; for the pre- 
sent year it appears to me to be a more 
eligible mode to fix the whole amount 
of their emoluments in the form of a 
salary 

13 The extraordinary allowances for 
the present year, stated in the 7th pa- 
ra of this letter, is intended exclusively 
to apply to such extraordinary ex- 
penses as are really incident to the ac- 
tual state of the countiy, and it is not 
to become in any degree a source of ad- 
ditional emolument. 

14 lam confident that you will ex- 
eit youi utmost endeavours to fix this 
allowance for the present year at si^cli 
an amount as shall be equally compa- 
tible with the necessary rules of ra- 
tional public economy, ard with a just 
and liberal considci at ion of the actual 
expenses of the public servants. 

15 . The register of the court of cir- 
cuit and appeal at Bareilly will bo 
placed on a level with similar offices of 
the lower provinces 

id. As the registers of zillahs in the 
present 
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present year will exercise duties of a 
much more extensive nature than those 
attached to similar offices in the lower 
prov mces, I have accordingly fixed the 
salaries of the registers on a propor- 
tionally higher scale. 

17. ? rhe assistants will receive the 
same salaries as those of similar offices 
in the lower provinces; then extiaoi- 
dinary expenses will be a subject of 
your consideration, and of icfeieiicc to 
the governoi -general in council. 

18 . The peculiar local knowledge 
which Mr. Gramc Mercer possesses of 
the ceded provinces, his accurate ac- 
quaintance with the language of the 
country, and his appimed integrity 
and ability, manifested on a found cri- 


tical occasion at Lucknow, induced me 
to select him for the temporary office 
of sccietary to the commission. This 
office will of course be abolished when 
the settlement of the country shall 
have been completed. The eminent 
services rendered by Mr. Mercei under 
your oidns iu the advantageous settle- 
ment of C01 ah and Etawah, and espe- 
cially of the latter distnct, have affoid- 
ed a most favourable prospect of the 
publi< beucf t likely to be derived fiora 
Mr. Mercci’s appointment 

19. His salary being liberal, and 
being diawn in addition to his medical 
allowances, he will not be entitled to 
the extiaordmary allowance stated in 
the 7th paiagraph ot tins dispatch.

91 . I desire to receive your opinion, 
whether one collector of the customs, 
and one commercial resident, will be 
sufficient for the ceded provinces ; you 
will also point out the stations which 
you would recommend for the resi- 
dence of any such officers; and you 
will signify the period of the season at 
which you would desire that they 
should repair to their respective sta- 
tions.

Para 22 . 1 desire that the pay of the 
troops in the ceded and reserved pro- 
vinces, and also the whole charge of 
the civil establishment of the ceded 
and reserved provinces, including the 
residency at Lucknow, be defrayed 
from the general treasury within the 
provinoas, or from Ota ailtah treasuries 


respectively ; and I authorize you to 
issue orders signed by yon, and by any 
two or more of the commission for tins 
purpose. You will transmit to the vice- 
president in council, or to the goveruor- 
geneial m council, an exact account of 
the charges of the civil establishments, 
and of all disbursements made bv you 
On my arrival at Fort William l pio- 
pose to furnish you with further regu- 
lations lcspceting the establishments, 
and the application of the revenue of 
the reded provinces; in the mean 
while I authorize and direct you to is- 
sue to the civil and military officers 
composing the establishment for the 
government of the ceded provinces, th« 
arrears of their respective salaries, ac- 
cording to the scale stated in my dis- 
patch (B) of this date ; and I further 
authorize you to make such advances 
of money as y 011 may deem ncccssaiy 
on account of the expenses wli ch those 
officers respectively are permitted to 
charge to the company during the pre- 
sent year.

In reply to that part of your lord- 
ship’s Utjtcr of the 17 th February, 

which 
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which relate* to the civil establishment 
which your lordship proposed to fix for 
the present year, with a view to the 
settlement and administration of the 
ceded piovinces, I have now the ho- 
nour of submitting to your lordship my 
opinion with regaid to the extraordi- 
nary allowance which your lordship 
proposes should be granted for the pre- 
sent year to all the civil ofiiceia em- 
ployed iu the ceded provinces, with the 
exception of the agent for saltpetre, 
and the secretary to the commission, 
together with the several reasons on 
which that opinion is founded 

2 . The delay which has occurred in 
addressing your loidship upon this 
subject has been occasioned by my de- 
sire of obtaining the most full and ac- 
curate information with a view of fixing 
the allowances in question. 

3 . 1 shall first submit to your lord- 
ibip my opinion relative to the extra- 
ordinary allowance to the gentlemen in 
the commission 

4 The first article of extraordinary 
‘xpense to which the commissioners 
»ave been subjected is the expense of 
heir journey and removal , and of 
heir families and effects from their 
ormcr places of residence to Bareilly, 
o which expense, 1 have every reason 
o believe, that the usual rate ofallow- 
nce for travelling charges will bear no 
art of proportion ; extra servants for 
uhlic os well as domestic put poses 
>rra another article of additional ex- 
ense, while increased wages have ne- 
tssarily been given to almost every 
ascription of servants, particularly to 
io*e who have been prevailed upon to 
ccomp&ny their masters from the 
>wer provinces. 

5 . Knowing that Bareilly did not 
>ntam any buildings w hich could be 
inverted into dw ailing-houses, the 
►mraissiooers were under the ucces- 
ty of providing themselves with tents, 
id carriage cattle, together with the 
tabhshmeut of servants attached to 
cm; and those gentlemen, as well as 
yself, have been under the necessity 
residing entirely in tents during a 
osidcr able part of the most inclement 
•son of the year. 

6 Erect mg habitations will be ano* 
er article of heavy expense, while 
eir domestic expenses will be consi- 
rably increased, the principal arti- 
* composing them being only to be 
scured fiorn the presidency, oi at 


some of their intermediate stations, at 
an increase of price and risk, and the 
common ncc* varies of life being at 
present much dearer than in the lower 
provinces 

7 lam aware of the probability that 
some of the above-mentioned articles 
of extra expense may be hereafter dis- 
posed of by the persons possessing 
them ; but it may reasonably be ex- 
pected 'at a considerable loss, while in 
the mean time thtyare deprived of the 
use of the money expended on them. 

8 Upon a due consideration of all 
these circumstances, I am of opinion, 
that if it were possible to state with ac- 
curacy the extia charges already lo- 
cum d, and those to which the cora- 
missjoiicrs w ill, in all probability, he 
subjected for the remainder of the pre- 
sent year, it would fully appear that 
the sum of eleven or twelve hundred 
rupees a month, from the date of their 
appointment to the end of the year 
1802, would barely defray them, even 
bringing into the calculation the 
amount that may possibly be realized 
fi om houses and other extra property 
with which the commissioners have 
been obliged to furnish themsi Ives, on 
the oc canon of their present appoint- 
ments 

g. 1 accordingly submit to your lord- 
ship my opinion, that the commission- 
eis should be allowed to draw an ex- 
traordmary allowance of twelve hun- 
dred Sicca rupees per month, from the 
date of their appointment to the end of 
the yc ir 1802. 

10 The reasons which have iudneed 
me to submit the above recommenda- 
tion to your lordship, with regard Is 
the eMraordinary allowance to he 
granted to the commissioners, apply 
equally to that to be made to the col- 
lectors, a due regard being paid to their 
relative situations and to the scale of 
expense respectively consistent there- 
with Upon these grounds I would 
propose that an extra allowance of six 
hundred rupees a month be granted to 
the collectors from the date of their 
appointment to the conclusion of the 
current year. 

l J. Your lordship states in the lyth 
paragiaph of your dispatch of the 27 th 
February, that the assistants are to re- 
ceive the same salaries es those of si- 
milar offices 111 the lower provinces j 
your lordship is likewise pleased to de- 
*sire, that I will report m> opinion with 

respect 
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respect to an additional allowance to 
be made to them, for the purpose of 
reimbursing their extraordinary ex- 
penses 

18 . I ara of opinion that an addi- 
tional allowance of two hundred Sicca 
rupees a month will be sufhcieut to 
meet the travelling charges, and other 
extraordinary expenses, to which the 
assistants have been or may be subject- 
ed in the course of the curient year 

13 The lbth paiagiaph of your 
lordship's letter states the grounds on 
which your loidship had fixed the sala- 
ries of the registeis of zillahs on a pro- 
portionality higher scale than those of 
similar offices in the lower provinces ; 
and it is further stated m the marginal 
notes connected with the first para- 
graph, that m addition to then salaries 
the registers are to draw the same fees 
as those allowed m the lowei piovmcis. 

14 . The emolument alluded to in the 
concluding pait of the preceding para- 
graph arises fiotn the per centagc tec 
paid on the institution of suits in the 
civil courts. As the fee on the institu- 
tion of civil suits has not yet beta in- 
troduced into the civil courts m the 
ceded provinces , and as I conclude u 
is not your lordship's intention to esta- 
blish it until a code of laws and regula- 
tions for the administration of justice 
in these provinces shall have been pie- 
pared and promulgated, it necessanly 
follow's, that until the fee m question 
shall beestab’i-hed, theregisteis ofzil- 
labs in the ceded districts will be de- 
pj ived of a som ce of advantage enjoyed 
by officers in smulai *dat ons in the 
lower provinces I would tluiofoie 
propose tjiat in lieu of such ft e an addi- 
tional allowance of two hundred Sicca 
rupees be made to the registeis from 
the date of their respective appoint- 
ments, to that of the institution fee 
being established m these piovinees, 
exclusive of their allowance for travel- 
ling charges at the preset 1 bed rate 

15 Upon a full consideration of the 
•object of this address, I trust it will 
appear to your lordship, that the pro- 
posed extraordinaiy allowances uie 
equally compatible with the necessary 
rules of rational public economy, and 
with a just and liberal consideration of 
the actual expenses of the public ser- 
vants employed in the ceded provinces.

House of Commons requiring a copy 
of allordeis from the Court of Di-

There is no document of the descrip- 
tion required by the order. 

The following are alt the orders sent 
out during marquis Wellesley’s admi- 
nistration, m which any directions are 
given with refci euro to the employment 
ofpersons not in the service ot the com- 
pany. 

Extract of public letter to Bengal, 
dated nth June, 1900 
Para 17 In om annual appoint- 
ments of vnteis for your piesidenry, 
111 and since 1790, although no precise 
t stahlislunent lot the diffeient office s 
lias been determined on, we have had 
in ^ lew the sevei ai alterations that have 
taken place 111 your establishments m 
general, in the corn se of the last ten 
years, ami the number lictess.uy to 
supply casualties in the service. 

18 We have also had it in contem- 
plation to 1 educe the number of un- 
covciiantecl European monthly writers 
employed m the several offices, but we 
observe the directions we gave on this 
subject, in our letter of the ltith May 
1793, have not been carried into effect, 
as by youi book of establishments, on 
the both Apid, 1798, upwards of one 
hundud of those writers continued to 
lie employed, exclusive of Portuguese, 
at uu expense of 30 , 0001 . per annum 

19 On your public proceedings of the 
Jfith January 1789, you state as an ap- 
parent reason for appointments of this 
kind, the uumeious applications that 
are made to the members of govern- 
ment, and to the secretaiy, by peisons 
not 111 our service, for employment; 
embarrassing us such applications may 
have proved, we cannot admit the pro- 
priety of attending to them, as the con- 
sequences must be prejudicial to our 
service, by eneoui aging the resort to 
and usidcnce m India of persons not 
licenced by us, and of whose characteis 
and connections we are ignorant; al- 
lowing them, thciofoic, to obtain an 
insight into our concerns by giving 
them situation* in the offices under go- 
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•nracnt, we consider highly impo- 

ic. 

20 We are aware, by our separate 
ter of the 2 1st September 1905 , Para 

and 14 , a latitude is apparently 
r cn for employing monthly writers in 
[>ying papers as a measure winch 
glit prove economical, but this niu^t 
considered applicable principally to 
tives.

22. Exclusive of the number of 
tonthly wi iters emplo\ed generally in

24 Although some of the appoint* 
meats in question may have originated 
in the peculiar qualifications of the 
persons appointed foi the offices they 
hold, still this evidently proves the ab- 
solute necessity of training up the ju- 
nior covenanted servants to tne duties 
of the feevei al offices under your govern- 
ment, by stationing them as assistant* 
in those offices at an early period, as 
noticed in our letter of the fith July 
1785 

25 It will naturally occur to yon 
fiom what we have now said that a re- 
duction must he made on every oppor- 
tunity that offers in the number of un- 
co venanted Europeans at present em- 
ployed From motives of humanity, 
and because it might create confusion, 
we do not wnsh you immediately to dis- 
nitsb any of these; but, as vacancies 
h ippen, you w ill not f.u) to suppk the 
tliffri out offices w ith the requisite num- 
ber ot assistants fiom amongst the ro- 
\cuautcd writers annua l ly sent out by 
us, conformably to 0111 former orders; 
and wc prohibit the appointments of un- 
< ovenanted Europeans m any of the 
otnees m future 

20 You will of course be careful 
that the junior part of our set rants, 
w lien appointed assistants 111 the offices, 
disc.fi 11 ge the duties assigned to them 
v ith diligi ucc and punctuality, as it is 
b\ bin h conduct alone they are to hope 
lor pi v ferment to stations of greater 
tn»st ai’d emolument, on the other 
hand, idleness and mgleit are to be 
punished in the mod exemplary man- 
iiei and we duett that you report to 
us any instances that occur amongst the 
juuioi ^CiVantb, of inattention to their 
oliici.il duties, as we shall not fail to

27 As you are now engaged tn a re- 
v lsion of the several establishments, it 
n» possible you mav think it right to 
make some reductions in the number of 
offices , for this reason, and as the fore- 
going paragraphs were, drafted, we have 
received your advices by the Alligator, 
by which we.are informed of some alte- 

lulions made in those establishments; 
we do not mean at pie#ent to give you 

any 
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any positive directions as to the number 
of covenanted servants which we con- 
sider requisite for the various depart- 
ments under jour government, us we 
wish to have a report from you on this 
point, which you will acooidingly fur- 
nish by the earliest opportunity , and 
although the foregoiug observations are 
confined to the civil establishments, 
wherein the greatest number of uucovc- 
nanted Europeans are employed, yet in 
framing jour leport as above directed, 
you will also take into consideration the 
offices in the mai me and military de- 
partments, where several of the same 
description hold appointments, but in 
which we consider it for the advantage v 
of the service that our covenanted ser- 
vants should be employed, particularly 
in the offices uuder the military pay- 
master-general, and military auditor- 
general, and military board.

the requisite qualifications, be ap- 
pointed lieutenant-governor of Prince 
of Wales’ island in the room of Sir 
George Leith.

endmg in September, 1786, which 
aftorded advantages to die company, 
superior, in our judgment of them, to 
those al owed in the treaty of Chunar, 
Voit.

8 Your orders, however, left us 
without a doubt that your intention 
was that the nabob vizier should not, 
after the 1st January, 1805, be at an y 
charge for your troops serving in his 
dominions, excepting for the brigade at 
CAwnpore, and regiment at LUcknow, 
unless the Assistance of the Futtyghur 
detachment, or any part of it, haa been 
requited, or should be required by his 
excellency for his own security, in 
which cai>e the expence thereof was to 
he earned to his account, agreeably to 
the stipulations of the treaty of 1781. 

9 It certainly happened in the course 
of f he last year, that the \izier did 
i> juire, first, the assistance of a part, 
and afterwards that of the whole de- 
tachment, for the protection of his 
frontiers against the Seiks 

10 We are hopeful that, in the reso- 
lutions we have passed for preparing 
the account between the vizier and the 
company, we shall appear to you to 
have been attentive to the spirit of your 
older*, and to the justice due to the 
nabob. 

1 1 On the 28th January, 1785, hit 
exce’lcncy required two regimen's of 
Sepoys from the Futt\gur detachment 
for the protection of his frontier again>t 
tlie StiL\ and the 1st and 2d regiments 
actuily mirched from Futtyghur on 
the Ut behiuary We have therefore 
directed that toe subsidy of 215 000 
Son it rupees per men«tin be charged 
to the n .bob’s debit for each of these 
regiments, from the 1st Fein nary until 
their return into cantonment* on the 6th 
ot June 

12 On the 4th February, 1785, the 
vtoef requir'd the remainder of the 
Futtyghur detachment; and the 15th 
and 18th icgiment* of Sepoys, with a 
company of artiileiy and a tvmollah of 
ca\ airy,* marched out of cantonmenuon 
the 12th of that month. We -have 
therefore directed that the subsidy of 
Son at rupee* 25,000 be charged to the 
nabob’s debit for each ot the three regi- 
ments ot Sepovs, and 20,000 rupees per 
month for the company ot artillery, 
from the 12th February until theilr 
return into cantonments on the 6th of 
June; but a> it does not appear that 
any sum has been fixed as the subsidy 
for a russullah of cavalry, we have 
directed that this should be determined 
by the propouion which its actual 

l U pence 
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pence bears to the subsidy agreed upon 
for a regiment of Sepoys. 

13. Although the nabob vizier on 
the 20th February, 1785, counter- 
manded the march of the detachment 
under the command of colonel sir 
John Cumming, yet he did not think 
proper to protest against its proceed- 
ing after a representation made to him 
by the colonel, of the necessity of its 
remaining on the frontier until the use 
of the river should prevent the return 
of the Seiks We have therefore con- 
sidered the nabob chargeable with the 
subsidy for ihe whole detachment to 
the day on which it returned to Futty* 
ghur ; and as the 18th regiment of 
Sepoys was detached from the corps 
tinder sir John Cumming for the pro- 
tection of the cantonments which are 
actually the vizier’s property, we have 
directed that he should be charged with 
the subsidy for it while it was employed 
upon such service. 

14 Having been induced, from mo- 
tives of apprehension for the safety of 
the vizier’s dominions, to continue a 
part of your army at Futtyghur, and 
two russolahs of cavalry out of the 
company’s provinces, we have deemed 
ourselves entitled to expect that the 
vizier should reimburse the company 
the difference between what has actually 
been paid to these troops, and what 
would have been paid to them, had thev 
been stationed within the company** 
territories ; and as the corps of foreign 
rangers was detached for some time out 
of the company’s provinces, lor no other 
purpose than the security of the vizier’s 
country, the additional expence incurred 
by their march and absence from the 
company’s provinces, is also considered 
as a part of the claim which this govern- 
ment has upon the naboo. 

15. Not deeming that defence suffi- 
cient which the vizier could afford to 
bis frontier, if there was not a greater 
number of your troops stationed in his 
dominions than that stipulate i by the 
treaty of 1781, and being therefore 
induced to keep a considerable part of 
the military estabbshment, allowed by 
your separate geneial letter of the 21st 
of September, 1785, in the dominions 
of the nabob vizier, at a greater ex- 
pence than would be incurred if they 
were stationed within these provinces, 
we are hopeful that we have accom- 
plished the objects which your honour- 
able own must have had in view by 


your orders of the 21st September, 
1785, in as far as the present situation 
of affairs in the upper provinces will 
warrant ; and that the claim upon the 
nabob vizier, which we consider our- 
selves entitled to prefer, though not 
literally provided for by the treaty ot 
1781, and the agreement made between 
the late governor-general and the vizier 
in 1784, will appear so reasonable that 
neither his excellency nor his ministers 
can object complying with it.

Para 86 After perusing all the 
materials upon your consultations on 
the subject of the vizier’s subsidy, which 
weie not before us when our letter of 
the 21st September, 1785, was wntten;

said letter at Fort William, we approve 
ol the manner in which you have agreed 
to carry into execution the orders therein 
contained relative to the mode of set- 
tling accounts with the vizier for the 
ex pence* of the Futtyghur detachment. 

87 The opinion contained in our 
before-mentioned letter, respecting the 
brigade stipulated for m the treaty of 
1781 being fully adequate to the defence 
of the vizier’s dominions, was founded 
on the «entiments of your late governor- 
general, Mr Hastings In the 15th 
para of the letter to which we are now 
replying, that force is unequivocally 
declaied to be not sufficient. But as 
our present governor general, Lord 
Cornwallis, was not a party in any of 
the late debates upon tins subjeo, we 
wUh to know his lor ship’s opinion 
thereon 

88 We have perused the minute of 
sir John Macpherson of the 17th Au- 
gust last upon this subject. If it be a 
fact that the only parts of the vizier’s 
country that have any regular protec- 
tion are tho e within the influence of 
the protection of our troops, and if 
the Cawnpore brigade be really insuffi- 
cient for the protection of the whole, 
it is’ necessary for us to pause a little 
before we repeat our directions for 
withdrawing the detachment stationed 
at Futtyghur. One thing is clear — The 
defence of Oude must be provided for. 
If, therefore, the Cawnpore brigade 
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be not equal to such defence, either the 
vizier s own troops must be reformed 
to as to make them serviceable, or 
another detachment of company’ troops 
must he stationed in the country, the 
a Iditional expence ol which he may 
he enabled to defray by ledncmg his 
own useless troops, and this we recom 
mend to vour most scrums eousulcra- 
tuni, always beaiing in your mind, 
that, from the nature ol our connection 
with the nabob ot Glide, we consider 
the prosperity of that couutry as inse- 
parable I rom the prospenty ot our 
own provm es , and that therefo.e w<? 
can not wish to draw a larger subsidy 
there from than the stete of the count y 
will conveniently alTord. '1 he vast 
ilium ot specie trom that coumrv cf 

I itc years must have had a natural ten- 
ch nev to impoverish it; but we hope 
the pettod is not lar distant when the 
Cdcuita treasury will have no need of 
such extraneous aids; outlie contrary, 
we hope that the greater part ot the 
Oude subsidy wnl be paid to the troop* 
in the country, and thus, by a natural , 
an pioper cir* ulation,find its way again

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interference in the management of the 
revenues, commerce, and internal go- 
vernment of Oude; but, with theentue 
conduct of 411 political business, shall 
undertake its defence against all external 
enemies whatever; and, on the other 
side, that e\ery civil and military ex- 
pence necessarily incurred by the com- 
pany in the country of Oude shall be 
defrayed by the vizier. 

4. I have not yet been able to bring 
this negotiation to a final conclusion; 
but I have every reason to believe that 
Harder Beg is perfectly satisfied, and 
wi.l in general acquiesce, on the part 
of his master, in the plan I have pro- 
posed to him. It is my clear opinion, 
that with such neighbours on the Iron- 
tiers as Scmdia and the Seilcs, a force 
less than two brigades of the picsent 
establishment would be as ineffectual tor 
the protection of Oude as unsafe to be 
ventured at so gteat a distance trom 
Bengal. I hive estimated that, includ- 
ing Saadut Ady’s and the Rolnfla pen- 
sions, which are guaranteed by the 
company, 50 lacks of Oude stccas, re- 
gularly paid, will be sufficient to defray 
our annual civil and military expences 
in that country And, to put an end 
to all further disputes about balances 
of settlement and accounts, I have 
agreed to relinquish all other claims on 
those heads, when the arrears of pen- 
sions, and of the pay of the troops, are 
completely paid up to a certain day, 
which also shall be the date of the com- 
mencement of the annual subsidy. 

Extract of a letter horn earl Corn- 
wallis to the court of directors, 
o dted On the Ganges, 1 6th No- 
vember, 1787.” 

Para. 3 I was received at Allahabad, 
a . i attended to Lucknow by the vizier 
a >d his ministers with every mark of 
friendship and respect; I cannot, how- 
ever, express how much I was con- 
cerned during my shore residence at his 
capital, and my progress through his 
dominions, to be witness of the disor- 
dered state of his finances and govern- 
ment, and of the desolated appearance 
of the countiy. The evils were too 
alarming^ to admit of palliation ; and I 
thougbtu my duty to exhort him in the 
Itoost friendly manner to endeavour to 
apply effectual remedies to them. He 
hegao with urging, as apologies, that 
Whilst be m% not certain ot the extent of 
our demands upon him, be tad J&Q 


interest in being economical in his ex- 
pences; and that while we interfered m 
the internal management of his affairs, 
his own authority, and that of his minis- 
ters, were despised by his own subjects. 
It would have been useless to discuss 
these topics with hun ; but while I re- 
peated my former declarations of our 
hung determined to give no grounds m 
futuie for similar complaints, he gave 
me the strongest assurances of his bung 
resolved to apply himself earnestly to 
the encouragement of agriculture, and 
to endeavour to revive the commerce* of 
Ins oountry; and, uu ordet to enable 
him to be punctual in his pecuniary en- 
gagements with us, and otherwise to 
give ease to his finances, he likewise pro- 
mised not only to disband a large number 
of his own useless rabble of troops, but 
also to letrench a great many of his oilier 
supcifluous articles of cxpcnduuie I 
think 11 proper to say, that my principal 
dependence for the performance of those 
promises rests upon similar assurances 
from the efficient minister, H)der Beg 
Khan, who is undoubtedly the ablest 
man employed by the vizier, and who, 
there is reason to expect, will, from 
considerations of personal interest and 
safety, be at great pains to avoid giving 
just cause of complaint to this govern- 
ment. He knows, in particular, th$t it 
is to him I look for the punctual dis- 
charge of our annual subsidy oi 50 lacks ; 
and though I am sensible that for some 
time to come theie may frequently he 
difficulties, I trust that they will never 
mojc fall considciablv into balance, as I 
am persuaded of their anxiety to avoid it. 

Extract of a political letter from the 
Cnurt of Directors to the govt rnor- 
getieia! in Council, at Bct.gal, dated 
8th April, 1789. 

3 Having aitenuvely perused all the 
minutes, proceedu gs, and letters, re- 
ferred to in these paius. and in your sub- 
sequent advices on the subject of the 
late agreement concluded by loid Corn- 
wallis with the vi/ier, we approve of the 
general arrangement, and of the princi- 
ples on which it was founded. Tnc na- 
ture of our connection with the vizier is 
now accurately defined. The defence of 
Oude is assigned to the British troops 
under a fixed subsidy ; and the internal 
government of the country remains with 
the nabob. Wc observe, however, by 
lord Corn wal lb’s minute of the sotn 
April, 1787, that you do not conceive 
youraelm 
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yourselves precluded from making repre- 
sentations to him on the subject of his 
administration, whenever you shall think 
it necessary, or from proposing such ge- 
neral arrangements as shall appear likely 
to contribute to the piospenty of both 
overnments By this idea we concuve 
is lordship was actuated, wheh, in his 
instructions to the new resident, Mr. 
Ives, he directed him to keep a watchful 
eye on the conduct of the vizier’s minis- 
ter, Hyder Beg Cawn, and to give in- 
formation to his lordship of any steps 
manifestly oppressive to the public, or in- 
jurious to the vizier. We look on this 
precaution to be the more necessary, as, 
from the known character of Assoph ul 
Dowlah, Hyder Beg can be considered 
in no other light than as being at present 
in the complete and absolute possession 
of the government of the country. We 
are aware that under a former system 
Hyder Beg was not only reproached with 
a general neglect in the administration of 
the vizier’s affairs, but it was also sup- 
posed that the country owed its ruined 
state entirely to his mal-admtnistration. 
But under a system defective in almost 
every part of it, and from the abuses 
which arose out of that system, the pre- 
sent unfortunate state of the country 
may, in our opinion, be fairly attributed 
to a combination of causes: among these 
is a chum (which is now very wisely re- 
linquished) of right of pre-emptions, 
and of exemptions from duties in the 
province of Oude, made and exercised 
by contractors employed^! providing the 
investment, and which, in the opinion 
of lord Cornwallis, has essentially con- 
tributed to its ruin. The immense dram 
of specie from that country of late 
years, amounting from February, 1*74, 
to September, 178$, to the enormous* 
sum of two croies and thirty-nine lacs 
of rupees (exclusive of what may have 
been sent down 10 Calcutta t > answer the 
bills drawn for the piymentof the troops, 
and on private account), stand* foremost, 
in our own opinion, among the causes 
that have operated so much to its preju- 
dice. Lora Cornwallis, even previous 
to the late negotiations, could he no 
stranger to the general character of Hy- 
der Beg, or to the very unfortunate opi- 
nion that had been entertained of him ; 
and when his lordship confided iq him, 
in preference to any other, for the com- 
pletion of his arrangements in Oude, 
it must have been for the most substantial

asserted, in direct terms, that he is by 
no means blind to that minister’s cha- 
racter ; making at the same time a decla- 
ration of his absolute certainty of its 
being contrary to our own interest to be- 
come instrumental in displacing him. 
We find also that the resident, m his 
letter of the 7th January, 1788, has re- 
presented the little advantage that would 
accrue from a change of ministers; and 
that the chances are greatly against pitch- 
ing on one possessed of more public 
spirit and disinteiestedncss than Hyder 
Beg Cawu, or who has equal ability, 
application to business, and knowledge 
of the country. After a due conside- 
ration, therefore, of all these official 
documents, we are inclined to hope thu 
the confidence lately reposed in this 
minister will not have been misplaced: 
he may be fairly said to owe h;s power to 
our influence, and must therefore be na- 
turally solicitous to preserve our good 
opinion. We observed, by colonel Har- 
pt r’s letter to lord Cornwallis of the 1 ith 
October, 1787, that Hvder Beg has ex- 
pressed his obligations ; that all h.s 
doubts and suspicions were removed ; and 
that he saw no impediment to the com- 
pletion of the public engagements to the 
company, or the improvement of the 
country and the revenue. With respect 
to his engagements with the company, 
we are happy to learn, by your dispatch of 
the 6 h March, 1788, notwithstanding 
the apprehensions to the contrary, ex- 
pressed in the coriespondence of the re- 
sident, ihat he has discharged the^e \%rth 
sufficient regularity ; and wc* shall be im- 
patient till we hear of the progress that 
has been made towards the prosperity of 
the province We are particularly 
anxious for the conclusion of the com- 
mercial treaty with the nabob of Oude, 
from the hopes entertained by lo r d Corn- 
wallis, that it will tend to recover that 
country from its, present miserable and 
exhausted condition. 

4 With regard to the settlement that 
has been made of the business of Fur- 
ruckabad, the allowance to the prince 
Mtrza Juan Bucht, the reduction of the 
forces under Almas Ally Cawn, the sala- 
ries to the resident, &c at Lucknow, and 
other inferior arrangements, we ne ©4 
onlv observe that they have met With our 
approbation.

Extract of a letter from lord Corn- 
wallis to the court of directors, 
dated $6th August, 1799. 

The accounts of the death of H\dcr 
BegCa%n h ad reached me at Madras ; 
and although it has been a general 
with me to avoid as much as possible 
ail interference in the details of the vi- 
zier’s government, I was glad to find, 
upon my arrival here, that his excellency 
had been persuaded to rhow his respect 
for this government, by making only a 
temporary appointment of mims'c rs to 
conduct his affairs, until he could con- 
sult with me on a proper permanent suc- 
cessor to his late minuter. 

Having long cle irly <een that Hyder 
Be* 's talents for business were much su- 
perior to those of most men of his reli- 
gion in this country (who are in {general 
indolent and dissipated;, and having had 
reason to believe that he was unecrefy de- 
sirous to cement the connection beiween 
bis excellency and the company, bis 
death gave me great concern ; and I re- 
gretted him the more, as I do not know 


any person that I eould have with pro* 
prtety recommended to the vizier to suc- 
ceed him, who is nearly equal to him in 
abilities. 

You are not unacquainted that Hus- 
sein Reza Khan has for many years past 
borne the ippellation of the vizier’s first 
minister without being employed in any 
duty of importance 9 and that Rajah Tic- 
kait Roy has acred tor a considerable pe- 
riod .is a subordinate minister under Hy- 
der Beg in the revenue department. 

His excellency had made a temporary 
nomination of Hussein Rtv * Khan to act 
as the efficient minister, and of Rajah 
Tickait Roy to continue m the manage- 
ment of the revenue dep.utmcnt ; and 
alihuuph Hussein Reza docs not possess 
all tnc qualifications that 1 coulu wish for 
a minister, vet a* I have an exceedingly 
g*H>d opinion both of his pi maples and 
or his disposition to piomote cordiality 
between his inasn r arid the company, 
(and I have gt -'at confidence in the ex- 

{ K*neiice and abduy of the rat.'h 111 the 
ine in which he Was employed) 1 did not 
see that a better chont could be made ; 
and accordingly I signified to the vizier 
my enure approbation of their being 
permanently appointed. 

Lord Cornwallis's instructions to the 
resident at Lucknow, dated 3d Au- 
gust, 1792. 

To Edward Otto Ives, esq. resident 
at the vizier’s court. 

Sir, 

Upon my rcjprn to the presidency, 
I received your several letters, dated 
from the 5m of June to the 18th of 
last month, the former advising me of 
the death of Hyder Beg Knan, and 
those of the subsequent dates repre- 
senting what had passed in consequence 
of that event. 

The advice which you gave to the 
nabob vizier, and the zeal with which 
you urg<d it, to wait my arrival before 
his c xcellency should make any perma- 
nent airangrment for the management of 
his affairs upon the decease of Hyder 
I 3 tg, aie entitled to my fullest appro- 
bation, and I desin that you imII sig- 
nify to the nabob the sense I entertain of 
his ready acquiescence in your proposi- 
tion upon this subject. 

The members of the council are 
agreed with me sn opinion, ihat the 
ai range merit which his excellency has 
proposed, in the continuance of Hussein 
Reza in the office of prime minister, 
and the appointment of Rajah Tickait 
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Roy to the head of the department of 
finance, is perhaps as good a one as 
Could have been adopted in the present 
circumstances, both as they relate to the 
state of his count ry, and the confined 
circle from which his choice was made. 
There can be no doubt, that, considering 
the character of Almas, and the general 
tenor of his conduct, as a subject of the 
vizier’s government, he would have 
been a very improper person to fill the 
station that was neld in it by Hyder Beg ; 
and with respect to Rajah Juggernaut, I 
am not sufficiently mfojmcd either of his 
situation or talents to be at all certain that 
ht would he a fit person to have any 
share in the administration. 

I have, therefore, in the enclosed let* 
ter, which I request you Will deliver to 
the nabob vizier, declared my own opi- 
nion to coincide entirely with that of his 
excellency as to the arrangement he has 
settled , and I desire that you will take a 
proper opportunity of assuring Hussein 
Reza Khan, and Rajah Tickair Roy, 
that as I shall depend on an honourable 
and active discharge on theft- part of the 
duty which they owe to the nabob, so 
they may rely on the fullest support that 
I can consistently give to their measures 
m promoting the nabob’s real and perma- 
nent interests, essentially anti mdispensa- 
bly connected as thev are with the pro- 
sperity of his excellency’s country. 

1 leave it entirely to yourself to de- 
termine whether it will be pioper or not 
to present khellauts from me to Hussein 
Reza Khan, and Rajah Tickait Roy, on 
their confirmation in their present offices; 
desiring only that although such a com- 
pliment should appear to you advisable, 
tt may not be given without his excel- 
lency’s entire concurrence. 

You will receive, inclosed, a letter to 
Hussein Reza. I should have writun to 
Tickait Roy if a point of form did not 
make it proper that l should defer it 
until I have an opportunity of answering 
a letter from himself. 

I have been much concerned to hear of 
the heavy debt owing by the nawaub, 
and no less astonished at the enormity of 
hisexpences, as they are stated in your 
letter of the 8th of June, but upon these 
and other subjects which you laid before 
me 1 shall write to you hereafter.

Para. 30. You will receive, inclosed, 
a translation of a letter addressed by the 
nabob vizier to the governor-general, in 
answer to that written to hup by hi* 
lordship, upon communicating to his 
excellency the satisfaction you nad deri- 
ved from the proof* be had given of hi* 
attachment to the company at the be- 
ginning of the late war. 

31. Wc should have been glad to 
have found ourselves at liberty toaequaint 
you that the coadactof the nabob toward* 
the family of the late minister, Hyder 
Beg Cawn, had corresponded with the 
liberality and attention which he ap- 

aredtoshew towards them soon after 
yder Beg’s death : but the contraprhas 
been too apparent ; and as the advice of 
his minister had lmle effect in discourag- 
ing him from making unjust claims on 
the property, lord Cornwallis has him- 
self written to the nabob upon the sub- 
ject ; and the acting resident has been 
instructed to acquaint his excellency, m 
terms consistent with the delicacy with 
which hib lordship has thought it proper 
to address him, that not only a just sense 
of the long and faithful services of Hyder 
Beg Cawn entitle hts family to his excel- 
lency’* kindness and protection, but consi- 
derations of the discredit which the at- 
tachment of their property, on the death 
of their father, will bring on his excel- 
lency’s character and reputation, should 
l>c an inducement with him to abstain 
from measures so incompatible with the., 
dignity of his government* while pru- 
dence and good policy should dictate to 
him a very different fine of conduct ; so 
that so ungenerous a return for the fide- 
lity of Hyder Beg Cawn may not have 
ill consequences on the good conduct and 
fidelity of others.

On my return from the Deccan, I was 
naturally ’e l to inquire into the success 
of the arrangements which were con- 
certed for the prosperity of his excel- 
lency's government when the late Hvder 
Beg Cawn was in Calcutta, and I was 
extiemely sorry to find that it had not 
been productive of the henefits expect- 
ed from it, though a trial had been given 
to it for five years, with every possible 
support from this government 

Influenced by my sincere desire for his 
prosperity, and feeling great disappoint- 
ment at tne accounts which I have heard 
of the irregularities and great want of 
management in the affairs of his state, I 
have availed myself of Mr Ives’** visit 
to Calcutta, to consult with him on the 
measures which shall have the greatest 
effect in accomplishing an object so de- 
sirable as his excellency’s welfare; and, 
after maturely deliberating on the situa- 
tion of affairs, I have written my sen- 
timents very fully to his excellency on 
every point wherein l conceived the 
sources of the prevailing evils lies and 
the measure* which appear to me likely 
to correct them. — ! refer you to the let- 
ter ; and I desire that you will urge such 
arguments in support of it, as shall 
appear to you most conducive to the 
accomplishment of my wishes in this 
respect, which have his prosperity for 
their object. 1 flatter myself that his 
•ccelfency will be convinced of the

Having in former letters expressed my 
approbation of you, to succeed to, and 
perform" the duties intrusted to Hyder 
Beg C’awn, I request that you will ba t 
assured chat 1 have transferred to you, 
the confidence which 1 formerly placed 
in him , and l trust that you will not 
be influenced by any other thoughts 
than for his excellency’s welfare, in sta- 
ting to him, without reserve, whatever 
appears to you likely to be beneficial 
to his government; your advice on this 
score, shall always meet with my strenu- 
ous support ; and his excel cncy will 
certainly in the end commend your zeal 
and exertions When his excellency 
places hr, confidence in a minister, (and 
I have not a f! oubt that he will depend 
on your endeavours, for by his choice of 
you he must be satisfied in regard to 
your sincerity and attichment) it is the 
duty of th?t minister to represent, 
without reserve or palliation. Whatever 
shall appear to be for his master’s real 
interests , nor shou'd he discontinue this 
conduct until it shall have made the 
necessary impression on his mind. From 
you I expect every necessary exertion m 
such matters, responsible as you are to 
both governments, for restoring the 
country to a flourishing state without 
which his excellency’s affairs must go to 
ruin

Written, 29th Jati. 1793. 

On my return from the Deccan, lwai 
naturally led to inquire into the success 
of the arrangements which were con- 
certed for the prosperity of his excel- 
lency’s government, when the late Hyder 
Beg Cawn was in Calcutta, and 1 wasjex- 
tremely sorry to find that it hadjiot been 
productive of the benefits expected from 
it, though a trial had been given to it 
for five years, with every possible sup- 
port from this government 

Influenced by my sincere desire for his 
prosperity, and feeling great disappoint- 
ment at tne accounts which I have heard 
of the irregularities and great want of 
management in the affairs of his state, I 
have availed myself of Mr. Ives’s visit 
to Calcutta, to consult with him on the 
measures which shall have the greatest 

effect 
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effect in accomplishing an object, so de- 
sirable as his excellency's welfare ; and 
after maturely deliberating on the situa- 
tion of affairs, as I am anxious to apply 
the most effectual and expeditious reme- 
dies, to correct the prevailing eviU and 
irregularities in his government, in the 
prosperity of which the company’s inte- 
rests are so materially blended ; should 
it be advisable, and his excellency be of 
opinion,that it willbeof use tohisgovern- 
ment that you should come to Calcutta, 
in the same manner as Hyder Beg Cawn 
came here, to converse with me person- 
ally on matters relating to our mutual 
interest, I shall be happy in the oppor- 
tunity to deliberate and advise with you 
on such points*; and I request that you 
will immediately undertake the journey ; 
and that you will consider this letter as 
containing my approbation ot jour 
visit, without waiting tor any othir* 

It is necessary, however, in the event 
of your coming to Calcutta, that you 
regulate the administration of \our 
duty during your absence in such a 
manner as shall be the le i>t prejudicial 
to his excellency a interc ts, and that 
you adopt meas ires for the prosecution 
of your journey without delay. 

To the Vizier 

Written 29th January, 1793. 

On my first arrival from Europe I 
understood that the distressed state of 
your excellency’s finances prevented the 
estab ishment of a fixed system of 
government, such as would increase the 
cultivation of your country, give ease 
to the ryots, restore commerce, and 
discourage oppressions, which arc so 
injurious to your revenues. Tn conse- 
quence, from the period of my taking 
charge of the government of the com- 
pany’s affairs, I have on my part used 
my utmost endeavours to ease your 
excellency’s finances , and I did, after 
consulting and advising with the late 
Hyder Beg Khan, fix the subsidy for the 
support of the company’s troops sta- 
tioned for the defence of your domi- 
nions, the stipend of the nawaub; 
Saadut A ly Khan, the pensions of the 
Rohillahs, and the expences of the 
residency at Lucknow, at fifty lacks of 
rupees per annum The arguments 
which I used, and the motives for the 
measure, were fully contained in the 
letter which I had tne honour to address 
to your excellency by Hyder Beg Cawn 
when he took leave of me. In order 
•till further to relieve your finances, I 


relinquished the exemption from duties 
winch had been heretofore enjoyed both 
on account of the goods of the com- 
pany, and those ol all Europeans resid- 
ing or trading und r the company’s pro- 
tection. 1 put a stop also to sundiy 
practices in the camp bazars belonging 
to the company’s troops rationed in 
your dominions, which had tended to 
the prejudice of your revenues; and 
I prohihi id the resident at Lucknow, 
and all other dependants of the com- 
pany, from intei fering in any manner 
whatever in the internal affans of your 
government, in order that your minis- 
ters might exercise, uudistuibed oy any 
foreign influence, that authority with 
which they are trusted by yourexcel- 
lency in the administration of your 
revenues and finances , nay, influenced 
by the same desire for the prosperity 
or jour government as for the success 
ot the company's affairs, 1 suggested a 
commerual treaty to you, which was 
executed for our mutual benefit, where- 
by the payment of duties was stipu- 
lated in a manner most conducive to 
the security and dispatch of the com- 
merce carried on between the subjects 
of both governments; and as the 
detail of all these arrangements had 
been fully discussed with Hyder Beg 
Cawn, who was the confidential minis- 
ter ot your excellency, intrusted with 
the administration ot your affairs, and 
enjoying the free and undivided autho- 
rity of his office, I was sanguine enough 
to hope that all the benefits whuh were 
expected from an arrangement, con- 
certed with the assistance of your 
excellency’s minister, and framed on the 
part of the company in the most sin- 
cere wish for your prosperity, would 
have been realized. On my return, 
however, from the war in the Deccan, 
I had the mortification to find that after 
a period of five years, the evfli which 
prevailed at the beginning of that time 
had increased; that your finances had 
fallen into a worse state by an enormous 
accumulated debt , that the same 
oppressions continue to be exercised by 
rapacious and overgrown aumils to- 
wards the ryots; and that not only the 
subjects and merchants of your own 
dominions, but those residing under the 
company's protection, suffered many 
exactions contrary to the commercial 
treaty, from the custom-house officers, 
and from zemindars, aumils, &c. 
Considering the close connection 
between 
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between the two states, which has for 
many years produced a mutual protec- 
tion and assistance towards each other, 

1 am naturally led to reflect seriously on 
the situation of your government «md 
to tvan ruyself ot the privilege given 
to me hy our tong and intimate friend- 
ship ro open my mind to you 

It is not now te any undue inter- 
ference, or to unjust demands on the 
pari of the company, nor to the want 
of every assistance from them, either 
peiaondlly from me, orfiom the troops 
stationed in your territories, that these 
evils are to lie attributed ; neither do I 
conceive that they owe their rise to 
to any defect in the ar angements made 
while the late liyder Beg Cawn was m 
Calcutta. ■' l’heir souces are to be found 
in the internal management of your 
excellency’s government, and while 1 
have no proposition to suggest to you 
varying in any respect fiom the con- 
ditions in forte between the company 
and you, ('nor am I actuated hy any 
desire 4) inter fere ill your internal af- 
fairs,) l trust that I shall he considered 
as pursuing the part of a friend only in 
giving my advue on such points as, re- 
lating to vour internal government, do 
not come nninedntely within the scope 
ot any privilege authorized by existing 
engagements z\s m a state, the evils 
that are p at tistd by the lower class of 
men are to be attributed to the example 
held out to them by their superiors, and 
to their connivance, or to their weak 
government, so am I obliged to repre- 
sent, that all the oppressions and extor- 
tions committed by the aunuls on the 
peasantry, take their source in the con- 
nivance and irregularities of the admi- 
nistration a< Lucknow ; for your minis- 
ters, compelled by your excellency to 
provide for the unbounded and profuse 
sums peremptorily demanded of them 
for your own expences, are under the 
necessity of complying with ihc exor- 
bitant demands ot the bankers, from 
whom, at the moment, they must bor- 
row the money at a most usurious inte- 
rest ; and thus, from the profusion of 
vour own disbursements, from the exor- 
bitant interest paid to the bankers, (and 
the ultimate resourced the ministers to 
auswer these accumulating demands, 
being the revenues of your dominions,) 
spring oppressions, and exactions, that 
fall front your own household, through 
your ministers, through the bankets, 
the aumils, and under-farmers, to the 


ryots, without a possibility of redress ; 
nor clo your own ministers find the re- 
sources from your revenues sufficient; 
for an enoimous debt has accumulated ; 
and though the < ompany’s subsidy is at 
present paid up with regu arity, yet I 
cannot risk my reputation, nen neglect 
my duty, by remaining a silent spectator 
of evils which will in the end, and per- 
haps that end is not very remote, render 
abortive even your excellency's tamest 
desire that the subsidy shou.d be punc- 
tually paid, 'thus 1 recommend econo- 
my in your own household disburse- 
ments, as the first measure from whence 
all other corrections are to take place. 

I do not neglect the dignity of your 
station, nor am I actuated by views for 
the company s subsidy only. Your 
dignity does not flow from a splendid 
retinue, and unnecessary establishment 
of household servant.-, e ephants, sump- 
tuous ceremonies on marriages in your 
family, and other circumstances of 
similar nature, 1 ut ftom a just and wise 
administration of your government and 
finances. In order that the adminis- 
tration of your government -may be 
conducted with energy and wisdom, it 
is expedient that certain officers should 
be nominated to conduct the detail of 
it These officers . re now Hussein 
Reza Khan and Rajah Tickait Roy. 
To them belong every executive mea- 
sure, while your excellency, as the 
ruler, should pursue a conduct founded 
in wisdom and p udence These minis- 
ters, invested with full powers by you, 
are responsible tor the good order and 
management ot you- government; but, 
as a., act of justice, they should be enti- 
tled to your firm support and confi- 
dence ; and while, by their stations* they 
are enabled to see prevailing evils, and 
to suggest remedies for them, it behoves 
your excellency to give car to their ad- 
vice, and to listen to their recom- 
mendations. The present ministers are 
your own shoice, and, convinced of 
the necessity that they should be sup- 
ported in the execution of their duty, 
I have, and ever will give them tb t 
countenance which he connection lie- 
tween our governme ts enables me to 
do I feel tins to he a duty incumbent 
on me for the < redit of the company, 
as well as your reputation ; since the 
connection Detween us, the employment 
of the company’s troops in your domi- 
nions, and the effect reciprocally felt of 
a good or bad government in our respec- 
tive 
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tive territories, equally affect both in 
the eyes of all Hindustan I have there- 
fore further to recommend to your 
excellency, to attend to the representa- 
tions which Hussein Reza Khan, and 
Rajah Tickait Roy, (of whose zeal and 
attachment you can have no doubt) may 
at all times make to you with a view of 
introducing economy into your house- 
hold disbursements, for liquidating the 
debts due from your government, and 
for the abolition of oppression and irre- 
gularities in the management of your 
revenues. 

That system which exists between us to 
the support of your dignity, and to the 
maintenance of the connection between 
the two stares, while it leaves you the 
ruler of your country, has debarred me 
from the means of bringing forward spe- 
cific instances of oppressions committed in 
the internal part ot the country ; but the 
irregularities and unjust exactions com- 
mitted in the department of the customs, 
which I understand is mtiusted to the 
charge of Tchscen Ally Khan, are re- 
ported to me by virtue of the commer- 
cial treaty concluded between us These 
I am compelled to listen to ; and they are 
so numerous, and of so serious a nature, 
that I trust your excellency will direct an 
investigation to be made into the charges 
produced against Tehseen Ally Khan, 
and, on conviction of his guilt, that you 
will remove him from this office. For 
this purpose I have desired Mr Ives to 
represent to you the repeated acts which 
ate said to have been committed by Teh- 
seen Ally Khan, and his subordinate offi- 
cers, contrary to the spirit and stipula- 
tions of the commercial treaty. This is 
one branch of the internal management 
of your affairs which comes to my know- 
ledge from the inevitable effect of its con- 
nection with the company’s interest ; and 
Lreqaest that your excellency will con- 
sider this department of tne customs 
equally under the controul of your mi- 
nisters as the rest of your revenues and 
affairs, for the good management of 
which they are equally responsible; and 
that you will support them in correcting 
the evils existing, by nominating another 
person to the charge of it in tne event 
of the removal of Tehseen Ally Khan at 
their recommendation, so that he may 
consider his station to be owing to their, 
influence in your councils, and obey their 
orders accordingly. The responsibility 
which lies in Hussein Reza Khan, and 
Rajah Tsckait Roy, involve# the external 


as well as the internal administration of 
your affairs ; nor is there a power in Hin- 
dustan that does not watch not only your 
choice of ministers, but even the weight 
and influence which they may enjoy in 
your government: for instance, the 
death of Hydcr Beg Cawn, and the no- 
mination of the present persons, were 
events that every paper of intelligence, 
even to the Deccan, made mention of, 
with comments on the wisdom and pru- 
dence of your present choice. From 
this you will judge how necessary it is 
that the powers in India should know 
that the ministers of your choice are the 
efficient ministers of your government, 
and that their influence at your court is 
not destroyed or diminished by the inter- 
ference m persons under no responsibi- 
lity in affairs regarding the connection of 
your excellency’s government with fo- 
reign powers. Those powers have long 
been convinced of the intimacy subsisting 
between us, and know how far that inti- 
macy implicates both, in measures of 
cither. In consequence of this convic- 
tion, I think it necessary also to request, 
that your excellency will intrust all con- 
cerns with foreign courts, such as the 
reception of vakeels and others at your 
court, the nomination of those deputed 
to other states, even the department of 
intelligence, which it is highly incum- 
bent on your excellency to see well ma- 
naged, to the conduct of your ministers. 

I am informed that Rajah Jow Laul, 
not sufficiently under the authority of the 
ministers, has charge of the department 
for, secret intelligence; this also I advise 
your excellency to alter, by placing this 
department, whether continued in charge 
of Jow Laul, or by the nomination of 
any other person, under the immediate 
responsibility of your ministers. Your 
excellency must dc aware that such is 
our close connection, that every chief m 
India must consider the two states as 
forming one power; and you have so 
uniformly adhered to that connection, 
that hitherto no political transaction has 
been concerted hut with the advice of 
each other; and as the company have 
expressed their approbation of the choice 
which you have made of Hussein Reza 
Khan, and Rajah Tickait Roy, I shall 
naturally consider the political measure# 
of your government to be dependent on 
them as well as the domestic ; but I can 
place no dependence on their sentiment# 
unless 1 am assured that they enjoy your 
undivided confidence. I have been in- 

duc#d 
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duced to enter into this detail from the 
conviction of the necessity for it» as* well 
with respect to your excellency’s govern, 
ment as to the connection between the 
two states ; and shall conclude with re- 
questing that your excellency will not 
consider that I have deviated in any re- 
spect from the plan arranged by the late 
Hyder Beg Cawn, which is and will ever 
remain in full force, I have offered my 
advice as a friend , and flatter myself that 
you set that value on the company’s 
friendship that will induce you to lister) 
to their counsefs in a manner that may 
render unnecessary any other measures on 
the part of the company for their own 
security and defence. I have conversed 
fully with Mr Ives on every topic con- 
tained in this letter, and I have desired 
him, on his return to your presence, to 
communicate fully and freely upon every 
article, as occasion may require. I 
flatter m>selt that your excellency will 
listen to his arguments with artention, 
and I hope that you will look on all he 
may say as coming directly from me, who 
am your zealous and warm friend*

Such parts of the political letter from the 
governor-general in council at Ben- 
gal, to the court of directors, dated 
15th May, 1794, as relate to the 
affairs of Oude; together with Sir 
John Shore’s instructions to the resi- 
dent, dated ist May, 1794, and the 
letter from Lord Cornwallis to the 
vizier therein referred to. 

Extract of a political letter from the 
governor-general in council, at Ben- 
gal, to tnc court of directors; dated 
15th May, 1794. 

Para. 27. It has long been our anxious 
wish, no less than that of marquis Corn- 
wallis, to prevail upon the nabob vizier 
to arrange the internal administration of 
his country, and establish it upon prin- 
ciples calculated to promote the happi- 
ness of his subjects, as well as the per- 
manency of his own authority; and 
with a view to obtain such an arrange- 
ment, the governor-general addressed the 
resident on the 1st instant in the terms of 
the accompanying copy of his letter of 
that date, desiring he would take an 
early opportunity of ascertaining from 
the ministers, whether any, ana wlwt 
measures have been adopted tn conse- 
quence of the admonitions and recom- 
mendation of marquis Cornwallis; whose 
letter, addressed front Madras to the 
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vizier, was delivered to his ministers in 
Calcutta, with the most serious recom- 
mendation to them to use their utmost 
exeittons in giving effect to the advice 
contained in it ; with an assurance that 
they should never want the support de- 
rived from the countenance and encou- 
ragement of this government in carrying 
into execution the necessary arrangements 
for promoting the prosperity of the vi- 
zier’s dominions. 

The resident has now been desired to 
express our anxiety for the speedy com- 
mencement of such an arrangement, but 
to recommend it in the first instance to 
the ministers ; as we are sensible that any 
plan of reform mutt originate with them, 
and cannot be executed without their 
assistance. At the same time he has been 
desired to communicate his opinion how 
far the ministers are disposed to act up to 
the suggestion of marquis Cornwallis, 
and possess abilities aod influence for the 
execution of them. 

28 He has also been reminded, that 
the terms of our connection with the 
vizier ;>rccludc a direct interference in 
the internal arrangement of his adminis- 
tration ; and desired, by means of a 
friendly and confidential intercourse with 
the nabob and his ministers, to endea- 
vour to establish such a personal influence 
as may give weight to our suggestions. 


Sir John Shore’s instructions to the re- 
sident at Lucknow, dated 1st May, 
179 ^ ' 

To Ceorge F. Cherry, esq. resident 
at Lucknow. 


Sir, 

It has long been my anxious wish, no 
less than that of ray predecessor, the mar- 
quis Cornwallis, to prevail upon the na- 
bob vizier to arrange the internal admi- 
nistration of his country, and establish it 
upon principles calculated to promote 
the happiness of his subjects, and tbeper- 
manency of bis own authority. 

I cannot, therefore, observe without 
regret , that his excellency does not appear 
to have adopted any measures for this 
purpose, in consequence of the letter 
addressed to him by marquis Cornwallis 
from Madras, and which I delivered to 
his ministers in Cllcutta, with the most 
strious recommendation to them to use 
their utmost exertions in giving effect to 
the advice and rcpiescntauons of his 
lordship. I assured them at the same 
time that they should never want the 
support derived from the countenance and. 

encouragement 
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encouragement of this government in 
carrying into execution the necessary 
arrangements for promoting the pros- 
perity of the vizier’s dominion-*. 

I desire, therefore, you will take an 
early oportunity of ascertaining from 
the ministers whether any and what 
measures have been adopted in conse- 
quence of the admonition and recom- 
mendation of Marquis Cornwallis ; and 
that you will express my anxiety to 
them that no time may he lost in com- 
mencing an arrangement m which this 
government, as the friend, ally, and 
well-wisher of the nabob, canuot but 
be anxiously interested. 

f have recommended an application 
to the ministers in the first instance pre- 
ferably to the nabob vizier himself, as 
1 am sensible that every plan ot ar- 
rangement must originate with them, 
aud without their assistance cannot be 
executed ; and I shall await the arrival 
of your answer before I direct a refe- 
rence to the vizier, or adopt any fur- 
ther resolutions on this subject ; I desire 
also you will add your opinion, how far 
the ministers are disposed to act up to 
the suggestions of marquis Cornwallis, 
and possess abilities and influence for 
the execution of them 

You will, however, constantly keep 
in mind the view of government ; and 
as the terms of our connection with the 
vizier preclude a direct interference in 
the internal arrangement of his admi- 
nistration, you will endeavour to esta- 
blish, by the means of a friendly and 
eonfi iential intercourse with him and 
his ministers, such a personal influence 
as may give weight to the suggestions 
•f this government, whether ;n promo- 
ting the objects to which this letter re- 
fers, or any others that may hereafter 
occur.

1 consider the arrival of your excel- 
lency's confidential servants at Calcutta 
previous to my departure from this 
country as a fortunate circumstance on 
many accounts, h h«» afforded me 
an opportunity of converging with them 
•O the affairs of your excellency's go- 


vernment'; of exhibiting my regard for 
your excellency by every mark of at- 
tention to them which it is m my power 
to bestow; and, above^ll, of renewing, 
through them, the professions of attach- 
ment and esteem which l entertain for 
your excellency, jmd which l have so 
often declared to you personally, as well 
as m all my correspondence. Sir John 
Shore, who is appointed to succeed 
me after my embarkation from Mad r is 
for Europe, has been present at my 
communications with your ministers ; 
he is perfectly acquainted with my sen- 
timents, which are his own, and I can 
assure your excellency, with the utmost 
confidence, that the Bengal government, 
aftei my departure, will he cqua ly at- 
tentive to the faith of engagements, 
equally observant ot your excellency s 
dignity, and anxious to promote your 
happiness as I have been. 

It is a source of the sincerest satis- 
faction to me to reflect, that the agree- 
ment, which 1 entered into with your 
excellency, on the part of the company, 
soon after my arrival in thin country^ 
has been observed with the greatest 
good faith on both sides , and that no- 
thu g, however trifling, has occurred 
to interrupt the harmony subsisting 
between the two sircars. This, in fact, 
is the natural consequence of an union 
between two parties who are sincere in 
their professions, and upright in their 
conduct ; and who, in contracting 
engagements, consider each others 
interests as their own — Upon this basis 
the agreement between us was formed, 
and, by the blessing ot Providence, 
will be perpetual 

After these declarations and profes- 
sions, I shall avail myself of the privi- 
lege of friendship to communicate my 
sentiments to your excellency on the 
state of the affairs of your government, 
and your excellency will, 1 trust, consi- 
der the communication as the most 
susbtantial proof winch I can offer of 
the sincerity of my regard. Our cor- 
respondence, in consequence of the 
distance which will separate us, will 
soon be at an end; but the friendship 
which we mutually profess will not on 
this account he dimmishe I , and I beg 
your excellency to consider what I now 
write as dictated by an anxious regard 
for your welfare, and of the most 
essential importance to its duration 

Under the influence of the same mo- 
tives 
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fives I addressed a letter of friendly N 
advice to your excellency soon after 
my return from Madras; and I flattered 
myself that yog would have adopted, 
in consequence, the most effectud mea- 
sures for correcting the evils which 1 
then pointed out; and for establishing 
such regulations as should have pie- 
vented their recurrence — Some re- 
trenchments, as 1 am informed by the 
ministers, have been effected in your 
excellency’s disbursements, and, small 
as they are, the advantage of this mea- 
sure w»H besensibly perceived , but many 
arrangements are still wanting before 
any expectation can be entertained that 
the affairs of your excellency’s govern- 
ment will be, reduced to order and 
regularity. 

A'ter perusing what I wrote to you 
formerly, I cannot but feel embarrassed 
now to renew the discussion of a subject 
which I then so fullv detailed. If your 
excellency has considered, with attention, 
the contents of that letter, it is unneces- 
sary to say more at present; and, if you 
have not, I know not by what additional 
arguments I can persuade vou 10 direct 
your atrrntion to your own interest , it is 
not my own cause, nor that of the com- 
pany, which I am pleading, although 
the connection between your excellency 
and the English is upon such a footing 
thn your interest cannot be disunited; 
but it is your own dignity, prosperity, and 
ri piuation, which 1 urge to you, as sub- 
jects requuing your most scuous atten- 
tion. 

It is well known, not only throughout 
Hindustan, but to a)) Europe, that not- 
withstanding the prevalence of peace 
during so many years, the icvenues of 
your excellency’s dominions are diminish- 
ed beyond all conjecture ; that from Ro- 
hilcund, which paid at first 80 lacks of 
rupees a year, and afterwards a crore, 
forty lacks cannot be now collected : and 
tint four lacks only arc received from 
Gorruckpore, which found ly yielded 
twelve; and that othr r mchals are in a 
state of progressive dec line.. ..Does not 
this consideration alaim your excellency ? 
—Can iny thing but ruin result from 
such circumstances ?— Are not these 
facts a decisive proof of tyranny, extor- 
tion, and mismanagement in the AumiU ; 
and what must be the situation of the 
ryots who are placed under such people ? 
But your excellency knows mat the 
prayers of the oppressed arc attended to 


by the Almighty, and often call down 
his vengeance upon their oppressors. No 
truth is.moTt certain, than tnat justice is 
the foundation of the prosperity of states; 
and when the rulers are negligent in pu- 
nishing rbose who oppress their subjects, 
they become piriakers of their crimes, 
and may be deemed subverted of their 
own prosperity History confirms the 
observation, by exhibiting innumerable 
examples of monarchies overturned, 
and families effaced from the earth 
by a violation of justce in the sove- 
r< ign, pr neglect in him to enforce its 
laws. — 1 have been informed, and your 
excellency knows how far it ts true, that 
lor many years past no aumil in your do- 
minions has been punished for misde- 
twauors, \et the decline in the revenues 
could nor have tak'*n place without great 
mismanagement, which must have me- 
rited the severest punishment; lenitv 
arid good nature are amiable virtues, but 
it is at the srnie time to be remembered, 
that lenitv towaids oppressors is injustice 
towards the oppressed. 

The evils flowing from this source 
would h »ve been less felt, if in proportion 
as ihe revenues declined a diminution of 
ex pence* had taken place. But profu- 
sion, in fact, was the cause of the first 
evil, and the continuance of it increased 
its magnitude, without wars, without 
any material losses, uncommon accidents, 
or irregular demands, I learn from 
your ministers, that your debts exceed a 
crore and a half of rupees — I thank God 
that this accumulation of debt cannot 
be in any respect attributed 10 she inter- 
ference of the Eugb-h. In the detail of 
your excellency’s -.‘Curs, in whifch, for 
these seven years, they hale had no cor- 
rern, your exo lienev muse, I am afraid, 
confess, that a total disregard of all eco- 
nomy on your own pait is the cause of 
thu»e tncumbiance*. I wish 1 could as 
certainly point out the means of liquida- 
ting them. But it requires no wisdom 
to foresee the consequences of a decreas- 
ing income, and increasing profusion, 
disorder, discredit, and distrc&s. 

All the world concurs in encomiums 
upon the dignity and splendour, which 
adorned the court of your illustrious 
fat hi r, the nawaub Sujah ud Dowlah ; 
but that dignity did not consist in the 
excess of menial attendants, or in the 
numbers of elephants, camels, aud 
horses; his splendor did not arise from 
the g.tucbmw of equipage, from frivo- 
lous 
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lous dissipation, or from profuse expen- 
diture; he well knew that the b*\t 
ornament of sovereignty is justice , tbaf 
due economy is the source of older and 
dignity; that the true splendout of 'a 
court, is derived from eqmtv and wis- 
dom; and that the i cput.it ion of a 
ruler depends upon all the above circum- 
stances ; upon the eneigy of his adminis- 
tration, and upon ihc characters and 
abilities of his confidential friends, and 
ministerial officers. Your excellency 
knows the piovcibial expression, that 
the people are of the religion of their 
kings ; that wisdom and application in 
the monarch, produce wise counsellors, 
active officers, and obedient subjects ; and 
that the happiness of the people at large, 
which it is the indispensable obligation of 
all rulers to promote, bv all the means in 
their power, depends upon the caie and 
attention of the \o\erergn whom the 
almighty has plated over them It is 
from these qualities that y>ur illustrious 
father and grandfather derived their repu- 
tation, which will ever flourish in the 
pages of history, and the advantages of 
their good conduct devolved to your 
excellency, upon your succession, in 
a full treasury, disciplined troops, a 
regulated revenue, and submissive sub- 
jects. 

That the same benefits may descend to 
your successors, what more is required 
than to imitate the conduct of your 
illustrious ancestors ? The affairs of 
this world are ordered and disposed by 
the decrees of the almighty; but by the 
same degrees, prosperity and success are 
made to “depend upon prudence, and 
good conduct; by these means your 
ancestors obtained the possession of rich 
and extensive territories, and the same 
means must be employed to preserve 
them to your successors ; from the want 
of these qualities the monarchy of half 
the world has departed from the de- 
scendants of Timur; and the present 
state of the oncc-flourishing and renown- 
ed country of Escran is another proof of 
similar consequences from the same 
cause. 

I repeat again to your excellency, that 
it is not my wish, nor that of the 
English government, to intetfere in the 
internal arrangement of your affairs. 1 
offer you my advice as a friend most 
heartily interested in your welfare, and 
prosperity ; and 1 ^ress it upon you with 
more anxiety, as I am preparing to 
nmovc from a situation which affords 


me the opportunity of doing it. I teft 
you what you will never probably hear 
From those who consider flattery a duty, 
but nothing linie than what is a subject 
of conversation every where. 1 he 
freedom of my communication, is 
equally a proof of my regard, and of 
my dependence upon your good sense, 
which, with a little exertion, tnay soon 
rectify the ev.ls winch are now so many 
and alarming. I am well aware, that rhe 
attempt is not without difficulty, and 
that the progress of arrangement, to be 
effectual, must be gradual; but when 
the first difficulties are surmounted, the 
facility of the operation will daily in- 
crease Youi excellency will derive 
ease and pleasure ' fiom the advance of 
improvements, and the gratification of 
bestowing security and happiness upon 
your subjects, will amply repay the 
trouble, and difficulties of the at- 
tempt. 

In the expectation of promoting this 
great and desirable alteration, I request- 
ed your excellency’s ministers to furnish 
me wnh a plan of arrangement for result- 
ing the country to pru'peiuy, and your 
affairs to order; but although I found 
them attentive to every request, and 
suggestion which I made to them, mo- 
tives of delicacy, regard, and respect to 
your excellency, induced them to wish 
that the intended alterations should be 
pioposed by myself. The short puiod 
of my icsidence in Calcutta, arid the 
multiplicity of affairs necessary to be 
arranged previous to my departure, allow 
me no opportunity for entering into the 
requisite details, and nothing but my 
friendship for your excellency could 
induce me, at such a time, to bestow any 
consideration on the business. I shall 
therefore compress, in as short terms as 
possible, what occurs to me on the sub- 
ject ; and if the advice of a sincere timid 
and well-wisher to your excclleuc)’* 
prosperity, has any influence with you, 
the little that I can now say will be 
sufficient. It must remain with your 
excellency’s ministers to fill up the de- 
tail, as 1 pretend only to lay down the 
principles of reformation and improve- 
ment. — First, as no reform can be effec- 
tual without your excellency's concur- 
rence, it is necessary, in tne first in- 
stance, to declare your sincere and deter- 
mined intention to carry it into execu- 
tion, and to give a proof of that deter- 
mination by your own example in con- 
senting to suen reductions of expence as

The pro- 
priety of the arrangement requires no 
arguments in support of it, and has the 
authority of the greatest and wisest cm- 

a that ever adorned the throne of 
stan. In the histones of Akbar 
and Aurungzebe your excellency will 
find the detail of what I recommend. 

Sixthly. — Experience has shewn, that 
of all the modes devised for collecting 
the revenues, none has proved more ruin- 
ous than that of employing farmers ; and 
the consequences are obviqus in your ert- 
cellency’s dominions, in the decrease of 
the revenues and distress of the people. — 
It is the resource of a weak, indolent go- 
vernment, which looks only to tempo- 
rary convenience, without any regard to 
the interests of the people at large ; but 
the evils attending the system are aggrava- 
ted by a variety ot circumstances, which 
it is right t <5 consider, in order to provide 
a proper remedy : 1 shall mention a few 
Only as they occur to me. The appoint- 
ment of the aumils, or farmers, from 
year to year ; and the frequent removal 
of them during the course of the year : 
the demands of 10 or 15 percent, pesh- 
etub, or advance, on their stipulated 
jurama, at the time of their investurr ; 
the issuing tuncaws, or assignments upon 
them before the inofussil collections com- 
mence. 

And the allowing the aumils to entertain 
and pay the tynauts, or troops stationed 
in the districts, and the nomination of 
all the subordinate officers within their 
own jurisdiction. 

The consequences of these defects are 
apparent; anaumil,upon hisappointment, 
co. tsiden the country as sold to him for a 
short period, and tnat it is his interest to 
make the most of it during possession. 
1 he interest that he is compelled to pay 
the bankers for thepesheush, he must again 
exact from the country; the same thing 
happens with regard to the amount of the 
tuacaws, before ne receives the revenues 
%from the mofussil j and his authority is 
discredited by the clamours and importu- 
nities of the tunkawdarun, of unpaid 
troops, and of tibundy in arrears, by 
whom he is beset ana besieged. The 
tyaaut do not consider themselves as the 
trdops of the state, but as personal depen- 
dant# of the aumil, removable upon his 
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dismission.— It is the same with all hk 
dependant officers; and hence, at the de- 
parture of an aumil, the country, for • 
time, until his successor can arrive and 
establish his authority, is left without 
go vernment or controul. 

Besides the above, I understand that 
the aumil is often nominal only ; and 
that the persons really interested m 
the collections, are the mutsuddies at 
Lucknow, who, from their connec- 
tions with people m power, derive the 
means of oppressing, or of covering and 
concealing, the enormities committed in 
the districts by their delegates* If the 
information which I have received of 
the state of the mofussil be true, the dis- 
orders exceed all bounds, and all descrip- 
tion ; the consequence is, that the reve- 
nues are collected without system, by 
force of arms ; that the aumils are left 
to plunder uncontrolled ; and the ryoti 
have no security from oppression, nor 
means of redress for injustice exercised 
upon them. 

To specify the regulations necessary for 
correcting these evils would require a 
length of tim^ and the most mature deli- 
beration ; nor is it possible at this distance 
from the spot to enter into the detail. — 
This is properly the duty of your excel- 
lency’s ministers, assisted by the advice 
and information of the ablest and most 
upright mutsuddies at Lucknow ; and I 
most earnestly request your excellency to 
require them to prepare, for your consi- 
deration and approval, regular and di- 
gested plans for the conduct ot the sudder 
and mofussil business. But I cannot al- 
together forego my anxiety to afford you 
every assistance in mv power, by my ad- 
vice ; and beg, therefore, your excel- 
lency’s attention to the following short 
hints which have occurred to me : 

The first alteration which I recom- 
mend is, the abolition of the farming sys- 
tem, and the appointment of aumils to 
collect the revenues aumany, or on ac- 
count of government. Tne advantages 
of this alteration, exclusively of the evils 
abolished by it, are these, that it will af- 
ford your excellency’s officers an oppor- 
tunity of knowing and of correcting the 
various diso/ders that now subsist m the 
mofussil, and of proposing hy degrees* 
and in due course of time, such regula- 
tions as may preclude the recurrence of 
them. I do not mean by this that the 
zemindars should be excluded; on the 
contrary, I conceive it a point of the ut- 
most importance that aeulemenu should 

he 
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be made with them for a term of yean ; 
and that, after the settlements have been 
approved of by the sudder duaii* and your 
excellency** ministers, they, should re- 
ceive the sanction of their confirmation. 
After the appointment of the aumil, the 
next step 1 % to fix his allowance, to pre- 
pare a sibundy, or establishment, for the 
executing tin business. MSny'and im- 
portant retrenchments ma\,I understand, 
be made in the present inufussil charges, 
and, above all, I recommend, that tnfoim- 
ing the .sibundy, care should be taken 
that tbciche a sufficiency of proper officers 
for reconJing all the usnwctions of the 
*»umil, arid all papers '’Vmd accounts 1 1 la- 

ting to the revenues, such as pot tabs, c<ik- 
booluets, iustbundce>, aumduamas, the 
daily receipts and issues of money ; and 
that he should not have it in his power to 
dismiss those officers at pleasure, &c. I 
think also, i hat a distinct treasurer to 
such aumil should be nominated* and 
that all money, when paid, should be re- 
ceived by him No p.shcush should be 
exacted from the aumil, nor any ma- 
caws be granted upon him ; he shall be 
allowed to disbuive nothing beyond the 
amount ot his establishment , and the 
revenues, as received, should be duly re- 
mitted to the treasury at Lucknow, with 
the knowledge of the aumil. The kbt- 
bundy of the revenues should be adapted 
to the periods of the mofuvsil receipts, so 
that the necessity of anticipating the 
payments, by loans from the shiotfa, may 
cease. 

It cannot escape your excellency's pe- 
netration, that the success and benefits 
expected to result from the plan now sug- 
gested, must entirely depend upon the 
abilities, exution, and comroui of the 
sudder officers at Lucknow ; and without 
these what plans can be efficacious P The 
wisest arrangements may be pervmed to 
the worst purposes without due care and 
attention It will be the duty of your 
sudder officers to see that the aumils are 
men of character and ability : to detaand 
proper security from them ; to watch 
their conduct ; enforce regularity in their 
payments ; and m their communications 
of intelligence* and accounts, to exa- 
mine* with the most scrupulous accura- 
cy, ill the accounts transmitted, particu- 
larly all pleas and excuses for withholding 
the paymept of the revenues j to check 
their expenses, and suffer no excess be- 
yond $4 establishments, and to insist 
upon the mow implicit obedience to all 
orders lamed .They shouldsUokpoiiti vtly 


directed to adjust the watsselbaky, and 
accounts of the aumils, at the end of 
every vear without delay* pnd tp give 
• them a discharge after such adjustment ; 
it will be further their care to'issue, from 
time to time, regulations for conducting 
the* business, and for the security aud pro* 
tection of the ryots. Amongst the mo- 
fu'jSil officers, the c a noon goes and jxit- 
warres have ever been considered at of 
the great< st use and importance, and the 
a .mils should he enjoined to reestablish 
them in the exercise of their ancient and 
proper functions By these means, and 
by future regulations, as circumstances 
may surges*, improvement will |jra- 
dually b* tstjbhshcd; the zemindars prtw 
tccied from extortion, and the ryots frpiif 
it > ice, will naturally tend to ibe cuht*^ 
v. on of their la«>ds, and the revenues 
will proportionally increase. 

I am sensible that what 1 have pioposr* 
ed is but a small pan of (he regulations 
required ; but if too much be attempted' 
at once, nothing will be effected* Wpetr 
the foundation of order and system it 
once laid and consolidated, the comple- 
tion of arrangement will easily and pro- 
gressively follow. Punishment and re- 
wards are lhe means by which men are 
influenced to due barge their duties faith- 
fully, and these must be properly applied. 

I have not proposed any regulations 
for tire Motaena, although perhaps 
there is no part of the establishment of 
your excellency’s government, ** that 
more requires arrangement. 1 under-, 
stand them to be an ill-paid, ill-disci- 
pltned, and disorderly set of people i 
that the numbers charged to your excel- 
lency far exceed what are really re- 
tained; and that the excess is a profit 
participated between the aumil and 
commanders. The redress is in your 
excellency^ power; the principle on 
which it ought to be attempted vs obvi- 
ous— That no more should be retained 
than are actually wanted ; that such as 
are retained should be effective, and 
regularly mustered; and that their pay 
should be punctually (issued. This 
principle, indeed, applies to all establish- 
ments , and the due execution of busi- 
ness depends materially upon attention 
to it. Your excellency, upon reflection, 
may also sec the propriety of a new 
arrangement of the stations of the ty* 
naut, troops, iu such a manuerthat thorn 
at one place may go to the assistance of 
others when wanted ; for 1 learn at pre^ 
sent, that the troops stationed with on# 
£9 unit 
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tumil never inarch to the assistance pf 
another. I should hope that in the 
course of time the employment of an 
armed force to collect the revenue! from 
the zemindars and ryots wilt be unne- 
cessary ; the existence of the necessity 
is the greatest proof of a defecti , e ma- 
nagement I say nothing of the esta- 
blishment of Du a ns and Fouzdait for 
the trid of civil and criminal causes m 
the mofussil, and tor protecting the 
peace of .the country. '1 he appoint- 
ment of such officers might, in the pre- 
sent state ot things be prejudicial to the 
authority of the aumil Yet nothing 
can be more evident than that such 
a distribution of power would be advan- 
tageous to the country, whenever regu- 
lation is s <f far advanced as to admit of 
it Yet the e is one point which your 
excellency may think proper to correct, 
the power now exercised by the annuls 
of inflicting death, which ought never 
tp be done without your excellency’s 
concurrence. 

I have proposed the abolition of farm- 
ing the revenues, aud the appointment 
of aumilt ; and l trust that the plan will 
•ppear practical »le to your excellency; 
but if it should be found absolutely 
necessary to employ farmers, I recom- 
mend that then leases be given for a 
term of years, that the evils attending 
the frequtnt removal of them may be 
done away 

Seventhly. — That commerce is the 
source of opplence is a known and 
acknowledged maxim, an i with a view 
to encourage the operation of so bene- 
ficial a principle by removing the restric- 
tions which impeded it, I have abo- 
lished, throughout the territories of the 
company, the imposition of all tol’s and 
duties at the Ghauts, Gunges, rivers, 
and everywhere, excepting those wl icli 
f are levied at Calcutta and Mangee, arc! 
have removed innumerable chokies at 
which a rahdarrv toll on good, passing 
and repaying was col’ectcd, and many 
lacks of rupees have l ecu giverl itp on 
this account. In your excellency’s 
dominions 1 am ony.to 1 e oblig d to 
represent to you what 1 have heard, 
th?t the embarasMiunts to trade, by 
the imposition of heavy duties, and the 
number of chok e-» upon a!’ the rivers, 
are so many and great as to be nearly 
equal to the annihilation of commer- 
cial intercourse altogether; that 40 pir 
went is exacted upon salt, SO on saltpetre, 
IS An indigo, and 10 cm layer. 1 fur- 


ther learn also, that the collection of 
the sayer is let in farm. 

The advantages which the English 
government, and the inhabitants of 
these provinces, have derived from the 
abolition of the saye , are so evident 
and important that I cannot hut recom- 
nnnd an miration of their conduct to 
)t»ar excellency's serious reflection. 
One of the principles, which would 
soon be apparent, would be the cheap- 
ness of provisions at Lucknow and, 
indeed, throughout your domination ; 
and so far from a diminution of the 
amount of the revenues, I am confident 
that, m thecouiseof tune, that amount 
wou’d be inci eased, although a present 
los) might ensue. But at all e ents, 
whatever may be your excellency’s 
determination upon this point, in u hich, 
as in all others, it icmains with you to 
act as you may think proper, 1 cannot 
but seriously advise you to regulate 
this department of the sayer, and to 
place it finder a distinct and proper 
officer Tiie first most essentiil regu- 
1 ition is to reduce the number of cho- 
kies to a few only, three, tour, or five, 
as may be absolutely necessary ; to abo- 
lish alt others, and to punish severely 
the collection of any duties on merchan- 
dize, excepting at the authorized Cho- 
kies 1 must also take the liberty of 
mentioning to your excellency my opi- 
nion legarding Tehsin An Khan’s con- 
duct with respect to the sayer, that it 
has been ar’ itrary, extortionate, and 
pernicious ; and that l am convinced 
no reform can take place, nor any bene- 
fit ensue from any regulation, whilst ht 
is d lowed any authority or controul over 
the customs. 

Eighthly. — The practice of issuing 
'I unkuvvs upon he aumib, ia discharge 
of demands upon the treasury at Luck- 
now, is pKgnant with many' incon- 
veniences — lc introduces a halm of irre- 
gularity. procrastination, andsevasion, 
in the payment of sums due; of con- 
fusion in the public accounts, and par- 
ticularly in those of the aumils, which 
are nothing more than an account cur- 
rent of receipt of revenues, an 1 tun- 
kawu disc h«rgcd ; it allows scope for the 
interference of the shrofifs, and for 
ix r u os on the part of the aumils, and 
adds to the incumbrances of the state.— 
T lie revenues are anticipated, and the 
supp'ies of government depend, in fact, 
upon the shroffin Your excel'ency’t 
ministers and mutsuddios can find little 
difficulty 
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difficulty in the correction of the evil* 
comp'«uued of, by issuing all siuh sums 
as are not particularly required for 
inofu>»siil expenditure; and in every 
case, as far as possible, immediately 
from the treasury at Lucknow. 

I have now communicat d to your 
excellency, as far aj my time and other 
avocations permit, my sentiments on 
the alFans of Lu.know; and I sincerely 
hope and flatter myself that the exer- 
tions >f friendship wil not be vain, and 
that [ sha'l have the happiness to learn 
hereafter, that my advice has produced 
its effect , that the affairs of your excel- 
lency’s government are in astute o im- 
provement, and that I have contributed 
to yoar excellency shappmes and pros- 
pe ity. as well as to the ease and wel- 
fare of your su l jects — 1 give my advice 
with confidence, because it is disinterested, 
and can be imputed to no motive but 
an anxious widi tor your prosperity. 
Reformation should never be delayed; 
but every inducement now presses the 
commencement of it — This is a period 
•f peace, and your excellency’s domi- 
nions, being secured by the troops of 
the company from attack, there is no 
fear ot any external attempt to inter- 
rupt your arrangements. — This is a 
most import int consideration; for al- 
though it is the determination of the 
company to adhere inviolably to all 
their treaties and engagements, and to 
preserve peace with all mankind, there 
is no certainty in the affairs of this 
world, and chance, in a moment, over- 
turns the widest projects of human dis- 
cernment. 1 he best defence agaii st all 
enemies is to secure the allegiance and 
attachment of our subjects bv attending 
to their happiness; and it will rarely be 
found in history that a kingdom sinks 
under the efforts of invasion until its 

power is subverted by the defects of an 
internal invasion 

I shall direct my sentiments to be com- 
municated to your excellency's minis- 
ters, and take the liberty to acquaint 
them, that their zeal and attachment 
to your excellency can never be so well 
bestowed, or so decidedly proved, as 
by their exertions to arrange the affairs 
of your government, by the introduction 
of a system of economy, by wine regu- 
lations for the conduct of all officers, and 
for the benefit and security of the ryots: 
—I shall consider their efforts for this 
purpose, under the auspices and encou- 
ragement of youx excellency, as a test 


of their claims to your confidence ; and 
I have ventured to promise them that 
that confidence will never be withheld 
whilst they conduct themselves by this 
rule — They an the ministers of your 
excellency's selection, without any di- 
rections or interference by the English 
government, which expects nothing 
lurther from them than to endeavour to 
merit the honours bestowed upon them, 
b) grateful exertions to promote your 
excellency's piosperity; that they may 
succeed m this great at.empt is the sin- 
cere wish of my heart. I shall only add, 
what I hope will prove an additional 
motive of persuasion, that whatever 
confers dignity and reputation upon 
your ex.ehcncy’s government, will re- 
fie.t honour and credit upon that of the 
company.

Para. 1 1 We have had the honour 
of transmitting to you by the Pitt, a* 
mentioned in the 16’th para of our let- 
ter by that ship, copies of a letter* 
dated the 29th January, from the 
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dent at Lutknow to the govemor-ge- 
rail, and of the governor's answer rela- 
tive to the present state of the vizier’s 
administration, ami the unpromising 
appearance or success to any effectual 
measures that can be adopted with ius 
excellency's concurrence to remedy the 
evils to which it is subject 

Id. We now lay before you a c6py 
Of a letter of a subsequent date from thfe 
resilient at Lucknow, in continuance of 
his communications on the state of 
affairs at the vizier’s court, but wmten 
previous to the receipt of the gover- 
nor -general’s, mentioned in the pre- 
ceding paragraph , and we are sorry 
that we cannot communicate more 
favourable accounts than those we had 
hat the honour of hying before you 
on this subject. We trust, however, 
that the minister may be induced to 
persevere in the candid style of conduct 
which he appears to have adopted m 
his late interviews with the vi7ier, 
when he finds that our instructions to 
the resident are to use his utmost influ- 
ence to prevent Rajah Tick ut Roy from 
receiving any personal insult or injury 
while he exerts himself 10 t heckin^ the 
•buses which at present i xist in the 
revenue system of his master’s, govern- 
ment. 

Extract of a political letter from the 
governor general m council, at Ben- 
gal, to the court of directors , dated 
12 Mav, 1795. 

Para. 2% The commanding officers 
of Dowlut Rao ScindiaN troops tn 
Hindustan having advised the nabob vi- 
zier of the succes> of tlie Peis »wa 
against the nawauh, Nizun Ally Khan, 
a reference was made to os bv the /evi- 
dent at Lut know respecting the answer 
which his excel ency should return to 
the congratulations sent to him by the 
Mahratta chief on that occasion ; we 
thought that any would be excep- 
tionable, and, however guarded in its 
language, h<4>le to misconstruction. — 
His excellency’s friendly connection 
with both parties feemed to recommend, 
in this instance, a certain degree of 
prudence and reserve corresponding 
With the line very properly adopted by 
fiir Charles Malet, your resident at the 
coettof the Peishwa, on a similar occa- 
sion* upon the issue of the contest be- 
tween the two powers. 

35. Your honourable court will ob* 
ierle, upon perusing the inclosed copy 
*f » letter, dated the 5cb of last mouth, 


from the resident at Lucknow, a spon- 
taneous a«suran< e made to him by the 
nabob vizi, i, that it was his excellency’s 
intention to apply himself to the adjust- 
ment of thealtaus ot his government, 
to dischaige the heavy debts which had 
accumulated and to secure the regular 
payments of the subs dy to the com- 
pany. These su meets leading to a gene- 
lal reform, which we had so long and 
earnestly adv.sed without success were 
very soon attei wards discussed, at a 
meeting desired by the nabob himseU, 
Ik tweet, him and youi resident, and the 
interview closed with his excellency's 
giving di ections 10 Rajah Tickait Roy 
to consult w th Mr. Cherry on the state 
of aff*a rs , by no means whatever to 
keep any matter secret from him, and 
to pay attention to what he might 
recommend. 

. It appealed that his excellency had 
alieady given orders tor ischarging six 
battalions ot mfictry, and that he pro- 
posed to disch \r K e cavalry also ; to dis- 
continue several 'l^b.irsements to people 
called eintyazy, a description of pen- 
sioners, but these measuies are trivial 
iu comparison with the great reforms 
requisite; and your resident has advised 
'Iickait Rov, as a first step, to prepare 
an account, stating the receipts and 
disbursements in the gross, horn the 
death of Hyd r Beg Khan to the pre- 
sent time ; the amount of debt existing 
at the death of that minister ; the debt 
which has accumulated since, and the 
intercut payable on the aggregate ; and 
to lay these statements before the na- 
bob 

36 We approved, generally, of Mr. 
Cherry a communications with his excel- 
lency in the interview between them ; 
but thcie was an assurance which he 
made to hun, as you will o'^eive from 
h s recital, that we thought it proper 
in notice, “ that, unless asked, it was 
u the governor-general's firm resolve 
“ not to intrude his recommendations 
“ upon him.”— We considered this decla- 
ration not only unguarded, but incon- 
sistent with the strong recommendations 
already pressed upon the vizier bv mar- 
quis Cornwallis, and enforced by the 
governor-general ; we were also of opt* 
ition that if the vizier should think pro- 
per *o take advantage of it (a circum- 
stance to be apprehended form his habit! 
and disposition) it would add to the 
embarrassments attending any future 
remonstrances We might be compelled 

to 
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to make on the subject of reform in his 
administration. 

37. We shall transmit in the packet 
a copy of the governor-general’s answer 
to Mr. Cherry’s letter, prescribing the 
principles and instructions necessary for 
ms general guidance in pursuing what 
has thus been commenced ; to what ter- 
mination we cannot judge. Experience 
admits of little reliance in the perseve- 
rance of the nabob, and m the good in- 
tensions he has expressed to your resident ; 
at' all events it is our duty to encourage 
and promote them. 


Sir John Shore’s instructions to Mr. 

Cherry, dated 25th February, 1795. 

To George F. Cherry, esq. resident 
at Lucknow. 

Sir, 

1 have received your letter of the 29th 
January. 

The description which you have 
given of the disordered state of his 
excellency the vizier’s administration, is 
less a matter of surprise than of serious 
concern to me, a» d the more so, as I 
am not authorized to entertain a hope 
that the personal exertions of his excel- 
lency will be in future directed to the 
correction of the abuses which pervade 
every part of his government. 

Under this consideration, the only 
reliance which I can have is upon the 
efforts of hit ministers; and although 
my expectations on this head cannot be 
sanguine, advantage may be taken of 
the necessity which they feel of resort- 
ing to the countenance and protection 
of this government, to induce them 
to exert themselves with more activity 
and ability for the arrangement of his 
excellency's administration. 

Upon this principle, and with this 
expectation, I nave no hesitation ia re- 
peating to the acting minister, Rajah 
Ttckait Roy, the assurance which he has 
already received of. my countenance and 
protection ; and 1 do not only authorize 
you to communicate tt to him, but to 
support, by your personal representations 
to the vizier, such of his measures as are 
calculated for the benefit of his excel- ' 
lency's affairs, and to obtain acquiescence 
in them by advice and remonstrance, 
whenever necessary. The effects of the 
vizier** indolence, and of the intrigues 
10 destroy the authority of the minister, 
•an only be counteracted by the declare! 


support of this government; and to 
this the acting minister is entitled whilst 
he conducts himself with propriety. It 
is to be recollected, also, that the ministers 
weir selected by the nabob himself, and 
their appointment officially notified to 
this government. His excellency, I 
trust, will scarcely yield to the dictates 
of caprice, or to the intrigues of disin- 
terested persons, so far as to attack the 
person of his acting minister without just 
cause ; but, if you should have cause 
to entertain apprehensions concerning 
that event, I am authorized 'to. use the 
strongest representations and remon- 
sfrances on my part. 

These sentiments I wish to be com- 
municated in the plainest manner totbe 
minister, that he may be fully apprized 
of the nature and extent of the protec- 
tion which he will receive, and that he 
may explicitly understand the object of 
granting if to him. Your own expe- 
rience will soon enable you to decide 
whether the representations of Rajah 
Tickait Roy originate in a solicitude for 
the preservation of his office, with a 
view to pursue the system of temporary 
and ruinous expedient which has hitherto 
been followed, or with a determination 
to exert himself in establishing a plan of 
arrangement for the benefit of his ex- 
cellency; and my future protection will 
be extended or withdrawn according to 
your report. 

I have only to add, that I approve the 
measures which you adopted for pro- 
viding funds for the exigencies of the 
troops during the late hostilities, as well 
as the appropriation of the Rohilla t fea- 
ture, in deposit for the same purpose.

87. Wc trust to Be soon advised that 
his excellency and his ministn have 
profited bv your repeated frienalv admo- 
nition ana recommendation for the better 
arrangement of the internal administra- 
tion of his country. We have taken 
occasion to advert to this subject in our 
letter to the nabob which accompanies 
this dispatch. 


Letter from the court of directors to 
' the nabob vizier of Oudc, dated 

3d July, 1795. 

We have been made happy in the re. 
ceipt of the letter which your excellency 
addressed to us on the departure of the 
most noble the marquis Cornwallis, our 
late governor-general. In truth, the 
interest which Jus lordship appears to 
have bad in your excellency’s prosperity* 
might well call forth vour acknow ledg- 
ment thereof in high terms of com- 
mendation. His lordship has conducted 
himself towards your excellency as to a 
friend in whose prosperity he was parti- 
cularly interested, and the salutary advice 
he has. from time to time afforded your 
excellency respecting the general ma- 
nagement of your affairs will have its 
proper impression upon \our excellency’s 
mind. With equal confidence may your 
excellency rely on the kind di pos.mn 
towards you of sir John Shore ; and 
every succeeding governor-general will 
be instructed to consider you as the friend 
of the company. It will read.ly occur 
to your excellency’s enlightened mmd, 
that the best return vou can make to 
such a succession of Kindness is to in- 
cline 2 favourable tar to tne rcp r csen»a- 
tions that have been submitted to ycu ; 
and wcarc anxious to hear that your ex- 
cellency has ron'duocd the necessary ar- 
rangements for the irtWul admimstr?- 
tion of your country', ard the man la- 
ment of your finances, which have Ixen 
ao wisely* suggested hom a real regard to 
your true interest both by the marquis 
Cornwallis and sir John Shore. 

We have received information of the 
hostilities that have been committed in

JtU« OoUum Mohammed Kiun. Al. 


though we cannot cease to repret the Jo sS 
of vo many brave cfhctrs and iru n who 
fell m defence of your exalk ucy’s 
ngh's, we derived great con^ohuion lionf 
the confidence you reposed m tin gover- 
nor general upon th it alaitmng occasion, 
b> your declining to undertake any mea- 
sure without his assistance, or to form 
any determination without first having his 
sentiments. And we are happy to find 
that, in consequence of this reliance on 
the company, and of your acquiescence 
in the measures that w*ere at tint time 
recommended to you, the credit and 
dignity of your exalted situation have 
been fumly supported in the eyes of all 
Hindus' 111. Noihing will afford us 
gfeatei satisfaction than to hear from time 
to time, from our govemoi-gentral, that 
this confidence in ycur best friends, the 
company, continues unimpaired; and 
that your excellency’s count iy has been 
rendeied happy and flourishing by the 
adoption of wise and salutary regulations. 
You may thc^i recline with security m the 
shade of the company’s protection. 

In testimony of our regard for your 
excellency we have caused our great seal 
to be affixed in the city of London, this 
third day of July, in the year of our 
Lord 1795. 

And in thc*documcnts which I have 
referred to you will find a minute detail 
of the state of his dominions. I have, 
however, the satisfiuion to add, that 
he sterns him<e!f impressed with a sense 
of the embarrassments and dangers atten- 
ding lus situation, and has evinced a dis- 
position for reforming his administration, 
which I shall never cense to promote by 
every effort on my part.

Extract of a political letter from the court 
of director, to the governor-gene- 
ral in council, at Bengal; dated sad 
April, 1796. 

Para. 42. The correipondcnce be- 
tween the governor-general and the re- 

•ideal 
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silent at Oude, respecting the internal 
state of the vizier’s adqurnsnation, re- 
ferred torn your several dispatches, has 
engaged oar most anxious attention. 
We notice the difficulty < xpenenced by 
the resident, not only m procuring mo. tty 
for the troops to enable them to return 
to their siat ton* aft n j the late savu m 
Rohilound, but likewise for ihe regular 
discharge of the current subsidy. It tor 
year* past (a<, stated by the resident) r he 
exigencies of the government of Oude 
have been supplied by loans, on terms 
increasing in proportion to the sums de- 
manded, and that the discharge ot one 
debt is effected, not from tHe reset ur, 
but by contracting another of an in- 
creasing interest, and which interest 
on the debt so contracted amounted, at 
this time, to upwards of forty lacks of ru- 
pees per annum, wc must cease to won- 
der at the deiangcd state of thenibob’s 
finance a. From the magnitude of ihe 
subsidy (fifty lacks of rupees per annum) 
which his excellency stafids engaged to 
pay the company for the protection af- 
forded to hu country by our troop*, sta- 
tioned m hn» dominions, we feci a natural 
interest in every matter than concerns the 
situation of his affars; and of couise 
were much surprised at what is stated in 
the resident’s later of 5th Inarch, J 79 5, 
relative to the unjccounn ble opinion en- 
tertained by the vizirr, that there exists 
in himself an mutest separate fiom ins 
government. We are pit a c cd, ho vever, 
to find bv the papcis vva'ch aceem, a\i d 
your subsequent d.spauh ot me 1 nh 
May, that a spout ivous assurance hai 
been made to t ie resident by ihe nabob 
vizier, tl at it was his excellence ’s inten- 
tion to apply hitnselt to the adjustment 
of the affairs ot his government, to dis- 
charge the heavy debts which had accu- 
mulated, and to Mtuie the regular pay- 
ment of the subsidy to the company. It 
will afford 11s sat djction to be in- 
formed that these Ucsirabh objtcts are in 
the course oi l»cing leali/to , andihit 
his excellency has hUvvise consented 
to limit the amount ol his personal ex- 
pences; and we veiv mu.h approve of 
the governor-general having directed the 
attention of th resident to the principles 
and outlines of reformation dcaiied in

Letter from sir John Shore to the vice 

C 'esidcnt in council, at Bengal ; dated 
ucknow, 21st March, 1797. 

Sir, 

I have hitherto delayed making any 
communication 10 you on the subject of 
my negotiation* with the nabob vizier, 
in the daily expectation that they would 
Bssumcsuch a form a% might enable me 
to lay before vou the probable result ; 
that I have b*en disappointed in this 
expectation has proceeded from accidental 
delays, and unavoidable difficulties. 

The avowi d objects of mv journey to 
Lucknow were to induce the vizier, to 
es*bu»b a reform m his administration, 
ind to pay part of the new cavalry esta- 
blishment which he had already peremp- 
torily refused ; the means by which I 
proposed the accomplishment of them 
were argument and remonstrance, aided 
by the influence of my public station. 

Before I commenced my conferences 
wkh the vizier, I deemed it of great im- 
portance, in the first instance, to acquire 
I knowledge of his disposition from my 
Bjwn observation ; to ascertain the actual 
littutioo of affairs at Lucknow ; and the 
characters and qualifications of individuals 
possessing the confidence of the vizier id 
officer under his government, as well as 
rf those who might have pretensions to 
them. But 1 embraced the eadtett 
Jpportomty of letting the vizier under- 
tto dthar I would admit of no intercourse 


with Jao Loll, and this intimation oblige 
ed him to suspend the intention which be 
had formed for deputing Jao Loll to 
meet me. 

I was before sufficiently apprized that 
Jao Loll had his master's entire con- 
fidence; little time was required to disco- 
ver that he possessed it in the most un- 
limited degree; that he was the chan- 
nel of all communication with the vizier, 
that he held a variety of offices, and, with- 
out the title of minister, executed all the 
functions of that office. The attachment 
of the vizier to his favourite is founded 
on an habitual intercourse of many years, 
and has been strengthened by the most 
absolute subserviency in Jao Loll to the 
inclination and caprices of his master, 
and by bis readiness to anticipate his 
wishes, or execute his orders, without 
any regard to the nature of them as 
affecting the interests or reputation of 
the viztsr. During the administration 
of Hyder B g, and in a less degree, 
during that of Hussein Reza Khan, and 
Tickait Roy, che expences of the 
vizier were subject to limitations; and 
his will and orders were often success- 
fully opposed by remonstrances. Jao 
Loll has no uther rule of conduct than 
the gratification of his master ; and 
has most completely succeeded in im- 
ressing him with a conviction, that 
is own independency is inseparably 
connected with the preservation of his 
favouriie. The interest of Jao Loll 
11 supported by several other servants 
of the vizier, possessing more or less 
of Ins confidence, and the means of 
constant intercourse with him. 

It is impossible forme to detail the 
various conferences which I have bad 
with the vizier, on the subject of bis 
administration, since their commence- 
ment on the 2d of this month ; 1 shall 
only generally observe, that they have 
been conducted on my part with equal 
firmness, and moderation; and that al- 
though I have urged advice and remon- 
strance, in strong terms, I have ever 
avoided the language of intimidation. 

Wich a view to a proposition which I 
intended to make to mm for the appoint- 
ment of a proper naib, it was my endea- 
vour, in ihe first instance, to impress him 
with sentiments more suitable to the 
dignity of his station, and more calcu- 
lated to promote the prosperity of his 
country than those which be entertained; 
to invue bis confidence, and if possible 
to convince him that I had no views 
inconsistent 
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inconsistent witli his honour, his dignity, 
and his interest; of my success I have 
little reason to boast ; I have more to 
regret the necessity of making an obser- 
vation, that he appears to me but too 
'insensible of the value of character, arid 
regard le s of the real prosperity of his 
country. To my arguments he had 
none to oppose, and tne answers wh.ch 
I obtained from him were plainly dictated 
by an anxiety to preseve his favourite and 
his controul. 

Under this impression, and to divert 
a proposition which he constantly appre- 
hended, he informed me, in one of our 
earliest conferences, that the administra- 
tion of his affairs was under his own im- 
mediate controul , that he inspected, su- 
perintended, and directed the whole lutn- 
selt ; and that Jao Loll Was nobody, (l 
use his own expression,) ai d nothing 
more than thechmml of communicating 
represesuitatioiis to him, and his orders 
upon rhetn, ' I hat he had been formerly 
the slave of his own servants, to that 
degree that even his menial servants dis- 
obeyed him ; that from iny kindt css he 
now pos'tssed the controul our his own 
affairs, and that any alteration would be 
«o highly dis«igiecahle to him that, in 
preference to u he would, with my per- 
mission, rep u r to Calcutta, and reside 
there a pensioner on the company’s 
bounty. 

Such exclamations are not unusual 
wuh the vizier; it was not difficult to 
reply m this language, suggested by 
general observations only on my pait, 
and apprehension on his, that nothing 
was more evident than that the descrip- 
tion which he gave of Jao Lull’s func- 
tions proved that he possessed the autho- 
rity of minister; that bung the sole 
channel of all intercourse between his 
excellency and his official servants, he 
could only be considered as such, although 
he had not the title of minister ; that 
I should be very happy to be convinced 
that his excellency really exercised an 
efficient controul Over his own affairs ; 
it was however apparent, from his own 
language, that he did not ; that it was my 
anxious wish that he should ever preserve 
the controul in his own hands, but that 
the detail required a degree of superm- 
tendance which he neither did nor could 
exercise. 

It was at a subsequent conversation, in 

Which the aarne arguments were recapi- 
tulated. after strongly noticing the con- 
duct of Jao Loll in the oppressive exer- 


cise of authority in his matter’s naouv 
that I made the proposition which I have 
mentioned; and it was not until after 
frequent appeals to the pnde, the repu- 
tation, and interest of the viziefr f shat I 
obtained his reluctant acquiescence to 
appoint a naib; the selection was left 
to himself, wuh no other recommends* 
non than that he should be a proper 
person. * 

The selection is certainly attended 
wi;h great embarrassment, and must 
nelessai ily fall upon one of four people, 
Tohiucl Hussein Khan, Almas, Hus- 
sein Roza Khan, or Tickatt Roy. The 
Ibriner would be the object of my choice 
as he was of the vizier’s ; and tne board, 
who so well know his worth, his abilities, 
his extensive knowledge, the energy of 
hts character, and his high reputation, 
will participate my regret when they are 
informed that he positively and repeat- 
edly refused the vizier, and ihat I fear 
it will not be in my power to obviate 
his objections. To Almas there tre 
objections, although not in my opinion 
of an inoperable nature ; and to the 
former ministers the vizier is not yet 
sufficiently reconciled to make caber of 
them the object of his choice. I have, 
however, (he satisfaction to inform the 
board that they have been treated by the 
vizier in a vety different manner since my 
arrival at Lucknow, from what they ex- 
perienced befoie that period; and al- 
though his sentiments towards them may 
be unaltered, bis conduct has not been 
deficient in civility, nor even without 
apparent kindness. The choice of a 
naib is therefore undetermined ; when 
this point is settled I shall have little to 
detain me at Lucknow, as the dependent 
details will occupy a very short prnod. 

It was my original intention to endea- 
vour to obtain the possession of Allaha- 
bad, and if 1 had seen any probability of 
success I should certainly nave made a 
reposal to the vtuier to that effect; But 
aving learnt that his objections were 
insuperable by any argument, and that 
nothing but absolute intimidation could 
over-iule them, I limited my proposi- 
tion to the putting it into a proper state 
of defence, and to making it a depdt for 
provisions and military stores of ad kuids. 
To this proposition, in favour of which 
1 could urge the fairest and strongest 
arguments, 1 found the greatest opposi- 
tion on the part of the vizier, un«i{h 
ported by any assigned reason} am) k 
was not without much pettevtrwiee» 
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f disavowal of onv intention to ask for the 
possession o^f the hut, that I obt.unpd 
msconvefft to it, ami to the employment 
W colonel Kvrt *01 tonn.rtg the plan of 
repair, and for supei intending the execu- 
tion of it. 

With respect to the regiments, al- 
though I had difficulties to encounru, 
the objections oi rhe vtzicr to debay mg 
a part of the e\pence of them wete not 
Urged with the same obstinacy as ip the 
other pomts, from a > id a, peihaps, that 
his acquiescence in this instance might 
induce inc to relax m otheis — I had only 
to point out to him the actual increase 
in the cavahy estab'islunent, and the im- 
portance ot it to his securi y and protec-, 
tion.

Abstract of secret intelligence, commu- 
incited by Hasy Khuleel Khan, at 
Akleed, the 14th September, 1800. 
Before the kn.g marched to Kho- 
rassau he made Haj/ Ibrahim, his vizier, 
write as fiom himself, to WufFadar 
Khan, the vix er of Zemaun Shah, and 
stated that it would be better to suppress 
the flames of v.ar by an accomodation 
founded on justice; — that the Persian 
king had undertaken the cause of the 
prince Mahmood, who was Zemaun 
khjh\» cider brother, on a principle of 
honour, but he was far from having 
any intention of placing that prince on 
the throne of Cabul ; that he would be 
contented if Herat and its province was 
coeded to Mahmood. An answer was 
received to this lttrer, wherein Wuffa- 
dar Khan s ated his conviction that the 
cession of Herat, which was required, 
wao only a pretext for a war, which the 
Pei sian king made at the instigation of 
the English, who were infidels; and 
that. if his sovereign had not been pre- 
vented for two seasons invading their 
terntoncs in India, he would already have 
conquered half of them. 

T his letter contains many arguments 
calculated to show the cnoimity of tine 
believers destroying each other to gratify 
inhckL. 


A reply was sent by Hajy Ibrahim, 
stating that, supposing a friendship for 
the English was one motive among others 
for the Pers.an monarch** conduct, all 
sensible men knew that religtcn was 
little considered m politics; and that bis 
sovereign would not be satisfied until 
Hi rut was ceded. 

W hen the king had taken the fort of 
Muscunau, ai.d was besieging Sub^awcr, 
an answer wa> brought from Wuffadar 
Khaii, by a respectable Afghan, who was 
charged with some fir.e shawls as a pre- 
sent to 1 1 <tj v Ibrahim — In this letter 
Wutt dar Khan sta'ed, that on condition 
the Persian monarch would abandon the 


cause of Prince Mahmood, and enter 
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into engagements not to attack the Af- 
ghan territories, but leave Zemaun Shah 
at liberty to pursue hisdesigns upon India, 
that the Afghan'pnncc would desert the 
Khorassan chiefs, and g-ve up ^he whole 
of that province to within a tew miles of 
Herat, lo be taken possession of by the 
Persian king ; and that the weakness and 
divided state of the chiefs of Khorassan 
secluded all idea of their making a fruit- 
less opposition once that Zemaun Shah 
had openly declared they could no longer 
depend upon him for support. 

by the advice of Hajy Ibrahim, the 
kiog of Persia is said to have acquiesced 
in this proposal, as affording the only 
hopes of getting a speedy possession of 
the province of Khorassan, the nume- 
rous forts in which offer almost insupera- 
ble obstacles to a speedy reduction of it 
by force. The king, howevdr, proposes 
inis negotiation to be solely conducted 
by Hajy Ibrahim ; and circumstances 
give reason to suppose he will deny that 
mmist£f*s autbonty to conclude any such 
agreement the moment he has reaped 
those advantages he expects from it, 
which are principally the distress and 
submission of some, if not all the Kho- 
rassan chiefs. 

There arc two certain facts that strong- 
ly corroborate the truth of this account : 

i. That a few days after the arrival 
of the Afghan with the last letter, the 
king sent for prince Mahmood, told him

The king of Persia has left a strong 
garrison of infantry in Massinnan, ana 
also a large party of boric, who have 
orders to make constant incursions in the 
district* of Subzawar, and Nishabour, 
to distress the inhabitants, tod secure 
cb« reduction of those forts next season. 

When Zemaun Shah left Herat he 
look along with him Zemaun Khan, the 
governor, a chief of great rank and influ- 
ence among the Afghans, tod indeed 
almost the mj powerful chief remaining, 


the vizier Wuffadar Khan having ob- 
tained the death of the others. M 

Zemaun Shah marched towards Can- 
dahar by an Unfrequented route, after 
leaving his son as governor of Herat.

It was intended that the army 
should have advanced about this time, 
but it pleased God 10 prevent its crossing 
the rivers by heavy rams and hoods. 
Zemaun Shah is firmly resolved, with 
God’s assistance, to march on the 1st 
of Ribbee-u-Sanie from Cabul towards 
Delhi, for the purpose of extirpating 
the Saks. The nabob Gbazee-u-Deen 
Khan, vizier, is the cause and the pro- 
moter of these measures. He has lately 
arrived at Peshawar, and Zemaun Shah 
has honoured him with a Khclaut of 
high distinction. There is no doubt 
whatever of the Shah's coming ; what 
will be the consequences God only 
knows.

Pan. 18. Our advices from the 
resident at Lucknow, and feorn the acting 
result nt at the court ol Scmdn, together 
with the intelligence which has reached 
us fiomothet quarters, concur in stating 
tint Zemaun Shah has not abandoned 
his project of invading Hmdosian at the 
clo^e^of the present rainy season, and 
that he had made considerable prepara- 
tions with a view to his inttnded expedi- 
tion* 

19. It appeared by the tenoi of our 
advices at the commencement of this 
month, that commotions had been re- 
newed within the Shah’s own dominions, 
ana that he had been under the necessity 
of maicbiug from Cabul towards Can- 
dahar, for the purpose of quelling them. 

20. More recent intelligence, how- 
ever, seems to favour the conclusion* 
that these commotions either have sub- 
sided, or are uot deemed of sufficient 
importance to divert the Shah from the

prosecution of his design 5 the last dis- 
patches from Lucknow state that the 
10th of October had been fixed for hit

21. Although we still entertain con- 
siderable doubts with regard to the au- 
thenticity of the rumours which we 
have detailed in the preceding j&ragraph* 
and although we arc aware of theobsta- 
cles which ate likely to delay, if not 
absolutely to pievent the approach of 
Zemaun Shah to the frontier of Hin- 
dostan, we have thought it our doty to 
take every precaution against the possi- 
bility of an event which, combined 
with the designs of Tippoo, and of the 
Fu <"h, might become of the most 
sen us impoitance.

30. Tbe principles of those arrange-

31. From that letter you will observe 
that Scindia’s continuance at Poonah, the 
dissen^ons and disaffection which prevail 
among his commanded, and the unset- 
tled and prccanous state of his authority 
in Hindustan, have prevented our taking 
any further steps for carrying the intended 
auangements into effect. 

■ 32. Under these circumstances wa 
have judged it expedient to determine, 
that, in the event of Zemaun Shah’s ap- 
proach to the fiontierof our ally, the 
vizier, our military operations shall be 
confined to a system of defence ; and we

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proceeds not from any calamity to which 
they, have been peculiarly exposed, bui 
solely from the mismanagement and 
oppression of the different ^turmls, tc 
whcne charge they have been tntrysted ; 
and this scourge appeal to have been 
felt more severely in thatupart of Robil- 
cunci which has ( fallen info the hands ol 
(he nabob viziet^ different periods, than 
m any other division of his excellency’s 
temtoues; of tht£ assertion, no more 
convincing proof need be n quir< j d than 
what is furnished by the following 
incotv rovcmble facts. 7 he district ol

lency’s service who has held his situation 
lor any considerable time is Almas Ail 
Khan; and although the extent of hi 
authonty and power has often been limn- 
ed, and condemned by the English go- 
vernment as too great for any subj u to 
possess, yet the situation of rhis s>au has 
rendered the continuance of the evil 
almost^ necessary. The country he holds 
embraces a very extensive fiontier, in-

No 17 J We have the honour to 
return the pm agi aph relative to Mr. 
Henry Wellesley’s appointment, ?nd 
trust the court of director* will coin- 
cide m opinion with us, that it is expe- 
dient to suspend, for the present, ex- 
pressing any decision on this subject, for 
the following reasons . 

We entirely concur with the court of 
directors in feeling it nece saiy to 
guard, with extreme jealousy, tie 
rights of their civil servants; and shall 
always be disposed to co-operate with 
them in giving full effect to llte pi o vi- 
sions of the law framed tor tins ,alnliry 
purpose. In the prf'tnt instance, how- 
ever, as far as the appointment st nuU 
explained in the dispatches hithc. to 
received from the governor genu d 
we must hesitate m acceding to 
the opinion expressed by the cotur. 

Kr*t. Because vv$ aie not convinced 
that the governor -genu 1 m intruding 
to his private secretary t Mr. Hem y 
Wellesley, the conclusion of an import- 
ant treaty, necessarily tn itself a trans- 
action of the most delicate and confi- 
dential nature, and one in which Mr. 
Wellesley’s services, from his close con- 
nection with the gov ernor-genetaJ, 
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might be highly material to its 
success, has exceeded his authority ; 
and 

Secondly. If in intrusting Mr Henry 
Wellesley with the execution of the 
treaty the governor-general has not gene 
beyond the exercise ot a sound discre- 
tion, we trust the court vvili be disposed

sider themselves called on upon their 
personal responsibility to adopt, and 
we shall be prepared, when the pro- 
mised communications shall be received, 
to concur in such notice of this mea- 
sure as may effectually guaid (however 
the court may be led, from peculiar cir- 
cumstances, to give it their ultimate 
sanction) against its hung made an in- 
jurious precedent hi tcafter. 

We have the less hesitation in recom- 
mending this cOuise of proceeding, as 
it appeals from the advices from Bengal, 
received subsequent to the pa"« graph 
m question bung approved by the 
court, tlfJTt Mr. Hem y Wellesley i ecu ves 
no emo^ments whatever from the late 
appointment, beyond those which he 
before enjoyed, under the spcual au- 
thority of the court of directors, as 
private secretary to the governor-ge- 
neral.

To lieutenant-colonel Scott, resident 
at Lucknow. 

Sir, 

The information winch his excellen- 
cy, the most noble the governor-}, ene- 
r*al in coun 1 1 , has lately receive i of 
the advanced st tfe of the n rwaub vizi- 
er s prep.tr itioris lo i a journe), by wa- 
ter, having induced his excellency to 
believe that the n ewaub has actually 
resolved to cany into diect ins dtclaied 
intention ot prut ceding on a p Igrnnage 
without delay, his excellency, m < min- 
ed, deems it necessary that the vi/ier 
should be immediate y apprized of the 
necessity ofnnicluding certain arrange- 
ments, connected \\ nil the rights and 
l.ueiests of the hono. liable company 
in the state of Oude, picviously to his 
departure 

His excellency in council thinks it 
highly objects liuble that the viz.er 
should proceed en his intended pil- 
gi image unt I tin* piovic.on, contain 
ed m the Oth amde uf the treaty ol 
November, 1801, whn h respects the 
establishment ot an inij toved s^stun 
of administration within the vi/ao’s 
reserved dominions, shall have been 
earned into effect His excellency is 
ot opinion that the accomplishment of 
tins important object cannot proper- 
ly he mtutbtcd to a de eguted autho- 
rity 

ihs excellency*’ is aware that in 
reply to th.b objection, the vizur will 
otuerve that he has repeatedly solicited 
hi, excellency’s attention to this impor- 
tant object, and has declared his ieadi- 
ues-y to adopt tiie measures necessary for 
its accomplishment, whenever his ex- 
cellency she uld think pioper to suggest 
a plan for that purpose. 

. Th* 
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The delay, however, which has oc- 
curred in the preparation of a plan of 
administration, adapted to the circum- 
stances of the vizier’s dominions, has 
been unavoidable. His excellency has 
always deemed it to be previously ne- 
cessary to ascertain, by actual experience, 
the euicacy of the system of administra- 
tion inti odueed into the ceded ten 1 to- 
nes, which sufteied under the same in- 
fluence of evils and abuses which pre- 
vailed in the vizier’s re .irved dominions, 
with a view to suggest lemedies tor the 
removal of those evils and abuses in 
the latter, similar to those which should 
be found to'lie efficacious in eradicating 
them from the foinier That system 
lias not yet been sufficiently matuied to 
enable Jus excellency to suggest upon 
that basis, a plan for the leform of the 
internal administration of the viziei s 
reserved dominions with sufficient confi- 
dence in us eflu acy and success. Ills 
excellency, however, is not awa.re that 
any luriher material delay will oceui in 
the at comphshmeul of that important, 
object 

his excellency in council further 
deemsit to beindispensably necessary tl at 
an arrangement lot ihe iue administra- 
tion oi the* government of Outje, during 
the absence oi the nawaub vizier, should 
be concluded with the vizier betoie his 
clepai turc from Lucknow 

His excellency in council hears in 
nund the provisional appointment ol 
the nawaub’* second son, Ahmed All 
Khan, to the lrgency, under the ex 
press concurrence ot the governor gene- 
ral, and accoulingly considers the exer- 
cise oi the powers of regent by Ahmed 
Ah Khan, during hi-, lath r’s absence 
fiom his dominions, to he the basis ot 
any airangemcnt for tiic administration 
of the afFan s of Oudc m he event of the 
nawaub viziei \ depa? tuie 

In his excellency’s judgment, how- 
evei, it is indispensably necessary, both 
on general principle, and on giounds 
applicable to this paiticulai case, that 
the poweis to he exercised by the ie* 
gent, should be Itmitted oi defined. 

It 16 the practice in all civilized 
staters, to impose some limitation on the 
powers of a regent , and tins practice is 
founded on obvious principles qf policy 
and justice, tinder the peufliarcucum- 
stan^es of our connection with the state 
of the nawaub vizier, it is necessary, on 
the othei haml, that sued limitation 
should be imposed, on the authority of 


his representative, as may preclude the 
abuse of it , and on the other, that 
such a latitude of action be given to 
the legent as is requisite for the security 
of the rights which we have acquired by 
treaty, and for the full accomplishment 
of the objects for which the existing en- 
gagements are intended to provide. 

In the discussion of this question, the 
vizier will probably declare that it is his 
intention to vest, m the person ot his 
son, the same power ami authority 
which he himself possesses, and may, 
therefore, contend that his departure 
from his dominions can produce no 
change in the relations suboisting be- 
tween the two states, nor, in any de- 
gree, affect the secunry ot our rights 
under the treaty. Hus argument, 
however, is evidently founded on erro- 
neous principle ; acting in a delegated 
capacity, the* regent cannot possess the 
same interest in the state as the person 
whom he represents, nor can any dele- 
gated power be equally efficient with 
the authouty from which it is derived. 
However extensive might be the powers 
which the nawaub vizier might dele- 
gate to his son, the latter would naturally 
act under a sense of responsibility to 
his father, and, under that impression, 
he might either adopt measures injurious 
to the rights and interests of the British 
government, or refuse to prosecute 
those which, under the ciicumstances 
of our actual connection with the state of 
Oude,we are entitled to demand Upon 
every principle of policy and justice, 
the British government is entitled to le- 
quire an adequate security for the pre- 
servation of its rights and interests in 
the government of Oude against the 
hazards to which they may be exposed 
by the defect of the regent’s authority 
or by the vices or weakness of his cha- 
racter. 

The necessity of establishing an ef- 
fectual controul over the acts and au- 
thority of Ahmed All Khan, is aug- 
mented by the consideration that he 
will not possess a permanent interest m 
the state, founded on the prospect of 
Ins accession to the Musnud : since nei- 
ther Ahmed Aii Khan, nor the nawaub 
vizier, can justly deduce, from the go- 
vernor-general’s assent to the appoint- 
ment of the former to the regency, an 
expectation that the British government 
will sanction a deviation frorh the regu- 
lar and established order of . succession. 

Under these circumstances* his excel- 
lency 
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leucr, 'he governor-general in council, 
\va mem sc necessary that the nnwaub 
viziw be rcquife*!* previously to ht§ de- 
parture trow* Lucknow, to vest m the 
hands ol the Ufcifish goverment such a

With this view his Excellency in conn- 
ed tLervv> it an indispensable cou iition, 
rt hi-, 10 tsent to the vizier's departure, 
that Luc British govei nment be empow- 
ered cveret^e a c».ect interference in 
the .idem d ad on notation of affairs du- 
ring ine vi tier’s absence, and that the 
re»euL K bw,und bv a specific engage- 
ment to regulate ell oillual proceedings 
by the itivice and it commend u ion of 
the bru h government, and to adopt 
all «u h measures as may be suggested 
bv r the iis'duit uudei tlie authonry ot 
that government, toi the prosperity of 
the count iv, and for the accomplish- 
ment ot every arrangement which has 
been provided for by treaty, and by 
the result of the negotiations between 
the governor general and the uawaub 
viz-ici at Lucknow, in the month of Fe- 
bruary last. 

His excellency in council further 
deems it necessary to observe, that al- 
though the governor-general engaged 
not to obstruct the vipers design of 
quitting ins dominions, his exce.iency 
at he sa il' time ‘•nggvsted several im- 
portant (ontiderct'out which, in hisex- 
cJfrur) •> judgment, rendered the pio- 
sc-iUiom o' toJt design extremely objec- 
ti.ma de md inexpedient, w.th icfeience 
to the liKcrcsts tu the viz ie>, and to 
the ispciuv or !.is uo'nmiciis.

His excellency rcpiesented to the 
vizitjcthe peiaonil inconvenience and 
the thingeis to wluch he would be ex- 
posed Ui the pi execution of this ardu- 
ous undertaking, and requested him 
ienoudy\o redact on the distress, and 
momtkatW whicp he must expect to 
suffer unJer the privation of those 
mcajw pf lomfort, dighity, and secu- 
rity, whicli he so ag^iy enjoyed in the 
present situation. , 

Hi* excellency observe* the danger* 


of the vizier’s pi*>jected expedition 
will be greatly augmented by the con- 
sequences. of tlie late calamitous irrup- 
tion of the tribe of Wahaubics into 
the country which lie pioposes to vmt. 
There is every reaspiuo expect that the 
Turk. and the Persians will combine 
their force.-, to revenge tj\e sacnlegious 
violence winch has been offered to the 
shrine of the Mahometan salint at 
ICurbulla, and that the whole adjacent 
country will become the scene ot war- 
' fare between the conibiued armies and 
the troops of the Wahaubees, who 
appear by the latest accounts to have 
retired to thencightiouung desert with 
a design to renew their depi editions, 
and to establish then authority m that 
quarter of the Tu. kiah dominions. 

His excellency Lit t her sugg^ted to

2. As some da\s hid elapsed, ow.ng 
to the viziu’s (I'miiil tiou Lucknow, 
without my hn tug hid an opportunity 
of convtrsing with him 0 1 the subjur of 
his projCi tv-d pi'gi image, and as in that 
interval s >me circumstance had occu’ivd 
which Ld me 10 couj-t .ure that he 
might possibly be disposed, of his own 
ac<ord, to I'Jinqtush the plan, I thong! t 
it advisable bJoic presenting the letter 
to the vizier, to ascutam the present 
disposition of h*s mind. 

3 A tew words from the vizier, how- 
ever, hiving satisfied me ihat my con- 
jecture was unfounded, I presented the- 
iettcr from his excellency the governor- 
general. The vizier having uad it 
obscived, that his excellency had kit to 
me the communication of details of 
arrangements generally adverted to in his 
exceiit ncy’s lent r, which it wa> necessaty 
to conclude; before his d pirture from 
Oude. I replied, that I nad the honour 
to receive those details from his excellen- 
cy in council, together with the aigu- 
ments on which the necessity of conclud- 
ing them is founded, and that I was pre- 
paial to make an nnmediaic commuta- 
tion of them. 

\ 4. Having proceeded some length, the 
vlspier requested that I would commit to 
writing, in the Persian language, the 
whol^ of the communication which I was 
instructed to rtiake to him, that he might 
reflect upon sit leisure. I expressed 
my utmost readiness to afford the vizier 
the most ample tpeans of assisting his 
judgment, but trusted that the geueral 
teuour of the letter, from his excel- 
lency the governor-general, and the 
communication of the objections and 
arguments as far as I had gone, would 
satisfy his mind of the inexpediency of 


prosecuting his design any further. 
The vizier repeated his dcsne for t lie 
Persian translation, and mtoimed me, 
that it at our next interview, he 
should have madc^up his mind to relin- 
quish the execution of his project, lie 
would not require the tunslation; but 
if, on the contrary, he peisistei in ins 
des'gu he would receive it from me, 
and give the reasoning which it con- 
tained, that mature couMdei ation whi h 
the importance o* the subject de- 
manded 

J After th.s we entered into a more 
finnh ir discourse upon the projected 
pilgrimage, in winch I repeated all 
the arguments and considerations, with 
reference lo the viz.er s personal incon- 
venience, w'mli h's excebency the 
govcinoi-gciu mi h id before suggested 
to Ins reflection His excellent) a nut- 
ted the ioicc of the whok ot them, 
but .oiled tint he was anxious to 
enjoy tue annne neut and reWxation of 
t' ivci'mg 'Hus leu me to observe tint 
hts own country allot It i the mtam of 
iccreation, and of those divisions of 
which he was fond, without the pri- 
vation of any of ins us ial lomtorts 
aud conventencies, and without the 
hazard of those dangers fo winch lie 
mu t be unavoidably exposed 111 the 
long and distant jourmy which lie 
meditated. The vizier, with a kind ot 
piieule curiosity, noticed that his own 
country did not admit of the entrain, e 
ot a large slop ; to which I replied, 
that few persons, except professional 
men, embarked on board of a ship for 
the sake ot pleasure alone; that I had 
made several voyages, but not one 
with the expectation of pleasure, nor 
had I enjoyed either pleasure or com- 
fort in the course of them 

6 His excellency introduced another 
reason more puerile than the above, 
which was, that having proclaimed his 
resolution, he could not, with any 
degree of consistency, recede from it. 
Tins reason I combated by argument* 
addressed to the just pride of magna- 
nimity, and observed, that no person 
could have any interest m Ins ausence 
from his dominions, so every one 
would be pleased by his abandoning 
tlie design without seeking for the 
cause ; but that if his excellency were 
solicitous for a cause, what more 
weighty reasons could be urged than a 
deference to the opinion and advice ot 
his most sincere friend his excellency 
the governor-general, and the necessity 
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for his own presence ami authority to 
introduce and establish a system of 
reform, in all the disordered affairs of 
his government and country. 

7 In conclusion, I stated to the 
vizier that it was impossible to conceive 
one single advantage which could re ult 
to him from the prosecution of h’s 
design, and I requestei leave to adc 
whether every person, who had at 
heait his happiness, and the prosperity 
of his country, did not unite m one 
opinion of the inexpediency of a inca 
sure, which must he destructive of his 
own ease, and injurious to the wtliaie 
of his people 

8 Having completed the tiansla- 
tion, I waited up6n the vizier yesterday 
morning, and commenced the conver- 
sation by expiessing my confidence, 
that the reflection which Ins excellency 
had bestowed o i the letter from his 
excellency the governor-general, and on 
the objections to his departure from 
Lucknow, subnvtted to lus considera- 
tion m our last interview, must render 
any further discussion of the subject 
superfluous; and that I ti listed he 
would authorize me to report to his 
excellency m council, that in deference 
to his excel ency’s judgment he had 
relinquished the prosecution of his 
design. 

9 1 he vizier, so far from acqui- 
escing in the sentiments I had afforded, - 
seemed moie dehbeiately fum n his 
resolution of carrying his design into 
effect than at the prece ung interview, 
and deiUied, that the desire of travel- 

1 tig and of voting the holy shrines 
had been conceived lorg before his 
exaltation to the Mastoid, and had 
never ceased to occupy his mind. In 
consequence of this declaration, I pre- 
sented the translation, and informed the 
\izier of the necessity ot concluding 
the arrangements detaded therein, 
previous to his departure fiom Luck- 
now I could not prevail upon his 
exce lency to peruse the paper in my 
presence, nor did he return any other 
answer, that that he hoped no long 
time would be required in adjusting the 
several points of arrangements 

10 The vizier being now in com- 
plete possession of the sentiments of 
his excellency' the governor-general, and 
of the arrangements to be concluded 
previous to his departure from Luck- 
now, I purpose leaving to him the 
renewal of the subject unless the prose- 


cution of preparations for his journey 
should render it necessary for me to 
remonstrate against such indications 
of his intentions to carry the design 
into execution, whilst so many points 
of importance remain for adjust- 
ment.

Copy of a treaty between Sujah Dowlah 
and the Company, dated 16th August, 
ITO'o , ratified and approved of by 
the king 

Whereas the right honourable Robert, 
Lord Chve, Baron Clive, of Plassey, 
knight companion of the most honour- 
able order of thfe Bath, major-general 
and commanda of the forces, president 
of the council, and governor of Fort 
William, and of all the settlements be- 
longing to the united company of mer- 
chants of England trading to the East 
Indies, in the provinces of Bengal, 
Behar, and Orissa; and John Carnac, 
esq. brigadier-general, colonel in the 
servueof the said company, and com- 
mander of the forces upon the Bengal 
establishment , aie invested with full 
and ample powers on the behalf of 
lus excellency the nabob Nudjum ul 
Dowla soubahdar of Bengal, Behar, 
and Orissa; and likewise on the behalf 
of the united company of merchants 
of England, trading to the Fast Indies, 
to negotiate, settle, and finally to con- 
clude a firm and lasting peace with 
his highness the nabob Sujah ul 
Dowla, vizier of the empire : Be it 
known to all those whom it may or 
shall pi any manner belong, that the 
above-named, plenipotentiaries have 
agreed upon the following articles 
with his highness:

1 he nibob Ausuf-ul-DowUli, Jaayaa 
Cawn, Bahauder Ilozebbus Jung, on the 
one part ; and the honourable Warren 
Hastings, esq. governor-general, and 
the members of the supreme council of 
Fort William, for aria m the name of 
the English East India company, on the 
other part ; agreed to the following 
articles : 

Article 1 —That universal peace, 
firm friendship, and pci feet union, shall 
for ever he established between the 
nabob Ausut-ul-DowIah, and the 
English East India company. The 
contracting powers, with a view of 
maintaining this reciprocal friendship in 
the future, shall not for any cause, or 
under any pretence^ encourage the 
fyots, and the inhabitants of their soubahs, 
in commuting hostilities and disturbances, 
and every thing shall be avoided bv the 
said powers which might occasion them. 
Their inends and enemies arc mutual , 
and any person who shall run a Way and 
take refuge in the country oi one of the 
said parties, shall be given up to the other, 
and no assistance afforded him 

Article 2 — 1 he afoiesaid nabob 
engages never to entertain, or receive m 
his dominions, Cassnn Ally Cawn, the 
former Soubahdar of Bengal, and Suinro 
the murdeier of the English; even in 
case of his getting them into his hands, 
he will out of friendship make them 
prisoners, and deliver them up 
to the English company. He also 
engages, not for any cause, or under any 
pretence, to tmcnain Eutopeans of any 


nation in his serVice, without the 
consent of the English company ; that 
he will prevent, oppose, and send back, 
such as oiici to come into, pass through, 
or remain, or shall not be in his 
dominions Without the perwannah of the 
English company. The Europeans of 
every nation m the service of the said 
nabob are hereby dismissed , a id now, 
and in the future, he engages never to 
entertain the said Europeans, and to 
dcliVer Up to the English company such 
of their servants who have deserted, or 
may desert, in case of his apprehending 
them 

Article 3 —If the King should write 
anything relative to theaffairsof the nabob 
Auiuf-ui-Dowlah to the English su ars, 
they will attend to the satisfaction, 
advantage, and inclination of the said 
nabob, and not consent to what the king 
may say or wnu. In like manner, if 
the king should write to the nabob Ausut- 
uI-Dowlah, rclattse to the affairs of the 
English sirdars, he will attend to their 
satisfaction, advantage, and n.c’mation, 
and not consent to what he n ay say or 
write. 

Article 4 — The countries of Corah 
and Allahabad shall always, and rnr ever* 
remain in the possession of me nabob 
Ausuf-ul-Dowlah, on the same footing 
as the subah of Oude,and they shall on no 
account in future be disturbed by the 
English, nor will they ever request a 
clamor derrum, or any thing from the said 
countries I he English sirdars engage 
to defend the subah of Oude at all tunes, 
Und Corah and Allahabad, until the 
pleasure of the Court of Directors shall 
be known. 

Article 5. — The said nabob, for the 
defence of his country, as above 
specified, declares that he has given up, 
of his own free will and accord, unto 
the English company, all the districts 
dependent on the rajah Cheyt Sing, 
together with the land and water duties, 
and the sovereignty ot the said districts 
in perpetuity. That the English 
company shall, after one month and a 
half fioin the date of this treaty, take 
upon them the sovereignty and possession 
oi the districts under rajah Cheyt Sing* 
as hetcunder specified, vir.

The aforesaid nabob shall, whenever 
the English troops pass the boundanes 
of thecompan)’s provinces, it his icqiust, 
pay the stipulated sum monthly, horn 
that tune until then return to the 
abovesaid boundaries. 

Article 71 h — If the aforesaid nabob 
shall ever rt quire the a’d or assistance of 
the English Company, for the letcuce of 
any othci of his coumncs besides those 
ahovt specified, hr will h\ something for 
the Compmy pmpoaiont d to the seivice. 

The English company, and all the 
E iglish Sirdars, engage to pci form what- 
ever articles are now mutually settled, 
and in the future, dunrig tin l.fe of the 
Nabob Asoph-uf- Dowlah, they will ntscr

Aiticle 1 — That the temporary bn- 
ga»<es, and ihiee* regiments of cavaliv, be 
no longei chtrgf d to the nabob’s account, 
foi the year Fussclle, 1180, excepting 
a teim for two and a halt months, 
whieh is required for their posing the 
nabob’s boundaries, and for which, to- 
gether with all former allowances and 
autars, ihetr usual pay and allowances 
are to be made good. Also the English 
Officers, with their Sebundy ha talions, 
and other gentlemen, excepting the 
resident’s office, now upon the nabob’s 
list , be no longer at his chirge tor the 
vcai 1189, the antais being paid up 
with the addition of two month* allow- 


ances; the true meaning of this being, 
that no more troops be paid for by the 
nabob than the number of European 
artillery and sepoys agreed for under the 
t.tle of one brigade with the late nabob 
Shujah ul Dowlah, now paid for at the 
rate of 2, 60, coo rupees per month, to 
which is now to he added one regi- 
ment of sepoys of the present establish- 
ment, expressly allowed for the puipose 
of protecting the office, treasury, and 
person of the resident at Lucknow, the 
pay and allowances of which are to com- 
mence from the 1st of Anghun next, 
at the rate of rupees 25,000 per month. 
The regiments to be relieved every three 
months. The bng.ide to be stationed 
or moved wherevei the nabob shall direct, 
m the mode prescribed in the former 
treaty with the nabob vizier deceased. 
And finally, th.’t whenever the nabob 
vizier shall required further aid of troops 
from the company, the pay and allow- 
ances shall commence from the dav of 
their passing the Caramnassa; also, 
should the assistance of the nabob’s troops 
be required by the company, their pay

Article c. — That, as great distress

then lands, be paid the amount of their 
net collections, through the resident, m 
read) money. 

Arti( le 3 — Thar, as Fyzoola Khan 
has, by his breach of treatv, forfeited the 
protection of the English government, 
and causes, by his continuance in his 
piescnt independent state, great alarm 
and detriment to the nabob, he be per- 
rmticd, when tune shall suit, to resume 
his lands, and pay him m money, 
tbioughthe resident, the amount stipu- 
lated by tieaty, after deducting the 
amount and charges of tho troops he 
stands engaged to furnish by treaty, 
which amount shall he passed to the 
account of the company during the con« 
tinuancc of the present war.

Copy of the Agreement made by the 
Vizier with the Governor-general. 

Having, on my behalf, agreed to the 
requisitions of the nabob vizier, without 
diminution or reserve, I must now repeat 
the request which I before verbally made 
to him, that he will be pleased to attend 
to such proposals as I shall have to make 
to him, and to these I expect his assent the 
more readily, as they have for their ulti- 
mate object his interests alone ; that of 
the company being no further concerned 
than m the influence which they will 
eventually have in the payment of the 
debt due from the nabob to the company. 
I therefore recommend to him to reduce 
the great number of his Sebundy and 
other troops to regular and complete 
establishments; not to be paid by assign- 
ments of revenue, but in money from the 
treasury, and their number not to exceed 
the certain means of paying them. But 
as this may be difficult without making a 
separation of the nabob’s public and pri- 
vate funds, I further recommend that he 
receive into his private purse no more 
than a fixed monthly sum, for the ex- 
peaces of his person and household ; and 
that the remainder of the net collections 
be left in a public treasury, under the 
management of his public ministers, and 
the inspection of the resident, for the dis- 
charge of his military and civil disburse- 
ments. 

This advice is not meant to affect the 
assignments annually, and which must be 
annually renewed for the payment of the 
past debts, and the current demands of 
the company.

Translation of an agreement entered into 
by his Excellency the Nawaub Vizier, 
with the Honourable the Governor- 
General, at Lucknow; executed the 
20th ot March, 1797* 

The governor-general having repre- 
sented to his excellency the vizier, the 
late very great increase of the company’s 
military establishment, by the addition of 
several regiments of cavalry, both Euro- 
pean and nanve, and in compliance with 
the company borders, solicited his excel- 
lency’s assistance to defray the consequent 
additional cxpcnce, his excellency, m the 
fullest reliance that the company's troops 
are ever ready, in conformity to existing 
engagements, to protect ami defend his 
dominions against the attacks of all ene- 
mies, agrees as follows : 

That he will annually defray the actual 
bona fide cxpcoces of a regiment of Euro- 
pean, and one of native cavalry ; that is to 
say, two regiments (the amount of which 
expences, however, the governor-general 
cannot at present specify) provided they 
shall not exceed upon c\cry account, five 
lacks and a half of rupees per annum. 
The amount to be defrayed by monthly 
instalments of which the first shall com- 
mence with the month of Bysaac of the 
present fuslec year.

Treaty between the Nawaub Vizier 
Saadut Alt Khan Be hade r, and the 
honourable the English East India 
company, dated the 21st Feb. 1798. 

Whereas various treaties have been 
concluded at different times between the 
late Nawaub Shtijah ud Dowlah Behadtr, 
and the Nabob Asoph ud DowUh 
Behader, and the honourable the English 
East India Company, to the mutual ad- 
vantage of their respective dominions; 
the Nawaub Vizier ud Momaluck, 
Yemeea 
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Yemeen ud Dowlab, Nazim ul Mulk, 
Saadut All Khan Bahader, Mobauz Jung, 
and Sir John Shore, Baronet, on the part 
of the honourable the East India com* 
pany, with a view to perpetuate the amity 
subsisting between the two states, and the 
advantages reciprocally resulting from it, 
now agree to the following articles; 

First.— That the peace, friendship, and 
pmon so long subsisting between the two 
States shall be perpetual ; the friends and 
enemies of either, shall be the friends and 
enemies of both ; and the contracting; 
party agree that all the former treaties 
and agreements between the two states, 
now in force, and not contraiy to the 
tenor of this engagement, shall be con- 
firmed by it. 

Second.— By the existing treaties be- 
tween the states, the honourable the East 
India company are bound to defend the 
dominions of nis highness the Nawaub 
Saadut Ah Khan against all enemies ; and 
with a view to enable them to fulfil this 
engagement, and at the same time pro- 
vide for the protection of their own domi- 
nions, the English company having largely 
increased their military establishments 
by the addition of new levied regiments, 
both of infantry and cavalry, tne Na- 
waub, Saadut All Khan, m consideration 
thereof, agrees, in addition to the annual 
subsidy paid by the late Nawaub, Asoph 
ulDowlah, to the English Company, bein 
rupees fifty-six lacks seventy-seven thou- 
sand six hundred and thirty-eight; to pay 
in perpetuity, the further sum ot rupees 
nineteen lacks twenty-two thousand three 
hundred and sixty-two, making all to- 
gether the sum of seventy six lacks of 
rupees; the said rupees to be Oude 
Sicca rupees, of the present weight and 
standard. 

Third — rThe above subsidy of Oude 
Sicca rupees seventy-six lacks is to com- 
mence from the twenty-first day of 
January, one thousand seven hundred and 
ninety-eight, the date of the accession of 
the Nawaub Saadut Ah Khan to the mus- 
nudof Oude , and the said nabob engages 
that it shall be punctually discharged, 
month by mouth, as it becomes due. m 
sums of Oude Sicca rupees six hundred 
and thirty-three thousand three hundted 
and thirty-nine, five anas four pice, of the 
present weight and standard, according 
to the kistbundy annexed. 

Fourth,— That the arrears of subsidy, 
due upon former engagements, to the 
twenty-first of January, one thousand 
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seven hundred and ninety-eight, also be 
immediately discharged. 

Fifth. — The Nawaub, Saadut Ah Khan, 
agrees, that an annual allowance ot one 
lack fifty thousand Oude Sicca rupees be 
made to Vizier All Khan, and agrees to 
pay the amount by monthly lusts of 
twelve thousand five hundred rupees to 
the English company, who will pay the 
same to Vizier Ah Khan as long as he 
shall continue to reside in the dominions 
of the English company. 

Sixth.— The stipends to the Begums 
and princes of Benares, amounting to 
rupees two lacks four thousand per annum, 
and the Furrackabad pensions, amounting 
to rupees twenty-three thousand six hun- 
dred and thirty-eight, are included m the 
above sum of seventy-Hx lacks of Oude 
Sicca rupees. 

Seventh —The governor-general, Sir 
John Shore, Bart, on the part of the 
East India company, agrees that the Eng- 
lish forces maintained m the country of 
Oude, for its defence, shall never consist 
of less than ten thousand men, including 
Europeans and natives, cavalry, infantry, 
and artillery ; and if at any time it should 
become necessary to augment the troops 
of the company in Oude, beyond the 
number of thirteen thousand men, in- 
cluding Europeans and natives, infantry 
and cavalry, and artillery', the nabobs 
Saadut AHi Khan agrees to pay the actual 
difference occasioned by the excess above 
that number; and in the same manner 
if the troops of the company in Oude, 
from any necessity, should be less than 
eight thousand men, including infantry, 
cavalry, artillery, natives, and Europeans, 
a deduction shall be made from the an- 
nual stipend of seventy-six lacks of rupees, 
equal to the actual difference of men be- 
low the specified number. 

Eighth.— As the English company are 
not possessed of any fortress in the domi- 
nions of Oude, the nabob, Saadut Alt 
Khan, having the fullest reliance on the 
friendship of the English company, agrees 
to make over to their exclusive possevsioa 
the fort of Allahabad, with all us build- 
ings and appurtenances, and the Ghaut* 
immediately dependent upon the fort, 
together with «^s much land surrounding 
the fort as may be necessary for the pur- 
pose of an esplanade, the company agree- 
ing to be answerable to the nabob fo«* 
the amount of the revenue collected frost 
the said Ghauts; the said nabob also 
agrees to advance to the company, suck* 
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a sum as may be necessary For strengthen- 
ing and nnpioving the fortifications of 
this fort, provided that it do * ot t xceed 
the sum of eight tacks of Oude Sicca 
rupees, and that the said amount, or actual 
amount, ot expenditure, not exticdiwg 
eight lacks of rupees, shall be paid to the 
company within two years from the date 
of thi* treaty, m such proportions is inav 
be* require' 4 for dcfra)ing the expend to 
which it is applicable ; and the said nabob, 
Saadut Alt Kh^n Bvhadai, foi the same 
reasons, further ag ees to advance to t he 
English com par v, for the purpose of ie- 
pairing iht toil of Futtvghur, within six 
mor.thsfrotn the date of this engagement, 
a sum not cxcei ding on the whole thite 
lacks of Oune Sicca rupo:s. 

Ninth — If, for the better profusion 
and defence of the dominions of tiu na- 
wauh, Saadut All Khan, it should be 
deemed advisab’e to change the present 
stations of the troops at Caw n pore and 
Futtvghur, the n iw' 3 ub Saadut A 1 1 Khan, 
consents thereto, and thit the troops 
shall be stationed m such pi aces as mat be 
judged rno^t advisable and conviriunt, 
and that he will detiay the expence at- 
tending their removal, and making can- 
tonments for th'* troops 

Tenth — As the English comparv h ive 
incurred a considerable cxpence bv their 
exertions in establishing the right of the 
nabob, Saadut Ah Khan, the said nabob 
agrees, in consideration thereof, to pay 
the company the sum of twelve lacks of 
Oude Sicca nipees. 

Eleventh — As the pavment of the 
company’s troops in Oude depends upon 
the regui ir ai. '-barge of the subsidy stated 
in the 2d and 3d articles of the treaty, the 
said nabob engages to exert his uunost 
endeavours to discharge the stipulated 
kist with punctuality; but if contrary to 
the sincere intentions and t-xt r urns of the 
said nabob, the payment of the kists 
should fall into arrears, the said nabob, 
Saadut All Khan engages and promts' , 
that he will then give such security to the 
company for the discharge of the exist- 
ing arrears and the future regular p le- 
nient of the kists, as snail be deemed 
satisfactory. 

Twelfth. — Whenas, by the engage- 
ments now entered into between tin* nabob 
vizier and the company, the am >uut of 
thesubsidy is considerably ncaastd, and 
many other permanent chargtsupon his 
excellency are incurred, on a companion 
of hi* disbursements with the assets of 
bis country, it becomes necessary to make 


such reduction in the supeifluous charge® 
of the public est .blishments, savants, & c 
as nny be requisite, and are consist! nt 
with his excellences dignity and com c - 
nit nee To ihat end the said nabob 
agues to coi Milt wr h tht* comp.mv’s 
government, and, in concert with them, 
dtvisc the propt r objects of such icdue- 
ttoi's, and the btst tiuaus of t Hating 
tht m.

and Nujubs te attend the person of the 
Auniil. 

Article 4 —A detachment of th$ 
British troons, with a proportion of 
artillery, shall at all times be attached 
to his excellency’s person 

Article 5 — That the true intent and 
meaning of the 1st, 2d, Sd, and 4th, 
articles of the treaty may be clearly 
understood, it is hereby declared that 
the territorial cession being in lieu of the 
subsidy, and of all expences on account 
of the company’s defensive engagements 
with his excellency, no demand whatever 
shall be made upon the treasury of his 
excellency, on account of expences 
which the honourable company may 
incur by assembling forces to repel the 
attack, or menaced attack, of a fpreign 
enemy, on account of the detachments 
attached to hi» excellency’s person, on 
account of the troops which may 
occasionally be furnished for repressing 
rebellions or disorders in his excellency’s 
territoues, on account of any future 
change of military static, or on 
account of failure in the resources of 
the ceded districts, arising from unfa* 
vourable efawjo#, the ealamitief of 
war, or any other cause whatever.

Attfcle <5. — The territories ceded 
to the honourable company by the first 
article of this treaty, shall be subject to 
the exclusive management and comroul 
pf the said company and their officers ; 
and the honourable the East India com* 
pany hereby guarantees to his excel* 
lency the vizier, and to his heirs and 
successors, the possesion of the terri- 
tories which will remain to his excel- 
lency after the territorial cession, toge- 
ther with the exercise of his and their 
authority within the said dominions. 
His excellency engages that he will esta- 
blish, in his reserved dominions, such a 
system of administration (to be earned 
into effect by his own officers) as shall 
be conducive to the prosperity of his 
subjects, and to be calculated to secure 
the lives and property of the inhabi- 
tants; and his excellency will always 
advise with, and act in conformity to, the 
counsel of the officers of the said ho- 
nourable company. 

— The districts ceded by the 
first article of this treaty shall be deli- 
vered over to the company’s officers, 
from the commencement of the fuslee 
year 1209, corresponding witfi the 22d 
September, A D. 1801, and his excel- 
lency will continue to pay the subsidy 
and expence of the additional troops 
from his treasury, in the ‘•ame manner as 
hitherto observed, until the company’s 
officers shall have obtained complete 
possession from his Excellency’s officers 
of the countries so ceded. The com- 
pany will not claim any payment of 
subsidy from his excellency’s treasury, 
after their officers sha|l have obtained 
possession of the said districts from the 
officers of his excellency 

Article 8. — The contracting parties, 
with a view of establishing such a com- 
mercial intercourse between their re- 
spective dominions as shall be mutually 
beneficiaf to the subjects of both states, 
hereby agree to frame a separate com- 
mercial treaty. In the mean lime it is 
agreed that the navigation of ihc Ganges, 
and of all other rivers w|icre they may 
form the mutual boundary of the two 
Itatgs, shall be free and uninterrupted : 
that is tosav, that no boats passing up and 
down the Ganges, or other rivers \vherp 
they form the mutual boundaries of both 
states, shall be stopped or molested for 
dutief, nor shall any duties be exacted 
from boats which put to m the posses- 
lions of either of the contacting parties.

In as much as an ancient friendship 
subsisted between me and the house of 
Moziffer Jung Behvler, I have there- 
fore taken the said Moziffer Jung under 
my patronage and adoption, and, with 
God’s assistance, I shall use my strenuous 
endeavours m whateu r shall appertain to 
ho good and well bring; and regarding 
the interests of mv sa.d chi Id, Mozdler 
Jung, as mv own, whosoever will be Ins 
liiend shall be my fnend, and whosoever 
will be the enemy of my said child, I shall 
consider as my enemy, and dunng the lives 
of me and my said child, Mozdfer 
Jung Behadur, and our descendants, we 
will remain in anntv and unity , and I 
swear by Go 1 , and by the Prophu of 
God, and b> the children of the Prophet 
(on whom be the blessing of God) thu I 
wi'l not in any manner swerve from this 
declaration, but shall act according i here- 
to, in like manner as my sail child shall 
abide by his engagements; there foie have 
these few words in the manner of a treaty, 
being written by Go I’s assignee.

do confirm it, and therefore these few 
words in the manner of a Treaty have 
been written. 


RETURN to the ed order of the Ho- 
nourable the House of Commons of 
18th April, 1806, which requires 
Copy of the instruction from Mar* 
“ quis Wellesley to the Honourable 
“ Henry Wellesley, to negotiate the 
“ surrender of the Furruckabad Pro-* 
“ vinces m 1801.’* 

To G. Mercer, Esq. secretary to the 
lieutenant-governor of the ceded pro- 
vinces. 

Sir, 

1, His excellency the most noble the 
governor-general having deemed it ex- 
pedient to commit tp>the honourable the 
lieutenant-governed the conduct of a 
negotiation with Emdaud Hussein Khaun, 
the nabob of Furruckabad, respecting 
the future administration of the affairs 
of that province* has directed me 10 com- 
municate to you, for the information 
and guidance of tbc lieutenant-governor, 
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the following observations ancf instruc- 
tions. 

2. The honourable the lieutenant*- 
governor is apprised that the nabob 
Emdaud Hussein Khaun, and Khimud 
Mund Khan the manager of the district 
of Furruckabad, waited on the governor- 
general at Cawnpore,with his excellency’s 
express permission, and accompanied his 
excellency to Lucknow. His excellency 
was induced to require the attendance of 
these persons, both with the view of re- 
ceiving their acknowledgements under 
the circumstances of the late transfer of 
the tribute of Furruckabad, from the 
nabob vizier to the company, and to 
adjust with the nabob Emdaud Hussein 
Knan, and Khimud Mund Khan, the 
terms of a new and improved arrange- 
ment of the alfairs of that principality. 
The disagreement subsisting between the 
young nabob and the managers, their 
mutual complaints and accusations, and 
the approaching expiration of the nabob’s 
minority, rendered an early revision of 
the state of that country, and a new 
settlement of its administration, indis- 
pensably requisite. His excellency was 
anxious to avail himself of this oppor- 
tunity to establish the future condition of 
that province upon principles calculated 
to secure its prosperity, and beneficial 
to the interests of the honourable com- 
pany. 

3. The extreme pressure of the other 
important business, however, prevented 
the accomplishment of this object during 
his excellency’s residence in the upper 
provinces, and his excellency, in con- 
sequence, determined to commit the 
negotiation to the conduct of the honor- 
able the lieutenant-governor* 

4. With that intention his excellency 
desired both nabob Emdaud Hussein 
Khaun, and Khimud Mund Khan, to 
proceed to join the lieutenant-governor 
with all practicable expedition. 

5. Previously to the communication 
of his excellency’s instructions with 
regard to the specific objects of that 
negotiation, and the mode of conducting 
it, I am directed summarily to state the 
nature of the relation which subsisted 
between the nabob vizier and the prin- 
cipality of Furruckabad, the measures 
which were adopted for the administration 
of affairs in that province subsequently 
to the death of the late nabob, Muzuffer 
Jung, and the actual condition of its 
government. 


6. By an engagement concluded be* 
tween the late vizier and the nabob of 
Furruckabad, under the guarantee of the 
company, the late nabob wa» bound to 
pay an annual tribute of 4$ lacks of 
Rupees to the vizier. The number of 
troops to be maimained by the nabob of 
Furruckabad was limited to the extent 
requisite for the purposes of state, and the 
vizier was charged with the protection 
and defence of the province from internal 
and external enemies. 

7. Although the internal administration 
of affairs was conducted by the officers, 
and under the immediate authority of the 
nabob of Furruckabad, that province was 
considered to be in fact a dependency of 
the dominions of the nabob Vizier, and 
the occasional interference of the vizier, 
and of the British government in its ca* 
pacity of guarantee m administration of 
affairs, was practised and admitted. 

8. On the death of Mozuffer Jung, 
his eldest son, being convicted of the 
murdef of his fathei, was carried to 
Lucknow, and confined by the orders of 
the vizier, and the succession devolved 
upon Emdaud Hussein Khaun, the second 
son, then a minor ; the British govern- 
ment interposed on this occasion for the 
appointment of a manager, to conduct 
tnc affairs of Furruckabad during the 
minority of Emdaud Hussein Khaun ; 
and Khimud Mund Khaun, who had 
formerly held the situation of minister, 
was selected with the consent of the vizier 
for that office. 

g. This arrangement was extremely 
repugnant to the wishes of a few persona 
who held offices in the late administration, 
and who hoped to obtain an ascendancy 
in the new government, for the accom- 
plishment of their individual views of 
profit and ambition; these persons were 
believed to be men of turbulent, intri- 
guing dispositions, and dissolute habits; 
and Khimud Mund Khan, aware of the 
difficulties and embarrassments which the 
character and intrigues of those persons 
would oppose to the successful discharge 
of his duty in the administration of affairs 
of the province, refused to accept that 
office without the fullest assurance of 
support and protection from the British 
government. Under that assurance, 
Khimud Mund Khaun was appointed to 
be manager of the province dunng 
Emdaud Hu^ein Khan’s minority. 

io. The apprehension of the manager 
were amply justified, ^nd the interposition 


of 
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of the British authority b came indis- 
pensably ncctssary to remedy the evils 
occasioned by the efforts of contending 
parties, and to establish a system of 
order and icgulanty m the conduct of 
affairs. 

1 1 On the late governor-general Lord 
Teignmouih’s visit to Lucknow, in the 
year 17^7, the rnboh Emdavid Hussein 
Khan , and Khimud Mu d Khaun, waited 
on his lotoslnp at that ptace , and on 
that occasion a full d'sc.U'.sion of all the 
points connected with the futuie manage- 
ment of the affairs of that province took 
place, under tht orders and supermren- 
dance of the governor-general , and an 
engagement was framed, prescribing rules 
for the future administration of affurs, 
ana containing limitations and restrictions 
calculated to suopress the prevailing evils 
and a’mv% and to strengthen and con- 
firm the au’homv of the Manager 

i<> Under the system prescribed by 
that engigeuunt, Khimud Mund Khan 
has continued to administer thcaffm&of 
Furruckabid. Tht re is no icasou to 
beiieve that Khimud Mund Khm has 
deviated fio>n the line of couluit he 
was directed to ob>t rve. By ihe report 
of the Resident »t Lucknow, to whom 
Khuntid Mui d Khan’s accounts have 
been a inually sub nnted, th<' payments 
of the stipends, a’ d the prescribed appro- 
priat'd! of the revenue*, appt ar to li^ve 
been mid'* wnh coir ernessand regularity; 
and the genenl co .duct of the manager 
seems to have minted the confidence 
reposed in him by the British govern- 
ment and the nabob \ 1/1 1 

13 Although tht m 11 position of thr 
British authority ' cut a ajust and icgular 
administration of atfni>, it neressaniy 
ruidcicd Kntmud Mund Khan in a 
grea'ti degrie than ever the o } jcct of 
dislike and resentment to thost prisons 
whose views were checked by the cor- 
roboration of his authotitv. The p, rsons 
principally alluded to arr Im.iurn Khaim, 
Pur.ool Khaun, ai*u M'lhomdct Kfiiun, 
who were actually in attendance upon 
ihe nabob, Lmdaud Hu f snn Kha.i wiicn 
he visited the governor-gr ijcmI at Cawn- 
pore 

14 Khimud Mund Khan ins re- 
presented to his excellency, in the most 
earnest and impressive manner, the vt x- 
anons and embarrasmicnts to which he 
has constantly beta subjected by the 
intrigues, counteraction, and malevolence 

1 hose persons, and by the enmity of 
the nabob. He states, that they possi ss 


a complete ascendancy over the mind of 
the young nabob , that they mislead the 
judgment, prevert bis principles, and 
encourage him in every species of de- 
baucheiy. He describes the character 
of the nabob to be natuially bad, and 
to have been rendered still more depraved 
by the example and the counsels of his 
unpiinrtpled companions; and he de- 
clares his own inability to continue longer 
in the administration of the cffwrs of 
Furruckabad, exposed to counteraction, 
obloquy, and every personal danger, 
from me invett rate enmities and depraved 
principles, of the young nabob and his 
associates He therefore earnestly de- 
desirts to be relieved fiom his present 
situation, and to be indulged with the pro- 
vision conditionally assigned to him un- 
der the u rms of thccngjgunent. 

15 On the other lnnd, the voung 
nabob’s minority being marly expired, 
he claims the privilege of taking the 
management of affurs into his own 
hands, and accompanies his application 
for that purpose wuh complaints against 
the conduct of the manager. He 
desires permission to remove him, and 
to appoint some person from among the 
confidential friends of his late father to 
be his minister 

16. Under these circumstances, his 
excellency considers it to be indispensably 
necessary to make a new arrangement for, 
the conduct of affairs in the province of 
Furru< k th id. 

17 His excellency considers the 
measure of abandoning the manage- 
ment of that province to the young na- 
bob to be injurious to the prosperity ot 
the country and to the welfare of the 
inhabitants, and hazardous to the tran- 
quillity ot the company’s contiguous 
dominions His exce.kucy has every 
reason to be'ieve that Khimud Mund 
Klun’s description of the character of 
the young nabob, and of his associates, 
is correct, and that if the nabob were 
to be invested with the management ot 
his own affairs, he would commit the 
administration of r he province to the 
funds of his profligate companions 

18 In hi excellency’s judgment, 
it would be equally unjust and impru- 
dent to commit the independent manage- 
ment of a tin itorv, situated as Fun uck- 
abad is, with respect to the company** 
provinces, to the hands of persons not 
only wanting in the qualifications re- 
quis te for the due administration of 
affairs, but of depraved habits, and vi- 
cious 
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•us disposition* ; under actual circum- 
btances, the right of the nabob to exer- 
cise the government of Funuckabad 
cannot, upon any principle of justice or 
policy, be admitted to an extent inju- 
rious to the welfare of the province, and 
to the interests of the company The 
British government could not justly pro- 
ect the nawaub in the exercise of autho- 
rity, without providing effectual means 
for precluding the abuse of it. 

19 — On the other hand, the con- 
tinuance of the present system of manage- 
ment, under Khimud Mund Kh <n, or 
anv other minister, without any modifi- 
cation of it, would combine a tacit ad- 
mission of the nabob s right, with his 
alisolute exclusion from the exercise of 

it 

20 — It becomes necessary, therefore, 
either to invest the nabob with the ge- 
neral government of the country, under 
such restrictions as may be practicable 
to preclude the abuse of his autho- 
rity, or to establish the civil and milita- 
ry government of the company in the 
district of Furrm kabad, upon a system 
similar to that which has beai earned 
into effect 111 the Carnatic, and in the 
country of Tanjore. 

21 Under the impression which his 
excellency has received of the nabob’# 
cliaraete , lus excellency entertains con- 
siderable doubts of the practicability of 
establishing and pieseiving a sufficient 
decree of conn oul 111 the hands ot the 
British government combined with the 
delegation of any portion of authority 
in the admumtr ttion of affairs to im- 
iiaud Hussein Khan. 

22 The advantages of the other al- 
tern m e to the company, both in a po- 
litical and a pe umary point of vitw, 
and its beneficial effects upon the condi- 
tion of the country an lot us inhabitants, 
are obvious , and the real interests and 
welfare of the young nabob would be 
more effectually promoted and secuied 
by tins arrangement than by any other 
Ilis excellency wishes, theiefore, to di- 
rect the attention of the Iieutenaut-ga 
veinor to the means of au omplishing 
this desirable arrangement 

2*3. — If the naboo were suffered to 
act independently of the councils of hi* 
inteiested associates, his excellency has 
no doubt that he might be easily per- 
suaded to concur in the proposed ar- 
rangement; but under the influence of 
thwsc persons, the nabob’s acquiescence 


cannot be expected, unless means be 
adopted to combine their individual 
interests with the accomplishment of 
that arrangement. 

24. If, therefore, after a full delibera- 
tion upon aH the circumstances of the 
case, the lieutenant-governor should he 
of opinton that it is advisable to enter 
into a negotiation for the accomplish- 
ment of the proposed measures, his 
excellency authorizes the lieutenant-go- 
vernor to conclude such engagements 
in favour of those persons as he may 
deem to be expedient 

2.5 If circumstances should render it 
necessary to conclude an arrangement 
of the affairs of Furruckabad upon a 
different basis, his excellency would 
consider it to be indispensably necessary 
to remove those persons from the pro- 
vince, and his excellency thinks this 
intimation might be successfully applied 
for the purpose of deterring them from 
any opposition to the measures in agi- 
tation 

26 His excellency being of opinion 
that entire dependence may be placed 
on the discretion and integrity of Khi- 
inud Mund Khan (who of course pos- 
sesses every requisite information with 
respect to the affairs ol Furru kabad) 
hi>> excellency thinks it would be advi- 
sable to consult with him confidentially 
upon the subject of the proposed ar- 
rangement, and upon the means of 
carrying it into effect 

27 In the even ol the nabob’s con- 
curred e in that arrangement, a regu- 
lar ag cement should be executed in the 
names of the governor-general, and of 
the nabob, for the peipetual transfer of 
the civil and mili ary government of the 
province of I urruckal ad, and of its 
revenues, to the honouiahlc company, 
stipulating for the payment ot the sti- 
pen 1 which may be settled for the sup- 
port of the nabob, as well as of such 
other allowances as it may be deemed 
expedient to continue or to grant to the 
members of the family, and others 

28 — Fmdaud Hussem Klun should 
be permitted to retain the style and 
dignity of nabob of 1 urruckabad, while 
the omre civil and indita y administra- 
tion 01 t.ie provime is exclusively in 
the hands of ti e British government. 
His exce'len.y leaves it to the heute- 
nant-goveinor’s discretion to de< the 
amount 0 the allowance to lie granted 
to Emdaud Hussein Khan, which, may 
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be assigned (as m the Carnatic and Tan- 
jore) by a per c<»ntage upon the reve-' 
nues of the district) so regulated as 
never to fall short of, or to exceed a 
Certain amount. 

29 The stipends specified iu the 
engagement adverted to m a former 
part of this dispatch should be confirmed, 
and such jaggeers as are at present held 
under valid claims should 1 trim edi ate ly, 
or as soon as may be practicable, be 
commuted for equivalent stipends. 
This engagement is of course to be 
subject to the ratification of the gover- 
nor-general 

30. If on proper investigation it 
should appear that the conduct of Khi- 
mud Mund Khan, in the administration 
of the affairs of Furruckabad, has been 
cons^tent with the obligations of his 
duty, he w.ll be entitled to a provision 
by the terms of the engagement under 
which he has acted. His excellency 
leaves it to the judgment of the cute- 
nant-governor to settle the na* * e and 
extent of such provision, subject how- 
ever to his excellency’s ultimate con- 
firmation. His excellency detires that 
the lieutenant-governor will take mto 
consideration the expediency of em- 
ploying Khimud Mund Khan, either 
temporarily or permanently, in the 
management of any portion of the 
country under the new system. 

31. When his excellency shall have 
been furnished by the lieutenant-gove- 
nor with a report upon all the points 
connected with the object of these in- 
structions, his excellency will be able 
to transmit to the lieutenant-governor 
further directions for his conduct in 
regulating the details ot the proposed 
arrangement. 

S 2 . If the lieutenant-governor should 
deem it to be inexpedient to enter into a 
negotiation for the purposes described 
in this dispatch, his excellency desires 
to be furmditd with the communication 
ot die lieutenant-governor’s sentiments 
resjaectmg the most eligible plan for the 
futuftre administration of the province of 
Furruckabad, with reference to all the 
circumstances and considerations de- 
tailed Jti the foregoing part of this 
Utter 

3J. For the information of rhe 
heutiWiant-govemor, I am directed to 
trans &ijt to you the following documents,

Translation of tfie Furruckabad 
engagement. 

His excellency the vizier having 
given, in concert with the governor- 
general, his most deliberate attention 
to the disagreement existing between 
the tuwaub, hmdaud Hussein Khan, and 
Khirrud Mund Khan, and to the con- 
fusion which in consequence of that 
disagreement obtains in the administra- 
tion of the government of Furruckabad; 
with a view to prevent this confusion in 
future, he has determined that the fol- 
lowing arrangement shall be observed 
during the minority of the nawaub Em- 
daud Hussein Khan 

First Khtrrud Mund Khan shall 
regularly pay the animal tribute to hi* 
excellency the vizier, agreeable to tht 
specified kists 

Secondly A> Khirrud Mund Khant 
bis been selected by his Excellency the 
Vizier for the administration of the 
government ot Fuiruckabad, it becomes 
necessary therefore that he should be in- 
vested 
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tested with full power and authority in 
the discharge of 1 he situation allotted to 
him. In consideration of this, it is 
proper that he should be absolute with 
respect to the removal or appointment 
of the officers employed in the conduct 
of the affairs of government, and that 
he should exercise the same authority 
which was enjoyed by former chiefs 
there. But it is requisite that Khirrud 
Mund Khan should be answerable to his 
excellency the vizier for every act of his 
government, who considers himself 

f uarantee of the rights of the Nawaub 
Imdaud Hussein Khan. 

Thirdly With a view to preserve the 
rights of the Nawaub Emdaud Hussein 
Khan, it is requisite that Khirrud Mund 
Khan should transact every measure of 
his government, in the name of Emdaud 
Hussein Khan, 

Fourthly Khirrud Mund Khan shall 
receive a commission of 2 and § per 
cent, upon the revenues, besides 5,000 
Rupees annually, which have been long 
allotted to him ; and hereafter, if an 
increase of the amount of commission 
should be deemed advisable, and the 
revenues admit of it, the proportion will 
depend upon his excellency the vizier 
Fifthly. Khirrud Mund Khan^ will 
annually transmit the account-, of his 
office to the vizier through the resident of 
Lucknow, for the purpose of being 
examined in the presence of a person 
appointed by the Nawaub Emdaud 
Hussein Khan, who will be empowered 
to make an objection to the accounts 
After the accounts shall have been 
settled, a written deed of acknowledgment 
to that purpose shall be given to Khirrud 
Mund Khan. With a view to enable 
that person to understand thoroughly the 
accouuts given m by Khirrud Mund 
Khan, one or two Mohurrecrs shall be 
appointed on the uait of the Nawaub 
Emdaud Hussein Khan for the purpose 
of taking copies of the accounts, ordets, 
and agreements, with Autruls, as also 
of the receipts and disbursements. 

Sixthly. After the expiration of the 
term of the administration, on condition 
that Khirrud Mund Khan shall have 
transacted all aflairs to the satisfaction of 
his excellency the vizier, and of the 
British government, Khirrud Mund 
Khan shall either nx his residence at 
Benares, under the protection of the 
Bnjtish government, in the same manner 
that it is extended to the Nawaub Dil 
Delcre Khaun, upon which subject the

governor-general has expressed his assent ; 
or he shall establish his residence at 
Furruckabad j in either ease, however, he 
will receive such allowance as may be 
deemed proper 

Seventhly. Whenever Khirrud Mund 
Khan may apply to the vizier for me 
assistance of troops, in order to quell any 
opposition to r his authority, he will 
detail his reasons fully upon the subject ; 
and in case their should be no substantial 
grounds for refusing it, the vizier assents 
to grant the required assistance of 
troops 

Eighthly. During the minority of the 
Nawaud Emdaud Hussein Khan, the 
sum of 50,000 Rupees annually is assigned 
for his household establishment, and 
other expences At present, in consider- 
ation of the receipts and the heavy neces- 
sary disbursements, a larger sum cannot be 
appropriated , hut hereafter, in the evci t 
ot an increase of the revenues, a greater 
amouQt may be allowed for this pur- 
pose. 

Ninthly. Besides the Jaggecr amount- 
ing to 17,200 Rupees annually, at 
present in the possession of Omrah Begum, 
the widow of ihe late nabob, Muzuffer 
Jung, the sum of 3,000 Rupees shall be 
paid 10 her annually, for the support of 
the other dependants of the late 
Nawaub 

Tenthly. The sum of 14,000 Rupees 
annually shall be appropriated for the 
maimenanr e of Himmut Behauder ? 
Hussein Alh Khaun, and Hussein Alii 
Khaun, the three sons-in-law of the late 
Nawaub, and married to three daughters 
of the said Omrah Begum, m equal 
proportions to each 

Eleventhly The sum of i,?oo 
Rupees shall he appropriated annually for 
the subsistence oF the three other sons-in- 
law married to daughters by concu- 
bine's. 

Twelfthly. The sons, who now 
receive an annual stipend m the pro- 
fit ion of eight momhs, in the event of 
the increase of the funds admitting of 
any addition to it, and of Khirrud Mund 
Khaun’s proposing the addition to his 
excellency the vizier previously to the 
assignment of it, and of his excellency 
approving such addition, shall hereafter 
icceive an annual maintenance in the 
proportion of ten months. 

T hirteenthly- In the event of the 
funds admitting of it, a provision shall be 
made for the two unmarried daughters of 
the lata Nawaub by Omrah Begum 
H aforesaid, 
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aforesaid, as also for the support of 
feeveral of his dependants, who, according 
to flic repiescntations of Khirrud Mund 
Khaun, are about 40 persons, on con- 
dition that Khirrud Mund Khaun shall, 
previously to the establishment of any 
provision for these persons, communicate 
the subject to his excellency the Vizier, 
and that his excellency shall approve of 
the same. 

Fourteenthly. Khirrud Mund Khaun 
shall not fix anv new salaries, & c. 
without the knowledge of his excellency 
4hc vizier.

Translat’on of a Memorial delivered by 

Khirrud Mund Khaun, the 

7th February, 1802. 

By the Grace of Gcd, your Lordship 
is endowed with a disposition to afford 
protection to the world, and is become 
the source of ease .and securny to the 
nobility of Hindostan. It is well known 
also, that I am supported and upheld by 
the company’s government. s Accor- 
dingly, upon the death of the nabob 
Muzuffer Jung, I declined the manage- 
ment of the administration, in consider- 
ation of the debts due from govern- 
ment, and of the arrears of tribute due to 
the nabob vizier, which amounted to 
nearly three lacks of Rupees, and of the 
intriguing disposition of the people, who 
are now even about the nabob Nasir 
Jung. But being remonstrated with, by 
Mr- Lumsdcn, by orders of the late 
governor-geneial, Lord Teignmouth, 
and being assured by his encouraging and 
conciliating communications, I took the 
administration. Accordingly the cir- 
cumstances of my having paid the 
tribute to his excellency, together wnh 
the arrears, as well as my having liqui- 
dated the debts, by borrowing money 
upon certain terms, and by assignments' 
an the revenues, as also the manner m 
which I have hitherto carried on the 
affairs of the Mehals,are well known to 
your Lordship, and will have been 
communicated by the newspapers. As, 
by the attestetf documents and papers 
delivered to me W the former ministers, 
fit appeared that there were sums doe 


from Purmool Khaun, Imaum Khatlfti 
and Mohummudee Khaun ; I confer* 
mably thereto demanded ihe p-ivmcnt of 
them, but they, from motives or disaffec- 
tion refused to discharge them, and 
having by shameful insinuations and 
flattery, obtained an influence wnh the 
nabob Nastr Jung, they occasioned a 
breach between us. Notwithstanding, 
however, that I bad the orders of his 
excellency to dismiss and send them 
away under confinement, I endeavoured 
to conciliate them, with a view to induce 
them to conform to the directions of hit 
excellency, but they constantly procras- 
tinated, and bung moreover mor® 
inveteiate than ever against me, they 
propagated such various calumnies that 
I will not attempt the description of them. 
In consideration, however, that sometime 
or other an enquiry would take place by 
my superiors, 1 continued m the admi- 
nistration of affairs. At the time of Lord 
Teignraouth’s arrival at Lucknow, I 
waited upon his lordship, agreeably to hi* 
orders, the nabob Nasir Jung also went 
there, and the same false and calumniating 
representations, which are now every 
where made by the people about the 
nabob against me, were then also stated 
by them. Since justice, however, is the 
characteristic of the English, his lordship 
did net attend to their representations* 
After a perusal of the Hokumnameh, 
consisting of fourteen articles, Mr, 
Lumsden gave to me another paper, 
conveying to me new written instruction® 
under his seal and signature, agreeably to 
the commands of lord Teignmouth; and 
he then verbally gave me every assurance 
and encouragement, and my dismission 
towards Furruckabad. I consequently 
have since remained in the administration 
of affairs to the best of my ability, and 
have continued to pay the tribute. Now, 
through my good fortune, 1 have been 
honoured by paying mv respects to your 
lordship, I have derived the greatest 
encouragement from your lordship’s ver- 
bal communications. Since the protec- 
tion of the dependant is consistent with 
the dignity of the highest nobles, I trust 
that, if it be your lordship’s pleasure to 
retain me in the administration of affairs 
there, you will acquiesce 10 what I may 
propose, and lam in every sense ready 
to manifest my allegiance, and to pay the 
tribute. 

Jo the event of this not being your 
lordship’s pleasure, I trust that you will 
Continue to me my lfttmraurce lands, my 
Jaggeoro, 
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Jagge^rs, and the annual sum of 5,000 
rupees allotted to me m the lifetime of 
the nabob, MozuHer Jung, and that 
another source of subsistence may be 
granted to me proportionate to my ex* 
pences, with my family and dependants, 
by the appropriation of lands to be totally 
under my own management, that I may 
not be dependant upon my equals; of 
otherwise, that an ameer may be deputed 
by your lordship for the purpose of distri- 
buting the established allowances. Since 
1 am now arrived at an advanced age, I 
am not anxious for a very large provision. 
My ogly wish is to conduct myself with 
«uch attachment and allegiance towards 
your lordship, as to merit your attention 
towards me , since, by these means, not 
only my own livelihood, but the future 
protection of my children is secured from 
the company.

By the grace of God your lordship is 
the place of refuge and protection for 
your dependants, and the source of secu- 
rity and ease to the nobility of Hindustan. 
Accordingly, the late nabob, Mozuffer 
Jung, parsed his life in the enjoyment of 
every comfort under the kindness of the 
company’s government; and I also have 
hitherto lived with perfect content 
under the influence of its protection, 
without any other hope than that the 
favour of government may be continually 
extended towards me. Since, through 
the aid of my auspicious fortune, your 
lordship has arrived in this quarter, God 
is witness that the pleasure and satisfac- 
tion which I have derived from these 
happy tidings defy the power of language 
to express. My brother, KhirrudMund 
Khaun, has the honour of waiting upon 
your lordship, and will represent to your 
lordship various particulars relative to 
me ; and 1 trust that m conformity to 
kindness your loidship will direct your 
attention to them, which will be the 
means of preserving the credit and respect 
of my family. * 


The unprincipled character and evil 
disposition of linaun Khaun, Mohum- 
mud Khaun, and Purmool Khaun, who 
are in the confidence of the nabob Nasir 
Jung, are well known Having by various 
artifices obtained an entire influence over 
the nabob, they are desirous of creating 
a disagreement and division between us, 
and arc now planning the rum of this 
family. By their improper conduct my 
influence is rendered unavailing Since 
youi lordship is renowred for justice and 
for your attention to the rights of your 
dependants, it is incumbent upon your 
lordship to extend your kindness to 
whatever may conduce to the benefit of 
this family and of the other dependents 
here, and as the honourable Mr. Wel- 
lesley has been appointed by your lord- 
ship, lieutenant-governor for the admi* 
niscration of the atfairsof these provinces, 
I trust that your lordship will favour me 
with a letter horn yourself to him, direct- 
ing his attention to this family, and 
that my said brother may in every instance 
experience your lordship’s kmdness, 
which will also promote my comfort. 

At this time the marriage of my two 
daughters is in agitation , I trust your 
lordship** kindness will be directed to 
I he expences of the ceremony, and to a 
future provision for them, that I may 
accomplish this necessary object. I 
trust that I may be constantly gratified 
by the receipt of your lordship’s kind 
lerters, containing accounts of yqur 
health*

Translation of a memorial delivered by 
Emihud Hoossein Khaun; 
received 25th January* 1802. 

For three generations past, that is to 
say, from the time of the nabobs Ahmud 
Alii Khaun and Mozuffer Jung, our 
family have invariably manifesied the 
firmest attachment towards the company’s 
government ; and I am hopeful, through 
these means, of the attention, suppott, 
and countenance of your lordship. Ex- 
cepting your lordship, I have no pro* 
tec tor or friend. I beg leave to represent 
a to 
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to your lordship, that what 1 have suffered 
from my earliest years, and still suffer 
from a consideration of the various mal- 
practices committed under the adminis- 
tration of my Naib, who entertains views 
towards the government and power, 
would involve a very voluminous detail. 
But m a few words, it is this : that I am 
altogether dissatisfied with the said Naib; 
and upon this subject, as the term of my 
minority is now drawing to a close, I in- 
dulge the hope that your lordship will 
give me permission to remove him, and 
in his room to invest the Khelaut of 
Neeabut, upon some person among the 
confidential friends of my deceased father, 
that he may commence the collection of 
the revenues of the territory belonging to 
me, and pay to the company the custom- 
ary tribute, which shall be paid annu- 
ally by regular instalments ; the remain- 
der shall be appropriated to my indis- 
pensable ex pences after the charges of 
government shall have been defrayed, and 
tile demands of the various entitled clai- 
mants been satisfied If your lordship 
should still wish to postpone this point 
until after the full expiration of my 
minority, which will be m the course of 
two or three months, I trust that your 
lordship will issue instructions to the 
honourable Mr. Wellesley, to give me 
the required permission when the period 
of my minority shall have expired, i that, 
having introduced a reformed system of 
government, I mav offer up mv thanks 
tor your lordship’s kindness and favour.

My Lord, 

1 . I have the honour to infornrt your 
lordship that Khcnud Mund Khan, the 
manager of Furruckabad, arrived at 
Bareilly on the 30th ultimo. 

2. I yesterday had a long conversation 
with him upon the subject of the 
affairs of Furruckabad, the purpoit 
of which I shall now submit to youi 
lordship. 

3 I began by stating, that during 
your lordsnip’s residence in the upper 
rovinces, a variety of important business 
ad rendered it impossible for your lord- 
ship to enter upon a considerattpn of the 
state of the province of Furruckabad 
with a view to the adjustment of the 
terms of a new and improved arrangement 
of the affairs of that principality; that your 
lordship had in consequence referred 
Khcnud Mund Khan to me, and had 
directed me to enter into a full and un- 
reserved communication with him upon 
all points relating to the present state of 
that country, and to the actual condition 
of its government. 

4. Khcnud Mund Khan appeared at 
first very unwilling to disclose his senti- 
ments, stating, in general terms, that he 
was unable to form any judgment of 
what was best for the country, but that 
he was willing to subscribe to any ar- 
rangement which your lordship might 
deem advisable. 

5. To this I replied, that without a 
free and unreserved communication on 
his part no confidential intercourse could 
subsist between us; that I knew be had 
stated his sentiments freely to Mr. 
Edmonstone, and that unless he were 
equally explicit with me it would be 
useless to proceed further m the con- 
versation. 

6. Khenud Mund Khan replied, that 
the reserve of which I com plained pro- 
ceeded principally from his apprehension 
of the resentment of the Nawaub, Emdaud 
Hoossein Khan, and his counsellors, if 
they were to learn that he had proposed 
arrangements calculated to subvert their 
future expectations; that, in the present 
state of the government of Furruckabad, 
some change was absolutely necessary, 
hut that, being ignorant 01 the views 


and 
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•nd intentions of the British government, 
he was unwilling to propose any arrange- 
ment which might possibly be foreign 
to your loidship’s wishes. It would 
therefore relieve him from a great degree 
of embarrassment if I would state the 
arrangement which appeared to tne best 
calculated to secure the future welfare 
of the principality of Furruckabad, 
and to provide for the interest of the 
British government, and of the indivi- 
duals and families who had no other 
subsistence than their pensions and 
stipends chargeable upon the revenues of 
the state. 

7. Being desirous that the proposal of 
vesting the civil and military authority 
in the hands of the British government 
should originate with Khenud Mund 
Khan, I continued to urge him to an 
unreserved disclosure of his sentiments 
with respect to the most eligible plan 
for the future government, when, after 
requiring a promise from me that I 
would never mention him as having 
been concerned in any arrangement 
which might ultimately take place, he 
said that there were only three modes 
of settlement which suggested themselves 
to his mind : 

1st. That the nawaub’s evil coun- 
sellors should be removed, and the Ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the province 
continued in his (Khenud Mund Khan’s) 
hands : 

2dly. That upon the expiration of the 
minority of the nawaub, he, the nawaub, 
should be allowed to assume the govern- 
ment of the countiy . 

3dly That the civil and military 
administration of the country should be 
transferred to the British government. 

8 To the first of these propositions 
I replied that the disagreement subsisting 
between the nawaub and Khenud Mund 
Khan, and their mutual complaints and 
accusations, rendered a continuation of 
his authority, upon its present footing, 
nearly impracticable. The removal of 
the nawaub* s favourites) which appeared 
to be indispensably requisite in any 
arrangement,) would tend to aggravate 
his ill will towards Khenud Mund Khan, 
and would thereby increase the diffirul- 
ies of which he complained in the dis- 
harge of his duty. 

9. Upon the second proposition, I 
asked Khenud Mund Khan whether, 


from his knowledge of the natural dis- 
position of the Nawaub Emdaud Hos- 
sein Khan, he conceived that the re- 
moval of his evil counsellors would be 
likely to produce such a change in his 
conduct as might afford a reasonable 
expectation of his managing the affairs 
of the province with honour to himself, 
and advantage to the general interests ; 
he replied, that admitting the Na- 
waub’s disposition to be naturally good, 
his habits were so depraved by long 
intercourse with persons of corrupt and 
profligate principles, that he did not 
think he could be induced to confide in 
men of different habits and dispositions 
I then desired to know whether it were 
possible to propose an arrangement 
calculated to produce more fatal effects 
than the establishment of the full and 
exclusive authority of the Nawaub 
Emdaud Khan, to which Khenud Mund 
Khan replied, certainly not. 

10 . It only remained, therefore, to 
consider the proposition of transferring 
the civil and military administration of 
the province to the British government ; 
and here 1 stated that your lordship had 
long been of opinion that this was the 
only arrangement which could ulti- 
mately afford satisfaction to all parties, 
and establish the welfare and prosperity 
of the province upon a secure and per- 
manent foundation That the British 
government, in assuming the manage- 
ment of the country, proposed no advan- 
tage to itself beyond the security of its 
just rights and interests, and the interests 
of those dependent upon the state ; that 
the arrangement proposed was the esta- 
blishment of the company’s judicial au- 
thority, which, from the murder3 and 
robberies daily committed in the pro- 
vince of Furruckabad, was a measure 
indispensably requisite to the internal 
order ot the province, and to the safety 
and tranquillity of the company’s con- 
tiguous possessions. I added, that it 
was your lordship’s intention that a 
liberal provision should be made for the 
Nawaub, and that Khenud Mund Khan 
might rely, with confidence, that the 
acknowledged liberality of the British 
government would not admit of his 
interests being neglected. 

11 . Khenud Mund Khan stated in 
reply that he had the fullest reliance 
upon the British government, and that 
he was ready to promote your lordship's 
views by all the means in his power 

Upon 
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TJpon my asking him whether the 
Nawaub was likely to object to tlje pro- 
posed arrangement, he saul that he 
would ce.tanl) raise many objections 
to it, but that he thought his com- 
pliance might be greatly facilitated by 
the removal <5T his ill-advised coun- 
sellors; and he strongly lecommended 
that immediately upon their arrival at 
Bareilly they should be directed tq 
return to FurruckabaJ. 

12. I should be unwilling to assume 
the management of the piovmce of 
Furiuckabad without the Nawaub's 
concurrence; but should he persist in 
withholding his consent to such an ar- 
rangement we have ceitamy a well- 
founded claim to a portion ot territory 
equal to the amount ot the tribute, and 
to the eipences ot collecting that 
amount. In th event therefore, of 
his rejection ot the proposal of trans- 
ferring the whole piovmce to the au- 
thor-ty of the British government it is 
my intention to demand the region of 
a portion of territory equal to the 
amount of the tribute and to the ex- 
pences of o llectton. I shall likewise 
insist upon t lie establ.shment of civil 
And criminal courts of justice through- 
out the prov me of 1 uiiutk*.bad, and 
upon security btmg given tor the 
regular payment ot the several stipends 
find pensions.

4. W ith this intention I appointed an 
early day for our meeting upon business, 
when, after a full d siusMnn ot the state 
ol th^ allaus ot the province of Fuiruck- 
abad, and ot the necessity which existed 
for an unproved sdilc merit ot its admw 
lustration, 1 communicated to the Na- 
waub the arrangement which appeared 
to your loidslnp hi st calculated to satisfy 
all parties, and to promote the welfare 
and stcurttv ol that punupahiy.

t 6. Although in the Nawaqb’s answer, 
No. his consent to the cession is by

no means unequivocal, yet his request 
to be furnished with papers and account* 
afforded me an opportunity of repeating 
the declaration I had previously made, 
that one of your lordship’s principal ob- 
jects in the arrangement propost d was the 
personal welfare of ihe Nawaub , and that 
a liberal monthly allowance from ihe 
company’s treasury, subjected to no dimi- 
nution, would be more for his auvaniage 
than a precarious dependence upon the 
revenues of the country, ihe surplus of 
which, after the expences of the govern- 
ment had been patd, had, at no time, 
under the management of Khenud Murid 
Khan, afforded to the Nawaub an allow- 
ance adequate to his expences. 

7. It is unnecessary to trouble your 
lordship with any remarks upon the 
correspondence which succeeded, and 
which is contained in the numbers 
noted in the margin, as it relates solely 
to the adjustment of the several points 
composing the articles of the treaty. 

8. It may be proper, however, to 
observe, that Khenud Mund Khan has 
afforded me no assistance towards ob- 
taining the Nawaub’s consent to the 
cession, although upon his arrival at 
Bareilly he confessed himself to be 
aware of the necessity of it. 

9. I have j^reat reason to be satisfied 
with the conduct of the Nawaub, who, 
if he had been suffered to follow the 
dictates of bis own judgment, would, 
I am persuaded, have acceded to your 
lordship’s proposals with very little he- 
sitation. He has invariably expressed 
himselt desirous of promoting your 
iordsh'p’s views by all the means in his 
power; and although he at first inti- 
mated a wish tlut they could he made 
compatible with hisietainmg the ma- 
nagement of the country, he is now, l 
behc\e, satisfied that the arrangement 
will he attended with equal advantages 
to himselt and to the company. 

10. In the libera 1 allowance granted 
to the Nawaub, and in acceding to his 
request lesprctmg the small pensions to 
be paid to the persons mentioned m the 
seventh article of the treaty, I entertain 
st confi lent hope that I shall not have 
acted contrary to your lordship’s inten- 
tions. The enclosed paper. No. l>, 
exhibits the balance which will remain 
to the company after the* several allow- 
ances and pensions chaigeabie upon the 
meauen shall haye beea paid; and 1 


have reason to believe that the revenue* 
and commercial resources of the pro- 
vince are capable of considerable im- 
provement. 

1 1. But the cession was rendered in- 
dispensably requisite to the safety and 
prosperity of the company's contiguous 
possessions by the total want of police, 
which has hitherto prevailed in the 
province of Furruckabad, and the fre- 
quent commission of robberies and 
murders By the establishment of 
courts of justice, and the introduction 
of an efficient system of po ice we 
shall be enabled to reduce to order a set 
of sava e and licentious patans, who are 
ever ready to cxcite or to join in com- 
motions and rebellions.

in On le, by virtue of full powers 
vested in bun for that purpose, by 
his excellency the most noble the 
governor-!*eneral; and on the other 
part by the Nabob hndaud Hoossem 
Khan 
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Khan Behauder Naser Jung, on 
behalf of himself, his heirs, and 

successors. 

Article 1st. — It is hereby stipulated 
and agreed that the province of Fur- 
ru kabad and its dependencies shall be 
ceded, in perpetual sovereignty, to the 
honour ab>e the East India company, 
from the commencement of the fusiee 
year one thousand two hundred and 
ten, the nabob transferring to the com- 
pany his right and property in the same, 
with the exceptions hereafter men- 
tioned. 

Article 2d — With a view of pro- 
viding for the maintenance and dignity 
of the nabob, Imdaud Hoossain Khan 
Behauder, it is agreed that he shall re- 
ceive a monthly allowance of nine 
thousand rupees, (or one lack and eight 
thousand rupees annually) which allow- 
ance shall be continued to his heirs and 
successors, and shall not be subjected to 
any diminution from any cause what- 
soever And it is further agreed, that 
the said nabob shall be treated, on all 
occasions, with the attention, respect, 
and honour due to his rank and situa- 
tion, and as a friend of the British 
government. 

Article 3d — The honourable the 
lieutenant-governor engages, that two 
thousand rupees yearly shall be allowed 
for the expences oi the Emaum Barrah, 
and that the amount of three thousand 
six hundred rupees yearly, for the pay- 
ment of the allowances to the separate 
Mahauls of the late nabob Mozuffer 
Jung, hitherto paid by Omrah Begum, 
shall be distributed hereafter by the 
nabob, who shall deliver the receipts for 
the same to the company’s civil office, 
provided it should be found that these 
allowances have not been regularly 
paid by Omrah Begum 

Article 1th. — In compliance with the 
nabob’s desire, the gardens, formerly the 
property of his father, the village of 
Sereyah Neamutpoor, the forfeited 
houses m Furruckabad, and the pro- 
perty of the Plannee Sauheb, shall be 
considered as bis exclusive property, if 
there should appear to be no other per- 
sons legally entitled to such property. 

Article 5th — As the detaile ! list given 
in by the nabob, of family connections 
and attendants, under the hea l of pen- 
sioners, and the list delivered in by 


Khenud Mund Khan are in many re- 
spects different ; and as it is the inten- 
tion of the British government that 
provision should be made for persons 
whose claims to pensions shall appear 
to be well founded, it is hereby agreed 
that the rights of the different clai- 
mants shall be enquired into by the 
civil officer appointed by the British 
government, in conjunction with the 
nabob, and that sunnuds shall be granted 
under their joint seals and signatures, 
agreeably to which sunnuds the pen- 
sioners shall be paid by the nabob, who 
will deliver their receipts to the com- 
pany’s civil officer. 

Article 6th. — The authority of the 
court of Adawlut shall not extend to 
the person of the nabob ; but as his 
connections and dependants are unde- 
fined, and as it is the object of the Bri- 
tish government to introduce a fair 
and impartial administration of justice 
throughout the province of Furrucka- 
bad, it is agreed that whatever com- 
plaints may be preferred against any of 
the nabob s dependants, shall, in the 
first instance, be referred to the nabob, 
and in the event of the complainant not 
receiving speedy justice, or being dissa- 
tisfied with the nabob’s decision, the 
complaint shall be decided in the court 
of Adawlut. 

Article 7. — In compliance with the 
nabob’s request, allowances shall be 
granted to theunder-mcntioned persons,

The circumstances which I wish to 
submit to you areas follow. — My fa- 
mily, from three generations, have been 
well-wishers and friends of the com- 
pany, and my claim to their friendship 
is greater than that of any other of the 
nobles of Hindostan; accordingly, to 
no others have the rulers of the com- 
pany’s affairs shewn an equal degree of 
consideration and friendship. I there- 
fore address you with the utmost confi- 
dence that you will attend to my re- 
quests. The governor-general at the 
time of my father’s decease had no other 
object in appointing Khenud Mund 
Khan as deputy during my minority but 
my advantage, and fearing that by the 
appointment of a stranger of this 
power, whilst the heir from his years 
could not supei intend his own affairs, 
the state should suffer injury. 

Plow far Khenud Mund Khan has 
answered the purposes intended by the 
governor-general will be understood by a 
separate statement. Although during his 
administration it may be difficult to 
prove the assertions contained in this 
statement, yet in the event of his being 
dismissed, I shall, God willing, prove 
them. In short, as my minority is now 
over, I have now the honour to lay be- 
fore the government the following re- 
quests : 


1st. — My hopes are that Khenud 
Mund Khan should be dismissed by your 
order, and that the management and set- 
tlement of the country of iny inheritance 
should be put into my hands, that I may, 
like my father, without any interference, 
have full power in the management of 
the principality, collect the revenues of 
it, and pay regularly, irom my own 
hands, the accustomed tribute to the 
company’s government, and that the ba- 
lance, after paying the just claims of 
those who are entitled to pensions, may 
he expended, as it was by my father, m 
the support of my rank. 1 his I request 
may be speedily paid attention to, as 
Khenud Mund Khan’s Aumils are ruin- 
ing the country- 

2d — Let Khenud Mund Khan be or- 
dered to settle his accounts ior live years 
with my Mootasuddies, and pay the ba- 
lance into my treasury. 

3d — When he has been dismissed, I 
further hope that, upon my proving that 
he has, with the assistance of Omrah 
Begum, and others connected with the 
state, plundered the property amassed by 
my forefathers, he may be made to re- 
store it. 

As Khenud Mund Khan has many 
people to support and aid him, and I 
have no support but God and yourself, I 
am hopeful that i may speedily, by your 
favour, arrive at the object of my re- 
quests

given to his sons and servants the 
ground surrounding the town, together 
with the houses on the skirts of the town, 
and most of the gardens belonging to 
the late Mozuffer Tung, while 1 am 
obliged to buy the fruits of the season 
in the Bazar, to make my customary 
presents to my friends and acquain- 
tances; nor will he even allow me to 
purchase the fruit of my deceased father’s 
garden ; he also gives Jageers and 
pensions to whomsoever he pleases ; for 
instance, he has lately given Amnabad 
as Jagecr to Amunt Khan Afghan, and 
Aleepore to Uahruff Alla Khan as a 
Jageer ; perhaps he may have received 
a ounnud ftom the nabob vizier for this 
purpose. 

I have briefly stated the above, as 
connected with the articles of the en- 
gagements. From among the many 
circumstances in which Khirrud Mund 
Khan has acted contrary to former 
custom, the following instance is one : 
It was the custom of the late nabob 
Ghalib Jung, and the nabob Mozuffer 
Jung, never to employ Afghans, 
although of the same tribe, in the ma- 
nagement of the country, as they consi- 
dered them ignorant, and not to be 
trusted ; but used to employ their own 
relations and dependants in these 
matters. Khirrud Mund Khan in general 
employs Afghans, and has given Mohun- 
porc to Ahmud Khan Afgnan, the fort 
of N # adirGhurto Dilsher Khan Afreedie, 
and Amanpoor to Fizoolla Khan, and 
has entered into bonds of friendship with 
many of these people. 

It is unnecessary to state any thing 
more. What little I have Written no 
person in these days can venture to publish 
for fear of their honour and reputation ; 
but, God willing, when Khirrud Mund 
Khan shall be removed, the whole will 
come to light upon investigation, and from 
he declaration of respectable people.

T h e purport of the proposition made 
this morning by the honourable the 
lieutenant-governor to the Nawaub, is as 
follows: That the Nawaub should be 
continued on the Musnud of his 
ancestors with all honour, consigning over 
the civil and military administration of 
the province of Furruckabad, into the 
hands of the company’s government — 
That whatever balance should remain 
from the revenues collected, after paying 
the amount of the company’s tribute, 
4,50,000 rupees, the charges of govern- 
ment, (Nizamut) the salaries apd 
pensions, and the expence of a battalion 
of sepoys to be stationed in the room 
of the army now entertained by Khirrud 
Mund Khan, should be paid without fail 
into the Nawaub’s Treasury.

Answer to the Memorial of the 
honourable the lieutenant-governor 
from the Nawaub Imdaud 
Hoossein Khan. 

Dated the %th of Moburrum , 
or 1 ith of May, 

I have understood the proposition 
for delivering up the country of Furruck- 
abad 
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abad into the hands of the company’s 
government. I have no power to make 
any objections to whatever you propose , 
but you know that the governor-general, 
during my minority, delivered over the 
country to Khirrud Mund Khan, as 
deputy ; now that my minority has passed, 
when I was in hopes that I should be 
put in possession of the country and 
property, this proposition is made to me. 

I am totally at a loss what to do; if 
I deliver over the country to the English 
overnment all my relations and my neigh- 
ours, and all the nobility of Hindustan, 
will say that I have been found by the 
English government so unfit to be trusted 
with any management, that they did not 
think proper to intrust me with the 
management of such a country, and I 
shall never escape, for many generations, 
from the sneers of the people ; if, on the 
contrary, I say any thing in disobedience 
to your orders, it will be against all rules 
of submission and propriety. In this case, 
therefore, it appears to be adviseable that 
you should appoint a gentleman whom I 
will choose from among the company’s 
servants, as a sczawul upon this district, 
and give me permission to depart, that I 
may send aumils of my own to the different 
pergunnahs, and make myself the settle- 
ment of the country; and that the above 
, gentleman may send an anieen on his part 
to each of the pergunnahs, and in con- 
junction collect the revenues, from which, 
4,50,000, the usual tribute, should be 
paid, through the above gentleman, to 
the company’s government. The 
balance, after paying the pensions, agree- 
ably to what was fixed by my father, to be 
allowed for my necessary expences. In 
this way your wishes may be accom- 
plished, and my honour and name pre- 
served among the people. 

As hitherto no person throughout Ilin- 
dostan, without a fault, has been de- 
prived of the company’s friendship and 
generosity, if I should also gain my desires 
it would not derogate from your friendship 
and liberality. — It, however, you are .iot 
disposed to grant this, as Khirrud Mun 4 
Khan has been naib for near six years, 
and as a consultation among relations, in a 
business of this nature, is proper, will 
you have the goodness to send for him, 
and after explaining matters to bun , send 
him to me, that I may consult him and 
follow his advice ; l have every hope, how- 
ever, that you will agree to the requests I 


shall hereafter have the honour to make 
to you.

The honourable the lieutenant-gover- 
nor ha% carefully perused the paper which 
the Nabob Imdaud Hoossain Khan has 
communicated to him, and it is with 
concern that the lieutenant-governor per- 
ceives, that the nabob hag thought fit to 
renew the proposition which in their last 
conference the lieutenant-governor had 
stated to be wholly inadmissible. 

It is not unknown to the nabob Im- 
daud Hoossain Khan, that before the 
treaty of Lucknow the right of interfe- 
rence of the British government in the 
affairs of Furruckabad had always been 
acknowledged and admitted ; but by that 
treaty the province of Furruckabad can 
in fact be considered in no other light 
than as a dependency upon tbc territories 
of the East India company. The disa- 
greement subsisting between the Nabob 
Imdaud Hoossain Khan, their mutual 
( ompbmts and accusations, with the total 
want of police, and of civil and criminal 

n sdiction m the province of Furrucka- 
, render an early revision of the 
itate of that province, and a new and im- 
proved settlement of its administration, 
indispensably requisite. 

The lieutenant-governor has already 
had the honour to intimate to the nabob, 
the governor-general’s conviction that the 
transfer of the civil and military adminis- 
tration 
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nation of the province of Furruckabad 
to the British government is the only ar- 
rangement which can tend effectually to 
promote and secure the real interests and 
welfare of the nabob, of the Bntish go- 
vernment, and of all parties concerned 
in the just and equitable administration 
of the affairs of that province. 

The lieutenant-governor has already 
exceeded the governor-general’s instruc- 
tions in the last proposition which he 
made to the nabob, and which certainly 
holds out more advantages to the nabob 
than any of the arrangements which he 
(the nabob) has proposed. 

The lieurenant-gVivernor has now the 
honour to renew that proposition, with 
an earnest request that the nabob will 
take it into his cool and dispassionate con- 
sideration, and reflect seriously upon the 
obstacles which oppose themselves to any 
other arrangement. In adhering to this 
proposition the British govi rnment 'pro- 
poses no advantage to itselt beyond secu- 
rity tor its justs rights and interests, as 
combined with those of the nabob and 
of the individuals and families dependant 
Upon the state.

You have stated that there is no other

hesitation in a bigness from which so 
much benefit is to arise, is not consistent 
With good sense ; but as the possession of 
the country is necessary for sovereignty, 
Iftd as the yielding u must occasion the 


prince to be slighted by great and smalt# 
if any of the various pioposals I have made 
by myself, and through others, could be 
accepted, it uifghuavc me from the den- 
sion of ihe scoffers. It is extraordinary 
that no other mode can be devised for 
settling the disputes and disturbances 
which have occurred , I am still hopeful, 
from your favor and kindness, that some 
plan may be fallen upon, by which the 
country might remain m my hands, that I 
might take the proper measures for paying 
the accustomed tribute t the pensions of 
those who are entitled to them, and the 
necessary expences for the government; 
and that the company’s authority might be 
introduced in such a manner as not to 
distress myself, nor any of the old or new 
connections of the state ; besides, from 
the contents of the first preposition, you 
have, from your kindness and favour, 
showed your attention to my dignity, by 
declaring that I shall receive the balance 
of the revenues. I beg leave to solicit, 
that you will state in a paper the amount 
of the collections for the last year, as 
delivered m by Khtrrud Mund Khan, with 
the expences , viz. I he pensions to those 
entitled, which it will be necessary 
should be continued, and those which 
Khirrud Mund Khan may have stated as 
paid agreeably to the usage, during the 
life-time of MozufFcr Jung , the tribute, 
the expences of government, the pay and 
expences of a battalion, and the 
other expences which are incurred, agree- 
ably to the customs of the English govern- 
ment, and after deducting these, state the 
balance which will remain, and favour 
me with this paper that I may txamine 
it, and may state to you what will be 
neces ary for rny own expences, and those 
of my dignity, (as you have written that 
I shall be kepi on the musnudwith honour 
and dignity) and for the expences of 
the other connetuons of the state, who 
received allowances to the time of my 
father’s death, with other requests, 
which are indispensable for a prince to 
make.

The account of the Jumma Khureh of 
the country, which the N waub Imdaud 
Hoossein Khan requested in his* memorial 
of the 18 th instant, in ordei that he 
might learn the balance which would re- 
main to him, after deducting the necessary 
expences, is enclosed in this paper. This 
account is conformable to the one sent by 
Khirrud Mund Khan, and after deducting 
from it the expences of the new-raised 
men, the garrisons of forts, and the 
artillery, which will be rendered unne- 
cessary by the introduction of a battalion 


of the company*s troopi, there remains a 
balance of 1 upees 62 cv. o for the nawaub’s 
own expences The nawaub will enquire

Letter from the Nawaub Imdaud 
Hoossem Khan to the Honourable the 
lieutenant-governor, dated 31st May, 
1802. 

Consulting your pleasure I have an- 
swered your Memorial, without making 
any objection to the contents of it; but 
of the requests I had to make, there are 
some which I should wish should be now 
agreed to. 

1st. — I wish that to the amount to be 
allowed to Permool Khan, Emaun Khan, 
and Mohumtnudec Khan, one thousand 
rupees may be added ; and that one half 
of the whole amount should be given to 
Emaud Khan, and the other half to 
Purmool Khan and Mohummudee 
Khan. 

2nd.— Respecting the gardens, you 
have written that they should become my 
property in the event of there being no 
other legal proprietors. You must know 
that, according to the custom of Hindos- 
tan, the property belonging to the sove- 
reignty is the property of the Prince. In 
regard to the forfeited houses, I under- 
stand that Omrah Begum has got a grant 
under mv seal, of which Jie had the 
keeping during my childhood, and with- 
out my consent, for two houses ; I there- 
fore wish an order to take possession of 
these houses and gardens. 
gd.—Rckaub Gunge, which is oppo- 


site to the gateway of the fort where the 
Prince lesides, has been a long time 
inhabited by people who supplied him 
with trifling articles, earthen pots, milk, 
&c. 1 1 is separate from the sayer, and the 

revenue of it is nearly 1,200 rupees 
annually. I hope that this may be 
given as part of my allowance, as with- 
out it I snail be exposed to difficulties. 

4th. — It is probable that Mahtaub Roy 
who had lacks of rupees under his 
charge in the time of Mozuffer Jung, and 
who is indebted to me, may, upon hearing 
of the removal of Khirrud Mund Khan, by 
whom he has been hitherto protected, 
make his escape ; I therefore hope that, 
till such time as a gentleman shall be 
appointed to Furruckabad, he may be 
watched, and afterwards dealt with as you 
may order. If he should escape, a heavy 
loss will be suffered ; and without him it 
will be difficult to bring proof of my 
hereditary property. 

You have not favoured me with 
answer upon the subject of the hereditary 
property, which I still hope I may 
receive.

It is an 
additional source of pleasure to me, 
that it has been concluded to your 
satisfaction. 

The requests made in your letter of 
to-day’s date, (excepting that .respecting 
the settlement of Emaum Khan’s 
pension, you will find agreed to with- 
out any deviation) had no relation to the 
present treaty. At a proper time they 
shall be enquired into, and settled at 
you wish.

I am directed by his excellency the 
most noble the governor-general in 
council to desire that you will signify to 
the honourable the lieutenant-governor, 
that his excellency has received his dis- 
patch of the 7th instant, containing the 
details of his negotiation with the nabob 
of Furruckabad, for the cession of that 
province to the honourable company, 
in perpetual sovereignty, together with 
the two copies of the treaty concluded 
by the honourable the lieutenant-gover- 
nor on the part of the British govern- 
ment, with the Nabob Imdaud Hoosaein 
Khan. 

You \vi!l be pleased to inform the 
honourable the lieutenant-governor that 
bis excellency entirely approves the 
whole conduct of the negotiation which 
has terminated in an arrangement ol the 
affairs of that province, highly advanta- 
geous to the interests of the honourable 
company. 

It is h»s excellency’s intention to com- 
municate to the lieutenant-govefnor his 
sentiments m detail upon the subject of 
that arrangement, at the earliest practica- 
ble period of umfc. In the mean time 
his excellency m council having this day 
ratified the trejty concluded wuh the 
nabob of Furruckabad, has been pleased 
to direct that the ratified copy of it he 
immediately transmitted to the honourable

I think it extremely necessary that an 
agent should be appointed to reside at 
Furruckabad, onthepart of the governor- 
general, for the purpose of regulating 
the payment of the several pensions and 
stipends confirmed by the treaty. F 
would also propose, that the superintend 
dr nee of the revenues should be intrust- 
ed to the agent, until such time as the 
rights of the numerous individuals who 
at present hold lands, under grants of 
various denominations, shall have under- 
gone a thorough investigation, and an 
accurate knowledge of tne resources of 
the country shall have been obtained ; 
for it is impossible that the collector of 
Etawah. in addition to his other arduous 
duties, should be able to afford due 
attention to these important objects. 

The authority of the collector of 

Btawah, in his capacities of judge and 

jnagts* 
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magistrate, should however extend over 
the whole province.

The governor-general in 
council has had the honour to receive 
your letter, under date the 7th instant, 
stating the necessity of appointing an 
agent to reside at Furruckabad, on the 
part of the governor general, for pur- 
poses connected with the arrangements 
lately concluded with respect to the 
future administration and government 
fit that province. 

2. Concurring entirely in opinion 
with you on that subject, the governor - 

f entf ral in council has this day appointed 
dr. Gixrme Mercer; in whose local 
knowledge, talents, and integrity, his 
excellency in council reposes the fullest 
confidence, to be agent to the governor- 
general at Furruckabad, with the power 
proposed by you to be vested in that 
officer. 

3. The governor-general in council 
will hereafter determine the amount of 
the allowances to be assigned to Mr. 
Mercer, , as agent of the governor-general 
at Furruckabad. 

4. Hit excellency iti council has also 
this day appointed Mr. Claude Russell to 
the situation of secretary to the lieute- 
nant-governor, and to the commissioners 
for tne affairs of the ceded provinces, 
vacated by Mr. Mercer’s appointment, 
With the same allowances as those which 
were assigned to Mr Mercer m that ca- 
pacity. Mr. Russell has been directed 
to proceed to Bareilly, to take charge of 
that office, with the least practicable aclay.

The treaty concluded between the 
English company and the Nawaub Su- 
jah ui Dow Ian, was founded on consi- 
derations of mutual advantage to both 
parties, and the same principle has con- 
tinued to operate in confirming and im- 
proving the friendship and alliance be- 
tween the company and your excel- 
lency ; a connection, formed with a view 
to tne interests of both governments, 
ought to be perpetual; for this reason, 
since my appointment to the controul 
over affairs here, my intentions have 
been directed towards measures tending to 
support and strengthen this friendly system. 

As I consider the company’s terri- 
tories and those of your excellency as 
the same, the protection of your excel- 
lency’s dominions is absolutely neces- 
sary, as from ns sttuauon, the boundary 
of the whole, it is more exposed to fo- 
reign attacks. . This protection cannot 
be effected m a proper manner without 
the assistance of the company’s troops; 
and 1 therefore beg leave to represent 
to your excellency such circumstances 
as have, after mature reflection, oc- 
curred to me ; with respect to the troops 
stationed at Futty Gbur, which had 
been witbdtawn as stipulated in the 
treaty of Chunar of 1781,, I advise tba* 
they shall not be recalled but conti- 
nued. I make this proposal upon a con- 
viction, that from the extent of your 
excellency’s dominions, the English 
forces now stationed there, ate requisite 
for then-defence. Although there is no 
prospect of any attack on your exeef- 
fency’s territory at present, its security 
must ultimately depend upon the strength 
of the force stationed for its protection, 
and while this is sufficient no one will 
dare to entertain views of hostility against 
your excellency. Although the bfisvery 
and discipline of the English troops on 
all occasions are well known, and have 
been proved even when their enemies 
have been an the proportion of twenty 
to one, and by the blessing of God they 
will always triumph over their enemies, 
y-t since at all times chance of war is 
doubtful, prudence and wisdom require 
that every possible meant should be used 
to determine it in our favour ; your excel- 
lency must be sensible, that there is no 
comparison between the troops of the 
company and these 10 your excellency’s 

service ; 
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service ; and that without the assistance of 
the former your dominions and authority 
would be insecure ; I am convinced that 
if your excellency considers these opinions 
you will be sensible of the propriety of 
my proposition, and approve the con- 
tinuance of troops whose valour and 
discipline can be relied on in preference 
to those who are unskilfdl and undisci- 
plined ; and I doubt not but your ex- 
cellency will agree to the additional 
expense of effecuve troops, where the 
object is the defence of the country ; 
for this reason I do not hesitate to re- 
commend to your excellency, to dis- 
charge so much of your own army as 
will allow for the additional expense at- 
tending the continuance of these effec- 
tive troops; your excellency must also 
be sensible, that the sums necessary for 
the pay of these troops are expended in 
your dominions. 

The sole object of this proposition, is 
to provide, in an effective manner, for 
the defence of your excellency's coun- 
try ; and your excellency must be con- 
vinced of the benefits derived from our 
protection, since, whilst all other parts 
of Hmdostao have been involved in war, 
and exposed to the devastations attend- 
ing it, your excellency’s dominions have 
remained in the fullest enjoyment of 
peace and security ; many other argu- 
ments of the greatest weight might be 
urged in support of my proposition, but 
such is my opinion of the force of those 
1 have alleged, that I trust they will 
make the same impression on your ex- 
cellency, and that there is no necessity 
to urge others. 

It is my firm intention not to embar- 
rass your excellency with further ex- 
pense than that incurred -by the com- 
pany from their connection with your 
excellency, and for the jprotection of 
your country, which, by the accounts, I 
lind amounts to fifty lacks of Fyzabad 
sixteen sun sicca rupees annually. In 
this sum are included the allowance to 
the Nawaub Saadut Ally Khan, the sti- 
pend of the Rohillas, and the expences 
of the residency on the part of this go- 
vernment; in short, it is my intention, 
from the date on which this new agree- 
ment shall take place, your excellency 
shall not be charged with any' excess 
on this sum of fifty lacks of sicca ru- 
es, and that no further demand shall 
made ; if your excellency hereafter 
shall find it necessary to demand any 
more forces from the company, your 
excellency will pay the excess upon a 


fair estimate, and if either of the twp 
brigades or corps of cavalry shall be re- 
called, or any considerable diminution 
in their force snail take place, I will al- 
low for the decrease of the expence 
from the sum agreed to by your excel- 
lency, agreeable to a fair calculation* 

In order that no grounds for a diffe- 
rence m opinion, or doubt may remain, 
as to the real meaning of this article, { 
think it necessary to inform your exceU 
lency, that whenever there is a neces- 
sity for any alteration jn the arrange- 
ment of these troops, either by increa»> 
ing or diminishing the cavalry or in- 
fantry, this article does not tend to 
preclude it, provided the whole force 
shall not be considerably decreased, 
and that no additional charge be made 
on your excellency on account of such 
alteration. 

A resident, as at present, will remain 
at your excellency’s court ; but as it is 
the intention of the company, and my 
firm resolution, that no interference 
shall take place in the details of the af- 
fairs of your excellency’s government, 
strict orders shall be sent to him, that 
he-shall neither inteifere- himself, nor 
suffer interference by public or private 
claims of exemptions of duties, or in 
any other rndde, from any British sub- 
ject or person under the authority of 
this government ; in short, leaving the 
whole management of your country to 
your excellency and your ministers, I 
will put a stop to the interference of 
others ; and in order to carry this effec- 
tually into execution, 1 propose to your 
excellency, not to suffer any European 
to reside is your dominions without my 
written permission; in case that should 
he granted, a copy of it shall be trans- 
mitted to you. 

If any European shall reside there 
without ray permission in writing, your 
excellency will oblige him to quit the 
country, or, if demanded, send him to 
the resident, on the part of the company. 

A retrospect into past transactions, 
and the friendship so well known to ex- 
ist between your excellency and the 
company, induces me to state the fol- 
lowing circumstance: that for several 
years past the inhabitants of your ex- 
cellency’s dominions, from motives of 
self-interest, have appealed to this go- 
vernment, and this has been a source of 
injury to the affairs of your govern- 
ment. Iam determined to put a stop 
tp this practice, and to disregard their 
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application. But as the connexion 
between the two governments is univer- 
sally known, strict attention to justice 
on your part will add credit and renown 
to both. 

With respect to Furruckabad, the 
fourth article of the stipulating of Chu- 
nar shall be observed on my part; and 
the English resident there, either now 
or at the end of 1194* Fusillee, shall be 
recalled, and after that period he shall 
not remain, nor shall any other be ap- 
pointed. On this subject, in conse- 
quence of the interference hitherto as- 
sumed by this government in the affairs 
of that province, I think it necessary to 
inform your excellency, that it is in- 
cumbent on me to recommend several 
matters to your excellency’s attention ; 
thar, in the first instance, you pay due 
regard to the rights of the Nawaub 
Mozuffer Jung, and under any circum- 
stances that may become necessary for 
the management of the affairs of Fur- 
ruckabad, your excellency shall engage 
to allot from the revenues, a sum suffi- 
cient for the honourable maintenance 
of the Nawaub Mozuffer fung ; and as 
the rqother of Mozuffe* Jung, and his 
brother, Dil Dilere Khan, as well as 
Deep Chund, late dewan, have given 
proofs of their attachment to this go- 
vernment, it is therefore expedient that 
some provision should be made for 
them independent of Mozuffer Jung. 
It is well Known, that Mozuffer Jung 
considers them as inimical to him, and 
from the trust vested in Dil Dilere 
Khan by the government, it is much to 
be feared, that, if left unprotected, he 
will suffer from the resentment of Mo- 
zuffer Jung, I therefore expect that 
your excellency will engage to cause 
specific pensions to be paid to these 
persons, at the expense of Mozuffer 
Jung, through the resident of this go- 
vernment. 

By the accounts subsisting between 
your excellency and the company, a 
large balance is stated to be due from 
your excellency Nevertheless, in con- 
formity to the principles I have so ex- 
pressly declared, I am not willing to 
embarrass your excellency with any 
other demands than what are abso- 
lutely necessary. I propose, therefore, 
that your excellency shall liquidate such 
part of the stated arrears as may be 
due to the troops employed m your 
countiy. The residency, the Nawaub 
Saadut Ally Khan, and the RofaftJa 
chiefs, on me date from which this new 


agreement shall be declared in force, 
well as the arrears due to Mr. Ander- 
son, and the remainder, whatever it 
may be, shall be s ruck out of the ac- 
count, and be no longer considered as a 
demand of this government on your ex- 
cellency. 

The substance of what is here writ- 
ten, has been discussed in frequent con- 
versations with Hyder Beg Cawn, who 
has shews himself a faithful servant to 
your excellency, and a friend to both 
governments. As he is fully acquainted 
with your excellency’s interests, and is 
your most confidential servant, and 
pimie minister, I have considered him 
as empowered to settle any arrange- 
ment tor the mutual benefit of the two 
governments, and have accordingly 
communicated to him, without reserve, 
all that has occured to me to promote 
this object, in the same manner as if 
your excellency were present. Never- 
theless, as your excellency’s concur- 
rence and approbation are necessary to 
give a final sanction to the articles 
agreed upon by Hyder Beg Cawn, I 
have thought proper to mention the 
heads of them in this letter, and the 
Nawaub HvderBeg Khan will fully ex- 
plain all particulars to your excel- 
lency. 

For the rest, vour excellency may 
have the most assured confidence, that 
I will most faithfully abide by all the 
engagements on the part of the honour- 
able company. 

From the Nawaub V izier. 

Received 2 1st July, 1 787. 

Your lordship’s friendly letter, every 
word of which breaihes strength of 
friendship, and every syllable contains a 
performance of the dunes of intimacy 
and close connection, aruvcd in a happy 
hour, and afforded me infinite satisfac- 
tion. Its contents are, that it is the in- 
tention of the company, and also your 
lordship’s firm resolution, that there 
should be no interference in the detail 
of my government. 1 bat the resident 
at Lucknow should receive a positive 
order, that neither from himself, nor 
from any other gentleman, nor from 
any person concerned with your lord- 
ship’s government, should any kind of 
interference take place; that leaving 
my administration entirely to myself 
and my ministers, all interference from 
others should be stopped, and represent- 
ing the particulars of every matter 

which 
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Which was contained in your lordship’s 
heart. The nawaub Hyder Beg Khan, 
has ful’y explained to me the particu- 
lars of your lordship’s kindness and 
magnanimity, which form the ground 
of your lordship’s settlement of my af- 
fairs, and has occasioned me an excess 
cf pleasure and happiness. I who have 
day and night received such happi- 
ness from a recollection of your lord- 
ship’s goodness, now enjov such plea- 
sure from perceiving your kindness, and 
am so thankful for it, that it would re- 
quire volumes to express a small share 
only It is y/cll known, that from the 
lifetime of the deceased nawaub, until 
the day of his death, and the commence- 
ment of my administration, the friend- 
ship with the English gentlemen has 
been perfect, strong, and sincere, and, 
by the help of Providence, will every 
day increase. At this time that so great 
a chief, possessed of divine wisdom and 
understanding, is arrived with full pow- 
er and authority foi the arrangement of 
this country, it may be very' well con- 
ceived that I understand such an arri- 
val to have happened simply for my 
own good fortune, and entertain the 
most perfect confidence that all my af- 
fairs will be settled to my own satisfac- 
tion. With respect to the continuance 
of th<* troops stationed at Futteghur, 
which your lordship has written with 
such greatness and magnanimity, that 
they may remain as heretofore, I have 
perfectly understood ; notwithstanding, 
from the great weight of expense which 
my government has experienced every 
year from th'se troops, and the nego- 
tiations which have passed with former 
gendemen on this subject in pamcular, 
and the manner in which this matter 
was settled after so much altercation 
which, doubtless, your lordship is ac- 
quainted with, I have every hope, in 
every situation, for advantage and pros- 
perity from your lordship, and conceive 
it necessary to represent the particulars 
of them to you ; but having heard of 
your lordship’s intentions to come to 
this quarter, which is the greatest desire 
of my heart, and from which I receive 
the greatest pleasure, I have postponed 
any mention of these matters until that 
happy time, and now consider it neces- 
sary first to ptocure your lordship’s 
good will ; afterwards, that you will 
mention, from your great goodness and 
grandeur, which is universally known, 
and gives satisfaction and ease to my 
heart, that which will tend to my pros- 


perity and Happiness, and meet with 
your approbauon. Therefore, with a 
view to deserve your lordshtp’s good- 
will and satisfaction, I agree to the 
continuance of the troops now sta- 
tioned at Futteghur and Cawnpore, 
and to their exp n nces, and the stipend 
of my brother, M. er Saadut Ally Khan 
Bchader, the tuncaws of the Rohillas, 
the disbursements of the residency at 
Lucknow and other gentlemen, and the 
resident with his majesty and Scindia* 
the expences of the Dawke, &c. which 
your lordship has fixed fifty lacks an- 
nually for me to pay. Your lordship 
has also said, that my expenses should 
not exceed the sum of fifty lacks of ru- 

C ee*, and that nothing fuither should 
e demanded of me, and that when- 
ever cither of the two brigades or corps 
of cavalry should be recalled, or any 
material diminution should take place 
in those troops, a deduction shall he 
made agreeable to estimate from the 
sum of fifty lacks. I agree to this, "and 
send the kistbundv , anti I am well con- 
vinced also, that your lordship will be 
kind and favourable towards me, in 
whatever will tend to my ease and % pros- 
perity. I have not answered eseiv par- 
ticular of your lordship's kind letter, 
because I have heard that your lord- 
ship positively means to come to this 
quarter, and when we meet every mat- 
ter will be answered in a most friendly 
manner. Now, considering acquies- 
cence to your lordship’* orders, and 
preservation of your pleasure, as the 
principle of friendship, I have com- 
plied. Your lordship writes, with re- 
spect to Furruckabad, that it shall be 
and continue as before under me, and 
that the English resident there, either 
now or at the end of the year i 194, 
Fussilec, shall be recalled, and after that 
period he shall rot reman., nor any 
other be appointed ; and \ou order roc 
to be kind and just towards the rights 
of the nawaub Mozuffcr Jung ; and 
that in whatever manner it may be ne- 
cessary to settle and arrange the affairs 
of that district, I should jiivc a suitable 
allowance to the nawaub Mozutter Jung ; 
and as the nawaub’s mother, and his 
brother, Dil Dilere Khan, and Roy 
Deeb Chund, late Dewan, have shewn 
their zeal to your government, and to 
the company, it is necessary to fix some 
allowance for them independent of the 
nawaub Mozuffer Jung. That it is weH

I have already transmitted your lord- 
ship an aizee, mentioning my arrival at 
Lucknow, which has doubtless been 

f ieruied. An answer ftom his excel* 
ency the vizier, is now sent to your 
lordship’s kmd letter: from it ybu-r 
lord. hip will learn the particulars of his 
excellency’s inclination to preserve your 
lordship’s pleasure. Your lordship has 
shewn kindness and favour in the af- 
fairs of his excellency, and there is no 
doubt but will always shew kindness 
towards them, because his excellency 
entertams great hopes from your lord- 
ship. A kitsbundy for ihe money for 
the expense of the troops, &c. goes en- 
closed in h s excellency’s letter, and I 
enclose a draft for the amount stated by 
Mr. Wombwell to be due 10 the troops 
up to February, 1787, together with two 
other drafts on account t d amount 
due to his royal highness, and the sti- 
pend of nawaub Sadut Ally Khan to 
February, 1787, they will be seen by 
your lordship. As a long period 
elapsed during my journey, disorder 
has taken place m several modes in the 
affairs, and delay and procrastination 
have crept into the payment of the pub- 
lic money, and now that I am arrived 1* 
the season for cultivation, &c. I am 
engaged in the affairs of the sirkar, 
and under the blessing of God, and your 
lordship’s prosperity, every matter will 
be arranged ; and the arrears due to 
Colonel Harper and other gentlemen, 
whatever, alter investigation, they may 
amount to, to the end of February, 1788, 
shall be paid at the expiration of the 
time. The amount of the instalments, 
or kistbundy, of the company’s money, 
on account the disbursement of the 
troops, &c. has been paid into the trea- 
sury from March 1757 to June, 1787, 
and by God’s help it will be paid in fu- 
ture agreeable to the kistbundy, month- 
ly. I hope to be honoured with letter* 
from your lordship.

Extract of letter from the Govcrnor- 

f eneral in council of Bengal, to the 
ecret Committee of the Court of Di- 
rectors; dated 17th May, 1787. 

Para. 5. No. s, is a translation of a 
letter from Lord Cornwallis to the Na- 
bob Vizier, containing his lordship’s 
arrangements with Hyder Beg Khan. 
The following arc the heads of the 
agreement, which we consider as set- 
tled ; 

6. That the troops stationed at Fut- 
tyghur shall continue, and that the vi- 
xicr shall discharge so much of his own 
army as will allow for that additional 
expense. 

7. That aftjsr the tst March last, the 
^rholesum to be paid annually by thre 
vizier to the company, shall be fifty 
lacks of Fyzabad 10 sun sicca rupees, 
including the charges for the brigades, 
those of the residency, the allowance to 
Saadut Ally Khan, and the stipends of 
the Rohillas ; there is to be no excess 
unless the vizier shall demand more 
forces from the company, in that case 
the increase is to be provided for on a 
fair estimate : it either of the two bri- 
gades or corps of cavahy should be re- 
called, or any considerable diminution 
in their number should take place, the 
company are to allow ihe vizier for the 
decrease of the expence from the sum 
of fifty lacks,, agreeable to a fair valua- 
tion. 

8. The arrears due to the residency, 
to the troops, to Sjadut Ally Khan, to 
the Rohillas, and to Lieutenant Arder- 
sou, are to be paid to the 1st March ; 
bet (be other aruar* charged 10 the 


vizier are to be struck out, and rm 
longer considered as a demarid of this 
government on his excellency. 

Q. A resident is to remain at bis ex- 
ceUency s court ; but it being a system 
now positively and declaredly Ostdblish- 
cd, tnat the company shall not irtteT- 
fere, in any respect, in the details of the 
vizier’s government, strict orders are 
10 be sent to h m neither to interfere 
himself, nor suffer any interference for 
any public or private claims of British 
subjects, or persons under our autho- 
rity. The whole management of the 
vizier’s country is left to his excellency 
and his ministers, and no appeals from 
any of its inhabitants aic to be received 
by this government ; no European »w 
permuted to reside m the nabob’s domi- 
nions, without the written permission 
of the governor-geneial. 

10. The fourth article of the treaty 
of Cht»n<>r, relative to Furiuckabad, j* 
to be adhered to; that is, the English 
resident is to be recalled from thence 
either now or at the end of the year, 
and no other appointed iri his stead. 
The nawaub vizier is to pav due regard 
to the rights of the Nabob Mozutfer 
Jung, and allot a sufficient sum from 
the revenues of the country for his ho- 
nourable maintenance. And as the mo- 
ther of the N ibob Mozuffer Jung, his 
brother Dil Dilere Cawn, and Deep 
Chund, late Dewan, have given prodf 
of their attachment to the company, and 
Dil Dilere Cawn has become an object 
of the nabob’s resentment, on this ac- 
count a provision or pension is to be 
settled on them out of the revenues, so 
as to make them independent of the 
nabob, and the same is to be paid so 
them by the resident at Lucknow. 

1 1 . The foregoing is an abstract of 
the governor-general's Utter to the nabob 
vizier ; but it is merely an abstract ; 
and we hope that if any objections 
which however wc do not foresee at pro 
sent, should occur to you against thenf, 
you will wait for your explanations, 
which we will send by the Raverowoith* 


Extract of letter from Earl Cornwallis 
to the Secret Committee, August 191b, 
1787. 

4 The result of my conferences With 
Hvder Beg Khan is folly stated in my 
leaer 10 the vizier, and by his excMfon- 
cy’s answer it is now rendered a final 
agreement between the two govern- 
mem*. If I have deviated in any point 

from/ 
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from the letter of such of your instruc- 
tions aij ^ppty to this negotiation, I 
trust tt will appear that 1 have paid 
strict attention tq their spirit and sub- 
stance. 

£« Iq adjusting the public account, 
we haye onfy gm ri up a part of a large 
balance of difficult, if not impossible, 
recovery, and principally composed of 
articles to which our claims were neither 
sanctioned by your authority, nor xver 
admitted by him to be just; and by 
formally relinquishing all interference 
in the Internal affairs and management 
of his government, our connection is 
seduced to plain and simple principles. 
We undertake the defence of nis domi- 
nions against all foreign enemies, upon 
receiving a subsidy equal to all the civil 
and military expei Ces that Will be in- 
curred by an engagfnent of so much 
value to him Our commerce wuh 
Oude, bat particularly the maintenance 
of a large body of troops m peace, which, 
according to contingent events, may be 
usefully employed m war, are v the great 
advantages that will result to us from 
those stipulations. 

6. The order to recall the Futty^hur 
brigade, with which Hyder Beg was 
well acquainted, occasioned some cm- 
"barr&ssmuit It was not easy tp make 
him comprehend, that by the late 
alteration in our military establishment, 
&o small a force for the defence ot Oude 
as one of your present brigades, would 
greatly Fall short of the intentions at 
home when those orders were given I 
was however obliged, by a sense of pub- 
lic dury, to state to him my clear opi- 
nion, that two brigades in Oudt would 
be indisputably nccessaly for the mu- 
tual interest and safety of both govern- 
ments 

7 The loss of Colonel Baillie's and of 
several other detachments, during the 
late war, has removed some part of that 
awe in which the natives formerly stood 
at the name of British troops , it will 
therefore in future he a prudent maxim 
pever to hazard, if tt can be avoided, so 
small a body as a brigade of Sepoys 
With a weak ILuropcan regiment, at so 
great a distance from our other sta- 
tions as the Dooab ; and from the con- 
fused state ol the Upper Provinces, it 
would be highly unadvisable in us to 
attempt the defence of the viziers ex- 
tensive frontiers without a respectable 
force. The principle being admitted to 
retrain two brigades, there 


difficulty in arranging the * extent of the 
subsidy. I produced a detailed state- 
ment of the articles of civil and military 
expence, that will probably Se incurred 
by this gpvernrpent by its connection 
with Oude, and it was immediately ad- 
mitted as reasonable by Hydejr Beg. 
The agreement wai accordingly made, 
which on our part I shall scrupulously 
observe; I shall certainly expect equal 
precision on the side of the vizier, and 
I am happy to say, that hitherto it ap- 
pears to me his own indention. 

8 Since my arrival in this country, 
I have had every reason to be satisfied 
with the services of Colonel Harper, as 
resident at Lucknow; but as it appear- 
ed to me, since the late arrangements 
that he would be of more value to the 
public at the head of a brigade, I not* 
Hud to him, some time ago, tny intention 
to call him to that duty. The general 
character of Mr Ives for ability, in- 
tegrity, and application to business, 
induced me to recommend him to the 
board as successor to Colonel Harper, 
and I have very sanguine expectations 
of his conducting himself according to 
the principles of the agreement between 
the two governments. 

9. I had no hesitation in adopting the 
plan that has been settled concerning 
burruckhabad; our interference in that 
district has ever been highly offensive 
to the vizier ; it has in no degree pro- 
moted the interest or the satisfaction of 
Mozuffer Jung; and while it has pro- 
duced no sort of advantage to the com- 
pany, I am afraid it has not much con- 
tributed to the credit of this govern- 
ment in Hmdostah. Upon resolving to 
Withdraw ouf resident, I considered it 
as highly proper to demand some stipu- 
lation in favour of Mozuffer Jung him- 
self, and particularly to secure decent 
pensions for his mother* brother and 
late Dewan,who had in several instan- 
ces shewn an attachment to Our inter- 
ests , and I have the pleasure to say, 
that the Vizier has very readily ac- 
quiesced to all my propositions on these 
heads.

admitted into the accounts between the

25 We know not with what pro- 
priety we could have insisted upon the 
liquidation of these claims, to have at- 
tempted it would have defeated the 
principal object which we had m view 
throughout the whole negotiation, that 
of inspii inc[ the vizier with a confidence 
in the justice of the government, and 
with an idea that we did not wish to 
consider our sole advantage to the ex- 
clusion of his interest and convenience 
Induced by these considerations, the 
governor general consented to a i enun- 
ciation of the accumulated claims, with

1701- Our attempts to promote the 
prosperity of tins country, had proved 
equally offensive to the vizier and to the

sidering our interference as a breach of 
the treaty of Chnnar, and the latter not 
only rejecting but violently opposing

cessary for me to remark, that it » my 
wish to keep on the best terms with the 
Mahratt.is m general, and Sciudia Itx 
particular, as a counterbalance to the 
power of Tippoo, iu the event of his 
meditating any hostile designs against 
us in the Carnatic; with respect to the 
disputes m the Northern PVovinces, 
they are of very little importance to uk, 
and, (though they should be watched) 
can have have no claim to anyintef- 
ferenoc on our part 

The resident at Poonah, as well as 
the resident with Scmrife, will be Greet- 
ed to correspond with you, and to give 
you every necessary information All 
other intelligence you must obtain by 
the usual chaunels, and such expenses 
as may be necessarily incurred on that 
account, you will charge upon honour 
in your monthly accounts. 

The revival of a free trade is of the 
utmost consequence to the prosperity of 
the vizier’s dominions, as well as thole 
of the company ; for this reason it has 
been determined to have no investments 
from Ottde on the company's account, 
and pegr will be careful te prevent sU 
L d ^ claims 
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claims of exemptions from duties, all 
preteneioua to a right of pre-emption, 
and, in a word, all undue influence on 
the part of Europeans tending to create 
monopolies, or any other improper use 
or advantages above the vizier's own 
subjects; at the same time, you know 
it to be my wish to conclude a commer- 
cial treaty on terms of mutual interests, 
by which you should have authority to 
interfeie as far as to picveut all undue 
exactions on the subjects of our govern- 
ment, whether European or native. 

The shahzadah, so long as he conti- 
nues in the nabob's dominions, must of 
course be treated with attention and 
respect His stipend will be paid 
through you, and be chaigeJ to the 
vizier, and 1 have to recommend that 
he should have an advance for two or 
three months on his quitting the vi- 
zht's territories 

But should he change the resolution 
which he at present seems to entertain 
of returning to Delhi, and chuse to 
continue in the vizier's dominions, the 
place of his residence should be fixed 
1 >y the vizier, and be should not be al- 
lowed to interfere, in the smallest de- 
gree, with the government of the coun- 
try On such occasions it will be pro- 
per foi you to join with the vizier in 
remonstrating against it, and should 
such remonstrances fail of effect, you 
will make me acquainted with the par- 
ticulars 

Should the prince raise forces in the 
vizier's dominions it should be imme- 
diately discouraged, both by the vizier 
and yourself, by strong renoonstrauces , 
and in case they prove ineffectual, by 
warning him that all forces raised 
otherwise than by authority of the com- 
pany or the vizier, cannot but be looked 
upon and treated as enemies 

The present power of Almas Ally 
Khan appears to be great for a subject, 
he is, however, a roan of ability, punc- 
tual in bis payments, and therefore 
would be a useful subject was his power 
restricted to proper bounds l have 
recommended that the force which he 
is allowed to keep up, and which can- 
not be necessary in its pre vnt extent, 
while the country is so effectually pro- 
tected by our troops, should be reduced 
very considerably, aud I have assured 
Almas Ally Kban, that so long as he 
acquits himself as a dutiful subject be 
shall meet with my support; butihat 
should Jie .retain * larger fbreetban 


what may be authorized by his save* 
reign, it will bo deemed an act of rebel- 
lion, and treated accoidingly. You will 
therefore keep a watchful eye over Al- 
mas, and if he shall appear to transgress 
the limits of allegiance, make a report 
to roc of the circumstances.' 

You will transmit to me, as soon as 
you conveniently can, a list of all the 
Europeans residing in the vizier's do- 
minions, specifying the nation to which 
they belong, the place of their resi- 
dence, and the maimer in which they 
are employed.

New arrangement with ) 3 Having 
the Nabob of Oude. $ attentively 
pei used all the minutes, proceedings, 
and Ictteis uferred to in these para- 
graphs, and m your subsequent advice, 
on the subject of the late agreement 
concluded by Lord Cornwallis with the 
vizier, wc approve of the general ar- 
rangement, ami of the principles on 
which it w as founded The natuie of 
our connection with the vizier is uow 
accui ately defined The defence of Curie 
is assigned to the Bntish troops, undci 
a fixed subsidy, and the internal go- 
vernment of the country remains with 
the nabob We obseive, liowevei, by 
Loid Cornwallis's minute of the aoth 
April 1787, that you do not ounce* ve 
yourselves precluded fiom making re- 
presentations to him on the subjei t of 
his administration, whenever you shall 
think it necessary, or from proposing 
such general arrangements as shall ap- 
pear likely to contribute to the pros- 
perity of both governments By this 
idea we conceive his loidship was ac- 
tuated, when, in his instructions to the 
new resident, Mr lv*s, he duet ted him 
to keep a watchful eye on the corn! ut t 
of the viziei's minister Hydcr Beg 
Cawn, and to give information to his 
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lordship of any steps manifestly op- 
pressive to the people, or injurious to 
the vizier. We look on this precau- 
tion to he the more necessary, as, from 
the well known character of A soph ul 
Dowlah, Hyder Beg can he considered 
m no other light than as being at pre- 
sent in the complete and absolute pos- 
session of the government of the coun- 
try We are aware that, under a former 
system, Hyder Beg was not only re- 
proached with a general neglect in the 
administration of the vizier's affairs, 
but it was also supposed that the coun- 
try owed its ruined state entirely to his 
mal- ad ministration But under a sys- 
tem, defective in almost every part of 
it, and from the abuses which arose out 
of that system, the present unfortunate 
state of the country may, in our opi- 
nion, be fairly attributed to a combina- 
tion of causes Among these is the 
claim (which is now very wisely relin- 
quished) of light of pic-emptions and 
of exemptions from duties in the pro- 
vince of Oude, made and exercised by 
conti actors employed iu pioviding the 
investment, and which, in the opiuion 
of Loid Cornwallis, has essentially con- 
tributed to its i um The immense dram 
of specie from that countiy of late 
years, amounting from February 1774, 
to September 1783, to the enormous 
sum of two crore»and tlmty-niue lacks 
of rupees, (exclusive of what may have 
been sent down to Calcutta to answer 
the bills' drawn for the payment of the 
troops, and on ptivate account) stands 
foremost, in our opinion, among the 
causes that huve operated so much to 
its prejudice Loid Cornwallis, even 
previous to the late negociation, could 
be no stranger to the general character 
of Hydei Beg, or to the very unfa- 
vourable opinion that had been enter- 
tained of him ; and when his lordship 
confided in him, in preference to any 
othei , for the completion of his arrange- 
ments in Oude, it must have been for 
the most substantial reasons Indeed, 
hie lordship has since asserted, m di- 
rect terms, that he is by no means 
blind to that minister's character, mak- 
ing, at the same time, a declaration of 
his absolute certainty of its being con- 
trary to our own interest to become in- 
strumental iu displacing him. We find 
olso that the resident, m his letter of 
the 7th January 17»8, has represented 
the little advantage that would accrue 
from a change of ministers, and that the 


chances are greatly against' pitching 
on one possessed of more public spirit 
and disinterestedness than Hyder Beg 
Cawn, or who has equal ability, appli- 
cation to business, and knowledge of 
the country. After a due consideration, 
therefore, of all these official’ docu- 
ments, we are iuclmed to hope, that the 
confidence lately reposedT in this mi- 
nister will not have been misplaced. 
He may be fairly said to owe his power 
to our influence, and must therefore be 
naturally solicitous to preserve our good 
opinion. We observe by Colonel Har- 
per’s letter to Loid Cornwallis of the 
llth October 1787, that Hyder Begheg 
expressed his obligations ; that all his 
doubts and suspicions we»e removed; 
and that he saw no impediment to the 
completion of the public engagements 
to the company, or the improvement of 
the country and the revenue With re- 
spect to his engagements with the com- 
pany, we aie happy to learn, by your 
dispatch of the 6th March 1788, not- 
withstanding the apprehensions to the 
contrary, expressed 111 the correspon- 
dence of the resident, that he has dis- 
charged these with sufficient regularity * 
and we shall be impatient till we hear 
of the progress that has been made to- 
wards the prosperity of the province 
We are particularly anxious foi the con- 
clusion of the commercial treaty with 
the nabob of Oude, from the hopes en- 
tertained by Lord Cornwallis, t-at it 
will tend to recover that country from 
its present imseiable and exhausted 
condition.

mind of bis excellency, f was anxious to 
remove it, by 1 an exposition of the prin- 
ciples by which our intercourse with 
him is regulated, and to restore, if pos- 
tibld, the cordiality which had so long 
subsisted betweeu him and the resident. 

The letters of lus excellency now be- 
fore the board, exhibit such strong in- 
dications of anger and resentment, as 
to preclude all hopes that his conti- 
nence in the resident can be restored, 
or the influence of *'ie latter be re- 
established. 

With the fullest reliance on the inte- 
grity, of the resident, I regret that his 
mistaken zeal in the prosecution of the 
objects of my instructions, should bate 
placed me in the disagreeable predica- 
ment of deciding between him and the 
vizier I regret still more the necessity 
of removing him from a situation, in the 
execution of the duties of which 1 have 
nothing to impute to him but error of 
judgment. But whatever my reliance 
on his zeal or integrity may be, I 
should not be justified m sacrificing to 
k the great political objects of the resi- 
dency; and as it is impossible that 
they can be accomplished whilst disa- 
greement, distrust, and suspicion exist 
fetween him and the vizier, 1 must sub- 
mit to the necessity of proposing his 
gemoval from the residency of Oude, to 
the station held by M~ Lumsden at 
Benares, and that Mr Lumsden be ap- 
pointed resident at Oude.

I re- 
quest that you will fix Colonel Scott's 
salary, during the continuance of this 
extraordinary service, upon such a scale 
as shall appear to you reasonable J 
am persuaded that you will feel, with 
me, ffie indispensable necessity of 
strengthening 
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strengthening the vizier’s military force 
during the approaching season of tran- 
quillity , and uuder these circumstances 
yon will not suffer yourself to be deter- 
red, by aiiy common difficulty, from 
uiging an arrangement which promises 
such advantages both to the compatiy 
and the vizier Tofussil Hussein Khan 
is acquainted with my sentiments on 
this subject, and will, I believe, afford 
every assistance in carrying my ideas 
into effect. You will have the good- 
ness to forward a report to me of the 
principles on which you think this ar- 
rangement should be founded, as spec - 
diiy as possible, and Mr. Lurosden and 
Colonel Scott will communicate with 
me before they conclude any definitive 
arrangement at Lucknow.

Para 9. The right honourable the 
governor general has now under con- 
sideration the present state of affairs 111 
Ou tie, and particularly the best means 
of securing the regular payment of the 
subsidy, aud of reforming the nabob’s 
army. 

72 His lordslup has also informed 
ns (as noticed m a preceding part of 
this letter) that he has now under con- 
sideration a plan for the improvement 
of the army of the nabob vizier, the 
constitution and discipline of which are 
so defective, as to render it rather a 
dangerous incumbrance than a sseurity 
to the person or authonty of the vizier, 
or a protection to his dominions, either 
against internal commotion or foreign 
invasion. 

Extract of letter from the governor 

general to the court of directors, dated 

21st November, 1798. 

Para 54 . The rumours which have 
prevailed of the intended approach of 
Zematin Shah to the frontiers of Hiu- 
dostao, although of a vague and con- 
tradictory nature, appeared to me not 
wholly undeserving of attention ; and 1 
have the satisfaction of informing von, 
that every possible precaution has been 
taken for the effectual defence of the 
frontier of Oude. I am happy to be 
able to inform you, that although 1 
found the subsidy of the nabob vizier 
considerably in arrear, I have succeed- 
ed in persuading his excellency to dis- 
charge a large part if it ; and in justice 
to his excellency I am bound to declare, 
that f have found him sincerely dispos- 
ed to fulfil bio engagements under the 
treaty concluded by Lord Tcignmouth, 
and to manifest on every occasion a 
cordial attachment to the interests of 
the company. The situation of affairs 


ou the coast of Coromandel, and the 
necessity of providing against the pos- 
sible event of a war with Tippoo Sul- 
t&un, have hitherto prevented me from 
visiting the upper provinces, hut I have 
not been unmindful of the affairs of 
Oude, and I trust that I shall soon be 
able to turn my undivided attention to 
the improvement of the civil and mili- 
tary establishments of the nabob vizier. 

Extract of letter from the governor- 
general to the secret committee, dat- 
ed 26 th November, 1799 
12 The affairs of Oude have occrn 
pied a considerable shaie of my atten- 
tion No probability existing that Ze- 
maun Shah will be able, m the course 
of the picsent season, to renew his hos- 
tile attempts against Hmdostan, and a 
conjuncture so favourable coinciding 
with the effects of our late successes ill 
Mysoie, the most eligible occasion ap- 
peared to be opened for carrying into 
execution such a reform of the nabob 
vizier’s military establishments, as 
should secure us from all future danger 
on the frontier of Oude, and should en- 
able me to introduce a variety of neces- 
sary improvements 111 the government 
of that country. With this view it was 
my intention to establish a considerable 
augmentation of our troops in Oude 
without delay, and to induce the vizier 
to disband (under certain regulations) 
a proportionate part of Ins own Useless 
and dangerous force. I had accordingly 
given orders to the resident at* Luck- 
now to commence a negotiation with hia 
excellency for this desirable purpose, 
and had also directed the movement of 
several bodies of troops in the provinces, 
to he so arranged as to enable me, before 
the expiration of the cold season, to in- 
crease our force in Oude considerably ; 
before, however, the resident at Luck- 
now could open the proposed negotia- 
tion 
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tfon with the vizier) or had disclosed to 
him any part of my intended plans, his 
excel leucy , of his own accord) made a pro- 
position to the resident, which necessa- 
rily supersedi s every other arrangement , 

14, For several months past, his ex- 
cellency had intimated to the resident 
from time to time, an earnest desire to 
communicate to me an improved sys- 
tem ot arrangement for the government 
of Oude ; but whenever the resident had 
pi eased his excellency for a more lull 
explanation of the nature of the pro- 
posed arrangement, in order that it 
might be tiansmittcd to me, his excel- 
lency had evaded the discussion with 
evident symptoms of considerable agi- 
tation of mind. At length, on the 121 h 
of November, at an interview which his 
excellency had himself desired — (and it 
is important again to remark, Jhat at 
this period no proposition had reach- 
ed his excellency bom the resident, 
01 from me, with iel.it urn to the in- 
crease of thefoices in Oude)— -his excel- 
lency sigmfied an anxious desire and a 
fixed determination to abdicate alto- 
gether the government of Oude; and 
requested the resident to draw, for the 
purpose ot being forwai ded to me, the 
inclosed paper (marked * B.) which I 
received last night. 

14 His excellency appears to have 
adopted the i esolution of abdicating the 
govei nment upon the maturest delibei a- 
tion, Your honourable committee will 
observe, that his excellency declares 
this resolution to have originated m 
the reciprocal aveisiun subsisting be- 
tween himself and his subjects (an aver- 
sion which, ou his part, he states to 
have grown mto absolute disgust) and 
111 his seuse of his own incompetent) , 
from vauous other considerations, to 
administer the govei nment either with 
satisfaction to himself ot advantage to 
his people; but although such con- 
siderations may in some degree have 
influenced his excellency's determina- 
tion, I am inclined to believe that the 
principal causes are to be traced iu the 
timidity and avarice of his d is petition 
for it is proper to apprize youi honour- 
able committee that he has intimated 
an expectation of being permitted to re- 
tire with the treasures which he uiay 
have amassed 

15. Your honourable committee will 
remark, that the resident has used seve- 


ral arguments, bat without effect, to 
dissuade his excellency from the pro- 
posed abdication , if, therefore, bis ex- 
celleney should ultimately persevere m 
his declared intention, it most be deem* 
ed entirely and absolutely his own vo- 
luntary act. 

lb. Whatever may have been the mo- 
tives, or whatever shall be the ultimate 
decision of his excellency on this occa- 
sion, it is my intention to profit by the 
event to the utmost practicable extent, 
and I entertav'i a confident hope of 
being able either to establish, with the 
consent of the vizier, the sole and ex- 
clusive authority of the company with- 
in the province of Oude and its depen- 
dencies, or at least to place our impor- 
tant interests iu that quarter on an in*, 
proved and durable foundation. 

P. H It occurrs to me to be neces- 
sary to add in explanation of the close 
of the 12th paragraph of this letter, that: 
although the necessity of a reform of 
the viziei's military establishment had 
been for a considerable time under dis- 
cussion between liis excellency and me, 
and had even been fully admitted by his 
excellency, no detailed measures with 
a view to the execution of such a plan 
had yet been suggested, uoi had any in- 
tention ot immediately augmenting our 
force in Oude been communicated to 
his excellency, when he opened his 
miud to the resident at Lucknow : the 
tiansaction will fully appear in my cor- 
i espoudence with the resident, which I 
propose to transmit by an early oppor- 
tunity

2 In that dispatch I informed you 
that I had reason to Hispect the since- 
rity of the nabob vizier's proposition to 
abdicate the sovereignty of his domi- 
nions, and that the design of his excel- 
lency in that proposition was to defeat 
hy artificial delay s the intended reform 
(if his military establishment But my 
last advices from the resident at Luck- 
now, icndei the justice of those suspi- 
cions in some degree doubtful ; and 
tend to revive the belief that the pro- 
ject of abdication was seriously enter- 
tained, nod that it is still in the con- 
templation of his excellency 

3 In the mean while I have the sa- 
tisfaction to announce to your honour- 
able cohimittce tbe actual arrival in 
Oude of a considerable part of the ad- 
ditional kree which 1 have determined 


to introduce into that country, with a 
view to the effectual security of its ex- 
ternal defence, and internal tranquil- 
lity. The proposed augmentation is to 
consist of four regiments of native ca-

Para i We propose iii the present 
dispatch to submit to your honourable 
committee, a detailed account of the 
important transactions which hare 
taken place in Oude, since the return of 
the governor-general fiom Fort St. 
George, conformably to the intimation 
contain d in his loidship’s separate let- 
ter to your honourable committee, 
dated 2Mb January 1800. Considera- 
tion* 
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tions of a prudential nature have ren- 
deied it lmpropei to enter upon these 
details until the present period. 

2 The governor-general had the ho- 
nour to apprize the honourable court of 
directors, in his dispatch per Eurydice, 
dated November 1798, of his intention 
to take the earliest opportunity of in- 
troducing a reform into the in htary es- 
tablishment of Oude, a incastn e of 
which the uigent and indispensable ne- 
cessity had been long felt and acknow- 
ledged Ihe moie nnpoitaut events, 
however, which took place at that pe- 
1 md, and the prospect of an approach- 
ing wai with Tippoo Sultan, compelled 
his lordship to defer the piosecution of 
his views with respect to Oude, until a 
more favourable oppoi tunity should oc- 
cur, when the govcrnor-genci ai might 
be at liberty to turn bis undivided at- 
tention to the subject 

3 Previous, however, to the depar- 
ture of the governor-general from this 
picsidei.ey for Fort St George, some 
correspondence had passed between his 
lordship and his excellency the nabob 

4 The delay which had fojr some 
time occurred in the payment of the 
subsidy on the part of the nabob, had 
affbided much concern to the governor- 
gcneiah Under the exigency of the 
tunes, a failure m this expected branch 
of supply was attended with very great 
inconvenience. It became necessary, 
therefore, that his lordship should en- 
force upon the mind of his excellency 
the absolute necessity ot punctuality 111 
the payment of the subsidy, aifi of pio- 
viding, by every just means within his 
txcellency's power, the requisite funds 
for that purpose 

5 lu answer to this remonstrance^ 
the wzier lamented that his govern- 
ment had for a long period been in a 
state of confusion, inefficiency, and u- 
regularily- that his authority was but 
imperfectly established within his do- 
minions ; and that, fiom these and va- 
rious other causes, the delay complain- 
ed of has been unavoidable. 

6. His excellency, at the same time, 
earnestly requested the goveruoi -gene- 
ral to instruct the resident at Lucknow 
to afford his effectual aid 111 the esta- 
blishment of his extellency's authouty, 
upon a new basis , in order that the 
retiench meats which his excellency had 
111 view might he effected, aud that in 
future, no delay might occur iu the 
lealization of the subsidy. 


7. These voluntary representations 
of the vmer, with regard to the disor- 
dered state of his dominions and go- 
vernment, joined to his excellency's ap- 
plication for our mterfeience and u id 
in the restoration of good order, would 
have been sufficient to have justified, 
and even to have required fioin the go- 
vernoi -general in council, the applica- 
tion of an immediate and tftectual re- 
medy to an acknowledged evil of such 
magnitude and importance But, inde- 
pendently of this general consideration, 
the paiticular state of the vizier's own 
tioops, their despet ate condition of in- 
efficiency and insubordination, was 
another pressing danger which threat- 
ened to he products e ot the most se- 
rious consequences ; especially iu th« 
actual conjuuctuie, when just appie- 
hciisions of an appioaching invasion of 
Hindustan by Zemaun Shah were enter- 
tained To illustrate the nature and 
extent of thisdangei, it may be suffi- 
cient to state, that upon the rumour of 
the appioach of Zemaun Shah, the \t- 
zier represented tc the resident at 
Lucknow, that his excellency's militai v 
establishment was not only inadequate 
to contt ibutc any assistance tow aids 
the defence of his dominions, hut even 
at that moment, whin the services of 
the Bntish army were most urgently 
dein mded on his frontiers, he required 
the presence of a part of that force m 
lus capital, for the express purpose of 
piotecting Ins person and authority 
against the excesses of his 0,711 disaf- 
fected and disoideriy tioopi 

8 It was thereloie the intention of 
the govei noi-genci al to endeavour to 
peisua.de his extelleucy, at 1 piopcr 
xeason, to disband the whole of hisowa 
ai n»v , with the exception of such part 
of it as might he netessar*, mi t’ie p u- 
po«es of state, or of “he collection of the 
revenues In tht plate ot the undisci- 
plined and mutinous t»oons*whic'i at 
that time alarmed the vizier ami in- 
vited his enemies, ins lordship intended 
to substitute an mci eased number of 
the company's regiments of infantry and 
cavalry, to be relieved from t.me to 
tune, and to be paid by his excellency 
Such a plan, in his I01 dship's judgment, 
appeired likely to answei tbe put pose 
ot establishing iu his excellency's do- 
minions m mure orderly and efficient 
military establishment at a reduced ex- 
pense 

9. His lordship was compelled to 
pa^’poae 
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postpone tl»e execution of this plan un- 
til his return from Fort St. George to 
this presidency. In the interval, how- 
ever, Ills lordship, on the 9th ot July 
I799, while at Fort St George, received 
a letter from his excellency the vizier, 
referring to his former letter, wntten 
before the governor-general's departure 
for the coast, and expiessmg, instill 
•tronger terms than before his wish, 
u that the resident at Lucknow might 
“ be directed to aid him in all matters, 

stating, that until he should have 
“ carried into effect the retrench meats 
“ of superfluous expenses, sad esta- 
€t blished such a systematic settlement 
“ of the country and the military, ia a 
“ manner to pi ouiote the security and 
w ease of the ryott, the prosperity of 
“ the country, pud tranquillity of lus 
u people, it was impossible to remove 
u bis embarrassments, 11 and conclud- 
ing by a declaration, '‘that both at first 
“ and last he relied for support and as- 
w sistanceon his iotdship's goodness 11 

10 The governoi -general, on his re- 
turn to Fori William, was apprized, by 
Lieutenant Colonel Scott (who had 
taken charge of the residency at Luck- 
now) of the derangement anddisoider 
which pervaded every department of 
the vizier's government, and of the em- 
barrassments under which the resident 
laboured in obtaining any correct and 
impartial account of the general admi- 
nistration of affairs. 

1 1 Various obstacles obstructed the 
endeavours of the resident to obtain a 
perfect knowledge of the state of the 
j>urbar, and of the general aftairs of the 
govern men c These obstacles were, 
principally, the want of any acting or 
responsible ministers, aihi the extreme 
and studious reserve and mystery af- 
fected by the vmer, on all subjects re- 
lating to the state of his excellency's 
government 

IS. Tfet nawaub vizier at that period 
bad taken the whole management of 
affairs into his own hands, being aided 
in that laborious employment by some 
persons bearing no public character, 
charged with no responsible situation, 
and therefore regarded only as the pri- 
vate agents and confidential advisers of 
bis excellency, 

13. These persons are expressly pro- 
hibited by tbe vizier from making any 
communications to the resident, while 
the information which Lieutenant Co- 
lonel Scott occasionally received from 


the nawaub himself, was purposely im- 
perfect. 

14 . The governor-general viewed 
with much concern the unfavourable 
state of the vizier’s government, and 
observed with equal uneasiness the re- 
sident's just complaints Of his excel- 
lency’s jealousy and reserve on all sub- 
jects connected with the administra- 
tion of his affairs To remedy this evil, 
his lordship addressed a letter to the* 
vizier, earnestly pressing him to com- 
municate to Lieutenant Colonel Scott, 
in the most unreserved manner, all his 
wishes and sentiments, and expressing 
his anxious hope that his excellency 
would not suffer any consideration to 
delay for a moment the necessary al- 
terations in his military establishment, 
on the early completion of which the 
safety and prosperity of Ins dominions 
essentially depended 

1 5 In answer to thiB letter the vi- 
zier stated “ that the benefits both un- 
“ mediate ami futute of such a reform 
u were even more strongly impressed 
(c upon his mind than they had been 
“ described by his lord*hip, and his cx- 
“ cellency professed his determination 
tc to consult with Lieutenant Colonel 
“ Scott, without a moment’s delay, 
“ upon what was practicable, in order 
4t that by introducing a reform in the 
“ tnihtaiy system, all danger and all 
“ apprehension of disturbance might 
“ be removed 11 

16 The governor-general was in- 
formed at the same time by the resi- 
dent at Lucknow, that notwithstanding 
all tbe renionstiances urged by his lord- 
ship, 111 his letter to the vizier, the re- 
sident had not been able, m repeated 
conferences which he had sought and 
obtained fiom his excellency, for the 
express purpose of receiving his senti- 
ments, to draw from the vizier, in ex- 
plicit terms, the disclosure of any defi-^ 
mte wish, or the exposition of any dis- 
tinct object 

17. Tbe tenor of this communica- 
tion from tbe ft sident, combined with 
the manuer in which his excellency had 
replied to the governor-general’s letter 
of the 26th September 1799, suggested 
to his lordship the necessity of addres- 
sing his excellency, in a letter dated 
the 6th November 1799 The delivery 
of this letter Lieutenant Colonel Scott 
was induced to withhold, on account of 
the different aspect which the negotia- 
tion appeared to assume at the period 

wheA 
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when this letter reached Lucknow ; it 
was not therefore delivered to hiS excel- 
lency ttntil the 23 d of the following 
mot *h of December I799 

18 . The governor-general observed 
in the letter of the bth November 1799, 
that in addition to the other numerous 
arguments which had alieady been 
urged m support of the necessity of a 
speedy reform in the Vizier’s uniitaiy 
establishment, oue had possibly es- 
caped his excellency's notice The 
company aie bound, by existing trea- 
ties, “ to defend the dominions oi his 
“ excellency against all enemies but 
the numbi r of Bi itish troops ordinarily 
stationed in Oude would not, it w as ob- 
vious, be adequate to that purpose in 
the event of an invasion of his high- 
ness's dominions, while many circum- 
stances, in such an event, might ren- 
der it impossible for the company’s go- 
vernment to augment the ordinary force 
either to the extent or within the time 
required by tbe emergency 

19 The company, then. foie, could 
not m any othei maimer effectually ful- 
fil their engagements with the uawauo, 
than by maintaining constantly 111 his 
dominions such a force as should at all 
times be adequate to then effectual 
projection. The 7th article of the tiea- 
ty concluded with his excellency by 
Sir John Shore, provided for the occa- 
sional augmentation of the company's 
tioops 111 his excellency’s dominions, m 
teims which evidently rendered the 
company’s government competent at all 
times to decide on the requisite nmoiuit 
of such augmentation. The same arti- 
cle bound the nawaub to defray the ex- 
pense of any force which should be 
deemed necessary by tiie company for 
the defence of Oude. 

20. To enable his exc. llency to de- 
fray the expense of the additional force 
which was now become indispensably 
necessary for tbe security of h'S domi- 
nions, the goveruor-geneiai pointed out 
to him, that without any new charge 
upon his excellency's finances, it was 
only requisite that he should disband 
the numerous disoideiiy troops then 111 
his service, which troops, instead of 
contributing to the defence ot his coun- 
try, or to tne support of his govern- 
ment, had long proved injurious to the 
prosperity aud strength of both. 

21. It was the governor-general's 
wish that the pioposed reform in the 
military establishments of UMt/'Vuucr 


should be accomplished without any 
aid to be drawn from a reference to the 
treaty, or fi ora a discussion of its prin- 
ciples, in as much as it was desirable 
that the reform should be adopted by 
the vizier, solely from a conviction of 
the justice of those grounds upon whiclt 
it was originally recommended to hita; 
but tiie tenor of the communications 
from tbe resident, led his lordship on 
the one hand to apprehend much pro- 
crastination on the pa£t of his excellen- 
cy, while on the other the extreme un- 
certainty which existed with respect 
to the probable period of the execution 
of Zemaun .Shah’s views on Hindostan, 
rendered it indispensably necessary to 
provide against tbe danger as speedily 
and < ffectually as possible 

22 The augmentation proposed to be 
made to the force already stationed 
within his excellency’s dominions, 
amounted to four regiments of native 
cavalry', six regiments of native infau- 
tiy, and one battalion of European ar- 
tillery, lascars, &c. Of tins additional 
force, part was intended to be imme- 
diately furnished, and the remainder 
as soon as such a reduction of his ex- 
cellency’s military establishment should 
have taken place, as might enable him 
to defray the expense of the augmenta- 
tion 

23 In this state of the measure, 
Lieutenant Colouel Scott communi- 
cated to the governor-general an opi- 
nion which he had for sometime enter- 
tained, founded on repeated declara- 
tions ot the nawaub, respecting the in- 
ability of his excdlcuc) to conduct the 
atlmi s of ins own country ; that his ex- 
cellency had it in contemplation to re- 
tire fi om the cares aud fatigues hf go- 
vernment Soon alter this period, in 
a conference vmh the resident, and be- 
fore Lieutenant Colonel Scott had de- 
livered to his excellence the govgrnor- 
generai’s letter of the oth of November, 
the vizier made a formal declaration of 
Ins invincible disire and fixed resolu- 
tion to lehnqiusli a government, which 
lie felt himself unable to manage, either 
with satisfaction to himself or with ad- 
vantage to his subjects, declaring une- 
quivocally, that he totally “ abandoned 
u the desire or expectation of remain- 
“ »ug within his dominions, or of inter- 
“ fering m the administration of af- 
u fairs ; and the money he was- pos- 
<< sessed of was abundant for his sup- 

“port. 
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** port, and for the procurement of all 
u gratifications ” 

24. This proposition of the vizier was 
pregnant with such advantages, not 
only to the company hut to the count) y 
and inhabitants of Oude, that in the 
opinion of the governoi -general it could 
sot be jtoo much encouraged His 
lordship considering that this declara- 
tion must lead to the acquisition by the 
company of the exclusive authority, 
civil and military, over the dominions 
of Oude. In any other view, the mere 
trausfer of the administration of the 
affairs of Oude from the present Nabob 
Saadut Ally to any other prince of his 
family, appeared to promise no such 
advantages to the Butish mte.ests, as 
to render such an arrangement in any 
degree desirable; foi the charactei of 
the succesor of S.iadut Ally might have 
been found less tractable than that of 
his excellency ; and as the authority of 
the vizier m< Oude would not have been 
affected by such a change m the person 
of the soveieign, all the abuses and de- 
fects of the government would hove 
remained m full fence, and might pos- 
sibly have been aggravated by the per- 
sonal qualities of the new prince 

25. His loi dship did i-ot considc r the 
formal abdication of the sovereignty by 
the vizierto be requisite tothemtroduc- 
tion of the improved system of govern- 
ment in Oude: on the contrary, such a 
Step (by necessarily raising a qiuMion 
with regard to the succession to the 
Musnud) might have involved us in 
much emSairassmcnt His lordship 
was rath* r of opinion that the best mode 
of proceeding on the pioposition of the 
vizier, would be by a secret ti aty w ith 
his excellency, which should stipulate 
on his part, that, from and after a period^ 
to be appointed by this government, the 
complete authority, civil and nnlifaiy, 
of the dominions of Oude, should vest 
in and be exercised by and m the name 
of the company. 

o6. For a view of the detailed ar- 
rangements proposed by the governor 
general to be adopted in the expected 
event, we beg leave to refer your 
honourable committee to our proceed- 
ings of the annexed date. 

27 . The draft of the proposed treaty 
was transmitted to the resident at Luck- 
now by the governor geueial, with full 
instructions regarding the conduct of 
the negotiation ; and it was accordingly 
presented by lieutenant colonel Scott to 


the nabob vizier on the 15th of Decern* 
her 1799 

28. Having retained the draft of the 
treaty for n few days, his excellency, at 
a conference with the resident obsei ved, 
that the proposition offered by his lord- 
ship was so repugnant to his feelings, 
departed so widely m a most essential 
point fiom the principle on which he 
wished to lelinqmsh the government, 
and vrouiu bung upon him such indelible 
disgrace, that he would never volunta- 
ry Mihsmbe to it the sovereignty of 
the dominions of Oude, he added, had 
been m his famitv near 100 years, and 
the transfer of it to the < ompany, under 
the stipulations pioposed by his loid- 
ship, would in fact be a sale of it for 
money and jewels, and therefore eVery 
sentiment of respect for the name of his 
ancestois, and every consideration for 
his posterity, combined to preclude him 
from assenting to so great a sacrifice 
for the attainment of hi 5 personal ease 
and advant. ge 

29 When the resident had stated to 
the nabob all the arguments suggested 
by the governor general against the no- 
mination of a successor, his excellency 
replied, that under his lordship's dc - 
termination not to consent to that part 
of his proposition, he was read^ to 
abandon his design of retirement, and 
to retain the charge of the government. 

30 . The negotiations having taken 
their comse. Lieutenant Colonel Scott 
represented to the vizier, that if his 
wind was fixed upon exposing himself 
to the cares and dangers which he had 
to lately deprecated, it would be in- 
cumbent upon Ins excellency totally to 
change his system of conduct; and that 
the governor general would expect that 
his excellency should speedily and 
earnestly engage in the reform of every 
branch of the administration of Oude, 
particularly that his excellency should 
carry imo immediate effect the reform 
in his military establishment 

31 His excellence at first observed, 
that the reform in his military establish- 
ment upon the principle proposed by 
the governor general, in his lordship 1 '* 
letter of the 6 th November would an- 
nihilate his authority in his own domi- 
nions ; but this objection being re- 
moved by Lieutenant Colonel Scott, his 
excellency subsequently declared his 
assent to the introduction of such an 
augmentation of the company's troops, 
os in his lordship's judgment should be 
sufficient 
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Sufficient for the protection and safety 
of the country When Lieutenant 
Coioncl Scott pioccededto state, that, 
exclusive of the inutility and danger of 
his excellency's own troops, the re- 
sources of his country would be in- 
adequate to the payment of the accu- 
mulated military expenses of both esta- 
blishments, and to defray the other un- 
avoidable charges of government 5 bis 
excellency replied, that such of lus 
battalions as could be spared might be 
discbai ged 

32 . The governor general was con- 
cerned to remark the extreme duplicity 
and insincerity of the conduct of the 
nabob vizier thioughout this extraoi- 
dmary transaction The lepugnatice 
now manifested by the vizier to the re- 
form of lus military establishment) was 
otteily at vauance with lus excellency’s 
leitcraied acknowledgments ot the nc- 
cissity of such a it* form; and his lord- 
ship now expected that his excellency's 
piiucipais, if not bole view m his pro- 
posal for the abdication of the govern- 
ment, was to evade the timely adoption 
of the necessaiy ineasuies for the ac- 
complishment of that indispensable re- 
foim, until the advanced period of the 
season should render it lnipiacticable 
during that year. 

33 The governor general therefore 
determined that no time should be lost 
111 introducing into Oude the proposed 
augmentation of the company’s forces ; 
and it was his loidship’s opinion, that 
this part of the plan being effected, the 
remainder would necessarily follow 
within a shot t period of time, since hi# 
excellency's disposition to economy 
w ould render him impatient of the ex- 
pense of both establishments. 

34 The resident was theiefore di- 
rected immediately, either troin himself, 
01 in comeit with the commanding 
officer at Cawnpore, as the natuie of 
the case aught appear to him to require, 
to dnect the several corps to move 
to such points of bis excellency’# 
dominions as might appear most ad- 
viseable, giving due notice to his ex- 
cellency of the entiance of the aug- 
mentation of the troops into his teiri- 
tones, and calling upon his excellency 
to adopt the requisite measures for the 
icgular payment of the additional force. 

35 . Th% vizier, however, iustead of 
affording any roi dial assistance in the 
execution ot the plan for the dismission 
of lus buttalious, opposed every possible 
Vot. VI 1 


impediment to that measure, by endea- 
vouring to restrict the additional force 
to one position, and by delaying to 
furnish the resident with the statements 
of the tioops in lus excellency’s service, 
repeatedly demanded by Lieutenant 
Colonel Scott, and essential to the sys- 
tematic conduct of the,reform. 

36 His excellency also indirectly 
laboured to impede the progress of the 
additional troops by exposing them to 
difficulties in obtaining provisions, and 
for this pui pose he delayed the requisite 
ordei s to lus aunuls for the uecessary 
supplies 

37 The various communications 
fiom Lieutenant Colonel 8cott proving 
a degi ee of insincerity nearly amounting 
to hostile treachery on the part of the 
vizier, compelled the governor-general 
to addiess a letter to the nawaub, ex- 
pressive of the astonishment, regret, 
and indignation which his excellency’s 
recent behaviour had excited m hi* 
loidship’s mind. I11 this letter his 
lordship stated in the most unequivocal 
terms, that his excellency’s conduct m 
refusmg to furnish Lieutenant Colonel 
Scott with the necessary statement of 
the military establishment, and in de- 
laying to issue perwannalis to hi* 
aumilB for supplying the additional 
British troops with provisions, was of a 
natutc so unequivocally hostile, and 
might prove so injurious to the inter- 
ests, both of his excellency and of the 
company, that his persevering in so 
dangei ous a course would leave hia lord- 
ship no other alternative than that of 
considering all amicable engagements 
between Ins excellency aud the com- 
pany to be dissolved, and of regulating 
his lordship's subsequent proceeding's 
accordingly. 

33 . We beg leave to call your parti- 
cuhu attention to this letter, as well as 
to the governor general’s instructions 
of the 9th February to the resident at 
Lucknow, containing together a view 
of the various different arguments ad- 
duced, and of the complicated preten- 
ces employed by the vizier in the course 
of these discussions, with 9 view to re- 
turd or defeat the necessary and im- 
portant objects which the governor 
general had in view, for the improve- 
ment of the civil and military govern- 
ment of Oude 

39 Previous to the receipt of the 
general’s letter ot the 9th of Febmorv, 
the vizirr had issued, uipioper terms, 
J y% pciwanuub* 
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pcrwatin&hs to bis aumils, respecting 
supplies of provisions for the company’s 
troops ; this measure obviated the ne- 
cessity of the declaration commanded 
by his lordship, in the event of his ex- 
cellency’s pei severance m the alarming 
system of conduct which lie had for 
some time pursued 

40. Previous to the receipt of the 
governor genet al’s letter of the 9 th of 
February, the vizier had also directed 
his principal officer 111 the revenue de- 
paitment, to attend Lieutenant Colonel 
Scott; for the put pose of receiving his 
instructions relative to the statements 
of his excellency’s militaiy establish- 
ments On the receipt of the state- 
ments, Lieutenant Colonel Scott de- 
livered to the vizier a paper recom- 
mending the steps to be taken for the 
dismission of ceitain of his excellency’s 
battalions, and uitlun a few days his 
excellency issued his oideis for the 
dismission of those battalions 

41 The exti aordinary ability, firm- 
ness, and discretion of Lieutenant 
Colonel Scott in executing the seveial 
instructions of the governor genciai, 
have already accomplished the prelimi- 
nary measures of the proposed reform 
in Onde with signal success The 
greatest part of the vizier’s battalions 
(with the exception of those 111 the em- 
ploy of Almas All Khan) have been 
actually dismissed aud disarmed, with 
little difficulty and happily wilhont any 
effusion of blood Of the pi oposed aug- 
mentation only a proportion of artillei y, 
three regiments of native cavalry, and 
four battalions of native infantry remain 
to be sent into Oude, in order to com- 
plete the addition of the company’s 
forces In that country to the extent 
originally proposed 111 the instructions 
of the governor general to Lieutc nant 
Colonel Scott, dated Gth Novcmbei 
1799 The native infantry w ill proceed 
to Onde as soon as the state ofthe season 
will admit, and the other remaining 
corps will follow as soon as cirtum- 
1 tances shall enable us to furnish them 
It is also in the contemplation of the 
governor general in council to add an- 
other regiment of European infantry to 
the force in Oude, whenever that mea- 
sure may be practicable 

42 In this dispatch we have confined 
ourselves to a general outline of the late 
negotiation and proceedings at Luck-

now. The whole of the papers relative 
to this important transaction are re- 
corded as noted in the margin;* we re- 
quest the particular attention of your 
honourable committee to those docu- 
ments, as containing a full view of the 
state of political affairs m Oude, and 
indicating the extent of the benefits 
which we may confidently expect to de- 
rive from the success of the measures 
recently adopted in that quarter; the 
reform happily effected in the military 
establishment of the vizier, has laid the 
most solid foundation for similar im- 
provements in every other bi anch of lus 
excellency’s government This neces- 
sary preliminary step having been 
taken, it is the intention of the governor 
general in council to pioceed, with the 
least possible delay, to a levision of his 
excellency’s the nabob vizier's civil 
establishment, and of the general 111 - 
teiests of the company in the province 
of Oude

Extract of a letter from Marquis Wel- 
lesley to the secret cpmmittee ; dated 

Monghyr, September 28th 1801 

1 My anxious desire to visit the in- 
terior parts ofthe provinces immediately 
subject to this presidency, as well as the 
province of Oude, has been repeatedly 
disappointed by the occurrence of va- 
rious events, which either detained me 
at Fort William, or icquned my pre- 
sence at Fort St George. 

2 The objects which I originally 
proposed to attain by a progress through 
these possessions, have ever uppeared 
to me to be highly interesting and im- 
portant, and not to he postponed foi 
any considerations of inferior exigency 
to those urgent calls of the public sei- 
vi ce, which have hithcito occupied my 
attention 

3 By personal observations and local 
inspection, I expected to be able to form 
a moi e accurate view of the actual state 
of these provinces, than could lie ac- 
quired by any other means. 

4 . It appeared to me by a pumary 
article of my duty, to asce vtuin, at the 
earliest oppoi tuiuty, and by the best

evidence 
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evidence which could be collected, the 
real operation of the existing system of 
the company’s government upon the 
prospei ity of the country, and upon the 
Wealth, industry, morals, and happiness 
of the people. Recent events had ren- 
dered it desirable that I should become 
peisoually acquainted with the geneial 
temper ot youi native subjects, with the 
Miitnnents entei tamed by them towards 
the British government, and with their 
ense of the spmt, ohject, and piactical 
operation of the laws by which they are 
governed it seemed uUothat it might 
piove highly advantageous to the cha- 
1 at ter and stability of yqur government, 
to convince the inhabitants of these ex- 
tensive and populous dominions, that 
the public o (beer exei using the 
supieme executive aud legislative au- 
thouty ot the enipue was enabled oc- 
casionally to superintend aud controul, 
in pel soil, the conduct of the subordinate 
ariaiiinstiation, and to appeal amongst 
the body of the people, for thesalutaiy 
pui poses of confirming just authority, 
aud of suppiessing the vexatious 
and abusive exeicise of local power I 
felt a fuither solicitude to investigate, 
with accmacy, the condition of the 
company’s civil seivice m stations re- 
mote from the presidency, to satisfy the 
civil servants m such stations that their 
itsppctivc character ai\d conduct weie 
continually under the observation of the 
governor general, and to encourage and 
animate then exeitions in the public 
service by the immediate prospect of 
public notice, distinction and leward 

5 Similar advantages were to be ex- 
pet ted fiom a personal inspection of the 
in mv at its sevt tal stations , and, on the 
whole, it seemed lational to hope, that 
my visit to the mtenor parts of the 
countiy, if condiit ted with pioper at- 
tention, might piovc useful to the spmt 
and discipline ot the anny, to the ge- 
net al adiniinstiation of justice, to the 
eflicmyot the police, to the collection 
ot the 1 1 venues, ami to the nnpiove- 
nurit ot eveiy branch of your comruei- 
c.al and tiuauuul icsouices in these 
pi ovinces 

0 t T nd<r these lrnpiessions the ge- 
neral aspect of affairs appeal mg to admit 
of my temporary absence fiom the pie- 
tudency, I made the necessary piepaia- 
tious for tla* voyage upon thermr, aud 
I pi oposed to have quitted Fort William 
cm ly in Jul> ; but the delay of the dis- 
patcher expected fi am Europe, and 


other circumstances having detained 
ine at the presidency , I was unable to 
take my departure until the 15th of 
August, when I embarked at Fort 
William In a council holdeu ou board 
the yatch at Ruriackporc on the 18th 
August, I appointed Peter Speke, Esq 
to be vice picsiduit in council, aud 
deputy governor of Fort William ; and 
I then proceeded up the liver. The 
commandei m chief had preceded me m 
the month of July, he aiuved at Cawn- 
pore on the 5th instant 

a In addition to the geneial objects 
which I have m contemplation in this 
visit to the pi ovinces, the statenf aftans 
in Oude rendered it absolutely necessary 
that 1 should move publicly fiom Foil 
William, with the declaied inteution of 
proceeding to Lucknow' 

9 His excellency the vizier, after 
having employed various subterfuges 
and evasions, had manifested a disposi- 
tion to elude altogether the final settle- 
ment ot Oude, upon the pi maples in- 
dispensably requisito to be applied to 
the refoim of the adiniinstiation of that 
declining country 

10 Y\ith a view to induce his ex- 
cellencyto adopt, without delay ,the con- 
clusive arrangements proposed to him, 
I dispatched Mr Henry Wellesley to 
Lucknow eaily in July, foi the purpose 
ot aiding Lieutenant Colonel Scott m 
the depending negotiation, as well as of 
convincing the vizier of my resolution to 
insist on the completion of that system 
which appeared to me to be necessaiy 
foi the picscrvatiou of the company’s 
ughts ami interests m Oude. 

11 IIis excellency had formed coo- 
si dei able expectations from the inetlli- 
gence leccrved of the change which had 
taken plate m his majesty’s councils at 
home, undei the hope that the govemot 
geneial in ( ouncil would be detcircd by 
that event horn tlie active piosccutiori 
of the reform successfully commenced m 
Oude 

12 . The arrival of Wellesley at 
Lucknow ou the 3d of Septembo, and 
my public departure from Fort WilUam, 
w uh the avowed inteution of proceeding 
to Oude, combined with the communi- 
cations which I have recently made to 
the viziei, have, I tiust, satisfied his 
excellency of my unalterable dt termina- 
tion puisuc, without relaxation, in 
evei y pait of the emp.re committed to 
my charge, the frame system ot policy 
which bus obtaiued the sanction of the 
honouiabte

13. It is therefore my expectation, 
that by the next dispatches I shall have 
the satisfaction to announce to your

14 Your honourable committee may 
be assured, that no events which can 
occur, either in Europe or in India, 
shall indtffce me to yield to the enemies, 
or to the allies and tributaries of the 
company, any advantage which I shall 
possess the power to acquire or to main- 
tain by just and honourable means.

Sir, 

I have the satisfaction to inform you, 
that the negotiations which have been 
so long depending w ith his excellency 
the nabob vizier were brought to a fa- 
vourable issue on the loth instant, by 
the signature of a treaty, under which 
his excellency has ceded in perpetuity 
and in full sovereignty to the honour- 
able company the ten itonCs enumerat- 
ed in the statement which I have the 
honour to enclose 

I expect to receive, ill the course of a 
few hours, a copy of the treaty, w hich 
I shall immediately ratify; and, with 
all practicable expedition, l propose to 
forward to the secret committee a 
copy of the ratified treaty, together 
with such explanations as may appear 
i equisite for the purpose of apprizing 


the court of directors of all the bene- 
ficial consequences of this important 
arrangement. In the mean while how- 
ever i have judged it adviseable not to 
delay for a moment the notification of 
an event which must afford such satis- 
faction to every person conversant with 
the interests of the company on this 
side of India. It is my intention imme- 
diately to appoint a temporary admi- 
nistration for the settlement of the 
ceded districts This provisional go- 
vernment will be composed of seveial 
of the mdbt experienced, able, and ac- 
tive of (he company's civil seivants in 
the department of judicature, com- 
merce, and revenue, and will be pre- 
sided by Henry Wellesley, to whose 
discretion, address, aud firmness the 
company is principally indebted for the 
early and tranquil attainment of these 
extensive and fertile ten itories 1 have 
the satisfaction to assure you that the 
result of this settlement will prove 
highly beneficial to the geneial finances 
of the company mlndiu,and will afford 
immediate relief to those of Bengal.

To thehonourable the secret committee 
of the honourable the court of di- 
rectors. 

Honourable sirs, 

Para l I have the honour to trans- 
mit to you a copy of a treaty concluded 
by Mr. Henry Wellesley and Lieute- 
nant Colonel Scott with his excellency 
the nawaub vizier on the 10th instant at 
Lucknow, and ratified by authority on 
this day. 

2 The various discussions which 
have taken place during the admmis- 
tiation of 7 my two immediate predeces- 
sors, relative to the state and condition 
of the interests of the company m 
Oude, combined with the documents 
which have already been submitted to 
your honomable committee on the 
same subject during my admiiusti ation, 
will render the general policy and ob- 
jects of this treaty sufficiently mani- 
fest to your wisdom and expeuence. It 
is however my intention by the Morn- 
mgton packet, now under dispatch, to 
tidiismit to you a detailed statement of 
the means which I have employed to 
accomplish this important ariange- 
nicnt, and of the beneficial conse- 
quences which 1 expect to derive from 
it to various branches of your affan? 

3 By the present dispatch I shall 
content myself with requesting yonr at- 
tention to some of the leading advan- 
tages obtained by the successful issue 
of this measure. 

4 The treaty effectually secures the 
reduction of the nabob viziei’s military 
establishmentwithiii such limits as may 
he deemed sufficiently contracted to 
effect the entire extinction of his nnh- 
tai y powei 

r i Yotti honourable committee is al- 
re idy apprized that a considerable pio- 
gress had been nude dm mg the last 
U.H* m the i eduction of his excellency’s 
«u my The fluid article of this treaty 
will accelerate the completion of that 
salutary reform, while it will afford 
perpetual security against the revival 
of a similar danger 

6 In the place of his excellency’s ir- 
regular and precarious military power 
is substituted such a British foiee as 
may be deemed adequate to our de- 
fence in that quarter of India; while 
the operation of this treaty exonerates 
the British government from the obli- 
gation of maintaining any dciiuite or 
specified number of troops in the pro- 
vince of Qude, the company being 


charged with the general defence of the' 
vizier’s dominions, and being relieved 
from all special engagements with re- 
gard to the desenption or amount of 
the force to be employed for that pur- 
pose. 

7 A considerable augmentation is 
made in the amount of the subsidy, for 
the pui pose of embracing the expenses 
of the army to be maintained on our 
north-western frontier, in the ceded 
districts, and in those reserved to the 
vizier, as well as the charges of admi- 
nistering justice, and of managing the 
revenue through the channel of the 
company’s servants 

8. The payment of the subsidy no 
longer rests on the faith of the native 
government of Oude, nor is subject to 
be affected by the con uption, imbeci- 
lity, abuse of that vicious and mcoi- 
rigible system of vexation and misrule 

9 The security of the subsidy is now 
established on the solid foundation of 
territorial possession, and the result of 
all accounts, which I have been able to 
obtain, warrants a confident expectation 
that, under the wise and benevoleut ad- 
ministration of the British government, 
the territoi les ceded by this treaty will 
prove more productive, in a consi- 
derable degree, than they are repre- 
sented to hem the statement of jumma, 
contained m the first article of the 
tieaty. 

10. Tn addition to these advantages, 
your honourable committee must de- 
rive great satisfaction from reflecting, 
that the Bntisli government, under this 
tieaty, will become the instrument of 
restoring to affluence aud prosperity* 
one of the most fertile legions of the 
globe, now reduced to a condition of 
the most afflicting misery and desola- 
tion, by the depraved administration of 
the native government of Oude. 

11. Since my departure from the 
presidency I have enjoyed frequeut op- 
portunities of contemplating the bene- 
fits diffused by the operation of the 
British system of government over 
every part of the flourishing and happy 
provinces which I have visited ; I can 
therefore declare my conscientious con- 
viction, that no greater blesstug can be 
conferred on the native inhsbitauts of 
India than the extension of the British 
authority, influefgce, and power.

and you may be assured of my ume- 
mitting endeaioui s to exercise this 
Tight to such an extent as shall aflord

In the progress of the important 
arrangements which I have introduced 
into Oude, I have frequently had oci a- 
sion to applaud the zeal, diligence, and 
address 0} Lieutenant Colonel Scott, 
since Mr Wellesley’s arrival at Luck- 
now • Lieutenant Colonel Scott’s unre- 
mitting exertions of the same qualities 
has had its full share m the success ot

4 On the other hand, I have the sa- 
tisfaction to assuie your honourable 
couit that the settlement of the ceded 
pi ovine es has pioceeded with a degiee 
of facility and success which has ex- 
ceeded my most sanguine expectations. 
The land revenue of the current year 
promises to equal the amount of the 
jumma stated 111 the tieaty, after de- 
fiayiug all the charges of collection, in- 
cluding the whole of the company’s

92 The governor-general in council 
deems it pi oper to draw the attention 
of your honmuable committee to lus 
negotiations with his excellency the vi- 
zicj, during the period of his loidship's 
residence at Lucknow, with icgard to 
various points arising out of the treaty 
concluded with his excellency the na- 
bob vizier in the ino^th of November 
1801 . 

93 His excellency the vizier pio- 
ceeded from his capital to the canton- 
ment of Cawnpore, foi the express pur- 
pose of meeting the governor-general, 
and of accompanying his loidship to 
Lucknow , and his excellency the vi- 
zier arrived at that cantonment on the 
19th January M»02 

94 After the long and arduous dis- 
cussions which had terminated m the 
treaty of Lucknow, the governor-gene- 
ral was anxious m the first instance to 
conciliate his excellency’s confidence in 
bis loidship’s friendship and good will, 
and by the interchange of personal civi- 
lities to establish a degree of coidial 
intercourse with his excellency, which 
might facilitate ftifure arrangements 

95 With this view the governor-ge- 
neral resolved to postpone the agitation 
of any points of public business until 
his arrival at Lucknow ; and in the 
mean time the governor-general endea- 
voured to gratify his excellency by 
every possible demonstration of respect 


and attention ; and his lordship has rea- 
son to be satisfied that his conduct to- 
w ai ds his excellency during that inter- 
val, produced the most favourable im- 
pression on his mind, and materially 
contributed to the successful issue of the 
succeeding negotiations at Lucknow. 

96. Soon after the arnval of the go- 
vernor-general at Lucknow, his loid- 
ship desired a private confeience with 
his excellency*, aud on that occasion 
proceeded to state to him the various 
points arising out of the treaty of the 
10th November I80i,w-hich remained 
to be adjusted. The points which the 
governor- general then stated to his ex- 
cellency are detailed in a paper record-

6thly The concentration of the Bri- 
tish military force to be employed with- 
in his excellency’s reserved dominions 
at a cantonment m the vicinity of Luck- 
now. 

93 With regard to the 1st point, the 
payment of arrears of subsidy, his ex- 
cellency promised to discharge the 
amount of arrears actually due at the 
earliest possible period of time, but ex- 
pi eased a hope that some abatement 
would be made in the amount which 
had been stated, leaving that question, 
however, entirely to the decision of the 
governor-general 

99 With respect to the 2d point, hn 
excellency readily professed his inten- 


sion

100 His excellency also signified his 
ready acquiescence in the exchange of 
territory proposed under the 3 d head. 

101 With regard to the 4 th point, 
the regular payment of the pensions, 
h»s excellency denied that any irregu- 
larity had occurred in this respect, but 
expressed his disposition to conform to 
the wishes of the governor-general, 
when he should be furnished with the 
promised details 

102 With respect to the 5 th point, 
the introduction of on improved system 
of administration 1 within his excellen- 
cy's dominions, his excellency professed 
the utmost readiness to proceed to the 
accomplishment of that important ob- 
ject, and requested the governoi -gene- 
ral to furnish him with a plan for that 
purpose. 

103 His excellency made no mate- 
rial objection to the arrangement pro- 
posed under the 6th head, although he 
did not fully concur in the necessity or 
utility of concentrating the British 
force appointed to remain within his re- 
served territories at a cantonment ill 
the vicinity of Lucknow. 

104 The discussions of the governor- 
general with his excellency, were prin- 
cipally founded on the basis of the fore- 
going propositions; and his lordship's 
attention was particularly directed to 
ohtaiu from his excellency the imme- 
diate pavmeut of a considerable portion 
of the airear of subsidy, and to induce 
the vizier to make .an arrangement for 
the liquidation of the whole within a 
specified period of time 

105 Anxious, however, that his dis- 
cussions with his excellency should be 
couducted with mutual cordiality and 
good will, and that his excellency's 
mind should be reconciled to the im- 
portant airangement which bad been 
eflccted by the tieaty of Lucknow, the 
govemor-geueral determined to regulate 
his communication with his excellency 
by a spirit of liberal accommodation to 
promote his excellency’s wishes in eve- 
ry mode consistent with the preserva- 
tion o f the rights and interests of the 
British government, and to manifest a 
disposition to conciliate his confidence 
and legard, to assist in the anange- 
ment of hit affairs, and to secure the 
stability of his government. 

106. At a subsequent conference, the 
jfovernor-gcnei al communicated to the 


vizier, at his excellency’s express de- 
sire, the outline of a plan for the future 
administration of his dominions. Fo 
this purpose his lordship distinctly 
stated to his excellency the evils and 
abuses which prevailed in the existing 
system of his government, under the 
several branches of military establish- 
ment, judicial administration, and re- 
venue, and pointed out to him the only 
means by which those evils and abuses 
could be remedied. 

107 A memorandum, containing the 
substance of his lordship's representa- 
tions to his excellency on that subject, 
is recorded m the proceedings above 
referred to. His excellcucy admitted 
the existence of those evils and abuses, 
and acknowledged the expediency of 
the measures which the governor-gene- 
ral proposed foi their reform, but com- 
plained of the want of sufficient au- 
thority within his own dominions, for 
the pm pose of givingeffect to the mea- 
sures which his lordship had suggested 
His lordship gave his excellency every 
assurance of support on the part of the 
British government in the exercise of 
his just authority ; and encouraged 
him to explain, in the most confidential 
and unreserved manner, the nature of 
those restraints which impeded the due 
exercise of his legitimate power for the 
reform of the acknowledged evils and 
abuses of his administration. The en- 
deavours of the governor-general to 
obtain from his excellency a verbal ex- 
planation upon this subject were unsuc- 
cessful His excellency, however, stated 
his intention of committing his senti- 
ments to writing in a paper of requests, 
w hicb he proposed to prepare! on va- 
rious points connected with this sub- 
ject of discussion. This paper is re- 
corded on the same consultation above 
referred to 

108 . From this document it evidently 
appeared that the restraints of which 
the vizier complained, originated in the 
exei cise, on the part of the British resi- 
dent, of that degree of interference and 
controul which is indispensably neces- 
sary for the support of the British in- 
fluence in Oude, and in the want of cor- 
diality between his excellency and the 
resident 

109. It waa manifestly his excellen- 
cy's object to" impose on the authority 
of the resident such limitations as 
would secure to his excellency a power 
absolutely independent of all controul 

on 
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on the part of the British government, 
and would render nugatoi y that stipu- 
lation of the treaty which provides foi 
the security of the British influence 
over the measures of his excellency’s 
adimmsti ation 

110 In the course of the confi reuces 
which the governor- general subsequent- 
ly held with the vizier, his excellency 
became moie explicit and umeserved 
in the expiession ot his seutiments, 
with respect to the conduct of the resi- 
dent; and the governor-genei al pei- 
eeivedwith extreme regret, that those 
sentiments weie of the most uufavoui- 
alile nature, and that one of the princi- 
pal objects of his excellency's wishes 
was to obtain the removal of Lieute- 
nant Colonel Scott fiom the situation 
of lesident at his excellcncy’6 couit 

111 1 he gov ernor general consider- 
ed that a compliance with his excellen- 
cy's wishes on this occasion, would not 
only be an act of injustice tow aids 
Lieutenant Colonel Scott, whose mea- 
sures and exertions dui mg the whole 
course of his seivice in the station of 
resident, claimed his lordship’s entire 
approbation, and whose distinguished 
talents, knowledge, and integrity, qua- 
lified him in a peculiai degiee for that 
important station, hut would have been 
a concession, on his lordship’s pai t, sub- 
versive of thefutuie influence of the 
Butish government m the state of 
Oude , his lordship theiefore discou- 
raged any expectation on the part of his 
excellency of his compliance with those 
wishes, and observed to him, that the 
unfoitunate disagreement between his 
excellency and the resident must prin- 
cipally be ascribed to the unpleasant 
natuieof those discussions which his 
excellency’s continued opposition to the 
just demands and representations of llic 
British government had occasioned. 
TTie governor - general lemarhed, 
that no points of discussion now re- 
mained of a nature to occasion any un- 
pleasant altercation; and that a mu- 
tual disposition on the part of his ex- 
cellency and the resident to obsene 
the forms of respect and attention, must 
have the effect of producing cordiality 
and concert in all their transactions 

112. The detail of his lordship's con- 
ferences with the vizier, will he found, 
together with the documents connected 
with the subjects of these conferences, 
in our proceedings, to which the para- 
graph of this dispatch refers. It is suf- 


ficient to mention here, that his excel- 
lency the vizier ultimately agieed to 
the governor- general’s propositions; 
and, previously to the governor-gene- 
i id's departure fioui Lucknow, dis- 
charged the sum of 8 lacks of rupees m 
part payment of arreais of subsidy 
The further sum of 4 lacs of rupees 
has been pan! by the vizier since his 
loi dship’s departure from Lucknow.

plan for that purpose. 

His excellency made no material ob- 
jection to the arrangement proposed 
under the 6th head, although he did 
not fully concur in the necessity or 
utility of concentrating the British 
force, appointed to remain \uthiu his 
reserved territories, at a cantonment in 
the vicinity of Luckuow 

My discussions with his excellency 
were principally founded on the basis of 
the foregoing propositions, and my at- 
tention was particularly directed to ob- 
tain from his excellency the immediate 
payment of a considerable poition of 
the arrear of subsidy, and to induce the 
viziei to make an arrangement for the 
liquidation of the whole, within a speci- 
fied period of time 

Anxious, however, that my discus- 
sions with his excellency should be con- 
ducted with mutual cordiality and good 
will, aud that his excellency’s nund 
should be reconciled to the impoitant 
airaugemeut which had been effected 
by the treaty of Lucknow', 1 determined 
to icgulate my communications with 
his excellency by a spirit of liberal ac- 
commodation, to promote his excellen- 
cy's wishes in cveiy mode consistent 
with the preservation of the rights and 
interests of the British government, and 
to manifest a disposition to conciliate 
his confidence aud regard, to assist in 
the arrange meut of lus affairs, aud to 
secure the stability of his government. 

At a subsequent conference, I com- 
municated to the vizier, at his excel* 
lency's express desire, the outline of a 
plan for the future administration of his 
dominion*. For this purpose I distinct- 
ly stated to his excellency the evils and 
abuses which prevailed in the existing 
system of his government under the 
several branches of military establish- 
ment, judicial administration, and re- 
venue, aud pointed out to him the only 
means by which those evils und abuses 
could be remedied. For the informa- 
tion of the board, I annex to this minute 
a memorandum, containing the sub- 
stance of my representations to his ex- 
cellency on that subject. His excel- 
lency admitted the existence of those 
evils and abuses, and acknowledged the 
expediency of the measures whi^h I 
proposed for their reform *, but Com- 
plained of the want of sufficient au- 
thority within his own dominious, for 
the purpose of giving effect to the mea- 


sures which I had suggested. I gave 
his excellency every assurance of sup- 
post on the part of the British govern- 
ment, in the exercise of his just au- 
thority ; and I encouraged him to ex- 
plain to me, m the most confidential 
and unresei ved manner, the natuieof 
those restraints which impeded the due 
exertion of his legitimate power for the 
reform of the acknowledged evils and 
abuses of his admimstiation My en- 
deavours to obtain from lus excellency 
a veibal explanation upon this sub- 
ject were unsuccessful ; his excellency, 
however, stated Ins intention of com- 
mitting his sentiments to writing, in a 
paper of requests, which he proposed 
to piepare on various poiuts connected 
with this subject of discussion 

Accordingly on the 15th of February, 
his excellency transmitted a paper of 
piopositions a translation of which is 
annexed (C ), 

Fiom this document it evidently ap- 
pears, that the restiaints of which the 
vizier complained, originated in the 
exercise, on the part of the resident, of 
that degree of interference aud conti oul 
which is iudispensa ly necessary for 
the support of the British influence in 
Oude, and m want of cordiality between 
his excellency and the resident 

It was manifestly his excellency’s ob- 
ject to impose on the authority of the 
resident such limitations as would se- 
cure to his excellency a power abso- 
lutely independent of all controul on 
the part of the Bntisli government; 
and would render nugatory that stipu- 
lation of the treaty which provides foi 
the security of the British influence 
over the measures of his excellency's 
administration. 

In the course of the conferences 
which I subsequently held with the 
vizier, his excellency betaine more ex- 
plicit and uurcserved in the expression 
of his sentiments, with respect to the 
conduct of the resident , anil I learned 
with extreme regret, that those senti- 
ments were of the most unfavourable 
nature, and that one of the principal 
objects of his excellency’s wishes was 
to obtain the removul of Lieut Colonel 
Seott from the situation of resident at 
his excellency's court 

1 considered that a compliance with 
his excellency's wishes on this occasion 
would not only be an act of ii«j» slice to- 
wards Col Scott, whose measui es and ex- 
ertions, during the whole course of lus 

servu c 
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service in the station of resident, claim- 
ed my entire approbation, and whose 
distinguished talents, knowledge, and 
integrity, qualified him in a peculiar 
degree for that important station, but 
would have been a concession on my 
part subversive of the future influence 
of the Bi ltisli government in the state 
of the nawaub vizier. 1 therefore dis- 
couraged any expectation on the part 
of his excellency of my compliance with 
those wishes, I observed to him, that 
the unfortunate disagreement between 
his excellency and the resident must 
principally be ascribed to the unplea- 
sant nature of those discussions which 
his excellency's continued opposition to 
the just demands and representations 
of the Bntish government had occa- 
sioned. 1 lemarked that no points of 
discussion now’ remained of a nature to 
occasion any unpleasant altercation; 
and that a mutual disposition on the 
part of his excelleucy and the resident, 
to observe the forms of resect and at- 
tention, must have the effect of pro- 
ducing cordiality and concert in all 
their transactions. 

In my replies to the several propo- 
sitions of bis excellency, I endeavoured 
to combine the means of seeming to the 
vi/icr the exercise of his just rights, 
with the preset vatiun of that degree of 
authoi tty m the hands of the resident, 
which is indispensably requisite for the 
security of the British mteiests in the 
iizier’s dominions, and to prescribe 
thatdine of conduct which his excellen- 
cy and the resident should mutually 
observe for the purpose of producing 
concert and harmony in their inter- 
course with each other. 

Those replies which were delivered 
to his excellency on the QOth February, 
ai e inserted in the margin of the docu- 
ment last-mentioned, opposite to the 
articUs to wluch they icspectively ic- 
late*. 

At an early period of my intercourse 
with his excellency, at Lucknow, 1 had 
been led to expect from him a declara- 
tion of the intention whi. h he had 
some time before coinmuuicatcd to the 
residc!it,.of piocecdingon a pilgrimage 
it was not, however, until the 1 8th of 
February, a fortnight after my an it al 
at Lucknow, that his excellency for- 
mally declared that intcntiou to me, 
and solicited my couctiriencc, request- 
ing at the same time that 1 would ftsbist 
him in making an arrangement for the 
* Iii this editiou the tephts aie*n 


administration of the government dur- 
ing his absence. On that occasion I 
deemed it piopcr to state to his excel- 
lency the various considei ations con- 
nected with the welfare and prosperity 
of his dominions, had with his excel- 
lency's individual comfort, which in my 
judgment, rendered the prosecution 
of his declared iutention highly inex- 
pedient ; at the same time I explicitly 
and repeatedly assured his excellency, 
that 1 had no intention to oppose any 
obstacle to his departure, if after full 
deliberation -upon the considerations 
which ray regard for his excellency, and 
my solicitude for the welfai e and pros- 
perity of his dominions had induced me 
to state to him, his resolution should *" 
remain unchanged. 

His excellency appeared to be perfectly 
satisfied by these assurances , and in 
my presence deliberately took notes of 
the several arguments which I had ad- 
duced, with a declared intention of 
communicating to me his sentiments 
upon them in wanting. 

Fiom the commencement of my dis- 
cussions with his excellency 1 had never 
diate discharge of a laige portion of the 
arrears of subsidy. In reply to ray appli- 
ceased, either m person or by message, 
to urge him on the subject of the imme- 
catious, his excellency always assured 
me, that the state of his treasury did 
not admit of the immediate payment 
fiora it of any considerable sum, but 
that he was endeavouring to provide 
cash foi that purpose from other ic- 
sources ; at the conference last-men- 
tioned, his excellency informed uie that 
he had provided to the extent of eight 
lacks of rupees m part of the arrcai s of 
subsidy, and that he had not even de- 
posited that sum in his treasury, but 
had set it aside for the express purpose 
of applying it to the discharge of a poi- 
tiou of his debt ; and this fact wus cou- 
tiimed by collateral intelligence. 

This information naturally led me to 
expect that his excellency would imme- 
diately pay that sum into the resident's 
treasuiy. In this expectation however 
1 was disappointed ; I therefore dnect- 
ed the Persian secietary to wait on his 
excellency, and to express to him iny 
earnest request that no further delay 
might occur m the payment of a sum 
which he had expressly provided for 
that purpose, and which had been with- 
holds w ithout any reasonable can >e 

From the reply which his excellency 
leittd after their respective ai tides 


returned 
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returned to this requisition, I learned, 
with the utmost indignation, that lus 
excellency had resolved to lendci the 
payment of that sum dependent on the 
conclusion of an anangetnent fo» his ex- 
cellence's depaiture ou his piojected 
pilgrimage 

After the solemn n^sn ranee which I 
had given to lus excellency ot iny dispo- 
sition to tonfoi rn to his wishes ou the 
subject of that arrangement, the con- 
clusion of uhu.li had beta suspended 
solely m consequence of his excellency’s 
declared intention to communicate to 
me in wilting his sentiments on the ob- 
servations winch 1 had stated to him m 
person, his excellent} could not be jus- 
tified in entertaining a doubt of my ac- 
quiescence m his dctermin.il ion, as soon 
as that determination should he finally 
signified to me; nor could his excel- 
lency be justified, under any circum- 
stances, in connecting tiansjctions so 
distinct in their oiigm a.id natuic, as 
his excellency's discharge ot an at know- 
ledged debt, iud my concuimice in an 
airangement for his excellency's tem- 
poral y absence from his dominions. I 
could not be insensible ot the disrespect 
manifested by his excellency towards 
my public character, by his implied 
doubt of my veracity, and by the un- 
worthy spmt of stratagem which dic- 
tated this uudigmfied and suspicious 
conduct; I therefore addressed to his 
excellency the letter (D ), of which a 
copy is annexed to this minute ; and to 
preclude the delay of rendeiing it into 
the Persian language, 1 directed the 
Persian secretary to wait upon Ins ex- 
cellency, and translate it to him vei bally 
A translation of the letter (D l ) from 
his excellency to the Persian secretary', 
referred to m my addiess to his excel- 
lency, also accompanies this minute 
That letter affords a singular instance 
of his excellency's insincerity, and of his 
unwarrantable distrust of my declara- 
tions and assurances My address to 
bis excellency produced the effect of 
obtaining a solemn promise from him to 
pay the sum m question on the follow- 
ing morning, and that promise was 
punctually performed His excellency 
ateo engaged to complete the payment 
of the whole arrear of subsidy by the 
ensuing month of September , but de- 
clined pledgiug himself to discharge the 
amount by fixed instalments. 

On the 52d February I held another 
conference with his excellency; ou that 


occasion his excellency declared, fha<! 
lus determination to proceed on the in- 
tended pilgrimage was unalterable, and 
that he theicforc had not thought it 
necessary to commit to writing his sen- 
timents on the observations which 1 had 
stated to him on that subject, as he 
originally intended. His excellency 
then expicssed his wish to appoint his 
second son Mirza Ahmud All i Khan to 
be i egent during his absence and com- 
municated to me uieqin st that 1 would 
be present at his son's mvestitme as re- 
gent His excellency's selection of Ins 
si e ond 111 preference to his eldest son, 
ongmated in n disagi cement which had 
long subsisted between the latter and 
Ins excellency ; and as the proposed 
an alignment did not appear to me to 
afleu the question of the succession to 
the musnud on the death or abdication 
of the vizier, or to impose any obliga- 
tion on the company to concur m the 
future elevation of his second son to the 
lnusiuid ot Oude, it it should be his ex- 
cellency's wish to change the regulai 
oider ot succession I signified to lus 
excellency my compliance with his re- 
quest , and the ceremony of the investi- 
ture of Mirza Ahmud Alh Khan, as 
eventual icgcnt, was accordingly pci- 
foriued m my presence, at his excel- 
lency’s paldct* on the following day 
On the Q2d February his excellency 
delivered a paper (E ) (a. translation of 
which is annexed to this minute), con- 
taining several proposed modifications 
of the replies which 1 had returned to 
his excellency’s jmper of propositions 
dehvcied on the 15 tn 

On the 24th I held my last confer- 
ence on public business with lus excel- 
lency, and on that occasion, his excel- 
lency's original propositions, together 
with my replies, and his excellency’s 
proposed modifications of them, weie 
fully discussed At the same confei- 
ence, his excellency the vizier, advert- 
ing to the suggestion contained m my 
reply to the 2d article of his original 
propositions, that the vizier should ap- 
point some person to conduct, in the 
quality of minister, the ordinary details 
of public atlairs, was induced to wave 
the objection to that measure, which he 
had declared in his paper of the 22<l 
February, and proposed to appoint his 
second son, Mirza Ahmud AUi Khan, 
to act iu the eapacity of minister, an 
arrangement to which 1 1 caddy gave my 
consent. 


1 furtlici 
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1 further deemed it expedient on that 
occasion to declare explicitly to his ex- 
cellency the general principles which, m 
my judgment, should regulate the con- 
nection and intercourse between the 
two states, as resulting from the treaty 
concluded at Lucknow between the 
honourable company and his excellency 
the vizier, on the loth of November 
1801 

With a view to obviate all future 
doubts on the subject and result of the 
several communications and conferences 
which passed between his excellency 
and me, the final determination of the 
several points discussed between his 
excellency and me was committed to 
writing, and the paper was transmitted 
to his excellency under my seal and sig- 
nature soon after my departure from 
Lucknow 

A copy of that paper is annexed to 
this minute 

At the conference last-mentioned, in 
conformity to the desire expiessed by 
his excellency in the last paragraph of 
Ins paper of the 22d Febiuary,thc pro- 
posed explanations and injunction were 
stated to the lcsident by me m his ex- 
cellency's presence. 

Since my departure from Lucknow, 
his excellency has made several pay- 
ments on account of the arrears of sub- 
sidy ; and 1 entertain a conbdent ex- 
pectation that the whole arrear will be 
completely discharged with in the period 
specified by his excellency 

In compliance with my repeated re- 

3 ut*st, the vizier proceeded to the re- 
action of his military establishment in 
conformity to the treaty, before my de- 
parture from Lucknow and I have the 
satisfaction to learn, that the pre- 
scribed reductions are now nearly coiu- 
ph ted 

It is my intention, as soon as the 
state of public uiluirs may admit, to 
prepare a detailed plan foi the admuii»- 
iiation of the vizier’s dominions, found- 
ed on that which shall be established 
with m the ceded provinces

duected her highness’s confidential 
rent, Daiaul A hi Kliaui, whom the 


begum deputed to meet me at Luck 
now, to accompany me on my return 
to Benares, with the view to enter into 
a discussion of the several points of dif- 
ference at issue between the begum and 
the vizier The pressure of other ur- 
gent business, however, precluded the 
practicability of this discussion I 
therefore merely received from Daraul 
Alh Khaun an explanation and state- 
ment of the begum’s demands and ex- 
pectations from the viziei and the Bri- 
tish government, with the design of en- 
tering into the consideration of them at 
some more favourable opportunity I 
shall communicate to the board here- 
after the details of this subject, and the 
measures which I propose to adopt for 
the adjustment of all questions depend- 
ing between the vizier and the begum 
It is my intention to prepare, at the 
earliest practicable period of time, a 
representation to his excellency the 
vizier on the subject of the regular pay- 
ment of pensions, m conformity to the 
declaration which 1 made to his excel- 
lency at the opening of my confert ices 
with him at Lucknow. 

With a view to carry into effect the 
exchanges of territory which I suggest 
cd to lus excellcucy at my first confer- 
ence w ith him, I directed Mr Treves, 
the thud judge of the court of appeals 
and circuit for the division of Benares, 
to enter upon the investigations detail- 
ed in the annexed copy of my instruc- 
tions (G) to him of the loth Mareh 
1801 

Mr Treves has completed the inves- 
tigation winch he was duected to make, 
in a satisfactory manner, aud his ic- 
port (H), which I now desire to record, 
will form the foundation of instructions 
to the lieutenant governor and to the resi- 
dent at Lucknow, for carrying the pro- 
posed exchanges of territory into effect 
The aiteiations which, in consequence 
of Mr Treves’s report, it may be expe- 
dient to make in tlie jurisdictions of the 
comt of appeals and circuit for the di- 
vision of Benares, and ol the collector 
of Allahabad and Gomckpoor, will 
come uiidei consideration in the judi- 
ciul depat tiueut and in the department 
of teveuue

Memorandum of hn> excellency the most 
noble the governor general's veibal 
propositions to the uuuauh vizier, 
for the mipi ovement of his admimsti a- 
tiou. 

With a view to piopose the go\ernor 
genual's outline of u plau foi the intro- 
duction of a just and efficient system of 
administration within the nabob viziei's 
reseived dominions, the gOveiuoi ge- 
neral deems it to be expedient to stale 
the puncfpal causes to which the pre- 
v .ding abuses in his excellency's domi- 
nions aie to be astnhed, and the means 
by which those causes may beiemovcd, 
and those abuses may be lemcdied. 

1 7 lie undisciplined state and licen- 
tious dispo&ation of the milituiv, and 
the powei possessed by the Auirnls ot 
employ mg the lmlitai y foi ce of the state 
foi tlu pin poses of oppiession, and of 
loistmg the authouty of government. 

The lemedy for tins evil has been 
partly cairied into eflcct by tlie dis- 
mission of aconsideiable portion of his 
exctllency’s refractoiye troops, it re- 
mains to complete the reduction of Ins 
excellency's military establishment to 
the scale pi escribed by the treaty of 
November 1801, and to substitute Sn- 
beendies m the scveial districts, limited 
to the number absolutely necessary for 
the collections of the icvenues. 

2d The want of a system of judicial 
admimstiation for the protection of the 
lives and property of the subjects, for 
the detection und punishment of crimes, 
for the itdiesa of grievances, and tor 
the adjustment of disputed claims.

In the establishment tlnieforrof an 
improved system of admnuvti alien 
within the leserved dominions, and aho 
in ail affairs coniuctid with the oi dina- 
ry govei nment of those dominious, and

To the honourable Henry Wellesley,

Sir, 

1 . Having reason to apprehend that 
h>s excellency the vizier has adopted a 
systematic course of evasion and delay, 
for the pnrposp of fi u titrating the issue 
of the depending negotiations ; and 
having received intimation that his ex- 
cellency may attempt to pass over the 
present season without concluding any 
fiua| engagement with the British go- 
vernment, under the pretext of await- 
ing my expected arrival at Lucknow, I 
hav^ thought it expedient to dispatch 
ypU forthwith to Lucknow with public 
credentials to the vizier, ana with full 
ppw^rs to bring the uegociation to an 
immediate issue. The various exigen- 
cies of the public service being likely to 
dgtuin me at Fort William for some 
time, your appearance at Lucknow is 
iq toy judgTOent the most advantageous 
measure which can be substituted for 
my actual presence at th^t city ; you 
will therefore proceed with all practi- 
cable expedition to Lucknow; and I 
have directed Messieurs J. Forbes and 
R. StmcUey, to accompany you m the 
capacity of assistants) and Lieutenant 


Armstrong, one of my aides de camp, 
to attend y ou during you» mission 
2 You have either all eady inspected, 
or you will examine at Lucknow, the 
whole correspondence upon the sub- 
ject of the late negotiations w*th the 
vizier; it is unnecessary therefore to 
enter into any detail of past tiausac- 
tious, or of the actual state of afiairs 
3 . You are hereby vested with full 
powers to conclude, in couccit with 
Lieutenant Colonel Scott, one or moie 
treaties, conformable to the instruc- 
tions which Licuteuaut Colonel Scott 
has already received On all points of 
the negoeiation my wish is, that you 
should act in concert with Lieutenant 
Colouel Scott, and that he should be a 
party to the signature of any treaty 
which you may conclude. The general 
object of your mission is to contirm the 
representations of Lieutenant Colonel 
Scott by the most direct application of 
my authority ; and my high estimation 
of the zeal, taleots, god knowledge pf 
Lieutenant Colonel Scott, together with 
my entire approbation of all his pro- 
ceedings, render desirous to. mani- 
fest every mark of respect and consi- 
deration for him.

however, necessary to vest you with 
the exclusive power of concluding with 
the vizier, in my name, such arrange- 
ments as may appear to you, on a fall 
consideration of these instructions, to 
be consistent with my intentions, and 
accordingly I hereby vest you with that 
exclusive power. In adverting to this 
part of your instructions you will there- 
fore understand, that I wish you on 
every occasion to act jointly with Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Scott, and to rendei 
your appearance at Lucknpw an effec- 
tual confirmation of his influence and 
authority 5 while on the other hand 
yon will not hesitate to act ttndci your 
exclusive powers, if you should jvdge

7 By the resident's dispatches it ap- 
pears that his excellency is determined 
to withhold his consent from the pro- 
posed teiritorial cession, but to refruiu 
from am direct and open opposition to 
the measure. 

8. I am of opinion that his excellen- 
cy’s conduct in pursuing this plan is 
governed by one of the following con- 
siderations— his excellency may possi- 


bly have been led to believe that the 
rumoured resignation of his majesty's 
ministers at home may soon produce a 
change in the administration of this 
country, or that my measures may not 
meet with the same countenance and 
support under another administration 
which they might have been expected 
to obtain under that which intrusted 
the government of India to my hands. 

The peculiar advantages under 
which you will be enabled to renew the 
negotiation, afford the best pi ospect of 
removing these erroneous impressions 
from his excellency’s mind 

10 Previous to your arrival at Luck- 
now it is possible that one of the fol- 
lowing contingencies may have occur- 
red . 

1st — The resident may have pro- 
ceeded to act under the authority 
vested in him to establish the compa- 
ny’s troOps 111 the districts proposed for 
cession, and the measure may be iu a 
course of execution previously to the 
receipt of mv ordeis directing a sus- 
pension of that measure 

2ndly — His excellency the vizier may 
have consented to the cession of terri- 
tory without acquiescing in the arrange- 
ment which I have deemed indispensa- 
bly necessary to accompany the cession 

3dly — His excellency may have con- 
sented to the territorial cession, with 
all its attendant arrangements, and may 
have entered into a treaty with the re- 
sident for that pnrpoee 

11. In the first case, your object 
must be to endeavour to induce the Vi- 
zier to confirm the appropriation of the 
territory, aud to consent to the arrange- 
ment which I have deemed necessary to 
lie made in the vizier's remaining do- 
minions 

13 . In the second case, you will en- 
deavour to persuade the vizier to ac- 
quiesce in the additional arrangements 
to which I have adverted m paragraph 
(6) ; but whatever arrangement may 
hn\e taken place previously to your ar- 
rival, founded on the basis of a territo- 
nal cession, it is my desire that the 
negociation for an ai rangeuaent, upon 
the tei ms of the first proposition sub- 
mitted to the vizier by Lieutenant Co- 
lonel Scott, should be renewed accord- 
ingly . I direct that, under any state of 
circumstances, you resume the discus- 
sion of the fiist proposition j far this 
purpose 1 have prepared a represen- 
tation 
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tat ion in writing to be prevented by you 
to his excellency. 

13 , The instructions w 4 iich have been 
from time to time transmitted to the 
resident, and the correspondence which 
has passed between bis excellency the 
vixier and me, together with the resi- 
dent's letters, contain so comprehensive 
a view of the subject, that it is unne- 
cessary to furnish you with any specific 
instructions for the purpose of regula- 
* ting the course of argument to be adopt- 
ed on this occasion. 

* 14 . Although an arrangement con- 
cluded on the terms specified in the 
first proposition appears to me to be 
calculated to provide fur the security of 
the various interests involved in the 
administration of the dominions of 
Oude, m a more effectual maimer than 
any other plan which could be dot isrd, 
jet, with a view to meet the wishes of 
his excellency, I shall be disposed to 
concur in any modification of the teinis 
of the first proposition, consistent with 
the preservation of the geiuial spmt 
and principles of the proposed arrange- 
ment 

15 If therefore, m conformity to his 
excellency's original proposition, his 
excellency should desire to lelniquish 
the niusuud of Oude to one of his sons, 
you are hereby authorized and directed 
to acquiesce in that proposition, under 
stipulations conformable to the geneial 
spirit and principles of my uniform en- 
deavours to secure the civd and military 
government of Oude u« the hands of 
the company. 

16 W ith a view to guide you in con- 
cluding an arrangement upon tins basis, 

I refer you to the copy of a treaty con- 
cluded with the rajah of Tanjore, now 
in the possession of Lieu tenant Colonel 
.Scott $ to the draft of a treaty with the 
vizier, prepared by Lieutenant Colonel 
Kcott, and to copy, herewith transmitted 
of the drafts of a tieaty lately forward- 
ed to Fort St George, for the perpetnal 
transfer of the civil and military go- 
vernment of the Carnatic to the company. 
In the eVent either of the vmei's ac- 
quiescence in the first proposition, in 
his own person, or of his abdit at ion 111 
favour of hit ton, I desire that you will 
enter into engagements with the prince 
possessing the mnsnud, corresponding, 
as far as local circumstances may admit, 
with the terms and stipulations of the 
treaty recently forwarded to Fort St. 
George 


17. If every attempt to obtain his 
excellency the vizier's consent to any 
arrangement founded upon the terms 
of the first proposition should prove 
ft unless, you will then employ your en- 
deavouis to effect an arrangement upon 
the basis of the sd proposition, in the 
manner already descubed. 

IS* It is possible, however, that his 
excellency, with a view to avoid the re- 
proach which he attaches to the tneit- 
suie of teintnnal cession, may think 
it expedient to resign the government 
in far our of his son, and to leave that 
pi mre to conclude the tenns of a teni- 
toual cession with the company on the 
basis of the second proposition. 

19 No material objection exists to 
pieclude such an arrangement ; and I 
atcoidmgly empower you, in the case 
supposed, to acquiesce 111 lus excel- 
ceileniy's abdication, and to conclude a 
tieaty toi the cession of the proposed 
tcrntoiy to the company, with his ex- 
ccllem y’s son us successor to the uius- 
nud of Oude 

20 It must however he distinctly un- 
dei stood, that in the event of his ex- 
cellency's abdication under tlic encu in- 
stances stated 111 the (l 5 th) and (iStli) 
pai agrnphs, no separate provision can he 
allowed for ins maintenance ; and undc^ 
whatever circumstance* bis excellency 
may relinquish the government, it will 
be necessary that he should remote 
flora the dominions of Oude into the 
company's piovinres. The reasoning 
upon this subject, contained in my ad- 
dress to his excellency of the 9th of 
February 1800 , is applicable to any 
supposed case of his excellency's abdi- 
cation 

21 In providing for the case of his 
excellency’s eveutual abdication 1 have* 
supposed that his eldest son alone can 
be pi oposed to succeed to the vacant 
mnsnud • and, under present circum- 
stances, 1 cannot consent to the esta- 
blishment of any other person in the 
rank of uabob of Oude 

22. The preceding instructions, to- 
gether with the annexed papers, will 
serve to apprize you oftbe general tenor 
of my sentiments respecting the conduct 
of this important negotiation. 1 shall 
occasionally transmit to you such fur- 
ther directions as circumstances may 
appear to require 

23 . It is my intention to proceed on 
my journey to the upper provinces as 
soon as the situation of public affairs 

•hall 
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shall admit of my absence from the pre- 
sidency. . 

24. In the eveut of my beiug arrived 
within a shot t distance from Lucknow, 
at the period of tune when yotir nego- 
tiations shall have been brought to a 
close, and when their result shall have 
been 1 educed to the form of vuittcu en- 
gagements it is my desire, that those 
engagements should be transmitted to 
me previously to then final conclusion, 
but if such refemice should appear to 
you likely to he attended with material 
delay, or to hazaid the failure of your 
negotiation, you are in that event au- 
thonzed to conclude those engagements 
without previous reference to me.

1 His excellency the most noble the 
governor general is appnzed that your 
excellency’s final determination, upon 
the \ anous nnpoitant com mum cations 
which you have receded fioiu lus lord- 
ship, through Lieutenant Colonel Scott, 
lias been dei.tyt tl by the expectation of 
aperso* almt<rv’«w with lus lordship, 
and by the effects of<ci tain Juipicssions 
which base been produced upon jour 
excelltiirjN mind, through the artifices 
of interested and designing persons, who 
have abused jour excellences cou- 
hd< nee 

2 His lordship has theieforc dis- 
patched me immediately to Lucknow 
for the purpose of co-operating with 
Lieutenant Colonel Scott, in the com- 
plete execution of his loidship’s onlers •, 
and 1 am espeuail) lustiucted by Ins 
loidship to exp. ess his hope, that the 
piesen.e of a ptrs n so neat Iv allied to 
ins lordship by the ties of b'ood, aa well 
as of most intimate coufidc' hal connec- 
tion, will luspne your exit tit ncy with a 
serious conviction of the importance 
annexed by his lordship to the success 
of the dependmg negotiations, aud that 
my cordial conctu rente iu aid of the 
talents, experience, and zeal of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Scott, will satisfy your 
cxn Henry of lus lordship's uu alterable 
resolution to prosecute, to a speedy 
issue, the coinprehcnsve system of 
measures already submitted to your 
exc Hcncy's consideration by Lieutenant 
Colonel Scott. 

3. For the more complete satisfaction 


of your excellency’s mind, I am direct- 
ed by the governor general to apprize 
your excellency, m the most distinct 
terms, that m consequence of the 
critical state of the public discussions 
which have taken plate between yoar 
excellency and his loidship, it will he 
lus lordship’s painful duty in visiting 
the stations of the array in the province 
of Oudc, (where lus lordship's presence 
may be hourly expected) to decline the 
honour of a personal interview with 
your excellency until the negotiations 
now pendiug shall have boeu brought to 
a favourable termination I am also 
directed to take the earliest opportunity 
of informing your excellency that no 
change in his majesty's councils at house 
will affect the general tenor of the 
policy of the British uatioji in India; 
and that lus loidship is determined to 
pursue, without deviation or interrup- 
tion, the same course which has aL 
ready received the appro bat iou t>f hts 
sovereign, of parliament, and of «he 
company. 

4 Under these circumstances, by the 
expiess authority and command of the 
governor general, I have the honour to 
i equest your excellency's most scrum* 
attention to the following statement, 
containing a review of the discussions 
which have passed between your ex- 
cellency and the' governor general smor 
the pciiodof his lordship's arrival in 
ludia.

Para 1 The governor general had 
not been established iu the government 
more than a few months, when a war 
biokc out bctw< eu the company and the 
late Tippoo Sultaun, the most formi- 
dable enemy of the Bnti9h name in this 
quarter of the globe At the same 
moment your excellency’s dominions 
were menaced by an ltivnsion from the 
violence aud injustice of Zemaun Shah, 
connected with the views of Tippoo 
Sultan u. It is unnecessary to* remind 
\our excellency, that the inveterate 
Hostility of Zemaun Shah to the state 
of Onde had been publicly and repeat- 
edly announced to all the nations of 
Asia, and that the design of that prince 
to subjugate your dominions, to plunder 
your subjects, and to extinguish the 

powe r 
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power and dignity of your family, had 
Haig formed the primary object of bis 
policy, v 

8. While this danger menaced your 
excellency** territones, Viaier Alii, the 
rival of your authority, broue those 
harriers which the fi lends hip of the 
company had provided for thq tran- 
y uU ity of your dominions, and for the 
maintenance of your power Having 
basely and ciuelly utuidered the leprc- 
sentative of the British government at 
Benares, the assassin escaped from the 
company's provinces by his successful 
flight, and through the aid of numerous 
disaffected persons attached to lus cause 
in your excellency's dominions, exciting 
alarm and confusion thioughout several 
districts subject to your authority , and 
menacing the foundations of you» title 
to the government of Oude 

3. In this awful citsis the British 
government called forth theeneig\ of 
its military' resources, and mamteslcd 
its srealous attachment to the cause of 
youi excellency's just ruthonty and to 
the welfare of the inhabitants of Oude. 
A powerful Butishaiiny was assembled 
iu the north-western fiontiei of Oude 
for the purpose of fi ustratmg the ex- 
travagant ambition of Zeim.un Shall, 
while a sufficient detachment of Butish 
troops precluded the possibility of any 
dfUiger to your excellency 's person or 
authority from the revolt of Vizier Ally 

4. While the alarm and danger of 
this crisis continued deeply unpicsscd 
on your excellency's recollection, 1 ti ust 
that you have not forgotten either the 
internal condition of your own govern- 
ment, which aggravated both, or the 
means, by which you were deliveicd in 
so great a peril from the combined ap- 
prehension of foreign invasion, and of 
domestic convulsion In the extreme 
exigency of these accumulated dangers, 
your excellency cannot have forgotten 
that your principal cause of alarm was 
stated by yourself to arise from the tur- 
bulence, insubordination, and rooted 
disaffection of your own undisciplined 
and mutinous troops. When the hour 
arrived in which the enemy was to be 
opposed in the field your excellency 
declared to the British general that no 
aid was tube expected from your troops •, 
that you had placed no reliance on your 
own army for definite against a foreign 
Invader ; and that the presence of any 

K rt of your expensive military esta- 
sh meats in the day of battle would 


prove more advantageous to your ene- 
my, than to your ally. This candid 
declaration did not express the full ex- 
tent of your excellency's just alarm in 
that arduous crisis j while you. placed 
no reliance on your own army as a de- 
fence against the common enemy, you 
declared the most serious apprehensions 
of the danger of retaining that army 
near your person. In a period of do- 
mestic rebellion, and of foreign war, 
v ou declared, that neither the defence of 
your countiy>nor the safety of yourpei- 
son Could be entrusted to the inefficient 
and treacherous protection of ail undis- 
ciplined and disaffected soldieiy Fully 
linpiessed with a conviction of the des- 
pciatc state of your own t loops, you r 
excellency must remember, that you 
solicited the Bntish genual to divert a 
< ousidei able part of the British ai my, 
actually destined against Zcmami Shall, 
to the nccessaiy purpose of protecting 
you i excellence's person against the evil 
intentions of youi own gnaids in the 
centre of youi own capital, a British 
foite accoidmglv a Horded to your ex- 
cellency the piotcction which you had 
lcquned 

5 It is equally necessary' to recall 
to \ ou i cx< eliency’s remembrance, that 
when Vizier Alb, uni', mg the guilt of 
usiti pation, ltbclliou, and murder, bad 
fled before the Bntibh troops, he found 
i<fu*>e and pi otecl ion m the treachery 
ot that division of your excellency's 
army which your excellency had speci- 
ally appointed for the express purpose 
of arresting his flight. 

6 These facts, together with your 
excellency’s repeated acknowledgment 
of the defective condition of your troops, 
and your repeated application for the 
aid and direct interposition of the go- 
vernen -general’s authority and power m 
delivering your excellency and your su|^> 
jects from an evil of such magnitude 
and violeuce as the existence of a mili- 
tary foice without any restraint of dis- 
cipline, of loyalty, of discretion, were 
the primary causes which moved the 
governor-general to consider the means 
of applying an effectual reform to the 
military establishment of Oude. The 
phn of this reform originated notin the 
voluntary suggestion of his lordship's 
mind, but in the alarming state,of your 
excellency's dominions and power, and 
in your own express desire. Tbe ne~ 
cessity of this reform waS irresistibly 
pressed upon h<« lordship’s judgment. 
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by the. recollection of the confusion m4 
terror which he had recently witnessed 
in Oude, by a powerful sense of the na- 
ture of those dangers which bt bad re- 
cently averted, aad by the respect due 
to your excellency 1 * declared apprehen- 
sions and earnest solicitations. 

7 Wtth these statunents and views 
his lordship pioceeded to frame a reme- 
dy adapted to the nature of the existing 
evil He accordingly proposed to in- 
trust the protection of your excellency’s 
dominion* aud person to that descrip- 
tion of troops, in whose discipline, skill, 
fidelity, and valour, both had found 
safety in the hour of peril ; and his 
lordship resolved to deliver ysur excel- 
lency and your dominions fiomthc bur- 
then of that licentious soldiery, which 
had never employed its arms for any 
othei purpose than to plunder your peo- 
ple, and to menace your power, dig- 
nity, honour, and life 
s In the moment of difficulty and 
danger your excellency atto»d< d the 
most unequivocal testimony to the jus- 
tice of the general principles on which 
this plan was founded You manifested 
youi absolute distiustofyour own ti oops 
for eveiy purpose, foreign or domestic, 
and you exhibited an equal degiee of 
confidence 111 the British airay The 
go vernoi -general therefore could not 
doubt that the proposition a hicli be sub- 
mitted tojoui excellency, foi theieform 
of your military establishment, would 
have been iceewed on your part with a 
degiee of cordiality, correspondent to 
jour excellence's sense of the dangers 
by whic h you had been sun ounded, and 
ot the means' by which your country 
and youi prison had been protected 
9 The governor-general's expecta- 
tions appeared to be justified by your 
excellency's c onduct on the first recep- 
tion of Ins plau for the reform of your 
ai my After a full examination of the 
fundamental principles of that plan^ 
youi excellency acknowledged its salu- 
tary tendency, and iu the most unquali- 
fied terms, you pledged yourself to pro- 
mote its beneficial effects What then 
must have been the regret and astonish- 
ment of the governor-general to find, 
that from that period of time to tha 
present hour, your excellency has en- 
deavoured to inculcate au opinion, that 
your judgment never was favourable to 
the principles of this pUn, and that its 
success must destroy your authority m 
y our own dominions. 

10. The fact of your excellency's ori«

ginal approbation of the reduction of 
your own troops, and of the augmenta- 
tion of the British force in Oude, is 
sufficiently established by the public 
records. It remains for your excellency 
to explain how your authority can now 
be maintained by the continuance of an 
army which has been proved and de- 
clared by your excellency to be neither 
able nor willing to defend your country 
or person iu rebellion or war ; and how 
your authority is now likely to be en- 
dangered by the augmentation of an 
army in which you placed youi sole 
confidence, and found ample protection 
under the most severe pressure of both

11 Your excellency's disavowal of 
your own wise dud voluntary declaia- 
tion in favour of the proposed plan, was 
followed by a systematic course of mea- 
8ui es calculated to frustrate the reform, 
of which you had acknowledged the 
necessity, solicited the establishment, 
and expressly appioved the general 
principles It would be painful to enu- 
merate the various instances iu which 
you have endeavoured to counteract the 
exertions of the resident, proceeding 
under the express orders of the gover- 
noi-genei.il, 1 am however command- 
ed by hm lordship to signify to your ex- 
cellency, that every passage of those 
unworthy transactions has been brought 
distinctly under his special observation; 
and that I am prepaied to enter into a 
paiticular detail of the various acts and 
means employed to counteract the re- 
duction of your own tioops, aud the 
augmentation of the Bntvdi fotce. 

12 Your excellency must be sensible 
of the undignified and degrading con- 
clusions which would 1 esult from a pub- 
lic examination of this unparalleled

1 3 The energy and honoui able fir mi 
ness of Lieutenant Colonel Scott, and 
the perseve ranee of the governor- gene- 
1 al, at length succeeded m introducing 
the additional British troops mtj your 
excellency’s territories for the defence of 
Oude, and the reduction of your own 
troops com me need under an appear- 
ance of jour excellency’s concurrence 
and co-opcration. 

14 . In the progress of these transac- 
tions, however, your excellency soon 
resorted to a new ground of objection ; 
you delayed the complete reduction of 
your o* n forces contrary to the repeat- 
ed aduce of the governoi-geueial, and 
U) the solicitation of the resident. The 

J O uecessary 
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necessary consequence of this delay was 
sensibly felt m an aggravated piessuie 
upon your excellency's fimnces, — you 
now declared that you found yourself 
uniblc to provide funds for the pay- 
ment of the additional British troops, 
forgetting in this instance the unques- 
tionable right and indispensable duty 
of the company to piovide an adequate 
defence for the province of Oude, in the 
lace of troops which your excellency 
ad dcclaied to be inadequate to that

l r . The reduction of your excellen- 
ce's troops must indeed constitute a 
necessary branch of any s\stem foi the 
defen ce of noui dominions, since expe- 
lience has manifested that the dangn 
of rebellion and of war will always he 
inn eased inpropoition to the extent of 
such an armed body, which must al- 
ways requite the check and rontiou! of 
an adequate body of efficient and disci- 
plined tioops, aud consequently must 
opeiate as a propoitionate diversion in 
favour of an invader or lcbel 

lb Youi excellency’s neglect of the 
duty of ejecting a seasonable i eduction 
of the useless and daugeious fotcc can- 
not < voneiate you tiom the exigency of 
any othei duty towaids youi subjttis 
or towards your allies , and least of all, 
from your obligation to supply the com- 
pany' with the effectual means of main- 
taining the safety of Oude against ev ei y 
existing or contingent danger The 
governor-geneial, however, is not dis- 
posed to dispute the justice of your ex- 
cellency's* statement of the condition of 
the financial resouiccH of Oude, al- 
lhough be cannot admit the conclu- 
sion whith your excellency endeavour- 
ed to deduce fiom that statement with 
respect to your public engagements 
17 Y'our excellency’s acknowledg- 
ment of the diclinmg condition of youi 
rcsouires, and of the speedy approach 
of that alarming crisis, when a failuie 
was to be expected in the subsidiary 
funds, was eutuc ly consistent with your 
excellency's former declaiatiou re spec t- 
ing the unhappy state of youi internal 
government, and the general distuss of 
your affairs, as connected with the ef- 
ficiency of your authority, and with the 
purity and vigour of the cm! admini- 
stration of Oude Your excellency’s 


sense of these evils has been often de- 
clared to the governor-general, and you 
have fiequently solicited his loidsliip’s 
interference for the correction of those 
numerous defects in the constitution of 
the civil government of Oude, which for 
many yeais have impaired the resources 
of the count! y, and distuibcd the hap- 
piness of the people. 

18 Your excellency is not ignorant 
that the existence of yom present inili- 
tai v force is a pi unary cause of the* dis- 
tresses of^our people The vcxatiom, 
oppressions, violence, aud rapine, prac- 
tised by youi tioops m every district in 
which they air stationed, must have 
reached your excellency's knowledge, 
and cannot have failed to till your mind 
with affliction You are also apprised 
that no it gular b\ stem of civil autlionty 
can be established in Oude until some 
effectual restiamt shall have been im- 
posed upon the licentious spirit of the 
military power 

lq 1 hes< considerations induced the 
gov ernoi -general to commence the ic- 
fonn of the e xisting abuses m Oude, by 
the leduttion of that powei winch con- 
stituted the pi ineipal »ourrc of the pub- 
lic calamity, and the most dangeions 
obst.u le to every improvement, hut 
the nupiovennut of the civil govern- 
ment not rssjtily funned the ultimate 
objects of his lordship's views , for u hile 
the civil government shall icmaiii defec- 
tive, no security can he attained fm 
the intei csts of the company, of vom 
ext cllcncy, or of your people in the pio- 
vmte of Oude. 

20 \ oui excellency is fully inform! d 
of the gover or-general’s decidi d opi- 
nion, that neithei the civil not military 
government of Oude can be placed on 
foundations of security without the di- 
lect mtei feieuee of the Bntisli pouir 
Numerous have been the occasions in 
which your excellency, eithei illicitly, 
by youi declai at ions, 01 indirectly by 
'-oui conduct, has home testimony to 
the truth and justice of his loid&hip's 
sentiments on this important branch of 
the subject 

21 Your excellency's pioposcd abdi- 
cation cannot be justified on any grounds 
consistent with your dignity, sincerity, 
or honour, without a full admission of 
the geueral distress of yOur countiy, of 
your own inability to relieve it, and of 
yourconviction that the British govern- 
ment alone is competent to effect that 
urduotis aud salutary w oik 

22. Your declaration of the appnoneh- 

»ng 
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ing failure of the subsidiary funds is a 
fut tlier testimony afforded by your ex- 
cellency to confiim bis lordship’s judg- 
ment, nor is the stiengthof your excel- 
lency's testimony in any degree invali- 
dated by occasional declarations of the 
conti aiy tendency 

‘2 J ft is a painful but necessary duty 
to icinaik, that your excellency’s de- 
clai at ions with icspect to the state ot 
your civil government, as well as to 
that of your military establishments, 
have occasionally vaned with the fluc- 
tuation of cut umstauces, and with the 
vicissitude of* situations and events , 
but it would not be difficult to prove, 
that ill tjveiy important crisis, in eveiy 
moment ot real difficulty and dango, 
your excellency has inv.uiably mani- 
fested \oui conviction, that no leliauce 
can be safely leposed in any othei hands 
than those of the British government, 
foi the dice tual lenioval of the abuses 
pi evading in your civil and military 
govci nments 

24 Convinced of the irrefragable 
truth of these sentiraeuts, inged by 
>our exccUcm \’a repcatod and earnest 
solicitations, by the lecollection of past 
clangei, i>\ the pi ess me of piesent ca- 
lamity, and hv the piospect of fuluic

20 Your excellency’s recent declara- 
tion of the appioachiug failure of the 
subsidiary funds has compelled the go-

the company's lights and interests in 
Oude, as connected with the due pay- 
ment of the subsidy.

3 After the vizier had read the pa- 
per he said that he had frequently 
made a ^presentation to Lieutenant 
Colonel Scott of the actual situation of 
hnnself and his affairs, and that if I 
pleased he would relate it to me in de- 
tail —1 replied that I was ready to lis- 
ten to any lecital which his excellency 
might be pleased to make, but that I 
must pi eviously express my conviction, 
that his excellency would legard your 
lordship's having dt puted me to Luck- 
now, as the strongest proofs which your 
toidship could afford ofyoui friendship 
foi his excellency, and of the interest 
which you take in his excellency’s wel- 
taie, and 1 entreated that his excellen- 
cy would also consider it as a proof of 
your loidship’s unalterable determina- 
tion to prosecute the negociations 
which had been so long pending to a 
favourable and speedy issue 

4 The vifciei said he would reflect on 
the paper which I had prepared, arid 
that it was his earnest wish that what- 
ever should be determined on might be 
executed without delay I observed 
that the speedy conclusion of the bu- 
siness rested with his excellency , that 
I entirely concurred with bib excellency 
m the wish which he had cxpiessed of 
an immediate conclusion ; and that my 
deputation to Lucknow had no other 
view' 

5 His excellency begged it might be 
uiulei stood that he did uot pledge him- 
self for the acceptance of any specific 
proposition; but that he was sensible 
u i (distance to any arrangement pro- 
posed by your lordship would not 
be foi Ins advantage. I obseived that 
while his excellency possessed that sen- 
timent the delay which had been prac- 
tised could not fail of being a mattei of 
sm prize to me •, and I earnestly ex- 
horted hts Excellency to come forward 
in a c&ndid manner, and with a foil de- 
tei initiation to Adjust the matters in 
reference as speedy as possible. 

6. Upon his excellency, entreating 
that whatever arrangements might be 
determined upon, his interest should be 
consulted, 1 replied, that his excellen- 
cy’s interest was a principal object Of 
your lordship’s solicitude, and that his 
excellency Was in possession df the 
dt aft of stipulations connected with the 
proposition tefeired to in the paper 
which 1 had just presented to Mm; 


I entertained a thorough conviction 
that if his excellency would enter into 
a fair consideration of these stipula- 
tions with me and Lieutenant Colonel 
Scott, we should he able to satisfy bis 
excellency that that proposition pro- 
vided In the most effectual manner, as 
well for his excellency’s ease, his afflu- 
ence, and lus dignity, and for the per- 
manent prosperity of his family, as for 
the welfare and interests of the statlf 
7 His excellency having promised 
to reconsider the first proposition, I en- 
treated him to keep in his recollection 
that the company was his natural friend, 
and that it would be more for his ad- 
vantage to consult with me and Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Scott on the measures 
now under discussion, than with per- 
sons of corrupt add abandoned princi- 
ples, and totally regardless of bis excel- 
lency ’s honour and interests 

6 His excellency observed that it 
was not becoming a man of honour to 
bring forward the names of persons 
with whom he might advise, lest they 
might be brought into difficulties ; but 
that he would freely consult with me 
and Lientenant Colonel Scott on all 
subjects connected with the negocia- 
tioii ; and, after taking a short time to 
reflect upon the stipulations of the finft 
proposition, would fix a day for deli- 
vering his sentiments upon it 

9 Lieutenant Colonel Scott was pre- 
sent during the whole of my conference 
With the vizier, and interpreted betweeu 
his excellency and me The official 
dispatches to your lordship relative to 
the negociatioti will in future be under 
the joint signatures of Lieutenant Co- 
lonel Scott and me.

We shall now do 
ourselves the honour of detailing for 
your lordship's information the mea- 
sures which hare been subsequently 
pursued in the execution of your lord- 
ship's instructions, and for the accom- 
plishment of your lordship’s views. 

2 On the 13th instant the vizier 
paid a visit to Mr Wellesley, aud on 
pioposing to take leave was asked whe- 
ther he wished for a private conference 
His excellency declined it* but gave an 
assurance that his reply to Mr Welles- 
ley's memorial was in such a state of 
forwardness that he trusted he should 
be able to send it by the 15th instant 
On the 15th in the evening Lieutenant 
Colouel Scott's moonsbee waited upon 
the vizier with a message, that if his 
excellency’s proposed answer were pre- 
pared, we should be obliged to him for 
it, or if it were not prepaied, and his 
excellency were disposed to deliver his 
sentiments vei bally, we would wait up- 
on him the following morning 

3 His excellency replied that his pa- 
per was nearly completed, and would 
be sent m a few hours, it accordingly, 
about nine o'clock, came enclosed in a 
nhort letter to Lieutenant Colonel Scott, 
copies and translations are heiewith en- 
closed for your lordship's notice 

4 The design of his excellency m 
drawing up this papei, was piobubly to 
engage us in a piolonged epistolary 
controversy, and thereby to piotiact a 
conclusion of the negociation , but as 
every topic contained in it had been 
fully discussed m your lordship’s let- 
ter to his excellency, and in various 
conversations with the resident, we 
judged it advisable to refrain fiom all 
fuithcr written communications, and 
to demand m a peisoual conference, or 
dcclaiation from his excellency, whe- 
ther we were to regard the seutimeuts 
delivered lu his paper as an unquali- 
fied refusal of the first proposition, and 
for this purpose a meeting was fixed 
upon with his excellency, at his palace, 
this morning at six o’clock. 

5 We accordingly waited upon his 
excelleucy this morning, and imme- 
diately entered upon the business. It 
was represented to his excellency, that 
after the earnest desire expressed by 
and proceeding from himself for a 
speedy termination of the proposed ar- 
rangements, after his having taken 
twelve days to deliberate upon the sen- 
timents detailed m Mr. Wellesley's pa- 


per, and after having urgently pressed 
for and received the advice of Lieute- 
nant Colonel Scott, it could not fail to 
be a matter ©f equal surprise and re- 
gret to us that liis excellency should 
have been persuaded to compose a pa- 
per of the nature of that submitted to 
us It was further stated that though 
it would be perfectly easy to answer the 
whole of his excellency’s papei, yet as 
every subject comprised m it had been 
tlioioughly argued and refuted at va- 
uous times, a fresh discussion of these 
points, would be an useless waste of 
time; there was however one pait of 
it which it was necessary to notice: 
His excellency reasoned upon the hist 
proposition as if the execution of it de- 
prived him of the possession of the Mus- 
nud, whereas the true extent and mean- 
ing of it, and indeed tie primary ob- 
ject, was to establish himself aud pos- 
terity moie firmly and securely on the 
Musnud, with all the state, dignity, and 
affluence appertaining to his exalted 
situation 

6 His excellency making no reply 
to the above observation, he was asked 
whether we were to consider his paper 
as containing an absolute and unquali- 
fied rejection of the fiist proposition ? 
His reply was concise, but peremptory; 
that it was an unqualified rejection. 

7 It was theu represented that since 
Ins excellency now refused the first 
proposition , since he had equally re- 
jected all the propositions which had 
been submitted to him ; and, since m 
the long period in which the subject 
had been undci discussion, he had ne- 
ver brought forwaid any proposition of 
his own for affording satisfaction to 
your lordship on the subject of the 
company’s pecuniary demands on his 
government, and for removing the evils 
and abuses which pervade every part of 
his administration and dominions, it 
now only remained for us to carry into 
effect your lordship’s instructions to 
the best of our abilities and judgment 

8 His excellency observed, that he 
would, if lequired, detail the causes of 
those evils continuing to exist, to which 
he was informed that the causes wei e 
well known ; and whilst his excellency 
offered to enter into a detail of them he 
rejected the only possible means of re- 
moving them ; that they originated in 
an erroneous system, and that the 
abuses growing out of and prevailing 
undei that system were so inveterate 

that 
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that no effectual remedy Could be ap- 
plied to them but the direct interposi- 
tion of the company's government 

9 Ills excellency w a* assui cd of your 
loulship's unalterable determination to 
cany into effect the airangemcnt which 
youi lordship's wisdom had suggested 
for imploring and regulating the af- 
fairs ofOude, and he was exhorted to 
reflect whether it would not be moic 
tor his advantage, and for the futuie 
peace of his mind, cordially to concur 
and assist in these ai 1 augements, than 
to compel us to cany them into evecu- 
tion against his consent, and without 
his co-operation. It was observed, to 
impress his excellency with a full con- 
viction, that howev er he might pci se- 
vere iu refusing his conseut, the pi o- 
posed measures would most assuredly 
be carried into execution 

10 Hu excellency having desired 
that he might be permitted to proceed 
upon his intended pilgrimages, he was 
asked whether he proposed abdicating 
the government, or to return to it. His 
icply being, that it was his intention 
to return, he was asked what arrange- 
ment he proposed to offei previous to 
his departure , lus excellency did not 
seem to have any precise idea upon this 
subject, hut spoke of leaving one of lus 
sous as his deputy. 

1 1 In the course of (he conversation 
his excellency observed that having re- 
cently received a letter from your lord- 
ship, pressing him to conclude the 
terms of the territorial cession, and 
that as Mr Wellesley's paper did not 
advert to that proposition, he had been 
much perplexed to which to reply, hut 
as Mr Wellesley’s paper was the 11101 c 
leccnt, and he himself on the spot, he 
had at length determined to reply ta 
that. 

13 His excellency was then asked 
whether he was disposed to give his 
content to the territorial cession, he 
replied, that he would i eflect upon the 
subject Upon this, it was observed, 
that that proposition had been for 
mouths under bis consideration, and 
that he must be as fully piepared now 
as ever he could be to give an explicit 
answer ; he must; however, under- 
stand that as a terntonal cession was 
an absolute demand, founded on the 
right of the company to such security, 
he was not to regard it in the light of a 
proposition, and that under this circum- 
stance, the terms and stipulations con- 
tained in the diaft of (lie treaty m his 
possession admitted of no qualification 


or modification whatever $ and his ex- 
cellency must further understand that 
if his delay or obstinacy compelled us 
to take any steps towards carrying mto 
effect the first proposition, the terri- 
torial cession would be no longer open 
to his acceptance 

13 This last proposition his excel- 
lency seemed fully awaic of, but re-, 
quested until the day after to-morrow 
to deliberate upon the subject After 
combating this delay as useless, and 
conti aiy to your lordship's instructions, 
lus excellency was informed that as a 
further proof of oui deshe to conform 
in every thing practicable to his excel- 
lency's wishes, we would yield to his 
request of a short space oftimetoie- 
flect on the terms of the territorial ces- 
sion 

14 His excellency having again in- 
troduced the subject of Ins pilgi images, 
lie was asked, whether, in doing so he 
meant we should understand that he 
rtjected the demand for territoiial se- 
curity, he replied in the negative 

15 There Was auothei poiut,wc ©h- 
seived, connected with his excellency’s 
rejection of the first proposition, which 
was the instantaneous payment of the 
•till remaining large balance due by his 
excellency on account of the arrears of 
subsidy, and which, under his acquies- 
cence m the demand for accession of 
territory, must be insisted on. 

Ib We have felt ourselves unable to 
repoit to your lordship circumstan- 
tially, and in a connected detail, cveiy 
part of a conversation which lasted 
near an hour, and hare therefoic satis- 
fied ourselves with relating the most 
interesting portions of it, we are 
equally unable, from the little part 
which his excellency took in the conver- 
sation, and from the very reserved man- 
ner in which he delivered himself, to 
foi in any accurate conclusion of his ex- 
cellency's determination, but wc con- 
cur in believing that his excellency will 
reject the demand for a territorial ces- 
sion, and will persist in refusing his 
consent to both propositions, until he 
shall be convinced by some decisive 
act, of your lordship's resolution to 
cariy into effect a complete reform m 
every part of lus government 
We hare, icc.

Reply to the memorial of the Honour- 
able Henry Wellesley 

In regard to wbat you hare written 
respecting your mission to Lucknow, 
your near connection and confidential 
intimacy with his lordship, most as- 
suredly your deputation affords me the 
highest dcgiee of pleasure and satisfac- 
tion ; aud considering a meeting with 
you precisely in the same light as a 
meeting with lus lordship, I deiive 
from it the greatest support 

It is well known to you that from the 
period of my being here I have in no 
instance, as far as lay m my power, 
acted contrary to bis lordship's plea- 
sure, and roy constant desite is to the 
utmost of iny ability, not in the smal- 
lest dcgiee to act contrary to his lord- 
ship’s pleasure. 

What youTiave written m regard to 
the discussion of and carrying into ef- 
fect the first proposition, my voluntary 
consent to this proposition cannot be 
given. God forbid that my withhold- 
ing iny consent should arise from ob- 
stinacy, opposition, or any such motive 
'I he true reason is, that my assent to 
this proposition would bring universal 
reproach and infamy upon my name, 
both dm mg life and oftn my death , I 
appeal to your own justice, hew l ra 
my own time can deprive myself and 
my children of possessions obtained by 
my ancestors in seventy or eighty years; 
admitting that such a measure were for 
my own particular benefit, still how can 
I support the everlasting stigma of de- 
priving a whole faintly of such a king- 
dom. For these reasons I cannot give 
Hiy consent. 

In the same manner as fiom the dis- 
cernment, the justice, and equity of the 
company, I was by their aid put in pos- 
session of my hei editary dominions, I 
entertained the firmest hope from his 
loidship, that obtaining, through his 
kindness, the permanency anu effi- 
ciency of this government, I might, ac- 
cording to his advice, be constantly at- 
tentive mid labouring for the prospe- 
rity and improvement of this countiy, 
which has for j ears been m a state of 
decline 

In regard to wbat you have written, 
<( that the correction of the prevailing 
“ abuses is only to be hoped for by the 
“ adoption of this plan,” the letters 
and advice written by the Marquis Corn- 
wallis to my Late brother, regarding the 


removal of these abuses, are forth' com- 
ing From these it clearly appears that 
these are evils of long standing The 
causes of their continuance? in my time 
are manifold, and would you be pleased 
to listen to them you would distinctly 
understand that no blame on that ac- 
count attaches to me 

The exalted rank, the royal confi- 
dence, the authority possessed by his 
lordship and yourself m India, are cir- 
cumstances well known. From bis 
lordship's presence and your own, my 
mmd derived the fullest confidence, 
since flora the histones of past times, 
it is known that munificent princes have 
never debased those whom they have 
once taken under their protection, or 
resumed the gifts which they may have 
bestowed ; such also 1 have heard and 
seen to be the practice of the company: 
This kingdom is the gift of that exalt- 
ed Power whose munihoence is known 
throughout the whole world, fiom 
which reflection I euteitam the fullest 
confidence

Para 1 Although the tenor of the 
Honourable Henry Wellesley's dispute k 
of the 6th instant appears to Ins excel- 
lency the most noble the go vei nor- ge- 
neral to indicate a disposition on thf 
part of his excellency the viaici to aban- 
don the evasive policy which he haw 
lately pursued, and to enter into a di- 
rect discussion of the important ques- 
tion submitted to his excellency's con- 
sideration, yet his lordship is aware 
(hat little dependence can be placed 
upon the sinceuty of his excellency's 
declarations. In his lordship's judg- 
ment it »s probable that either his ex- 
cellency will continue to withhold his 
consent to any anaugement which may 
be proposed, or that his acquiescence 
may be accompanied by conditions of a 
nature wholly inadmissible, although 
the general teuor of his lordship’s for- 
mer instructions appears to him to fur* 
cash a sufficient rule, for y our guidance*; 
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in any of the event* supposed his lord- 
ship deems it to be expedient to pio- 
ruie specially for the expected crisis of 
affairs — \% itl\ this new 1 am directed 
to communicate to joa lug lordship's 
sentiments with respect to the measures 
which m his lordship's judgment the 
Btitish government will be entitled to 
adopt m the event of his excellency's 
ultimate rejection of both the proposi- 
tions submitted to hint, as well as of 
any admissible modification of them, 
and of his i etui n to that evasive and 
illusory couise which previously to Mr. 
Mellesley’s coufeience with his excel- 
lency on tire Oth instant, his excellency 
had deciaied to Lieutenant Colonel 
Scott his intention to adopt. 

2— -1 he light of the company to se- 
em e the British luteiests in the pro- 
vince of Oude must be considered as 
the fuu damcutal pnncipleof eveiy ai- 
raugemont It is the bund of connec- 
tion between the domimons of the com- 
pany and those ot hi* excellency, and 
exists independently of his excellency’s 
will The inference to be diawu from 
this undeniable position is that the 
British government would be justified 
in pursuing the measures necessary foi 
the secunty of those interests, not only 
without his excellency’s consent, but 
even m opposition to his endeavours to 
counteract them. 

3 — Adverting to his excellency's de- 
pendent situation, his rejection of every 
proposition calculated for tliesecunty 
of the combined and inseparable inte- 
rests ot the company, and his excel- 
lency, in the doininious of Oude, con- 
stitutes on hispait an opposition to the 
measure* indispensably necessary tor 
that purpose; act e to the extent of 
his powtr, and subveisive of tlie fun- 
damental principle of his connection 
with the company, his lordship consi- 
ders that it would be a deiehction of 
the spirit of the engagements subsisting 
between his excellency and the compa- 
ny to adopt the weak and fallacious 
policy of rendcimg the measures ne- 
cetsary for the sccunty of their com- 
bined interests subservient to the will 
and consent of the vizier, apparently 
supported by the letter of those engage- 
ments, but destructive of their end and 
object. It remains therefore to consi- 
der the extent of the measures which 
the British government will be justi- 
fied m pursuing in the case supposed 
If the rights of the company, and the 


i at ious interests which, fiom the pecu- 
liar circumstances of our connection ■ 
with the state of Oude the British go- 
vernment is virtually pledged to pro- 
tect, could be effectually secuied by the 
assignment of temtory to an extent 
sufficient to ensure the liquidation of 
the company’s subsidiary claims, and 
calculated by local position to afford ati 
effectual piotcction agamst the attack* 
of external enemies, it would become 
the duty of this government to limit its 
lueasuics to the assumption of such ter- 
ntoiy, but it has been mcontestibly 
proved, by the evidence of past transac- 
tions, that the establishment of a regu- 
lar and efficient system of administra- 
tion in the civil and military govern- 
ment of whatever portion of Ins excel- 
lency’s dominions may be left in his 
hands, is indispensably necessary to the 
complete attainment of those nnpoitant 
objects The result of these observa- 
tions is, that it becomes not only the 
light but the duty of the Butish go- 
vernment in India, to enforce the intro- 
duction ot such a system of administra- 
tion in the civil and militaiy govern- 
ment of the whole country of Oude, as 
may insui e that degree of internal ordei , 
suboi duration, and contioul, which is 
indispensably necessary for the secunty 
of the company’s i ights and interests, 
the tranquillity of the country, and the 
happiness of the people Under the 
supposed cncumstance of his cxccllen 
tv’s determined i ejection of both tha 
piopositions, as well as of every admis- 
sible modification of them, it would be 
vain to expect that he would be made 
the efficient instrument of such a te- 
form The existence of such a dispo- 
sition on the part of his excellency is 
utterly inconsistent with the relations 
contracted by the two states, such a 
state of affaus would amount to a vir- 
tual dissolution of the reciprocal en- 
gagements subsisting between the com- 
pany and the vizier , and were it com- 
patible with the sccunty of the com- 
pany’s dominions, the British govern- 
ment would, in his lordship’s judgment, 
be justified under these circumstances, 
in abandoning all connection with the 
state of Oude 

4 But the security of Oude is indis- 
pensably necessary to that of our pro- 
vinces ; it is not possible for the British 
government to leave that country to 
become the victim of his excellency’s 
civil councils, and the prey of our eue- 

jaies, 
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infos, without exposing our own safety 
to hazard ; the connection with Oude 
must therefore be maintained on such 
principles as shall render that connec- 
tion conformable to the spirit of our 
original engagements with the vizier, 
and shall secure to the British govern- 
ment the important frontier of Oude, 
under such circumstances as shall ren- 
der it au effectual bamer against the 
enemy. 

5 In this state of the question, and 
in the ease supposed, therefore, no 
alternative would lemain for the secu- 
rity of the company’s rights, and foi the 
fulfilment of the obligation indispen- 
sably imposed upon the British govern- 
ment of relieving the inhabitants of 
Oude fiom the measures ot internal dis- 
otder, tyianny, and oppression, than 
that of assuming the entne civil and 
military adininistiation of his excellen- 
cy the vizier’s dominions His lord- 
ship consulets that there is no medium 
between the adoption of this measme 
and the hazard of all the mteiests cou- 
nected with the prosperity of the pro- 
vince of Oude His lordship lias there- 
fore no hesitation m authouzing you, in 
the event above stated, to declare to his 
excellency m explicit terms, the resolu- 
tion of the Bntish government to 
assume the entne civil and military 
administration of the province of 
Oude 

6 In adopting this resolution it is his 
lordship's derided opinion, that the 
Bntish government will he justified m 
exercising the full extent of the tights 
acquired, by his excellency’s violation 
of the essential conditions of his en- 
gagements with the company 

7 His loidslup considers the pro- 
visions of the first pioposition, ougi- 
nally proposed by Lieutenant Colonel 
Scott, as calculated to embrace cveiy 
object of security for the rights and m- 
teiests of the company, of piotection to 
the territory of Oude fi om external ene- 
mies and internal commotion, of' un- 
piovement in the resources of the coun- 
try, of happiness and tranquillity to its 
inhabitants, and of moderation and 
liberality towaid&lus excellency and lus 
family 

8. His lordship accordingly directs, 
that in the event above recited the ar- 
rangement of affairs iu the piovmce of 
Oude be founded upon the basis of that 
proposition, the fundamental pi maples 
of whicj* proposition are, that the w hole 


civil and military government should 
be exercised by the British government $ 
that no territory should be held by the 
vizier; but that an adequate allowance 
should be paid by the company to hie 
excellency, his family, and dependents \ 
and 1 am directed by his lordship to 
communicate to you the following in- 
stiuctions tor your guidance, under the 
eventual occurrence of circumstances, 
which m pursuance of the arguments 
above detailed, shall render the adop- 
tion of this measure an act of indispen- 
sable necessity. 

9 In the event of the assumption of 
the civil and military administration of 
the province of Oude, it is his loid- 
ship’s opinion, that a toimal declara- 
tion should be published, setting forth 
the whole course of his excellency the 
vizier’s proceedings, the transactions 
which have occurred in the province of 
Oude , and the substance of the discus- 
sions which have taken place with his 
excellency from the commencement ot 
his lordship’s administration until the 
present time, but that pieviously to the 
publication of this declaration, it should 
be submitted to his excellency the vi- 
zier’s perusal, in the hope, that his ex- 
cellency, with a view to avoid the dis- 
grace of such a public exposure of his 
insidious and undignified conduct, may 
be induced to manifest a disposition 
11101 e consonant to the pi inciples of his 
connection wiHi ,thc company, and to 
his own ical iifoerests, and may thus 
supersede the pamtul necessity on the 
part cl the Bntish government of as- 
serting its rights, and securing its in- 
terests, without the vizier's consent and 
co-operation 

10 For this purpose his lordship 
directs, that you will immediately pre- 
pale a declaration to the effect above 
descubod, aud transmit a dratt of it 
with all practicable expedition foi his 
lordship’s approbation His lordship is 
of opinion, that by a slight modifica- 
tion of the terms of the memorial in- 
tended to be presented by the Honour- 
able Mr Wellesley, on the commence- 
ment of his negotiation with the viz*er, 
and euclosed in Ins lordship's instruc- 
tions to Mr. Wellesley under date the 
5 th July, that document may be con- 
verted mto a declaration completely 
suited to the purpose above described 
As soon as may be practicable alter his 
lordship shall have been furnished by 
you with a di aft of such a declaration, 

it 
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it will be returned to yon by me with 
such alterations as may be deemed ad- 
visable. 

1 1 After having announced to liis ex- 
cellency the vizier the resolution of his 
lordship to assume the civil and mili- 
tary administration of the dominions of 
Onde, under the provisions of the first 
proposition, should the communication 
of the intended declaration fail to pro- 
duce any change m his excellency's dis- 
position, Ins lordship directs that you 
wiH immediately proceed to make the 
necessaiy disposition of the army, and 
every other arrangement for c«iirymg 
that i evolution into immediate and com- 
plete effect; but it is his lordship's de- 
sire, that the final completion of this 
measure by the actual assumption of 
the count! y he suspended until you 
shall have received his lordship's ex- 
press orders upon this subject

It has been suggested to his excel- 
lency the most noble the governor-gene- 
ral, that one of the vizier's principal 
objections to a new arrangement upon 
any of the terms proposed to hi in on 
the part of the British government pro- 
ceed* from his excellency’s expectation 
of acquiring a great addition of wealth 
at the death of the bhow begum and 
Alma* All Khan, by the seizure of their 
property This circumstance appears 
to his lordship to render it necessary 
that you should be immediately fur- 
nished with instructions upon the ques- 
tion some time since referred to his 
lordship by Lieutenant Colonel Scott, 
in what manner his lordship thought 
proper to receive the ©Her of the bhow 
begum to constitute the company her 
heir. I am accordingly directed to 
communicate to you his lordship's sen- 
timents and instructions upon this sub- 
ject. 

9 Hi# lordship i# aware of the prin- 
ciple which is admitted in every Maho- 
neda government, that the sovereign 
if the tegftt heir to tk property of his 
subjects and admit# generally the jus- 
tice and uolrcy of preventing the trans- 
fer of individual property by gift, or 


testament, to a foreign state. Hif 
loidship, however, is of Opinion, that 
these acknowledged principles cannot 
be justly considered to apply to the 
case in question. The exalted lank of 
the begum, and the superior relation in 
which she stands towards his excellency 
the vizier, are circumstances which d.s- 
tinguish her conditonfiom that of a sub- 
ject possessing no lights of property in- 
dependent of the will of his despotic 
soveieign, she derives her title to her 
present possessions from the same 
soui te from which his excellency derives 
his title to the musnud ; her right, 
therefore, to dispose of her peisonal 
property in any manner she may deem 
expedient, except for purposes injurious 
to the interests of the state, must be 
admitted The peculiar nature of the 
connection subsisting between his ex- 
cellency the vizier and the honoui able 
company, renders the begum's propos- 
ed transfer of her wealth to the latter, 
at the period of her decease, wholly 
unobjectionable with lcfcrcncc to the 
public mteiests of the state of Oude 
The character of lus excellency the 
vizier and his inordinate passion for the 
accumulation of wealth, justify the 
begum in seeking timely protection tor 
herself, hei family, and dependent-*, 
fiom the effects of his excellency’s 
known views and sordid disposition ; 
and she is entitled to expert that pro- 
tection from the power which elevated 
his ’excellency to the musnud, and 
which is the sole support of lus au- 
thority 

$ The application of the begum 
which she lias heretofore distinctly 
made for the protection of the Bntish 
government is intimately connected 
with its accompanying proposition of 
rendering the company her heir; the 
same principles and motives which im- 
pose *h obligation upon the British go- 
vernment to assent to tlic former, con- 
stitute a right 011 the pait of the com- 
pany to accept the latter. 

4 To the begum's application for the 
protection of the British government, 
contained in her address to his lord- 
ship, hut lordship deemed it his duty to 
reply in the most satisfactory terms ; 
but the peculiar delicacy of the propo- 
sition of rendering the compnhy her 
heir, at the period when it Was firit 
submitted to his lordship's considera- 
tion, induced his lordship to suspend 
his final judgment upon it. Ine inten- 
tion. 
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lion, however, subsequently mamfest- 
ed by his excellency the vizier in such 
unequivocal toms, in tbe form of a 
conditional assent to Lieutenant Colonel 
Scott's proposal for a territorial cession, 
to degrade and despoil tbe most dis- 
tinguished chaiacteis of bis family and 
bis court, a design particularly (though 
under some degree of disguise) directed 
to the begum, and lus insidious and 
disgraceful attempt to obtain the 
sanction of the British name to such 
unwarrantable acts of pioscription. 
have given additional weight, in his 
loi dslup's mind, to the aiguments above 
detailed, and have determined his loid- 
blup not only to acquiesce m the be- 
gum's pioposal to its utmost extent, if 
it should be revived on he* pait, but to 
eiu ornage hci highness to nmew liei 
pm portion at the eaihest penod of 
tune, and by tvery justifiable means 
I am thercfoic commanded by his ex- 
cellency to desne that you will seek and 
avail youiselves of the eailiest oppoi- 
tunity of signifying to the begum, his 
loidslup’s acceptance ot lie» oilei to 
render the company ho heir Jfou 
will also be pleased at the same time to 
asm tain the precise terms and con- 
dition:* of this arrangement, and the 
expectations ot the begum with lespect 
to the extent of the company’s protec- 
tion, aud tbe provisions to be secuied 
foi her immediate taindy aud depen- 
dents, and lepoit the lesuit without 
delay foi his loi dshtp’s detei mination 

5 Fiom the dispatches of Lieutenant 
Colonel Scott it appeals that Almas 
All Khan lias indicated a similar wish 
to obtain the piotection of the com- 
pany, but it such be his disposition it 
may be ascubed lather to a solicitude 
on his part to secure his possessions 
under au .uraugemeut which will trans- 
fer the pennanent cowti oul over the 
puncipal part of them to the company, 
than to any appieliension of an inva- 
sion of his lights oil the pait of his ex- 
cellency the vizier, whose attempts he 
possesses sufficient means to countci- 
act, oriepel; lus intimate connection, 
however, with the begum renders it 
piobable that lie may make similar 
overtuics to the British government. 
Mis lordship there foi c deems it neces- 
sary to communicate to you his senti- 
ments upon this subject also, m order 
to enable you eventually to meet the 
question 

is It is scarcely necessary to remark, 


that neither this nor the former subject 
lequn cb a discussion, except in the 
event of an ai rangement being founded 
upon the basis of a temtonal cession. 
In the event of hw excellency's assent 
to the provisions of the hist proposi- 
tions he will necessarily cease to exer- 
cise the rights of sovereignty ; and the 
rights and propet ty of his excellences 
subjects will be supported aud piotect- 
ed by the laws aud regulations of the 
British admmistidtion 

7 In his lordship’s judgment, the 
considerations which justify the com- 
pany’s acceptance of the inheritance 
aud guatautec pioposed by the b<gun& 
do uot apply to the < a&e of Almaa Ali 
Khan. Although the activity aud ta- 
lents of Almas All Khan have aggiau- 
dised and confirmed lus powei to such 
i <le giee as to icndei him, m fact, inde- 
pendent ot his sovertign, yet he detives 
his terntorial temue ami the soui ces of 
his wealth immediately hom the vizier, 
aud he is consequently subject to the 
operation of the law pi actually a« know- 
ledge^ in all Mahoinciian governments, 
by which the sovereign ot the countiy 
is rendered the U gal heir to the pro- 
pel ty of the subjet t Weie it to be ad- 
mitted as a general pmciple that the 
company u ould be justified m accept- 
ing tbe testamentary tianafer of the 
property of any of lus excelle ncy ’s sub- 
jects, it might justly be considered as 
au act ot injustice towards ihe vizier, 
and in its eventual operation might 
prove highly detrimental to the pros- 
perity ot his excellency's dominions. 
In the event, therefoie, of Almas Ali 
Khan’s nukmg a piopnsiliou of the 
same nature as that which ha* lweopre- 
fei icd by the begum, it is his lordship's 
d<sire that you will discomag* rt, and 
if it be pressed upon your consideration 
that you will txplicitly i eject it Should 
Almas AU Khau ictain any portion of 
his ten Uonal tenures ui the countiies 
to be ceded to the company, or should 
he place auy poition ol lus property 
under the piotection of the British go- 
vernment, lps lordship is of opinion 
that he will he entitled to the privilege 
of disposing of such pi openly m the 
same degree as any other subject of the 
company, but such part of his propci ty 
as may remain within the vizier's do- 
minions must he subject to tine opera- 
tion of that degree of power which, 
under the internal arrangements pro- 
posed for the administration of his ex- 
cellency 
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cfcllency the vizier’s dominions, he may 
be at liberty to exercise. 

8 In addition to the jnstiuctions 
communicated to you in my address of 
the 19th instant, I am directed by his 
excellency the most noble the governoi- 
general todesne, that, ui the event of 
the occurrence of the cncumstances 
under which you have been m&tiucted 
to declare to his excellency the resolu- 
tion of the British government to assume 
the civil and military admimstiation of 
the whole piovmce of Oude, you will 
communicate to the begum, to the 
other menibeis of Ins excellency’s fa- 
mily, and to the principal ptibons of 
rank at the vizier’s couit, the nature 
aud extent of those acts of at biliary 
pow'Ci tt> which the viziei icquiled the 
sanction ot the British name as the con- 
dition of Ins consent to a tern tonal 
cession , and his lordship directs that 
this unparal Idled instance ot rapacity 
and injustice foi in a leading aiticie xn 
the declaration to be piepaied by you, 
and tiansmitted foi his lordship's ap- 
probation ; you will also comniuuicate 
to the begum, aud to the othei pei son- 
ages in question, a copy of his lord- 
ship’s reply to that pait of the viziei's 
piopositions His lordship has no 
doubt that the knowledge ot this ti att- 
raction will fully explain the necessity 
of the company’s assumption of the 
civil and military government of Oude, 
to those pci sons who are the objects ot 
his excellency proscription His lord- 
ship is also of opinion that his excellen- 
cy the vizier, either sensible ot the dis- 
grace, or apprehensive of the conse- 
quences of a public exposuic of his ty- 
rannical views, may be ultimately in- 
duced to accede to an equitable ai i ange- 
ment, by a reasonable notihcation of 
this part of your instructions and of its 
rcsul* 

9 His lordship deems it not improba- 
ble that the principal persons to whom 
the foregoing communication is to be 
made, may conic foiwaid with declina- 
tions expressive of then indignation ot 
his excellency’s unwart an table v ews, 
and soliciting the protection of the 
British government In this event lus 
lordship directs that you will receive 
such icpiesentatious, and tiaiisuut 
them immediately to his lordship , but 
the most noble the goveiuoi-genei al de- 
snes that you will not solicit or express 
any wish to leccive any such repi esca- 
lations. 


10. His lordship deems it of essential 
importance that the icceipt and sub- 
stance of such representations should 
be particulai ly noticed in the proposed 
declaration. The communication above 
dnected to the family of the vizier, 
and the principal peisons of his court, 
will consequently piecedc the delivery

1. We have the honour to acquaint 
your lordship that on the 19th instant 
we received through the hands of 
Molavy Sudolum, a papei bearing the 
vizier’s seal, and containing bin excel- 
lency ’s consent to the second piopo- 
sition, hut requumg that a willing 
should be delivtied to him, purpoitmg, 
that after the adjustment of the terms 
of the teintonal cession, his excellency 
should be allowed to proceed on lus 
ti arcls and pilgi images, constituting one 
of his sons as lus deputy outlie musnud 

2 The paper bung exceptionable in 
teuns, and the conditions stipulated in 
it not literally provided for by your 
loidship's instructions, we thought it 
expedient to demand an intci view with 
his excellency, as well for the purpose 
of animadverting on the language of 
oblique invective, in which bis excellen- 
cy had indulged himself, as of endea- 
vouring, in the event of our being com- 
pelled to abandon ail hopes ot obtain- 
ing his excellency’s acquiescence in the 
fust proposition, to procure lus un- 
qualified consent to the second. 

3 At a conference on the 2fld instant 
it was represented to Ins excellency, 
that though lie had given Ins consent to 
the teintoiial cession, he liadcontuved 
to do it 111 a luatmei the most ungra- 
cious, and taken the liberty of convey- 
ing insinuations injurious to the cha- 
racter of the British government, which 
were unfounded in fact, and unmerited' 
fioni him who had received so many 
substantial benefits fiom the company. 
In respect to the proposition of an ab- 
sence f 10m his dominions, and a tempo- 
rary consignment of his government to 
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the bands of his son, which we ascer- 
tained to be his intention, although one 
passage m the paper, according to its 
literal consti uction, seemed to imply 
the continuance of his son in the mus- 
nud, it was stated that hit. excellency 
m making it must have one or the other 
of the following objects in view either 
to cast a repioachful odium on the 
Bi itish name, 01 to lender his consent 
to the territorial ctssion illusory, by 
bringing foiward a condition with a 
confident hope of its being rejected 
His excellency denied that these wcie 
ins intentions, and desued that the ob- 
jectionable passages might be pointed 
out foi comctiou 

4 His excellency was then informed 
that the demand for ten itorial seem lty 
was a light founded on the existing 
tieaty, which requited no correspond- 
ing concession on the pai t of the Bi itish 
government , and that, under any cn -

5 Although the language of 1ns ex- 
cellency thioughout the coideiouce im- 
plied, and indeed avowid a thoiough 
conviction on his mind, that the ten i- 
tonal anangement would be earned 
into edict l, even without his consent, 
should no a< connnodation be acceded 
to, yet so him vus lus icsolution to 
withhold Ins concuircnif, and to re- 
main a quiet spec ta toi ot any measmes 
which it might he thought piopci to cn- 
foice, that he desued a plat c might be 
pointed out for pitching lus b fits in tiie 
vicinity ot the house in which Mi Wel- 
lesley lesides 

t) Under these circumstances it be- 
came necessary to discover uhctlui the 
vi/iei's {imposition was oficicd with 
sinceuty, 01 whether he had in leseive 
any artful expedient for evading the 
execution ot his own condition, 01 for 
rendering it wholly utudinissablc To 
this end it was noticed to lum, that 
though he had not specified which 
of his sous Whs to be nominated to the 
important office of deputy, w e conclud- 
ed he meant lus eldest son. His excel- 
lency's leply was unqualified and satis- 
factory —which ever of his sons was 
judged most competent for the situa- 
tion, the selection lested with thcBu- 
tish government 

7 In respect to the engagement in 
wntmg icquircd by lus excellency, it 
wag I'eprestwted that though youi loid- 


ship’s desire to consult his excellency's 
inclinations in all reasonable and prac- 
ticable cases, left no room to doubt of 
your lordship’s acquiescence m hhi pro- 
jected travels and pilgrimage*, yet a* it 
was a point which had ncvei engaged 
your loidship’s smous consideration, 
the instt actions to Mr. Wellesley did 
not fully piovide for it, but if ins excel- 
lency pleased, the papei which he had 
piepared should be submitted to your 
loidslnp in Us pi csent state , or if his 
excellency’s prudence and discretion 
dictated the propriety of it, he might 
put the substance of his condition in 
terms h'bs calc tdalcd to excite your 
loidslup’s i egret and dissatisfaction 

8 r riie vzier desued pei mission to 
take back the papei , and promised to 
piepare and send without dt lay one 
nunc < oncise and fiee tiom exception- 
able expi ess, ons , it was not however 
till tiie i 4>3d inst mt in the evening, that 
the modified paper was delivered tons, 
nor without his excellency s being in 
that inttnal of four divs, twice urged 
to a moie expeditious pufoi mance of 
his pioimse. 

9 Ha* uig in this space of time de- 
liberately i effected on eveiy cu cu in- 
stance immediate h coniieefeel with the 
rugociition, m which might eventual- 
ly influence the u suit of it, we decid- 
« dlv and unitedly agieid in the opinion 
that the important objects of it could 
not be are oinpii-\eel in a moie prefer- 
able nianuer than by closing will* lus 
excellency’s pioposition, and we accord- 
ingly detei mined, should his excellen- 
cy’:. annulled papei «dlow ot it, u> con- 
clude the tieaty for* the terntonal 
cession, subject to lus excelltucy’s 
stipulation, and to wflei to him a paper 
undei oui joint signatuic and seals, to 
tin etfect and suhstauee ot the one re- 
quited, and engaging to piocuie your 
loidslnp’ s con hi mation to it 

10 We shall now pioeeed to state to 
youi loidslnp the gciuial tiamof lea- 
soning which actuated us to this deter- 
mination. 

11 In the fn st place, we laid it down 
to oui selves as a fixed and unquestion- 
able {nine i pie, that an anangement 
concluded by an amicable negotiation 
was m evtiv point of view most desir- 
able*, as well as most m conformity to 
your hmhhtp’s wishes, and thegenciai 
tenor ot your instructions The deter- 
inui« d manner m which the vizier bad 
i ejected the fust pioposition, and the 

peres\enng 
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persevering obstinacy with which he 
adhered to his resolution of passive sub- 
mission, and of refusing his assistance 
and co-optratioii to the execution of the 
second, excepting under the condition 
proposed by nun, convinced us that it 
would be impossible to revive the dis- 
cussion of a plan for the genet al transfer 
of the administration of tlie civil and mi- 
litary governments of Oude to the hands 
of the company with the smallest pros- 
pect of success We were also con- 
vinced that it would be equally lrnpi a c- 
ticable to piosecute h% excellences con- 
sent to the territorial cession, without 
yielding tohis excellency's pioposihon, 
whether smceie or feigned, of a tem- 
porary absence 

Id In considering the proposition of 
his excellency, we viewed it in the two 
opposite lights of being feigned and 
sincere In the first case supposed, by 
an acquiescence m the single stipulation 
brought foiwaid by h»s excellency, we 
obtained this important advantage, that 
his excellency could not, without sacri- 
ficing all pretensions to lionoui and ve- 
racity, retract a consent so foitnally 
given , and should he hereafter attempt 
to’eVade the execution of it, an addi- 
tional and weighty cause would be fur- 
nished for resorting to the most decisive 
measures in support of the company's 
interest in Oude 

13 . In viewing the proposition as sin- 
cere, we were led to compare it with 
your lordship's instiuctious, and to 
consider whether any embarrassments 
or evils would arise fioni the viziei’s 
absence from hie dominions, though it 
were teraporaryyonly, your lordship's 
instructions having piovided for his 
toicellency’s abdication in favpui of his 
non, and for concluding a treaty with 
his successor on the busts of a teui- 
toned eescuon 5 we are disposed to hope 
that your lordship will not view a tem- 
porary absence more exceptionable than 
a formal abdication In either case his 
excellency would openly avow that the 
motive by which he is actuated is to 
avoid the reoroach which h* attaches 
to a terxitona! cession, and to the fur- 
ther indispensable reductions in his 
military establishments But that sen- 
timent will carry with it the less ap- 
pearance of sincerity when he consents 
to execute the treaty with his own 
hands, previously to his departure, and 
stipulates for his return after the terms 
of it shall be cai ned into effect 

14* So far Iron foicseeing that any 


disadvantages can result from the vi- 
zier’s temporary absence we are inclined 
to the belief that much benefit will 
accrue from the measure under the 
management of his son not only the 
terms of the treaty would be earned into 
effect with greater facility, bat a pio- 
babihty is afforded that much useful 
progress may be made in the reforming 
the abuses m his reserved douumons,aHu 
of ameliorating the condition of all his 
subjects 

15 Under the influence of these im- 
pressions, and combining with them the 
pievaneating and evasive disposition of 
the viziei , ever on the watch to seize 
ft csb pi ct< xts fo» delay, we waited upon 
lus excellency yesterday morning, and 
after obtaining a satisfactory explana- 
tion of an obscure passage in his paper, 
expressed our utmost desire to conform 
to his ex< ellency’s repeated wishes of a 
speedy cone lusion of the business, and 
acquainted hun, that with that view we 
had come to the deteimmatiun of fur- 
nishing his excellency with a written 
paper to the effect he required We 
then noticed a passage m his excellen- 
cy’s paper which se emed to convey a 
doubt as to the permanency of his inten- 
tions to absent hmiselt from his domi- 
nions, and took occasion to draw from 
it a conclusion that his excellency 
alicady had, or would upon reflection 
be convinced, that the arrangements 
about to be concluded were of a nature 
which did not require that he should 
make a sacrifice of any of his corafoFts 
or convemencies His excellency how- 
ever declared, that his determination of 
pioccediug upon the pilgrimages was 
unalterable, and mentioned the poisons 
whom he intended should accompany 
him, these were his mother, and three 
of his younger sons 

1(5 Although the vizier did not, at 
the conference offer any objection 
against receiving the proposed paper 
nndei our joint signatures, yet after our 
depaituic he directed Molavy Suddun 
to inform Lieutenant Colonel Scott’s 
IVf ooushee that he should not be satis- 
fied unless the paper bore the signature 
of your lordship, and a written com- 
munication to the same purpose, and 
through |he same channels, was subse- 
quently made. The note from Molavy 
Suddun to the Moonsliee waa immedi- 
ately returned, with a written intima- 
tion that we would not receive the com- 
munication of his excellency’s sentiments 
through such chaunels.

posed st ipulations , but as he hie; been

To the Nawaub Vizier. 

Dated 8th Oct. 1801 

We have received your excellency’s 
letters. 

It is necessary to call > our excellency’s 
recollection to the circumstances under 
which your acceptance of the second 
proposition was given Your excel- 
lency annexed a condition to your ac- 
quiescence in that proposition, and 
although the instructions of his ex- 
cellency the most noble the governor- 
general admitted of no corresponding 
concession on our part, yet, to gratify 
your excellency, the condition was 
acceded to by us and is confirmed by 
his excellency the most noble the 
governor-general. 

Your excellency accepted the second 
proposition under repeated and un- 
equivocal assurances that the draft of 
the treaty as it had been presented to 
you by lieut col Scott, contained the 
terms and stipulations of the second 
proposition, from which no deviation 
could be made, and in which no mo- 
dification was admissible It is true, 
your excellency produced two articles 
offered to you by heut. col. bcott, and 
affirmed that they had been presented 
subsequent to the delivery of the draft 
of the treaty — this assertion is contra- 
dicted by the records in the resident’s 
office, from which it clearly appears 
that the above-mentioned articles were 
submitted to your excellency fifty days 
prior to the tr.eaty. One of them was 
withdrawn for reasons known to your 
excellency, and we were in hopes your 
excellency’s ready fulfilment of your 
engagement would have rendered it 
unnecessary to notice the circumstance 
in this formal manner 

Your excellency having then accepted 
of the second proposition, with a 
knowledge that the draft of the treaty 
was that identical proposition, could 
neither in reason nor in justice have a 
claim to any explanations ; still, how- 
ever,, we departed from the ground 
which we had a right to maintain, and 
afforded such explanations m writing, 
as the nature of the proposed arrange- 
ments would allow of, and such as 
would satisfy a,*person who did not en- 
tertain injurious suspicions of his real 
friends. For your excellency’s further 
satisfaction we requested that you 
would send Molavy Suddun to us, fully 
instructed upon the particular points on 
which you required explanations; but 


your excellency, notwithstanding you 
had repeatedly availed yourself of this 
mode of communication, was pleased in 
this instance to decline it. 

Under these circumstances, and 
having exerted our utmost endeavours 
to afford your excellency satisfaction 
and explanation, we must now call 
upon your excellency, in the most 
solemn manner, to ign the treaty; and 
we most earnestly entreat your ex- 
cellency to reflect upon the situation 
in which you will be placed if, under 
the aggravated sircuimtance of your 
having recently violated a solemn en- 
gagement, you compel us to resort to 
measures infinitely more extensive than 
the stipulation of the second proposi- 
tion.

I do not by any means object to 
what I have both by writing and in 
conversation agreed to in regard to the 
second proposition; but to obviate 
future embarrassments and inconve- 
niences, I desire that detailed explana- 
tions of the following articles, which 
are but briefly mentioned in the draft 
of the treaty, be given in writing. 

Article 1. Let the number of troops 
destined for the purposes of state, be 
inserted in this article, or let the ar- 
ticle run thus . “ his excellency may 
enteitam such numbers of horsemen 
and footmen as he shall deem suitable 
to the purposes of state, and adapted to 
the resources of the reserved territory ’* 
—-In the same article, let the regula- 
tion for the preservation of the lives 
and property of the inhabitants from 
robbers, highwaymen, and murderers, 
he detailed, viz. let it be stated in 
what way the regulations are to he 
carried into effect, so as not to be sub- 
versive of my authority in my re- 
maining dominions. Let the places of 
residence of the officers of the p9hce 
establishment be pointed out. 

Article 8. Let the proposed xegula- 
tions for the Sayer and Permit, be de- 
tailed in this article.

Whereas his excellency the Nabob 
Vizier has engaged to enter into a de- 
finitive treaty with the honourable the 
East India company for a territorial 
cession in lieu of subsidy, and for 
other matters equally conducive to the 
interests of both parties and whereas 
unforeseen delays have occurred in the 
adjustment of the details of some of the 
articles of the definitive treaty; with 
a view of rendering these delays as 
little injurious to either party as pos- 
sible, the honourable Henry Wellesley, 
and lieutenant-colonel Scott, possessing 
full powers from his excellency the 
most noble the marquis Wellesley, 
governor-general, Sec Sec Sec. on the 
one part, and his excellency the Nabob 
Vizier on the other part, do hereby 
agree to the following preliminary 
articles, to be binding on both parties 
until such time as the definitive treaty 
above-mentioned shall have been duly 
ratified. 

Article 1st fits excellency the Na- 
bob Vizier hereby engages immediately 
to deliver over to the honourable com- 
pany the under-mentioned districts 
according to their present assessments , 
and if, upon ascertaining the Jumma of 
the said distnets, the annual revenue 
of them shall fall short of the sum of 
one crore and thirty -five lacks of Luck- 
now rupees, the deficiency shall be 
made up by the cession of other dis- 
tricts : if, on the other hand, the 
Jumma shall be in excess to the above 
sum, a deduction shall be made.

Article 4th. As soon as the detailed 
plan for the arrangement of police 
shall have been submitted to his excel- 
lency, the above contracting parties do 
hereby bind themselves to conclude the 
definitive treaty upon the principles of 
the above agreement 

Article 5th. As the detail of arrange- 
ments for a commercial intercourse 
between the dominions of the company 
and the vizier, which shall be mutually 
beneficial to the subjects of the two 
states, cannot be framed without pre- 
vious inquiry, and much consideration^ 
it is hereby agreed that the execution 
of the definitive treaty shall not be re- 
tarded by the discussion of that subject.

His excellency, 
however, so far from affording that infor- 
mation, which the records of his offices 
would supply with facility, at the very 
moment when he requires thfc mohals to 
be detailed, sends 1 his accountant, unpro- 
vided with th<? statements of certain dis- 
tricts, which had been promised several 
days ago, and which might have been 
prepared in the course of one day* 

In rhbpfesent stage of the negotiation, 
the honourable Henry Wellesley, and 


lieutenant-colonel Scott, would be justi- 
fied in requiring his excellency to con- 
clude the definitive treaty: and when it 
isfurtber considered, that serious inconve- 
niences must arise from the delay in deli- 
vering over to the honourable the East 
India company the countries to be ceded, 
that vexatious doubts and discussions ori- 
ginate in procrastination, and that the 
public mind is kept in suspence and agi- 
tation, it is confidently expected that ms 
excellency will, by affixing his seal to a 
preliminary engagement, manifest his 
readiness to concur m a measure calcu- 
lated to remove these perplexities; which 
will afford time for procuring any expla- 
nations which may be desired in addition 
to those now submitted to his excellency, 
and which will allow of a cool and dis- 
passionate consideration of all the benefits 
expected to result from the proposed 
arrangement. 

Article first.— The expediency of 
immediately delivering over to the 
honourable company the districts which 
are to constitute «he cession of territory, is 
obvious. — The fuslec year has commen- 
ced; and it is an object of great import- 
ance that the settlement for tne collections 
should be adjusted, and the aumils be in- 
formed to what powei they arc subordi- 
nate, and mto wnat treasury they arc <0 
pay their revenues.— One Kist is already 
due to the company, which is payable 
from Ins excellency’s treasury ; and unless 
the countries to be ceded shall be imme- 
diately taken possession of, tbe kist for 
the present month will also be deraandable 
from his cxctllency.— Should h«s excel- 
lency receive any part of the revenues of 
tbe countries to he ceded, much intricacy 
of accounts would arise. 

The districts enumerated in this arti- 
cle, from the Information possessed, it is 
supposed, will not completely covpr the 
sum of rupees 1,35,00,000; When, how- 
ever, the whole of tbe statements shall 
be produced by his excellency, and tbo- 
tpughly examined, this point may be 
determined with accuracy. 

Article second.— Hfs excellency has 
already been apprized of the gOvcrnor- 
general*s motives loi introducing an effec- 
tual system of police into the country 
which shall remain in hi# bands after tbe 
signature of the treaty for 4 territorial 
cession. The officer! placed at the head 
of tbis establishment will conduct it ac- 
cording to tbe police regulations esta- 
blished throughput the company^ posses- 
sion* —A detailed statement of these 
regtfbtioat wttt be submitted to buexftel* 
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leney, as soon as it can be procured from 
Calcutta. 

In reply to his excellency's desire to be 
informed in what manner the regulation* 
are to be carried into effect, so as not to 
be subversive of his authority in his re- 
main mg dominions, it may be sufficient 
to observe, that the powers of the police 
officers do not extend beyond the inflection 
of punishment for petty thefts, riots, 
and offences of ai> inferior nature. In all 
cases requiring the punishment of death, 
it will be the duty of the police to trans- 
fer the criminal to such tribunal as shall 
be established by his excellency for the 
tiidl of capital crimes: the sanction of his 
excellency’s authority must consequently 
be given before the punishment of death 
can be inflicted. In a word, the power of 
life and death remains exduvively with 
his excellency ; and it is obvious that, so 
far from being subversive of his excel- 
lency’s authority, whatever salutary effects 
may be expecied from this establishment, 
it never can be completely effective with- 
out the firm and cordial support of his 
excellency. 

Moreover, the officers employed in the 
police will not take cognizance of dis- 
putes regarding property, inheritances, 
or any civil causes. 

Article third.— -The number of troops, 
of all descriptions, judged necessary for 
the purposes of state, is detailed in thw 
article, m consequence of the repeated and 
pressing desires of his excellency. It was 
wished, that his excellency should him- 
self have stated his own sentiments on 
the subject, and the article is now open to 
revision. 

In respect to the number of troops to 
be employed »n the collections, it ts im- 
practicable to define it; but » the com- 
pany’s troops will be ready to afford their 
assistance in Cates of insurrection, or se- 
llout tumults, no description of armed 
men will be necessary m nw excellency’s 
reserved dominions, but Nejebs, or ar- 
med Feans, and a few horsemen to attend 
the Aumtls. 

A nicies fourth and fifth, require no 
explanations.

whuh require detail, sent explanations of 
two which were tu my poW'*r to give; 
one of these is the number of the horse- 
men and peons necessary for the purpose 
of state. The fact is, that there *pe 
three batrahons-^Those of Fatteb Ally, 
Hindoo Bmg, and Ahmed AH ^Beg, 
stationed in the palace for she purpdre w 
guarding the Zenahah, attending tlfe 
Sowarree, Ac. am uizatnut battalion, atstt 
one of Nejebs for the protection of the 
city, and muwattie*, and others ; peutis, 
who have long been stationed to look 
after the different establishment* add 
houses, and they are consiantiv’he^t tn 
employment. Besides these? the aodo 
horsemen and 300 amHury Uie%^wfntffi 
you wrote cl, will remain. 

The other point, viz. the detail of 
the districts, is also written, after proper 
enquiry, with precision.

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made any dispute about thetp. You have, 
moreover, inserted the villages of Sandce, 
hnd Palee, and Baraitch. Enquire, in 
whatever manner you may think proper, 
whether the amount is not made up by 
the districts I have inserted. You may, 
perhaps, not be acquainted with tne 
statements of the country which will 
remain to me. In the way of friendship, 
send for the papers of the whole country, 
and examine impartially how much coun- 
try remains, and what are my expenses. 
What with the expenses of Jagheedars, 
monthly pensioners, the expenses of my 
brothers and sons, and other relations 
and connections, the mohals of my de- 
ceased brother, and my other necessary 
personal expenses, those of buildings, 
establishments, presents, purchases, the 
expenses of the Eeds, $cc of all which 
you must be acquainted, it will appear 
difficult to furnish them from the remain- 
ing country. 

The third point, upon which explana- 
tion was required, I agreed to without 
dispute, to please you; and, trusting to 
friendship, have consented without any 
explanation. ' 

The fourth point, which required de- 
tail, I can say nothing upon until it is fully 
understood and explained, as it is a matter 
of much consequence. You (colonel 
Scott) will recollect that you have often 
mentioned, m my presence, that I seemed 
to * l have doubts as to the establishment 
“ of an adawlut being intended in my re- 
4t maining country, and that this should 
4< never happen ; that it was only intended 
“ to protect the people from thieves and 
41 robbers, and that the word * moodny,* 
4t (municipal) was not proper, but that 
* you were obliged to write this word for 

want of another to express your mean- 
** ing ; and that neither the estabhsh- 
4< ment of an adawlut in the city, nor the 
“ assumption of the authority there, was 
4t intended.*’ 

From the contents of the article of the 
engagement*, it is evident that the esta- 
blishment of Foujdarry Adawlut is intend- 
ed from this; I am at* a loss to think, 
or what to say till it is explained. 

In regard to what has been written 
about the kist, I have no objections to 
make in respect to the kist. You are ac- 
quainted with the state of the country. 
The aumils who have under them coun- 
tries to a large amount, have probably 
seemed their own interests somewhere, 
that they take advances from their under 
aumils, give them khelats and send them 


off to the districts, whilst they pay no- 
thing to the Siccar As the delivery of 
the country in lieu of the former and 
augmented kists has been settled from the 
beginning of thefuslee year, 1209, if it is 
your pleasuie I shall collect from them 
and pay the kist; or if this should not be 
agreeable, I shall use what means are in 
my power to pay the kist myself, and 
wc shall settle the account between us 
fiotn that date. It will, however, be 
necessaiy, as these aumils are now inform- 
ed that the countries Under them are to be 
delivered over to the company’* govern- 
ment in lieu of subsidy , and evade the 
payment of the balances due fiom them, 
that they should either be made to pay 
these balances, or that they should be 
credited to me in account 

As to what you wish about this matter 
being speedily concluded, I am still more 
inclined to a speedy conclusion of it. You 
are not ignoiant what apprehensions are 
entertairttd in the city from this length- 
ened altercation, what want of confidence 
and discipline among the troops, and 
what plunder in the country. 

The collections from the whole coun- 
try are at a stand , whatever, therefore, 
may be your pleasure, the sooner it is ac- 
complished the better. 

Whenever this plan is settled, I shall, 
in the first place, prepare for my journey 5 
and, after placing one of my sons as my 
deputy on the Muspud, and seeing the 
plan properly established and delivered 
over to him, I shall take my departure. 
At present many matters are going to 
ruin from delay, as I cannot bring my 
mind to pay due attention to them. 

Now that the will of the governor-ge- 
neral has been accomplished, his lord- 
ship will surely consent to my wishes on 
one point, as I have taken so much oblo- 
quy upon myself to please his lordship; 
and, as God is witness, have consented 
to this plan solely with the view of obey- 
ing him, and from no advantage to my- 
self, being about to leave the country of 
my inheritance, and take upon myself 
the sufferings and labours of travel. 

Send me a draft of the letters which 
you wish to be sent to the aumils, in re- 
spect to the delivery of the country, that,’ 
after understanding the contents I may 
prepare them. 

You may, perhaps, imagine that I de- 
lay matters for the arrival of the governor- 
general, for the purpose of discussing 
them in his presence. I'have no inten- 
tion of this nature. O11 the contrary I 

rest 
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rest satisfied that whatever discussion you 
enter into is by the order of the governor- 
general. Even if I Jiad not received 
letters from the governor-general himself 
to this purport, I should still have had 
confidence m you, that whatever you said 
was in conformity to his pleasure. Now 
that letters have come from the governor- 
general himself to this effect, no doubt 
can remain. 

That the inserted districts are equal to 
the expenses of the British army, vou 
will satisfy yourself m wh<iLevf»r manner 
you please, by comparing whatever papers 
you may have got elsewnere, with those 
delivered by Jysook Roy, and fully satisfy 
yourself on this head# To this I can 
have no objection.

and successors, the possession of the 
territories which will remain to his 
excellency after the territorial cession, 
together with the exercise of his and 
their authority within the said domi- 
nions. His excellency, in all cases, 
taking the counsel, and being guided 
by the advice of the officers ot the said 
honourable company. 

Article seventh. — The districts ceded 
by the first aiticleot this treaty shall

Article eighth.— The contracting 
parties, with a view of establishing such 
4 commercial intercourse between their 
respective dominions as shall be m u- 
tuaily beneficial to the subjects of both 
States, hereby agree to review the com- 
mercial treaty concluded between the 
company and the government of Oude 
in July 1 788 , and to adapt the terms 
and stipulations of it to the altered cir- 
cumstances of the case In the mean 
time, it it agreed that the navigation of 
the Ganges, and of &H other m ers where 
they may form the mutual boundary ot 
the two state*, shall be free and unin- 
terrupted, that it to say, no boats pas- 
sing up and down the Ganges, or other 
rivers where they form the mutual 
boundaries of both states, shall In? 
stopped or molested for duties, nor 
shall any duties be exacted from boats 
which put too in the possessions of ei- 
ther of the contracting parties, without 
intention of landing their goods. It 
shall, however, be ia the power of both 
governments to levy such duties as they 
may think proper on goods imported 


into, or exported froip, their respective 
dominions, not exceeding the present 
usage. 

The honourable Henry Wellesley, artd 
lieut col Scott, do hereby further en- 
gage that no exemption from duties, on 
articles for the cunsuiupt on of the 
troops stationed within the ceded terri- 
tories, shall be claimed after they shall 
have been delivered over to the compa- 
ny’s officers; moreover, wha'eve sin 11 
be agreed upon between the contracting 
parties shall be acted upon and entered 
into the treat?. 

Article ninth.— All the art Cles of for- 
mer treaties tor establishing and cement-

Youi excellency, in a letter addressed 
to me this morning, adverts to a memo- 
rial transmitted in a blank cover to lieu- 
tenant colonel Scott ; and it Jar thjp 
utmost astonishment and indignation, 
that, upon a perusal #f to* contents of 
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that paper, I perceive tfyt your excel- 
lency, forgetful of the respect due to 
me, and unmindful of my situation as the 
immediate representative of the gover- 
nor-general, has been pleased totally to 
omit all notice of the person intrusted 
with the chief management of the nego- 
tiation, and to addiess yourself indivi- 
dually to lieutenant-colonel Scott. 

In all my transactions with your excel- 
lency I have treated you with a respect 
and attention due to your exalted situa- 
tion, and I am at a loss to account for a 
conduct so unmerited towards me, and 
which betrays so little disposition, on the 
part of your excellency, to consult the 
wishes, or conciliate the friendship of 
the governor-general ; nor does your ex- 
cellency appear to be aware of the con- 
sequences of intentionally treating with 
disrespect a person invested with the full 
authority of the governor-general, and 
deputed to your excellency upon a special 
commission. 

Your excellency is sufficiently apprized, 
by lord Wellesley’s letter of the 5th 
of July, that the object of my mission 
was to supply his lordship’s place : I con- 
sider, therefore, every mark. of neglect 
and disrespect shewn to me as imme- 
diately directed to his lordship ; and I feel 
it doubly incumbent on me to manifest, 
on an occasion wheie such an intention 
cannot be concealed, my just and decided 
displeasure. 

In pursuance of tbisdetermination, one 
of my first steps must be to quit your 
excellency’s house, and to repair to my 
tent. Resolved, however, that no act 
of mine (however just and necessary for 
the support of my personal character and 
situation) shall impede the progress of 
the affairs committed to my charge, I 
shall continue to conduct the negotiation 
in a manner I have hitherto done, ac- 
cording to the instructions of the gover- 
nor-general, until it shall be brought to 
a final issue.

After Compliments. 

1 have received your letter and am very 
much g^eved at the contents, as there 
was no k< d of intention on my part 


to give cause for them. You write that 
you had received my letter, &c. (a repeti- 
tion of the first paragraph of Mf, Wel- 
lesley’s letter); the truth is, that I con- 
sider you in the sgme light as the gover- 
nor-general, and am ever anxious to pre- 
serve your consequence and dignity ; and 
this is the reaspn why, although one 
letter comes to me under your joint seals, 

I deem it more respectful to you to write 
011 a separate letter instead of joining 
oth in one F01 the same reason, I sent 
the memorial and the draft of the treaty, 
not under the cover of the letter, but 
under a blank cover, that it might reach 
ou. I do not conceive it posable that 

can, in any manner, contribute to 
lessen your dignity and rank. I look 
upon you as my own brother, and con- 
cider the preservation of your rank as ne- 
sessary as my own You write that I had 
totally omitted to notice your name, and 
had addressed myself individually to col. 
Scott, the case is, that many conversa- 
tions relative to this business had passed 
betwetn me and lieutenant-colonel Scott 
before your happy arrival here, and it 
was to bring these matters to his recollec- 
tion that the address was particularly made 
to him. 

The governor-general had written to 
me that he had the greatest confidence in 
the knowledge, skill, and abilities of 
colonel Scott. With a remembrance of 
this, ami also that the colonel had been 
the interpreter in all matters between 
you and me, the cover was sent to him. 
I hope you will consider this as a proper 
excuse for what has happened. I esteem 
you as a nobleman, and of a noble fa- 
mily If this business has proved dis- 
agreeable to you, nothing of the kind 
shall again happen. You have acted, 
however, a very friendly part in declar- 
ing the displeasure you felt, and I thank 
you for it. You may satisfy yourself that 
I look upon you the same as tne governor- 
general, and m the same manner that I 
wish to shew my obedience and respect 
to the governor-geneial, I wish to shew 
every attention to you. To excuse my- 
self farther in this business, whenever it 
may be your pleasure, I shall come my- 
self for that purpose You have men- 
tioned your intention of leaving my 
house — every house belonging to me 
you may look upon as your own pro- 
perty, as I consider us both but as one 
person. Why should you leave your 
bwn house?

please l to furnish us. 

Amongst the expenses enumerated 
by your excellency are the Jagheerdars, 
moil: nly pensioners, the allowance to 
your excelleucy’s b.othefi,. and to the 
Mehals of your deceased brother — 
That a regular and permanent pro- 
vision should be made for these expenses 
is not less an object of lo,d Wellesley s 
earnest solicitude than a measure which 
connects with it your excellency’s 
character for hbe ality and justice ; and 
we are persuaded that the resources of 
your excellency’s reserved donn nums will 
amply provide fgr these m jispeusable 
expenditures, as well as for the support 
•f your excellency's dignity and state, 
ana for a suitable provision to your 
#wn immediate famly and dependents 
The frequency with which murders 
9*M rohbaries are committed in the 
eity of Lucfbnow, and Throughout the 
country, sufficiently attest the neces- 


sity for the establishment of some 
regulations of police which shah be 
calculated to secure the lives and pro- 
perties of the inhabitants, of mer- 
chants, and of travellers. The impunity 
\vith which crimes of the above nature 
are perpetrated, affords the sttongest 
presumption that the commission of 
them cannot be restrained by any 
cxcition of your excellency’s own 
power; and it was this torcible con- 
sideration which induced his excellency, 
the most noble the Gove nor-general^ 
to propose that the execution of the 
police regulations should be n a je under 
the control of the company’s * fficers. 
Your excellency has been explicitly 
intorme I, that the tria* of persons ac- 
cused of capital offences, is to be con- 
ducted m courts established by your- 
self, and compose l of youi own of- 
ficers. If it be not your excellency’s 
pleasure to constitute such couits, 
there appears no other alternative 
than that your excellency should your- 
self personally investigate cases of this 
nature, and award the punishment to 
be inflicted ; and it was this that led us 
to remark, fn the paper which accom- 
panied the preliminary engagement, 
that the proposed regulations of police 
could not be comp etcly effective, 
un ess your excellency should cordially 
unite with the British government in 
promoting the objects of it. In regard 
to the payment of the kist for last 
month, provided the countries to be 
ccvled to the honourable company be 
delivered over from the first of the 
fuslee year 1209, and in the conclusion 
that your excellency has not drawn any 
part of the revenues of those countries 
for the above-mentioned year, we 
conceive that the following will be 
considered as an equitable arrangement 
between the two states. The fiaslee year 
1 209 commenced on the 22d September, 
your exceilency,therefore, will be charge- 
able with twenty one days of that 
month, according to the rate of your 
present payments on account of the 
kwt 

It may be considered as a matter of 
certainty, that ail that is fairly due, or 
can be realized from the countries to be 
ceded on account of the year 1208, has 
been collected by the Aumtltf; they, 
therefore, must be responsible tfo yoiir 
excellency for any balaiieel dye mm 
them 


It 
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It would not be reasonable that 
touutnes made over to the company 
for the specific purpose of covering the 
pecuniary demands on your excellency, 
should be charged with heavy arrears, 
obtainable only by oppressive exactions, 
or by allowing deductions on account 
of the year 1909 The first mode can 
never be piactised in countries subject 
to the authority and management of the 
British government, and it is evident 
that the latter mode wou’d be pro- 
ductive of considerable loss to the 
company ; a loss which your exce lency 
cannot mean to bu then the company 
with, when you reflect upon the liberal 
arrangement made with your excellency, 
by which the small and inadequate sum 
of five lacks of Rupees only is allowed 
for the collection and realization of 
one crore and thirty-five lacks. 

As it is your excellency’s determina- 
tion to depart from this country as soon 
as the pending negotiation shall be 
concluded, we are persuaded that your 
excellency sees the necessity of pre- 
viously preparing such a plan for the 
administration of the public affairs, 
during your absence, as shall be cal- 
culated to assist the mexpenence of your 
son, to prevent his committing himself 
and the affairs of the government to 
the guidance of interested favourites, 
and also to ensure your excellency’s 
peaceable re-assumption of the go- 
vernment whenever is may be your 
pleasure. 

Your excellency not having explained 
the particular point or* which you are 
desirous of obtaining lord Wellesley’b 
concurrence, it is not possible for us to 
give any specific reply ; we can, how- 
ever, assure your excellency, that it is 
his lordship’s wish, and forms a part of 
his lordship’s instructions, to meet your 
excellency’s inclinations on every point 
that is proper and reasonable 

The observations which we made to 
Molavy Suddun, on the last paragraph 
but one m your excellency's p per, we 
expected would have induced your 
excellency to alter or omit a passage 
which appealed exceptionab e ; but as 
youf excellency has allowed it to r main, 
we* are disposed to conclude that youi 
excellency’s meaning is this thatyiou 
always placed a confidence in our rupre- 
preseatatiohs, and that confidence is 
itrengthened bv communications wn- 
dttcdiatdyftom ford Weliesley. 


The following appears to us to be 
the substance of a letter from your 
excellency to the anon's : 

Such and such countries now under 
your management being from the be- 
ginning of the year 1209 fusiee, assigned 
over to the honourable company 
perpetual sovereignty, in commutation pf 
certain pecuniary demands on this state, 
yon are to obey all orders which you 
may receive from the honourable Henry 
We lies!

Delivered to the honourable Henry 
Wellesley by Mr Grceme Mercer, 
secretary to the mission, on the 24th 
Oct. 1801. 

I waited upon his excellency the 
Nawaub Vizier at three o’clock in the 
afternoon. After delivering Mr Wel- 
lesley’s letter, which his excellency pe- 
rused, I proceeded to inform his ex- 
cellency that I had been directed by Mr. 
Wellesley to say, that he could no longer 
avoid considering the delays which his 
excellency continued evidently to throw 
in the way of any conclusion of the 
treaty, as a positive breach of the en- 
gagement his excellency had entered 
into ; that his excellency must be well 
aware of the result of such a breach of 
engagement between two states in any 
quarter of the world; rendering unavoid- 
able an open and avowed enmity of 


which the rum of one of the states must 
be the consequence ; that as his excel- 
lency had neither thought proper to send 
the peison to examine the accounts as 
promised, nor had answered Mr. Wel- 
le sley’s request of an early day being 
appointed to settle the other articles of 
the treaty, and as Mr Wellesley could 
no longer submit to such tmineaning 
delays, I had been directed to learn what 
time to-morrow it would be agreeable to 
his excellency so receive Mr Wellesley 
and colonel Scott for ihat put pose. 

His excellency commenced his reply 
by denying that he was in any measure 
inclined to break his eng<gement; that 
he had ctded rn the company the coun- 
try they had desired , but that he could 
not reconcile his mind to the institution 
of Adawluts m his reserved dominions; 
that Jaysook Rov had been busied in coi- 
recting the papers which were somewhat 
difficult to collect, as the aumils gave 
in only Goshwarrahs, or abstract accounts ; 
that Almas was always very reluctant to 
give in any papers, and the Mhtndy All 
Khan avoided it also for the purpose of 
preventing a demano for balances 

I observed to his excel l< ncy, that Jay- 
sook Roy had sent a message to Mirza 
Jaffeir in the morning, promising to 
attend immediately with the papers, and 
that Mirza Jaffeir had accordingly been 
waiting for him. His excellt ncy ordered 
Jaysook Roy to atti nd, who denied that 
this had been the purport of his message, 
which was, that he would attend to-mOr- 
row noon with the papers, that he had 
been employed in correcting them, by 
deducting from the fumtna the amount 
of the free lands and pensions On his re- 
tiring, his excellency observed, that these 
deductions subjected him to a great loss; 
that although charged by the aumils to 
him, the company’s government might 
justly get rid of the greatest part of them ; 
that upon his accession to the musnud he 
had endiavouied to make the holdcis of 
rent-free lands and pensions produce their 
original grants ; but that the attempt had 
created such a disturbance in the country 
that he was obliged to give it up. I 
replied that the adjustment of this point 
would follow the examination of the 
papers; butj that, at all events neither 
this, nor what his excellency had remark- 
ed in regard to his aversion to Adawluts, 
could ever be settled satisfactorily, whilst 
his excellency pursued the line of con- 
duct he had hitherto done, and which 
had induced Mr. Wellesley to believe 

. that 
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that receding from any one point, to 
please his excellency, would have no 
effect in forwarding the conclusion of the 
business; that instead of confining his 
sentiments upon those particular points 
to his own breast, his excellency, whilst 
he shewed his readiness to proceed with 
the others, should come openly forward 
and declare his objections to Mr. Wel- 
lesley and colonel Scott, who would 
either convince him of the fallacy of 
them, or give up the point. His ex- 
cellency replied, that he had often ex- 
pressed his strong aversion to adawluts, 
but had received no satisfaction on that 
head. Upon my repeating the request 
for an answer to Mr Welle^ey’s pro- 
posal of waning upon his excellency to- 
morrow ; he replied, that he would 
wait on Mr Wellesley, but his excel- 
lency would not fix an hour, leaving 
that to Mr. Wellesley’s option. After 
a short pause his excellency, with an air 
and tone of voice which appeared that of 
instaal recollection, said that his sole 
wish was, that the business should be 
speedily concluded, and that he might 
proceed in his travels. I replied, that 
his excellency well knew this depended 
upon himself, and that I begged him 
seriously to consider what I had said, 
that any further delay must inevitably be 
deemea a breach of engagement, and 
that my own respect for his excellency 
as well as my duty to the English go- 
vernment rendered me individually 
anxious to avert the evils which must be 
the consequence. His excellency an- 
swered, that he would converse on this 
subject to-morrow. I then took my 
leave.

I had the honour to state to your 
excellency, in the conversation which 
passed this morning, that a payment of 
the pensions which had been granted by 
your excellency, and your deceased bro- 
ther, the NawaubAsoph-ud-Dowlah,'was 
considered by Lord Wellesley as neces- 
sary for your own honour, dignity, and 
safety ; that his Lordship considered this 
point as so essential for securing the at- 
tachment of your excellency’s principal 
subjects to your person and government, 
that, upon duf* security being given for 
the faithful performance of it, I should 


take upon myself to recede from the 
demand which had been made, and 
agreed to by your excellency, of putting 
the policy of your reserved dominions 
under the superintendance of the Com- 
pany’s servants, and would entrust to 
your excellency’s own hands the es- 
tablishment of such an efficient system 
of policy and civil administration, as 
may secure the obedience, lives, pro- 
perty, and prosperity of your subjects 
To this proposal your excellency agreed, 
and engaged to pay regularly all the 
pensions, with the reservaiion of that of 
the Nawaub Serferag-ud-Dow!ah Muza 
Hussein Rezza Khan, to whom your 
excellency agreed to pay regularly eight 
thousand Lucknow sicca rupees per 
month, m lieu of the pensions formerly 
granted to h’tn. 

Therefore, in consequence of your 
excellency’s desire, I have addressed this 
letter to you: youi reply to which, is to 
be considered a* a sunnud for the due 
performance of this engagement.

It is true , that I 
have agreed to the above pui port, and 
they shall all receive the pensions 
granted to them, and no peison shall be 
omitted. If any person, however, should 
absent himself from my piescnce, and 
leave the country, or if (which God for- 
bid) any person should c >mmit oppres- 
sion upon the life or property of another 
(as it is m n® measure agreeable to me, 
that any one should in any shape distress 
or oppress another, it is necessary, that 
the oidus of the Adawlut should be re- 
spected) and should resist the outers of the 
Adawlut ; or if any person should choose 
the road of enmity and disaffection, and 
this disaffection be proved, by reason or 
by occular demonstration, the pensions 
of those only who refrain from such con- 
duct shall reman, firm and established. 
You also wrote, that you would rcha» 
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quish the plan which had been concerted 
for the establishment under the Com- 
pany's servants in the reserved dominions* 
and leave this to the servants of my go- 
vernment I am highly pleased and 
& tisfied with this instance of your friend- 
ship* and* by the blessing of God, an ef- 
ficient system shall be established under 
my government, to protect the lives and 
properties of the people, and proper 
persons for this purpose shall be en- 
quired after. I write this for your 
satisfation.

Translation of a paper presented by the 
hon. Henry Wellesley and Lieutenant 
Colonel Scott, to his excellency the 
Nawaub Vizier, dated Lucknow, 30th 
October, 1801. 

His excellency, the Vizier, in his draft 
of the treaty, states the amount revenues 
of the countries proposed to he ceded to 
the honourable Company, at one crore, 
thirty-five lacs, fifty-three thousand 
four hundred and sixty-eight rupees, 
thirteen anas (i,35»53>4^ 8 » 1 3*) hut to 
make out this sum there are included 
tarae sums on account of maafee and 
nankar, which, from the statements pre- 
sented by his excellency’s accountant, it is 
evident are not comprehended in the 
jnmtna for which the aumils are account- 
able. To prove this by one instance will 
be sufficient. In Abeber Aly Khauns 
Kaboleat* the jumma for 1209, including 
Nuzzeraneh, is 6*70,001, whereas his 
excellency states the revenue of Azeem- 
ghur, at 7,69,774 to 6. Admitting the 
sayer, as stated, be 17.651 the total jum- 
tna would be 6,87,651 ; consequently, 
m his excellency’s statement, there is an 
excess of 82,123 besides this, no allow- 
ance is made for rozeenah and other 
articles of maafy. His excellency cannot 
reasonably expect, that as the Company 
receive countries in the room of money, 
large snips should be admitted Into the 
account which never came mm his yea- 
sury, and which can never form a past of 
the conipany’s resources. 

excellency states the gross jumata 
of Bareilly at 44,23.296. In this instaace 
hot only no deductions are made on 
ftccoota of articles of maafy, auwwuigfi 
tb t, 17,337, but thejumma is fixed wxir 
out the products of any valid engage- 


ment on the part of the aumll. The* 
papers produced shew, that a proposition 
was made by Meerza Mehedy, but nfr 
agreement in conformity to it was ever 
executed ; for the reasefc, that the person 
in the actual charge of the country, posi- 
tively declared the impossibility of 
realizing the sums according to the pro- 
position. It cannot, therefore, be ex- 
pected that the Company should take 
Bareilly at a jumma which cannot be col- 
lected, and for which even there is not 
the support of any Valid engagement. 

We know that the jumma of Bareilly 
is only thirty-nine lacs, from which is to 
be deducted the various items of maafy 
and rozeenah. 

To evince, however, the strong dis- 
position of acting in the most favourable 
manner towards his excellency, the gross 
jumma of Bareilly in the accompanying 
statement, is put down at the sum of 
40,42,784 3 2. Under the foregoing 
considerations, a statement is prepared of 
countries netessary to constitute the sum 
for which territory is to be assigned, and 
we are persuaded, that it is so clear, and 
at the same time so fair, that his excel- 
lency will accede to it without a mo- 
ment’s hesitation.

3. In forming the settlement to» 1209, 
no engagements were concluded between 
the British government and Bugwunt 
Sing, because he did not bold b.s ia)ook 
immediately from the Vizier’s govern- 
ment, but from the Aumu or Khas 
Gunge who was responsible to the 

Vizm,and subsequently to *hc B.itish 
government iwr tfu. revenues of it. 

4. I was induced, from \ \ anxu ty to

2. As the decision of government 
upon th^ measures to be pursued in re- 
gal d to the persons mentioned in these 
Liters, must in j great measure depend 
upon the immediate means which your 
excellency may possess of detaching a 
foice to punish their contumacy, with- 
out cieti iment to the other branches of 
the public sei vice, I am induced to lay 
these lerters before your excellency for 
the purpose of a>ccitaintng whether, in 
youi excellency’s judgment, any arrange- 
ment can he formed for the detaching a 
foue sufficient 10 answer the object of 
reducing those refractory Zemindars to 
a due obedience to the orders of go- 
vernment, without materially interfering 
with the necessary duties of the troops 
stationed hi their vicinity. 

3. Should \ou excellency be enabled 
to dv inch a sufficient force for the pur- 

f oses s ated in the accompanying letter*, 
entertain a confident hope, that the 
speedy and effective measures used in 
this instance may obviate the necessity of 
employing them in others, while a sub- 
mission, on the part of government, to the 
contumacious demands of those Zemin- 
dars, w'ould, 1 fear, induce many others 
to prefer similar claims, which could not 
be granted without a dereliction of the 
authority and plans of the government. 
At the same time, I am not without ap- 
prehension, that the state of rhe detacn- 
ments at Shakeabad and Khas Gunge 


may render it impracticable to furnish 
the force required. 

4. When your excellency irtay have 
been enabled to form a judgment on the 
propriety of detaching the force re- 
quired, may I request that you will direct 
information to be given to Mr Cunyng- 
ham, the collector of Etawah, of your 
intentions, as the advanced period ot the 
season 1 c quires that a speedy decision 
should be formed on the contents of his 
leturs, and conditional orders will be in 
the mean time fotwardid 10 that gentle- 
man, to take such measures as mny be 
deemed advisable in conformity to the 
tenor of the intimation he may re- 
ceive from your excellency.

Hon. Sir, and Gentlemen, 

In continuation of my report of the 
pth instant, respecting Burjwan $mg. 
Zemindar of Phurra, in Shakeabad, I 
have the honour to submit copies of re- 
presentations from Aga Ally Khan, 
Tchsildar of Shakeabad, whom I de- 
puted to the Zemindar for the purpose 
of endeavouring to accommodate matters 
with him, and thereby avoiding the 
necessity of employing a military force 
against them. Upon deputing the Teh- 
sildar, I instructed him to endeavour to 
obtain an increase upon the jumma of 
the mahal for the last year, and the sepa- 
ration of the sayer from it, but if he 
could not carry the latter point, to receive 
separate engagements for the sayer for 
one year, at such jumma as might appear 
to him fair and equitable. 

3. The 'amount sayer, as stated by the 
emadar, is 18,000 per annum, of which 
e obliges 2,000 to be expended as sada- 

burt, to travellers, &c and the following 
are the terms now offered by him : viz. 
17,000 rupees for the mal, and 8,000 
rupees for the sayer. 

4. When this offer is contrasted with 
that made to me by Suddanund, for the 
real, which amounted to 22,000 rupees, 
and with the amount which the Tehsildar 
is of opinion may be collected this year 
from the sayer, viz. 20,000 rupees, after 
allowing for the loss which may Occur 
by some merchants having left the 

Gunge, 
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Gunge, the loss to government is so con- 
siderable, that I do not consider myself 
authorised to accept the Zemindar’s offer, 
without the hon. board’s sanction. 

5. The chief arguments m favour of 
accepting the Zemindar’s offer are, that 
it will be unnecessary to employ a mili- 
tary force against him, and that the peace 
and quiet ot that part of the country will 
be secured, while on the otherhand, a com- 
pliance with it is objectionable, as tendm/ 
to induce other Zemindars to heighten 
theirdemands, and to require equal, if not 
greater, concession from government. 

6. Although the Tehsiidar insists ♦hat 
the Gunge is not of that strength as to 
require battering cannon, and that a 
detachment of two companies would be 
eqih.1 to the service 10 be performed, 
still, as Lieutenant Colonel Blair, of 
whose professional knowledge and ability 
I have the highest opinion, maintains 
that it would require the whole of he 
five companies stationed at Skekoabad, 
with battering cannon, which must be 
brought from Futteh Ghur, it theieioic 
appears absolutely incumbent upon' me 
to submit the Zemindar’s offer to your 
consideration and decision, in place of 
wholly rejecting it, as such negotiation 
would render it immediately necessary 10 
form a detachment of such strength as 
Colonel Blair deems adequate to the 
scivice, and to detach three or four com- 
panies from the 1st battalion llth iegi- 
ment, stationed at this place, for the 
purpose of occupying Shehcbad, and 
protecting that frontier duiing Colonel 
Blair’s absence 

7. Another objection which attaches 
to rejecting the present offer is, that 
Bnrdwan Sing, renting Coth'a. in the 
Mahratta government, where 1 am in- 
formed he has built a new gunge, it may 
he expected', in the event of being dis- 
possessed, that he will succeed in carrying 
with him several of the metchants and 
traders, by which the sa>er collections 
ftom Purrah will be materially dimt- 
mshed ; lam the more apprehensive 
that this will be the case from knowing 
that the merchants, &c. are extremely 
well satisfied with his management, and 
they have every reason for being so, as 
their property is well protected and se- 
cured , and as he generally reimburses 
them foi any losses which may occa- 
sionally occur by theft or robbery.

under-mentioned denchment to be 
formed in the nei^hbouihooe of Kbas 
Gunge, and appointed Ik utenaut-coloncl 
Blair to command the whole.

1 he two tioops of cavalry at Khas 
Gunge have been directed to join lieu- 
ttnuit-colonel Blair when called for ; and 
majoi Middleton has been ordered to 
repair to Khas Gunge, with the two 
tioeps of cavalry of the third regiment, 
as soon as he shail he hououico with your 
permission to quit Bareillv 

The forts of Sasnee and Bidjeglmr are 
represented to be of very considerable 
strength, and from their vicinity able 
to affoid a ready support to each other, 
and at the same time to harass and 
impede the operations of a small body 
of troops. 

These considerations would, in the 
present weak and dispersed state of the 
army in the ceded districts, have ope- 
rated with his excellency to have re- 
commended to postpone the engaging 
in any active military operations until a 
more considerable force could have 
been assembled, without hazarding the 
tranqirlhty of other parts of the coun- 
try , but the force which has been 
allotted for the protection of Oude, 
and the ceded districts being scarcely 
sufficient for the common duties of peace, 
and at no time allowing of a disposable 
force being assembled of e' r en two 
battalions, l ut withdrawing troops 
from situations whence they cannot 
well be spared , his excellency fore- 
seeing no advantage to be looked 
for from delay, and apprehending 
if the conduct of Bugwunt Sing is 
permitted to pass unnoticed, this 
forbearance might produce the worst of 
consequences, and inspire other Ze- 
mindars with a similar spirit of resist- 
ance, he has judged it expedient to 
provide the means of bringing him to 
punishment, shpuld he persist in re- 
fusing to accede to the just demands of 
government. 

Hi^ Excellency regrets the delay in 
effecting the relief which must be 
caused by this business, and the danger 
to which the tranquillity of the districts 
of Etawah, Ally Gnuge, and Shecko- 

abad 
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abad may be exposed, for he is so con- 
vinced of the good policy to cmsh any 
spirit of resistance or insuboi dilution, 
on its first appearance, that this last 
consideration supersedes, in his mind, 
others of a less important nature

Vat ions accounts agree m stating the 
piobable numbtr of men this zemindar 
can bung into tiie field at ‘20,000, and 
that the works of Bidjeghur are strong, 
well supplied with cannon, and the tort 
surrounded by a deep and broad ditch, 
faced witli masonry, with a good glacis. 

Notwithstanding the number of men, 
and stiength ot the tort, may be greatly 
exaggerated, the commau cr-m-chitf 
deems it expedient ro adopt eveiy pre- 
cautionary measure within hio power, 
and, as far as/ possible, to guard against 
the probabi'ity ot a icpulse 

With this view, lieutenant-colonel 
Palmer has been ordered to proceed 
direct to Chmddiissy, and to detach five 
companies ot his own battalion, and

Sir, — In the expectation of being 
enabled to affor 1 some satisfactory in- 
formation respecting the operations of 
the detachment employed against Rajah 
Bugwunt Sing, the commander-in- 
chict has deterred to communicate the 
few particulars worthy of notice which 
h ive as yet occurred ; but as the siege 
ot Sastice is likely to be protracted 
hi) ond the time which was originally 
supposed, Ins excellency, has directed 
me o detail, for the information of 
h’s exve lency the most noble the 
governor-general in council, the mea- 
sutes which have been taken towards 
the 1 eduction of this place. 

On the 1 2th December last, lieu- 
tenant-colonel Blair, with the force 
under Ins command, consisting of four 
troops of native cavalry, four battalions of 
native infantry, four I8-pounders, two 
4 2- toh howitzers, and nine G-pound- 
ers took a position of about two miles 
distant from the tort of Sasnee 

Under the conviction of Rajah Bug- 
wunt Sing refusing to accede to the 
terms intended to be offered on the part 
of government, which were the 
surrender 
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•urrender of his forts, and the disband- 
ment of his troops, Lieutenant-colontl 
Sldir directed materials to be collected 
for making gabions and fascines, required 
for the construction of the batteries, 

A sufficient number were not piovirled 
until he 27th ultimb, and, during the 
interval, no molestation was offered to the 
forking parties by the enemy. 

On the evening of the 27th ultimo, 
two posts were occupied, one on the 
south-east, and the other on the north- 
cast faces of the fort, and the approaches 
were begun at the distance of 800 yards 
from the place 

In the course of that night the trenches 
•were advanced 300 yards, and it was not 
until half-past nine o’clock in the morn- 
ing of the 28th ultimo, that the enemy 
began to fire upon our troops, when they 
opened a severe cannonade from the first 
from eighteen, twelve, six, four, and 
three pounders, and a heavy fire of mus- 
ketry and wall pieces from the couit- 
way, which was continued throughout 
the day. 

The only aeddent was that of a Scapoy 
having his arms shattered by a cannon 
shot. 

During the nights of the 28th and 
«9th, the trenches were still further ad- 
vanced, widened, and deepened, the fire 
from the fort in the night being inconsi- 
derable, but heavy throhghout the day, 
notwithstanding which, only one Scapoy 
has been sbghtly wounded. 

Hitherto our troops has not returned 
the fire of the enemy, but his excellency 
expects our batteries would be ready to 
open by this day. 

Rajah Diuram, of Hattross, who, 
from his family connection with Bug- 
wunt Sing, is supposed inclined to assist 
him, having appeared in the vicinity of 
our camp with a considerable force, and 
the whole of that frontier being so weakly 
guarded, his excellency ordered the 6in 
regiment of native cavalry to proceed to 
Sasnee, and it in consequence marched 
from this on the 26th ultimo. 

With a view to expedite the reduc- 
tion of Bidjeghur, which is represented to 
be uncommonly strong, as well as to give 
protection to the country, the Com- 
mander m Chief has directed a company 
of artillery, and two companies of Lascars, 
from Cawnpore, with two 18-pounders/ 
to join Lieutenant-colonel Blair, and it is 
his intention to order another regiment of 
oavalry to accompany it. 


Lieutenant-colonel Gordon has b*c*, 
directed to assume the command of they 
artillery, and as the duty falls very severe 
upon Captain Wood, of the engineers, 
his excellency has ordered Ensign' 
M'Dougal, of that corps, to repair to 
Sasnee without delay.

On the 2d instant I had, by order of 
the Commander in Chiel, the honour to 
detail to you, for the information of his 
excellency the most noble the Governor- 
geneial in Council, the operations of the 
detachment undei Lieutenant-colonel 
Biair, employed m the reduction of Sas- 
nee, and, by direction of his excellency, 
I now proceed to communicate such fur- 
ther particulars as have reached his know- 
ledge 

During the forenoon of the 30th ult. 
the enemy fired but little from the fort ; 
but, towards the evening, a '.ally was made 
from the place, direcu d against the post 
in the village opposite the S E. angle 
and the head of the approaches, and sup- 
ported by a strong body of infantry under 
the cover of the eastern face 

1 his attack was repulsed by the party 
in the village, assisted by a reinforcement 
ordered from the camp. 

During the whole of the time a very 
heavy fire was kept up frorti the fort, and 
continued till the evening, when it slack- 
ened. Our loss was one Scapoy killed, 
two badly wounded. Throughout the 
whole of the 31st ultimo and the 1st 
and 2d instant, the enemy remained quiet, 
and the erection of the breaching battery 
was commenced upon in the nighi < the 
2d. About seven o’clock, P. M of the 
3d instant, a vigorous sally was made on 
the trenches, and the post m the villages, 
by a large body of infantry, under cover 
of a heavy fire from the place, and, not- 
withstanding several of the enemy rushed 
impetuously into the trenches, the whole 
were speiddy drawn back, with the loss 
of only one S^pey on our side. 

On the morning of the 4th, the date of 
the latest dispatches from Sasnee, the 
breaching ana enfilading batteries were m 
a state 01 forwardness to afford a strong 
presumptiOA 
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presumption of their being completed 
during that night, and in readiness to open 
m the course of the £th instant.

In my letter of the 6th instant, I had 
the honour, by direction of the Com- 
mander in Chief, to state the progress 
■which had been made towards the reduc- 
tion ot Sasnee up to the 4th instant ; and, 
in obedience to the orders of his excel- 
lency, I now proceed to acquaint you, for 
the information of his excellency the 
most noble the Governor-general in 
Council, of th' occurrences which have 
taken place subsequent thereto. 

The breaching and enfilading batteries 
were completed during the night of the 
4th, and the guns opened on the fort m 
the morning of the 5th instant, and was 
continued with considerable effect 
throughout that day and the 6i b. 

The fire from the fort slackened greatly 
after our guns had opened, and was prin- 
cipally dnccted to the batteries with little 
effect, and without occasioning any Joss 
or casualty on our side. 

Early on the morning of the 7th in- 
stant, Lieutenant-colonel Blair, having 
been informed of a large body of the 
enemy’s cavalry having taken post in 
front of the western face of the fort, 
detached Major Middleton with the 
sixth native regiment and four troops of 
the third regiment of cavalry against this 
party 

I have the honour to enclose a copy of 
Major Middleton’s icport, together with 
a list of killed, wounded, and missing 
* His excellency is happy to find the 
spirited behaviour ot the cavalry has been 
such as he was led to expect from the ex- 
cellent state of discipline of these corps, 
and the zeal of their officers The 
ground over which they charged is re- 
presented to have bet n very bad, inter- 
spersed with numerous wells, and to 
those latter are to be ascribed the number 
of missing. 1 he loss of the enemy, 
although not officially mentioned, is 
stated in many private accounts to have 
been very great, and tin fire from the 
gallopers is represented to have done 
apucb execution during the 71b instant ;

the curtains of the lower and upper forts, 
against which the fire of our batteries was 
directed, were much damaged, and had 
given way in seveial places, but not in 
that degree to ascertain when the breach 
would be practicable. 

Serjeant Keyne, of the artillery, wa* 
killed on the evening of the 7th. Mr. 
Smith, Surgeon of the first regiment of 
cavalry, who was severely, and supposed 
to be mortally, wounded m the action of 
the 7th, is, by the last accounts, so much 
better as to afford hopes of recovery. 

The fourth regiment of native cavalry, 
agreeable to the intimation conveyed in 
my former letter, leaves this to-morrow, 
on its route to Sasnee.

Agreeable to your orders to reconnoitre 
round the fort, I ptoceeded with the ca- 
valry, and finding, on my amval ne&r the 
Kuttra, that it had lx c n abandoned by the 
cnem\ , I ordered Major Nairne, with 
two squadrons c' ibe hih regiment, and 
their gallopers, to proceed through it, at 
the same time gave dioecious for the 
place to he set on fire *, shortly after, Ma- 
jor Nairne had got through the Kuttra, 
and proceeding tound it to join me, a 
parts of the enemy’s cavalry came in 
sight, which I immediately proceeded to 
attack with the division then under me ( 
and, although the cultivation on the 
ground was very high, and interspersed 

with 
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with old wells, I succeeded in cutting up 
some of the enemy, and putting the re- 
mainder to flight. 

Major Nairne, with his division, was 
at the same time attack' d by a large body 
of the enemy’s c.ivahy from the fort, 
but after giving them a few rounds of 
round shot and grape, wh’ch M*jor 
Nanne thinks must have done great ex- 
ecution, he charged and put them com- 
pletely to the route. 

Inclosed, I have the honour to send 
you a return of the killed, wounded, 
and missing, and can only account foi the 
latter but by the number o* w J's on the 
grounds we wereobbged to chug* over. 

I am concerned to iniorrn you, that 
Mr. Surgeon Smyth was veiy badly 
wounded. 

Lieutenant Ryden, of ihe 3d regiment, 
and Colonel Thompson of th*. 6th 
regiment of cavalry, had tach the mis- 
fortune to lose a horse on this service.

In my letter of the nth instant, I had 
the honour, l w theorderof the Comman- 
der in Chief, to communicate to you, 
for the information of his excellency the 
most noble the GoVcrnor general in 
Council, the operations of the detach- 
ment employed against Sasnee, up to the 
8th instant. 

Since that date to the uth, the bat- 
teries have been constantly employed in 
breaching the outer and inner walls ; and 
the effect caused by their fire affords a 
well-grounded hope that the breach 
would be practicable, and the assault 
given on the 13th and 14th instant. 

It is with much concern I mention, 
that Lieutenant Bayle, of the artillery, 
was dangerously wounded by a cannon 
shot on the 8th instant. 


The Commander in Chief hit 
directed me to request you will acquaint 
his excellency the most noble the Go- 
vernor-general m Council, that the 4th 
regiment of native cavalry marched 
towards Sasnee on the 12th instant, and, 
as the resistance which has been made at 
this pi ice, points out the necessity of 
employing more troops in the reduction 
of Buij ghur, his excellency hasdirtend 
the sd 1 anabon 171b regiment, and five 
companies of his m.ijistvs 761b Kgi- 
mt'iit, to proceed and join Lieutenant- 
Colo k 1 Blur, and appointed the ho- 
nourable Major-General St ]oho 10 the 
comm md of the troops employed agai t 

Rijah Bugwuu Sing. 

His exccllenc) has further directed 
me to say, the preuute of the moment 
has compelled hun to authorize cattle to 
be hiod tor the conveyawt of am nu- 
nition and stores, and people of different 
di.ciiptions to bt entertained, as necessaiy 
to carry on the public service. 

Ills excellency has received the most 
satisfactory reports of the behaviour of 
the native infantry with Colonel Blair. 
The Sepoys have not only shown great 
steadiness and gallantry, but, with a 
chearfulness and patience highly to their 
credit, have undergone uncommon fatigue 
in carrying on appioachcs, and construct- 
ing the different works, a labour which 
the want of a corps of pioneers imposed 
upon them.

In my letter of the 15th instant, I had 
the honour to communicate to you, for 
the information of his excellency the 
most noble the Governor-general m 
Council, the progress of the detachment 
under Lieutenant Colonel Blair, up to 
the 13th; and lam now directed, by 
the Commander in Chief, to request 
you will inform hi* Excellency in 
Council, that an express 111st arrived 
from Lieutenant Colonel Blair, brings 
the unwelcome intelligence of the 
failure of an attempt which was made to 
carry Sasnee by assault, on the morning 
of the 1,5th instant. 

On the evening of the 14th instant, 

Lieutenant 
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Lieutenant Colonel Blair, judging the 
breat h to be practicable, ordered a party, 
consistaig of nine grenadier companies, 
and siPbattalion companies, to storm a 
little before day break, and a false attack 
to be made at the same time on the right. 

The storming party decended into ihe 
ditch, and had planted the ladders by 
which they were to ascend the opposite 
«ide, before they were discovered ; hut 
owing to the ditch being muc h deeper than 
was supposed, and the sinking of the 
ladders into the mud, they tell short 
many feet, and Major Ball, who com- 
manded the party, after many ineffectual 
attempts to gain the opposite side, very 
judiciously drew off the party. 

His excellency has to lament the loss 
of Captain John Morrison, of the 12th 
regiment, who was killed; our loss 
otherwise 1$ stated to be inconsiderable, 
bur at the dispatch of express, the re- 
turns of the killed and wounded had not 
beerr received. 

His excellency, from the information 
which has yet reached him, has every 
reason to be satisfied with the behaviour 
of the troops, which appears to have 
been spirited and steady.

His excellency is happy to he enabled 
to say, that the failuie which unfor- 
tunately occurred, is m no measure to be 
ascribed to any want of gallantry or exer- 
tion in the troops, but solely to the 
shortness of the ladders, which, from the 
heavy pressure of the men m ascending, 
sunk many feet in the mud. 

It appears, from the report of the lead- 
ing officers, that the Sepoys were near 
fifteen minutes upon the ladders, strug- 
gling to gam the top of the wall, and all 
ihe time exposed to a heavy fire, which 
they bore with the greatest steadiness and 
resolution 

Lieutenant Colonel Blair, was en- 


deavouring to collect materials for the 
construction of other ladders, but it 
would require some days before they 
could be completed.

Sir, 

I have the honour, by direction of the 
Commander in Chtef, to acquaint you, 
for the information of his exceffency the 
most noble the Governor-general in 
Council, that, with a view to expedite 
the reduction of the fort of Sasnee his 
excellency marched from Canonge with 
the 1st regiment of cavalry, and reached 
this place on the 31-1 ultimo. 

Upon examining the fort, his excel- 
lency wa> sorry to observe there was little 
prospect of its being reduced until the 
arrival of a supply of ai imuniiion, then 
on its way from Allahabad. 

Owing to the battery having been 
established at such a distance as pievcnted 

it 
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bearing on the fausse breys, the princi- 
al obstacle to the passage to the ditctf, 
is excellency, in order to remedy this 
error, directed the approaches to be ad- 
vanced two hundred yards towards the 
place, and materials to be collected for 
the construction of a new battery. 

While thft work was carrying on, the 
Commander m Chief judged it advisa- 
ble to invest the place as close as possi- 
ble, and, accordingly, on the morning of 
the 8ih instant, the cavalry undei Colonel 
Macan took up such positions round the 
place as seemed best calculated to prevent 
the escape of the Rajah, and the admis- 
sion of succours, at the same time a de- 
tachment of infantry, composed of a 
company of the 76 r h regiment, and ten 
companies of Seapoys, under Major Och- 
terlonv, was directed to attack the Gunge, 
or Cuttra, on the south-west side of the 
fort, and within three hundred yards of 
it, opposite the ga’e leading out from 
that quarter towards Mussawn Coel, and 
Harass. 

The Gunge w is carried without any 
loss on our side, the enemy offering hir a 
Leble resistance : five of them were killed 
in the place. 

In the course of that forenoon an at- 
tempt was made to recover the Cuttra ; 
but tlr attack was repulsed without any 
other casualties on our part than two 
Seapoys being wounded. The loss of 
the enemy, by the best information, ap- 
pears to have been about eighty killed, 
and nearly the same number wounded. 

LaNt night, about eight o’clock, the 
Rajah, and greater part of the garrison, 
evacuated the fort, taking advantage of the 
uncommon darkness of the night, which 
enabled them to elude the videts, and 
push through between the parties which 
were posted round the place. 

The fort was immediately taken pos- 
session of, and three regiments of cavalry 
Were instantly pushed on to Bidjcghur, for 
the purpose of preventing any of the late 
garrison of Sasnee entering that place ; 
and, during the night, fifteen companies 
of infantry were sent to support them. 

After leaving a force equal to the re- 
taining Sasnee, his excellency means to 
inove the rest of the army to Bidjcghur 
to-morrow morning. 

It appears, from reports just received, 
that no part of the garrison of Sasnee 
has entered Bidjcghur, the few that at- 
tempted it having been cut in pieces by 
tike cavalry ; and that the Rajah is in 


Mussawn, a fort of his in the Mahratta 
districts. 

The Commander in Chief has direct- 
ed me to say, that he has every r#son to 
be satisfied with the zeal and desire to af- 
ford eveiy assistance calculated to for- 
ward the public service, which have been 
evinced by the honourable Major-general 
St. John, and other officers of the detach- 
ment, and the troops have shown r a pa- 
tience and cheerfulness, under severe fa- 
tigue, which does them great credit.

His excellency accordingly moved to 
this place, on the morning of that day, 
with the principal pait of the army, and 
took up such position as appeared m his 
judgment best calculated to prevent any 
succours being thrown in The Killcdar, 
Rajah Ram Chobbte, was summoned to 
deliver up the place, under the promise 
of the lives of the garrison being spared, 
and he was given to understand an 1m me- 
diate compliance might entitle him to 
the favourable consideration of govern- 
ment. 

To this an evasive reply was returned, 
requesting a delay of a few days, in order 
th3t he might be enabled to obtain the 
orders of Rajah Bugwunt Sing, whose 
servant he was, and without whose sanc- 
tion he could not surrender the fort. As 
they kept up a heavy fire from the fort, 
from the first appearance of our troops 
before it, and people were observed busy 
in repairing the works and cutting cut 
embrasures, his excellency concluded the 
request for a few days delay was merely 
a feint to gain time, and accordingly 
directed it to be notified to the Killedar 
that no message would in future be re- 
ceived which was not accompanied by 
an offer of the imminediate surrender of 
Bidjeghur. 

In the mean time every exertion was

Used to collect materials for the construc- 
tion of the batteries ; but, owing to the 
extreme seventy of the weather, they 
could not be commenced upon until the 
evening ot the 19th instant. 

Yesterday morning they opened, and,

I have the honour, by order of the 
Commander m Chief, to acquaint you, 
for the information ot his excellency the 
most noble the Governor general m 
Council, that the fo»t ot Bidjeghur was 
evacuated last night , several ot the 
garrison were killed m attempting to 
effect their escape, many are taken, but 
the principal lcadcis have escaped 

The flight of the enemy was early 
perceived by the advanced parties, and 
every exertion made to interrupt them, 
but, owing to the uneonimon darkness of 
the night, assisted by heavy rain, the 
majority got off. 

Ever since the arrival of the troops at 
this place, the weather has been very 
severe, attended with almost constant 
ram and stoims of wind; notwuhstand- 
these untowaid circumstances, the breach 
was made practicable yesterday evening, 
and was to have been stormed at a quar- 
ter past five o’clock this morning. 

Our loss daring the siege, has only 
been four Sepoys, butu is wuh extreme 
sorrow I report to you, tor the infor- 
mation of*ni$ Excellency in Council, 
the death ot that memorious officer, 
Lieutenant-Colonel James Gordon, of 
the artillery, who was killed this morning 
by the explosion of a magatme ot pow- 


der in the fort, together with several 
Sepoys, gun Lascars, and Other people. 

It has not yet been ascertained if the 
explosion was in consequence of accident 
o* design, although there are some 
grounds to ascribe it to the latter. 

The fort of Bidjeghur is of uncom- 
mon strength, and, at no considerable 
expense, may, m his excellency’s opinion, 
be rendered a valuable acquisition. His 
excellency feels it a justice incumbent on 
him to mention the zeal and alacrity 
which has been displayed throughout, 
bv the honourable Major-General St. 
John, Colonel St. Ledger, Lieutenant 
Colonel Gardiner, and the whole of the 
officers of the cavalry, artillery, and 
infantry. 

The troops have upon all occasions 
shown the greatest gallantry and steadi- 
ness, and submitted to extreme labour, 
under a seventy of weather hitherto 
unknown at this season, without a mur- 
mur. 

Captain Wood, of the engineers, ia 
entirled to his excellency’s fullest appro- 
bation for the ability he has shown, and 
unremitting fatigue he has undergone. 

To the late Lieutenant-colonel Gor- 
don, the Commander in Chief feels him- 
self particularly indebted for his exer- 
tions, directed by uncommon zeal and 
ability.

His Excellency m Council entertain* 
a just sense of the zeal and alacrity dis- 
layed throughout this service, by the 
onourable Major-general St. John, Co- 
lonel St. Leger, Licutenant-colonrl Gar- 
diner, the late Lieutenant-colonel Gor- 
don, Captain Wood, of the engineers, 
and in general by ail the office rs ot the 
different corps employed agamst Rajah 
Bugwuot Sing; and he deeply regre** 
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the severe loss which the public service 
has sustained by the death of Lieutenant- 
colon^. I Gordon. 

His Lordship m Council accordingly 
requests, that his excellency tb Com- 
mander in Chief will be pleased to com- 
municate these sentiments to the officers 
employed under his excellency’s com- 
mand at Sasnec a ’d Bidjeghur, and that he 
will notify, in public aiders to the army, 
the high approbation of the Governoi- 
general in Council ot thw gallantry and 
steadiness displayed by the troops, and of 
the readiness with which they submitted 
to extreme labour, under circumstances 
of peculiar hardship from the unusual se- 
verity of tb* weather.

I have the honour, by direction of the 
Commander in Chief, to acquaint you, 
for the information of his excellency the 
most noble the Governor-general in 
Council, that, with a view to preserve 
the tranquillity of the country, and to 
repel any hostile movements which might 
be made by Rajah Bugwunt Sing, his ex- 
cellency left the first battalion eighth re- 
giment, and a squadron of the second re- 
giment of cavalry, under Major B.. 11 , in 
Sasnee, and the second battalion twelfth 
regiment, under Major Oehteilony, in 
Bidjeghur 

His excellency is desirous to have the 
berefit of Colonel Kyd’s opinion respect- 
ing the alterations necessary to put the 
latter place in a piopo state of defence, 
and or the expense which would attend 
it, pluvious to submit mg any specific 
propositions on this point to his Excel- 
lency in Council. 

In kht mean time the Commander in 
Chief hia authonzed suth iigh* repairs 
being made, as weie requisite to the im- 
mediate secuntyof the phee. 

On the 30, the temnnek. of the in- 
fantry marched to Secundia, and on the 
4 *h instant the cavalry, conformable to 
the wuhes of the honourable the Lieu- 
tenarit-goveinor Pievious to the tub of 
Bidjegnur, his excellency had apprized 
Mr. Guthrie, the acting magistrate of 
the district ot Fuiruckubad, that, in the 
event of us b ung necessary to use coer- 
cive means, Addkerm, Zemindar of Cat- 


choura, and Himmit Sing, Zemindar of 
Etah and Bajoura, a force would, mafew 
days, be in readiness to enforce the mea- 
sures of government. 

Early on the morning of the 3d, Mr. 
Guihrie advised his excellency of Add- 
berin and Himmit Sing having offered to 
acquiesce in any terms which might be 
proposed ; and, during that night, a let- 
ter was teceived from Mr Gumrie, stat- 
ing a final agreement having been con- 
cluded, and requesting two companies of 
Stapoys might be sent to him, for the 
purpose of taking possession of the fort 
of Catchoura, which was to be evacu- 
ated at nine o’clock on the night of 
the 4th. 

Two companies of Scapoys, under 
Captain Muller, were accordingly sent to 
Mr. Guthrie; and there appearing to his 
excellency to be no further occasion to 
keep the army assembled, the different 
coips were directed to march on the 5th 
instant towards their respective places of 
destination ; but as his excellency in- 
tended to proceed towards Cawnpore on 
the evening of the 4th, and apprehending, 
from the known character of Addkerm, 
the possibility of his endeavouring to 
break the engagements he had entered 
into, instructions were left with General 
St. John to afford any additional assist- 
ance which Mr. puthrie might call for. 

Late in the evening of the 4th, the 
garrison of Cutchoura decidedly refused 
to send out the guns conformable to 
stipulation, and showed such strong 
symptoms of hostility, that, on being ap- 
pnzed of these circumstances, General 
St, John ordered the 1st and 4th regi- 
ments of cavalry to advance immediately 
to Cutchoura, and the rest of the army 
to fallow in the morning. 

The appearance of the cavalry seems 
to have operated ou the fears of Add- 
kerm, who immediately admitted Captain 
Muller and the Sepoys into the outer 
part of the fort; upon which, conceiv- 
ing eveiy thing to be settled, Colonel 
Macan directed the 1st regiment of 
cavulrv to return to Secundra, and Ge- 
neral St. John ordered the army to break 
up. 

The part of the fort to which Captain 
Muller was admitted was surrounded by 
high walls ; and, after being delayed 
there for several hours under various pre- 
tences, a gun was run out from the up- 
per fort loaded with grape, which raked 
the passage in which the Seapoys were 
drawn up, and the paiapets of the walk 

on 
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on each side were immediately lined with 
•about eight hundred well-armed 1m n , 
when a message was received fiom Add- 
kerin, that if the Seapoys did not imme- 
diately retire, the whole would be put to 
death. 

Captain Muller, seeing no possibility 
of maintaining his position, hemmed m as 
he was by high walls, and so superior a 
force, pmderitly retreated, and with the 
Seapoyswas allowed to pass unmolested. 

A short time afterwatds, however, a 
heavy fire was opened from the foil upon 
the fourth regiment of cavalry, which 
was encamped at a little distance. 

The Commander in Chief, who was 
distant about six miles, upon learning the 
situation of affairs, immediately pro- 
ceeded towards the foil, and, in the course 
of the £th instant, the whole army was 
re-assembled, and took up its position 
before the place. 

The conduct of Addkerin has been 
marked throughout by duplicity, and 
not without strong suspicions of intended 
treachery. 

During the time our troops were in 
the outer part of the fort, he used every 
persuasion likely to induce Mr Russell, 
Captain Muller, and Lieutenant Jones, 
to go to him in the inner fort, unattended 
by any Sepoys , but as from appearances, 
and his behaviour throughout, they saw 
good reasons to distrust his intention, 
they refused to enter the inner foit, unless 
accompanied by the troops. 

At his request, however, a Soubadar 
was sent to him, who met with very un- 
becoming treatment, and upon his 
refusing to bring up the gentlemen, and 
to order the Sepoys to retire, he was 
threaicned with the loss of life. 

To day his excellency received a letter 
from Addkenn, a translation of which I 
have the honour to enclose, together 
with his excellency’s reply , and, strict as 
the conditions proposed are, after what 
has passed, the Commander in Chief did 
not conceive it would have been com- 
patible with the honour of government 
to have offered any terms snort of un- 
conditional .surrender. 

In conclusion, the Commander in 
Chief duects me to say, that the asser- 
tion in Addkenn’s letiei of having been 
treated with indignity by Mr. Russell, 
and of hostilities haying been begun by 
our troops, have no foundation in truth. 

The Commander m Chief considers 
the turning our troops out of the fort 
paramount to a declaration of war, 


but, independent of this circumstance, the 
fite commenced from the fort, and has 
continued unabating ever since. 

The place is of considerable strength, 
vmh a numerous and well-appointed 
garrison, but his excellency is hopeful it 
will not out hold many days.

Translation of a letter received from Ka- 

roor Addkirin, Zemindar of Cat- 

thouia, dated 7th March, 1803. 

After the usual compliments. 

In consequence of a message received 
from Mr. Russell, I waited upon him 
at Mecitcby, and accompanied him from 
thence to Akserly, and accepted the terms 
of settlement which were proposed to me 
for the districts of Dihooliser, and Cut- 
choura, and obtained leave to proceed to 
Cutchoura for the purpose of sending 
out the guns and ammunition. 

I admitted the company of Sepoys 
which came along with me into the tort, 
intending early in the morning to go to 
Mr Russell with all the guns, &c. 

Mr. Russell came to the fort very 
early in the morning, and, m terms of 
anger and reproach, oidered me to 
evacuate and deliver up the fort, desiring 
me to go immediately, and to take my 
people with me, ana treated me witrt 
great disrespect 

Perceiving this, my soldiers conceived 
it improper to quit the fort under such 
circumstunces of disgrace, and prepared 
to resist. 

Just then the Sepoys went away. 
Soon afterwards the Dewan Sooka Loll 
and the Mulavi arrived from Aksooly, 
and having restored peace to my mind 
they departed. A short time had elapsed 
when four or five troopers galloped after 
two or thiee of my people, whom they 
wounded w»th their swords, and thus 
began hostilities. 

My people, seeing no alternative, fired 
two or three matchlocks. 

My evil destiny has created this mis- 
understand mg, I never meant to wage 
war, nor do I now. 

You are master and ruler of the 
country. II, out of your great bouqty, 
you will cast a favourable eye on me, and 
allow me to reside in this place, it will 
be an act of mercy and great kindness. 

I am ready to pay the stipulated re- 
venue, 
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venue, to be perfectly obedient, and never 
to shelter myself behind any excuse, and 
whatever you shall order respecting me 
shall be fulfilled.

Reply of his excellency the Commander 
in Chief to Kakoor Addkenn, 7th 
March, 1803. 

After having so wantonly broken your 
faith in refusing to evacuate and deliver 
up the fort of Catchoura, agreeably to 
the terms of your agreement with Mr. 
Russell, and treated the troops who went 
With you to receive po^ession of the 
place, with harshnesss and contempt, 
turning them out of the fort, and thereby 
proclaiming war, the only terms which 
can now be granted are, that you shall 
deliver up the foit, the garrison, your 
children and self, to the Commander in 
Chief, to be disposed of as he shall 
judge proper. No promise of future 
favour to you or your people is to be 
Understood to be granted. 

If these terms are accepted, they must 
be fulfilled by sun-rise to-morrow morn- 
ing, and the garrison are to leave their 
arms in the fort, and march outunaimcd.

In my letter of the 7th instant, I had 
the honour, by order of the Com- 
mander in Chief, to acquaint you, for the 
information of his excellency the most 
noble the Governor-general m Council, 
of the measures his excellency had felt it 
necessary to pursue in regard to Add- 
kerrin, Zemindar of Catchoura. 

The trenches were commenced upon 
on the night of the 8th instant, but 
owing to the hardness of the soil and 
the distance it was found requisite to carry 
them, it was impossible to commence 
upon the breaching battery until the 
night of the 11th. The battery was, 
however, finished in the course of that 
night, and opened a little after sun-rise 
of the morning of the isth instant. 


Before evening the outer wall Ws 
completely breached, and the rampart c 
the inner fort so much damaged, th« 
two hours more day light would bav 
effected a practicable breach. 

Between seven and eigh*^ o’clock < 
night, the enemy rushed out of the foi 
with the intention to force their wa 
through the chain of post bv which the 
were surrounded. Tht?y were immedia 
tely attacked by the advanced parties, am 
pursued for four miles with great slaugh 
ter Among the killed ate Hunserag 
Sing, second son to Add Kerin, th 
Rajah’s De wan, and four of his principa 
commanders; the number of pnvat 
men who fell is very great. 

It is with extreme concern his excel 
lcncy has to report the ciea'h of that abl 
and gallant officer, Major Nairne, of th 
6th regiment of cavaliy, who was kille 
by a matchlock ball at the head ot hi 
corps, when leading it on to the charge 
This much-lamented officer had, 01 
every occasion, distinguished himself b; 
the greatest bravery, judgment, am 
skill, and his professional merits were si 
eminent, that his excellency cannot bu 
consider his loss as a public misfortune. 

Cornet Pollock, ot the 1st regimen 
of native cavalry, died this morning 0 
the wounds which he received last night. 

Lieutenant Cornish, of the 1st, an< 
Cornet Ralph, of the 6th regiment 0 
cavalry were also wounded, but it t 
hoped not dangerously ; Cornet Dickson 
of the 6th regiment, was wounded 01 
the 8th, but is now doing well. Ou 
loss, otherwise, has not been con 
siderable. 

His excellency feels greatly indebied t< 
the zealous exemons 01 the honourable 
Major-general St. John, Colonels St 
Leger and Macan, of the cavalry j 
Captains Green, of the artillery, ant 
Wood, of the engineers ; and to the com 
manding officers of the different corp 
of cavalry, artillery, and infantry; ant 
to the wnole of the officers and troops.

districts of Etawbh; by the same account 
it appears, that they nave stationed peo- 
ple at the femes of the river Ganges, 
and plundered evejy boat and passenger 
they meet with*

I shall of course, require him and 
Chuiter Sing to attend to answer the 
charge lodged agamst them, which, if 
they refuse to do, their disaffection 
bei ig so very apparent, 1 hope your 
excellency wifi be pleased to o»der their 
fori to be immediately destroyed, or gar- 
risoned by our troops, and the propne- 
lors, if not ipprehended, declared rebels 
against the state ; for but little peace and 
tranquillity can be expected in that part 
of the country while they are permitted, 
in open defiance to all authority, to 
ravage and plunder the country around 
them. 

Respecting the conduct of Oody 
Chund, I haa the honour of addressing 
your excellency before, and 1 have little 
more to add upon the subject, than to 
suggest for your consideration the pro- 
priety of his fort of Birseeah being im* 
mediately destroyed.

Sir, 

I have the honour to acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter of the 17th 
instant, and request you will acquaint 


his excellency the most noble the gf~ 
vernor-general in council that the 
circumstances respecting the attack 
made by lieutenant-colonel Guthtie, om 
the fort of Teteah and which occasi- 
oned the expression contained in the 
third paragraph of my letter of the 5th 
instant are represented as follows : 

Early in the morning of the 30tk 
ultimo, l.etrenant - colonel Guthne 
marche from Makunpore towards 
Teteah, <*b ut three coss d stant, and a 
little before 11 A. M. a trooper arrived 
at Makunpore from lieutenant-colonel 
Gutlirie, with a verbal message ta 
captain Dalston to march to his assist- 
ance with the force under his command, 
which, with the greatest alacrity, was 
complied with. On captain Dalston** 
arrival at Teteah, he found colonel 
Guthrie’s force completely broke, and 
almost the whole of them shelteiing 
themselves in the ditch immediately 
under the walls of the fort, from 
whence those within the fort were 
flinging powder pots upon them, as 
they could not fire at them with their 
matchlocks. The villagers, on the 
outside of the fort, were also assembling 
to aid those within in destroying the 
party, captain Dalston, seeing the 
situation of heutenanr-colonel Guthrie, 
and his party, immediately opened the 
two six-pounders which he brought 
with him on the fort, which so cleared 
the tops of the walls as to enable colonel 
Guthrie and his troops to get out of the 
ditch and retire with the los9 however 
of their gun, which was spiked, their 
tumbril which was blown up, lieu- 
tenant-co onel Guthrie, with a severe 
wound in his shoulder (which has since 
proved mortal,) captains Deiamain and 
Henry, with ensign Craig also wounded, 
and nearly oi e - third of the native 
officers killed or wounded 

The above are the circumstancee 
which occasioned the expression in my 
letter of the 5th instant arid which I 
hope will appear a sufficient explana- 
tion, though the insertion of it, in a 
public address to government, maybe 
considered an inadvertency.

The instances in which the 
public tranquillity was disturbed, 
subsequently to the commencement 
of hostilities with Dowlut Rao bcindia 
and the Rajah of Berar, and the French 
officers of the former, weie noticed to 
your honourable court in the address 
from the governor-general in council, 
in this department, dated the 20th of 
October last. The detai's of those dis- 
turbances (which were ol short duration, 
and limited in their extent) ate recorded 
on' the proceedings notec} in the mar- 
tin- 

6. With a view to the most prompt 
suppression of those disturbances, and 
in order to prevent their extention, hi 3 
excellency in council (as stated in his 
letter to your honourable court, dated 
30th of October last) deemed it expe- 
dient to establish maruaf law in the 
districts of Cawnpore and Etawah, 
where the disturbances chiefly pre- 
vailed. 


7. The*e measures, and the activd 
exertions of the magistrates, were pro* 
ductive of the desired effect. 

8. As early as the 11th of Novem- 
ber last, the magis rate of Cawnpore 
represented that tranquillity and good 
order had been restored in his district. 
The magistrate at the same time offeied 
it A9 his opinion that martial law might 
with safety be discontinued within the 
limits of his juris fiction, Mntial law 
was accordin.' y ordered to cease in the 
Ziilah of Cawnpore, on the 24th No- 
vember. 

9 By a subsequent order of the 
19th of January, maitial law was 
likewise discontinued in the Ziilah of 
Etawah 

10. It is with the greatest satisfaction 
the governor-general in council ac- 
quaints your honourable court, that in 
consequence of the euly suppression of 
the disturbances which occasioned the 
proclamation of martial law in the 
Zillahs of Cawnpore and Etawah, j o 
person suffered punishment under that 
proclamation. 

11. ^Your honourable court w ill have 
observed, from the 12th paragraph of 
the letter from the governor-general in 
council in this department, dated the 
2©th of October, that his excellency in 
council had deemed it expedient, uhder 
the provisions contained in regulation 
XX, 1803, to appoint a special court 
for the trial of persons charged with 
the commission of crimes aga- nst the 
sta e. The second and third Judges of 
the court of cireu t for the division of 
the ceded provinces accordingly as- 
sembled, early in December last, at 
Meenpoory in the Ziilah of Etawah, 
tortlie pui pose ©t forming the special 
court for the ti lal of ttn prisoners who 
had been t ommitted by the magistrate, 
on a charge of having assisted Rajah 
Chuttersal, the Zemindar of Tetteah, 
in his rebellion and opposition to the 
troops of the government 

12 The proceedings held on the 
trial of the prisoners refeired to in the 
foregoing paragraph having been sub- 
mitted to the governor-general in coun- 
cil by the Nizamut Adawlut,it appeared, 
that six of the prisoners were acquitted 
of the charge, and that the evidence 
adduced against three of the prisoner® 
was not sufficient to substantiate the 
charge against them. The I^izamut 
Adawlut was accordingly authorized 
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•0 order the releaw of the nine prison- 
er* above- mentioned. 

IS. The trial of the remaining 
prisoner is not completed; several 
witnesses, whom the prisoner has sum- 
moned to give evidence in his defence 
remaining to be examined.

have had the smallest suspicion of them:

It escaped me 
to notice, in my address to lotd Morning- 
ton of the 25th, that on the 23d I de- 
livered tahu c cellency a Persian paper 
•ontaimug a statement of the addition 


which his lordship had determined im* 
mediately to make to the force already 
stationed wulnn his excellency’s domi- 
nions, ai d ol the proposed future ad- 
ditions. 

It is my intention instantly to concert 
with sir James Craig anarran -mumt for 
the troops at our immediate disposal. 
We have concurred in the measure of 
ordering a detachment into Rolulcund, 
still making the feigned Gobaum Kadcr 
as a pretext for the movement, as on thi* 
ground 1 some time ago obtained hi» 
excellency’s ready acquiescence to the 
measure. 

Limiting* our view to the reform of 
th<* military establishments, and looking 
to Rohdcund as a position for a perma- 
nent detachment, I have suggested to 
sir James Cong’s consideration, whether 
it may not be advisable, at one® 
to constitute that detachment of suefi 
descriptions of troops as shall in hi* 
judgment be best calculated for the pur- 
pose; his idea having been to send a re* 
gimcntfrom Puttah Ghur, and a battalion 
of grenadiers formed from the two re- 
giments. 

He (the Nawaub Vizier) had pro- 
mised to return home with me, but hav- 
ing excused himself, I fixed on to- 
morrow morning tor a visit to him.

of providing for our wants as far as 
possible, in the event of the full accom- 
plishment of his lordship’s views, the 
district of Benares would, were ail the.

single battalion, a state of weakness 
which probably may not be thought 
advisable under a less pressing occasion 
than that which suggested it. 

The regiment of cavalry, and four 
battalions of infantry, are by this time 
on their march into the Vizier’s domi- 
nions; another battalion will be called 
for before the 26th January, and I am 
extremely anxious to be informed 
whether we are for the present to limit 
•ur demands to that number.

I have received your letter of the 
12th instant ; with respect to the man- 
ner of conducting your correspond- 
ence, it is sufficient to say that you 
cannot do better than by adhering to 
the mode which you have hitherto 
pursued. Lord Mornington will in 
due time record such of your letters 
as shall appear to him proper to be re- 
corded. His lordship has not yet done 
more than communicate all your let- 
ters, public and private, to the members 
of council; he will, probably soon 
record the whole of both. 

The statement of corps, enclosed in 
my 1. tter of the 27th December, was 
not prepared, as you imagine, under 
expectations different from those now 
existing, for in that date, lord Morning- 
ton being apprized that the vizier had 
rejected the treaty, looked of course to 
no othei objects than those he had in 
view when he wrote to yourself and 
his excellency on the 6th .November. 
To those objects his lordship had re- 
verted when I wrote to you by his 
direction on the 27th December, and 
for their aco plishment it is as neces- 
sary now, as it was in the beginning, 
•haV the disposition of troops formed in 


November should be carried into effect 
as soon as possible. The necessity, 
however, of pushing forward the second 
division of the additional foice for 
Oude is not at present so pressing hut 
that it may be postponed, ins lordship 
thinks, until the Bengal corps in the 
Carnatic, and at Hvdrabad, have made 
some progress in their return to these 
provinces

the 4th paragraph of your letter, your 
business will be to assemble, as soon as 
possible, a strong force at Lucknow, and 
to keep every thing perfectly open 
until you receive the governor-general's 
orders for the regulation of your con- 
duct.

I have already given vour excellency 
every assurance of my friendship, and my 
regard for the welfare and credit of your 
government, and I trust your excellency 
will at all times hnd ample reason to con- 
fide in their sincenty. 

It has for some time past been my in- 
tention to make an excursion upon the 
river for the benefit of my Jiealth, and I 
shall shortly set out for that purpose; the

Monghir, and after my arrival there, 
should nothing occur to render my im- 
mediate return necessary, I shall be happy 
to indulge my own anxiety to see your 
excellency, by proceeding for that purpose 
to Lucknow. I shall not fail to give 
our excellency the earliest notice of my 
eing able to fulfil my wishes in this 
respect.

The extraordinary procure of public 

IttsincMi in a conjuncture which de- 


manded the most unremitted exertions 
almost from the moment of my arrival 
in Bmgal, must plead my excuse for 
having so long delayed to acknowledge 
your pn are letter. I now request you 
to believe, that I entertain a very high 
sense ot your talents and integrity, as well 
as of your diligence, and that 1 am per- 
ftctly satisfitd wnh your conduct in your 
office as far a> it has come under my 
obsetv^non The necessity of providing 
for the dt fence of the Carnatic, and for 
the early revival of our alliance in the 
peninsula, as well as for the seasonable 
reduction of the growing influence of 
France in India, has not admitted either 
my visiting Oude, or of my turning my 
undivided attention to the reform of the 
Vizier’s affairs There aie, however, 
two or three leading consideiations in the 
state of Oude, ro which I wish to direct 
voui particular nonce, intending, at an 
eariy period, to enter fully into the 
arrangement in which they must ter- 
mitHte 

Whenever the death of Almas shall 
happen, an opportunity will offer of se- 
curing the bent fits of Lord Trignmouth’s 
treaty, by provisions which stem neces- 
sary tor the purpose of realizing the sub- 
sidy under all contingencies. The Com- 
pany ought to succeed to the power of 
Almas; and the management, if not the 
sovi n »gnty, of that part of the Doab, 
which he now rents, ought to be placed 
m our hands, a proportionate reduction 
being made from the subsidy. The effect 
of such an arrangement would not be 
confined to the improvement of our se- 
curity for ths subsidy , the strength of 
our north-western frontier would also be 
greatly increased. On the other hand, in 
the event of Almas’s death, we shall have 
to appr< hend, either the dangerous power 
of a successor, equal to him m talents and 
activity, or the weakness of one inferior 
in both, or the division of the country 
among a variety of renter*; in the first 
case, we should risk internal conunotibn ; 
in the two latter, the frontier of Oude 
would he considerably weakened against 
the attacks, cither of the Abdalli or of 
any other invader. The only remedy for 
these evils, will be the possession of the 
Doab fixed in the hand of our govern- 
ment. The state of the Vizier’s own 
troops is another most pressing evil. To 
you I need not enlarge on their ineffici- 
ency and insubordination. My intention 
is (0 persuade his excellency, at a proper 

ataton, 
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season, . to disband the whole of his 'own 
army! with ihe exception of such part of it 
as may not he necessary for ihe purposes of 
statej or of collection of revenue. Some 
expedient must be devised for a maiftie- 
nance for such leaders and officers, as 
from their birth or habits cannot easily be 
divested of (heir military pr< tensions ; I 
do not say military character for I do not 
believe that any such dtsciiption of men 
exist at Lucknow. In the place of the 
armed rabble, which now alarms the 
Vizier, and invites his enemies, I propose 
to substitute an increased number of the 
Company’s regiments of infantry and 
Cavalry, to be relieved from time to time, 
and to be paid by his excellency. I have 
already increased our establishment to the 
extent of seventeen regiments of infantry^ 
with the view of transferring three regi- 
ments to the service of his excellency. 

I imagine, that under this plan, his force 
might be rendered much more efficient, 
at a reduced expense, object* winch would 
probably meet the two prominent fea- 
tures of his character, — timidity and parsi- 
mony. I have not yet fixed the amount 
of the foice which it might be deemed 
necessary for his excellency to maintain, 
With a view to the two objects of increas- 
ed security and diminished expense; but 
I request you to take these suggestions 
into your consideration, and to state your 
opinion to me in a private letter; you 
will aKo point out the time when you 
think this refoim of the Vizier’s army 
might be attempted with the best prospeqt 
of success; and, m the mean while, you 
will constantly encourage all such partial 
reductions of the present military esta- 
blishment as may fauhtatc the final and 
total reduction or this useless charge. 

With respect to the Vizier’s civil esta- 
blishments, and to his abusive systems tor 
the extortion of revenue, and for the vio- 
lation of every principle of justice, little 
can be done before I can be enabled to 
visit Lucknow. I am now under the ne- 
cessity of proceeding to Fort St. George, 
whence, I trust, I shall be at liberty to 
return to Fort William m the month of 
March ; and I propose to set out for 
Lucknow at the conclusion of the month 
of June. I must call your attention to 
another important subject,—* The number 
of Europeans, particularly of British 
subjects, established m Oudc*, is a mis- 
chief which requires no comment. My 
resolution 18 hxed to dislodge every 
European,* excepting the Company’s ser- 


vants, from Oudc 5 it is my intention to 
allow to those Europeans, now established 
in Oude, a reasonable time for tfie set- 
tlement of their affairs, limiting the 
period to twelve or eighteen months at 
farthest. You will transmit to me, pri- 
vately, a list of all the Europeans now in' 
Oude, a* complete as you can make it, 
with a state of their several occupations, 
and of the period which might reasonably 
be required by each for settling their 
affairs. My wish is to occasion as little 
private distress as possible ; but the public 
service must take its course, and it is rot 
to be expected that some cases of hard- 
ship will not be found in the extent of 
so great a treasure. Jn the mean time, I 
have refused permission to every Euro- 
pean who have applied for leave to visit 
Oude, with the exception of a single 
case now under my consideration , that 
ot Mr. Prendergast, to whom I think it 
is possible, on a reversion of his claims, 
that I may extend the indulgence of 
visiting Oude (but pot Lucknow; for the 
arrangement of his affairs, if I should 
permit this gentleman to return to Oude, 
he must not continue there beyond the 
period assigned for the general recal of 
all Europeans. You will understand it to 
be a fixed determination m my mind 
never to lend the assistance of govern- 
ment to any European, residing in Oude, 
for the recovery of any private claims 
upon the Nabob or any of the natives.

Extract of a private letter from Lord 
Mornmgton, to the Resident at Luck- 
now, dated Fort St. George, June 
18th, 1799. 

You are already apprised that my prin- 
cipal object is to effect a reform of the 
Nabob Vizier’s army, and it would be 
a circumstance if any steps towards 

that most desirable end could be made 
during the present season, before tbe 
alarm of Zemailn Shah’s return to the 
frontier of Hindustan can be renewed. 

I have therefore thought it advisable to 
relax my injunction to y6u, not to take 
any step towards the accomplishment of 
the proposed military arrangements before 
you shall have received further instruc- 
tions from me. I leave it to your dis- 
cretion to act in this matter as you shall 
deem most expedient, 

I entirely approve your suggestion of 
the advantages to be derived from avail- 
ing ourselves of any instances of mutiny, 
treachery, or criminal neglect, m any 
branches of the Vizier’s army, to reduce 
such divisions of the army as shall be 
convicted of these crimes. 

The extreme unpopularity of the 
Nabob Vizier has been an object of 
serious regret to me ; I understand that 
t arises from his cxcesswe parsimony, 
ind his ungracious conduct towards the 
Mfmcipal personage of his court. It will 
>e a matter of considerable delicacy to at- 

Jetnpt to correct these defects; however, 


I request that you will direct your con- 
stant attention to them, and if any fa- 
vourable opportunity should occur, that 
you will apprize the Nabob, in an amica- 
ble manner, of the concern with which 
I have learnt that he does not pursue a 
course likciy to conciliate the affection of 
his subjects ; and you will signify to him, 
that the deep interest which I take in the 
stability, rase, and honour of his go- 
vernment, renders me particularly anx- 
ious to hear that his excellency has found 
means of lemovmg the unfavourable im- 
ressions which have been conceived of 
is disposition. 

At the same time you will express t# 
his_ excellency, in tne strongest terms* 
my cordial approbation of the regularity 
which has marked his payment of the 
military subsidy, since my arrival in Ben- 
gal I have already written a letter to 
the Nabob on this subject, and it is 
scarcely necessary to point out to you 
the importance of taking every step to 
encourage and improve the Nabob'* 
disposition to the punctual dischaigeof 
his pecuniary engagements to the Com- 
pany, forming, as -they now do, the 
source of so considerable a branch of our 
revenue.

Extract of a letter from the Resident at 
Lucknow to the Governor-general, 
dated Calcutta, 7th June, 1799. 

Recent communications from the 
upper provinces, though of a private na- 
ture, represent Almas Alh Khan’s health 
as in so declining a state as to furnish the 
strongest presumption of his approaching 
end. 

Whatever reluctance I feel in obtru- 
ding on vour Lordship’s time, and how- 
ever premature it may seem to solicit in- 
structions on points connected with a si- 
tuation to which your Lordship has been 
pleaded to nominate me, before taking 
charge, yet as the demise of Almas Ali 
Khan, if not provided for by some pre- 
vious arrangement, might be productive 
of the most serious embarassments to the 
government of the NaWaub Vizier, I 
cannot but be uncommonly anxious to be 
honoured with your Lordship’s senti- 
ments and wishes on such an event. 

Amongst the papers from Lucknow, 
which Mr. Barlow nas favoured me with 
the perusal of* i find the following 
passage 
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passae r in * letter from Mr. Lumsden, 
Sated the 23d August last. 

4< Almas Alh Khan has beea severely 
44 indisposed for some time, and although 
44 he is now better^ yet considering his 
44 age, and the effect produced by the 
44 violent medicines which have -been 
44 administered to him, in leducmg his 
44 strength, his life is not yet thought to 
44 he entirely out of danger. Should his 
44 illness prove fatal, tljere is some reason 
<l to apprehend th it the turbulent Ze- 
u mindars on the border-*, who are kept 
44 in awe chiefly by the energy of his 
** charactei, may take that opportunity 
4 * of withholding the dues of govern- 
fc4 ment, and, perhaps, excite com- 
44 motion in the country under his 
44 management. 

“ It appears to me that the means best 
4c calculated to prevent this evil will be 
“ by the continuance of his Nubs in 
41 office, for the present, in the several 
** situations which they hold under him, 
44 making them responsible immediately 
44 to the state for their conduct, and for 
44 the amount of their collections; and 
44 hereafter an arrangement may be made 
44 at leisure for the regulation of the 
44 different Mthals, in such manner as 
44 shall be thought most advisable for en- 
44 couragmg the realization of the reve- 
44 nues, the due subordination of the 
44 Zemindars, and the protection of the 
44 borders, \*>(hout entrusting to any tn- 
44 dividual such an overgrown portion of 
44 authority and influence as has been 
44 acquired by Almas All Khan. This I 
44 have suggested in conversation to the 
44 Nawaub, and it m p t his approval.” 

This passage briefly states the evils 
which would probably ensue upon the 
death of Almas, and proposes a tem- 
porary expedient for preventing them 
until a permanent arrangement could be 
matured by reflection, and at leisure. 
The known turbulent dispositions of the 
Zemindars in the Doab, and the readi- 
ness with which they resort to every 
subterfuge, and even to arms, to avoid 
the payment of their rents, together 
with their means of protracting their 
resistance by the possession of innumera- 
ble forts, suggest to my mind the more 
than probable occurrences of the mischiefs 
predicted by Mr. Lumsden. The tem- 
porary expedient proposed, if at all 
effectual to the object, could be so but 
for a short period, and must be very 
precarious m us operation. 


The control established by Almas Ali 
Khan over those refractory Zemindars 
would be feebly maintained by the Naibs, 
unsupported by the vigour and energy 
of their master; and the spirit of insub- 
ordination which formerly prevailed in 
the Doab, curbed, but not destroyed, 
would, it is much to be apprehended, 
break out in the interval of a pending 
arrangement ; and the British troSps 
might be employed m compelling them to 
return to allegiance, and in the tedious 
operation of reducing mud foTt',, when 
their services might be required in a 
different quarter. 

By another paper I find that the gross 

i umma of the Mehals situated in the 
>oab is estimated at something more 
than 7 lacks of rupees annually ; within 
this division of the Nawaub’s territories 
are several ancient cities going to decays 
the country, however, is populous, fcnd 
in general well cultivated, and the inha- 
bitants are a race of men bold and hardy 
beyond any in that part of Hmoflstan. 
To which I need not ddd, that it is the 
frontier through which the danger of an 
invasion is almost exclusively tone appre- 
hended, and that the protection ot it is 
in fact the protection of the Vizier’s 
dominions against foreign enemies of 
almost every description, and from almost 
every quarter. 

I am too sensible, my lord, of the 
imperfect information 1 at present possess 
to offer for your lordship’s consideration 
any specific proposition on the above 
subject, but it would be a peculiar relief 
to my mind, and materially aid my 
judgment, were I possessed of the know- 
ledge of the principles upon which your 
Lordship would think the Doab might 
be managed to the best advantage, and 
with the fairest prospect of tranquillity.

Written June 21, 1 799. 
I have before had the pleasure of ac 
quainting you, that the right honour- 
able the governor-general had appointed 
colonel Scott to represent him with 
our excellency, and that gentleman will 
ave the honour of delivering this letter 
to you in person. 

The governor - general has already 
expressed to your excellency his sense of 
the cordiality and zeal manifested by you, 
on the late approach of Zemaun Shah, 

in 
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in contributing your aid towards the 
common obieqis of the alliance so hap- 
pily established between you and the com- 
pany* It cannot be doubted, that if the 
Shah had attempted to molest your 
excellency’s dominions, he would nave 
been repulsed in a manner highly honour- 
able to th Biitish arms. 

,His lordship has now requested the 
further to intimate to your excellency, 
h« confident hope, that the alarm which 
was occasioned by the late approach of 
Zemaun Shah, will induce you to lost no 
time m providing such effectual means of 
resistance as may exempt your excellency 
from all further apprehension of the 
$ame danger. 

The nature and causes of that appre- 
hension must be fresh in the memo™ of 
your excellency ; and recollection of the 
past will no doubt incline your excellency 
to the immediate adoption of that sea- 
sonable system of precaution and defence, 
which alone appears to his lordship to be 
calculated to remove the evils of which 
your excellency has so recently and so 
repeatedly had occasion to complain. 

His lordship has observed, that your 
excellency need only be reminded that 
during the late crisis your military es- 
tablishment was represented by yourself 
to be not only inadequate to contribute 
any assistance towards the defence of your 
dominions, but that, at the moment 
when the services of the British army 
were most urgently demanded at your 
frontier, your excellency foiind yourself 
under the necessity of requiring the 
presence of a part of that force in your 
capital, for the express purpose of pro- 
tecting your person and authority against 
the excesses of your own disaffected and 
disorderly troops. 

If any further proofs were wanting of 
the serious dangers to be apprehended to 
your interests from the present constitu- 
tion of your army, the conduct of your 
troops employed to assist in sensing the 
person of ihr rebel and assassin. Vizier 
Ally, must have satisfied you that the 
blackest treachery towards your person 
and government is at all times to be ap- 
prehended from them 

It is by the desire of the governor- 

S eneral I add, that the inference to be 
rawn from these events is obviously 
tha^ the defence of your excellency's 
dominions against foreign attack, as well 
as their internal tranquillity, can only be 
succeeded by an effectual reform of your 
excellency’s military establishments. 


There can be no doubt that this meastlre 
might be effected with a degree of ad- 
vantage to your excellency’s fin^nces ! 
little inferior to that which it promises to 
your military establishments. 

For the particulars of the plan, which 
appears to the governor-general and 
myself calculated to produce those bene- 
ficial effects, I must refer your excel- 
lency to colonel Scott, to whose repre- 
sentations I am persuaded your excellency 
Will give all the attention which the 
importance of the subject demands.

I have been honoured with your lord- 
ship’s letter of the 171b June, and am 
extremely flattered by the condescending 
reception of my address of the 13th of 
May. 

Whatever may be my present ideas on 
some of the points to which your lord- 
ship has commanded my attention, I will 
not presume to intrude upon your 
lordship speculative opinions, which 
more minute observations and better in- 
formation on the spot may correct or 
prove to be erroneous, and shall content 
myself with assuring youf lordship, that 
those points shall be the early objects of 
consideration, and of execution to the 
utmost degree practicable. 

The review which your lordship has 
taken of the general state of Oude, in a 
private letter to Mr. Lumsden, to which 
your lordship has had the goodness to 
refer me, will be of the most beneficial 
u^e towards enlightening and aiding my 
judgment in cases which may eventually 
occur j and it shall be my peculiar study 
to draw every possible advantage from the 
sentiments therein delivered. 

From the Vizier.— Received July 9,

Sdme time ago, when a variety of em- 
barrassments occasioned a delay in the 
payment of the subsidy, your lordship, 
in reply to a letter of mine, desired that, 
without depending wholly upon the 
receipts from the country, I would employ 
every resource which I possessed to 'pay 
up the arrears, then amounting to near 

fifteen lacks and a half of rupees j as I am 

desirous 
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desirous of cultivating your lordship’s 
satisfaction by every means conformable 
to my engagements, agreeably to your 
lord>hipN desire, 1 took such measures as 
were possible , and occurred to me, for the 
liquidation of those arrears* Of late 
wnat exertions have I not made, which 
haveenaoled me to pay the subsidy the 
very day it became due, nay, even a day 
beloie; and what Mr, Luimden has 
applied to me for, exclusive of the 
subsidy, has been provided without any 
hesitation on my part. By the favour of 
God I am able, in my own person, to ar- 
range, conduct* and settle tne concerns of 
my country in all respects i but owing to 
those embarassmems, and that want of 
activity in the people of this place, arising 
from ignorance, about remedying which 
1 addressed a letter 10 ybur lordship under 
date 55th SaHVr, 1213 (answering to 
Augu>i 1798)1, I have endured a variety 
of vexations} and nothing has been 
done for my son and rav particular ad- 
herents, suitable to their condition. It is 
obvious, that to bear with temporary 
vexation^ where it is a matter of neces- 
sitv, is of no consequence, and may be 
done* but for ever it is impossible — 
Please God, your lordship is fully acquain- 
ted with what belong> to a government, 
namely, that the settlement and conduct 
of the affairs of government absolutely 
dtqierrd upon the issuing of ordeis, and 
the obedience of the people. No par- 
ticular answer, however, was given to that 
lettei ; and as your lordship was then 
engaged in concerns of great importance 
I did n t think it proper to trouble your 
lord-hip again upon the subject. — Now, 
however, th.ityour lonlsbip has conclu- 
ded the affairs of that quarter in rh. most 
satisfactory manner, and your mind is at 
east; on that score* 1 again intrude it 
upon Vou, and beg to observe, that until 
I shall have earned into ifLct the re- 
trenchment of superfluous expenses here, 
»nd shall have tstiblished such a systema- 
tic ettlenientol the count »y* and military, 
[which is indispensable) in a manner to 
promote the security and ease of the Ryot, 
the prosperity of the country, and the 
tranquillity of the pcop’e, it is impos- 
sible to remove my embatrassments. 
Although I was informed by Mr Lums- 
ien* that yourlordship bad written to him 
upon this subject, yet nothing tegarding 
it was written by your 'lordship to me; 
ind therefore I now hope, from your 
lordship’s kindness, that you will reptat 
pour orders to the resident to be aiding and 


assisting to me in all matters ; and that 
you will be pleased to favour me with an 
answer to this letter expltcmy in those 
terms, so that I mav concert with the 
resident the means of removing those 
embarrassments, and with his assistance 
carry on the affairs of this place 111 a 
manner to produce eise and '.atisfacnonto 
my mind ; and grateful for your lordship’s 
kindness, may punctually, and Without 
trouble, fulfil ail -my obligations m a 
manner conformable to your lordship’s 
wishes, and agreeab*y to my engage- 
ments.

The persons mentioned in that letter 
as the coitti lemial advisers of his 
excellency, re p ohibtted trom mak ng 
any communications tome, and as they 
hold noostensib'e public situation, I do 
not fee* myself at liberty o require 
their attendance; the information which 
I receive from the Nawaub is purpo ely 
imper eu, or detec ive tor want of -his 
own be ter knowledge, and what I 
obtain through other channels must be 
received un er the doub 9 attendant 
upon prejudice and discontent 

The functions ot Hussein Re*a 
Khan, as Minister, have been so ong 
suspended, either by his sr>lun ary 
secession, as the Nawaub asserts, or by 
a ontemptuoiis disregard ot his opini- 
ons, as Hussein Rm affirms, that I 
cannot attempt to focce a resumption 
of them without an open breach with 
the Nawaub;; added to which, the inca- 
pacity of H ssem Reza ts too obvious, 
and too well a* knowledged to allow of 
any strong argument being built on tht 
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advantage which would result to hit 
excellency’s affairs, by the superinten- 
dence of Hussein Reza Khan, excepting 
what would arise out of the respec- 
bih>y of his cfiaracteh 

In addition to the causes of the pre- 
sent want of concord between the Na- 
waub and Hussein Reza Khan, which I 
have enumerated in my officia, letter, I 
discover that his excellency having in a 
great degree divested himself of the ap- 
prehensions which oppressed his mind 
on his accession, has taken a retrospective 
view of the transactions which occurred 
upon the demise ot Nawaub Asoph ul 
Dowlah, and with a want of candour 
and liberality regards evei y person about 
the court as his personal enemy, who 
could be supposed to have concurred in 
the elevation of Vizier Ally; nor does 
he appear ignorant that a preference 
would, on his deposition, have been 
given to some of h.s brothers, could 
the late govecnor-general have been 
prevailed on to supersede his excellency’s 
pretensions. 

The conduct of Hussem Reza Khan 
is not calculated to remove these im- 
pressions ; every act of his has a direct 
tendency to acquire popularity among 
the English gentlemen, and every pro- 
gress which he makes in that object, is 
an increase of suspicion and jealousy to 
the Nawaub ; nor does Hussein Reza 
conceal his confidence of support from 
the English government, though he has 
had no encouragement from me to 
expect it beyond the usual marks of 
attention ana respect due to his charac- 
ter and situation. 

The information which your lordship 
has received of the unpopularity ot his 
excellency is probably far short of the 
real state, as confined to the court, the 
only persons who attend the Durbar, 
excepting the Nawaub* 1 ' own sons, and 
occasionally Almas Ally Khan, are a 
few pensioners of whom his excellency, 
from their known character, entertains 
no4u:>picionof engagingm polit cs ; and 
it ha? not been without 9ome difficulty 
that Ihave prevailed on native gentlemen 
of respectable connections to shew 
themselves at the Durbar. 

The present state of things, so de- 
grading to the character of the Nawaub, 
so prejudicial to his own real interests, 
and to the welfare of his country, and, 
1 may add, so discreditable to the 
Sn£ ifh name, obviously calls for a 
radical reform, which, according to my 


judgment, can only be introduced by the 
establishment of an open, efficient, and 
respectable administration I must at 
the same time confess myself incapable 
of effecting ihis without the personal 
interference of your lordship or posi- 
tive ins, ructions in regard to the minis- 
ter, and l feel it my duty to add, that 
whilst the Nawaub has an expectation 
of your lords* ip s presence at Lucknow, 

I cannot hope tor much useful progress 
by remonstrance, proceeding immedi- 
ately from myself His evident design 
is to tempo lze-and delay, that he may 
enjoy, as lone as possible, tne fruits of the 
present system of secret agency and 
intrigue. Neither difficulties, however, 
want of sue ess nor disregard of my 
opinions, sha l discourage me from de- 
livering my sentiments to his excellency 
with freedom an^i firmness, though with 
a respect due to his situation 

Your lordship having done me ihe 
honour to call for my unreserved opi- 
nion respecting the desire which your 
lordship entertains of visiting Lucknow, 
in addition ro what I have presumed to 
say on that subject, I must express my 
confidence, that the present state of this 
government is worthy of your lordship’s 
personal interference, and that the exer- 
tion of your lordship’s wisdom and energy 
on the spot, for a few weeks, would 
produce the most substantial benefits, by 
placing before the Nawaub his true in- 
terests, and by shewing to him the 
genuine nature of bis connection with 
the British government j but should cir- 
cumstances render it inconvenient for 
your lordship to leave Calcutta, the com- 
munication of your lordship’s sentiments 
and instructions on the case of the 
minister will enable me to act with more 
efficacy, and to stand forward with a con- 
sequence more suited to the character of 
your representative at this court, than I 
am at present able »odo.

My Lord,— Since taking charge of 

the 
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the residency at Lucknow on the 5th of 
August, it has been the object of my 
assiduous endeavours to acquire, by ob- 
servation and information, such a know- 
ledge of the state of this Duibar, and 
the general affaits of government, as 
should enable me to exhibit to your 
lordship a comprehensive view of the 
administration of his excellency the 
Nawaub Vizier, 

Several obstacles have opposed this 
design, and continue to obstruct thecorn- 
plenon of it, the chief of which are the 
want of any acting or responsible mi- 
mstervand tne extreme reserve wifleh his 
excellency discovers in convocation 
upon matters connected with his govern- 
ment. 

On this occasion of his excellency, 
Hussein Reza Khan and Rg.di 1 ickait 
Roy, were invested in the presence ot the 
fate governor-general with kholats of 
office, the former as minister, and the 
latter as dewan. The administration of 
affairs was for some time conducted under 
this guidance and advice, but, unfortu- 
nately not possessing, or not practising, 
the art of gaining the confidence of their 
master, their influence and interference 
gradually diminished until at length their 
functions Tire totally suspended. The 
impaired state of health, and, seemingly, 
of intellectual capacity, under which rajah 
TickaitRoy has for some time laboured, 
totally disqualifies him at present lor the 
transaction of public business. 

The Nawaub has now taken the whole 
management of affairs into his own hands, 
and is aided in this laborious employment 
by Byenaut Dmaput AHy Roy, Mehud- 
tlee Khan, Molavi Sudden, and Ruiten 
Chund. 

The two former were confidential 
assistants under Rajah Tickait Roy, and 
Bijenaur is esteemed a man ot business 
and talents; Mchuddee Ally Khan is 
theaumilof Bareilly, and of some other 
extensive districts, and is supposed to be 
conversant in the system of collections; 
Molavee Sudden was the preceptor of 
His excellency ; and Rutten Chund is a 
man who held some mconsidetable em- 
ployment about the Nawaub when resi- 
ding at Benares. 

These joen, bearing no public cha- 
racters, nor charged with -any respon- 
sibility of situation, can only be regarded 
as the private agents and confidential ad- 
visers of his excellency ; and as the 
Nawadb is not all tunes accessible to 
his subjects, nor can.he be supposed com- 


petent, from experience or application, to 
conduct the various and complicated 
details of an extensive government, it 
follows that thtre is nether energy of 
administration, nor order and arrange* 
merit tn the different parts of it. 

Although his excellency complains of 
the labour which is imposed upon him 
from the want of able and zealous assist- 
ance m the administration of the affairs of 
his government, I am afraid that the 
seclpckd sv'tem now practised is con- 
genial to his temper, by gratifying two 
of his strongest propensities, — avarice and 
jealousy. 

I Iowever obvious it was to me, that in 
such a state of things the dignity of his 
excellency’s government must decline, 
and the Wilfaie of' his subjects be neg- 
lected, it was mv wish to have deferred 
entt ung with the Nawaub into a dis- 
cussion of the present situttion of his 
ministers, lest by agitating a point where- 
in his passions are interested, I might 
throw embarrassments tn the way of 
the primary objects enjoined by your 
lordsn p the reform of his military 
establishment ; the natural jealousy of 
his disposition, however, aided by reports 
to which he had too readily listened, 
would not admit of delay. 

At an early visit after my arrival, in 
company wnh Mr Lumsdrn, the Na- 
waub recited reports which had been 
earned to him of certain measures being 
in contemplation, and in which principal 
pt r^oriages about his court had concurred, 
the giand'objecr of which was, to place 
Hussein Rcza Khan m the uncontrolled 
administration of affairs, n dependent of 
hi> excellf nev’s authority or superinten- 
dence , I expressed to the Nawaub my 
concern i hat be should give ear to such 
fabrications, and suffer them to make an 
impression on his mind; I assured him 
th it it would be equally incompatible 
with your lordship’s orders as with my 
own disposition to create parties, or 
foment dissensions at his court; and that 
he mi^h' rest fully satisfied that what- 
ever points of arrangements were re- 
commended by your lordship would be 
communicated dioct, and in the first in- 
stancy to his excellency. 

Notwithstanding these explicit assuran- 
ces, his excellency renewed the subject, 
at another conference, and m so pressing 
a manner, that 1 found myself unable to 
evade a discussion. 

The displeasure huo which the mi- 
nister had fallen, and the suspension of 
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hu functions, were, I observed, a source 
oi extreme concern and perplexity to me, 
at in that situation he would afford me 
no information on the affairs of his ex- 
cellency's government, whilst 1 was 
bound to Tegard him as the person who 
bad, with his excellency’s own concur- 
rence, and even by his choice, been in- 
vested with the powers of minister, in 
the presence of, and by the advice of, the 
latrgov' rnor-general, nor could 1 with- 
hold from him those marks of respect 
and attention which are due to his situa- 
tion and channel ; I expatiated on the 
impossibility of an efficient or creditable 
administration without the intervention 
of some respectable and responstbic 
minister ; and offered my assistance and 
mediation to adjust any differences which 
exist'd between his excellency and Hus- 
sem R'za Khan 

The Nswaub, in reply, declared, that 
though Hussein Reza Khan had dis- 
covered nenher abilities nor zeal in his 
tervice, it did not arise from any fault of 
his that the arrangement of affairs was 
not continued m his hands, subject to 
his excellency’s own superintendence, 
and that the secession was voluntary on 
the parr of Hussein Reza Khan. 

I then took occasion to state, that I 
did not perceive in his excellency’s go- 
vernment any constituted office tor the 
administration of affairs, or to give 
currency to public business ; and 
that although Hussein Reza Khan might 
not, from habits or quahficauons, be equal 
to »he execution of the various details of 

f overnment, yet, if his excellency would 
e pleased io appoint distinct officers for 
the dispatch of business in the different 
departments, the character of Hussein 
RtZa Khan, and the estimation m which 
be is held, would, in the capacity of 
general superintendence and control, 
give rcspectabihiy tosuch an arrangement. 

To an observation made hy his ex- 
cellency that there were no persons 
about his court equal to such offices as 
I alluded to, I could not avoid expressing 
my belie , that, by an encouraging and 
conci iatory conduct on his own part, 
persons, respectable from family and 
chara ter, might be found, who would 
readily engage in his service, and bring 
with them zeal and abilities for the 
support of his excellency's dignity, and 
the prosperity of his government. 

The Nawautf then declared himself 
at all times desirous of attending to the 
advice of your lordship; and added, 
that he had, with the strictest fidelity, 


adhered to every part of his engage- 
ment with the compauy. After ad- 
verting to the cordial satisfaction which 
your lordship had expressed to his 
excellency, by letter, and to Ihe 
repetition of that satisfaction which 
1 was strictly enjoined by your lordship 
to make at the regularity which has 
marked his payments of the military 
subsidy ever since your lordship’s ar- 
rival in Bengal, I took the liberty of 
observing, that the English government, 
through whose justice and power his 
excellency was placed and supported id 
the sovereignty of these dominions, as 
he himself had candidly acknowledged, 
must naturally look with peculiar solici- 
tude for such an administration, founded 
on wisjom and equity, and conducted 
with energy, as wou'd secure the ability 
and prosperity of his excellency’s go- 
vernment, and p omote the general 
welfare and happiness of his subjects, 
and that it appeared to my judgment 
that the attainment of these desirable 
objects must depend upon the characters 
and abilities of his ministers and 
confidential counsellors. 

In conclusion, I intrea*ed that his 
excellency would prepare such a plan of 
government as might embiace ihese im- 
portant points ; and offered every assist- 
ance th n my abilities and earnest desiro 
to promo.? his ease, and the credit of his 
government, could afford for perfecting 
the arrangement. 

I cannot, however, entertain eriy san- 
guine hopes, that his excellency will 
seriously and voluntarily engage in such 
an undertaking ; and I am extremely 
apprehensive, that no considerations, un- 
less it be the positive desire of your lord- 
ship, will ever prevail on his excellency 
to re-admit Hussein Reza Khan to a par- 
ticipation of 'the affaiysof government — 
The origin of the present want of con- 
cord is distrust and jealousy on the part of 
the Nabob, and pride and petulance on 
the part of the minister, that will not 
submit to the subordinate control which 
bis sovereign has a right to claim from 
him ; nor can he, I am afraid, be vindi- 
cated, from the charges of want of 
capacity and , of zeal, though possibly the 
latter might have been animated to greater 
exertions, by greater marks of confidence 
and attachment on the part of his master. 

His excellency has withheld from Hus- 
aein Reza Khan, for several months, the 
allowances which, by the advice of the 
late Governor-general, were fixed for his 
support; 
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i'upport; and as the character of Hussein 
ReXa Khan ha* ever been marked for 
rofu&ion and imprudence, he would 
ave beeo under the greatest pecuniary 
embarrassments, had he not been aided by 
Almas with the loan of a considerable 
sum of tnonev. 

The state of parties at this eburt hav- 
ing so manifest, so strong, and so prejudi- 
cial an influence in the administration, I 
have thought it my duty to be explicit 
on the subject ; and I should regard it 
equally my duty to iuggesrv with defer- 
ence For your lordship*s consideration, 
measures for correcting the evils, did, 
after much reflection, and duly studying 
the disposition of the Nawaub, any occur 
to me of practicable execution under the 
present circumstances of the minister.

Extract Bengal Secret Consultations, 
1st October, 1799. 

The Right Honourable Richard, Earl 
of Mormngton, K. P. Governor-ge- 
neral, &c. 

My Lord, 

1. As soon as practicable, after my 
arrival at Lucknow, I presented to the 
Nawaub Vizier the letter with which I 
had been intrusted by the honourable ihe 
Vice-President, on the subject of the re- 
form of the military establishment in 
Oude. 

fc. The repiesen'tations which his ex- 
cellency the Nawaub Vizier had more 
than once made, m the short space of 
five diys, of the turbulent and disordered 
state or some of its battalions, furnished 
me not only with fresh arguments on 
which to ground the expediency of a 
reform, but with the opportunity of ex- 
pressing the satisfaction I felt at having 
the honour to present a letter to his ex- 
cellency, which would relieve his mind 
from considerable anxiety, as it proposed 
a remedy for a very serious evil, of which 
he had frequently complained m terms 

that fully manifested a just sense of its 
magnitude. 

3. His excellency perused the letter 
with apparent satisfaction, and declared 
bis thorough concurrence On the senti- 
ments therein delivered. 

4. Having m a brief manner given the 


outline of a plan on which your lordship 
proposed tcreffect the reform, I adverted 
to the favourable opportunity which now 
presented itself in this season of quiet, 
and mtreaied, that his excellency would 
give an early consideration to the subject, 
and favour me with his answer as soon as 
he had deliberated upon the proposition, 
and that, in the mean time, he would 
order an exact statement of the number 
of troops of every description to be pre- 
pared, together with their monthly and 
annual expense. 

5. Upwards of twenty days having, 
elapsed without obtaining from his ex- 
cellency any satisfactory answer, or even 
engaging him in a discussion of the sub- 
ject, I addressed a letter to him, stating 
that, aware of the proposition requiring 
mature deliberation, I had refrained from 
discovering any impatience in pressing 
for an answer; but as your lordship 
would be anxiously expecting his excel- 
lency’s sentiments, I mtreated that he 
would fix a day for delivering them, and 
promised, that I wodld attentively listen 
to, and cordially discuss, the objections 
and obstacles which had occurred to his 
mind, and that I entertained a confident 
hope of being able to remove them. 

6. His excellency fixed on the $rh in- 
stant for the discussion. He opened the 
conversation by saying, that the measure 
proposed was not impracticable, but such 
as he hoped might be accomplished ; he 
had, however, a proposition to offer to 
your lordship which concerned himself 
personally, and which connected with 
his own case the prosperity of his go- 
vernment, and the happiness of his sub" 
iects, and which, in its operation, could 
be prejudicial to no person; that he 
would submit the proposition to your 
lordship when you should honour Luck- 
now with your presence; or, if your lord- 
ship should be pleased to commit to me 
the execution of the measure, he would 
explain himself fully. 

7. I observed, that a proposition 
fraught with such comprehensive advaiv 
tages, would be sure of meeting the mosi 
favourable consideration of your lord 
ship ; that if, however, it had no connec 
tion with, or dependence upon the arrange 
ment of the army, it was advisable, 11 
my opinion) which I delivered to him a 
a friend, to keep the propositions distinct 
and let them stand upon their respectivi 
merits. That your lordshipH recom 
mendation for the reform of nis mill tar 
establishment, was with the sole viev 
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oF defending his excellency’s dominions 
against foreign attacks, and securing their 
internal tranquillity , and that, in ticating 
the proposition a* a poini of concession, 
upon terms wholly unconnected with it 
in nature or execution, his excellency did 
not appear to have deliberately weighed 
the importance of the object, or the prin- 
ciples upon which vour lordship had 
recommended it to his consideration; I 
added that, exclusive of this view of the 
subject, much valuable time would be 
lost, and occurrences, similar to those 
which had parsed, might return, in the 
course of which it was impossible to 
foresee the dangerous consequences that 
might arise out of delay. 

8. These arguments miking no im- 
pression on Ins excellency, I pressed him 
to explain the nature or the proposition 
which he had in contemplation, that I 
might submit it to ysur lordship; even 
this he declined, and promised to call 
upon me on the 7th to dictate a memo- 
randum. 

9 His excellency came accoiding to 
appointment, and dictated the substance 
of the 6th paragraph After gomg over 
the same grounds nf argument which I 
had taken up the first day, and enforcing 
them as strongly as I could, without any 
avail, I observed, that though I placed a 
firm reliance in his declaration, that the 
proposition was not impracticable of ex- 
ecution, yet, that if he persisted in de- 
clining to reveal to me his request, the 
commencement of the great and indis- 
pensable arrangement must be consi- 
derably protracted, since your lordship’s 
presence at Lucknow could not be im- 
mediate; and it could not possibly be 
expected that your lordship would dele- 
gate powers for the conclusion of a pro^ 
ject with the nature and object of which 
you were totally unapprized. 

lo. As no arguments could prevail 
upon his excellency either to keep the 
propositions distinct, or to disclose his 
own, I am compelled to the mortifying 
necessity of submitting to your lordship, 
a recital of these very unsatisfactory con- 
versations. 

n 1 Notwithstanding the reserve of his 
excellency, and the guarded terms in 
which he delivered himself, the single 
expression which dropt from him, that it 
was not his wish to expel any person 
from his dominions, leads me to suspect, 
that the drift of his proposition is to the 
removal of Hussein Read Khan from the 
office of minister. 


19 Should such be his aim, what ar- 
rangements he would suggest in conse- 
quence, or whom he would wish to sub- 
stitute in his place, it is not possible To 
conceive. His confidential adviseis are 
too obscure to admit of hts selecting 
either of them for the situation of minis- 
ter, and there is no person about his 
court for whom he has any attachment, 
or in whom he places any confidence, 
unless it may be his own sons, of whom 
the second *is in the greatest favours. 
The eldest son was recently m disgrace, 
and though now admitted to his father’s 
presence, is not treated by him with 
cither affection or attention, they are 
both of the age of manhood, but their 
chaiacieis, talents, and tempers, little 
known , the eldest appears of a mild, 
and really heavy disposition; the second 
more forwaid in his manner, and more 
intelligent and acute.

My Lord, 

Fully sensible that the information 
which I have been able to convey to ) our 
lordship respecting the disposition, the 
views, and the administration, of the 
Nawaub Vizier has been very circum- 
scubed and imperfect, I feel an earnest 
desire to supply the defects by such occa- 
sional communications as arise from 
observation and reflection 

After attentively studying the character 
of his excellency, and acquainting myself, 
as far as circumstances will allow, with 
the general tenor of his proceedings, I 
am led to conclude, that whilst he is 
determined to fulfil, with minute regula- 
rity, the peculiar engagements with the 
company, his views are directed to the 
enjoyment of a full authority over his 
household affairs, hereditary dominions, 
and subjects, according to the most strict 
interpretation of the clause of the 17th 
article of the -treaty executed at Luck- 
now. 

I have no conception that he aspics 
either now or in prospect to political in- 
dependence; what be aims at is the in- 
dependent management of the interior 
concerns of his dominions, to the •*- 
clusion of all interference and inspection 
on the partfof the English government, 
and to the gradual diminution of ity in- 
fluence 
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tluence over the internal administration 
of his country. 

In furtherance of this design, accord- 
ing to my judgment, is the suppression 
of the functions of the ministers, who 
were the channels' of communications to 
the Resident, and through whom he 
maintained, if not an efficient control, at 
least an useful interposition in the details 
of Government, which it is not very 
easy, if possible, to exercise, when 
every arrangement is concluded under 
the eye of the Vizier, and discussed only 
amongst his private agents, and conn* 
dential advisers. 

If I discovered any attempts or dis- 
position to introduce a system of order, 
justice, and energy, in the state , if I 
saw the Nabob Vizier’s exertions directed 
to the prosperity of his Dominions, <ind 
to the happiness of his subjects, I should 
feci no uneasiness at the decline of the 
Resident’s intei ference in the ordinary 
internal transactions of government, 
since the exercise of it does not seem to 
have been intended by the late treaty, 
and is unequivocally disavowed by seve- 
ral declarations to his predecessor, and 
since an effectual control over the domi- 
nions and the political concerns of the 
Sovereign is formally established by our 
military force, a. id will become more 
vigilant and extensive in proportion as 
that force shall be augmented and dif- 
fused. 

But when I see a perseverance in the 
same abuse and mismanagement in the 
Revenue Collections, which prevailed 
under the former Government, with the 
only difference, that the fruits of them 
go into the private treasuiy of the Sove- 
reign, and are carefully hoarded by him; 
when I hear of the same oppressions and 
extortions, and observe the same imbe- 
cility in lespecc to impunity at crimes, 

3 cannot but feel that the uncontrolled 
authority is not exercised to the purposes 
expected ; and that the ruin of the 
country, commenced in a teign of profu- 
sion and indolence, will progressively 
proceed in a reign of parsimony and 
diligence. 

Although I beg leave to assure your 
Lordship that the grand object of the 
Reform of the Military Establishment 
constantly occupies my thoughts, yet 
it has not occurred to me, since the last 
conversation I bad with tjie Vizier on 
the subject, that there would be any use 
in. reviving if, excepting casually in the, 
instances of some irregularities in his 


observe, that these evil? would cease 
with the adoption of your Loidship’s 
plan , and in cases of intended changes 
and promotions of native officers, from 
which I have endeavoured, and gene- 
rally wuh success, to dissuade his Ex- 
cellency, on the grounds of their having 
a tendency to increase the difficulties 
regarding any provision which he may 
be pleased to make for persons of that 
description, who, from .good conduct 
and fidelity, have a claim to his bounty. 

Trusting that your Lordship is now in 
Calcutta, I presume to offer n\y most 
cordial and respectful congratulations on 
your Lordship’s return to this Presidency, 
after having accomplished, by wisdom, 
perseverance, and vigour,* the overthrow 
of the most formidable foe to the Bri- 
tish power in India, and erected upon 
her empire, genuine security to ourselves, 
and exhibited to the world a most sur- 
prising example of moderation, libe- 
rality, and justice.

Sir, 

Para. 1. Since my return to thi* 
Presidency, I have received your public 
letters, of the numbers and dates noted 
in the margin, and also your private 
letter dated the 7th instant. 

2. I have read with concern your 
unfavouiable report of the present state 
of the Vizier’s Government, and ob- 
serve with, equal uneasiness your just 
complaints of his Excellency’s jealousy 
and reserve, ou all subjects connected with 
the administration of his government and 
With the conduct of his affairs. 

3. Although it is extremely desirable 
that an ostensible and respectable ministry 
should be formed wuh a view to the des- 
patch andordc^of public business, I appre- 
endedthat in the actual state of his Excel- 
lency’s Court it would be nearly tmpracti* 
cable to find persons qualified to compose 
such an administration, and therefore 
I cannot expect any advantage from the 
immediate agitation of a mea ure' t«. 
which his Excellent y seems so adverse. 

The present condition of this go- 
vernment, however, appear* to p seclude 
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you from the information necessary to 
your first steps in the proposed reforms ; 
I shall hope that my applications to the 
Vizier would remove every difficulty of 
this nature, and establish you in a pro- 
per degree of influence and considera- 
tion; but if I should be disappointed 
in this expectation, it will thep become 
necessary lor you, in my name, to 
insist that the vizier shall place his go- 
vernment in such a state as shall afford 
you the requisite means of 1 nformation , as 
well as of carrying the. intended regu- 
lations into complete and speedy effect. 

5. With respect to Hussein Reza 
Khan, I perceive in the continuance of 
so inefficient a person in the ministry 
po public benefit to compensate for the 
perpetual discontent and discord which 
must be the consequence of our .main- 
taining him in power in opposition to 
the inclination pf the vizier. 

6. If, therefore, the removal of Hus- 
sein Ref a Khan, from the nomiual 
situation of minister should prove to 
have been the secret object of the me- 
morandum dictated to you by the vizier, 
at his conference with you on 7th in- 
stant, I shall not be inclined to resist 
his excellency’s wishes; stipulating only 
that a liberal provision shall be made 
for Hussein Reza Khan ; that his personal 
safety and honour shall be duly secur- 
ed ; and that his successor shall be a 
person unequivocally well disposed 
to cultivate and improve the existing 
connection between his excellency and 
the company. 

7. The great and immediate object of 
my solicitude is to accomplish the 
reform of his excellency’s military p- 
tablishmpnt ; and accordingly this point 
mu$t be pressed upon him with un- 
remitted earnestness; his acquiescence 
in the measures must however be totally 
unqualified by any conditions not 
necessarily connected with it. 

8. You will receive from the Persian 
translator a letter which 1 have thought 
proper to write to the vizier, in con- 
sequence of your late communications; 
the tenor of that letter will, I trust, 
enable you to resume the discussion of 
the important question, to which it 
principally relates, with considerable 
advantage. 

0. You will observe, in my letter to 
the Vizier, a reference to the extra 
ordinary expense incurred in conse- 
quent, e of the augmentation of the 


military force in Oude during the last 
year, and which, agreeably to the treaty, 
is chargeable to his excellency. I 
expect that the arguments deducible 
from this heavy, but just demand, will 
have great weight with his excellency, 
and conduce powerfully to convince 
him of the absolute necessity of an 
early and radical reform of his army.— 
It will be some time before it will be in 
my power to furnish you with $ detailed 
statement of the exact amount of this 
charge, but 1 hope to be soon enabled, 
by the military auditor-general, to trans- 
mit you an abstract of it sufficiently 
accurate for my immediate purpose. 

I shall expect with anxiety your re- 
port oL the effect of my communication 
with his excellency.

Written the 26th September, 1799. 

I was favoured with your excellency’s 
letter at Madras (Vide that received 
9th July, 1799.) The great extent and 
variety of the business in which I was 
engaged, and my great distance, pre- 
vented me from giving to the subject 
of that letter, and to the points con- 
nected with it, that degree of conside- 
ration which they required; I have 
now, however, entered into a particular 
consideration of the situation of affairs at 
Lucknow, and I have communicated to 
lieutenant-colonel Scott my sentiments, 
not only upon the subject of that letter, 
but also upon other points, to which 
I now beg leave to call your excellency’s 
most serious attention. 

Since my return to Calcutta, I have 
learnt from lieutenant-colonel Scott the 
particulars of different conferences 
which he has had with ypur excellency 
on the subject of the letter addressed to 
you, under date the 21st of June last, 
trom the vice president in council, in 
conformity to instructions transmitted 
by me from Fort St. George. 

It affords me the most sincere pleasure 
to know that your excellency received 
that letter with satisfaction, and declared 
your entire concurrence in the senti- 
ments which it contained; your ex- 
cellency’s conduct on this occasion fur- 
nished a proof of your penetration and 
wisdom, 
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wisdom, which promises the happiest 
consequences to the interests of your 
excellency's government. 

The conviction acknowledged by 
your excellency of the eminent ad- 
vantages of the arrangement suggested 
in the letter which »»r Alured Clarke 
wrote to you at my desire, and which 
has been fully explained to you by 
lieutenant-colonel Scott, leaves me no 
room to doubt that your excellency 
feels the same anxiety which I have ex- 
pressed to carry that arrangement into 
full effect with the least possible delay. 

It is among the most fervent wishes 
of my heart to have the pleasure of an 
early personal interview with your ex- 
cellency, but it is also a source of the 
greatest satisfaction to me to reflect that 
the great prudence and discretion of 
your excellency, aided by the extensive 
experience, talents, integrity, and 
knowledge of lieutenant-colonel Scott, 
and by his zeal for the mutual pros- 
perity of your excellency’s and the 
company's affairs, entirely preclude tjic 
necessity Qf my immediate presence, 
either for the purpose of accomplishing 
the proposed reform in the military es- 
tablishments of your excellency, or of 
any other objects essential to the in- 
terests of your excellency's govern- 
ment, or to the happiness of your 
people; under these circumstances, it is 
not my present intention to leave the 
principal seat of my government, 
although I still retain the hope of being 
able, at no remote period of time, to 
gratify my earnest wish of paying my 
personal respects to your excellency. — 
In the mean while I must intreat your 
excellency to consider lieutenant-colo- 
nfil Scott m the same light as myself, 
tp regard all his representations as pro- 
ceeding immediately from me, and to 
communicate to him all your wishes and 
sentiments, in the fullest confidence, 
and without reserve. ^ Lieutenant- co- 
lonel Scott is a person in whose honour 
and prudence I repose implicit reliance, 
and any reserve towards him on the 
part of your excellency will prove a 
serious embarrassment to the course of 
public affairs, and a great obstacle to 
the freedom of intercourse which I 
trust will always Subsist between your 
excellency and me. Your excellency 
may rely on my uniform disposition to 
meet, with cordiality and friendship, 
every wish which you may signify to 
lieutenant-colonel Scott; his powers 


from me are of the most ample extent ; 
and he will act on every occasion in 
exact conformity to my sent-ments, 
with which he is intimately Acquainted* 

1 cannot conclude without expressing 
my anxious hope that your excellency 
will not suffer any consideration to 
delay, for a moment, the necessary al- 
terations in your military establishment; 
on the early completion of the im- 
provement of your army the safety and 
prosperity of your dominions essen- 
tially depend and dhe present is the 
most favourable season for the accom- 
plishment of this great and sa utary 
work. Past dangers may return in a 
more foirmdable shape, if the present 
opportunity be neglected, and your 
excellency be exposed to a renewal of 
the former alarm, with the aggravated 
misfortunes of an increase of your ex- 
penses, a fai ure of your revenue, and 
a diminution of your financial re- 
sources ; lieutenant colonel bcott will 
have the honour to submit to your 
excellency a statement of your stipula- 
ted share of the expense of protecting 
your dominions during the late arduous 
crisis of affa rs, when the menaced in- 
vasion of Zemaun Shah, and the revolt 
of the assassin, Vizier Alh, rendered it 
necessary to augment the British force 
in Oude. 

It lyill not escape your excellency • 
wisdom to reflect, that as long as your 
military establishments shall remain in 
their present inefficient state, you must 
perpetually be subject to the double 
charge of an useless army, and of the 
occasional additions which the safety of 
your dominions may require to be made 
to the British troops.

My lord,— One of the Nawaub Vi- 
zier’s battalions, stationed at Lucknow, 
having refused to march into a part of 
the country where its services were re- 
quired, until a portion of the arrears 
of pay due to it should be disbursed, 

his excellency declared his intention of 
clearing off its arrears, and disbanding it. 

The following considerations readily 
prevailed with me to confirm the Na- 
waub m this determination, 

It is one of the Huzzoorer, or house* 
hold battalions, formerly updef the 
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command of Beriar Sing, and though 
absent at the same time, the other hat> 
talions, under the same commander, en. 
gaged tn the wild schemes of resistance 
meditated by Vuner Ally, when on the 
rausnud, had, since his Excellency’s 
accessfbn, shown symptoms o f disaffection. 

The gradual dismission of the Na- 
waub’s battalions, whenever suitable occa- 
sions presented themselv s, apjJeared a 
most desirable mode of preparing for the 
introduction of a general reform of the 
mihrary establishments under yoUr lord- 
ship’s propositions and instructions. 

The disobedience of orders in this 
instance, notwithstanding the pita of 
arrears was not unfounded, furnished a 
fair opportunity for discharging the bat- 
talion from the service, although the 
distress to which the men would have 
been exposed for subsistence, on quilting 
Lucknow, extenuated the criminality of 
a demand, unaccompanied by other acts 
of irregularity and violence, and, toge- 
ther with the circumstance of the fre- 
quency of these disputes, and the little 
guilt attached to them, allowed of a for- 
bearance from more exemplary punish- 
ment, that would not have been admissi- 
ble under a better regulated system of 
military discipline, which, while it exacts 
obedience from the soldier, implies justice 
on the part of the government. 

The settlement of the account of 
arrears was of some difficulty ; the 
Nawaub Vizter admitted only three 
months, whilst the battalion claimed five ; 
this point being, as the Vizier informed 
me, adjusted to the satisfaction of the 
battalion, another difficulty arose, re- 
specting the place of payment, his Excel- 
lency insisting on each Company pro- 
ceeding for that purpose to the Treasury 
at the Palace, and there delivering up 
their arms and accoutrements, whilst the 
Sepoys, under the apprehension of decep- 
tion, or at least of insult, required that 
the money should be sent to theirencamp- 
menr,or that Abdul Rhemaun Khan, tne 
Commandant of the Khundafiareycavalry, 
should remain with the battalion as an 
hostage. 

In this dilemna, his Excellency having 
applied for my advice, I recommended 
to him to resist the insolent demand of 
security, and to persevere in the place he 
had fixed upon for the payment of their 
arrears, and, in the event of an ultimate 
refusal to these terms, I offered the ser- 
vices of the reerment on duty at Luck- 
now, to compel them to deliver up their 
arms and disperse. 


Having prcvious’y satisfied myself by 
an inspection of the accounts of an in- 
tended equitable adjustment of arrears, as* 
also of the iefu$al of the men* to comply 
with the conditions proposed, which I 
consickicd indispensable to justify the use 
of one of the Company’s regiments on 
such an occasion of extremity, l apprized 
Colom l Clerk of the probability of the 
detachment under his command being 
required to coerce the mutinous bat- 
talion. 

On my return from the Palace the day 
before yesterday moriqng, a deputation 
from the inalecontent battalion, waited 
upon me. 'They stated that the repre- 
sentations of the distresses of the battalion 
for want of pay, was not fictitious ; that 
there was no Commandant, or head of the 
battalion, through whom they could apply 
to the Nawaub, and that distiust alone 
of the smeemv of his Excellency’s ser- 
vants, oiigmating in a departure from 
promises on a former occasion, deterred 
them fiom going to the palace in confor- 
mity to the orders of the ir iVince. 

Upon explaining to their conviction, 
that in the mode proposed by the NaWaub, 
of going in companies, or even smaller 
bodies, no possible deception could be 
intended or practised, they declared, on 
the part of the baitalion, an immediate 
acquiescence in the Nawaub’s commands. 

This disposition of the battalion, being 
communicated to his Excellency, he re- 
plied, that if the battalion had returned to 
its obedience, the necessity for dismissing 
it ceased, particularly as troops were 
required in the country. 

After some hesitation amongst the 
malecontents, a supplicating petition ad- 
dressed to the Nawaub, and professing 
implicit obedience to the orders he had 
given, was sent to me. 

Persuaded that the reluctance of the 
battalion to trust themselves in the Palace 
arose from that want of confidence m the 
Nawaub’s servants, which universally 
pervades every rank and order of men, and 
entertaining from the beginning a sus- 
picion, confirmed by subsequent events# 
that the first object of his Excellency was 
to evade the payment of arrears, 1 felt the 
strongest aversion, after the thorough 
submission of the battalion, to bring the 
Company regiment i© aid of a measure of 
useless severity, and the exaction of which 
was only desired by the Nawaub from 
motives unworthy the dignity of a Sove- 
reign, and therefore recommended to 
his Excellency to accept the submis- 
sion, and order the arrears of pay 
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to be settled, and the battalion to be dis- 
missed in the manner originally proposed. 

In this measure the Nawaubacquiesed, 
and promised that the necessary arrange- 
ments should be made for carrying it into 
effect yesterday morning 

Though sensible that the turn the busi- 
ness thus took was unsatisfactory to the 
Nawaub, I had no apprehension that he 
would depart from his engagements, or 
that any obstruction on his side would be 
thrown in the way of a final conclusion. 
How great then was my astonishment to 
find, that the persons employed to adjust 
the accounts, had commanded the atten- 
dance, at the Palace, of four of the Native 
Officers by name, for the purpose of set- 
ling a demand of several thousand 
Rupees, which they said had been 
brought forward by the former Com- 
mandant of the battalion, who has been 
ten months in cofinement, which sum 
Was to be deducted from the aggregate 
amount of pay due to the battalion. I sent 
a message to the Nawaub, remonstrating 
against this new and unseasonable demand, 
which* if justly founded, oughttohave been 
included in the account originally fur- 
nished for my inspection. The Nawaub, 
under the most solemn assurances, and 
With many solid arguments on the policy of 
good faitn, declared his firm resolution of 
adhering to the settlement; but his Excel- 
lency went out this morning to a garden of 
Almas, about eight miles from the City, 
without leaving any instructions for the ad- 
justmentof accounts, orpaymentof arrears. 

In this unpleasant predicament I have 
thought it indispensable to state to his 
Excellency, by letter, that the injustice or 
dilatoriness ot hts servants would arouse 
a spirit of discontent which had been 
allayed; and that, though the Company’s 
troops would be at all times ready to 
support his just authority, and punish the 
crimes of mutiny and sedition, when well 
established, I could not, under all the cir- 
cumstances of the case, take upon myself 
the weighty responsibility of making it the 
instrument of destroying men, whohad un- 
equivocally submitted to his authority. 

If, m the course of this transaction, any 
part of the conduct pursued by me should 
appear to your Lordship exceptionable, 
I trust to your Lordship’s hbeial conside- 
ration of the embarassments a man must 
labour under, where artifice is opposed to 
plain dealing ; where the crimes of the 
accused originate in the faults of the 
government ; and where, under the mask 
of vigour,^ attempts are made to draw me 


into participation of a measure of cruel 
and unjust severity for the gratification of 
avarice. 

It was my intention to have made a 
communication of the circumstances of 
this mutiny yesterday, but I was m hopes 
that it would have been in my power to 
have acquainted your Lordship this day 
of the termination of it, and I should now 
wait the result of his Excellency’s answer, 
were I n^t apprehensive that the affair 
would come to your Lordship’s know- 
ledge through some other channel.

Extract of Private Letter from Colonel 
Scott, to Mr. Barlow, dated Lucknow, 
Ath October, 1799. 

I had this morning a conversation with 
the Nawaub on the grand subject, but it 
was far from full or satisfactory on his 
part. His Exeilency is to breakast with 
me to-morrow, when the discussion of 
the point is to be renewed, the result of 
which I shall immediately communicate. 
After allowing him a reasonable time for 
deliberation, I asked for an answer, which 
he put off more than once ; at length I 
pressed him, by letter, to fix a time for 
the discussion of the subject, and th? 
interview to day was in consequence. 

I gathered from him, that ne had a pro- 
position of great importance, and very near 
his heart, to offer to the consideration 
of my Lord Mornington, and he hint- 
ed, that a compliance with it would facili- 
tate his consent to the desired measure. 
I observed, if connected with it, it would, 
of course, have a claim to consideration as 
part of the question, but if distinct from it 
I was apprehensive that my Lord Mor- 
nington would,with great justice, observe, 
that the two questions must stand upon 
their respective merits; that the expe- 
diency of one ^as too apparent to be con- 
troverted; and that until he should be 
pleased to disclose the other, it w*a 
impossible for me to offer an opinion; but 
I earnestly recommended to hfm to keep 
the two points separate, unless they had an 
absolute and posttive connection.

My Lord, 

I have great satisfaction in acquainting 
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your lordship that the unp’easant cir- 
cumstance recited in my address of the 
4th instant, n> terminated according to 
the original declared intentions ot his 
excellency the Nawaub Vizier ; the rc- 
fractoiy battalion having, in the course 
of yesterday and this morning, pro- 
ceeded by companies to the treasury at 
the palace, received their pay, depo- 
sited their arms, and dispersed without 
any tumult or disorder. 

With great deference I presume to 
draw the following satisfactory re- 
flections from the issue; the Nawaub's 
authority has been vindicated to a de- 
gree not seen on similar occasions ; the 
awe of the company’s troops exacted 
obedience , and that effected, they were 
withheld from being instruments of 
useless seventy, or meditated oppres- 
sion ; and the vizer will perceive that 
in the ensuing reform of his military 
establishment, on the principles of per- 
manent security, your lordship’s love of 
justice will not countenance the sacri- 
fice of the equitable pecuniary claims of 
chat portion of his troops which may 
fail to be disbanded. 

To my letter of the 4th instant his 
excellency returned a verbal message, 
through Teshein Ally Khan, that it 
being Friday, none of the assistants in 
the offices where in attendance, but that 
the adjustment of accounts, and pay- 
ment of arrears, should take place the 
day following. 

I am this instant honoured with your 
lordship’s commands of the 26th Sep- 
tember, and shall lose no time in pre- 
senting your lordship’s letter ro the 
Vizier, and m reporting the effect of 
your lordship’s communication with 
his excellency

My Lord, — In the fetter which I did 
myself the honour of addressing to your 
lordship on the 6th instant, I inti- 
mated the receipt of your lordship’s 
commands of the 26th September, that 
instant arrived. 

The. unreserved confidence which 
your lordship, in your letter to the 
Nawaub Vizier, was pleased to declare 
your repose in the resident at his 


court, and the full powers which yot* 
had intrusted to him, whilst they ani- 
mate me to the utmost exertion of every 
faculty I can call forth, l sangumely ex- 
pected would impress his excellency 
with a conviction of the necessity of 
abandoning all reserve and encourage 
him to open himself freely on the af- 
fairs of his government, as well as on 
points which he might have in contem- 
plation of a personal or family consi- 
deration. 

In repeated conferences, however, 
which I have sought for and obtained 
from his excellency, from the express 
purpose of receiving his sentiments, I 
have not been able to draw from him, 
in explicit terms, the disclosure ol a sin- 
gle wish, or the exposition of a single 
object ; but as his excellency, m his let- 
ter to your lordship, transmitted by 
this express to tfie Persian translator, 
holds out a promise of immediately con- 
sulting with me on such arrangements 
as are necessary, and of practicable exe- 
cution. I forbear at present to trouble 
your lordship with speculations on the 
latent causes of my disappointment 

To frequent avowals of the impossi- 
bility of his condui tiag the affairs of go- 
vernment under existing circumstances, 
I have invariable and strenuously urged 
him to reveal the obstacles which op- 
pose it, that measures, matured by re- 
flection, and executed with vigour, 
be applied to remove them ; and to in- 
sinuations of disobedience and discon- 
tent, I have ventured so far to encou- 
rage fiun to a disregard of them as to 
assure him, that if in a comprehensive 
and well-digested arrangement tor the 
better government of his dominions, the 
views and interests of a tew indivi- 
duals must be sacrificed, 1 was ready to 
bear a poition of the invidiousness, 
trusting that the expediency of the re- 
form, for the general advantage of his 
subjects, would justify the act in the eyes 
of the thinking and impartial part 
of the world, more especially as his excel- 
lency^ justice would confine the opera- 
tions to indispensable cases, and his li- 
berality would be extended to alleviate 
the inconveniencies where they un- 
avoidably fell. 

The complaint of want of currency 
to his authority, which his excellency 
more than insinuates in his letter to 
your lordship, and the necessity hinted 
at of removing the sources of disorder, 
are evidently directed against the 
overgrown 
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overgrown power of Almas AlhKhan, 
and perhaps one or two other persons, 
who as Aumi.s engross the greatest 
part of the collection of the revenues, 
aiui who, under tiie imprudent and fee- 
ble system which formerly prevailed, 
attached to their persons a military 
force mat ren lere 1 them formidable to 
then soveeign. The Teform of a sys- 
tem of revenue which thus places the 
greatest part of the military force, 
maintained at the expense of the state, 
at the uncontrolled disposal of the 
Aumtl, it must be confessed, is con- 
nected with the reform of the military 
establishment ; but it is equally obvious 
that the adoption of your lordship’s 
propositions, for substituting regular 
troops, subor iinate only to the autho- 
rity of government, would introduce a 
gradual remedy, and ultimately effect a 
radical oure of the evil complained 
of 

The lease, however, under which 
Almas holds the management of the 
Doab, and other districts, having ano- 
ther year io run, and the season being 
far advanced for entering into engage- 
ments with the Auinils, without any 
previous provisions having been made 
for the division of the districts under 
their charge, no immediate charges can 
be made without the hazard of very 
considerable losses or revenue

From the Vizier. 

Received 24th October 1799 

I have had the pleasure to receive 
your lordship's kind letter purporting 
that your lordship had learned f/om 
lieutenant-colonel Scott th t I had re- 
ceived the letter from Sir Alured Clarke 
with satisfaction, and declared my en- 
tire concurrence in the sentiments 
which it contained The case is this, 
that on being informed of the point; 
committed to lieutenant -colonel Scott’s 
verbal communication I said this much, 
that I wished myself to communicate se- 
veral points to the governor-general, 
through him (co onei Scott) in the first 
place, and after they should be agreed 
t®^ by his lordship, these other points 
might take place. At that time no one 
point had been adjusted between me and 
the colonel, accordingly, from your 
lordship’s writing with such urgency 


to desire that I would communicate all 
my wishes and sentiments, without re- 
serve, through colonel Scott, viz. — 
“ that any reserve towards him, on my 
“ part, will prove a serious embarrass- 
“ ment to the course of public affairs, 
“ and a great obstacle of the freedom 
“ ot intercourse, which, please God, 
“ will always subsist between your lord- 
(t ship and me,” I am confident that my 
intention ot communicating my sen- 
timents to your lordship through cdlonel 
Scott, which is hinted at, was made 
known to your lordship by the colonel’s 
letters — These marks of your lordship’s 
kind solicitude for the reform and pros- 
perity of the concerns of my govern- 
ment, and your lordship’s disposition to 
acquiesce in my wishes, as you were 
kindly pleased to write “ that I might 
“ rely on your lordship’s uniform dis- 
“ position to meet, with cordiality and 
“ friendship, every wish which I may 
“ signify to colonel Scott,” lay me un- 
der the greatest degree of obligation to 
your lordship’s goodness, and the ex- 
pectation and hope which I entertained 
of your lordship’s favourable attention 
on every occasion are confirmed an hun- 
dred fold. Your lordship's kindness 
has inspued me with the utmost con- 
fidence Your lordship desires, “ that 
I will not delay for a moment the ne- 
cessary alterations in my military esta- 
blishment ” The fact is, that the be- 
nefits, both immediate and future, of 
such reform, are even more strongly 
impressed upon my mind than they are 
described by your lordship ; and, ac- 
cordingly, a yeai ago, from a 6ense of 
these benefits, and of the evils arising 
from the failuie of my resources, and 
the increase of my eipenses, I, of my 
own accord, planned m my own mind, 
a reform of the system, and was the 
first to propose it Your lordship’s re- 
ply, that pressing avocations obliged 
you to postpone the question, rendered 
it a case of necessity. It must be well 
known to your lordship, that for these 
four and twenty years past, the admi- 
nistration ot affairs in this country has 
been in a state of disorder. Sensible of 
atl the embarrassments attending this 
situation of affairs, I availed myself of 
the opportunity which presented itself, 
and addressed your lordship Finding 
now that my opinion is strengthened 
and supported by the concurience of 
your lordship’s sentiments, and thati 
agreeably to my wish, permission h*i 
i U 2 bees 
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been given to colonel Scott to unite and 
consult with me, to „id and assist me, I 
•hall, without a moment’s delay, con- 
sult with the colonel upon what is prac- 
ticable, and what occurs to my mind, 
and' communicate to your lordship 
what may conjointly be determined 
upon as advisable. 

With respect to what your lordship 
wrote of the return of past dangers in 
a more formidable shape, and the pos 
sib lity of a renewal of the former 
alarm ; perceiving in this your lordship’s 
kind solicitu e and benevolent attention 
to the support and prosperity ot my 
government, 1 am proportronably im- 
pressed with the sentiments ot gratitude 
and obligation. Please God, by intro- 
ducing a reform in the military system, 
all danger, and all apprehension of 
disturbance, will be removed. And 
whereas perfect security, 1 conceive, 
can only be obtained by removing the 
primary source of disorder (for while 
the people have no instigator arjiong 
them, nothing will be undertaken by 
them); therefore, in order to obtain 
full security, it will be necessary to 
remove the primary source of disorder. 

I beg your lordship to believe that I 
am never careless oi neg igcnt in re- 
flecting and deliberating upon the af- 
fairs of my government, and, accord- 
ingly, after weighing and deliberately 
reflecting upon all these circumstances, 
an after comprehending the good and 
evil which they 'involved, I wrote to 
your lordship for the purpose of ar- 
ranging these two points, which, how- 
ever, was suspended by the pressure of 
other important occupations ; yet, not- 
withstanding the want of stability in 
the system of my government, as con- 
formable to precedent, as far as my 
own power and judgment extended, f 
endeavoured to arrange my affairs, 
and hitherto I have not failed, in any 
instance, in conducting matters agree- 
ably to your lordship’s wishes. Your 
lordship, who has all your life been at 
the head of affairs, well knows what 
belongs to government ; knows that 
while the general arrangement of af- 
fairs is not subject to the authority and 
command of the ruling power, a go- 
vernment can never be conducted with 
•plendour and success ; and to this 
hour my authority and command, in 
this government, have absolutely no 
prevalence; 1 therefore again trouble 
your iordsjup to repeat, that so long 


as, conformably to the laws and p«iw 
ciples of government, the conduct of 
affaiTs is not subject to my authority, 
they never can be successfully arranged 
and carried on, nor can they be con- 
ducted in the manner your lordship 
wishes. Moreover, many other evil# 
and embarrassments are involved; for 
while the ruling power is restrained > 
and wants authority to enforce his 
commands, he can do nothing. 

As 1 have every hope of aid and 
assistance from your lordship, and your 
friendship and regard have attained to 
the degree of union and brotherhood, 
I do not conceive that any di’fferenee 
and disunion can subsist between us, 
and therefore l have unreservedly com- 
municated the sentiments of my heart, 
with a confidence that they will meet 
your lordship’s concurrence. 

Mr Lumsden was employed here on 
the part of your lordship ; he is now 
absent from me, and present with your 
lordship Be pleased to make minute 
enquiries from him as to the state of af- 
fairs in this quarter, and he will, without 
diminution or addition, communicate to 
you their real state. 

With respect ro what your lordship 
kidd y writes, regarding tile increase of 
my expenses, I am not negligent in any 
respect in acting with strict conformity 
to the obligations of the treaty. 

The desire that l have for a personal 
meeting with your lordship is beyond 
the power of writing or of language 
to express — May the Almighty spee- 
dily render it attainable 1 Until that 
time let your lordship gratify me by 
letters, notifying your welfare, as (ac- 
cording to the proverb) letters are half 
a meeting Be the days- of happiness, 
joy, and success, ever at your desire !

Extract of a Letter from the Resident 
at Lucknow, to the Governor-Ge- 
neral. 

* Dated l»t November, 1799. 
Mis excellency the Nawaub Vizier 
having submitted to a course of me- 
dicine, more, I believe, from custom 
than from any real necessity, my per- 
sonal intercourse with him suffered a 
temporary suspension ; I expect, how- 
ever, to be able to renew it in a day or 
two, when I shall urge him, with the 
full weight of your lordship's authority, 
to engage in the reform of his military 
establishment 
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establishment with a will and spirit 
suited to the importance of the object, 
and to the incalculable advantages to be 
derived lrom the accomp ishment of it. 

The confidence which your JLordsdup 
Is pleased to repose m me, whilst lug ly 
gratifying to my feelings, an|l animat- 
ing to my zeal, oppresses me with cha- 
grin and mortification at the litt'e good 
which has yet resu ted from my utmost 
efforts. His excellency is a man incon- 
ceivably difficult to deal with under an 
observance of the common forms due 
to respect and decorum. His ready and 
thorough acquiescence in the propriety 
of almost every measure proposed to 
him, piccfudes discussion; but the ex- 
ecution is neglected by a total disregard 
of promise, or evaded by a flimsy sub- 
terfuge. 

1 am not, however, now without 
hopes that his excellency begins to be 
convinced of the necessity of adopting 
a more plain line of conduct m his 
transactions, arising frgm thut degree of 
consideration in winch your lordship’s 
sentiments must have established me, 
and which it is my consta t endea- 
vour to maintain unimpaired by show- 
ing that neither artifice nor ill-humour 
can divert me from a purpose grounded 
on the principles of propriety and jus- 
tice. 

To the Vizier 
Written 5th Nov. 1799, 
Som,e days have e apsed since l had 
the honour to receive your excellen- 
cy’s letter, wherein your excellency, 
after observing “ that the benefits, both 
immediate and future, of a reform of 
“your military establishments, are even 
* more strongly impressed on your ex- 
“ celleney’s mind, than they were 
described by me, ’* assure* me M that 
you would, without a moments de ay, 
“ consult with colonel Scott upon what 
“ was practicable, and what occurred to 
u your excellency’s mind, and commu- 
M mcate to me what should be conjo nt- 
“ ly determined upon as advisable ” 
From the period oi my receiving this 
letter l have anxiously expected to learn, 
frofla lieutenant-colonel Scott, that your 
excellency, m conformity to youi pro- 
mise, and in pursuance of the suggestions 
ef you r owp discernment, had entered 
fully and unreservedly with that gentle-*, 
man upon the ffiscusson ot this urgent 
and important business.

r l he general considerations which 
render it extremely necessary and de- 
sirable tnat tin arrangement should bfe 
carried into execution without delay, 
have already been fully exj lamed to 
your excellency, and you have concur- 
red with me in my view of the sub- 
ject. One argument in favour of a 
speedy determination on tins subject 
possibly may not have occurred to your 
mind, and I therefore take this occa- 
sion explicitly to state it to your ex- 
cellency 

The company are bound, by existing 
treaties, ‘ to defend the dominions of 
“ your excellency against all ene- 
mies but the number of the British 
troops ordinarily stationed in your ex- 
cellency s dominions not exceeuing 
13 OCX) men, woul ) not, it is obvious, 
be adequae to that purpose, in the 
event ot an invasion ot those domini- 
ons, while, on the other hand, it must be 
evident to your excellency that various 
circumstances, in such an event, might 
ren ler it impossible lor the company’s 
government to augment the ordinary 
force either to the extent or within the 
tune required by the emergency The 
probable resu t of such a situation of 
things requires no explanation to a 
person ot your excellency s penetra- 
tion 

II this d mger were even remote and 
doubtful, it would behove a prudent 
govi rament to guard against it by sea- 
sonable precaut'ons \\ hat then must 
be your excellency’s duty and mine, 
when that danger constantly menace* 
your dominions * Of the ho tile in- 
ternum* of Zemaun Shah against your 
excellency’s possessions no doubt can. 
be entertained, since the discoveries 
made at beringdpdtam ; whether those 
intentions will be carried into effect at 
a more eariy oi more distant day may 
be a question, but it is the pdrt of wis- 
dom to preclude the possibility of 
then success But Zemaun Shah is not, 
perhaps, the on y power against whose 
restless and unprincipied ambition 
your excellency should be protectedj 
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quarters, and it becomes you to pro- 
vide against every contingency. 

it might not be in the power of the 
British government, on a sudden emer- 
gency, to reinforce the troops in your 
excellency’s country with sufficient 
expedition; my firm opinion therefore 
is, that thecompanv can in no other 
manner fulfil effectually their engage- 
ment to “defend the dominions of your 
excellency against all enemies,” than by 
maintaining constantly in those domini- 
ons such a force as shall at all times he 
adequate to your effectual protection, 
independently of any reinforcement 
which the exigency might otherwise 
require, but which might not be dis- 
posable in proper season. 

The seventh article of the treaty, 
concluded with your excellency by sir 
John Shore, provides for the occasional 
augmentation of the company’s troops 
in your excellency’s dominion*^ in terms 
which evidently, render the company’s 
government competent to deadest all 
times, on the requisite amount df such aug- 
mentation The same article binds your 
excellency to defray the expense of any 
force which shall be deemed necessary by 
the company for your defence. 

The precise number of the additional 
force which I judge necessary for the 
effectual protection of your excellency’s 
dominions will be stated to you, in my 
name, by lieutenant-colonel bcott. 

To enable your excellency to defray 
the expense of the additional British 
force which js now become indispen- 
sably necessary to the security of your 
excellency's dominions, without any 
new charge upon the finances of your 
exc^l ency, nothing further is requisite 
than that you should disband the nume- 
rous disorderly battalion^ at present in 
your servue, 'which, instead of con- 
tributing in any degree to the defence 
of your country, or to the support of 
^r©ur government, have long proved 
injurious to the prosperity and strength 
of both. 

For the .details of the plan by which 
the dismission of these troops may be 
toiost easily and speedily effected, I beg 
leave to refer your excellency to lieu- 
tenant-colonel Scott, who is in full 
possession of my sentiments on this 
subject, and on whose prudence, judg- 
ment, and experience, I rely with the 
Utmost confidence. 

The advanced period of the season 
absolutely requires that the British 


troops in Oude should immediately be 
augmented to the amount which will 
be stated to your excellency by lieu- 
tenant-colonel Scott ; and I earnestly 
recommend to your excellency the early 
adoption of those measures which will 
be pointed out to you by colonel Scott, 
for the purpose of relieving your ex- 
cellency from the heavy expense at 
present incurred by maintaining that 
force, whose numbers are dangerous 
only to your excellency and your sub- 
jects ; by such a reform your excellency 
will be fully enabled to ceffay the 
charge of the additional British force. 

It will not be in my power to furnish 
your excellency immediately with the 
full number of additional troops which 
ate necessary to the effectual security of 
your excellency’s dominions, but I am 
so deeply impressed with the necessity of 
carrying the measure into eflect, as 
speedily as possible, that your excellency 
may rely on my making every practicable 
exertion to complete the proposed force 
at so early a period of turn , as shall place 
your excellency’s country beyond the 
reach of any surprize, either from 
foreign or domestic enemies.

Extract of a Letter from Lieutenant- 
Colonel Kirpatrick, to the Resident 
at Lucknow ; dated Fort William, 
6th November, 1799 
Para 5. The tenor of your letter of 
the 18th October, combined with the 
manner in which his excellency has 
replied to the governor general’s letter 
to him of the 26th of September, has 
suggested to his lordship the necessity 
of addrevsing his excellency m the 
terms of the accompanying letter, 
copies of which, in English and Persian, 
are inclosed for your information 

6. The fundamental principle upon 
which his lordship proceeds in this let- 
ter results from the right which the 
company’s government possesses to 
determine the amount of the force 
necessary to the effectual and permanent 
defence of the Vizier’s dominions, whe- 
ther in a view of immediate and obvi- 
ous, or of remote and contingent, danger, 
and from the obligation which his ex- 
cellency is under to defray the expense 
of suen force, both of them clearly 
established, in his lordship’s opinion, by 
the stipulations of the treaty concluded 
between his excellency and the late 

go- 
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governor general. For although it is 
not expressly provided by the treaty, 
that the right of determining the num- 
ber ot troops requisite for the protec- 
tion of his excellency s country shall 
rest exclusively wit. the company, nei- 
thei is it declared that the decision of 
this question shall depend on the judg- 
ment of the Vizier, but the company 
are abso’utely bound to defend his- ex- 
cellency’s dominions against ail enemies, 
an engagement which would be nuga- 
tory il they could not 'ecide when, 
and to what amount, it was necessary to 
augment the forces ordinarily employed 
for that puipose 

7. There can be no doubt of its 
being extremely desirable to obtain the 
full and cordial concurrence of the 
Vizier in every measure of this nature ; 
but if its expediency should not be 
equally evident to his excellency, and 
the company’s government, it is obvi- 
ous, his lordship directs me to observe, 
that either his excellency must submit 
to the judgment of the company in this 
case, or formally exonerate them from 
the obligations which they have 
contracted to defend his dominions 
“ against all enemies,” which he could 
only do by renouncing altogether the 
connection subsisting between the two 
states, or, in other words, by an open 
violation ot the treaty. 

8. It is the wish of his lordship that 
the proposed reform in the military 
establishments of the Vizier should 
be accomplished without any aid to be 
jdrawn from a reference to the treaty, 
or from a discussion of its principles, in 
as much as it is desirable that the mea- 
sure should be adopted by the Vizier, 
solely from a conviction of the justness 
of the grounds upon which it was ori- 
ginally recommended to him , his ex- 
cellency’s late letter, however, joined to 
the tenor of your communications on 
the subject, leading the governor-ge- 
neral on the. one nand to apprehend 
much procrastination on the part of 
his excellency, while on the other, the 
extreme uncertainty which exists with 
respect, not to the views or designs of 
Zemaun Shah against Hindustan, but 
to the probable period of their execu- 
tion, renders it indispensably necessary 
to provide against the danger as speedily 
and as effectually as possible, his lord- 
•hip has judged it expedient to treat the 
question in the manner which appears 
in tfce accompanying letter to his ex- 


cellency’s address ; but if you should be 
well satisfied of the sincerity of his 
excellency’s disposition to carry the 
proposed reform of his military esta- 
blishment into effect, without 
unnecessary or unavoidable delay, his 
lordship authorizes you to suppress the 
enclosed letter, and in its room to re- ' 
present, verbally, to his excellency, in 
the name of the governor-general, as 
follows . 

9 That with a view at once to 
facilitate the execution of the intended 
reform in his excellency’s troops, and 
to provide, as far as is immediately pos- 
sible, for the defence of hrs excellency’s 
country against any foreign attack, the 
governor -general has determined to 
make, without delay, the following 
addition to the force already stationed 
within his excellency’s dominions, viz. 
— one regiment of native cavalry ; two 
and a half ditto or 5000 native infan- 
try ; with the usual poportion of guns* 
European artillery, ami Lascars 

10. That the governor-general pro- 
poses making a further addition to this 
force of three regiments of native 
cavalry , three regiments and a half, 
or 7000 native infantry, and the ne- 
cessary number of European artillery 
and Lascars to complete the artillery, 
stated in the preceding paragraphs to 
one battalion, as soon as circumstances 
shall admit of ihe necessary troops 
being drawn together for the purpose, 
and as soon as such a reduction of his 
excellency’s piesent military establish- 
ment shall have taken place, as may 
enable his excellency to defray the ex- 
pence' of the further proposed augmen- 
tation 

11 That fits lordship requests his 
excellency will make the necessary 
pi ovision for the regular payment of the 
additional force from this perio , at the 
rate to be adjusted between you and 
his excellency. 

12 You will explain to the Vizier, 
that the present is the only period of 
the year when an augmentation ot the 
force stationed in his dominions can be 
made without serious inconvenience to 
the troops, without materially disturb- 
ing the general distribution of the 
army, and without considerable hazard 
of prejudicial delay, nd of final dis- 
appointed in the operation. 

13. The other arguments which it 
may be necessary for you to employ 
on this occasion, will fee suggested to 
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you by the general train of reasoning 
in the preceding paragraphs, and by the 
terms of the enclosed letter to the 
Vizier. 

. 14 It is not his lordship’s intention 
either that hi9 letter to the Vizier, 
should you judge it necessary to deliver 
it, or the message which you have been 
directed to communicate to him in the 
event of your suppressing that letter, 
ihould producethe effect of accelerating 
the proposed reform of his excellency’s 
Military establishment in any degree 
beyond what may appear to you to be 
prudent or expedient. As his lordship 
consideis it, however, to be of the ut- 
most consequence to profit, as much as 
possible, by the interval of security 
which seems afforded at present, by the 
occupation given to Zemaun Shah on 
the side of Persia, it i& his wish that 
the dismission of the disorderly troops, 
composing his excellency's present 
military es ablishment, and the substi- 
tution in their place of the company’s 
troops to the full extent proposed, 
should be completed with as little 
delay as may be practicable, consis- 
tently with a due regard to the tran- 
quillity of the country.

My Lord, 

In consequence of reiterated avowals, 
by the Nawaub Vizier of the impos- 
sibility ot his conducting the affairs of 
the country, and from occasioned loose 
hints, a conjecture has, for some time 
past, teen floating in my mind, that his 
excellency had it m contemplation to 
retire from the cares and fatigues of go- 
vernment; the idea was, however, so 
apparently preposterous, supported on 
such slender foundations, and, at times, 
so utterly effaced by meditated state re- 
gulations, projected buildings, and other 
household arrangements, implying a per- 
manent residence at Lucknow, that I 
was restrained from obtruding it on your 
lordship. His excellency, however, in 
a conference this morning, appointed, 
as I understood, For the express purpose 
of consulting with me on the subject 
of his last address to your lordship, made 
a formal .declaration of his invincible 
desire, and fixed resolution, to relinquish 
a government which he felt himself un- 
able to manage, either with satisfaction 
to himself, or with advantage to his 
subjects. 


Whatever pleasure this exposure of 
his intentions afforded to myself, and 
whatever eventual benefits I foresaw to 
the interests cf the two states, and to 
the happiness of the inhabitants of this 
country at large, from the execution of 
them, I thought it my duty to expostu- 
late with his excellency on so extraordi- 
nary a resolution, by su£h arguments as 
Ofcurred to me on the occasion, and 
which will be detailed to your lordship 
officially, should his excellency after 
further consideration, not recede from his 
purpose 

In so momentous a step as the abdi- 
cation of an empire, I was anxious to be 
possessed ot a formal document under 
his excellency’s own hand, and recom- 
mended that he should address himself 
immediately to your lordship ; his ex- 
cellency declined the proposition, on the 
ground that there was no person about 
him in whom he could confide m an 
affair of so much delicacy and secrecy, 
and desired that I would prepare tne 
drafr of a letter, in English, to your 
lordship, and translate the substance of 
it into Persian for his inspection, which 
shall be immediately executed, and, if 
possible, his excellency’s seal annexed 
to it. 

The Vizier expressed a conviction, 
that if his proposition were acceded to 
by your lordship, one of his sons would 
be exalted to the Musnud m his room, 
and that a suitable provision would be 
established for the other branches of his 
family, whom he wished to leave at 
Lucknow. His excellency unequivo- 
cally declared that he totally abandoned 
the desire or expectation of remaining 
within these dominions, or of interfering 
.with the administration of affairs, and 
that the money he was possessed of was 
abundant for his support, and for the 
procurement of all gratification. 

To remove every hope and expec- 
tation on which a condition might sub- 
sequently be grounded of the selection 
of a successor, 1 called to his excel- 
lency’s recollection the right attached 
by our government to primogeniture, 
so strongly exemplified in his own per- 
son, with which remark he fully ac- 
corded. 

- The eldest son of the Nawaub appears 
of a quiet and rather heavy disposition, 
and a young man who would readily 
submit to be regulated in all affairs by 
the advice and instruction of the British 
government. 

These 
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There are numerous considerations, 
*nd those of the greatest importance, 
connected with this proposed measure 
of his excellency ; such as immediately 
occur to me I .shall take the liberty of 
detailing, and shall occasionally com- 
municate to your lordship such others, 
as further reflection may suggest 

The first natural question is, whether 
it would be most advisable, if the Na- 
waub’s consent can be procured, that the 
abdication, instead of being confined to 
his own person, should include not only 
himself, but his posterity also The 
dislike he entertains for his eldest son 
wou iii facilitate the acquisition of such a 
propo^i. 

Another question would regard the 
disposal of the wcal.h of the state, or iq 
oth* r words the treasure and jewel-* left 
by the late Nawaub Asoph ul Dowla, 
and which, probably, in secret contem- 
plation of the design now divulgtd, his 
excellency some time ago removed from 
the public treasury to the women’s apart- 
ments 1 he d bis of the state to natives 
on the demise of his excellency’s brother, 
were very considerable, not a rupee of 
which has been yet paid olf, salaries are 
due to public servants, and several months 
allowances to pensioner. 1 he revenues 
of the cumnt year have, in some instan- 
ces, been anticipated by ihe common 
practice of Peishgu, part of which may 
possibly have be^n added to the private 
accmnul nions. 

It wouid, I am confident, have been 
more consonant to his i xcellcncy’s secret 
disposition 10 have btc n enabled to ground 
thedesued relinquishment ot the Mumud 
on some strong measure ol th British 
government, or sonic muovatio" of the 
treaty, loihis cause may be assigned 
his procrastination m your loidship’s 
recommendations, and with thisvuwhe 
has more than once tried the extent of 
my patience ; but I am happy in the 
reflection, that though my conduct has 
been firm on measures where firmness 
was requisite, it can in np instance afford 
a reasonable cause for complaint or accu- 
sation. 

Whilst at breakfast with the Nawaub, 
your lordship’s commands of the ,5th 
instant, through colonel Kirkpatrick, 
arrived by express, and of course were 
not perused prior to the above-recited 
interesting conference wuh his excel- 
lency ; and as your lordship will readily 
suppose that the momentous measure 
now on foot must give rise to a variety 
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of ideas not promptly arranged or diges- 
ted, I am not prepared to acquaint your 
lordship with the steps I mean to pursue 
in consequence of those orders; but the 
consideration which I have bestowed on 
the subject suggests the propriety of 
suppressing your lordship’s letter to his 
excellency ; and it may possibly be pru- 
dent, and even indispensably necessary, 
to defer all attempts tor the reform of 
the military establishment during hta 
excellency’s administration ; after which 
it may be introduced without difficulty, 
with other comprehensive regulations for 
the better government of these provinces. 

1 am the more inclined to this opinion 
from his excellency having, to a question 
proposed to him on the subject of the 
refotm of the army declared, that under 
h's dt'e r mmauon of resigning the go- 
vernment, it was entirely unnecessary for 
him to discuss the point.

My Lord, 

After the communication which I did 
myself the honour oi making to your 
lordship on the 12th instant, I have been 
looking with no common anxiety to the 
time when it would be m my power to 
acquaint 5 our loidsh'p with thercsultof 
anv further conference which I might 
hold wnh the Nawaub Vizier on the ex- 
traordina*, and interesting step meditated 
by his ( xcellency. 

Having waited upon his excellency 
this morning, he declared his persever- 
ance in the determination he had revialed 
two da^s before, but 1 think more faintly 
than at* first, and accompanied by some 
explanations of the motives which in- 
fluenced his resolution ; these, however, 
not being ntw in substance, called from 
me only a rt petition of that advice, aryl 
those assurances, which I had frequently 
offered for his consideration. They con- 
sisted in general actuations against the 
refractory and perverse dispoution of th£ 
people at large; of complaints of the 
warn of fidelity and zeal in tbe men im- 
mediately about his person ; of the arro- 
gance of some of tne Aumils, and of 
the open disobedience of others— to which 
I replied, that the remedy to this aggre- 
gate of evils was easy, and within his 

ex- 
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fexcellency’s own power; that a strong 
and just administration would ensure the 
obedience of the bulk of his subjects on 
the firm principle of attachment to his 
person and government; that a con- 
ciliatory and encouraging conduct on his 
part Would secure fidelity and enliven 
zeal ; and, that the reform of the mili- 
tary establishment, so forciblv and reitera- 
tealy urged by your lordship, was the 
specific measure that would curb the 
arrogance of the aumils, and enforce a 
promptexecuuon, andimplicirobsei vanct, 
of an y revenue regulations which his 
excellency’s wisdom might establish ; and 
in conclusion I pledged myself, if his 
excellency would rtj cc the advice of in- 
terested favourites, and be guided by the 
impartial and friendly counsel which your 
lordship would convey to him through 
me, that the affairs of his government 
could be conducted with ease to himself, 
to the acquisition of a high reputation, and 
to the prosperity and happiness of his 
subjects. 

The foregoing being the substance of 
the reasoning employed by me on the 
first declaration of his Excellency’s de- 
sign, I shall have occasion to introduce 
it into my official correspondence, should 
his Excellency ultimately authorize me to 
communicate his desires and intentions to 
your Lordship. 

Having presented, for his Excellency’s 
perusal, a Persian paper containing the 
substance of the first conversation, his 
Excellency retained it, and professed his 
intention of addressing your Lordship 
direct. 

Naturally attentive to every expression 
that drops from his Excellency on this 
momentous subject, I noticed, that to-day 
he omitted a part of the reasoning 
which he had used on the first occasion, 
and on which he dwelt with considerable 
energy, namely, that his mind was not 
disposed to the cares of government. 

In the midst of my solicitude on this 
pending concern, I beg leave to assure 
your Lordship, that I am constantly intent 
upon the execution of your Lordship’s 
orders relative to the reform of the mili- 
tary establishment, and to the immediate 
introduction of a force that shall be 
adequate to the protection of these do- 
minions against all contingencies; if 
then I should discover that his Excel- 
lency procrastinates the communication 
of his wishes to your Lordship, or should 
treat of them in a dubious and undecided 
tnanuer, susceptible of future explana- 


tion and discussion, I shall, without delay, 
present your Lordship’s letter, satisfied 
that this just principles therein laid down, 
and the forcible arguments employed, 
will have infinitely more weight in secu- 
ring the acquiescence of the Vizier to 
the measure, than any verbal communi- 
cation I can possibly make. If, on the 
olher hand, nis determination to relin- 
quish the government should be prompt 
and decided, it appears at present, ‘to my 
judgment, adviscable to suppress the let- 
ter, taking, at the same time, every 
possible preparatory step for carrying into 
effect your Lordship’s proposed augmen- 
tation of troops in this country, and 
seizing every occasion for reducing the 
useless and disorderly battalions, with 
this view I took occasion this morning 
again to press the Vizier to furnish me 
with a statement of the forces now in his 
service, their distribution, and monthly 
expense. 

I cannot conclude this letter without 
offering my humble opinion to your 
Lordship, that unless his Excellency can 
be prevailed upon to adopt a complete 
change of system and of manners, and to 
regulate the affairs of his country by 
the dictates of justice ^nd good sense, a 
change hardly to be hoped for, his volun- 
raiy abdication of the empire, even with 
his accumulated wealth, would be a 
blessing to the country, and a source of 
immense and incalculable advantages to 
the interest of the two states, under the 
modifications and regulations which 
your Lordship’s energy and penetration 
would suggest.

My Lord, — S ince I did myself the 
honour of addressing your Lordship on 
the 14th instant, I have been expecting, 
with extreme anxiety, the result of his 
Excellency the Vizier’s declaration on the 
interesting point which formed the sub- 
ject of two conversations; and as every 
circumstance touching that pleasure must 
carry with it an importance by tending 
either to the accomplishment of the 
design, or to the discovery of' the sin- 
cerity 
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cerity of his Excellency’s declarations, 
I trust I shall stand excused with your 
Lordship for detailing even trifling oc- 
currences. 

On the 16th instant I sent a message 
to his Excellency, intimating a desire to 
wait upon him the following morning, 
to which I received an answer, that if 
my nm nded visit was to confer on the 
subject known to us, he Was intent upon 
it, and pieparing the necessary paper; 
but as he meant to pass the 17th at a gar- 
den, and purposed visiting me on the 
18th, if I had not any urgent business 
to communicate, he could wish that the 
interview might be postponed until that 
day. 

His Excellency did me the honour of a 
visit yesterday, and after consulting me 
on the settlement with one of his auimls, 
a subject he has hitherto, excepting in 
very particular cases, carefully avoided 
voluntarily bringing forward, was raking 
his leave, when I took the liberty of ask- 
ing his Excellency whether he had made 
any progre ss tn his mtfnded address to your 
Lordship, to which he replied that he had 
written something. 

From the manner of expression, as 
well as from the procrastination, I am 
inclined 10 believe thit his Excellency’s 
mind is fluctuating upon the measure, 
or that having abanboned the design, if 
ever he sincerely entertained it, is laoour- 
ing for your Lordship’s consideration a 
long detail of grievances, under the 
existence of which he feels himself in- 
capable of carrying on the affairs of his 
government. 

The duty which I owe to your Lord- 
ship, and the obligation which I feel of 
a prompt and decided obedience to your 
orders, excite* in my mind very serious 
apprehensions of incurring your Lord- 
ship’s displeasure by having suffered my- 
self to be amused into a delay ; but on 
one hand impressed with the full force of 
that obligation, and on the other, fearing 
toembarrassa measurewhich, m its accom- 
plishment, would bring with it such innu- 
merable benefits, I have veniured to 
postpone, for a few days, the execution of 
your Lordship’s commands, under the 
consideration that, if his Excellency 
perseveres in his intentions, the indispen- 
sable and urgent reform of the miluary 
Establishment would form a component 
part of such permanent arrangements as 
your Lordship’s wisdom would suggest 
for the government of this country ; and 
in the other case, the carrying of it into 
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full effect would he retarded only a very 
short space of time. 1 am employing 
the tntei val of stispt use in preparing. ftom 
materi.iU with whuh I fun ish myself 
at Calcutta, a statement of the expense 
of he additional foi<<» proposed bv your 
Lordship, also a plan for ihe distribution 
of 1% and of tony quent reductions in 
his Excellency s b 'nations. 

H vug in 1 h' t xpcctation of being au- 
thorized Uv the Vizn no ad dress you Lord- 
ship r {finally, omitted to detail the first 
conversation, 1 shall now, in o der to 
pur your Lordship in possession of the 
whole of what has passed, recite that 
conversanon as distinctly and as fully 
as my memory will allow, and as it was 
not of long duiauon, and committed to 
paper immediately afterwards, 1 ousted 
that no material part of it could have 
escaped me 

His Excellency began by observing, 
that he h id fr quently declared to me 
the impossibility of his conducting the 
affairs of his country under existing cir- 
cumstances ; thit pmbahly I had not 
comprehended the full dufiof those ex- 
pressions, or concern d rh y were* uttered 
in a moment of ill humour , thd. he 
real meaning of them was an earnest < e- 
sire to lelinquish a government which 
he could not manege wuh satisfaction to 
himst If, or advantage to his subjects. 

Desirous of p netratmg into the 
motives which influenced his Excellency 
to such a resolution, and of discovering 
the sincerity of his declarations, I begged 
thqt his Excellency would impart to me 
the causes which rendered it impossible 
for him to regulate and conduct the 
affair* of his government , — he replied, 
that they were known to me ; to which 
1 observed, that I must candidly confess, 
that under the present total want of ar- 
rangement for the dispatch of public 
business, and without thi aid and advice 
of able, zealous, and respectable minis- 
ters to take a share m the laborious and 
incessant concerns cf this extensive em- 
pire, the affairs oP it must of necessity 
tall into confusion, and ihe interests of 
his subjects be neglected; but that if his 
Excellency would condescend to avail 
himst If of the advtce mid assistance which 
I was commanded by your Lordship t# 
afford, and which I was at all times, and 
on all occasions, ieadv to exert to the 
utmost of my abilitus, I would be an- 
swerable that the affairs of the country 
could be conducted to the prosperity of 
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his people, to his own ease, and to the 
acquisition of a great name. 

lie replied, that this might be true, 
bur that it was impossible for one person 
to judge of the feelings of another, and 
that his mind not being disposed to the 
cares and fatigues of governdffmt, he h id 
Come to the fixed resolution of retiring 
from them ; and he added, that as your 
Lordship would on his abdication exalt 
pne of his sous to the musnud, hrs name 
would remain. 

Acknowle Iging the justness of the 
remark, of the impracticability of pene- 
trating into the secret feelings of another 
ersou, I desisted from further reasoning ; 
ut to take away every ground on which 
the hope or expectation could be built 
of the selection of a successor, I ad- 
verted to the right attached by our 
government to primogeniture, so strong- 
ly exemplified in his own person, in 
which remark his excellency acquiesced, 
and said which ever of his sons your 
lordship thought proper. 

His excellency then declared, in un- 
equivocal terms, that in relinquishing 
the empire he renounced every wish of 
interfering in its concerns, or of resi- 
ding within its lim ts, and that the 
money he was in possession of was 
sufficient for his own support, and for 
the procurement of every gratification 
in a private station ; but he trusted that

Wishing, on so solemn an occasion as 
the ab Iiration of an empire, to be in 
the possession of some written docu- 
ments, lest my recital of a private con- 
yersatiog should be denied or affirmed 
to be m part misrepresented, l asked his 
excellency if he did not think it ad- 
visable to address himself direct to your 
lordship, this he dec.ined, on the pre- 
tence that there was no person about 
him in whom he could confide in an 
sfi&ir of so much secrecy and delicacy. 

I then informed him that 1 should 
immediately communicate the substance 
0 |f the conversation to your lordship ; 
but his excellency desired that I would 
prepare the draft of a letter m English, 
and, before the dispatch of it, submit 
for his perusal a translation in the 
Persian language, which was according- 
ly done, as I did myself the honour of 


acquainting your lordship on the 14th 
instant.

2. His lordship is preparing detailed 
instructions to yo i for the regulation of 
your conduct under the delicate and 
impottant circumsfcuces stated in those 
letters In the mean time he has directed 
me to communicate to you hissentimenta 
on such paits of your dispatch ot the 
12th instant as appear to hia lordship 
to requite immediate notice. 

2 The proposition of the Vizier id 
pregnant with such immense benefit, 
not 6hly to the company, but to the 
country and inhabitants ot Oude, that 
his lordship thinks it cannot he too much 
encouraged; and that there are no cir- 
cumstances which shall be allowed to 
impede the accomplishment ot the 
grand object which it lea Is to, this 
object his lordship considers to be the 
acquisitions by the company of the 
exclusive authority civil, and mihtaiy, 
over the dominions of Oude 

4 His lordship does not consider the 
formal abdication of the sovereignty by 
the vizier to be netessary to this end. — 
On the contrary, he apprehends tha; 
step fby necessarily raising a question 
with regard to the succession) would 
involve us* in some embarrassment. 
His lordship is rather of opinion, there- 
fore, that the mode of proceeding on 
the proposition of the Vizier, with a 
view to the attainment of the object 
stated, must be by a secret treaty with 
his excellency, which shall stipulate on 
his part, that from and after a period to 
be appointed by this government, the 
* complete 
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ccttftplete authdrity, civil and military, 
of the dominions of Oude, shall vest in 
and be exercised by and m the name of 
the company. 

5. In this treaty his lordship pro- 
oses that the sons of the Vizier shall 
e no further mentioned than may be 

necessary for the purpose of securing 
to them a suitable provision. 

6. HiS lordship is disposed to hope, 
that his excellency’s conviction (which, 
if requisite, would be confirmed) that, 
in the event of his having a successor, 
that successor must be his eldest son, 
joined to the consideration that neither 
his own personal interest or safety could 
in any degree be ptomot< d, but must 
rather be diminished by such an arrange- 
ment, will conduce powerfully to re- 
concile his excellency to his lordship’s 
plan, in preference to that of devolving 
the sovereignty on his eldest son. 

7 It is not meant, by what has been 
said, to discourage the proposed step of 
the vizier’s declaring, by letter, to the 
governor-general, his wish to relinquish 
the government. On the contrary, such 
a document is considered by his lordship 
to be extremely desirable, as opening 
great advantagesm the conduct of the 
negotiations. 

8. With respect to what you have 
stated, relative to the 'wealth of the 
state, if the arrangement in the con- 
templation of the governor-general 
should be agreed to by the Vizier, his 
lordship will feel but little difficulty 
in allowing his excellency to appropriate 
it to his own us»e, stipulating only on 
behalf of the company that all arrears 
of subsidy, or of whatever description, 
due to the company, shall be previously 
discharged in full by his excellency. 
In this case, however, it will be a ques- 
tion how far it may be reasonable or 
necessary to assign' his excellency any 
stipend after hiS retreat into the com- 
pany’s territroies ; and at all events the 
amount of* any stipend to be granted 
him will be to be regulated in a certain 
degree by the quantum of the treasure, 
or wealth of the state which he shall 
be allowed to take out of the country 
with him 

9. Attention to this point will be 
the more necessary, as it is proposed by 
the governor-general not only that the 
company shall provide liberally for all 
persons of authority and distinction in 
the state, and for such of the principal 
military officers now in the service of 


the vizier as it may be expedient to 
disband, but that they shall also dis- 
charge, at their convenience, ail the 
Inna fide debts due by the state to the 
native bankers and merchants. 

10. His lordship leaves it to your dis- 
cretion to deliver his late letter to the 
Vizier, or not, as you may judge best, 
directiug me only to observe that 
(although the reform of his excellency’s 
military establishments has been ac- 
knowledged by the vizier himself to bt 
indispensably necessary, not only to the 
security of his dominions against 
foreign invasion, but to the safety of 
his person) his excellency’s dominions

large and the complaints of “dis- 
obed ence enmity an 1 negligence, ”

found it impossible to conduct the affairs 
•f the empire, what grounds weie thrre 
to expect that avouth, uninstructed in the 
ways of the world, and unpractised in 
business, could possess the necessary 

uahficattons for so arduous a situation. 

0 which his excellency replied, that 
he would have the benefit of that advice 
and assistance so often proffered to him. 

1 wis then going to insinuate to his 
e\ci llcncy, that your Loidslup’s wisdom 
would most probably suggest sortie modi- 
fication of the treaty, and some compre- 
hensive arrangements for the adminis- 
tration of the government, but before I 
couid make any progress his excellency 
interrupted me by saying, that your 
Lordship’s answer might be expected in 
the course of twenty days. 

After convening some time on other 
subject* his ejyrellency observed, that 
your Lordship would feel much uneasi- 
ness at the contents of the paper; to 
which I replied, that your Lordship 
would doubtlessly be concerned and sur- 
prised at the momentous measure deter- 


mined on by his excellency. He saidthf 
me tsurt was certainly momentous, and 
the most serious that a sovereign could 
undertake , that he considered it not 
only a lenunciation of a kingdom, but 
of the world ; but added, very empha- 
tic aliy, that the execution of it was m- 
disp usable, since he was neither pleased 
with his people, nor they with him, and 
that, in fact, his mind was not from the 
beginning disposed to the cares of go- 
vernment, nor reconciled » o them upon 
exp rience. (November 2oth, 1799 ) 

After having written thus far, his ex- 
cellency sent me a note, requesting that 
the draft of the paper, corrected by him, 
might be returned by the hands of my 
moonshec, being desirous of considering 
of some farther alterations. It was ac- 
coidmgly sent, and his excellency 
expressed himself obliged by my readi- 
ness in doing so, and said he would re- 
store it immediately. 

In the evening it was brought back 
bv one of his favourite and confidential 
scivants, Ruttun Chund, a person whom 
I had never seen before, with some al- 
terations, upon which I shall take the 
liberty of commenting m the manner I 
haV( done upon the first ; the second al- 
terations will appear in red ink in the 
translation, and on a separate paper in 
Persian. 

The erasure of “ somewhere to the 
eastward” has a reference to a subsequent 
correction : the repetition of “ certain 
causes’’ after the accusations and com- 
plaints, is possibly with the view I have 
before ascribed to them, or more probably 
for the purpose of some reserved subse- 
quent explanation ; for as the tenor of 
his excellency’s last discourse strongly 
indicates the act to be the result of long 
deliberation, and not the sudden sug- 
gestion of passion, it is not easy to dis- 
cover what tnds would be answered by 
a fresh discussion of these causes 

The third alteration of “ Lucknow,” 
instead of here, perhaps is intended not 
to preclude himself from remaining 
within the limits of these dominions, 
though I should not conceive that he 
would feel himself at ease, when de- 
scended to a private situation, in any part 
of his country were, his personal appre- 
hensions have been constantly alive, 
though surrounded with guards and spies. 

Having submitted to your Lordship, 
in detail, the whole of all tne conversations 
which have passed between his excel- 
lency and irje on this interesting occa- 
sion. 
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sion, I cannot help observing, that I 
have been considerably embarrassed be- 
tween saying too much and too little ; 
apprehensive on the one hand that his 
excellency might effect to yield to my 
persuasions and retain the charge of his 
government, and on the other that he 
might ascribe to me a too great eagerness 
for his removal. 

The erroneous and detrimental system 
under which every branch of this go- 
vernment is conducted, and the total 
want throughout the country of established 
courrs tor the administration of justice, 
are circumstances well known to your 
Lordship: but I think it my duty to state 
the cause which has operated as an ob- 
struction against any effectual aid or inter- 
ference cm my part towards remedying 
the evils which have been increasing 
under the government of the present 
Nawaub Vizier. 

It seems to me to arise from that full 
authority given to the Nawaub m the 
close of the 17'h article of the treaty, 
over his household affairs, hereditary do- 
minions, his troops, and his subjc cts. 

However justly, on the principles of 
an independent government, the inter- 
ference of the resident may have been 
circumscribed in the revenue matters, 
and in the internal arrangements of the 
country, yet seeing how inseparably the 
interests of the two states are linked, I 
feel a conviction that the English govern- 
ment should at least assume the power 
and right of inspection and advice, and 
that the Nawaub should be requucd to 
place his government in such a state as 
will afford the mram ol the firs', and be 
bound to a certain degree to attend 10 the 
last — Indeed, how* ver sedulously his 
t «. * liency h »s bet n desirous ot excluding 
t I k resident from a knowl<dg( or parti- 
cipation in these concerns, yet such is the 
general want of confidence in hisservants, 
arid such ther„ experience in business, 
that he ha^ been more than once obliged, 
since my residence her«, to have recourse 
to the influence of the Butisb name to 
bring his Autnils to a settlement. 

It is my intention, as early as possible, 
to submit to your Lordship, officially, a 
connected detail of the whole of this 
interesting affair, but, as in a matter of 
so much secrecy and delicacy, I cannot 
intrust any thing to b ascribed bv ano- 
ther person, and meet with frequent in- 
terruptions from the common current 
business, I fear' ir will not be in my power 
to transmit u before to-morrow.

Translation of a paper prepared in Per- 
sian, by the resident at Lucknow, at 
the des,re of his excellency the Na- 
waub Vi2ier, submitted to his excel- 
lency on the 14th of November, 1799, 
and returned to the resident on the 18th 
of the same month, when the alterations 
which appear on the face of the Persian 
paper were written by his excellency’s 
own hand, m presence of the resident 
and his Moonshee Mohubbut Ally 
Khan. The alterations which appear 
in red ink> m this translation, are subse- 
quent corrections by his excellency, 
he having sent for the draft for the 
purpose. 

On Thursday, the 13th of Jummadie 
ul Sanm A. H. 1214, or 12'h Novem- 
ber, 1799, bis excellency the Nabob 
Vizier honoured me wun a visit, and 
in a piivate conference enjoined me to 
address the right honourable governor- 
general to the following effeci — That his 
excellency, finding it impossible fundet 
certain circumstances for attain reasons J 
to conduct the affairs of his government 
with ease to himself, and to the advan- 
tage of his subjects, was desirous, from 
the suggestions of his own mind, cor- 
dially and voluntary to relinquish the 
empire, and pass his days in auiet, and 
free from care ( proceed somewhere to the 
eastward*)- -I mtreated his excel 'ency to 
explain the motives which influenced 
him to relinquish so great an empire, and 
begged that he would state the whole of 
the causes which induced him to that 
resolution, m order that measures might 
be taken to remove them, since, hv the 
friendship and assistance of the English 
company, and by the zealous exertions 
of myself, his sincere will-wnh.i, the 
administration of his government could 
assuiedly be conducted to the prosptrity 
of his country, to the happiness of hi& 
subjects, to the-ease and sitisfacnon of 
himself, and to the acquisition of a great 
name. His excellency replied, that it 
was true ; but that, owing to the dispo- 
sitions, enmity, disobedience, and neg- 
ligence of the people here, ( and certain- 
causes,) his mind was utterly withdrawn 
from it and disgusted, and that on this* 
account he entertained the »n» resolution 
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of relinquishing the empire ; and as his 
Lordship would nominate one of his sons 
to succeed him, his name would remain 
established. 

After the relinquishment of the govern- 
ment his excellency had no wish of resi- 
ding, here, f at Luckrurvu) norot mterfer- 
in the smallest degree, m the concerns of 
the country. What his Excellency pos- 
sesed was sufficient for his necessary ex- 
pensed; but that whatever his Lordship 
might establish for his Sons, and other 
branches of his family* would be a source 
of great satisfaction to him 3 and that his 
Excellency would, with his own hands, 
place his Son on the Musnud •

A meeting having been appointed by 
his Excellency the Vizier, at the Resi- 
dent’s house, on the 12th instant, for the 
purpose, as I understood, of concerting 
with me the means of carrying into i me- 
diate effect' the important military reform 
recommended by your Lordship, his Ex- 
cellency imparted to me his secret, though 
determined, resolution of abdicating the 
Government, but did not, until the 20th, 
authorize me to make a communication 
of his intentions to your Lordship. 

This resolution of his Excellency is of 
so extraordinary and interesting a ten- 
dency m its immediate object, and in- 
volves considerations of such magnitude 
and delicacy m it its execution ana future 
consequences, that I feel it iny duty to re- 
cite to your Lordship, as distinctly and as 
fully as my memory will allow, in a con- 
nected detail, the several conversations 
which have taken place upon the subject 
and as they were not of long duration, and 
committed to paper immediately upon 
their conclusion, I trust that 1 o material 
part of them can have escaped me.

This I promised to execute, and ex- 
horted his Excellency to reflect most seri- 
ously, m the interval, on the measure lie 
had m contemplation, which was the most 
momentous that could be undertaken by 
a Sovereign. 

Having prepared »n Persian an abstract 
of the conversation, I waited upon his 
Excellency on th 14th, when he had de- 
clared his perseverance m the determina- 
tion’he had two days before revealed to me, 
accompanied by some explanations of the 
motives which influenced his resolution ; 
these, however, not being new in sub- 
stance, called from me only a repetition 
of that advice, and those assurances, which 
I had frequently uiged to his considera- 
tion. 

They consisted of general accusations 
against the refractory and perverse dispo- 
sitions of the people at large ; of com- 
plaints against the fidelity and zeal of the 
men immediately about his person 5 of the 
arrogance of some of the Aumils, and 
the open' disobedience of others. I re- 
plied that the remedy to this aggregate 
of evils was easy, and within his Excel- 
lency’s own power; that a vigilant, 
strong, and just "administration would 
secure the obedience of the bul t k of bis 
subjects on the firm principles of attach- 
ment to his Person and Government; 
ffcat a conciliatory and -encouraging con- 
Voi. 8 : 


duct on his part would secure fidelity, 
and enliven zeal; and that ihe Reform 
of his Military Establishment, on the 
principles so forcibly and repeatedly ur- 
ged by your Lordsmp, was the specific 
measure that would curb the arrogance 
of the Aumils, and enforce a prompt ex- 
ecution and implicit observance of any 
Revenue Regulations which his wisdom 
might establish; and, in conclusion, I 
again pledged myself, if his Excellency 
would reject the interested advice of fa- 
vourites, and be guided by the impar- 
tial and friendly counsel which your Lord- 
ship would convey to him through me, 
that the affairs of his Government could 
be conducted wnh ease to himself, to the 
acquisition of a high reputation, to the 
prosperity of his country, and to the hap- 
piness of his iubjecig. 

Having presented for his Excellency’s 
perusal the abstract m Persian of the first 
conversation, his Excellency reiained it, 
and expressed his intention of addressing 
himself direct to vour Lordship. 

On the 16th I sent a message to his 
Excellency, mtimanng a desire of waiting 
upon him the following dav, to which I 
received an answer, that if my intended 
visit was to confer on the subject known 
to us, he was intent upon it and pre- 
paring to pass the 17th at a garden, and 
purposed visiting me on the 181 h; if I 
had not any urgent business to com- 
municate he could wish that the interview 
might be postponed until that day. 

His Excellency did me the honour of 
a visit on the 18th, and after consulting

Unequal himself to incessant applica- 
tion to business, with a neglect inexpli- 
cable, unless fioin a jealousy of h ivmg 
his secrets penetrated into, it h..s been 
ins amt to conduct the aflans of Ins go- 
vernment in seclusion, without o .eu- 
sihlc* .esjstmce, and with an avion/ uu-

Thv money and jewels in it were found 
upon his accession have been removed

Your lo.Jship will observe, by the 
additions in the papri, that his excellency 
dwells, even io repetition, on the c, xpws- 
sions, of ex. sung cndumstances, oi in 
this manner , and certain c nises It is 
not easy to conjecture what maybe the 
causes which he insinuates, but conceals 
with so much receive: if they have a 
reference to my conduct, I can only 
affirm that it has been confined to expos- 
tulations and advice , and that he has 
never asked my assistance until his own 
measures have tailed, and then expecting 
ujw exert son ef my influence to enforce 


payment of demands, under an imphcii 
and unbounded confidence m the state- 
ment wh'ch lit was pleased to make oi 
the cjsi , inquiries and investigations or 
the* other s.de of question, without 
which I mvanably and candidly told him 
I could not intei fere, may be regarded by 
linn ns a distrust of his own principles oi 
probit ft and justice, and as a dts’gn to sup- 
port his annuls agaimt him. 

His excellency has no children alive 
by m image, four sons, of the age of 
mmhood, usually a* tend him, the ti- 
ck sl of whom* Ghazce-u-dem Ilyder, is 
twenty five years of age, or more, and ap- 
peals to be of a mild, but rather heavy dis- 
position, a son, five or six yeais old, 
sen. times makes his appearance at the 
pila^e, and there may probably he several 
ou.v r childrc n in. IVLhuI 

Not to interrupt the* threid of the nar- 
rative upon this important subject, I have 
omiued to introduce, in tncir propel 
plac s, ili^ frequent allusions uiadv by me 
to the reform or the military < stabhsh- 
nicnt. In evuy conveisation, however, 
I took occasion to pn_ss the subject upon 
his excellency’s consideration, but he m- 
V aruoly, and somewhat impatiently, 
evaded the discussion, by dcclanng that 
under the proposition tb be submitted to 
your Iuidship it was totally unnecessary-

Transinion of a paper prepared by the 
resident at Luckno-v, by desire ot his 
e*ccllency the* nawauh vizier, subemt- 
t d to his excellency on the 14th of 
November, 1799, and restored to the 
k sid *nt on the 20th of the same month, 
when some* of the alterations which 
appeal on the face of the Persian papei, 
(No. 2) were written by his Excel- 
lency's own hand, in the presence oi 
the Resident, and his Monshee, Mo* 
hubbut AUv Khan, those to which 
rod ink is affixed weie subsequent al- 
terations made bv the Vizier, on his 
desiring that the Paper might be re- 
turned to him. 

On Tuesday the 13th of Jummadie, 
ul Saume Anr.o H 1214, or 12th No- 
vember, 1799, his Excellency the Na- 
vvaub Vizier honouied me with a visit, 
aud m a pnvate coufuencc strongly en- 
joined 
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joined me to address the right honourable 
the governor-general to the following ef- 
fect ; that his excellency finding it im- 
possible, under existing circumstances, 
from certain causes, to conduct the alters 
of his government with ease to himself, 
and to the advantage of his subjects, was 
desirous, from the suggestions of his 
own mind, cordially ana voluntary to 
relinquish (he empire. 

I entreated that his excellency would 
explain the mouves which influenced 
him to relinquish so great an empire, and 
begged that he would state the whole 
of the causes which induced him to that 
resolution, in order that measures might 
be taken to remove them, since, by the 
friendship and assistance of the English 
company, and by the exertions of my- 
self, his sincere well wisher, the admi- 
nistration of his government could as- 
suredly be conducted, to the prosperity 
of his country, to the happiness ol his 
subjects, to the ease and satisfaction of 
himself, and to the acquisition of a 
great name. His excellency replied that 
this was all true, but diat, owing to the 
dispositions, entmty, disobedience, and 
negligence of the people here, and cer- 
tain causes, his mind was completely 
Withdrawn from a, id diNgustcd vvnh the 
government ; on this account he enter- 
tained the firm resolution of relinquish- 
ing it , and as his lordship would nomi- 
nate one of his sons as his successor, h s 
name would remain established 

After the relinquishment of the go- 
vernment, his excellency entertained no 
Wish of residing at Lucknow, not of 
interfering m the concerns of ihe coun- 
try; what his excellency possessed was 
sufficient for his necessary expenses, but 
that whatever his lordship might es:a- 
biuh for his sons, and other branches of 
his family, would be a source of great 
satisfaction to him, and that his excellency, 
With his own hands, would place his son 
on the musnud.

My dear Scott, — I enclose, by lord 
Mornington's direction, a diaft in En- 
glish of such a treaty as hts lordship

letter of the 12th instant. His lordsnip’s 
intention in furnishing you with the 
pieM.ru draft is to put you in possession, as 
soon and as distinctly as possible, of the 
extent and shape of his views on this oc- 
casion, as well as of the particular mode 
m which he pn poses to give tffect to 
those views. 

A Persian translation of this docu- 
ment will be forwarded to you when the 
treaty itself shill be sent tq yod officially, 
which will probably be in the course of two 
or three days; the treaty will be accom- 
panied by detailed instructions; by a 
memorial, perhaps explanatory of ns 

f uinciples, and by a declaration ealcu- 
ated to conciliate the different classes of 
people in Oude, and intended by his lord- 
ship to be published, whenever the treaty 
shall be executed, and the government 
o^ the country be m consequence assumed 
by the company. In the mean while it 
will be useful to you to be apprized, m 
the manner the enclosure will apprize 
you, of his lordship’s plan of proceeding 
in this important affair. 

The spirit of his lordship’s treaty will 
at once be obvious to your discernment ; 
adhering to this, you will not of course 
allow yourself ro be embarrassed by his 
letter, when a departure from this shall 
appear to you to be expedient, either for 
the purpose of humouring any prejudice 
or passion of the nabob, or on any other 
account; thus, even if he were to make 
a difficulty of paying off the Subsidy of 
the extra troops, as stipulated m the 
eleventh article, Ins lordship rather thaw 
put h.s main object to any hazard, would 
rot hesitate waving that demand, because, 
important as it is in a pecuniary view, its 
concession would npt m the slightest 
degree affect any fundamental principle 
of the arrangement.

Treaty between the united compeny of 
Merchants of England trading to the 
East Indies, and his excellency the 
Nawaub Saadut Ally Khan, .for vesting 
in the said Company the Civil aiM 
Military Governments of Oude and iu 
Dependencies. 

Whereas the Nawaub Saadut All) 
Khan, &c. is desirous of providing fo 
the pennancat defence of the territorie 

a 
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of Oude against external enemies, and 
of establishing in the said territories a 
system of administration which shall cf- 
rcctuallv secure the internal tranquillity of 
the said territories, and pi omote the pros- 
perity and happiness of the inhabitants 
thereof: and wherea', the said Nawaub 
being satisfied that these salutary and im- 
portant objects cannot be obtained other- 
w.se ihan by the direct interposition of 
the wisdom, justice, and power of the 
British government, has signified to the 
right honourable lord Mornmgton, K. P. 
&c. &c. governor - general, bis excel- 
lency’s earnest desire that his l<#'ship 
should administer the government tit the 
said ttrrnoiies in the name and on the 
behalf of the honourable English com- 

n , and that provision should now be 
s for the due administration of the 
said government m all time to come ; 
and the right honourable the earl of Mor- 
mngton, K. P. &c. governor - general 
m council, having acceded to the sa d 
proposal, the following treaty is now en- 
tered into by the right bon. the 'tail of 
Mornington, K P governor-general in 
council, on behalf of the said unite d 
company on the one part, and by the 
nawaub, Saadut Ally Khan, on behalf of 
himielf and his heirs for ever, on the 
other part.

the honourable English company, and 
his excellenc) hereby empowers the said 
company, in their _own name, and on 
their own behalf, to exercise for ev«. r all 
the powers, authorities, and rights ap- 
pertaining to the said com piny. 

Second Article — Whcieas it is essen- 
tially necessary, for the purpose qf en- 
abling the said company to admmster the

expressed his desire that a place should he 
appointed for his residence within the 
piovwiceof Bengal, or of Behar, his ex- 
cellency will therefore removf from the 
territories of Oude whenever the G< - 
verm>r-general in council shall deem his 
excellency’s removal to be expedient, and 
his excellency will, for the futu.e, re-

Fourih Article. — 1 he Nawaub, Saadut 
Ally Khan , will not introduce into the 
company’s provinces, nor at any time 
entertain a greater number of followers, 
servants, or attendants, than shall be 
regulated by an instrument in writing, 
to be executed between his excellency 
and the Governor-general in council; 
and ail hi* excellency’s followers, ser- 
vants, and attendants, shall be subject to 
the juri«d:ctton of the civil and criminal 
court* of judicature within the compa- 
ny’s author ity, m the same manner as the 
subjects of the British government. 

Fifth Article. — His excellency will 
not correspond with any foreign power 
without the knowledge and consent of the 
Governor-general in conned. 

Sixth Aiticle. — The N iwaub, Saadut 
Ally Khan, shall retain all the treasure, 
jewels, and other moveable property now 
in his possession; and 'the company en- 
gages that his excellency shall be secured 
in the sole and absolute disposal of the 
whole of the said property.

Lhidcr the adinimstiation of a suc- 
cessor nccess nly destitute of the same 
experience and knowledge, we must ap- 
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prehend an aggravation of all the existing 
evils, and consequently the acceleration 
of the dangers which must inevitably 
result to both states 

Experience has manifested th« meffi- 
cacy.of a partul or indncct lnterfer* nee 
of the British government for the reform 
of the administration of Oude. It can- 
not be doubted that the same causes whith 
have hitherto frustrated all our effort* to 
effect that salutary object by the interpo- 
sition of our advice, would continue to 
operate under every divided government, 
ind consequently that rt would be in vun 
to expect any beneficial t filet from any 
system of measures planned by the Bntish 
government, whilst any othei powers shall 
exist in the country to impute hee^tabiisfi- 
ment of that system, or to counteract its 
operation. 

If any reasonable hope could be enter- 
tained, und r any iiramwanus, of the 
practicability of csiablishi g *r>d enforcing 
a wise system of adniimsiMiion under a 
divded authority, his exc- llencv must be 
sensible that the govrwmr-gercral cou.d 
not desire a more f vourable conjunciure 
than that now offi r d bv his ex- < llencv’s 
continuance on the Muoiud. The sense 
enter «"'ed by his e\ct lleucy of his 
Own difficulties, and the um eserve d com- 
munication which he ha> made of their 
causes, affoid the strongest pledge of his 
excellency’s sincere disposition to effect 
f substantial reform. If, with these in- 
clinations on the part of his excellency, 
and with the anxiety of the B itish go- 
vernment for the establishment of a just 
and 1 ' efficient system of administration 
throughout the province of Oude, both 
parties despair of accomplishing their 
common views’, what prosper can re 
main of such an improvement under 
a successor whose youth and want of ex- 
perience might nor only render him insen- 
twble to the prevalent svstem of abuse, 
but expose him to the evil influx nre of 
persoi’S interested m its petu«nioi ? 

Under whatever terms or encourage- 
ment a successor might be placed? on 
the Musnud, he must retain all the neces- 
sary responsibility of the situation, and 
be rendered answerable for all the debts 
of the state, and for all the arrears of the 
civil and military establishments. The 
discharge of these demands, and the 
provisions to be made for the unavoidable 
expenses of the successor, would neces- 
sarily dimmish those funds which his 
excellency probably proposes to reserve 
•fltire for bis own private use* 


His excellency will also consider 
whether hisown tranquillity and p< ace of 
mi. d might not b. effected by the esta- 
blishu cm of any ol his iajnuy m a situa- 
tion whuh in a v induce thrm to forget 
thur duties and ob igatiom to his excel- 
lency, and may fill their minds with 
sentiments oi distrust and jealousy, if 
not of hatred 

So rare are the instances of sovereign 
prmers remaining contented after the 
abdication of power, that his exa llency’s 
succcNsur will alVays apprt herni the po^si- 
bi.ity of a change in his excellency's 
present rfVfisi- ii o t he fatigucsof govern- 
ment , this a;<pit heusion mav lead to the 
most fatal ot einpis agam>t the cast and 
even against the ldt of his excellency; 
more pamcularly will this < vii bt aggra- 
vated when his excellent y\ successor 
must ntcessarilv be his eldest son, who 
is suppo> d o hai bout v ntiM. cuts n ((nn- 
pa.ib'c w.th hli.n ctiiy and iHution. 

Thest consult rations will no doubt 
satisfy his evceilt nrv thit ih- appoint- 
ment of any successor whfthei u* der 
piovisiom for >he imeitrrein of the 
E. glishgov mirent n the conduct of his 
affairs, or otherwise., would nenssarily 
preclude all hope of the establishment 
ot anv woe *or permanent system of 
administration in Oude, that* it would 
disiu b his txrellu.ty’s private o mfort 
and h ippmtss in ho retirement, nor only 
by establishing the independence of one 
of hissons bur In dm iiiisbmg the amount 
of tfm piovision to be appropriated to 
his excellentv’s owi maimamance , that 
if any successor could be sanctioned by 
ihr British government after ho excel- 
lency’s abdicaiion, he must be his c xcel- 
lency’s eldest son, to whose hands his 
excellency would not wish to intrust 
either weal h < r power A review of 
all these uicuimtanct s will convince 
his excellency t bar the Governor- General 
cannot accede to bo excellency’s abdica- 
tion /unless undet the teims of this 
article J without a sacrifice of the security 
and military resources of the company; 
of the personal ease, and even safety 
of his excellency ; and of the welfare 
and happiness of the inhabitants of 
Oude. 

No alternative, therefore, can remain 
but his excellency’s continuance on ihe 
Musnud, under the subsisting relations 
between the two states, or his retirement 
accompanied by this article. 

If his excellency shotild think fit to 
hold the government (and it must never 
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be forgotten that the idea of his retire- 
ment originated in his own mind) the 
Governor-general will then proceed, in 
concert with bis excellency, to carry into 
speedy effect (while the season and the 
spate of political affairs m Hindustan 
continue favourable) the -reform which 
his 1 dship has already suggested in his 
excellency’s military and civil establish- 
ments. This reform is indispensable to 
the mutual security of both sta es, it 
musr not be frustrated or delayed. 

His personal safety, and the speedy 
and successful acom pi ish merit of the 
intended arrangements, demand that not 
only the knowledge of any particular 
article, hut even that of the existence 
of any such treaty, should be confined 
to his excellency’s own breast until all 
the necessary' arrangements can safely be 
carried into effect. 

The Governor-general rs also per- 
suaded that his excellency will be impli- 
citly guided by the advice of the resident 
with regard to all the measufts prepara- 
tory to the accomplishment of the diffe- 
rent objects specified in the treaty.

Para i I have had the honour to 
receive your lordship’s commands, in 
colonel Kirkpatrick’s letter of the 2cth 
instant. 

a. The sentiments therein delivered 
put me so completely in possession of 
>our lordship’s views, that 1 hope I shall 
be thoroughly prepared to enter upon 
the negotiation on the basis laid down 
as soon as I shall be honoured with your 
lordship’s detailed instructions for my 
conduct. 

3. In the rman time no occasion that 
Ityay present itself foi confirming the 
Nawaub Vizier in his resolution shall 
be neglected. His excellency, however, 
is so averse to that sort of conversation 
out of which the subject might naturally 
arise, that I fear the only opportunity of 
introducing it will be under the unfa- 
vourable circumstances of expostulating 
with him upon some measure of harsh- 
ness against individuals, or of injurious 
tendency to the country. 

4. The arguments which ought to 
dissuade him under his preseat intentions 


fiom acts calculated to increase the num- 
ber of his enemies, and to impair the 
merit of his concession, are so obvious* 
that it might be supposed his own pru- 
dence would suggest them, were nor 
every faculty absorbed in the desire of 
accumulating wealth. Circumspection 
and firmness, m cast* of real magnitude* 
may possibly prevent any serious 11 jury 
or injustice; and forbearance in trifling 
matters, pietlude useiess and unpleasant 
altercation 

,5. Since the last commun’caffoni 
I had the honour to make to your 
lordship, under dan s iht* 21st and 22d 
instant, his exedknev has preserved a 
perfect silence on the subj ct in agita- 
tion. His public conversations so far 
from betraving anv symptoms of what 
must be passing in his mind, indicate 
permanent arrangements and a succession 
of amusements tor ihc cold season He 
projects hunting < xc ursions and recently,, 
in private, mentioned to me an intention 
of i ha. sort with so serious an air, that 
I shou.d not be sui priz'd wire he to 
undertake one ahoie the period he may 
expect your lordship** 1 c ply to his propc- 
sition. 

6. After the most d< liberate reflec- 
tion on the subject of the military re- 
foifn, I vnw the late proposition of your 
lordship for the immediate introduction 
of a force that shall be effective, and ’to 
be r^litd on, as of such immense im- 
portance in evtry possible case* and so 
indispensable for the preservation of the 
trarquillitv of the country in the ac- 
complishment of the object in your 
lotdship’s contemplation, that nothing 
less than a moral conviction of his ex- 
cellency’s absolute refusal to engage in 
the considtra ion of it until your lord- 
ship’s answer shill be received, could re- 
strain me from pressing the subject upon 
him with all the weight of your lord- 
ship’s authority. And however conclu- 
sive is vour lorcUhip’s reasoning in the 
10th paragraph of colonel Kiikpatrick’s 
lettei, I cannot omit mentioning a sus- 
picion, that his excellency in so long 
evading' the execU'ion of the measure, 
actuated by a motive of vanity, of which 
he possess no inconsiderable share, enter- 
tains the flimsy design of assuming to 
himself, amongst his favourites, the credit 
of having preserved, during his reign, the 
independent authority over the affairs of 
hiscountrv, both civil and military. 

7. In adverting to the tranquillity of the 
country, I do not mean to express the 
most distant appicbcnsion of any general 
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opposition to th<* introduction to the 
company’s o>c!usi\e auihoriiy over 
vthe dominion of Oudr, or .my pund 
t sis' *iuc to it bv the powc ful a d 
leading men, on the contrary, I h *'~c 
the stron^e^t confidence that Almas 
_A!l Khan Mirzrn Mehudv- and Ua- 
jah hhi’til Purshand, three gi eat 
Aumih who cngi os; almost the whole 
of the counti), will srbmu to tint 
authority with implicit obcthcnce, if 
out with pleas ire , — 'till, however, 
ttomeof the turbulent Zumud.irs in the 
remote corn^is may exc u tompora»y 
disturbances or withludd liu* payment 
of their rents, and some oi the lut-

If the negotiation succeed to the 
extent of lord Mornington’s wishes and 
views, I trust it will not be spun out 
to the length of allowing the arrival of 
a reinforcement in the upper parts of 
these dominions ; and I think I can de- 
clare, with confidence, that it will not 
he wanted for the preliminary purpose 
of establishing the general control of the 
company over this country ; whatever 
augmentation of troops may be intro- 
duced from below, will, of course, be 
disposed of as future circumstances may 
point out. 

I am completely at ease in respect to 
Fyzabad, for there is nothing that the 
Begum, and her adherents, are so ear- 
nestly solicitous about, as an entire eman- 
cipation from the authority of the Na- 
waub, and to be placed under the im- 
mediate and full protection of the Eng- 
lish government, on which point I have, 
this day received a letter from her, 
which will form the subject of an address 
to the governor-general to-morrow 

'Sir James Craig’s suggestion of aug- 
menting our troops, by drafts from the 
Nawaqb’s battalion, merits consideration, 
as also his suggestion of the declaration 
to be made to Almas. 

Not having found a favourable occa- 
sion for opening the negotiation on the 
footing laid down, I have thought it 
advisable to wait for lord Mornington’s 
final instruction, lest the last dispatch 
of the s 1st and 22d should baVe sug- 
gested any essential deviations. 

His excellency, this morning, informed 
me of his intention to make a hunting 
excursion, upon which I took the op- 
portunity to observe, that an answer 
might be expected m the course of this 
day or to-morrow, and that it would be 
desirable to impart his lordship’s sen- 
timents to him as early as possible after 
their arrival, since delay might be pro- 
ductive of many inconveniences. I have 
reason to believe, that he will suspend 
his intention of leaving Lucknow; should 
he nor, I shall purpose to accompany 
him. 

My assistant arrived yesterday, and the 
letter of Sir James Craig is transcribed 
by him.

Memoir of the Precautionary Move 
merits, and Distribution of the Com 
pny’s troops, for the purpose of esta 
Wishing the exclusive Control ane 
Authority of the Company over tin 
dominions of Oude. 

As soon as rhe necessary arrangements 
shall be made lor carrying into effect th< 
first article of the treaty, and the penoc 
shall arrive for piomulganng the prm 
ciples and substance of the said treaty 
it appears advisable to provide for thi 
peace and order of the capital, by as 
semblmg, in its vicinity, a respectabk 
force. 

2. As soon after the formation of thi: 
camp as possible, the wliole of the re- 
gular infantry and artillery in the service 
of the Nawaub Vizier at Lucknow, 
should be disbanded, to which end the 
accounts of thtse corns should be pre- 
viously adjusted, and cash prepared te 
pay off their atrears according to the 
article of the treaty. 

3 A battalion of Mahvvatties may be 
retained as guards for the city 

4 The present system of revenue 
cannot be changed during the current 

tar, nor can, under it, the collections 
e realised without the assistance of a 
considerable number of troops at the dis- 
posal of the Aurails. It is obvious that 
no augmentation of the company’s troops, 
which can be immediately effeted, would 
be equal to, or applicable to that purpose, 
consequently, much must, of necessity, 
be left to the fidelity of the Aumils, 
and to the authority which they possesi 
over the troops now stationed with them, 
It is fortunate that the attachment of the 
three most powerful Aumib, Almas 
Ally Khan, Muza Mehudy, and Shutul 
Purshaud, may be confided m. Io the 
first, I place the surest trust; and as the 
last is supported by, and dependent on, 
Almas, we have in the fidelity of the 
former a security for that of me latter; 
of Mirza Mehudy, I have no distrust ; 
it may, however, be prudent to detach a 
regiment of native infantry, from FuttV 
Ghur to Bareilly, as X precautionary 
measure, and perhaps. the regiment of 
cavalry. 

5. As many troops as can be spared 
from the Chunar station may march intfc 
the districts of Aztm Ghurr, Got*uck- 
poor, and Baraiteh. The regiment 61 
cavalry detained at lietiarcs may alta 
March into that quarter 
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B. An European regiment from Da- 
napore, may immediately ^ proceed by 
water to Allahabad, subject to suen 
future orders as circumstances may point 
out. 

7. A regiment of infantry will, pos- 
sibly, be requisite at Futty Ghur, as an 
awe upon the Patnas of Furruckabad; 
though 1 have not the smallest suspicion 
•f the Nawaub Kherudmund Khan. 

8. Reposing, as I do, the most im- 
plicit confidence in the attachment and 
obedience of Alnjas, the Doab may be 
safely left to his management ; and the 
whole of the troops belonging to the 
Cawnpoor station, with the exception 
©f wnat may be thought necessary for 
the protection of the cantonments and 
stores, may form the proposed camp at 
Lucknow.

My dear Sir, 

I had appropriated yesterday morning 
10 the purpose of answering your letter 
of the 4th, and of acknowledging that 
of the 6th ; a pretty smart attack, how- 
ever, on the preceding evening, obliged 
roe to call in the doctor, who has suf- 
ficiently recovered me to enable me to 
sit down now to my pen. 

Every point to which you have ad- 
verted, in your memoir, relative to the 
distribution of the troops requires at- 
tention ; but our providing for them all 
must depend upon the means with which 
we arc furnished, and of which we shall 
be better able to judge shortly, as lord 
Mornington writes me that I shall 
have early notice of the number and 
distribution of the troops destined to 
be eventually introduced into the pro- 
vince. 

The first, and principal, object is, 
unquestionably, the security of the capi- 
tal, and the being there in such strength 
as may ensure us against,. opposition, m a 
part where the measures to be adopted 
will effect the interest of the greatest 
number of persons. The corps to be 
•ollccted here should be as strong as cir- 
cumstances will admit of, not only with 
the immediate view to which I have 
alluded ; but as being also the most cen- 
trical pofcit, from which, as soos as the 
first ferment had subsided, to detach to 
other points, were a military force may 
be requisite, for all of which it is im- 


practicable to provide in the first mo- 

"inent. 

If the amount of the force allotted to 
these parts will admit of it, the corp« 
shoulcLnot at first be less than eight bat* 
talions of sepoys, with the European 
i^iment and cavalry now here. 

_ This will enable us at any time to 
detach, to the extent of four battalions, 
and till the first ferment being over, re- 
mains in sufficient strength to command 
every thing about us. If our means will 
not admit of the corps being so large, 
it should at any rate not be less than si* 
battalions of sepoys, with the other troops 
I have mentioned. 

The next material point to attend to, 
appears to me to be, undoubtedly, Ba- 
reilly, and I should wish the corps to be 
stationed there ta be, at least, of the three 
battalions, and a regiment of cavalry; 
but in this we must also be determined 
by the amount of the whole. It is a' 
-distant station bordering upon the Rohil- 
las, and there is a large extent of frontier 
country beyond it, into which it ought 
to be possessed of the means of detaching 
a battalion, if necessary. 

Two battalions I consider to be ab*» 
solute ly necessary at Futty Ghur; the 
banditti of the Furruckabad district are 
never to be trusted; they arc ripe for any 
thing. 

This place may be left with only 
the necessary guard for the hospital. 

I have every confidence in Almas'* 
disposition, which must lead him to wish 
to pass the remainder of his life in 
tranquillity. A powerful incitement 
to him and his friends will be the making 
him understand that our government 
does not consider itself at the heir to the 
possessions of the deceased. The several 
corps as I have here proposed, in their 
greatest extent, will require thirteen or 
fourteen battalions ; it would undoubted- 
ly be a very desirable object, that z force 
should be established in the districts of 
Goruckpoor and Beraitch, particularly 
the former; and I should also think it 
extremely necessary that there should be 
a couple of battalions at Fyzerabad. 
The begum herself is perhaps little t6 
be feared, but she has a number of ser- 
vants and dependants, who may be ap* 
prehensive 01 losing iheir employment 
and emoluments; besides, I believe it ia 
the residence of other branches of the 
reigning family, who may be dis- 
posed 
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disposed to resist a revolution in which 
it may b: no difficult mutir to lead them 
to conceive Ihat their intei/sts are htgh'y 
uijuicd. The object lor cOtisiduatiun 
is, if we cannot pi ovule for every point 
at winch it is deniable to have a fotce, 
which ire those to be kit ut a* tended t<^> 
in the first instance, with the least pro 
bable inconvenience, scr’eu* opposition 
is, I think, as fai as uicumstanees ot 
locality can deteinsine it, only to he 
looked for at Lucknow oi Baullv, and 
perhaps Fyzabad. Partial msuricctions 
of petty zemindars can a 1 ways be crush- 
ed, especially in situations that arc so 
entirely inclosed by our other possessions, 
as Goruckpoor, and Baiaiich , icducing 
the corps promised for Lucknow to six 
battalions, wl may peihaps find it puc- 
ticable to send a couple to Goimkpoor, 
but I own I am inclined to pre k r 
strengthening the former, so as to pie- 
cludc the possibility of anv senou>» 
opposition to the providing against any 
probable petty insurrection, fiom winch 
no mischief of consequence can ansi. , 
I am convinced that it was the gieat 
strength of the army collected at Luck- 
now, that seated Saadut Aliy so quietly 
on the musnud. A le^s force would 
have done it m the end, but probably 
not without opposition , a-id in the 
present case, it appear: to me to b^ an 
object of importance to the app nr- 
ance of the measure in the public eye, 
that it should be carried into efiket 
without bloodshed With seventeen or 
eighteen battalions I think we can pro- 
vide for every probabl** emergency. 

These ideas, as to the distribution of 
the troops, apply, as you will perceive, 
only to the event of your negotiation 
terminating to the fullest extent ot our 
wishes; m the other case, much le.s 
arrangement will be neccssaiv. 7 he 
immediate security of this capital will 
be the principal obj*ect to provide foi. 

I think it would be an object of un- 
poitance in either cas*, if it can be so 
managed, to commence new levies for 
the Company’s service-u theumethat the 
Nawaub’s battalions arc i educed , I have 
bten assured, upon inquiring upon for- 
mer occasions, that they would gladly 
enter into our service, and it would re- 
move much of their discontent, if we 
are not prepared to fi* »vn new regiments, 
the companies of thc^e in the field 
might be augmented wnh twenty meiq 
which would, i dare . \ , piuvide lor all 


that we should wish to, tike, and n*w 
regiments might be formed of than 
heicahcr. 

Wnh respect to )Our Ict.er of the hth, 
enclosing tlu intelligence iciaiivc to the 
impovor, Gholaum Kad’r, I have only 
to thank you lor it. I had hea r d of the 
circumstance before, but I imagine the 
Mahiattas will alwavs pi event his ap- 
piOtU lung out frontier; siuu'dhc, how- 
ever, acquire an / consistence of stiengrh, 
and still more, should thcie he any rea- 
son to suppose that 4 junction of interests 
between him and Gholaum Mohammed 
had taken place, it wdl add much to the 
gif unds upon which 1 have wished to 
strengthen the Barcillv corps in the chs- 
tiihiition that forms the pumipal subject 
ot this later.

The continuity of this province to the 
icrmories of Oude, its distance fan 
the seat of the Brit.sh government, the 
jiumbei ot foreigners constantly resorting 
to the city of Benares, and the favourable 
situation ot that city for intrigue, render 
it expedient that his excellency should

fcx his residence in any part of the pro- 
vince of Benares.

Conside- 
rations of precaution, however, require 
that measures should he tahtn for 
preventing any of his excellency’s 
family from lemovtng front Lucknow 


before the accomplishment of the in- 
tended* arrangement, and also for their 
repairing to the company^ provinces* 
and taking up their residence at what- 
ever place may be fixed. 

Thest measures should be concerted 
between the resident and his excellency* 
and in the event of any of his excel- 
lency’s sons being at a distance from 
Lucknow, it may be found desirable to 
recal them to that cvy without delay. 

For similar reasons, his Excellency** 
Brothers, and all pc^ons whose con- 
tinuance m Oude may be deemed incom- 
patible with the speedy and full establish- 
ment of the Company’s authority, should 
be obliged to take up iheir abode in the 
Company’s territoncs; and the allowance 
which may be given to all the persons 
ieftrrcd to in the article should be granted 
on the condition that the^ shall not 
change the place of their residence with- 
out the permission of the British Go- 
vernment. 

Fourth Article. — The necessity of 
limiting the number of the Nawaub’s 
auendants is obvious. With respect to 
that part of the anicle which d' dares 
them amenable to the ordinaiy tribunals 
of the country, his Excellency is already 
appused that this stipulation is confor- 
mable to an established principle of policy 
of tile Bifnsh Government; and as he 
resided many years m the Company’s* 
provinces wnh Ins attendants, subject* to 
the operation of tins principle, he is 
well acquainted with the nature and ob- 
jtet of it, and,, that it wiil not subject 
hun to any personal inconvenience or 
d< giadaticn , it cannot be doubted, thcrc- 
iou., that he will rcadilv acquiesce m thisi 
stipulation ^

be suiub'e that the English Government 
could never agree to this article under

It his Excellency ‘was to appoint a 
sut cessor, on what plea could he deprive, 
ihdt successor ot the family jewels, and 
all oibtr hereditary appendages of die 
Musnud. 

As the Successor would be iccponsible 
for du large sums due to the native Credi- 
tors ot the State, dnd aUo for the heavy ar- 
reais due to the Civil and Military Esta- 
blishment, it wo’i'd le t cj'u'ly prqpt* 

and 
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and necessary th'it he should be putin pos- 
session of the treasurer of the S^ate, as 
constituting the only fund from which 
these demands could be made good. It 
the Successoi were left with no other x 
funds lor the discharge of these various 
claims, of fats own. expenses, and ol the 
growing de mauds on the State, than the 
cuirent collections from the country, it 
is evident, that under the present detec- 
tive system ol administering the revenue, 
his resources would be altogether inade- 
quate to the cads upon them, and that he 
would shortly be involved in embarrass- 
ments which could not fail to lead to the 
HUM fatal consequences. 

H.s Excellency must be sensible that 
the English government could never be- 
come a party to the transfer of the Mus- 
mid to a successoi under circumstances 
which could scarcely prove less fatal 
to their interests than to his own. 

Seventh article. — The governor-gene- 
ral is persuaded that the provision pro- 
posed to be made by this article lor the 
sons of his exce’Wncy will be consi- 
dered by the Nawaub as proofs of the 
liberality of the B itish government. 
The governor-general is also convinced 
that his excellency will see the necess.ty 
of rendering the continuance of this 
provision dependent on the good con- 
duct of the parties for whom it is 
made. 

It is almost unnecessary to add, that 
the accession of a successor to *he Mus- 
rtud would preclude the appropuation 
of these allowances for the support of 
his excellency’s family 

Eighth article. — This article is inserted 
solely for the purpose of preventing 
any misunderstanding on the point to 
which it re Tates, as all public property 
i\ an appendage of the government, 
and mu>t of course be transferred with, 
it. 

It if not however intended to preclude 
his exceHency withm due limits, from 
retaining any horses, elephants, or o her 
rattle which may be necessary for his 
private use. 

Ninth article.— The justice and equity 
of Ins excellency’s providing for the 
discharge of such private debts as he 
may have contracted, is so evident, 
that the governor-general is persuadrd 
It is altogether unnecessary to enter into 
arguments to induce bis excellency to 
make an immediate provision from his 
private funds fot the pay menu of such 
debts. 


Eleventh article.— ‘The arrears refer- 
red to in this article being due, under 
the engagements subsisting between the 
company and his excellency, must of 
course be discharged by him. It is 
needless to observe, that the services on 
account of which these disbursements 
have been made, have been actually per-, 
formed, and the charges attendant on 
them actually incurred by the company. 
It would consequently be unreasonable 
that these chuges should be left to be 
defrayed from the future resources of 
Oude. 

Tenth and twelfth articles. — The jus- 
tice and necessity of discharging the 
bona fide debts to the native creditors 
of the state, and also the arrears of the 
civil and military establishment, are 
apparent, and it might with strict pro- 
priety be expected that the Nawaub 
should apply a part of his treasures to 
the liquidation of these demands. 

The company, however, are willing 
to take upon them the discharge of all 
such of thexe demands as on investigation 
shall be found to be equitable. His 
excellency, however, must be sensible 
illit the company could never think of 
taking upon themselves this heavy bur- 
then without being put in possession of 
the complete control over the resources 
of the state, from the improvement of 
which, under a course of steady and eco- 
nomical management, they can alone 
expect to be reimbursed for the amount. 

'Thirteenth article. — As the company 
are to take upon themselves all the bur- 
dens of the state, and the general admi- 
nistra ion of its affairs, they are of 
com sc ,o succeed to all its claims. 

Fourteenth article — The public inte- 
rests, equally wuh those of individuals, 
demand that all state papers, accounts, 
and documents of every description, 
should he delivered to the company. 

'1 he governor-general relies witW 
confidence that the vizier will give the 
s rictest injunctions for the delivery of 
all such papers, and particularly all 
aaoums respecting the pay of the civil 
and military establishments, the collec- 
tions and balances of revenue ; the allow- 
ances and deduemvm granted to the 
Auimls on account of Molayinst or 
other charges; the engagements of the 
Annuls and renters, whtt her on account 
of revenue, nuzzeramck, or other 
payment! \ die jaghires, and all other 
grants of fand, and the pensions, sala- 
ries, or other allowances now held or 
enjoyed 
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enjoyed by individuals under giants from 
his excellency and his predecessors, or 
any other competent authority. 

His lordship als6 relies that his excel- 
lency will direct his officers to furnish 
whenever explanations respecting these 
different accounts may be required of 
them*

I have this day transmuted to the 
Persian translator a letter to your lord- 
ship’s address from her highness the Bow 
Begum at Fyzabad. 

Thu letter, after assuring your lord- 
ship of her highness’s long attachment^, 
ana firm reliance upon, the English go- 
vernment, insinuates some undefined 
wishes, which the confidential servant 
who was the bearer of it, her resident 
vakeel at Lucknow, who had gone to 
Fyzabad on the occasion of the decease 
of Jowaktr Ally Khan, the Begum’s 
principal servant and manager, thoroughly 
explained to me in a secret message 
from his mistrsss. 

The substance of which was, that 
the, Begum is extremely solicitous of 
being entirely released hom the autho- 
rity of, and dependence upon, his excel- 
lency the Ndwaub Vizier, and to be 
placed under the sole protection of the 
English government. Her avowed ob- 
ject in the pioposition is to secure her 
connections and dependants in the un- 
disturbed possession of what property 
she may make over to them during her 
life, and to constitute the company heirs 
to the property she may be possessed of 
at the time of her decease. 

The proposition of a Jagheerdar to 
be rendered independent of the sove- 
reign from whom tfie Jagheer ? seated in 
the heart of his dominions, is derived, 
militates so strongly against every max- 
im of good government, that probably 
your lordship would not regard^ it as 
worthy of consideration, excepting as 
connected with the important negotia- 
tion now on loot, in which relation it 
furnishes a very substantial and satisfac- 
tory proof of her highness’s ready sub- 
mission to the fundamental principle of 
tfi ^proposed arrangement.

Although I have not yet bgen ho 
nourtd with your lordship’s detailed in- 
structions for my conduct s that nego- 
tiation, yet as the papers with which I am 
furnished put me completely in possession 
of your lordship’s views, and as I con- 
clude that my dispatches hdve not oc- 
casioned any alteration in the essential 
principle of the arrangement, it is my 
purpose to seek an immediate opportunity 
lor presenting to the Vizier 'he draft of 
the proposed treaty, prefacing the deli- 
very of it with a short speech, expressive 
of your lordship’s anxiety that the design 
which his excellency has declared of re- 
linquishing ihe government should be ex- 
ecuted on such a plan as will ensure the 
full attainment of the great objects which 
his excellency has in view — the perma- 
nent prosperity of the people of these 
dominions, and his own undisturbed 
happiness and ease.

My Lord, — Having waited a time 
that must appear sufficient to the Nawaub 
Vizier for receiving your lordship’s answer 
to his excellency’s proposition, supposing 
it only to have been imparted on the day 
he finally authorised me to communicate 
it, and concluding that my dispatches 
have caused no alteration in thfe essential 
principle of your lordship’s proposed 
treaty, I came to the resolution of pre- 
senting to his excellency the Persian draft 
on the first fair occasion, and waited upon 
him this mornrig. 

When left alone, his excellency 
having asked me if I had received my 
letter from Calcutta, I informed him that 
having in compliant wir'h his at* .we 
communicated (9 your lordship the secret 
resolution taken by his excellency, and 
transmitted a copy of the Persian paper, 
your lordship has instructed me to a<J- 
quaint him, that though the determi* 
nation which his excellency had cou.'. to 
was of the utmost magnitude, yet as it 
appears to have been formed in long and 
mature deliberation, and as the motive* 
which influence his excellency to that 
determination have been fully discussed, 

i y it 
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n was not necessary to go into a re-exami- 
••tion of tffeta. 

But as his excellency's wisdom and 
magnanimity, connected with the execu- 
tion of his design, objects df the greatest 
pubhc consideration, ,as well as his per- 
sonal case, your lordship was extremely 
Solicitous that those objectss should be at- 
tained to the fullest extent of which in 
their nature they are capable, and to this 
Old had prepared for his excellency’s con- 
sideration the draft of a plan, which I 
now submitted to him, in your lordship's 
fullest confidence that his excellency’s 
wisdom and penetration would perceive 
that the principles upon which it was 
framed were those alone on which any 
reasonable expectation could be formed of 
the permanent security and prosperity of 
this country, and of his own undisturbed 
happiness. 

His excellency read the draft of the 
proposed treaty without discovering any 
apparent emotion, excepting upon one 
or two of the articles. Having gone 
through it, he observed, that he had 
not in the piper confined himself to a 
residence in the provinces of Bengal and 
Bebar, and that one or, two of the arti- 
cle* implied a distrust of his principles, 
Wnich had ever been those of attachment 
pnd friendship for the English govern- 
ment; I answered, that the confidence 
which his excellency reposed in the En- 
glish government by his recent propo- 
sition, was an unquestionable proof of 
those sentiments; that the articles to 
which he alluded were merely the ordi- 
nary mea^ures of prudence and precau- 
tion against futurity; and that, in respect 
)$'tbe limitation of Bengal and Behar, 
bin the event of bis excellences accep- 
tance of the first article, which w at the 
basis of the plan, I was empowered, by 
your lordship, to modify the subordinate 
articles, I trusted that no insuperable 
difficulty would arise outof them. 

His excellency, who had not tho- 
roughly comprehended the extent of the 
first article/ asked wbaj meaning I an- 
nexed to it ; referrifllifim to the article 
Itself, I replied, th^Hested the whole 
administration of thrxoumry in the 
bands of the English company ; he then 
asked what portion .of authority was to 
remain with his successor, to which I 
replied, that the plan $fid not provide for 
t successor. His excellency continued 
his enquiries, by asking, whether ? 
family which had been established for a 
■umber of years was to abandon the so- 


vereignty of its hereditary dominions i 
I replied, that your lordship's justice and 
liberality had nude an ample provision 
for the comfort ;ind independence of that 
family; and briefly explained the con- 
sideration which had induced your lord- 
ship to stipulate, that hts excellency 
should commit the sole and exclusive 
administration of Oudc to the company 
m perpetuity", as dt tailed in the 4th, 5th, 
and 6th paragiaphs of the notes for a 
memorial, and also recalled to his recol- 
lection an observation which I had made 
to him, and which I told him was en- 
forced by your lordship relative to the 
youth and inexperience of his son. 

His excellency asked if he might re- 
tain the draft of the treaty, to which I 
informed him, that I had presented it to 
him for that purpose, in order thar he 
might bestow deliberate reflection upon 
the principles on t^hith it was framed, 
andf on the many and certain advantages 
to be derived from the_txecutton of it ; 
sit the same time adverted to the necessity 
of secrecy, of which his excellency was 
thoroughly prepossessed 

From this conversation I can hardly 
venture to draw anv conclusion , and :>hafl 
therefore only observe, that though his 
excellency is perfectly master of con- 
cealing his passions, yet if he bad enter- 
tained an immovable repugnance 10 the 
basis of the treaty, he could scarcely have 
disguised it under smiles and an unaltcied 
countenance. 

My anxiety to communicate to your 
lordship the opening of the negotiation 
compels me to be brief in my lelauon, it 
being near noon before 1 separated from 
his excellency.

M* Lord, — H aving yesterday done 
myself the honour of communicating 
to ybuf lordship the substance of a con- 
versation Which had taken place between 
his excellency the Vizier and me, I shall 
now take the liberty of offering such ob- 
servations as on reflection suggest them* 
selves to my mind. 

Although, on the first perusal of the 

Armfk 
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draft of the proposed treaty* his ex- 
cellency might not comprehend the full 
extent and spirit of the first article, yet 
it would not have escaped him, even 6n 
a cursory reading of that article, as well 
as of the leodmg and preliminary reasons 
affixed to the treaty, that the express 
object is to vest in the English company 
th^ sole and exclusive administration of 
the civil and nfihtaiy government of 
Oude. 

We idight have conceived the inten- 
tion to be, that on hts retirement his sort 
should succeed him as the nominal 
naWaub of Oude ; it is possible even that 
h;s mind was prepared for such a propo- 
sition ; and it is not improbable that, with 
the view of preserving the name of his 
family, and of maintaining m it some ap- 
pearance of sovereignty, he may stre- 
nuously insist on such an arrangement, 
confiding the administration of the go^ 
vcrnmenc to the English company. 

The notes for a memorial furnish 
abundant arguments wherewuh to oppose 
•uch a measure; those which relate to 
the appropriation of the treasure are pe- 
culiarly applicable. In addition it will 
be stated, that the elevation of a succes- 
sor on the terms and under the limitations 

Qrnmvi). nhisr. in the fiist in«ranr>. 
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country, and the dangerous Situation in 
which it should place his successor, ! 
shall present for his consideration a, 
written memorial accompanied b^ yodr 
lordship’s letter, on the subject of the 
reform of the military establishment. 

Id the official letter which I have doui 
myself the honour of addres mg to you* 
lordship this day,* I have advefted to 
the possible necessity of detaching la 
fol-ce towards Rampoor ; my immediate 
object is to make use of the success of 
the pretended Gholum Kadir as a pre* 
text for introducing a detachment of the 
company’s troops in t£e district of Ba* 
reilly, and have communicated this idea 
to sir James Craig.

6, — His lot dship is pieced to autho- 
rise you to make such alterations in this 
pppef (ueihcnng to its general spirit and 
tenor) previously to the communication 
of it to the Vizier, as circumstances, not 
at preaetr in the knowledge of his lord- 
ship, may suggest to you to be necessary 
or advisable; yon are even empowered 
m>t to'deliver the paper to his excellency 
if previously to x our receipt of it his 
excellency should either have actually 
acquiesced in the general tenor of the 
treaty, forwarded to you on the 22d 
ultimo, or have indicated a disposition to 
do so . and should you have any reason 
to apprehend that the communication 
of thi paper might have the effect of 
retarding or of otherwise distuibing 
the arrangement His lordship, how- 
ever, is inclined to think the train of 
reaspning contained in this document 
is equally calculated (by establishing 
the reasonableness and necessity of the 
modification of his excellency s wishes 
proposed by hts lordship) to remove 
any objection* which his excellency may 
have started to the mam principle of the 
treaty, and to confirm h.s appiobition 
of it,' should he have already a ceded 
to it. 

7 In the event of your communica- 
ting to the vizier the accompanying 
.paper or the substance of it, you ifrll 
Previously affix to it a copy of the 
***** transmitted to you on the y £ 2d 
ultimo, with such alterations in the same 
at yon may have thought proper to 
adopt in consequence of the authority 
given you for this purpose 

8 You will perceive that the en- 
c’o«ed answer of the governor general 
to the papers containing the form i 1 an- 
nunciation of the Vizier** determination 
to abdicate the government, is s lent on 
that passage of the letter winch relates 
tp the maintainanceof his excellency’s 
qame. The reason why his lor 'ship 
has not ju 'ged it necessary to notice 
thr* topic is, that it did not appear to 
him to have originated with hi* excel- 
lency, but to have arisen rather out of 
what had dropped from you in the 
course of the discussion ; a cons dera- 
tion which, joined t<> r.e eei.er ,1 cha- 
racter ot the Viz.er, disposes his lord- 


ship to believe that his excellency may 
not insist on this point. If, however, 
contrary to the expectation of his lord- 
ship, nis excellency should appear 
anxious on the subject, his lordship 
conceives it will be sufficient to answer, 
that as his excellent y*t» absolute and 
formal abdication ot the government 
is neither wished for noi approved by 
his lordship, and that as his excellency 
will not only retain, together with hi9 
wealth, all Ins piesent distinctive ho- 
nours and titles, but will aLo possess 
the power of transmitting both o his 
heirs, there can be no more danger of 
the extinction of I 119 name than attai he* 
equally to every other human establish- 
ment. 

9 I am further directed by the go- 
vernor-general to signify to you hi* 
lordship’s desire that you will furnish 
him, as soon as possible, with a de- 
tailed report of the causes which ap- 
pear to you to have led to the recent 
an i unexpected proposition of the Vi- 
zier In reviewing this transaction his 
lordship wishes you to .consider, and 
state particularly, whether his excel- 
lency has m any, and what degree, been 
influenced on this occasion by any of 
the measures adopted by his Iqrdship 
with a view to the reform of his excel- 
lency’s military establishment.

1st Paragraph The jig.ht honour- 
able the goveruoi -genet al having re- 
ceived, from the resident at I ucknow, a 
paper in the Peniati Inn tillage (with a 
translation of the ^ine in English) pre- 
pared by the resident in confoimity to 
the desneof h s excellency the Nawanib 
Viz.ier, and subsequently transmitted to 
the governor-genera! in consequence of 
the earnest injunction of his excel- 
lency, and the governor-general having 
given the most attentive consideration 
to the wishes of his excellency the 
Nawaub Viaier cxpren^tfrin that paper, 
the resident ia hereby wmmar.ued to 
address his excellency in t< e name of 
hislorelship to the following effec' : 

2 His lordship is fully apprized of 
the variant difficultly which obstruct 

the 
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the due administration of the govern- 
ment > Oude m Ins ex. cl ency’s hands, 
as well a* ot‘ tl.e nature of those secret 
caus s xv liic.li distuib tne tranquil ityyof 
his mind The governor-general en- 
tirely concurs >n the truth of his ex- 
cellency’s voKntaiy and candid decla- 
ration, that t> e ctverse disposition, en- 
fn ty, and di»o. edience of the people, 
added to he negligence of Ins ministers, 
render it i npossd le for h s excel'cncy 
to conduct the afF.irs of his goverii- 
ment, ti’iier with ease tofumsett Or ad- 
vantage to h.s subjects 

3 The governor general has ob- 
eeived, with the most anxious concern, 
the inveterate abuses which have dis- 
graced every branch of the civil go- 
vernment of Oude, perverted the ad- 
ministration of justice, impaired the 
sources of revenue, industiy, and com- 
merce and destroyed the foundations 
of public prosperity an l individual 
happiness in that fertile but declining 
country. Hi* loidtdup has also la- 
mented the unequivocal symptoms 
which have occuiml within his own 
knowledge ot the disorderly and mu- 
tinous spirit ot his excellency’s army ; 
of tire refractory temper of a great 
proportion of h.s people; and of the 
general disafiecton unhappily pre- 
vailing towards hn» excellency’s person 
and government '1 he pressure of 
these calamities hns been much aggra- 
vated, in his lordship's judgment, by 
his certain conviction of the utter in- 
sufficiency of any instruments or means 
which his excedeucy’s own service or 
resources can furnish to repress evils 
t>i such magnitude, violence, and pow- 
er. Hts lordship therefore has always 
been satisfied, that the direct aid and 
intei position of the company’s govern- 
ment, strengthened by the liberal con-i 
fidence and coi dial co-operation of his 
excellency, were indispensably neces- 
sary to restore the welfare of his peo- 
ple, thedigntyof his government, the 
security of his person and dominions, 
aud the repose ot his mind. 

d. Under these impressions, his 
dordshtp represented to his excellency 
the urgent necessity of a speedy reform 
in his excellency’s military establish- 
ments, as a measure preliminary to the 
intioduction of any possble improve- 
ment in other branches of the govern- 
ment and absolutely requisite for the 
immediate protection of hia excellency's 


person and dominions against domestic 
treason or foreign invasion 

5. His txcelL ncy 1ms repi atedly declared 
the proposed reform to be* indispensably 
nectssaiy to the accomplishment of the 
sanitary purposes already enumerated, 
ai d in the same spirit of candour and 
juutce, has acknowledged this important 
hk asure to be impracticable Without thfc 
aid and um 1 position of the British go- 
veimmr.t employed to invigorate his 
excellency’s authority, and to confirrii 
his power. 

6 The Nawaub Viper’s abdication of 
the gov^f.nnent was never in the go- 
vernor-general’s contemplation, nor had 
his lordship even deemed such a step to be 
necessary, with a view either to the re- 
form of the army, or of the government 
of Oudc. The resolution which his 
excellency has signified is, therefore, 
entirely novel to hts lordship's mind, 
which had never formed any other view 
than to conciliate his excellency’s entire 
confidence in the power and wisdom of 
the company, and his cordial acceptance 
of their assistance, in correcting the 
abuses of which his excellency has com-, 
plained, and in improving the admini- 
stration of his affairs. 

7 The resolution to make an absolute 
and formal abdication of the government 
having however originated 1 » his excel- 
lency’s mind, and being the result of hts 
own free will and mature deliberation, 
grounded on incontcsiible facts, and 
maintained by arrangements of consi- 
derable force, the governor-general will 
oisuncily state, for the Nawaub Vizier’s 
considetarion, such modifications of hit 
excellency’* original resolution, as appear 
to his lordsh p calculated to secure the 
just objects vs hich it is designed to a£- 
complish, and the extensive interests 
which it involves. 

8. '1 he governor - general, however, 
must declare, wuhout reseive, that he 
consideis (he formal abdication of the 
Nawaub Vizier, m the manner proposed 
by his excellency, to be utterly lncotn- 
pmbtc with his excellency’s proposed 
objects, as well as with the security of 
every interest connected with the pros* 
pciity of Oude. 

9 In considering the aruu nents on 
winch his lordship** objections are 
founded, it is necessary to state the na* 
turc and effect of his excellency’s ah* 
dicauon according to the tCfOU of hit 
own proposition* 

1* 
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10. The nature of the Nawaub Vi- 
Ster’s proposition is, that he should re- 
linquish tne government altogether, quit 
Lucknow f and abstain from all inter- 
ference in the country; that the gover- 
nor-genera) should nominate one of his 
excellency’s sons to succeed to i he Mus- 
nud, and* to be placed on it by his ex- 
cellency’s own hands ; that his excel- 
lency should retne with possessions 
which he states to be sufficient lor his 
necessary expenses ; and final 1\, that the 
governor-general should establish a pro- 
vision forjhe expenses of his excel- 
lency's sons, and of the pther branches 
of his family. 

n. Wfratever latitude the practice 
and laws of Hindustan may pdmit, with 
regard to question* of succession to so- 
vereign power, the governor- general is 
decidedly of opinion, that in the event 
of his excellency’s abdication, no rea- 
sonable ground would exist for the ex- 
plusipq of his excellency's eldest son; his 
excellency’s abdication, therefore, on the 
ferms proposed, must be accompanied 
by. the immediate accession of his eldest 
•on to the Musnud. 

is. Under whatever terms or arrange- 
ments a successor might be placed on the 
Musnud, he must retain all ihe necessary 
responsibility and state of that elevated 
situation, and must be rendcied account- 
able for all the public debts., and for all 
the arrears of ihe civil and milnaiy esta- 
blishments. The discharge of these 
demands, and the provision to be made 
for the unavoidable expenses of the 
tyawaub Ghauzee Odeen Hvder Khan, 
fyouid necessarily diminish those funds 
which the Nawaub 5aadut Alii Khan 
probably proposes to reserve enure for 
his own separate ust. His excellency 
the Nawaub Saadut Alh cannot reason- 
ably expect that tho«e treasures, which 
now form a part of his excellency’s 
tpeana of fulfilling his public engage- 
ipefits, and, consequently, a part of the 
company’s security, can be absolutely 
alienated fjom the fylnsnud of Oude, 
and the Nawaub Ghauzee O’doen 
Hyder Khan subjrcied'to the same en- 
gagements as the N iwaub Saadut A^J* 
with reduced means of fulfilling ihem. 

13. The Nawaub Saadut Alb* ftpon 
hu abdication," would, ih^refoie, deem 
it just to transfer a large portion of his 
treasures, either to his successor, or to 
the company, and he would thus neces- 
sarily reduce, in a oroDoruonate degree, 


the funds allotted for his own private 
maintenance. 

14 It is for his excellency’s seri- 
ous consideration, whether the tranquil- 
lity of his mind would be restored by 
the establishment of his eldest son m & 
situation which might produce a relax- 
ation of filial dunes, affections, and ob- 
ligations, and might excite sentiments 
of distrust and jealousy, if not of ani- 
mosity and aversion. 

15 The governor-general is per? 
suaded that, after his excellency, the 
Nawaub Saadut Ally, had actually ab- 
dicated the government, his excellency 
would neither feel nor express any 
desire to resume sovereign authority, 
or to contend with the exalted dignity 
and power transferred to the hands of 
the Nawaub Ghauzee O’deen Hyder 
Khan. But the history of the world 
has proved, that few princes have pos- 
sessed the fortitude to remain content 
in retirement after the abdication of 
sovereign power, and the Nawaub 
Ghauzee O’deen Hyder Khan, advert- 
ing to historh al examples, and to the 
uniform experience of former ages, 
would always apprehend the possibility 
of a change in the Nawaub Saadut Al- 
lies resolution, and would perpetually 
anticipate the revival of a spirit of 
ambition, of the desire of empire, 
grandeur, and honour, the natural pas- 
sions of great and noble minds. Such 
apprehensions and jealousies, in the 
mind of his excellency’s successors, 
might produce ihe most fatal attempts 
against his excellency’s repose, and even 
against his personal safety. 

16 His excellency states it to be his 
intention to quit Lucknow after his 
proposed abdication, but does not ex- 
pressly signify, whether the place of his 
residence would be fixed within the 
dominions of the Nawaub Ghauzee 
O’deen Hyd^r Khan, or of the com- 
pany. If his excellency, deprived of 
power, should remain in Oude,, the 
disquietudes and dangers of his situ- 
ation would be greatly multiplied in 
number, and aggravated in effect; lie 
would be surrounded by solicitude and 
alarm, and menaced not only by the 
jealoqsy of his successor, but by the 
enmity of all those among his excel- 
lency’s former subjects who may now 
be discontented with his excellency’i 
government, or disaffected towards bis 
person. 


17 
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* 17 . Even if it were possible, in point 
©f justice, that his excellency shbuld 
abdicate, reserving to himself the sole 
property in his entire treasure, and 
should be settled in Oude under the 
government of the Nawaub Ghauzee 
O'deen Hyder Khan, with such an im- 
mense mass of wealth ; it is evident 
that his excellency’s peril would be in- 
creased in proportion to the magnitude 
pf his treasure. [Nor could the com- 
pany cugjge co protect his excellency’s 
propei f y,or his p r«onal safety, within tne 
territories of Oude, under the govern-' 
ment of his excellency's successor. 

18. His excellency’s danger would 
certainly be less within the company’s 
provinces; but it woald be too san- 
guine an expectation to suppose that 
anxifcty and danger would not reach his 
retreat even in that situation, while 
the MusnuJ of Oude should be oc- 
cupied by a successor, suspicious of his 
excellency’s intentions, and jealous of 
his wealth. 

19. On the whole, therefore, it would 
be contrary to every principle of jus- 
tice and good faith, that his excellency 
should abdicate with his treasure, leav- 
ing his successor, with reduced means 
tp satisfy engagements contracted by 
his excellency himself, and leaving the 
company with a diminished* security, 
and an increased charge, to provide for 
the defence of the country, and for the 
maintenance of his excellency’s nume- 
rous family. 

20. Even this arrangement would ex- 
pose his excellency to perpetual hazard 
and vexation m his rettrement. 

21. His excellency, however, being 
incapable of insisting on any proposi- 
tion of which the injustice ^owards his 
successor and the company is manifest, 
no alternative would be left but to en- 
croach on the funds destined for his 
private maintenance ; and thus his ab- 
dication, accompanied by the accession 
of one of his sons, would at once re- 
duce his excellency’s income, and ag- 
gravate the solicitude of his mind. 

22. Such are the objections to his 
excellency's abdication, in the manner 
proposed by himself, as far as they 
relate to his individual comfort and 
personal ease. The governor-general, 
however, is satisfied that his excellency 
would readily sacrifice these considera- 
tions to the advantage of his subjects ; 
aud if the surrender of a large portion 
•t the funds requisite for his excel- 
lency's private maintenance, if the de- 


gradation of his dignity, the exposure 
of his person to danger, and of his 
mind to perpetual agitation and alarm, 
could secure a wise and just administra- 
tion of the government of Oude, and 
could restore the happiness of the 
people, the governor -general would 
applaud his excellency's benevolent de- 
termination, to incur the pressure of 
such accumulated private sufferings fpf 
the public good; but his lordship is 
satisfied that the Nawaub, Saadut Alli’s, 
abdication, accompanied by the acces- 
sion or one of his sons, would be as 
injurious to the interests of the people 
of Oude, as to those of the N&waub, 
Saadut Alii, himself. 

23 The same wisdom and penetra* 
tion which have opened to hi* excel* 
lency’s view the nature of the em- 
barrassments in which he is involved, 
and convinced him of his inability to 
extricate himself by his own exertions, 
will equally satisfy him that evils of 
such magnitude and inveteracy cgnnot 
be remedied, otherwise than by th$ 
gradual and regular operation of a 
system of administration, founded on 
principles of substantial justice and of 
true policy, and enfojeed by all the 
power and energy of the British go- 
vernment. 

24. It must be obvious to his excel- 
lency, that the immediate accession of 
his eldest, or of any of his sons, to the 
Musnud, would be altogether incom- 
patible with the establishment of such 
a system. What rational hope could 
be entertained, that any of - these 
young princes would be competent to 
the correction of thosp evils which 
his excellency himself, aided by all 
his experience and knowledge of pub- 
lic affairs, has confessed himself unable 
to remedy* 

25 Under the administration of a 
successor, destitute of his excellency’* 
experience and knowledge, all the ex- 
isting evils tn the stat? and condition 
of the countiy of Oude w r ould, of ne- 
cessity, be augmented; and with the 
rapid increase of every abuse in the 
civil and military government, the 
danger of the country from. foreign 
enemies, and the domestic misery of 
the inhabitants, would be aggravated 
in an equal proportion. 

26 , Long and severe experience hat 
manifested the inefficacy of any partial 
or indirect interference of tine British 
government for the reform of the a#* 
ministration of Oude. The same causes 
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which have hitherto frustrated every 
endeavour of the company's govern- 
ment, to accomplish that salutaty ob- 
ject by the meie effect of advice and 
admonition, would continue to operate 
Under eveiy divided government No 
beneficial result can be expected from 
the utmost effort# of the wisdom and 
justice of the company, whilst another 
power shall exist m the count; y, to 
impede the introduction of every sa- 
lutary reform, or to counteract its 
operation. 

27. It a wise system of administration 
could be established and cntorced under 
a divided authority, his excellency 
must be sensible that his own govern- 
ment afforded the most lavou table 
prospects to die company, 'the go- 
vernor-general confidently expected to 
find, in his exce’lency the Navvaub 
Saadut Alii, whatever the personal cha- 
racter of toe sovereign ot Oude could 
supply to counteract the inheient de- 
fects in the frame of the government. 
The sense entertained by his excellency 
of his own difficulties, and the un- 
reserved communication which he has 
made of their causes, afford the 
strongest pledges of hts sincere dis- 

r itiou to effect a substantial reform. 

with these inclinations on the part 
of his excellency, arid with the anxiety 
of the British government for the esta- 
blishment of a just und efficient sys- 
tem of administiation throughout the 
country of Oude, both .parties now 
despair of accomplishing their common 
views, under the present constitution 
of the government, what prospect can 
remain of such an improvement, under 
«. successor, whose youth and inexpe- 
rience might not only render him 
insensible to the prevalent system of 
abuse, hut might expose him to the 
eyii influence of every person in- 
terested m its perpetuation ? If, there- 
fp/e, the Nawaub Vizier should lie 
disposed to relinqu a Urge portion 
of his treasure, for the purpose of sub- 
stituting one of his sons on the Mus- 
nud, the governor-general must object 
to such an arrangement, because lie is 
convinced, that under such a successor, 
the present abusive system of govern- 
ment would become absolutely in or- 
rigible, and the inhabitants of Oude 
would be exposed to the utmost ex- 
tremity of distress. 

Sjg y But let his excellency seriously 
m§$n on the situation of his successor, 
Sp&vedof the treasures of the State, 


and possessing no other resource than 
the current collections from the coun- 
try, to provide for the arrears of the 
civil and militaiy establishment^, for the 
sums due to thenitive public creditois, 
and for the- ntetssary expenses ot the 
government 1 he governor-general is 
penuaded, that his excellency wnl ac- 
knowledge the necessary operation of 
such an arrangement on the condition of 
the people. Their sufferings must ac- 
cumulate in propoition to the emhar-' 
raiments ot the prince on the Musnud,, 
and th w result must inevitably be a state 
of general contusion, anu, ultimately, of 
desolation and despair. 

29. With regard to the interests of 
the company, they are inseparably con- 
nected with the safety of lu# excellency, 
and with the prosperity of Oude , every 
objection, the* elote, to Ins excellency’s 
abdication, effecting either of those im- 
portant object#, must be considered to 
apply with equal force to the security 
and honour of the British government. 
But his excellency’s proposition involves 
the immediate interests of the company 
directly, and in the most #enous and iiu* 
por ant articles of the moitniy resources, 
and or the protection and detente o t its 
own dominions. 

SO His excellency was placed on the 
Musnud by the justice of the British 
government, and has been maintained 
in that high situation by the British 
power, and he is bound towards the 
company by certain public engagements, 
the just performance of which it is equal- 
ly the duty of his excellency and of the 
governoi -general to secure; sane his ex- 
cellency’s accession he has been enabled 
to make a considerable addition to his 
treasure, while the at rears of certain 
branches of public, establishments have 
increased; and no provision has been 
mack for their discharge Under these 
circumstances his excellency’s retirement 
from the government, m favour ot any 
other successor than the company, 
would, indeed, exonerate his excellency 
from his engagements under the late 
treaty ; and (on the conditions stated by 
his excellency) wou'd leave him in pos- 
session of whatever publie treasure has 
devolved to him by the removal of 
Vi/,ier All), or has since been accumu- 
lated by himself under the protection, 
of the company. But the embarrass- 
ments of the state of Oude, and of the 
company, would be augmented in the 
same proportion in which his excellency 

woul4 
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would be relieved. His excellency's 
successor would be left in a situation of 
the utmost distress, with resources ut- 
terly inadequate to the present payment 
ot the subsidy, while the security of the 
company for the f ture payment of that 
demand would he shaken to the founda- 
tion by the desperate State of the coun* 
try. The- governor general has already 
aivertedto this argument- in preceding 
passages of this papei , but the particu- 
lar obligations ot the arduous trust re- 
posed by tiie company, in his own per- 
son, compel his lordship to declare, 
that on this ground alone (if no other 
objection had existed) he should have 
deemed lumselt compelled, by hjs duty 
towards his count! y, and towards the 
English company, to discountenance, 
and even to oppose the retirement of his 
excellency from the government of 
Oude on the conditions of his appropri- 
ating any shaie of the public treasure to 
his own use, and ot hia leaving, at the 
same time, a successor on the Musnud, 
bound by the treaty which his excel- 
lency conducted uith bir John Shore, 
but deprived by his excellency ot the 
power of executing its stipulations. 

Cl ths i midship also declares his 
opinion th *t the interests of the com- 
pany would be directly^injured by the 
transfer of the Musnud of Oude, (even 
if accompanied by a transfer of the whole 
treasure) to one of his excellency's 
sons, because none of those princes can 
be so well qualified his excellency to 
discharge either the duties ot alliance 
and friendship towards the company, or 
those of protection towards tke people 
of Oude. 

32. Having thus enumerated the 
obstacles which preclude the governor- 
general’s acquiescence in the Navvaub 
Vizier’s proposition, as communicated 
by his excellency’s command, his Lord- 
ship submits to tm excellency’s consider- 
ation, in the annexed draft of a treaty, 
an arrangement which appears calcula- 
ted to reconcile Ins excellency’s desire of 
retiring horn the government of Oude, 
with the principles of national justice, 
«otmd nolicy, and public, faith, as well 
as with those of personal dignity, secu- 
rity, and honour. 

33. The governor general adheres 
to the judgment which he originally 
formed respecting the government of 
Oude, retaining a firm conviction that 
it can never he administered with ease 
to his exce lenfry, or with advantage to 
h»* subjects^ without the direct intro* 


duction of the British power; and hit 
Lordship also continues of opinion that 
his excellency may be enabled to invigo- 
rate and amend the administration of 
the government of Oude and also to 
secure for himself a safe and dignified 
ietreat from the cares and dangers of bar 
present situation, without proceeding to 
the extremity of a formal abdication of 
the Musnud. 

34 The governor. general, however, 
is willing to accede to the Nawaub 
Vizier’s desire of retiring from Luck- 
now; and hi» excellency may rely on 
, he most anxious exertions of the Bri- 
tish government to afford him every 
demonstration of respect and attach- 
ment wherever he may fix the place of 
his retirement. It must be evident to 
the wisdom of the Nawaub Vizier, that 
the evil disposition, enmity, and dis- 
obedience, of which h>s excellency 
nqw complains, as well as those cause* 
which have withdrawn his mind from 
the government of Oude, and disgusted 
him with his present situation, must 
ever expose his residence in any part Of 
Oude to disquietude and disturbance. 
His lordship therelore strongly recom- 
mends that his excellency should fix the 
seat of his future residence within thO 
company’s dominions. 

^5. His excellency appears to be 
fully convinced, not only that it will 
ever be impossible to apply an effectual 
remedy to any of the evils exrsting iix 
the state of Oude while a divided au- 
thority shall be exercised in the coun- 
try, but that no other power than the 
British government is competent to ex* 
erase a single and undivided authority 
over that extensive empire, for the be- 
neficial purposes of restoring public 
order, internal tranquillity, and exter- 
nal strength, 

y,6. 1 he governor general therefore 
advises the Nawaub Vizier to vest the 
exclusive administration of the civil 
and military government of Oude, and 
its dependencies, in the hands of the 
company, with such ample powers a* 
shall enable the company to act with 
vigour and promptitude in every branch 
and department of the state. 

37 The Nawaub Vizier is well ap- 
prized that no temporary power can bd 
efficient. Instability m the constitution 
of a government, is the source of lan- 
guor and weakness in all its operation#. 
The subjects ot a temporary govern- 
ment are perpetually agitated bfm 
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expectation of a change ; and the go- 
vernment lfself cannot establish any 
systematic, or comprehensive, plan of 
administration ; in such a state, mutual 
doubt and uncertainty destroy that 
Confidence which forms the most solid 
foundation of the reciprocal duties of 
allegiance and protection between the 
people and the governing power 

38 The Nawaub Vizier, by his own 
voluntary declarations, and by his ex- 
traordinary communication which he 
has directed to be made to the go- 
vernor-general, has imposed on his 
lordship a solemn duty of the utmost 
delicacy, but of the most comprehen- 
sive extent, affecting the dearest and 
most valuable interests of a great em- 
pire; not merely for the present mo- 
ment, butt to the most remote period 
of time, and touching the honour of 
the British name as long as that name 
shall be commemorated among man- 
kind. This duty is to be discharged, 
with respect towards his excellency, 
but with a freedom proportioned to 
the importance and solemnity of the 
occasion : with these sentiments, in re- 
plying to the Nawaub Vizier’s com- 
munication, his lordship conceives him- 
self to be bound to consult the perma- 
nent and perpetual interests of the in- 
habitants of Oude, in the establishment 
df a just and wise system of govern- 
ment, on such solid foundation as shall 
assure its continuance by the best se- 
curities which the nature of circum- 
stances can affotd in this quarter of the 
globe. 

39. The governor-general therefore 
strongly recommends that the powers 
to be vested by the Nawaub Vizier in 
the Company shall be perpetual m du- 
ration, as well as ample m extent ; and 
his lordship, m the name of the Em 
gliah Company, hereby declares that he 
will not accept the administration of 
the government of Oude under A limit- 
ed or temporary commission, because 
such a commission would only serve to 
delude the Nawaub Vizier, his subjects, 
and the Company, by vain expecta- 
tions of a reform which could neither 
be effectual nor permanent. , 

40. With these piehminary observa- 
tions the governor-general requests the 
attention of the Nawaub Vizier to the 
articles of the annexed draft of atreaty 9 
which his lordship trusts will be found 
to 'contain the most liberal provision 
fpr bis excellency and his family, as well 
W the piost salutary arrangement for the 
government of Oude, 


41. If his excellency should be pleas- 
ed to conclude a treaty on the basis of 
the annexed draft, lieutenaits- colonel 
Scott is furnished with full powers for 
the purpose. The Nawaub Vizier’s re- 
tirement from Lucknow may be accom- 
plished at any period of time most con- 
venient to him, without any formality 
offensive to the honour or dignity of 
his excellency ; and as it has been 
generally understood that the governor- 
general’s public duties may detain his 
lordship for some time to come within, 
the Compan.’s provinces, his excellen* 
cy might retire from Lucknow at a 
proper season, for the ostensible pur- 
pose of meeting his lordship, either 
at Benares, or at any place to be ap- 
pointed in Behar or Bengal In the 
mean while his excellency must be sen- 
sible that every consideration of his 
own security and interests, as well as of 
rhe peace of Oude requires that no 
part of this important transaction 
should transpire until the necessary 
arrangements shall be sufficiently ma- 
ture to admit of a final disclosure. 

42. Wiih this view, the governor- 
general trusts that ihe Nawaub Vizier 
will afford every facility towards the 
augmentation of the British Force m 
Oude, as well ’tos to its distribution in 
such manner as the resident shall recom- 
mend. 

43. The Nawaub Vizier will con- 
sider the contents of this paper to be 
derived exclusively from his excellency’s 
own unsolicited and unsuggested pro- 
position as signified to the resident on 
the 12th of November, 1799. 

44. If his excellency’s wisdom should 
dispose him to decline any arrangement 
founded on the annexed draft of a treaty, 
the governor-general most earnestly and 
anxiously solicits his excellency to' ad- 
vert, with all practicable dispatch, to the 
indispensable necessity of adopting effec- 
tual measuies for the reform of hts mili- 
tary establishments, previous to the con- 
clusion of the present favourable season. 
His lordship relies on the Nawaub 
Vizier’s repeated assurances, that this 
most urgent and important object will 
neither be frustrated nor delayed.

My Lor^d, 

After my departure from the Nawaub 
Vizier on the 15th instant, his excel- 
lency either really was or pretended to 
be, so much affected by the conversa- 
tion, that he could not conceal the per- 
turbation of his mind, which he betray- 
ed by foi bidding the customary visits, 
And by refraining to transact any of the 
pidinary business 

Although there i3 no reason to sus- 
pect that he has disclosed the cause of 
his uneasiness, yet this conduct, so in- 
discreet and so unmanly, necessarily 
occasioned much talk and speculation 
amongst his own dependants and the 
inhabitants of the city. 

His excellency on the 17th informed 
me of his intention to breakfast with 
me on the following morning, but at 
ten o’clock sent a message, that having 
been in the sun his eyes were so much 
affected by a disorder he is liable to, 
that he could not fulfil his engagement 
that day, but would call upon me this, 
morning 

He accordingly came, and, when en- 
tered into a private apartment, opened 
the conversation by observing,that in the 
paper transmitted to your lordship he 
had adverted to certain circumstances 
and causes, under the existence of which 
he found it impossible to conduct the 
affairs of his government ; and that he 
entertained the hope that your lordship 
would have called upon him for an 
explanation of those circumstances and 
causes. His excellency proceeded, that 
the proposition offered by your lordship 
was so repugnant to his feelings, de- 
parted so widely in a most essential 
point from the principle on which he 
wished to relinquish the government, 
and would, were he to accept it, bring 
upon him such indelible disgrace und 
odium, that he could never voluntarily 
subscribe to it. The sovereignty of 
these dominions, he added, had been in 
the family near an hundred years, and 
thetransrei of it to the company, under 
the stipulations proposed by your lord- 
ship, would, in fact, be a sale of it for 
money and Jewels ; that every sentiment 
©f respect for the name of his ancestors, 
and every consideration for his poste- 
rity, combined to preclude him from 
assenting to so great a sacrifice for the 
attainment of his personal ease and 
advantage ; his excellency concluded, 
|hat the power and strength of the 


Company placed every thing at your 
lordship’s disposal 

After calling to his recollection, that 
the idea of retiring from the govern- 
ment originated with himself ; that it 
was not suggested'to him, or even 
thought of by &ny other person, and 
enforcing, this fact as strongly'' as possi- 
ble, I replied to the several parts of his 
excellency s discourse by such argu* 
ments as occurred to me and which 
will be detailed to your lordship as early 
as possible ; but as the conversation was 
of considerable length, I think it ex- 
pedient to put your lordship in imme- 
diate possession of the essential parts 
of it. 

Upon stating to his excellency all the 
arguments suggested by your lordship 
against the nomination of a successor, 
his excellency replied, that under your 
lordship’s determination not to consent 
to that part of his proposition, he was 
ready to abandon ms design of retire- 
ment, and to retain the charge of the 
government 

The negotiation having taken this 
turn,tintreated his excellency to reflect 
upon the strong language he had used 
to shew that his retirement was indis- 
pensable; and represented to him, that 
it his mind were fixed upon still ex- 
posing himself to the cares and dangers 
he had so feelingly described, it would 
be incumbent upon him totally to 
change his present system of coiiduct • 
and that your lordship would expect 
that he should speedily and earnestly 
engage m the reform of every branch 
of the administration. In particular, 
it was indispensable to carry into im- 
mediate effect the reform of his military 
establishment. 

I must here beg leave to call your 
lordship’s particular attention to his 
reply on the last point, as tending to 
discover his real sertiments, and per- 
haps the true meaning of the words 
“certain causes” so repeatedly dwelt 
upon and so industriously concealed. 

His excellency observed, that the 
reform of his military establishment, 
upon the principles proposed by your 
lordship, would annihilate his authority 
in his own dominions After comba-* 
ting this observation m every shape t 
could place it, his excellency declared 
his assent to the introduction of such 
an augmentation of the company's 
troops as in your lordship’s judgment 
should be sufficient for the protection** 

and 
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and «afety of the Country. This led 
me to state that, exclusive of the in- 
ability and danger ot his Own troojs, 
the resources ot the country would be 
inadequate to the payment of the ac- 
cumulated military expenses of both 
establishments, and to defray the other 
unavoidable charges of government ; his 
excellency replied, that such of his 
battalions as could be spared might be 
discharged 

I purposely left an opening for 
another conversation in the hope that 
the answer which your lordship has 
prepared to his excellency’s paper, to- 
gether with the letter on the subject of 
the reform of the array, may shake his 
excellency’s present determination The 
moment that paper arrives, I shall pro- 
pose another conference with hie ex* 
cellency.

My Lord, 

In a letter which I did myself the 
honour of addressing to your lordship 
on the 19th instant,! had the mortifica- 
tion to report the unpromising state of 
the negonation, and the turn which it 
bad taken. I shall now detail for your 
lordship’s information the train of argu- 
ment pursued by me in reply to the 
first part of his excel'ency s discourse, 
and fill up such parts of my letter as, 
from want of time, were of necessity 
omitted. 

Your lordship, I observed, had long 
ago, and urgently, invited his excellency 
fo an unreserved disclosure of his senti- 
ments and Wishes on every subject ; and, 
with a view of establishing a confidence 
in his mind, had informed nim that I was 
tested by your lordship With poweis not 
Only to receive a communication of 
those sentiments and w shes, but to 
Conclude any point that should be agreed 
on between hu excellency and me ; that 
aft the very moment of his opening his 
design to me* I had strongly preyed him 
to reveal the motives which influenced 
lus resolution, and to specify what were 
the causes which operated against an 
elfeetite adnttntstranon of hi$ govern- 
ment’, and that though my mtieaues 
bad not pi evaded upon his excellency to 
lie explicit on those causes, yet be 


had sufficiently explained himself to con- 
vince your lordship, tfost his resolution to 
retire horn the cares oT government was 
immoveable, and founded upon his 
own sense of the difficulties and dangers 
with Wtych he was surrounded, and of 
hi> own inability to extricate himself 
frbm them. 

Under these" circumstances, your lord- 
shipcalling upon him for a further expla- 
nation of those causes would not only 
have been useless, but productive of un- 
necessary and dangerous delay ; all there- 
fore that remained with your lordship, 
after ddibvratmg upon the proposition, 
was to devise a plan for the ex cution 
of it upon principles calculated to attain 
the objects his excellency had in view, 
which were the permanent safety and 
prosperity of these dominions, and his 
own undisturbed repose. 

The former of these objects, which 
connecred with it the happiness of mil- 
lions, expe iience had proved could never 
be secured under the system of govern- 
ment which prevailed in Oude; and his 
excellency, by insisting on a successor, 
sacrificed that main object which his 
wisdom and magnanimity had suggested, 
for an ideal point of honour. 

His own experience convinced him 
that there was no real happiness on a 
Musnud ; and surely he would not con- 
sult the true interest or felicity of his 
sort by burthenmg him with the cares of 
government, and exposing him to the 
numerous dangers attendant upon that 
situation, in preference to accepting for 
him the honourable and safe letrrement 
which your lordship’s liberality would 
provide. 

His excellency acknowledged the just- 
ness of the hrst Jnrt of my reply, and 
said he would immediately state m writ- 
ing ihe circumstances and causes to which 
he alluded j to the latter part he repeated 
his declaration, that a sense of honour 
would notallow him voluntarily to sub- 
scribe to the transfer of the dominions 
out of his family. 

On representing to his excellency, 
from the paper before me, the concern 
with which the British government had 
viewed the progressjve decline of this 
country, and the condition it was now 
arrived at, which menaced the rams of 
both States, he appealed to my justice 
whether the disorders which prevailed 
in these dominions were fairly imputable 
to hit misconduct; they began m the 
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reign of Asoph ul Dowlah, and con- 
tinued gradually increasing for upwards 
of twenty years ; and was it to be expec- 
ted that he could remove them in the 
short space of two years ? 

I answered, that if I saw any dis- 
position oif the part of his Excellency 
to remove the evils I could admit the 
force of his observation ; but, on the 
contrary, I was concerned tp he under the 
necessity of saying, that they had increased 
since his Excellency’s accession to the 
musnud ; and it was wuh mortification 
I confessed, that in my own short resi- 
dence they had grown to a magnitude 
beyond any former period. To which 
his Excellency replied, let us without 
delay prepare a plan of reform. 

The readiness with which his Ex- 
cellency assented to it, or rather proposed 
the alternative of retaining the govern- 
ment, m preference to relinquishing it 
to the company, gave me little encou- 
ragement to hope that any arguments 
would prevail on him to accept the 
treaty ; I nevertheless persevered in de- 
tailing them ; at the close of each he 
replied, “ let us relinquish the design.” 

I took up his excellency’s observation, 
that the reform of his military establish- 
ment, on the principles proposed by 
your Lordship, would annihilate his au- 
thority m his own dominions, by no- 
ticing, in the first place, that it be- 
trayed a want of confidence in the En- 
glish government; that it was precisely 
the measure which would strengthen 
instead of diminish his power, by sub- 
stituting, at bis command, a force that 
would be a check on the aumils, in the 
room of leaving at their disposal a force 
that rendered them formidable to their 
Prince, and enabled them to dispute his 
orders, and control his arrangements. 
I added, that as our regular regiments 
could not be employed in the immeuiare 
collection of the revenues, there would 
be still a necessity for inferior troops or 
Sibfeundies ; but his Excellency insinu- 
ated a suspicion that the company’s 
troops would ultimately interfere in the 
realization of the collections; to satisfy 
him bn this point, I assured h»«n that 
such was not your Lordship’s intentip i ; 
but the reverse of it, an essential prin- 
cipal of the plan, and would be one of 
the stipulations withins Excellency. 

Although I have not yet been ho- 
noured with the paper which Colonel 
Kirkpatrick’s letter of the nth instant 
led me to expect, yet at several days have 
elapsed since the last conference, I pur- 


pose waiting upon his excellency to-mor- 
row, and shall present a short memorial 
recommending his excellency to reflect 
how great will be your lordship’s disap- 
pointment at his rejection of the treaty, 
and what serious apprehensions will 
inevitably find their way into your mind 
of the progressive and ultimate rum of 
the country, which must bring wuh it 
that of the company’s possessions, under 
the guidance of a sovereign who has 
confessed himself incapable of con- 
ducting the administration to the proper 
ends of government.

My Lord, — 1 I had the honour t» 
receive colonel Knkpatntk’s letter of 
the 16th instant, in the morning of the 
23d, whilst in conversation with his ex* 
cellency the Vizier; and although prior 
to its arrival I had presented to his ex- 
cellency the memorial which in my ad- 
dress to your lordship of the 22d instant 
I expressed my intention of preparing, 
yet 1 trust your lordship will not find 
in that memorial, or in the following de- 
tail of the conference which took place, 
any thing militating against the spirit of 
your lordship’s answer to the paper re- 
turned to me by his excellency, and trans- 
mitted to your lordship by his express 
desire. 

?, — The memorial was purposely con- 
cise, and the language of it designedly 
strong, from a conviction that in suefi 
a shape only could his excellency’s at- 
tention be attracted to any thing coming 
immediately from myself — Copy and 
translation of it accompany this address. 

3 — His excellency having intimated 
his hope that I had communicated to 
your lordship the substance of our last 
conversation, I informed him that I bid 
done so on the day it took place ; and, 
after pausing for any observations which 
he might think proper to offer, I repeated 
the remarks used on the former day 
relative to the expectation which hir 
excellency had formed of your lordship’s 
calling upon him for an explanation of 
the “ certain causes” alluded to m the 
paper. 


1 * 
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4 —Hi* excellency replied that the 
causes were daily occurring, and as a 
proof, he produced from bis pocket a 
paper which had been delivered by 
Almas, containing sundry pleas, or rather 
sets off, for a remission of demands 
recently made upon that aumii. His ex- 
cellency remarked upon it, that such 
was the habit of Almas's prevarication, 
that he one day assented to the justness 
•f demands, and the next day invented 
excuses. With a view to discover whe- 
ther he ascribed this conduct to any in- 
terference on mv part, l asked him to 
what he imputed it ; his reply was, to 
the perverse disposition of Almas, and 
to the reluctance which he felt at parting 
with money. 

5. — This ‘circumstance is extremely 
worthy of notice, as elucidatory of the 
embarrassments under which his excel- 
lency feels himself to labour ; and con- 
sidering the particular time, and the 
predicament m which it was brought 
Forward, furnishes a striking presump- 
tion that the difficulty he experiences in 
managing his aumils is one powerful 
motive which influenced hun to his 
late proposition of retiring from the go- 
vernment. 

6. — After this, I presented to his ex- 
cellency the memorial which I had pre- 
pared in Persia. Having read it, he 
observed that considerable time would 
elapse before your lordship’s sentiments 
would be received, and added his hope, 
that the evils prevailing in the adminis- 
tration would gradually be removed, if I 
were not negligent. 

7. —Whether intended or not, I took 
up this remark as a serious attack upon 
my diligence and zeal. . 

8. — I observed, that from the moment 
of my arrival 1 had been incessantly 
representing to him the want of arrange- 
ment tn every brauch of his government, 
and the multiplied and alarming disorders 
which, in consequence, prevailed 
throughout his dominious,and that I had 
exhorted him, even to importunity, to 
engage in a reform ; nor had I been less 
strenuous in offering my advice and as- 
atstahee towards tke accomplishment 
of that object, to the utmost of my pow- 
ers, both of body and mind. That 
though his excellency’s uniform disregard 
of my advice, there not being a single 
instance wherein it had produced tue 
smallest effect, might have been dis- 
couraging to zeal less than that which 
animated me, I had still oramed bo op- 


portunity of shewing him that mine wa*' 
undimmished. 

9. — To bis desire of being informed 
in what instances he had neglected my 
advice, or refused my assistance, I told 
him they were so frequent, ai^d on occa- 
sions of such obvious expedient y, as to 
warrant a suspicion th.it his rejection arose 
solely from a jealousy of my interference. 
In particular the acknowledged neces- 
sary reform of the army had been pro- 
crastinated, on various pretences, to such 
a length, as must inevitably bring upon 
me the imputation of want of talents for 

.the situation in which your lordship had 
been pleased to place me. 

10. — This produced another discussion 
of that subject ; and as I discovered that 
his excellency had not brought his mind 
to an acquiescence in the proposed reform, 
it appeared to me highly expedient to 
convince him, as eaily and as fully as 
possible, that your lordship viewed the 
immediate execution of that measure 
as of the hrst importance, and absolutely 
indispensable to the safety of these do- 
minions ; and to this end I presented 10 
his excellency your lordship’s letter of 
51 h November, aftei explaining the 
motives which had induced me to with- 
hold it for so long a time. He lead it 
without remarks. 

At the conclusion of the eonversandr* 
his excellency adverted tp his intention 
of going a hunting excursion, which two 
days before he had intimated to me by 
letter. He invited me totccompany him 
m a more pressing manner than was ne- 
cessary, since various motives would have 
induced me to propose it. He stated 
that my presence was expedient, as well 
on public as private considerations, for 
that his mind would be confused and de- 
pressed without me. 

I notice this circumstance as coming 
in aid of my opinion of his solicitude 
to efface the before adverted to impres- 
sions from the public mind, by the 
appearance of a perfect cordiality between 
us. 

The place his excellency purpose* 
going to is about fifty miles to the north- 
ward of Lucknow, and the time he mean* 
to be absent twentv or twenty-five days. 

l£. — I neither felt nor offered any ob- 
jections against the proper excursion j on 
the contrary was pleased with it, as it 
will most probably afford more frequent 
opportunities of conversing with him free 
from the ceremony and restraint of formal 
visits m Lucknow. 16.—

oay, on which festival it has been custo- 
mary for his excellency to honour the 
resident with his company at dinner, 
joined to the desire 1 had of being 10 
possession of the copy of the Persian 
translation of your lordship’s answer* 
prevented me from presenting it to his 
excellency yesterday, but an early oppor- 
tunity shall be taken. .

Translation of a memorial, presented on 
the 25th December, by the resident at 
Lucknow, to bis Excellency the 
Vizier. 

From the conversation of your excel- 
lency, and the expectation expressed by 
you that lord Mornington would call for 
an explanation of the circumstances and 
causes under the existence of which your 
excellency felt yourself unable to conduct 
the affairs of government, it is obvious 
that, notwithstanding lord Mornington 
has earnestly invited you to an unreserved 
communication of your excellency’s sen- 
timents and wishes, you still kept some 
of them in concealment. As* however, 
your excellency sufficiently explained 
yourself to satisfy lord Mornington that 
the resolution your excellency had formed 
to retire from the government was im- 
movable, and founded on yOur excel- 
lency’s own sense of the difficulties and 
dangers with which you are surrounded, 
and of your excellency’s own inability to 
extricate yourself from them, any fur- 
ther discussion of the causes woit'd have 
been useless, and productive of unneces- 
sary and dangerous delay 

Under these considerations, all that 
remained fbr lord Mormngton, after 
deliberating upon the proposition, was to 
devise a plan for the execution of it, 
Upon principles best calculated to obtain 
the objects which your excellency had 
in view, viz. the permanent safety and 
prosperity of the country, and your 
excellency’s own undisturbed repose* 
Expel lence has proved, that the former 
of these objects, which connects with it 
the happiness of millions, can never be 
secured under the system of government 
that prevails 10 these dominions; and it 
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is not less evident, that the disorders 
arising out of it have arrived at such a 
head, as to threaten, with the most sd- 
noui dangers, your excellency’s perspn 
and dominions, and eventually to affect 
the safety of the company’s possessions. 

Under such considerations, and the 
Confession made by your excellency of 
your own inability to conduct the affairs 
of your government to the prosperity 
and happiness of your people, every 
sentiment of duty called upon lord Mora 
mngton to frame a plan that should not 
only effect these purposes, but avert the 
menaced danger from the company’s pro- 
vinces. /• 

This plan has been submitted to your 
excellency, and your excellency, after 
hearing the arguments which have proved 
that the salutary objects in view can- 
not be attained under any other successor 
than the company, haviug determined 
to retain the government, it behoves your 
excellency seriously to reflect how great 
will be the disappointment of lord Mor- 
nington, and what alarming apprehen- 
sions will naturally find their way into his 
mind of the progressive ruin of this 
country, (which must bring with it that 
of ihe company’s possessions) under a 
sovereign, who has acknowledged him- 
self incapable of conducting the affairs 
of the government to its proper ends.

My Dis a r Scott,— I am direct- 
ed by lord Mornington to acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter of ^be 19th in- 
stant, to his lordship’s address. 

His lordship is extremely disgusted 
at the duplicity and insincerity which 
rrurk the conduct of the nabob vizitr on 
the present occasion ; and although the 
repugnance now shown bv his excellency 
to the reform of his mihtaty establish' 
ments is utterly at variance with the 
reiterated acknowledgements of the ne- 
cessity of such a reform, yet hts lordship 
cannot but strongly suspect that hts ex- 
cellency’s principal, if not sole view in 
the late transaction, has been to ward off 
the execution of that indispensable mea- 
sure until the advanced period of t|ie 
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season should render it impracticable, at 
(east during the present year. 

' But if this has been the object of the 
visaer, his lord>btp observes that it will at 
all evi nts defeated to the extent of our 
ifttrodudlfog into his excellency’s domt- 
»tons the proposed augmentation of th$ 
company’s troops ; and he also thinks 
that, thu part of the plan being effected, 
the remainder must necessarily soon fol- 
low, since his excellency is not likely to 
submit long to the double expense ot both 
establishments. 

On the whole, his lordship is now de- 
termined that no time shall be lost in 
introducing into Oude the force specified 
in mv public letter to you, dated the 6th 
of November, you will therefore not 
delay any longer the delivery to bis ex- 
cellency of his lordship’s letter on the 
subject of the intended increase of the 
troops, unless, contrary to present ap- 
pearances, his excellency should, before 
your receipt of this, have explicitly and 
decidedly acceded to his lordship’s treaty. 

I inclose, by lord Mormngton’s gi- 
iection, a memorandum of the corps 
which are ready to move forward imme- 
diately into Oude, and of those which 
will be disposable for the same purpose, 
by the middle of February. r \ his me- 
morandum has already been communi- 
cated by sir Alured Clarke to sir James 
Craig; and the respective officers, in 
command of the corps specified, have 
been directed to obey such orders as they 
shall receive, either from sir James 
Craig, or from you- 
You will therefore, either immedi- 
ately from vourself, or in concert with 
sir James Craig, as the nature of the 
case may appear to you to require, direct 
the several corps to move immediately 
fci such points of the vizier’s dominions 
as you may judge most advisable. You 
are also to give due notice to his ex- 
cellency of the entry of the extra troops 
into his territories; and to call upon him 
to adopt the requisite measures for pro- 
viding for their regular payment. ,

My Lord,-— Y our Lordship having 
be?n pleased, in the pth paragraph of 
Colonel Kirkpatrick’s fetter, ot the 16th 
instant, to call upon me for a detailed 
report of the causes which appear to me 
to have led to the recent and unexpected 
proposition of the Vizier, and to state 
particularly, whether his excellency has 
m any and in what degree been influ- 
enced on this occasion, by any measures 
adopted by your Lordship, with a view 
to the reform of his excellency Vmihtary 
establishment, I shall, incompliance with 
your Lordship’s commands, enter into 
a review of that transaction, premising, 
that under ihe extreme art and cautious 
reserve with which his excellency conceals 
Ins sentiments, I have been compelled to 
draw conjectures from occasional hints 
and expressions, which sometimes were 
effaced by others subsequently dropped 
in the same way. 

, In the impossibility of bringing his 
Excellency to an open and manly disclo- 
sure of his sentiments and motives, it ap- 
peared to me that the safest mode of 
forming conclusions was from a study 
ot his character, and a review of conduct 
since his accession to the government ; 
and in this idea I took the liberty, in my 
official address to your Lordship of tho 
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sflftd of November, to offer as a conjecture 
more than probable, that the proposition 
t>t his excellency to retire from the go- 
vernment' had long been premeditated, 
if not conceived at the moment of his 
ascending the musnad; in confirmation 
of which opinion his own words mav be 
adduced, that he was not, from the first, 
disposed to the Cares of government, 
nor reconciled to them upon experience. 
In this conviction, it appear* to me, that 
whatever causes he inay allege, or 
have in reserve, must rather be considered 
as pretexts than as motives. 

His excellency, at the opening of his 
design, having adverted to his frequent 
declarations of the im|30ssibitity of 
conducting the affairs of government 
under existing circumstances, it is essen- 
tial to inform your lordship, that expres- 
sions of that tendency, whenever they 
Occurred, invariable arose out of, and 
were as invariably confined to, circum- 
stances of difficulty, in regard to the 
settlement with h»s Aumils, or complaints 
of the want of zeal, diligence, and 
capacity of the people about him, in no 
one instance was there the most distant 
allusion to embarrassments originating m 
his connection or existing engagements 
with the Company, or to any recommen- 
dations which had been maefe to him by 
the English government, on any subject 
whatever. 

After presenting to the Vizier the 
letter I had been intrusted with from his 
excellency the Vice President, relative 
to the reform of the military establish- 
ment of this state, the full discussion of 
that subject was, under various pretences, 
so put off from time to time, that no op- 
portunity could ever be found ”by me, 
of detailing, to full, the extent of the 
plan, on which the proposed reform was 
to be executed ; the general principle of 
if, however, was sufficiently Liown to his 
excellency, to have enabled him to stale 
any objections against it, which occuired 
to his mind ; and as I unifounly deduced 
from the operations of the measure, an* 
effectual control upon the arrogance and 
disobedient conduct of the Aumils, abun- 
dant opportunities were olfered bun for 
incidental remarks, without eveo the ne- 
cessity of a formal discussion. 

It was m this languid state of the nego- 
tiation, for the refoinv of th' military 
establishments, when before his excel- 
lency, in the shape of a proposition, re- 
commended to his seriou* consideration, 
that ht| excellency, on the i2:h Nov. 
Vol. 8. 


disclosed his resolution of relinquishing 
the government , antf it was precist ly at 
the moment he was in the act of making 
this important disclosure, I hat Colonel 
KirkpatnckMetter, of the (xn Mqpember# 
enclosing a letter from your lordship to 
the Vizier, arrived by express. His ex- 
cellency’s determination was, conse^ 
quently, made known to me, before I, my- 
self, was apprized of your lordship’s in- 
tentions, relative to the immediate intro- 
duction of additional troops into Oude, 
with a view of facilitating the proposed 
reform; and whatever perplexities I felt 
in regard to suppressing that letter, yet 
unwilling to distract, by a ,y extraneous 
matter, a measure, which, tn its execution# 
would bring with tt such important and 
innumerable advantages to the two states# 
I determined to withhold it, and to be 
silent on its contents, until I should see, 
whether his excellency adhered to his 
desire of submitting his proposition to 
your lordship, and whether the com- 
munication should be decisive of bis 
resolution, or cloaked in conditional cx-J 
press ions. 

The Persian paper returned to me by 
his excellency on the 2oth of November, 
beinu, in my opinion, conclusive of his 
excellency’s final, and immovable resolu- 
tion, to relinquish the government, I not 
only continued to withhold from bun 
your lordship’s letter, but, during the in- 
terval of the transmission of that paper, 
ai.d the period when it scented seasonable 
to open tfie negotiation upon the princi- 
ples laid down by your lordship, I stu- 
diously avoided any mention of the re- 
form of the army. 

In this interval, it never once entered 
into my conception, that the resolution 
of his excellency was, in the most dis- 
tant degree, occasioned by the proposi- 
tion for the reform of the military estab- 
lishments; on the contrary, I was |)ci- 
suad^d that his excellency** predetermina- 
tion to relinquish ihe government was th< 
giand cause for delaying the discussion e 
that subject. 

f In support of this presumption, it will 
be m your lordship’s recollection, tha 
his excellency, when pressed to engage ii 
a discussion of the measure, declared, oi 
the ot September, that the cxecutioi 
of it was not impracticable; on the con 
trary, he hoped u might be accomplished 
but that he had a proposition to offer t< 
your lordship, which concerned himsel 
personally ; and though I then conjecture 
that the secret proposition referred to tb 
i Z remot; 
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removal of Hussein Reza Khan, from 
the office of minister, yet I am now per- 
suaded ihat if was no other than the one 
recently divulged. His excellency saw 
the propriety and necessity of the pro- 
posed reform : but actuated by a motive 
of vanity to assume to himself amongst 
his dependents the credit of having 
preserved hts authority over hts civil and 
military establishment* entire, wished 
it should not take place during hi* 
reign. 

It is true, that after the rejection of 
the principle of the treaty,, on being 
urged to commence upon the rt form 
of the military establishment, his excel- 
lency *>fFi cied to regard it as a measure 
which would operate to the diminution 
of his authority: yet, admitting that 
from the first he had viewed tlx propo- 
sition in that light, T cannot, under the 
impression which has e\er been on my 
mind, of a loug.formed determination 
to retire from the government, ascribe 10 
it any influence on bis late proposition. 
JfTts excellency i* not deficient in saga- 
city, nor backward in inventing specious 
excuses for the delay of any measure 
which he does not approve ; and if he 
had considered the ground recently taken 
upas tenable, it is obvious that it would 
have been more consistent with his 
dignity, as well as more to his purpose, 
to have brought foiward his objections 
under the ingenuous confession of a 
desire to exercise an uncontrolled autho- 
rity over his dominions, than after an 
acknowledgment of his aversion to the 
government, and his intom pitenc) to 
Conduct it to ns proper ends. 

If, from a review of all the circum- 
st*nu»fc it can be inferred that the propo- 
sition ior tire reform of the army in any 
degree hastened the disclosure of his 
excellency's resolution, it is in n.y 
judgment equally conclusive, that 'it did 
not give rise to his wish of retuemem. 
This wish was the result of much pre- 
vious deliberation , and the precise time 
<hosen by his excellency for cany mg 
it into execution was, when he had accu- 
mulated a prodigious mass of wealth* m 
the collecting of whtth he had, by his 
mismanagement, thrown the affairs' of 
his government into the greatest con: 
fusion, and by his ungracious behaviour, 
and ill-judged parsimony, drawn upon 
himself an unpopularity approaching to 
general dislike .

'Ihcuikffici.il communications which 
I have done nijaelf the honour to address 
to your lotdship, up to the 25th instant, 
will have informed your lordship of the 
state of the negotiation to that day. 

His excellency the vizier’s unqualified 
ejection of the principle of the pioposed 
tre aiy left tnc no option in regard to 
delivery of the answer prepared by your 
lordship to the Persian paper, which 
a rived very opportunely to enable me to 
mu w rhe negotiation, aided by the most 
powetful arguments, coming immediately 
from your lordship, after all former efforts 
had failed. 

I accordingly presented it on the e8ch v 
in the morning, and anxiou* to be witness 
to the impre*Mon which the armupems 
contained in u would make on the mind 
of his excellency, as well as doubtful if 
he would peruse the paper, unless in my 
presence, I stated that I was commanded 
by your lordship to communicate the 
contents in substance to hts excellency ; 
but as his excellency would comprehend 
them more easily if read by my mooushee, 
than by me, I intrcated that he might 
be called in for the purpose : this nis 
excellency declined, ana, though pressed 
» to it as long and a* earnestly as decorum 
would allow, persisted mi a refusal. He 
glam ed over the paper, and assured me 
th it he would take an early opportunity 
of reading it with attention, and of 
seriously reflecting upon the various 
arguments which your lordship had been 
at the pains of arranging for his consu 
deration. 

After this a long conversation ensued 
upon the adjustment of the accounts of 
Almas, Muza Mehudy, and Sheetul 
Per^haud; in the course of which, 1 
took occasion t6 represent to his ex<;cl* 
lcncy, that if he should determine to 
retain the charge of the government, I 
considered it as an indispensable obligation 
upon me to point out to huu,. in the 

roo&t 
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most unreserved terms, the absolute 
necessity of his adopting a different 
system of administration, as well as 
personal deportment, with a view of 
realizing and gradually improving the 
revenues of his country, and of CQnci- 
liatmg the affections of hts subjects. 

Abundant is the necessity of this salu- 
tary council, since, from the evils pre- 
vailing in the revenue branch, and the 
deteution of the Aumils at Lucknow, 
on the plea of old balances, there is the 
greatest reason to apprehend a considera- 
ble failure in the collections of the cur- 
rent year; since his ungracious behaviour 
has driven every man of respectability 
from his Durbar; and his parsimony, 
wjuch withholds, even from his brothers, 
as well as the other pensioners, their 
monthly stipends, occasions the severest 
distress, and excites the most heavy 
complaints

Dear Scott, 

I am directed, bv Lord Mornington, 
to acknowledge the receipt of your pri- 
vate letter to his lordship, under date 
the 25th ultimo. 

His lordship forbears, for the present, 
to make any comment either on the 
tenor of the language held by the Vizier, 
in the conference between you and his 
excellency on the 23d ultimo, or on the 
general complection of his conduct 
since the disclosure to him of his lord- 
ship’s plan of a treaty. The truth is, 
that the real views and intentions of 
his excellency are rendered so uncertain 
by his apparent duphcitly, as well&s by 
the studied obscurity and reserve witn 
which hi so often delivers himself, that 
it might be rash, and would certainly 
be premature, to offer any decisive 
opinion on the subject. 

With respect to the memorial which 
you delivered to his excellency on the 
83d December, hu lordship has desired 
me to express his approbation of the 
greater part of it ; but has directed me 
to observe, that, on a reference, not 
only to the paper transmitted to you on 
the 16th December, but to the notes on 
the treaty, and especially those on he 
Ut article of it, ypu will perceive, that 


although his lordship expected to have 
found a most beneficial arrangement 
for the company, as well as for . tb& 
people of Oude, on ihe Vizier’s volun- 
tary declaranon of the 12th of Novem- 
ber, hts lordship has uniformly abstained 
from any expression or measure which 
could effect the freedom of his excel- 
lency’s ultimate determination on the 
whole question, as proposed in the 
dratt of the treaty, and in his hrdsh.p’l 
declaration of the 16th De* ember. 
Wheh, therefore, you exh< rr the 
Vizier to reflect on the great disapoint- 
ment which Lord Mornington will 
f-el on learning the recent change m his 
excellency's mtnd, you perhaps give hts 
excellency reason to suppose, that his 
lordship anxiously wished for his excel- 
lency’s abdication, and so far you appear 
to vary from his lordship’s own declara- 
tions. This is a point, however, which 
you will easily explain to the Vizier in 
the progress of the negotiation. His 
lordship’* views w>l) certainly be disap- 
pointed, and the public interests frus- 
trated, if the Vizier shall not either 
agree to the treaty, or by some other 
mode remedy the evils of which he ha* 
admitted the existence. 

His Lordship sees no immediate 
necessity tor furnishing you with any 
fresh orders. You will bear m mind the 
urgent importance of introducing the addi- 
tional troops with the leas possible de- 
lay, and of engaging the serious attention of 
the Vizier to tne requisite measures for 
providing the necessary funds for defray- 
ing this extraordinary, but indispen- 
sable charge.

In a long conference with the Nabob 
Vizier, this morning, I plainly dis- 
covered he was attempting new subter- 
fuges to evade an, explicit answer on 
eitner of the propositions before him j, 
but as it lasted until a late hour, and I 
& was* 
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was desirous of imparting to Sir James 
Craig my ideas ol the distribution of 
ihe additional troops, that no 'time may 
}« lost in carrying your lorchhip’s ordeis 
into execution, lam compelled to defer 
the communication of it in detail until 
to-morrow. Copy of my letter to Sir 
James, which I do myself the honour 
of inclosing, will, however, inform your 
lordship of the general tenor of the 
conference. 

Although the late defeat of the pre- 
tended Gholaum Hadter, confirmed 
fey accounts from my news-writers at 
Saharunpore and Delhi, copies and trans- 
lations of whose intelligence arc here- 
with enclosed, has considerably we«k- 
ened the pretext which has assembled 
numbers and first success affoidcd, for 
sending a detachment into Rohikund, 
yet Sir James Craig and I have concurred 
in the opinion that even the occasion, as 
it now stands, should not be suffered to 
slip: Sir James has accordingly ordered 
t detachment to march to Bareilly, con- 
sisting of the 1st regiment of cavalry, eight 
companies of grenadiers, two battalions of 
One of the regiments of native infantry, 
With a suitable proportion of ordnance*

My DkAR Sin, 

Since addressing you yesterday 1 have 
been favoured with your letter of the 3d 
instant. 

Finding, from a conversation I had 
with the Nawaub Vizier this morning, 
that his excellency, instead of delivering 
4a explicit answer to the paper which 
.Iliad presented to him in lord Morning- 
ton’s name, was employed m preparing 
a reply, not only evasive of the main 
object, but with the further deceptive 
views of procrastinating the reform of 
the military establish merit, I acquainted 
Jus excellency that a portion of the mips 
Intended to Augment the force in Ourle 
Wia» in consequence of the oidus of 
the Right Honourable the Guvr'tioi- 
Geoeral m council, in a situation nutin- 
dtatcly to enter into bis dominions , and 
that it remained only to consider the 
disposition of them. He inu\*ird, 
that before say steps were taken for 


their actual march into Oude, I woftld 
reflect upon some propositions he had to 
offer, and which he would communicate 
to me in two or three days To that 
1 replied, that under no circumstances 
whatever, within my conception, could 
a delay he admitted ; but that, as it 
would requuc a day or two to arrange 
with you t he plan, if he would, -in the 
course of that space, bring forward, »« 
an unreserved manner, specific propo- 
sinoos, 1 should be enabled to judge 
what weight allow to thenfi, and how 
far they would authorize me to suspend 
the progress of the corps.

collection of ihe revenues, hut oy iheif 
presence, and the awe which they will 
inspire, giving a facility to the Annuls 
in that business, and being a check 
upon the conduct ot the Aunuls them- 
selves. 

Could hrs excellency have bec» 
b r ought to a cordial acquiescence in the 
nuvsuic, I should have been happy to 
have advised with him on (he -particular 
positions to be chosen as jxrmanent sta- 
tions with a view to the above object ; 
bur, undi r present circufu stances, there 
1- onlv left us the alternative of selecting 
these positions ourselves, or of keeping 
the WHips collected until his excellency, 
sensible of his inability to bear the dou- 
ble expense of both establishments, 
shall himself be disposed to require 
tbe<r dispersion and substitution in the 
places ofe some of hu present battalions. 
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If the (irtt of these alternatives be 
adopted, and as it mu.t in the end inevi- 
tably come to that, I own it has my pre- 
ference. I should look to Aztm Gnur, 
Sultaunpore, M.iruckpcvr, or perhaps 
more interior from the river, Goruckpore, 
Birauch, Hairabad, and Baieilly, as the 
fitted stations , if the loiter mode be 
adopted, the collection of a force at 
any .spot, unless Allahabad, 01 one oi 
the fixed stations, would c tease alarm 
ami sinpu ton of our intentions, and if 
at one of the hxed sta’tom, would be 
attended with delays and difficulties in a 
subsequent tiL.nhutiou. 

The points where troops are most 
immediately requisite for aiding the ai> 
mils in tke execution of their duties, 
.and for restraining the turbulence of the 
Zemindars and* inhabitants, appear to 
me to be Azim Ghur, Sultaunpore, 
and the country undei Sheetul Pershaud 
stretching from that place to Lucknow.

In a short letter which I did awyself 
the honour of addressing to your Lord- 
•hip, on the 4th instant, I expressed my 
intention of communicating to your 
Lordship in detail, the conference 
which b*d taken place thatday between 
the Navvaub Vizier and me ; considering 
it however expedient to present to his 
excellency, as early as possible, a me- 
morial preparatory to the introduction 
of a part of the proposed augmentation 
of troops into Oude, I was occupied 
yesterday in drawing up that paper, 
copies of which, iu English au<l Persian, 
shall, as conn <tc possible, be xiansnutted 
to your Lordship 

On intim iting to his excellency ray 
persuasion that he had peruke I with at- 
tention, and rejected with deliberation 
on the several papers 1 had recent y pre- 
sented to him, and asking him if he had 
come to any decision upon them, he in- 
fiinne l me tint he had been employed 
in preparing answers, which should be 
shewn to me in a few clays. 1 observed, 
that if his meditated answers were in 
any state of progress, he must undoubt- 
edly have formed his resolution, aud it 
wntM be extremely useful to me to be 
briefly apprized ot the nature of it, his 
f xceUency answered that as he purpo- 
sed not only to rep'y very fully to the 
paper, explanatory of the principle of 


the proposed t treaty, and to your Lord- 
ship’s letter on the subject of augment 
ing the force in his dominions, but t< 
represent at length the embarrassment 
under which belabours, and to disclose 
Ins hit her ro concealed causes of uneasi- 
ness, subjects of such complicated impor- 
tance could not be digested and arranged 
in an instant ; and he hoped that the de 
lay of a few days would occasion nc 
material inconvenience ' Hw excellency 
concluded by remarking that no Sove- 
reign voluntarily relinquished a kingdom 
unless from the pressuie of insupportable 
evi s. 

After taking a retrospective view of the 
conduct of hts excellency in procrastina- 
ting, under various pretences, the indis- 
pensable reform in the military establish- 
ments, I informed hw excellency, that the 
first division of the troops, intended by 
your Lordship to augment the force iu 
Oude, as stated m the paper which I had 
presented to him, was now in a situation 
immediately to enter his excellency*# do- 
minions ; and that i was anxious to add 
vise with him on their destination : he 
anti eated that do steps might be taken 
for their actual march into lus dominions 
until f had seen and reflected upon the 
sentiments he meant to commit to pa- 
per, and to som ■* proposifons he had to 
offer; l assured him that it .was totally 
impossible to delay the march of the 
troops; but that as it would require a 
day or two to arrange a plan, for their 
distribution, his excellency would ia 
that space come for\yaid in an unre- 
served manner with any specific pro posi 
tions, I should be enabled to judge 
what weight to allow them, and bow- 
far they would authorise me to suspend 
the piogress ot the corps. 

His excellency having observed that 
his assent had not yet been given to 
the augmentation of the troops, l ex- 
plained to him the principle upon which 
your lordship's determination was 
founded ; to which he replied, that if 
the measure as to 1 e carried into exe- 
cution, whether, with or without his 
approbation, there was no occasion for 
counting him. I informed him, that 
though your Lordship telt yourself 
bouud by the existing treaty to provide 
for the permanent security of his excel* 
lency’b dominions against all contingen- 
cies, )et your lordship's solicitude tc 
relieve his excellency from pecuniaty 
embarrassment*, connected with the 

aug i eolation, g, plan for reducing thi 
present expenses of hit useless «nd dan 

geioui 
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gerous military establishments; and it 
was with a view of giving effect to that 
part of the plan that I wished to advise 
with him on the distribution of the ad- 
ditional troops. This led to a repeti- 
tion which would result from disband- 
ing the numerous, undiciplined and 
mutinous battalions in his own service ; 
and upon stating that it would deprive 
the annuls of the means now in their 
hands of contesting his authority, and 
oppressing his subjects he observed, 
that the whole were implicitly obedient 
to his orders, excepting Almas, who, 
in truth, wasuumanageab e. 

This morning I met his excellency at 
breakfast, a* geera Martin's, when he 
informef! me that bis papers were pre^ a- 
red, and wou’d be sent to me and added, 
*' be now tree from anxiety ” 

-His assurance of the papers being pre- 
pared,*s in my opinio , entitled to little 
credit, and I have less expectation that 
the substance of them will afford any 
satisfaction; at all events, nothing shall 
induce me to defer the march of the ad- 
ditional troops , and as I have furnisl d 
Sir James Craig with my final opinion 
on their first movements, I conclude 
th *t he wi 1 immediately dwpatch or- 
ders for the commenceraene of their 
march. 

The plan I have proposed, merely as an 
introduction of the troop9into Oude, is 
to bring two battalions of native in- 
fantry and the regiment of cavalry, 
from Benares and Juanpore to Sultaun- 
pore, were they will be in a situation to 
id van< e towards Lucknow, lfcircum 
•tmees should render it expedient ; and 
to send two battahons to Azim Ghur, 
where con. rant disturbances prevail, 
and where they wi’l be in a progress 
to Goruckpoor and Baraitch, should 
that quarter be their ultimate destina- 
tion. Joined to these considerations, 
the distance of these positions from the 
cap tal will occasion no unnecessary 
alarm 

*■# lore the troops arrive at these d s- 
tinatoin* and others come within our 
reach, I shall be enabled to form a judg- 
ment how far his excellency is disposed 
to meet your lordship’s views to the full 
extent of^disnussing his own baru lions, 
and submitting those of ths company m 
their place. *

As colonel Scott had it not in his pow- 
er at that time to enter into any detail on 
the subject of the instructions conveyed 
to him in colonel (Kirkpatrick’s letter, he 
was necessarily obliged to delay it till 
the next day ; and I accordingly received 
a further communication from him yes- 
terday. I take the liberty of enclosing 
an extract of that part of colonel Scott's 
letter that relates more particularly to the 
subject 1 allude to; and as the object of 
my present address is to lay before your 
Lordship my opinion on it, I cannot do 
it more eflectua’ly than by submitting 
to your Lordship the accompanying^ 
copy of my answer to colonel Scott 

I take for granted that your Lordship 
is apprized of my having directed the 
march of a consi lerable detachment of 
the troops of the Futtyghur station 
towards Rohilcund, which 1 reported to 
the commander in chief on the 4th in- 
stant. 

Vizier AM left this yesterday morn- 
ing, under charge of major Lally, of the 
3d regiment native infantry,/ with an 
escort of a party of 70 men of the 78th 
regiment, and 5 companies of Seapoys. 

He has also with him a gun-boat pro- 
perly manned and equipped.

Cawnpore, 5ih January, 1800. 

My dear Sir*— I have this instant re- 
ceived/ you r’s of yesterday’s date. Al- 
though it would he undoubtedly ex- 
tremely desi raffle that the stations ulti- 
mately to be occupied by the troops 
that may be brought into the Nawaub’s 
dominions should be immediately ascer- 
tained, so th,t an after movement might 
not be necessary, there is however one 
circumstance in the accomplishment of 
lor 1 Mornington’s plan which appears 
to me to require attention m the con- 
s deration to be given to the first des- 
tination to be assigned to them ; — and 
that is, the mode which is intended to 
be pursued, as to the disbanding the 
Nawaub’s battalions. No essential op- 
position, that is, none that can lead to 
serious consequences, is, I think, to be 
apprehended; much discontent is how- 
ever to be looked for; and insolent and 
mutinous as they usually are, it is not 
improbable that they may, in the first 
moment of alarm, be led to acts of vio- 
lence and outrage, for the suppression 
of which, if provision is not made in 
the first instance, it may require much 
troublesome movement at a future pe- 
riod. I am totally unacquainted with 
the stations of the Nawaub’s battalions, 
and therefore am not well qualified to 
combine the object witn those that are 
the grounds of the arrangement y6u 
have sketched to me Ail that I mean 
to observe upon this head, and extend- 
ing it a little tui ther than to the possible 
outrages of the Nawaub's troops is, 
that I thmk it) the first instance, and 
till the temper of the people is well un- 
derstood, the troops should not be too 
much dispersed I have not a doubt 
that the introduction of so considerable 
a body of troops, the true object of 
which will be unknown, will occasion 
considerable alainvand apprehension; 
the public speculation will, I think, 
immediately point to the taking posses- 
sion of the country as what we have in 
view; andit will perhaps l»e prudent to 
see what effect this will produce before 
the troops are so much dispersed as it 
will in future be nece$>ary that they 
should be. I do not, however, mean by 
this (hit they should be assembled in 
corps, ilv danger at any rate cannot be 
s ich as to requite that degree of precau- 
tion agamsut ; but in large and'populous 
districts. 
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districts especially where there ire any of 
the Nawaub’s troops, I should think it 
hotter at first not to have less than two 
battalions together ; no where would I 
b^ve less than one. The .detachment 
marchirg to Bareilly is sufficiently strong, 
hut the force at Luckfow is not so. 
Tumult is more probable there than any 
where, and another battalion at least ts 
necessary to overawe the rabble of that 
place. Ot>e respectable corps, of some 
streng’h, should ceoainly be kept toge- 
ther in ih« country, as a reserve, to 
answer evuy possible contingency, and 
as the foundation of an arntv, which on 
this frontier we should be always able to 
assemble on the shortest nonce. The 
accommodation for Europeans, already 
prepared, points this out as the most 
eligible station for that purpose; and the 
troops here arc sufficient ; but I would 
not lessen the number if it can be 
•voided 

I think it would he better to leave* the 
76th at Allahabad as we are so near the 
warm season, unless indication of tumult 
or opposition should make it advisable to 
bripg them forward, in which case I can 
make accommodations for them here at a 
trifling expense. 

I have thus given vou my opinion 
freely, to which you will allow the weight 
you think it deserves; perhaps it may be 
tbooght founded upon too much caution ; 
but I have seen the unfortunate effects of 
over-security so often during the trans- 
actions of the period of my military 
life, that I am always anxious to avoid a 
similar error. You know the number of 
battalions vve can call for, and are ac- 
quainted with the stations of the Na«* 
waub's troops ; turn, therefore, what I 
have said mvour mind, and let me know 
your final thoughts on the subject Under 
the prospect to which we arc at pre- 
sent Obliged to limit our view, (though 
I will indulge a hope of being able 10 
extend them to an higher object, the 
only one that is warning to complete the 
brilliancy of lord Mormngton’* Admi- 
nistration) you are more .competent to 
determine on the positions which it may 
be useful to occupy than I am; I shall 
therefore have no hesitation in adopting 
whatever you think proper. One point, 
however, I am decide dlv clear in, which 
if, |o have a force of some respecta- 
bility somewhere or other. 

Half an hour's conversation would 
enable us to settle this business better 


than ar week’s correspondence but I »ttt 
afraid that my going over to you would 
occasion much speculation. The fre- 
quency of your expresses to and from the 
piesidency, of late, has not escaped no- 
tice 

Vizier All left this this morning under 
escort of a company of the 78th regnnent, 
and five of Se^ioys, attended by my gun- 
boat,

I receivt d your letter of the 3d 
instant this morning; lord Mormngton 
received your letter of the 4th at the same 
time. 

I hope you will let nothing the Vizier 
may say induce you to delay the intro- 
duction and piopei distribution of the ad- 
ditional troops a single dav. Lord Mor- 
nmgton cannot imagine a case m which 
it would be either sale or useful to admit 
of any delay in the execution of that 
measure, which must be equally neces- 
sary whether his excellency abdicates or 
retains the government ; whether he con- 
sents or not to the reform of his military 
establishment. This principle bung 
assumed, it fellows that it would be highly 
dangerous to postpone the measure any 
longer at this advanced period of the sea- 
son, since delay could hardly be sought 
with any other than an insidious view.

Translation of a letter from his excellency 
the Nawaub Vizier to lieutenant- 
Colonel Scott, Resident at Lucknow, 
dated the '5th Shaban 1214 (A. D. 
1800, January 12) 

After the customary compliments, I 
have to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter, of the r 13th Shaban, (loth 
January) with its enclosure, the contents 
of which have been understood. 

You, sir, wc’l know that the proposed 
plan never in afiy measure met with my 
approbation or acceptance, and that in 
the whole course of my correspondence 
with the Governor-general on this sub- 
ject (js may be seen on reference to the 
copies in both our possessions), not one 
of iny letters contain mv acquiescence 
to the said plan. On the contrary, in 
my several answers to his Lordship, I 
Tiave uniformly communicated to him 
tny clear , and unreserved sentiments to 
the same purport as those contained in 
the drjft of a letter lately sent to you. 
But although no objection has been 
made in answer to the circumstances stated 
by me, the same plan is again submitted 
to me. A plan which I neither now, 
nor at any former period did approve of, 
accept of, or think at all expedient. 

You, who after perusing the draft I 
sent you, write and tell me, “ that had 
I at an earlier period communicated my 
sentiments on this bead, they would 
have been listened to by Lard Mor- 
nington with the ears of approbation, hut 
that the troops being now in motion, 
writing in this manner was fruoless ” 
This fills me with astonishment, since 
the march of the troops has m no ways 
had my assent, nor could I prevent their 
movement. 

tt may fairly be concluded, from Lord 
Morryngton’s letters, that arrangements 

for fbc additional troops were not to 


feke effect until funds should be provi- 
ded for their support by the dismission 
of my battalions. Nothing having at 

a * wen agreed upon respecting the din- 
ing of the latter, and the additional 
company’s troops being on tbeir march* 
whence are the funds to be derived for 
their payment ? Their sudden approach, 
too, leaves no time to form arrangements 
for them. 

Although, as I before mentioned, I do 
in no .measure approve ol the plan, vet, 
in order that I may not dissatisfy Lord 
Mornington by a total rejection of it, 
I unwillingly gave my assent some days 
ago to you, to this much — that, in con- 
cert with each other, we should consult 
upon the means for raising the necessary 
funds, after which the plan might take 
place by the raising of new levies, as far 
as our funds might admit of. My con- 
sent to this much is extorted from ir.e 
with the sole view of pleasing his lord- 
ship, and deponds upon certain conditions, 
which are detailed at length for your 
information, as well as to give stability 
to the stipulat’ons themselves 

First. — Notwithstanding I am well 
assured that »n consequence of the mea- 
sure, thousands of people will be de- 
prived of their subsistence ; and that by 
the disbanding of my troops serious 
commotions and alarms will take place 
in the capital, (for which reason I give 
previous warning- of its mischievous 
effects) yet, dreading his lordship’s dis- 
pleasure, and with the sole view of 
pleasing him, X am compelled ro grant 
my assent to the introduction of the plan 
to the extent of our funds. It is well known 
.to you ihat the intention of the Gover- 
eor-general tn augmenting the army was. 
that wc might be prepart d against the 
invasion of Zemaun Shah, or other 
enemies. It srem , therefore, most ad- 
visable that, whenever this force may be 
sanctioned, it should be collected into 
one body, ready to be detached as occa- 
sioning require , and, having executed 
the services they may be ordered upotij 
they should always return to their capton- 
ment, or fixed station 

Nor are they, unless to quell distur- 
bances among the Zt rnindars (for which 
purpose the requisition for them is to 
cotne from the aumib to me, when I 
shall give the necessary tnsti actions 10 
the English troops), to interfere in any 
sort with the aumils. 

Nor are they to afford protection to the 

Zemin- 
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Zemindar*, introduce them to, or inter- 
fere in then settlement wi.h the aumils. 
They must nor, at the instigation of one 
autnil, u>e threars towards the dependants 
«f another,, They must not take any 
aumtl under ibrir protection. 

Secondly. — Whatever settlements may 
be made between the Huzoor and the 
aumils, the English commandants are on 
ti'j account to interfere therein, whether 
by yielding them protection, or taking 
part with them m any way On the 
©wer hand, whenever the ordeis of the 
Huzoor shall reach them, to that effect, 
the said commanders shall enforce the 
payment of just demands, receive the 
amount, and trmsmtt it to the treasury. 

They are not to meddle in the settle- 
ments. 

Thirdly.— In Lord Mormngton’s letter 
to me it was stated that Colonel Scott 
wou'd point out in what manner the 
disbanding of mv troops might with 
case be effected I have in consequence 
now to request that you will state to me, 
it length, the mode by which, in your 
opinion, the dismission of my troops 
may be accomplished with facility; to 
she end that the plan be speedily carried 
into execution, letting it be contrived 
»o as to include provision for the pay- 
ment of the Sebundies, as well as for 
the expense of the present increase of 
the com pany’s forces ; letting it provide 
for the payment of the old subsidy ; for 
the troops of the Huzoor; and in con- 
formity to L >td Mornutgton’f letter, 
after satisfying the aforesaid demands, let 
there be a saving m the expenditures. 

Foutthly. — l hat the 13,000 men* of 
all descriptions, as stipulated by the 
former treaty, as well as those no.v to 
be introduced, shall be permanently sta- 
tioned in these dominions, in which case 
they shall be paid in conformity to 
agreement. — l'o the customary reliefs, 
the numbers being equal, there » no 
objection. 

fifthly.— Seeing that a great deal of 
treasure will be indispensably necessary 
Lr the paying off the arreais of the 
troops to be disbanded, it will be utterly 
impossible for me to liquidate the demand 
of seventeen lacks incurred by the in- 
creased number of troops during Vizier 
Ally’s cebcllion. * 

Sixthly —Whatever person shall now 
or hereafter disturb the affairs of this 
^government shall be banished my domi- 
nions; nor must any one grant them pro- 
tection* 


^Seventhly.— Thosd trobps which fio- 
conformity to permission granted) may be 
retained' for the purposes of state (God 
willing) shall be suitable to my rank. 

From the kindness of the oircai of the 
company I am led to expect, that having 
in the present instance (in order to avoid 
the Govenior-general , saisplcd’>uie) given 
my consent to the introduction, as far 
as possible, to the plan, 1 shall not 
in future be troubled with l.esh propo- 
sitions 

Eightly.— My battalions, when em- 
ployed in the collections, are ordinarily 
tioiu five to six months m arrears ; and 
the auinils are in the habit of affording 
them temporary relief tu the- best way 
thty can. li has also been customary to 
pay the said troops by orders on Zemtri- 
dars, of districts, where the collections 
were attended with difficulty, a mode of 
ayment very convenient to the aumils; 
ut now that the whole of the revenues 
mu^t fall into the treasury of the Sircar, 
the receipts and disbursements will be at- 
tended with delay and difficulty to the 
annuls. For which considetations, until 
I be perfectly satisfied regarding the 
realization of the funds necessary for the 
payment of the present increase of the 
army* I cannot stipulate to pay the re- 
quisite sums monthly m the same way 
as 1 now pay that of the foimer stipend 
ol six lacks and odd thousand rupees, 
but must pay it agreeable to my re- 
ceipts 

Ninthly. — In order to provide funds 
to answer the expense of the new arrange- 
ment, it will become absolutely neces- 
saiy to reduce the expenses in almost 
every department; and they shall be 
reduced accordingly. It being at all 
times my wish to adhere rigidly to my 
agreements, I have, out of caution and 
prudence, stated the foregoing circum- 
stances; and I am induced to expect* 
from the friendship and kindness of the 
Sirkar of the honouiable company, tha^t 
they engage in nothing which may be 
either difficult to accomplish, or likely 
to create trouble and anxiety to me, whilst* 
on the other hand, they use their constant 
endeavours to carry into effect such 
ai range ments as can jbe put in practice 
with ease and facility* 

From your friendship I earnestly hope 
that, attentively examirtmg the whole of 
the above pioposifions, you answer each 
of them separately and distinctly ; and 
not blending the whole together answqr 
theta by asking (or an increase of the 
troop*,

English draft of a letter from the resident 
at Lucknow, in answer to the Nawaub 
Vizier’s letter of the 15th ot Shaban, 
or the 12. h of January, 1800. 

I have been honoured by the receipt 
of your excellency’s letter of the 15th 
of Shaban, and having understood its 
contents, shall, in the first place, take the 
liberty of offering some observations 
on the preparatory part of it, and then 
proceed to discuss the several stipulations 
which your excellency proposes shall be 
established for the conduct and mam- 
taihance of the additional force which 
the Right honourable ihe governor-ge- 
neral in his wisdom and foresight has 
judged necessary for the permanent and 
effectual protection of your excellency's 
dominions. 

Your excellency writes 44 that you 
“ (meaning your well wisher) veiy well 
44 know, that the proposed plan never 
44 in any measure met my approbation 
44 or acceptance. — And that, in the course 
41 of my correspondence with the go- 
44 vernor-gcneral on the subject (as nuy be 
44 seen on reference to the copies in both 
44 oui possessions,) not one of my letters 
44 contain an acquiescence to the said plan. 
44 On ihc contrary, in my several answers 
44 to his lordship, I have uniformly com- 
44 mumcatcd my clear and unreserved sen- 
44 timents to the same purpoit as those 
44 contained in the draft of a letter lately 
** sent 10 you.” 

Whilst I admit that your excellency’s 
approbation of, and acquiescence in, ihe 
plan proposed for the reform of the mili- 
tary establishments of this state was never 
distinctly given, and further, that I dis- 
covered in your excellency an unaccount- 
able reluctance to deliver any decisive 
answer upon it, I mutt add, that in no 
single instance, until very recently, did 
your excellency .ex press or even hint an 
objection against it ; nor is there, to my 
comprehension, in any letter which 1 
have seen from your excellency to Lord 
Mornington, even an insinuation that 
the proposed plan was adverse to your 
excellency’s sentiments. 

It is not possible for me to ascribe, 
with certainty, motives for your excel* 
lcocy’s conduct in delaying to deliver 


or execution. 

Your excellency observes, that after 
I had perused the draft sent to me, I 
both wrote and said, that had your excel* 
lenev’s sentiments on ihe subject been 
communicated to Lord Mornington at a 
former period, his lordship would have 
listened 10 them with the ears of approba- 
tion, but that the troops being now m 
motion writing in this manner was useless. 
The only written communications which 
I have made to your excellency since the 
receipt ot that draft, are the memorial, 
and the letter in which it was inclosed, 
and 1 am at a lost to fix upon any 
passage 111 those papers as warranting 
the inference which your excellency has 
drawn. For the space of five months 
I have been pressing your excellency, 
even to importunity, to deliver your 
unreserved sentiments and wishes to 
Lord Mornington ; and, after your excel * 
lenev, some days prior to my receipt of 
the draft, hid started an unlooked-for 
objection against the plan, I represented 
to your excellency, that |f, on the first 
opening of the business, this objection 
had been brought foiward, there would 
have been time for his lordship to have 
given it hi> consideration. 

It certainly was, as your excellency 
concludes, Lord Morningion’s intention 
that arrangements for the reduction of 
the troops of this state should go band 
in hand with the augmentation of those 
of the company ; but hts lordship not 
perceiving m your excellency a dispo- 
sition to concert those arrangements 
with a dispatch suited to the emergency 
of the case, and apprehensive lest the 
season should tlaspe before a provision 
could be made for the security of these 
dominions, had no other resource, than 
whilst there remained time for the aug- 
mentation of the company's troops, 
to order a portion of the proposed 
augmentation immediately to march into 
Oude, in order that we might be pre- 
pared to repel the danger which constantly 
men a s vom excellency’s dominions from 
the well known hostile designs of Zemaun 
Shah, and to protect your excellency 
against any other enemies* White vei 
inconvenience your excellency rtiay expe* 
rici.ce from thesuddea arrival of the troops, 
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if they cannot entirely be obviated, must 
be submitted to as the consequences 
alone of your own delay in adjusting 
with me the necessary previous arrange- 
merits for that event. 

Your excellency, m granting a reluc- 
tant consent to the plan, solely from an 
apprehension of dissatisfying Lord 
Mornmgton, does nor seem to have 
gtven a due consideration to his lordshtp’s 
principles of action, so distinctly ex- 
plained in his lordship’s letter to your 
excellency. His lordship is governed 
only be a sense of public duty, which 
demands that he should p-ovide for the 
defence of your excellency’s dominions 
against all enemies; and though it would 
have been highly gratifying to his / lord- 
ship that your excellency should have 
cordially adopted ^ the measure, from a 
conviction of the justness and expediency 
of n, yet if they are not equally evident 
to your excellency, as to the government 
of the company, it is obvious, that 
unless your excellency submit to the 
judgment of the company, in this case 
the company would be exonerated from 
th* obligation which they have con- 
tracted, to defend your dominions 
agairst all enemies. 

I shall now proceed to examine, and 
offer my opinions, on the stipulations 
proposed by y ur excellency. 

First Article. — In this article your 
excellency expresses a conviction, that 
thousands of people, in the execution 
of the measure, will be deprived of their 
subsistence, and predicts serious com^ 
motions and alarms in the capital ; in 
consequence, your excellency knows that 
it res's on the pleasure of a sovereign to 
discharge troops whenever there is no 
further occasion for their services, and 
that his right is exercised even in the 
case of troops who, by their fidelity and 
exertions, have deserved well of the so- 
vereign , hut your excellency’s right 
results from other causes also, and amounts 
even to an indispensable duty, since the 
troops in your excellency’s service are 
incompetent to assist in the defence of 
your excellency’s dominions; are dan- 
gerous to vour subjects ; and have be- 
trayed disaffection to your person and 
government in various instances, but most 
notoriously so in having suffered Vizier 
Ally to escape. If, amongst them, *bere 
are individuals who have pretensions to 
your excellency’s protection and bounty, 
your excellency's liberality will readily 
suggest the means of providing a main- 


tenence for them; and if commotions 
and alarms are seriously to be apprehend- 
ed in the capital, precautions may readily 
be taken to obviate or suppress them, 
by increasing the company’s troops 
usually stationed at Lucknow; but to be 
deterred from carrying so indispensable 
a measure into execution, by a consi- 
deration for men who have no claim on 
your excellency’s favour, and from the 
fear of their committing subsequent 
disorders, is a weakness which must 
destroy every energy of government, 
and encourage the insolence and licen- 
tiousness of the troops. 

The proposition of your excellency, 
that the additional troops shall be col- 
lected and stationed in one body, wilt 
certainly provide for the defence of 
these dominions against foreign attacks; 
but it only partially embraces the pre- 
servation of internal tranquillity, and 
obstructs the full accomplishment of 
one essential part of the plan — a con- 
siderable reduction in the disorderly 
troops of this state ; since, fettered by 
the lim tation of occupying only one 
post in your excellency’s dominions, the 
company’s troops could not inspire that 
general awe over the disobedient and 
turbulent which they would diffuse in 
a more dispersed state, nor afford that 
facility to the aumils in collecting the 
revenues, which their presence, btit not 
interference, would command. Besides, 
in a country of such extent as your 
excel'ency’s dominions, it would not be 
possible to“se!ect a situation from which 
detachments coo'd be sent with suffi- 
cient expedition to crush rebellion and 
commotion in their commencement. 

Every restriction which can be devised 
for preventing interferences on the part 
of the officers with the Aumils, Zemin- 
dirs, Farmers, and others, will be most 
readily consented to. The troops will 
never be employed, excepiing m casoof 
emergency, when the obvious necessity 
must justify tbe # measure, without a requi- 
sition from your excellency to the resi- 
dent. 

Second Article. This article w conf- 
pletely answered in the foregoing. 

Third .article. 1 have to assure your 
excellency of my m6st zealous assistance 
in devising a plan for disbanding your 
own troops, and of my indefatigable exer- 
tions in carrying it into effect, to the 
utmost practicable extent, with the 
greatest facilty, and in the most quiet 
manner ; hot to enable me to commence 
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Mi thw undertaking, it will be indispen- 
sable that I be furnished With an accurate 
Satement of all the troops in your excel- 
lency's service, their distribution, and the 
monthly amount of their pay ; and I 
earnestly intreat that your excellency will 
order this statement to be prepared with- 
out dcl.iy, as well as a detail of the 
troops which your excellency wishes to 
maintain for the purposes of state. 1 can- 
not, however, avoid repeating to your 
excellency, that the reduction of your ex- 
cellency’s troops will be considerably 
cramped in extent, and embarrassed in the 
execution, if your excellency perseveres in 
the stipulation of concentrating the addi- 
tional troops m one point. 

This article embraces other very com- 
prehensive provisions besides the pay- 
ment of the additional troops, Sebun- 
dies, and household troops. It requires 
that provisions should be made for the 
payment of the old subsidy, and fora 
saving m the expenditures* This very im- 
portant object is so intimately blended 
with the general system of finance, that it 
is only to be accomplished by arrange- 
ments in the civil establishments ; and if 
your excellency is desirous that I should 
engage in the consideration of the sub- 
ject, and will furnish me with a correct 
statement of all receipts and disbursement, 
I have nodoubt bu t that means may be sug- 
gested of providing for the whole of the 
purposes. But it is not only to a reduct < n 
of expenses thatyour excellency’s attention 
should be directed ; it should comprehend 
the improvement of your excellency** re- 
sources ; and lam well persuaded, that if 
a system of finance be established, on the 
principles of wisdom, energy, and justice, 
the revenues might, in the course of a few 
years, be increased at least 10 per 
cent. 

Fourth Article.-The troops maintained 
from the established Sub idy will remain 
©n the footing prescribed by the existing 
treaty ; your excellency will be charged 
for the additional troops at the rate of 
their actual expense, and only from the 
period of their entering your excellency** 
dominions; and your excellency has 
already been apprized, by lord Morning- 
ton, that it is not in Ins power to furnish 
immediately the full number of addi- 
tional troops ; but that your excellency 
may rely on his lordship’s making every 
practicable exertion to complete the pro- 
posed force as early as possible. 

Fifth Article.— Your excellency may 
safely confide in lord Mormngtont dis- 
position not to embarrass your excellency 


with pecuniary demands, at a time when 
there will be heavy calls on your treasury 
for clearing ofl the arrears due to the bat- 
talions to be disbanded. 

Sixth Article. —This clause is foreign 
to the subject urder consideration ; but 
the company, as well fiom the obliga- 
tions of treaty, as from attachment to 
your excellency’s person and govern- 
ment, will regard as enemies to itself, all 
persons who shall be convicted of har- 
bouring evil designs against your excel- 
lency’s repose, or to the tranquillity of 
your dominions 

Seventh —1 have already requested 
thatyour excellency will furnish me with 
a statement of the troops, of all descrip- 
tions, which your excellency may think 
proper to retain for^the purposes of 
state, and I rely, with confidence, that 
they will not exceed what may be suffi- 
cient for the purpose. 

The dose of this article expresses vour 
excellency's hope that you will not be 
troubled with fresh propositions It is 
my duty to represent to your excellency, 
that the advice, recommendations, and 
propositions, offered to your excellency’s 
consideration by the company’s govern- 
ment, are solely with the view to the 
permanency of your excellency’s govern 
menr, the prosperity of your c«umry, 
the happiness of your people, and the 
subsequent reputation of your excel- 
lency. And your excellency having, as 

ou have frequently and candidly ac- 

nowledgcd, been exalted 10 the tnrone 
of your ancestors through the "favour and 
justice of the English company, must 
be naturally solicitous that thtse objects 
should be attained tp the fullest practi- 
cable extent. 

Eighth.— The company’s troop are in 
all stations accustomed to regular pay- 
ments, and as this is one of the means by 
which their fidelity and obedience are 
secured, and as they have no other 
sources for subsistence than what they 
derive from their pay, they cannot, by a 
delay in their monthly receipts, be ex- 
posed to distress, and to the consequent 
pnschiefs arising from that distress The 
mode «f receivnug money for the above 
purpose will, in respect to place, be made 
as convenient to >our excellency as pos- 
sible, but the time of payment must be 
regular, month by momh. 

Ninth. — If there be any superfluous 
expenditures in any department, or m 
any branch of your excellency’s esta- 
blishments, they will be proper objects of 
reduction ; 
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reduction; but I assure myself, that 
there will not be necessity for attempting 
any which are not perfectly consistent 
with your excellency’s dignity, libera- 
lity, and justice; and 1 must inrreat 
your excellency’s perimssion to repeat, 
that an increase of your resources affords 
the most certain means of providing for 
all expenses. The extraordinary decline 
in the revenues, dunng the reign of the 
late Asoph ul Dowlah, furnishes an ample 
but alarming proof of extreme misma- 
nagement in xhe system of collections; 
add how highly will it redound to your 
excellency’s credit, if, by the correction 
of abuses which have caused this decline, 
and by the establishment of regulations 
which shall protect the Ryots from op- 
pression, ana the merchants and tracts, 
from extortion, these dominions of your 
ancestors, shall be raised to the flou- 
rishing condition they exhibited in the 
reign of your illustrious father

To the Right honourable the Earl of

Mr Lord, 

1. Having prepared the memorial 
which, in my private letter of the 6th 
instant, I did myself t*.e honour of in- 
forming your lordship I proposed pre 
senting to the Nawaub Vizier, pre- 
paratory to the introduction into Oude 
of part of the additional troops, I waited 
only an opportunity of delivering it. 

2. On the 8th instant his excellency 
sent me, by my moonshce, who had at- 
tended him for the purpose of fixing an 
intervtew, a letter enclosing for my 
peru|al and consideration the draft of a 
proposed address to your lordship, with 
intimation that he intended going for 
two days to a place about 10 miles dis- 
tance from Lucknow, whence he would 
return on the 1 Ith, and call upon me to 
deliberate on the contents of the let- 
ter. 

8. With a view to his being fully 
prepared to enter upon the conference, 
and in the expectation also that the 
reasoning I had used might dissuade his. 
excellency from dispatching the letter to 
your lordship, 1 enclosed to him the* 
memorial which I had intended to pre- 
sent in person. Copies of it m English 
and Persian accompany this address. 

4. His excellency, according to ap- 
pointment, honoured me with a visit 
yesterday morning. His conversation 
was at dm reserved in the extreme, and 


confined to very concise remarks— that, 
if the measure of augmenting the troops 
was finally determined on, there was no 
occasion for consulting him. 

5. Aftei commenting on various 
parts of the draft of his Tetter to your 
lordship, and representing to him, that 
though it was totally out of my power to 
stop the march of the additional troops 
into Oude, yet, being authorised to direct 
their movements, I was anxious to fix, 
in concert with his excellency, the des- 
tination of those troops, to the end that 
they might he stationed in those parts 
of his dominions were these services 
would be most useful, and were they 
would be immediately subservient to the 
combined objects of the plan; his excel- 
lency declared, that as your lordship, 
impressed with the conviction of the 
necessity for increasing the force id 
Oude, had resolved upon carrying it 
iuto execution, although the expediency 
was not equally apparent to him, yet, m 
compliance with your lordship’s desires, 
be consented to the augmentation ; 
limiting however, the purposes of the 
additional troops to the deience of his 
dominions, and stipulating that they 
should not be dispersed throughout the 
country, but retained in bodies at such 
s ation* as should be ultimately deter- 
mined upon. 

His excellency instanced, as fit posi- 
tions, Ca.wnpoor, Futty Ghur. Anoop- 
shur,and any place to the southward or 
eastward of Lucknow, hut said he would 
furnish me, in the course of a day or two, 
in writing, with hit ideas of the ar- 
rangement. 1 objected against Anoop- 
shui as being too confined a spot, and 
not calculated to maintain an effectual 
and vigilant control upon the Rohillas, 
and proposed m its room Bareiily, ora 
position more to the north, to which his 
excellency readily consented. 

7. With a view, if possible, of di- 
verting his excellency from a measure 
so coufined in its operations, and so 
short of the beneficial effects which the 
full execution of the plan was calcu- 
lated to produce, 1 observed, that the 
augmentation of the company’s troops, 
under the limitations and restrictions 
proposed by him, would certainly pro- 
vide for the defence of the country 
against foreign attacks, yet it only par- 
tially embraced the preservation of inter* 
nal tranquillity, and totally lost sight of 
one essential object of the plan, which 
was a considerable reduction in the* 
disorderly 
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disorderly troops of this state, and & 
consequent diminution of expense as 
well as ot danger. His excellency would 
have observed, by the statement w^ich 
accompanied the memorial, I had the ho- 
nour to transmit tO him ; that the monthly 
expense of the first division of additional 
troops was upwards of one lack and 
a half of Rupees ; but the total amount 
which would be chargeable to him, 
when the who^eof the additional force 
should be collected and stationed in his 
excellency’ dominions, would be fifty 
lacks of Rupees per annum ; that is was 
my duty toexhort his excellency serioudy 
to reflect upon the means of defraying 
this expense; and as he must be 
fully acquainted with the extent 
of his resources, he would be con- 
vinced that there was no other moJe 
of providing for the regular payment of 
the additional tone, than by a corres- 
ponding reduction of the military ex- 
penses of his own establishments 

8 1 asked Ins excellency whether 

any o£.the ba.tahons now in hi9 service, 
from a single instance of faithful attach- 
ment to his person, or active exertions 
in his cause, had a ciaim to that consi- 
deration which he was disposed to show 
to them; the reverse was so notorious, 
that the arguments he had brought for- 
ward in his draft of the letter to your 
lordship, were not only inapplicable to 
the ca3e, but betrayed an imbecility that 
in the end would undermind his autho- 
jrity, and destroy every energy of go- 
vernment. 

9. His excellency replied, that the mea- 
sure ot stationing the company’s troops 
in different parts of his country, exclu- 
sive of the appearance it would have of 
a contraction of his authority, would 
disgust the Aumils, and furnish them 
with pretexts for not realizing the reve- 
nues ; and that to enforce the payment 
•f collections they must be constantly 
assisted by troops entirely at their own 
disposal; but as it was neither his de- 
sire nor his pra tree to enter into en- 
gagements without * thorough deter- 
mination to fulfil them, it most he evi- 
dent that he could not pay to the com- 
pany the additional sum of more than 
four lacks ot rupees per month except 
by lessening the expenses of his own 
military establishments; and that he 
should immediately consider of the pro- 
per objects of reduction, and would, us 
far as practicable, substitute a less- ex- 
s»vt description of armed men m 


the room of what are called regular bar* 
talions. 

10, The conduct of his excellency is 
at all times so mysterious, and his lan« 
guage so frequently contradictory, and 
artfully perplexed, that it is extremely 
difficulty, if not impossible, to discover 
his real intentions and motives. Having 
however acceded to the augmentation 
of the troops, 1 cannot imagine any 
subterfuge which he can resort to for 
the purpose of endeavouring to delay 
the execution of it ; and, after his con. 
currence in that measure, 1 can only 
ascribe his withholding his assent from 
the full completion of vour lordship's 
views, to jealousy and timidity; the for* 
mer drea Jing an interference and in* 
spection m the internal management of 
his country/ and the latter viewing a 
personal enemy in every officer and 
soldier who shall be dismissed from the 
service of the state,, to whose favour or 
kindness, in their military capacity, they 
have not a single pretension A short 
time, however,' mus< discover to his ex* 
cellency his inability to bear the burthen 
of the accumula ed military charges, 
and the consequent necessity of a more 
dispersed distribution of the company** 
troops 

n. Under presen* circumstances, and 
despairing of bringing his excellency to 
concert with nte an immediate arrange- 
ment fo. th^ demission of his battalions, 
and the substitution in their place of the 
company’s troops, it stems expedient, irs 
the first instance, to consider of a disur- 
but'on for the additional corps at our dis- 
posal, and to fix upon new posi.iona, 
according to his excellences ideas, whem 
tho'-e which follow mav be collected. 

12 A l ough in this point ot view 
the question is chiefly of military rmporfc, 
I have taken the liberty ©1 ottering my 
opinion on the sublet to Major-general 
Sir James £r a g, as follows : • In the 
“ first pl.tce, under the full persuasion 
“ that it will be thought expedient ta 
44 take up a pamanent position iorarc- 

sparable corps on this s do of the 
“ Ganges, somewhere m Rohilcund, 
“ at d to thr north of Rampoor, this 
‘‘ corps may be f rmed f cm the troop* 
“ aiwuhed to Futiy Ghur, and that 
14 station be mnloiced to its ordinary 
“ complement by moving upwards some 
14 of ihe aaoitioi al battalions, and ihe 
44 remaindered the additional troopi-may

Ar the close of the conference with 
the Vi*\er> 1 offered to hts excellency the 
draft of the letter which he had prepared, 
Wit he desired that it might be dis- 
patched ; and upon representing to him, 
that tt was a draft, and not written fair, 
or in form, he struck out with a pencil 
the usual heading and conclusion, and ex* 
pressed his wish that a copy might be 
forwarded to your lordship with a view 
of shewing wh^t sacrifices he consented 
to for the purpose of affording satisfac- 
tion to your lordship. Copies m Persian, 
and of a translation into English, are 
inclosed .* 

r Hiving lately touched on his excel- 
lency* former proposition for relinquish- 
ing die government, I found hi in so 
entirely averse to engage in a' conversa- 
tion on that subject, as to satufy me, 
that his excellency has, at least for 
the present, completely abandoned the 
design.

Translation of a Memorial transmitted by 
Lieutenant Colonel Scqu, Resident 
at Lucknow, to his Excellency the 
Nawaub Vizier on the 9th January, 
180®. 

In the letter which I did myself the 
honour to present to your excellency a 
few days ago, from the right honourable 
the governor -general, your excellency 
was apprized of his lordship’s intention to 
augment, without delay, the British 
troops m Oude, to such an extent as is 
immediately practicable and to furnish, 
subsequently, such additional troops as are 
necessary to the effectual security of 
your excellency’s dominions ; and I have 
submitted *<0 your excellency a statement 
of the troop* immediately destined for 
these provinces, and also of the addi- 
tional troops to be supplied at a future 
period. 

His lordship’s letter also, afTer advert- 
ing to the necessity of the measure, has 
exp’a.ntd to your excellency, that the 
principle upon which he had determined 
to carry 11 into execution, is the obliga- 
tion wnich the comp iny is bound to by 
the t listing treaty of 44 defending.) our 
cxcehemVi dominions aganst all ene- 
mies.” Aa engagement winch would be 


nugatory if they could not determine tfto 
amount of the force to be employed for 
the purpose, because, as hts lordship 
has noticed to your excellency, it might 
not be in the power of the British go- 
vernment, on a sudden emergency, to 
reinforce the troops in your excellency** 
country with sufficient expedition. 

Cases may also occur wherein additi- 
onal troops could not be spared from the 
protection of the company’s possessions > 
and your excellency well knows that a 
considerable time is lequircd to raise 
troops, and tram them for service ac- 
cording to the European inode of dis- 
cipline* 

From these considerations it is the firm 
opinion of lord Mommgton that the 
company can in no other manner effec- 
tually fulfil their engagements M to defend 
the dominions of your excellency against 
all enemies,” ihen by mainlining con- 
stantly, in these dominions, such a force as 
shall, at all times, be adequate to your 
effectual protection But hts lordshipN 
friendship and regard for your excellency, 
and his desire to relieve your excellency 
from pecuniary embarrassments, con- 
nected with the provision for the per- 
manent security of these dominions, a 
plan for the diminution of those expen- 
ses at present incurred by your excellency, 
in maintaining a force, noj only useless m 
the defence of your country, but whose 
numbers are dangerous to your excellency 
and your subjects. 

It will be in your excellency’s recol- 
lection, that at the tune I presented to 
your excellency, immediately after my 
arrival, a letter from Sir Alured Clark, 
recommending the reform of the mili- 
tary establishment of this state, X briefly 
explained to your excellency the plan, 
which his lordship’s wisdom had sug- 
gested for the execution of it, and 
imreated that your excellency would 
furnish me with a statement of the troops, 
of all descriptions, in your service, thur 
destination, and monthly amount of 
their pay. Had your excellency con- 
descended to supply me wuh this state- 
ment, an arrangement might long be- 
fore this have been prepared for the 
distribution of the additional company’s 
troops, in situations where their presence 
and services are most requisite ; and for 
the consequent i eduction of a great por- 
tion of ihie undisciplined and disorderly 
battalions now 1 11 your pay. 

Your excellency, though repeatedly 

urged 
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tfrgcd by me to enter into a consideration 
of the reform of your military 1 establish- 
ments, under various pretences procras- 
tinated the discussion, but without offer- 
ing a single objection to the measure ; 
On the contrai y, your excellency ex- 
pressed your bop<* ** that the execution 
of it might be practicable alter certain 
propositions, which you had to offer, 
were acceded to which intimation, 
whatever those propositions were, is a 
thorough acknowledgment of the neces- 
sity and propuety of the very plan sub- 
mitted to your consideration 

Indeed, under your excellency's oWrf 
conviction, and reiterated representations 
of the necessity of a reform of your 
military establishment, and under the 
experience of the total unfitness of your 
excellency’s battalions, fiom insubor- 
dination and want of discipline, to act 
against an enemy ; what reasonable plan 
could be devised for remedving these 
evils, but that of substituting m the 
room of such an useless rabble, troops 
whose fidelity can be felied on in all 
emergencies, and whose discipline and 
obedience render them efficient against 
all enemies; and it would be m vain, 
and against every experience, to expect 
that this perfection could be attained', 
excepting under European officers, who, 
bred to ihe profession of arms, are qua- 
lified to instruct others , whose authority 
is respected, and whose presence in the 
day of battle gives energy and confidence. 
The truth of this is so notorious, that 
We see every power, which aims at the 
discipline of troops, eager to engage in 
its service Europeans of every descrip* 
tion, and intrusting (hem with large mi- 
litary commands. 

In the full expectation of your excel- 
lency's cordial concurrence in the pro- 
jxjsed plan of reform, lord Mornmgton 
Has made an arrangement for increasing 
the British force in Oude, by raising 
additional troops, &ud collecting a part 
of the proposed augmentations on the 
borders of your excellency’s dominions ; 
and though your excellency, after a most 
unreasonable delay of five months, has 
started an unlooked for objection against, 
the plan, yet his lordship, reverting to 
the primary object it had in view, the 
protection of your excellency’s dominions 
against alt enemies, cannot, consistently 
with his obligations of duty, suffer the 
present season to elapse without provid- 
ing for that indispensable object ; and I 
Have now his lordship’s commands to 
VoL.fc 


acquaint your excellency, that the num^ 
her of troops, detailed on a separate 
paper, are on their inarch itata ydur 
excellency’s dominions. ^ I am farther 
instructed to call upon you, in tHe name 
of the right honourable the gove/nof- 
general in control, ta adopt the requisite 
measures for providing for their Regular 
payment, according to the accompanying 
stotrment. 

1 » 16, however, not yet too late to dispose 
of those troop* m filiations who c th'*y may' 
be most useful ; and I am ready, as 1 ac- 
quainted your excellency some days ago, 
fo advise with your exccliency on that 
subject. 

Your excellency Fras stated,* as an ob- 
jection against the proposed plan , 1 *that 
it will annihilate your excellency’s author 
rity in your own dominions.” This ob- 
jection I have repeatedly combated m 
conversation, and endeavoured to con- 
vince your excellency, that the measure,' 
instead of diminishing your authority, is 
precisely the one which will strengthen 
it. JSeing, however, desirous of removing 
every doubt oq the sulnect, I shall repeat 
the arguments which I haVc used; and 
shall state to your excellency the purposes 
and uses to which- the Bimsh troops are* 
to be applied. 

Your excellency well knows that the 
troops attached to the Aumils, though 
paid by the state, are under the sole con- 
trol of tbe*e Aumils, and subordinate to 
their views only. It is the possession of 
this force th<\$ senders them formidable to 
their sovereign,* enables them to dis- 
pute his orders, and contest bis arrange-' 
mem*. 

Nor is it less known to yduT excellency, 
that through the means of these troops 
the greatest Oppressions are committed on 
your subjects, and the most unjust exac- 
tions extorted from the Ryots, which are 
still aggravated by the licentious conduct 
of the troops themselves, Who, under no* 
control or authority, rob and* plunder at 
pleasure. * 

The Buti^h troops catmot be employed 
to such purposes; th^y will be prepared 
to unite , and form one army against fo- 
reign invaders, and be stationed m such 
positions as to be ready to march, when- 
ever required, to quell intestine commoti- 
ons. They may assist the Aumils itv 
enforcing just demands for revenue, 
(when absolute necessity requires their 
being employed in such duties) but can 
never tJacmselvcs^iQterfcrt in the actual 
collections, 
t A a 


Proof 
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, From the above description of the 
duties to be performed by the Bntish 
troops, and from the statement of their 
numbeis, it will be obvious to your ex- 
cellency that under the present system of 
finance, a considerable number of armed 
men will still be requisite with the 
Aumils These, however, should be the 
least expensive ihat can be procured 
Whatever troops your excellency may 
deem necessary to attend upon your own 
person, and toi the purposes of state, 
will still be retained, and under such 
forms as your excellency may please. 

Your excellenqy's penetration will 
discover, that the most important and 
incalculable advantages must result from 
the adoption of the plan Tht most 
striking, however, I will take the liberty 
of stating: — 

A permanent provision will be made 
for me defence of your excellency’s 
dominions against any power which may 
have the hardiness to attempt an invasion 
of them . — 

Then internal tranquillity will be pre- 
served.— A check will be established on 
the arrogance of the Aumils , oppressions 
on your subjects will be restarted. — Your 
excellency will be relieved from alarm* 
of mutinies, which have frequently dis- 
turbed your repose; and your treasury 
will be eased of the constant demands 
upon it for bad arms, and various con- 
tingent expenses for useless and danger- 
ous troops. 

Upon the whole, I Tin confident that 
your excellency will now most readily 
concur in the plan ; and immediately ai d 
cordially concert with me the measures by 
which to give it effect, so as to ensuie 
’the benefits it is so well calculated to pro. 
ducc. In paruculai, your excellency 
will see the absolute necessity of dimi- 
nishing the expenses of your present 
military establishment, in order to pro- 
vide funds for the extraordinary^ but 
indispensable, charge of the additional 
company's troops

Translation of a Memorial presented on 
the 1 ith January, 1800, to Lieutenant 
Colonel vVilliam Scott, Resident at 
Lucknow, by his Excellency the Na- 
waub Viziet. 

The real state of the case is as fol- 
lows : 

For these eighty and odd years these 
provinces have been under ihe most 
perfect and uncontrolled suay of my 
ancestors; and, from the time of my 
deceased father, treaties of amity have 
subsisted between the honourable com- 
pany and this government, by which the 
latter has been much strengthened 

During the lifetime of my late brother, 
affairs between the two states went on as 
usual; numerous were the enemies he 
bad to contend with, and Irequcnt were 
the disturbances and mutinies that took 
place amongst his soldiery; nay, they 
even proceeded to such lengths, that, 
during the late Rohilla war, two com- 
lete battalions, as your lordship may 
ave heard, meditated going over to the 
enemy. Notwithstanding these circum- 
stances, it never once emeied the imagi- 
nation of the British rulers to lnttnducr 
the innovations, and carry into tffltt 
such ariangemems as those now suggested 
by your lordship. 

Through the favour of the company, 
and assis*ed by their power, I ascended 
my hereditary musnud; and it being in 
all ages and countries the practice of 
powerful aqd liberal sovereigns to spare 
neither expense nor trouble m assist mg 
those whom they may once have taken 
under the ir piotection, I, being solely 
dependent on the honourable company, 
and confidently trusting to their magnan - 
mity and generosity, fully expreted that, 
during my government, the affairs of this 
country would shine forth with a splen- 
dour beyond that of any of my predect s 
sors. 

The reputation of the company will 
last until the day of judgment. 

God forbid that, during my time, any 
changes or degrading innovations should, 
without <piy cause take place, or that 
the ancient servants or *the family 
should, for the crimes and misconduct 
of a few worthless wretches, be de- 
prived' of their subsistence, and being 
/ .turned 
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turned on the world, disperse my 
infamy abroad, whilst those who ie- 
main in my country, becoming my 
deadly foes, will disseminate enmity 
and distrust of me amongst those of 
my servants who may be retaine i, who 
will say among themselves 4 these peo- 
ple weiedism ssed yesterday , to morrow 
our turn will coirn," until at length 
the whole of my servants will become 
my inveterate enemies , from which 
predicament may God defend me. 

What affects me obove all things is, 
that by acting thu>> the credit and 
honour of the company will suffer, and 
I myself shall no longer be held in 
estimation either abroad or in my own 
country. It will then become evident 
to every person that the company, no 
longer putting confidence in the since- 
rity of my friendship, deprived me of 
the direction of my own aimv, and 
spread their troops over my dominions. 

Should such an event take place, my 
authority in these provinces would be 
annihilated , nor would my orders be 
attended to on any occasion, whether 
trifling or of moment. Whilst any 
extraordinary exertions in paying the 
subsidy regularly would become labour 
thrown away. 

Making myself, howe\ er, sure that it 
never can have been your intention, or 
conformable to your lordship’s wish, to 
distrust, degrade me, or lessen my au- 
thority ui these dominions, 1 shall, 
w thout ceremony, disclo^ to your 
lordship my unfeigned sentiments and 
wishes With the adv.ce of, and in con- 
cert with, the company I consider my- 
self fully capable of carrying into effect 
every necessary measure of reform, and, 
through their kindness, 1 have neither 
fears nor apprehensions ; reckoning it 
my indispensable duty, above eve.y 
consideration, to satisfy and obey them, 

I shall never swerve a hair » bicadth 
from the treaty concluded with them on 
my ascending the musnud, whilst, from 
their known good faith, and strict ad- 
herence to treaties, I am also cei ta»n that 
no breach of the said treaty is inten- 
ded on their part. 

This premised, I muit trouble your 
lordship with a few remarks upon the 
treaty above alluded to. 

The second amcle of the aforesaid 
treaty sets tm h that, “by existing 
treaties between the states, tne honor- 
ble company 1 aie bound to defend the 
dominion of the said Nawaub Vizier 
against all enemies; and, with a view to

enable them to fulfil this engagement, the 
company have largely increased their 
military establishment by new-levied 
regiments, both of infantry and cavalry ; 
in. consideration whereof the aforesaid 
Nawaub agrees, in addition to the 
annual subsi y, being Lucknow Sicca 
Rupees 5677od8; to pay the further 
sum of 1922362 Rupees, making al- 
together the sum of seventy-six lacks of 
Rupees of the present weight and 
standard." 

By a reference to this article it will 
be evident to your lordship, that, on 
my accession to the musnud, the force 
designed for the defence of these do- 
minions was increased beyond what it 
had been on any former period, whilst, 
on my part, 1 agreed to defray the 
expense of the said augmentation ; but 
in no part of the said article is it written, 
or hinted, that after the lapse of a cer- 
tain number of years, a further perma- 
nent augmentation should take place; 
and to deviate 111 any degree from the 
said treaty appears to me unnecessary. 

The 7th article of the same treaty 
Btates, that “ the governor-general, sir 
John Shore, bart. on the part of the 
company, agrees that the English forces 
maintained in the country ot Oude for 
its defence, shall never consist of less 
than 10,000 men, including Europears 
and native , cavalry infantry, and ar- 
tillery ; and if it should become neces 
sary to augment the troops of the com- 
pany in Oude, beyond the number of 
10,000 men, including European* and 
natives, cavalry, &e. &c. the Nawaub 
Vizier above-mentioned agrees to pay 
the actual difference occasioned by # the 
excess above the number; and m the 
same manner, it the troops of the com- 
pany in Oude, from any necessity, 
should be leso han 8000 men, including 
infaiilrv &c. &c &c. a deduction shall 
be made irom the annual stipend of 
seventy six lacks, equal to the actual 
difference of men below the specific l 
number. 

brom an insp^ion of this artic Je 
we le«rn that after the conclusion of 
the treaty m que» ion, no further am»- 
men ation is to be made, excepting in 
cases of necessity ; aud that the increase 
is to be proportioned to the emeigency, 
and endure but as long as the necessity 
exists. An “augmentation ot the 
troops without existing necessity, and 
making me answerable for the ex pens# 
attending the increase," is inconsistent 
with the treaty, and seems inexpedient. 
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By the same article, the increase of 
the force, when uecessity requires, and 
a corresponding deduction from the 
stipend when a reduction of the army 
fakes place, are evident 

Towaids he latter end of the 17th 
art.cle, it is stipulated, 4 ‘ that all tran- 
sactions between the two states, shall 
be earned on with the greatest cordia- 
lity and haimony; and that the said 
Nawaub shall pos.essfuil authority over 
lus household affairs, hereditary domi- 
nions, his troops, and his subjects.” 
Should the management of the army be 
taken from under my d rection, 1 ask 
wheie is my authority over my house- 
hold affairs, hereditary dominions, over 
my troop* and my subjects ? 

Front the above considerations, and 
from the magnanimity of the Sircar of 
the English comp* y, I am induced 
to expect from your lordship s kind- 
ness that putting the fullest trust and 
confidence on my Iriendsh p and attach- 
ment on every occasion you, in con- 
formity to the treaty, leave me in pos- 
session of the full authonty over my

treachery, which may be opposed to 
him He has already found the ad- 
vantage ot this course in frustrating 
the projects of the enemies of Great 
Britaimq India, and he is satisfied, that 
it will prove equally efficacious in con- 
firming the faith of her allies. 

A copy of the foregoing observations 
in Persian, attested by the signature 
of the governor-general h mself, 
will be forwarded to you by the 
Persian translator, and his lordship 
directs that you communicate the same 
to the Nabob Vizier, either m case 
you should have any reason to suppose 
that his ex elleucy is likely to enter- 
tain the smallest doubt of your being 
not only authorized, but commanded 
by his lordship to convey to his excel- 
lency the message contained in pre- 
ceding paragraph as nearly as possible 
in the teims m which they are expres- 
sed , or in the event ot your thinking 
that the document uttes ed by his lord- 
ship's sign itui e will be more impressive 
than the verbal mode ot communica- 
tion.

By the copy and translation of the 
Ndwaub Vizier’s lcttei to me, which 1 
did myself the honour to transmit with 
nW address to you lordship of the 17th 
instant, together with the draft of my 
intended reply, your lordship will have 


perceiyed that hi* excellency instead 
of affording any cordial assistance for 
devising and carrying into execution a 
plan for the dismission of ms batta- 
lions, throws every possible impedi- 
ment in .the way of that measure, by 
endeavouring to restrict the additional 
force to one position, and by oeiaying 
to furnish me with the st tements so 
repeatedly applied for, and so indispen- 
sable to the commencement of the un- 
dertaking 

It is not that measure alone which 
he wishes to embarrass; he is equa’ly 
demons of impeding the progress of 
the a Idttional troops, by exposing tnem 
to d'fficu ties in obtaining supplies of 
provisions; for, though many days ago 
i addressed a letter to hjs excellency 
requesting the usual orders to his 
aumils, and subsequently renewed the 
application very pressingly in person, 
not a pmwannah has yet been issued. 

In this predicament the only resource, 
left me was to call upon the aumila 
mysi If. 

H s excellency’s repugnance to both 
measures being openly avowed to me, 
it is not improbable, though he may 
refrain from taking any direct steps to 
evute discontent amongst the battalions, 
the aumils, and inhabitants at large, 
that the knowledge of his sentiments 
may produce these effiects, and the 
dismission of the battalions be thereby 
subjected to some opposition, and cer- 
tainly to greater difficulnes than if it 
were understood to be an arrangement 
either suggested oc approved by him- 
self. 

The natives are uniformly averse to 
furnishing supplies of gram tor the use 
V»f the troops; and if the want of 
orders to the annuls should be taken 
up as a pretext tor not exerting them- 
selves in pieparing the necessary sup- 
plies, the commanding officer of de- 
t ichments m<»y be compelled to resoit 
to means which, though justified by the 
necessity of the case, .ould not rail of 
creating alarm anS dissatisfaction in the 
country. 

Under these circumstances, whatever 
anxiety I teel that a proper distribute n. 
of the ad btionai force should be nvt !e 
in the first instance, as well in obe- 
dience to your lordship’s orders as to 
pieclude the inconvenience ot subse- 
quent movements in a more d 1\ anccd 
season of the year, it appears to my' 
judgment that u would not be p.udent, 
as jet, to disperse the troops too much 
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at least not to separate them into such 
small bodies as will ultimately be ex- 
pedient 

Having presented to his excellency 
the letter, ot which I did myself the 
honour of enclos ng to your lordship 
the EngKh draft, I purpose waiting 
to see what effects it produces on his 
excellency’s mind, beforetaking any steps 
for dispersing the troops, which by this 
time are assembled tat Sultanpoor; but 
your lordship may rely on my not losing 
a moment in carrying that arrangement 
into effect, when I shall be satisfied that 
jt can be executed without hazard to 
any of the detachments, 01 disturbing 
the tranquillity of the country

2 However anxious I am to deliver 
as eaily as possible your lordship’s sen- 
timents to the Nawaub Vizier, swayed 
hv both considerations supposed in the 
7th paragraph of colonel Kirkpatrick’s 
letter, it has appeared to my judgment 
most eminently advisable to defer the 
communication until furnished with 
the Persian translation of your lord- 
ship’s observations, attested by your 
lordship’s signature. 

8 Entertaining also the most san 
guine expectations that the tenor of 
your lordship’s remarks will powerfully 
avsist my remonstrances on several parts 
of his excellency’s conduct, I postponed 
urging them yesterday as l had inten- 
ded. 

4 The subjects of my m dilated re- 
monstrance are his excellency’s ob- 
stinate delay in furnishing me v i h a 
statement ot the troops in his service, 
his perseverance in refusing to issue the 
usual communications tn his aumils and 
officers of the movements of the com- 
pany’s troops in his dominions and his 
evading to give any answer to a written 


application I had preferred to him for 
making over to lieutenant-colonel Kyd 
a spot of ground contiguous to Allaha- 
bad, on Which to erect cantonments for 
<a battalion of native infantry. 

5 The possession of an accurate 
statement of the troops is indispensable 
towards executing the task his exce len- 
cy has devolved upon me of devising a 
plan for the reduction of his own bat- 
talions, and providing funds for the 
maintenance of the additional force; for 
though I have obtained, through other 
channels, papers containing much useful 
information respecting the troops, yet, 
as many changes have taken place since 
these papers were prepared, I have great 
reason to be doubtful of their accuracy. 

6 . Although 1 am happy to inform 
our lordship that the measure adopter) 
yme for calling upon the aumils to 
provide the necessary supplies for the 
detachments at Bareilly and Sultanpore 
has removed all apprehension of in- 
convenience on that head, yet the neg- 
lect of his excellency in apprizing the 
aumils of the maren of these detach- 
ments occasions much speculation in the 
country; and Mirza Mehedy informs 
me, that he has reason to suspect having 
incurred his excellency’s displeasure by 
ordering Ins deputy at Bareilly to wait 
upon genera 1 Stuart 

7 The spot pointed out by colonel 
Kyd, near Allahabad, for erecting the 
cantonment is two miles distant from 
the tort, and consequently not included 
in the space of ground allotted for an 
esplanade; but there being no other 
situation suited to the purpose, l had 
come to the determination, in the event 
of his excellency’s withho ding the ne- 
( es>ary orders, after remonstrating with 
him on the subject, to desne colonel 
Kyd to take immediate possession of 
the place, and this under the sanction 
of the 9th article of the treaty, which 
provides for a change of the military 
stations. 

8. As far as I can penetrate into his 
excellency’s motives, he has been influ- 
enced in his conduct in the above par- 
ticulars by a desire of seeing whether 
his proposition of keeping the troops 
assembled at one or two positions will 
be acce led to; and did not this propo- 
sition obstruct the accomplishment of 
other important objects to which your 
lor ’ship’s views are directed, in connec- 
tion with the permanent defence of 
these dominions, it would, in a military 

point 
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point of view, I presume, be thought 
highly advantageous, as tending to the 
preservation of discipline, and to the 
exemption of the company’s troops 
from many invidious duties on which 
they mint be occasionally employed if 
dispersed throughout the country. 

9 His excellency purposes setting 
out on his return to Lucknow to-mor- 
row, hut by a circuitous route. 

10. The indisposition of my Moon- 
ship p evented my transmitting to your 
lord>hip a ropy of the letter m Persian, 
whit n m iftv address of me 20th instant 
I had be honour to acquaint your lord- 
ship I had presented to his excellency ; 
copy of it is herewith enclosed.

My Lo r d, 

1. Having received on the 28th, in 
the evening, the translation in Persian of 
your lordship’s message t > the Nawaub 
Vizier, I waited upon his excellency on 
the 99. h, in the afiernoon, and, in obe- 
dience to your lordship’s commands, re- 
turned to nun, m the most formal man- 
ner, the original draft of his proposed 
letter to your lordship, accompanied with 
thr pap.*r of observations. 

2 A short speech which I made to his 
excellency on returning him the draft, 
prepared him for the reception of re- 
marks indicatory of your lordship’s sense 
of the impropriety of theVtode which 
his excellency had adopted in replying to 
your Ltter of the 5'h December. 

3 His excellency discovered consi- 
derable agitation »n the p’rusal of the 
paper, and, after thoroughly comprehend, 
mg its tendency, which he either did 
not, or affected not to understand, until 
I had explained to him the adusions and 
references of several passages , he ex- 
pressed very poignant regret at having 
unintentionally, as he affirmed, drawn 
upon himself such solemn animadversions 
from your lordship. 

4. It would, his excellency observed, 
be the extreme of ingratitude and folly, 
wantonly to provoke the displeasure of 
that power on which alone he relied for 
the Reservation of hts honour, and the 
support of his authority. He attempted 


to apologize for the paper, by saying, 
that he meant it merely as a representa- 
tion of arguments which might be pro- 
duced, and not as a formal dt claration of 
his own sentiments, and on that account 
had adopted the mode which your lord- 
ship had viewed in so exceptionable a 

light. 

5 In respect to the neglect in replying 
to the paper which had been submitted^ 
by your lordship for his information and 
consideration, his excellency assured me 
that it arose from his inability to pursite 
and reply in detail to the exienstve tram 
of reasoning which your lordship had 
employed, and that he hoped your lord- 
ship would have received the verbal com- 
munication made through me, of the 
impossibility of his voluntarily acceding 
to your lordship’s recommendation, as a 
full and respectful answer. 

6 His excellency having asked for 
what purpose or to what <*»«*il could the 
attempt be to deceive »our lordship by 
illusory propositions, * replied, that the 
recent declaration w^ich hi had made of 
his rt pugnance >o the plan of the reform 
of his military establishment, combined 
with 1 he means which had been resorted 
to for suspending the discussion of that 
imporiani s bject* by the introduction of 
pipposais totally foreign to it, might in- 
duce a suspicion that those proposals 
weie brought forward solely with the 
view of procrastinating the measure of 
the reform until the advanced period of 
the year should render the execution im- 
practicable, at least during the season ; to 
which surmtse his excellency did not 
give a direct denial, but declared that 
the first unspecified proposition was no 
other than the one subsequently dis- 
closed. 

7. Conceiving it probable that his ex- 
cellency had not brought with him the 
papers to which he was called upon to 
reply, or at least that the want of them 
might be urged as an excuse for delay, 
I offered the use of those in my pos- 
session, but he said they were at hand, 
and gave me the strongest assurances of 
■ sparing answers as speedily as possi- 
le. 

8 I entertain strong hopes, that the 
strain of reproof and admonition adopted 
by your lordship will mike a due im- 
pression 01 his excellency’s mind; and 
I be* to assure your lordship that it shall 
be mv mvn table study* by a firm, and 
even u oacious, but plain, line of conduct* 
in all my transactions w.th his excellency* 

to 
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to draw the best effects from that # impres- 
tion, aod to preserve u unimpaired. 

9. An unfortunate accident happened 
this morning, just as bis excellency was 
coming to his terns. A tiger being 
roused, /in the confusion ol a promiscuous 
fire from a ciowd ol people, without 
order or arrangement, a favourite atten- 
dant of the Vizier, who had been in his 
se/yice twenty seven years, was killed on 
the spot On hearing of the circum- 
stance, and that hi** excellency was much 
aHected by it, 1 sent my Mooushce to 
offer my condolence, he found his ex- 
cellency plunged in excessive grief, and 
shedding tears abundantly, fjis excel- 
lency sent a message, that the melancholy 
accident had so disused him that he 
could not sp ak or think upon any other 
subject, a ,<.1 h ip'd l f would allow him a 
<ljy or two v, compose ht> mi id. I he 
grief of his exc<lit rcy is probtb'y aggra- 
vated by a conciseness that he was ihe 
immediate, though unocent cause of the 
death of a faithful servant ; it b« mg ge- 
nerally supposed that the fatal shot vyas 
from his own hand,

T do myself tint honour of acquaint- 
ing your Idrdsbip that 1 have this clay 
made a fo mal requisition in writing to 
his excellency the vizier, for cash on 
account of the first division of the 
additional troops arrived in his excel- 
lency's dominions. 

2 The amount of the demand made 
by me on his excellency on the al>ove 
account is seventy-five* thousand five 
hundred and two rupees, fourteen annas, 
anu six ptce, being tor half the month 
of January, in proportion to the state- 
ment some time since presented to his 
excellency. 

3 The above-mentioned statement, 

formed from estimates with which I 
had furnished myself at the military 
auditor-general’s office, was cilcuiated 
for a regiment of native cavalry, and 
two and a half regiments, or five bat- 
talions, of native infantry at the 
monthly rate of 29, for a regi- 

ment of cavalry, and 24 326,9^ for a 
regiment of native infantry 

4 These estimates are ca’culatcd 


upon the fpll complement of officer#* 
men, and hoises, and include the ave- 
rage annual expense of arms, accoutre- 
ments, buildings, horses, and e\ery 
other contingent expense, consequently 
ate in amount more than equal to the 
ordinary monthly disbursements of pay 
and allowances 

5 No provision is made in the state- 
ment for the urtiUer attached to the 
battalions of native infantry, but the 
expense of that branch, will be fully 
covered by having included in the 
statement five battalions of native in- 
fantry whereas four on'y have yet 
entered into his excellency’s dominions. 

* 6, It appearing, however, to my 

judgment, advisable tha* the monthly 
expense charg able to hi* excellency 
should be established at a lived rate for 
every description of troops 1 t&k^ the 
liberty of expressing my request that 
your lordship will be please. t to order 
the proper officer to turnu>h me with 
as accurate an estimate as can be formed 
of the average monthly expense of 
artillery, and all its appurtenances at* 
tached to t tie native infantry^ and also 
of the average monthly expense of a 
regiment of European infintry, con- 
ceiving it to he your' lordship's inten- 
tion, that a second regiment of Euro- 
pean intently shall he stationed in his 
excellency’s dominions, although it was 
not included in the statement of the 
proposed additional force which 1 fur- 
nished to his excellency.

Sir, — 1 I pm directed by the right 
honourable the governor-general to 
acknowledge the receipt of your letters 
to hi* lordship, * ated the 1 7th, 20th, 
and 28th of January, together with 
th,eir several enclosures. 

2 My private letters to you of the 
27ih of December and 2d January, and 
my officii letter of tjie 19th of Jan- 
uary have already apprized you, in 
a general manner, of the sentiments 
which had been excited in the mind 
of the governor-general by the du- 
plicity and perverse conduct of thfr 
Vizier; your subsequent communica- 
tions, however, have placed the be- 
haviour of his excellency in a point 
of view so nearly approaching to de 
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ter mined hostility, that hie lordship finds 
himself compelled to take the' most 
serious notice of it without delay % 

3* For this purpose the governor- 
general has written the letter to the 
Vizier, of which a copy in Persian 
and Knglihh is enclosed for your infor- 
mation. The original will be trans- 
mute! to you by the Persian tr*n- 
sl .tor, and ins lordship dnects that it he 
dtiivered to hu excellency m a manner 
suitable to the importance ot the occasion. 

4. His lordship will be extremely 
happy irthe letter now written bv him 
to me Vizier should have the effect of 
reca lmg hu excellency to a proper 
sense of conduct, which it behoves 
his excellency to maintain towards 
the British government. If, how- 
ever, it should fail to produce tins 
desirable end, and it the Vizier should 
persist in retubing to issue with Purwua- 
nahs as you shall deem requisite for 
securing an ample and legular supply 
of provisions lor the use of the 
Company's troops. Jus lordship di- 
rects you to signify plainly to his 
excellency that unless the required 
Purvvunnah he furnished within an 
hour of the period of their being de 
manded for the last time, you will be 
under the necessity of announcing to 
his exce lency that th v e treaties sub- 
sisting between the Company and his 
exce lency will he considered, by 
the covernor-general, to be at end. 
And his lordship accordingly directs 
that you make such declaration to the 
Vizier in the most formal and solemn 
manner, if the obstinacy of his ex- 
cellent y should render that proceeding 
necessary 

'5 In the event of your being com- 
pellevl to resort to this measure, you 
will instantly advise the governor-ge- 
neral, by express, of your proceedings 
on the occasion, and also make such 
communication on the subject to sir 
Janus Craig as shall appear to you to 
be necessary , the con lu t to be sub- 
sequently pursued towards the Vizier 
will be stated to you in due time 

6. The governor-general did not 
intend to make any observations on the 
Vizier’s letter to you ot the l?*h 
January; or on the paper delivered to 
ou by his excellency on the 11 th 
anuaty, and pui porting to be the draft 
of a letter to hu lordship, until the 
sentiments of his excellency on the 
subjects therein discu^cd should have* 
■come before his lordship in a moie 


formal and connected manner. Thnnor* 
recent conduct ot his excellency ren- 
ders it necessiry, however, in his lord* 
ship's judgment, that you should be 
apprized, without further delay, of the 
most material reflections which have 
been suggested to his lordship's mind 
by tl^ peiusal of those documents, and 
oi your answer to the former of them. 

7. To the assertion of the Vizier, 
that “ he had unifoimly communicated 
“ to the governor-general ti s dear and 
“ unreserved sentiments to the same 
“ purpoit as those contained in his 
“ excellency's draft of the Letter to hia 
“ lordship, (delive<ed to you on the 
“ 11th of January) and that the pro- 
“ posed plan of a reform of hi» 
“ excellency’s military establishment 
4< had never been approved, accepted, 
“ or been thought at all expedient by 
“ his excel ency,” his lordship wishe# 
you had, in the first instance, given at 
direct and unqualified a denial as the 
state of facts wou’d certainly have 
warranted. The recital and exposition 
of these, contained m the letter to the 
Vizier now transmitted to you, in* 
controvertibly proves, in his lordship a 
opinion, tl at in admitting, “that hit 
ex, ellency’s approbation of, and ac- 
“ quiescence in, the proposed plan wat 
“ never distinctly given ; and further, 
u that he had always shewn an unac* 
“ countable reluctance to deliver any 
“ deci3.ve answer upon it,” you made a 
cone ess on to his excellency to which 
he was by no means entitled. On the 
contrary, it mi^ht have been justly 
affirmed, that the only clear and un- 
reserved sentiments ever communicated 
to his lordship by his excellency, re- 
lated to his excellency's own conviction 
of the necessity of a reform of his 
military establishments ; and of hit 
utter mcompeteney Ho administer the 
government of his dominions; and hit 
excellency might have been challenged 
to produce, from any of his letters to the 
governor general, since the commence- 
ment of their correspondence, a single 
sentiment or dec ! aratioil (with the ex- 
ception of general professions of at- 
tachment to the company) of the same 
purport as those contained in the draft 
referred to. 

Hi* excellency asserts in his letter 
to you of the lfcth of January, that 
“ it may fairly be concluded from th« 
“ governor-general's letter to his excet- 
** lency of the 5th November, that 
“ arrangements for the additional 
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41 troops were not to take effect until 
** the funds should be provide ! for 
“*their support, by the dismission of 
“ his excellency s battalions.” But so 
far from such a conclusion being war. 
ranted by any thing contained in that 
letter, his lordship desires me to ob- 
serve, that the whole tenor of it goes 
to inculcate the indipemable necessity 
of carrying the measure in quest on 
into immediate execution ; and that his 
excellency was particularly advised, in 
the letter referred to, “that the ad- 
41 vanced period of the season abso- 
“ lutely required that the British troops 
“ m Oude should be immediately aug 
“ mented to the amount which was to 
be stated to his excellency by the 
resident.” His excellency was further 
informed, his lordship remarks, ‘‘fid 
“ it would not be in hi3 lordship’s 
* 4 power to furnish his excellency im- 
“ mediately with the full number of 
14 additional troops winch were neces- 
44 sary for the effectual secunty of his 
“ excellency’s dominions, but that his 
“ lordship was so deeply impressed with 
“ the necessity of carrying the mea- 
“ sure into effect as speedily as possi- 
4 ‘ ble, that h»s excellency might rely 
44 on hit lordship’s making every prac- 
44 ticable exertion to complete the pro- 
44 posed force at so early a period of 
44 time as should place his excellency s 
“ country beyond the reach of any 
‘ 4 surprise, either from foreign or do- 
44 mestic enemies.” 

6. It is true that his lordship sug- 
geste 1 in his letter of the 5th of No- 
vember, 44 that his excellency would 
4 ‘ be enabled to defray the expense of 
*' the additional troops by the dis- 
44 mission of his own disorderly and 
44 useless battalions.” But this sugges- 
tion, his excellency might have been 
told, did not imply that the additional 
troops were not to advance until his 
excellency’s battalions were dismissed 
On the contrary the p eaous ad- 
vance of the company’s additional forces 
was clearly necessary, in a certain 
measure, to the easy execution of the 
proposed reform. Fr m what funds 
the expense of the additional force was 
to be defrayed was a question entirely 
distinct, both from the necessity of in- 
troducing that force, and from the ex- 
pediency of a refo m of his excel ency’s 
army The most obvious resource tor 
this purpose o ou -tlesdy presented itself 
in the early dismission of his excellency’s 
*wn troops. But whether this last mea- 


sure was carried into effect soon, or late, 
it would be always incumbent on his ex- 
cellency to provide the necessary funds 
for the regular payment of the ad- 
ditional force. This being a ponu clearly 
established by treaty, anti stanui t ,o n 
^rounds totally unconnected with any 
reform of his ext e iency’s army, where 
(he might have been asked) was the 
propriety of blenoiug the two questions 
together ? 

10 The false and indecent assertion 
of the vizier, “ that his consent to the 
44 plan, as signified to you in y#urctm- 
44 ierence with him on the 1 1th January, 
4 had been extorted from linn with 
‘ 4 the sole view ot pieasing the gover- 
44 nor general incouncil,’* cannot oe bet- 
ter answered, his lordship obsetNes,than 
by the complete refutation ol it Jteauy 
furnished by the statements contained 
in the piece ling part of this letter, and 
the facts and arguments adduced in the 
letter tu the v zier which accompanies it. 

11. The objection founded by ihe 
Vizier against the dismission of hts 
troops, upon the plea, “ that the mea- 
sure will have the effect of depnving 
thousands of their subsistence,” is of a na- 
ture which his lordship little expected to 
come from his excellency, after the r er 
peattd complaints so justly made by his 
excellency of the mutinous spirit ot his 
tro p',, and of their disaffection to his 
person and government His lordship 
still less expected that his excellency 
would have manifested so much so.ici- 
tude concerning them, after the proofs 
which they had so lately furnished of 
their actual treachery towards his ex- 
cellency, in favouring the escape of his 
most dangerous and in' eterate enemy 

12. Bui, although the governor- 
ge ieral is far from believing that the 
Vizier .was really led to urge this ob- 
jection to the reform of his troops, by 
any consideration for the personal 
disc ess to which they might be "sub- 
jected by that measure, his lordship ob- 
serves, that his excellency might be tolj, 
on the occasion, that the dismission of 
those troops does not necessarily imply 
that they should be indiscriminately de- 
prived of then subsistence. Many among 
them would s ill be useful, and mi^ht 
be employed in various situations ; 
some of them may even possess good 
claims to a permanent provision for 
life, or until otherwise employed. It 
would certainly be proper, no less on 
grounds of justice tl\an of liberality and 

policy, 
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policy, to assertaln those who might 
have pretensions of the nature here al- 
luded to ; and to adopt suitable arrange- 
ments for the purpose of preventing 
them from becoming sufferers in conse- 
quent e of the reform, to the necessity 
of which their conduct had not contri- 
buted j such a mode of proceeding 
being, as his excellency well knows, per- 
fectly consonant ,0 the maxims of the 
company’s government, h s excellency 
could never have reasonably doubted 
that the ideas of reform, and of liberal 
justice, were inseparable in the mind of 
-the governor* general 

13. The principles laid down in the 
foregoing paragraph, will apply, his 
lordship chinks, with peculiar force and 
piopriety, to the battalioi s under the im- 
mt diair command of Almas All Khan ; 
the greater part, if not the whole of 
which the governor-general is of opinion, 
ought to be retained, if not on grounds of 
justice, at least on those of policy The 
policy of making these troops an excep- 
tion to the general reform of the Vizier’s 
army (at least for ihe present) consists in 
the expediency of conciliating Almas 
and his dependants, with a view of esta- 
blishing, by such means, a counterpoise 
against the various other interests liable to 
b< affected by the proposed changes and 
of preventing too universal an alarm ar 
the. measure* necessary to be adopted. It 
is also deserving of observation, that at 
the period when Zemaun Shah la>t 
threatened an invasion of the Vizier’s 
territoiics, the troops of Almas were the 
only part of the Viziei’s numerous army 
to which sir James Craig could look for 
the least co -operation or assistance : a 
circumstance which perhaps gives the 
troops some claim to be considered with 
more favour and indulgence than the ge- 
neral mass of his excellency’s forces. For 
these reasons, the governor-general thinks 
piopcr to empower you eventually to 
except the whole or pait of Almas Alt 
Khan’s battalions from the intended re- 
duction, and at your discretion to commu- 
nicate this attention to Almas himself, 
whenever, and in such terms, as you may 
judge most advisable. 

14 The objections advanced by the 
Vizier on account of 44 the commotions 
and alarms’* liable to result from the 
measure of disbanding his troops, is 
much better founded than that which has 
just been noticed. Thisdmgcr, however, 
the governor-general observes, is not to be 
compired to that which his excellency 
would be exposed to from these troops in 


the event either of foreign invasion, or of 
domestic revolt Besides, there would be 
neither magnanimity nor wisdom in 
abandoning a measure of established ne- 
cessitv and prudence, because the execu- 
non of it was likely to be attended with 
hazard All that is incumbent on any 
government in such a case, w to provide, 
as well as possible, against the supposed 
dmger ; and it will be his excellency’s 
fault alone if this precaution be not taken 
on the present occasion, to every necessary 
extent. 

15 His excellency has stated it to be 
his opinion, “ that the additional force 
“ should be collected into one body.” On 
this head the governor -general remarks, 
that such a disposition of the additional 
force m'ght not be ineligible after the dis- 
mission of such of his excel lenev’stroops as 
it may be judged proper to disband; but 
that in the earlier stages of that measure it 
is obviously liable to strong objections. 
His lordship further directs me 10 observe, 
that this is a matter of detail which you 
and Sir James Craig alone are compe- 
tent to conduct with propriety, and with 
which, therefore, he does not consider it 
to be right or piudent m the Vizier 10 
interfere. 

16. The multiplied stipulations 1 
proposed by the Vizier for the purpose of 
guarding against improper interference 
on the part of the additional force in the 
civil and internal affairs of his excellency’s 
country, imply a distrust and jealousy of 
the company’* officers which the governor- 
genera I docs not understand to be war- 
ranted by 1 heir general conduct 01 cha- 
racter ; his lordship therefore cannot help 
thinking, that those stipulations were at 
least unnecessary

1 . The duiy impov d on me by mv pub- 
lic situation and the concern which 1 take 
in votir excellent* *s personal honour and 
welfare, as well as in the piospemy and 
htppmess of the inhabitants of Ouue, 
compel me to commumr it- t > y# 11, tn the 
most unqualified u r,» s ih<* astonishment, 
regr* t, and indignation, v hie h your recent 
conduct has excited in 11 J mu d. 

2 In order to appnz< your excellency, 
m ihe most unequivocal matter, of the 
causes and objects of this letter, I propose 
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tost see my observations with reference to 
the following distinct propositions to your 
excellency’s correspondence ,with me, 
and to your declarations made to the 
Brush restder' Lucknow ; 

First. You 'ellency, since my arri- 
val in India, has repeatedly complained of 
the ruinous condition of your internal go- 
vernment, and earnestly solicited my direct 
interference, as being indispensably ne- 
cessary for the purpose ot effecting a 
complete reform in your affairs, and espe- 
cially in your military establishments. 

Secondly. After having received from 
me a plan for the reform of your militaiy 
establishments, you expressed, in the 
most deliberate and unqualified terms, 
your approbation of the same, and your 
liope that it would be carried into effect. 

Thirdly. You have recently declared 
to lieutmant-colonel Scott, the 44 this 
“ same plan for the reform of your mili- 
tary establishment never in any measure 
44 met with your approbation or accep- 
“ tance, or was deemed expedient by 
you.” 

Fourthly. You have attempted, by 
various means, to delay, and ultimately to 
frustrate, the execution of the plan 
above-mentioned ; of which you had, 
after full deliberation, expressed your 
entire approbation. 

Fifthly. The means which your ex- 
cellency has employed for this purpose 
are calculated to degiade your character, 
to destroy all confidence between your ex- 
cellency and the British government ; 10 
produce confusion and disorder in your 
dominions, and te injure the most impor- 
tant interests of the company to such a 
degree as may be deemed nearly equi- 
valent to positive hostility on your 
part. 

3. In the beginning of August, 
1798, your excellency informed me, by 
letter, that “ the organization of yo ir 
“ government, which had for a long 
** period of time been very loose and 
44 confused, was become in the last de- 
44 gree ineffective and irregular,” adding 
a request, 44 that I would intrust Mr. 
** Lumsden, (the company’s resident at 
44 Lucknow) to afford your excellency 
41 bis effectual aid in establishing your 
14 authority on a new basis.” A variety 
of cucumstances having rendered it im- 
possible for me to give immediate con- 
sideration to your excellency’s represen- 
tations, your excellency, in a subsequent 
letter, written in June, 1799, revived 
the subject, observing, H It will be lin- 


44 possible to remove the embarrassments 
14 under which I labour, until I shall 
4t have carried into effect the retrench* 
4< mem of superfluous expenses, and 
44 shall have established a systematic 
44 settlement of the country, and of the 
“ militaiy, (which 15 indi>pensable) for 
44 promoting (he security and ease ot the 
44 ryots, the prosperity of the country, 
4< and the tranquillity of the peoplt.” 
Your excellency added, * although I 
“ have been informed by Mr. Lumsden 
4 ‘ that your lordship has written to him 
44 upon this subject, yet nothing regard- 
41 mg it has been written by your lord- 
“ ship to me ; and I therefore hope you 
i{ will repeat your orders to the resident 
44 to be aiding and Assisting me on all 
44 matters, so that I may corcert with 
<4 him on the means of removing my 
'* embarrassments, and, with hisassist- 
4 ‘ ancc, cjrry on the affnis of mygo- 
44 vernment in a manner to produce ease 
44 and satisfaction to my mmd.” Your 
excellency concluded by declaring, “ I 
44 rely on your lordship for support and 
44 assistance in every thing.” 

4. Such forcible representations of 
the disordered state of your excellency's 
government, in its military as well as 
civil branches, combined with my own 
intimate knowledge of the actual exis- 
tence of the evils so repeatedly and em- 
phatically described bv your excellency, 
authorized a full confidence in the since- 
rity ot your excellency’s reiterated wishes 
for my active interference m your affairs, 
^and for my assistance m remedying the 
defects of which 5 ou so justly complained. 
I therefore determined to adopt, without 
delay, those measures now apparently 
not less requisite for the ease and satis- 
faction of your excellency’s mind, than 
they had iong 7 been manifestly essential to 
the safety of your person, and to the 
security and prosperity of your domini- 
ons, under this lmpiession, while yet 
occupied by most important affairs at 
Fort St. George, I appointed lieutenant- 
colonel Scott to reside with your excel- 
lency, furnishing him, at the same time, 
with such instructions as appeared to me 
to be best calculated to enable him to 
accomplish the apparently earnest wishes 
of your excellency for establishing an im* 
proved system of civil and military go- 
vernment within your dominions. 

5.1 In considering the course of mea- 
sures best adapted to this salutary purpose, 
I became satified that it was absolutely 
necessary to commence with that reform 

of 
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of your excellency’s military forces which 
your excellency had declared to he indis- 
pensable. I was originally led to this 
conclusion by a review of the correspon- 
dence and negotiations which had passed 
between your excellency and Mr. Lums- 
dtn, in consequence of the ^advancement 
of Zemaun Shah to Lahore, toward the 
end of the year 1798 ; and I was further 
confirmed tn iny opinion by a retrospect 
of the events which had followed the 
rebellion and flight of Vizier Ally. 

6. The conduct of different corps of 
your excellency s army had, in several 
instances, previously to the approach of 
Zemaun Shah, abundantly manifested 
that no reliance could be placed either in 
their fidelity or discipline ; many of them 
had mutinied, and were only prevented 
from proceeding to acts of open violence 
against vour excellency's person by the pre- 
sence of thecompany’s troops. Your excel- 
lency, when consulted by sir James Craig 
and by Mr. Lumsden, on the measures of 
defence to be adopted against the threaten- 
ed invasion of Zemaun Shah, declared, 
that “ no confidence was to be placed in 

your troops and you not only avowed 
your military force to be inadequate to 
contribute any assistance towards the 
defence of your dominions, but required 
the presence of a part of the British airny 
within your capital for the express purpose 
of protecting your person and authority 
against the excesses of > our own disaffec- 
ted and disorderly troops, in the same 
moment when the services of the whole 
of the British army were most urgently 
demanded upon your excellency’s fron- 
tier, to resist the approach of Zemaun 
Shah. Hithcito, however, the fidelity and 
utility of your excellency’s troops had 
been distrusted, principally on giounds 
suggested by their repeated contumacy 
and disobedience. That they were actu- 
ally capable of betraying the interests of 
your excellency in a ciisis of positive 
danger, was subsequently proved, beyond 
a possibility of doubt, by thei r treacherous 
conduct during the commotions excited 
by Vizier Ally. 

7. The necessity of commencing the 
general improvement of your excellency’s 
government, by a radical reform of your 
military establishment being thus mani- 
fest, lieutenant-colonel Scott, together 
with a letter which sir Alured Clark ad- 
dressed to your excellency, by my desire, 
delivered to you such further explana- 
tions of the proposed measure as the 
occasion required.,-, It is remarkable that, 


the delivery of sir Alured Clark’s letter 
to y »ui excellency had been preceded, 
within the short space of five day#, by 
repeated complaints on the part of your 
excellency of the turbulent and disorder- 
ly state of your troops. 

8. In the plan of reform for your 
militaiy establishment, presented to your 
excellency at that period of time, 1 pro- 
posed that the greatest part of your use- 
less and dangerous forces should be dis- 
banded, and should be replaced by a suit- 
able number of the company’s troops. 
The reception which your excellency 
gave to this proposition corresponded 
with the expectations which your excel- 
lency’s repeated declarations and appli- 
cation to me bad led me to form. — 
Your excellency perused the letter of 
sir Alured Clark with satisfaction, and 
dec la ted your thorough concurrence 121 
the sentiments which it contained. Your 
excellency also, at a subsequent conference 
with the resident on the 5th September, 
observed, of your own accord, that the 

roposed measure was not impracticable, 
ut such as you hoped might be accom- 
plished. 

9. It is of importance to remind 
your excellency m this place, that soon 
after the opening of these discussions by 
lieutenant-colonel Scott, a fresh mutiny 
broke out among your excellency’s troops, 
which your excellency was enabled to 
quell soiely by the assistance of the Bri- 
tish resident at Lucknow. 

10. Having in a letter to, your ex- 
cellency, dated 26ih of September, 1790, 
expressed my satisfaction at your ready 
concurrence m the expediency of the 
measure which had been generally pro- 
posed m the letter of sir Alured Clarke, 
and paiticularly explained by lieutenant- 
colonel Scott, and having at the same 
time earnestly exhorted your excellency 
not to suffer any consideration to delay, 
for a moment, the necessaiy alteration* 
in your military establishment, (referring 
to the plan which had been minutely de- 
tailed to you by lieutenant-colonel Scott} 
your excellency in reply declares 44 the 
“ benefits, both immediate and future, 
44 of such a reform, are even more 
14 strongly impressed upon my mind 
44 than they have been described by your 
44 lordship. A year before this tunc* 
44 under a sense of the benefits m ques- 
44 tions and of the evils arising from the 
44 failure of my resources, and the m- 
44 crease of my expenses, I planned, of 

44 tny own accord, 10 my mind, a reform 

4* 
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“ of the system, and was the first to 
u propose it.* 5 

II. To the observation which 1 had 
submitted to your excellency relative to 
the possible return, in a more formi- 
dable shape of the dangers which had 
already threatened the safety of your 
excellency's person and dominions, your 
excellency answers, in the same letter, 
“ please God, by introducing a reform 
“ m the military system, all danger and 
M all apprehension of disturbance will 
w be removed ” 

12 These extracts from your excel- 
lency's own letters, and from colonel 
Scott s reports of your verbal commu- 
nications, noted and recorded at the 
time, warrant me in declaring, that your 
excellency, in the most direct terms, 
originally solicited me to prepare a plan 
for the reformation of your military es- 
tablishment ; and that you afterwards 
positively* approved the plan prepared 
and submitted to yon at your own 
request. I leave it to your excellency 
to judge with what emotions 1 now 
learn, from lieutenant-colonel Scott, that 
you have not hesitated to assert, that 
this identical plan, framed at your sug- 
gestion, and approved by your delibe- 
rate sanction, “ had never in any 
“ measure met with your approbation 
“ or acceptance, or been deemed ex- 
u pedient b/ you M 

13. In this place it may not be in- 
expedient to observe, that even if your 
excellency had not professed your ap- 
probation of the plan in question, it 
would have been equally my duty and 
right to have required your excellency’s 
adoption of a measure, the execution 
of which, is indispensably necessary to 
enable the company to fulfil their en- 
gagement of defending your excellen- 
cy's dominions against all enemies. 

14. In my letter to your excellency 
of the 5th of November last,l have 
sufficiently established the right of the 
company to augment their forces within 
your excellency's dominions, to who- 
ever extent the British government in 
India may judge requisite to the perma- 
nent security of the common interests 
I have also explained in what manner 
your excellency is botfnd by the 7th 
article of the treaty concluded between 
jrohr excellency and sir John Shore, to 
defray the expense of any force which 
ttft British government should deem 


necessary for the effectual protection of 
your dominions The right of the 
British government to make such an 
augmentation, even against your ex- 
cellency’s consent, in the event of an 
invasion of your dominions, or of any 
sudden or temporary alarm, either of 
domestic or foreign danger, has never 
been disputed by your excellency. — 
But I understand that you have express- 
ed to lieutenant- coionel Scott an inti- 
mation that the same right does not 
extend to a permanent increase of the 
standing army of the company in 
Oude. Can your excellency then sup- 
pose, that the treaty was intended to 
provide against dangers meiely of a 
temporary and transient nature, and 
that it did not embrace the permanent 
and perpetual security of your domini- 
ons, and the lasting interests of that 
party which has bound itself to protect 
them against every danger, whether ex- 
isting or contingent p If a danger shall 
exist, permanent in its nature, but of 
which the immediate approach to your 
excellency’s dominions may be so sud- 
den and rapid as to preclude the pos- 
sibility of providing against it by any 
other means than a constant and per- 
manent system of preparation and pre- 
caution, shall it be contended that the 
legitimate protector and guardian of 
your dominions is not bound, by every 
principle of duty, to provide such a 
system without delay * and is not the 
season of peace and tranquillity the 
most favourable toi the establishment 
of external security and internal order ? 

l ft. It is certain that the resources 
of your excellency are inadequate to the 
double burden of the proposed addi- 
tional force of the company, and of your 
own existing military establishment. 
But if your resources could bear the 
accumulated pressure, I should still fet 1 
myself bound to require that your excel- 
lency should reduce your own disordr rly 
troops. The expediency ol disbanding 
as large a portion of your troops as can 
possibly be dispensed wnh in the business 
of the collections, and in the purpose 
of ceremony and state, docs not rest solely 
on the inefficiency of your troops in a mili- 
tary view, but also on thur disaffection 
and insubordination, and on the danger 
with which such a body of armed men 
must ever menace your person, and 
the public tranquillity ; m time of peace, 
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a danger infinitely aggravated in the 
season either of domestic convulsion 
or of foreign attack. The di>mission, 
therefore, of the troops in question, is 
not only lecommended by considerations 
of econo’my, but indispensably required 
by the soundest maxims of prudential 
policy. So long as these troops shall 
be entertained, a large proportion of the 
company's force must be constantly cm* 
plo>ed to maintain the peace of the 
country; and, in the event of an inva* 
sion of your ellency's dominions, by 
a foreign enemy, the necessity of divert- 
ing a soil more considerable part of the 
Bntish army from the defence of vour 
frontier, for the purpose of contiolling 
your own licentious and disaffund 
soldieiy, would inctease exactly m pio- 
portion to the magmiude and nmnimnce 
of external danger. It must therefore 
be obvious to your excellency, that the 
4«>utmuance of these dangeri us troops 
in your service, instead of leading to a 
diminution of the requisite amount of the 
British force m Oude, would require a 
far more cons’dtrable augmentation of 
that force than any hitherto proposed 

1 6 Your exiellency alwa\s profes- 
sing the utmost anxiety for the reform 
of your own troops, having however 
delayed to conceit the necessary ariange- 
ments for that purpose with colonel 
Stott, n became my duty to accelerate 
the adoption ot these metres for the 
defence of your excellency’s dominions, 
whi h daily become more urgent It 
would have been highly gratifying to me 
if your excellency’s activity on this 
occasion h.id been proportion! d to rhe 
exigency of the case, or to the earnest- 
ness and apparent candour of \our own 
declarations But the responsibility in 
this case attaching, according 10 the 
stipulations of treaty, solely on the com- 
pai y, I could not have been justified by 
any consideration in suspending the mea- 
sures incumbent on the company’s go- 
vernment. 

17. On these grounds I determined, 
eatly in the month of November Iasi, 
to introduce mimed. atcly into \our 
excellency** dominions as great a projx>r- 
tion as possible of the force which I 
deemed necessary to thv-ir effectual and 
permanent defence, in addition to the 
company's troops already stationed m 
Oude. 

18. I communicated this determina- 
tion to your excellency in a letter written 
on the 5th November, and forwarded 


by me to lieutenant-colonel Scott, with 
directions to accompany the delivery 
of it by such explanations as fought be 
necessary. 

19 Before lieutenant-colonel Scott 
could deliver this letter, your excellency 
had made a proposition 10 him, which, 
as he conceived, precluded the necessity 
of presenting my letter to you, and ac- 
cordingly it was not delivered until your 
excellency thought proper ro lecal the 
proposition in question. In the mean 
while, the additional troops which I had 
determined to send into your excellrncv’s 
dominions, continued to assemble for 
that purpose, because, in eveiy tven% 
the necessity of the intended reinforce- 
ments must have remained unalterable 

20. The proposition of your excel- 
lency, to which 1 have adverted* was that 
you should abdicate the government of 
your dominions ; and, appropriating to 
your private use all the^-easuiesof the 
state,* ret ne from Lucknow; you sig- 
nified, at the same time, a desire that one 
of your sons should be substituted on the 
Musnud. 

* 1 . Lieutenant-colonel Scot t remons- 
trated agaimt your excellency's declared 
resolution to abdicate the government, 
but youi excellency persisted, and finally 
enjoined him to communicate it to me 
as the result of your deliberate considera- 
tion. 

2?. This unexpected determination 
of youi excellency, although it induced 
heutcnant-colonel Scott to withhold my 
letter of the 5th November, until furrher 
orders from me, did not prevent him 
horn occasionally pressing npon vour 
consideration the subject of the reform 
of your militaiy establishment. Your 
excellency, however, invariably evaded 
the discussion, by declaring, that under 
the resolution wruch you had announced 
of abdicating the government, it was 
totally unnecessary to proceed, at pre- 
sent, »n the proposed reform. 

23 Your excellency has been in pos- 
session, for some time past, of a formal 
and detailed answer from me (authenti- 
cated by my signature) to your declaration 
of your resolution to abdicate the sove- 
reignty of your dominions ; to the 1 ar- 
rangements by which I endeavoured 
to modify ^your excellency's original 
plan of abdication, and to the terms on 
which I declared myself willing to faci- 
litate your retirement from the cares of 
your government (the administration of 
which you have acknowledged yourself 

to 
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to be utterly upequal to conduct) your 
excellency has not yet returned any reply ; 
you have deemed it t sufficient to signify- 
to lieutenant-colone* Scott, that under 
my determination not to admit your 
excellency's proposition, in the terms 
stated by yourself, you were ready to 
abandon your design of retirement, 
and to retain the charge of the govern 
ment, supporting this apparently new 
resolution on general grounds of j.us<icc 
to your family. 1 will not at present 
enquire whether mians mighr not still 
be devised for securing ample justice to 
your family, without reducing your 
excellency to the painful and dangerous 
necessity of continuing in a station, the 
duties of which you nave declared \ our- 
self to be incompetent to fulfil, and of go- 
verning a p-ople which you have declared 
44 to be neither pleased with you, nor you 
41 with them ; with those evil disposi- 
44 nous, cmmiy, disobedience, and neglt- 
41 gerite, you are disgusted, aud from 
44 whose government your mind is utterly 
44 withdrawn.’' 

«4 Having requested your excel- 
lency to retain a formal and precise 
answer to tny detailed observations aud 
proposals, in consequence of your excel- 
lency ’s declared wish to abdicate the 
government, I shall abstain from filter- 
ing into a minute examination oi the 
nature of the subsequent chaise in your 
excellency's mind, u .tit X shad be tar- 
nished, in a regular ma mer, with an 
cxplu it s’jienieyt of the motives which 
injured thu change. I must, however, 
remarK, that every circumstj.ice accom- 
panying your excellency * j conduct, which 
ha* hitherto fallen under my observation 
on this extraoidtnary occasiosi, appears, to 
me to indicate that your excellency never 
seriously entertained the d< sign of abdi- 
cating your government, howcv^ r con- 
vinced of the truth of those u.contesti- 
ble facts which you alleged as the mo- 
tives of your abdication , but that you 
professed such a d. sign wuh the sole vu w 
of defeating, by delay, the long medi- 
tated measure of a reform of your mili- 
tary establishment. 

25. It is most painful for me to be 
compelled to state a charge of so serious 
a nature against a person of your excel- 
lency’s high rank and exalted dignity ; 
but what other conclusion can 1 draw 
fronTyqur excellency’s conduct, when 
Lieutenaut-Colooel Scott informs me, 
that after you had engaged has attention, 
and mine, for nearly two- months by your 
ostensible intention to -abdicate tnc go- 
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temment, you suddenly relinquished 
that intuition, and at the same moment 
declared, for ih- first time, that if the 
reform of vour military establishments 
were 4 * to be adopted on the principles' 
44 proposed, it would annihilate your ex-' 
“ cellentyV. authority in your own do- 
“ minions,” although not omy the ge- 
neral prim lpies, but all the marenahde- 
tailsof that refoim to which you now 
object, h*d been repeatedly approved by 
your excellent^, as being essential to the 
maintenance of your authority, and in- 
dispensable to the peace and safety of 
your dominions. 

26. But your excellency has proceeded 
to other measure-., of a tendency infinitely 
more dangerous, utterly incompatible 
with dll your professions, and repugnant 
10 the fundamental principles of your 
connec ion with the company, and to 
every duty of friendship and honourable 
alliance. 

27. Lieutenant-Colonel Scott informs 
me, thu “your exceihncy, insiead of 
44 affording any cordial assistance for de- 
4 * vising and carrying mto execution a 
4 ‘ plan for the dismission of your bat- 
14 talion , has thrown every possible im- 
44 pediment in the way of that measure, 
44 by endeavouring to restrict the addt- 
44 tional British fence to one portion, 
44 and bv dehying to furnish Lieutenant- 
44 Colonel Scott with the siatements of 
44 your own military establishments re-* 
44 peatedly required, and absolutely ne- 
44 assaiy to communicate for the succcss- 
44 of the undertaking ” 

28 Lieutenant-Colonel Scott informs 
m , that vour excellency is equally drsw 
rous of impeding the progress of addi- 
tional British troops, by exposing them to 
difficulties in obtaining supplies of pro- 
visions. To prove this intention on 'he 
part of your excellency, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Scott states, that although he 
h 'd repeatedly applied to vour excellency 
for the necessary purwunnahs to your 
several aumils, your excellency had not 
yet issued a single purwunnah, the conse- 
quence of which was likely to prove not 
only seriously distressing to the British 
troops, destined to the protection of your 
dominions, but dangerous to the peace of 
the coumiy through which those troop* 
proposed to march 

29. It is unpossible for me to express, 
in terms of sufficient force, the sentiments 
which this intelligence has occasioned 
in my mind. 

go. The conduct of your excellency, 
in noth instances, stated, but mote fuw 
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grantly in the last, is of a nature so un- 
equivocally hostile, and may prove so in- 
jurious to every interest, both of your 
excellency and of the company, that 
your petservance in so dangerous a course 
will leave me no other alternative than 
that of considering all amicable engage- 
ments between the company and your 
excellency to be dissolved, and of regu- 
lating my subsequent proceeding accor- 
dingly# I am, howevc i 9 always inclined 
to hope that your excellency may have 
been inadvertently betrayed into these im- 
prudent and unjustifiable measures by the 
insidious suggestions ot evil counsellors; 
and being rver averse to construe your 
excellency's actions in such a manner 
as must compel ire to regard and treat 
you as a prince no longer connected by 
the tie* ot amity and of a common inte- 
rest. I ttust that mv next accounts trom 
Lieutenant-Colonel Scott may enable me 
to view your excellency’s conduct in a 
more favourable light ; lest my wishes 
in this respect should be disappointed, it 
ismy duty to warn your excellency, in the 
most unreserved terms, that your excel- 
lency alone will be responsible for all the 
evils which cannot fail to result from any 
further perseverance in the fatal and im- 
prudent course of measures which you 
have recently pursued. 1 also think it 
necessary to mtreat your excellency not 
to delay for a moment whatever further 
step may be pointed out to you by Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Scott as necessary to ef- 
fecting the two urgent and indispensable 
objects, namely, the reform of your 
military establishment, and the provision 
of funds for the regular monthly pay- 
ment of all the company’s troops in 
Oade. 

31. The least omission or procrastina- 
tion in either' of these important points 
must lead to the most serious mischief.

i*th of Shaban, or tsth January, but 
introduots others foreign to the subject, 
and expresses hts desite that your lordship 
will lay your injunctions upon me to 
menace of admonish any person who 
shall manifest a disposition to disobedience 
or contumacy* 

6. It is possible that under this desire 
there may be cloaked an insinuation of 
foy having supported his excellency's 
officers or aumils, in acts of opposition 
to their sovereign, but having always 
professed myself ready to interpose the 
influence and authority of your lordship’s 
government on every occasion, where 
ft could be required for the maintenance 
of his excellency’s power, or for the 
enforcement of any just demand, the 
insinuation, if it be intended, can in 
truth only apply to my withholding a 
blind interference under an implicit 
confidence in his excellency’s own 
Statement of the case. It affords me, 
however, pleasure, that his excellency 
has thus formally preferred a request for 
the interposition of the authority of the 
company’s government, as the orders and 
instructions which your lordship's wis- 
dom may suggest on the occasion will 
empower me to insist upon an impartial 
investigation of every case wherein that 
interposition may be called for. 

7. I have the satisfaction to acquaint 
your lordship, that his excellency has at 
length issued instructions, in very proper 
terms, to his annuls, respecting the 
detachments at Bareilly and Sultanpoor. 
and I entertain some hopes that 1 shall 
soon have the pleasure of communicating 
to vour lordship a commencement in the 
reduction of the military establishments 
of this state by the dismission of some 
df the battalions, though such is either 
fits excellency's own wish to embarrass 
the measure, or such the ignorance or 
dihtoriness of hit officers, that I cannot 
bbtain the ncccwary information re- 
garding the stations of battalions, or (he 
amount of their arrears. 

8. His excellency, in reply to my re- 

'oui>ition for money, for tne payment of 
the additional troops arrived in his domi- 
nions, has declared his inability 10 furnish 
it, until funds if all be provided by the 
"tlrcrcarfe of his Own miliuity expenses. I 
h.i\c renewed the application in your 
lordshfp’s name, and it this fail of pro- 
ducing ptiyptr* * effect,' f shall fed it 
%fy duty ttf submit to yottr pga- 


sideration, copies of the correspondence 
on the subject. 

9. After advancing within 50 mile* 
of Ldcknow, his excellency has thought 
proper to retrace the circuitous route we 
came cm, for tbo assigned puiposes of 
living the com on the ground, and of 
enjoying the diversion of shooting ; what- 
ever may be the motives, hts retiring 
back from the capital, occasions much 
speculation.

I have had the honour to receive your 
lordship’s letter, expressing your solici- 
tude to receive accounts from Colonel 
Scott of my having devised, in concert 
with him, the means of carrying into 
effect the propowd refoim of the mili- 
tary establishments, &c. 

With a view to obviate the public 
talk, as well as upon the principle of pro*, 
vidmg for old servants, Irom that day to 
this, my thoughts have been employed iu 
devising the means by which the men, 
composing the old military establishment, 
may not he m want of some provision. 
The mode by which I proposed to reform 
the military establishment, by my own 
means, was this ; that, having slowly and 
gradually expelled from the army (which 
has lor years been in a state of disorder) 
the persons who promote disaffection 
and treachery, and who are of a mutinous 
disposition, the condition of thu troops 
should be So amended and looked after*, 
that being rendered perfectly fit to repe! 
the danger of attack from an enemy, 
they might become obedient 10 tommamJ, 
and prepared for service. At present, as 
your lordship has written, this army is 
certainly not capable (owing to the want 
of due equipment, which has existed for 
a great length of time) of repelling the 
attack of an enemy ; but, by the means 
which I had proposed, it woo ]d have 
been gradually and effectually organized. 
Vour lordship, however, has repeatedly 
and earnestly stated, that the immediate 
assemblage of troops was necessary and 
indispensable, and that by no other 
means than what were stated wits it practic- 
able; therefore, from deference toypur 
lordship's plcasurei (which it is incam* 
bent upon me to obey in Cvcry respec t) 
I have desired ColoAel 6cott to devise 4 
pfeif for disbanding my trtfoptf, fat otdet 
to provide a fund for the C&irvec of the 
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4 \cw plan, for 1 do nor possess resources 
sufficient to bear the expense^ of the 
additional English troops* and of my 
own present military establishment* 
Whatever Colonel Scott shall devise for 
the purpose* shall immediately he cairied 
into effect. Hoping, 6s I do from your 
loidshtp, every indulgence and kindness, 
1 now proceed to state, In explicit and 
candid terms* several points that haVe 
occurred to me, connected with the exe- 
cution of this plan, and I oust in your 
lordship's kindness, that ibey will meet 
your concurrence* 

ist* Your lordship is, in every respect, 
desirous that the dignity, respectability, 
and outward state, of this government 
should be matu.amed. for this purpose, 
it is necessary that a suitable body of 
troops be maintained after my own man- 
ner. Accordingly, in the fiist drafl of 
the treatv, sir John Shore, baf f proposed 
thirty-five thousand men, cavaliy and 
infantry* But under the present plan* 
where are the resources for the mainte- 
nance of such a body of troops. Ten 
thousand men, however, (a very small 
proportion for this govemnien) of every 
description, infantry, cavalry, sepoys, nud- 
jeebs, khaussbendars, and rocket-men, 
anillerv-men,classhies & c. are indispen- 
sable. That number of troops, effective 
and obedient to command, must be main* 
tamed* 

ad. As the object of this plan is to 
provide against the danger of enemies far 
and nc r it is advisable that the additional 
troops should be collected at any given 
place within my dotnimons, and, as occa- 
sion may require, be detached to any 
other, returning to their station after the 
service is competed, and that they do 
not interfere, but by express authority, in 
any of the concerns of my country. 

gd. That 13,000 men, cavalry, in- 
fantry, and aiuJlorv, as stated UV the 
treaty, together with as Urge ? proper^ 
tion of additional troops, as, accordingly 
the extent of my resources, shall now qc- 
determined, (agreeably to what your 
lordship has, ww urn* 4 bat the permanent 
continuance of this number of trpqp$ 
in my country is absolutely necessary) 
shall always remarn in my dom«fM9ns* but 
there is no objection to the troops being 
relieved according to the usual practice.

Until with the advice and assist- 
ance of Colonel Scott, rrfy mind shall he 
perfectly at ease With regard to funds fof 
the payment of the additional troops, t 
cannot take Upon myself to discharge th<g 
expenses of tnetn m the manner that thd 
present subsidy is discharged, by monthly 
instalments ; out they shall be paid as the 
money comes itu . 

7th. To enable me to defray the chafgfc 
incident to the new plan, a reduction, 
irt many branches of expense is matt* 
pen sable* This shall accordingly take 
place. 

These articles I have already written 
to Colonel Scott, to a detailed form, t 
have now stated them to your lordship ill 
abstract, to avoid prolixity. Your lord- 
ship will have been made acquainted 
wuh the particulars by Colonel Scou’slet- 
ters. From your lorc^hip’s kiudness I 
hope that you will direct Colonel Scouto 
reprehend and to restrain every one whp 
shall act to a contumacious and unreason* 
able manner, so that all affairs may bet 
carried on well and expeditiously. 

I baVe now fully and unreservedly 
explained sentiments to your lordship- 
It remains for your lordship to determiner 
what is to be done.

l.u^e very full and explanatory paper 
drawn up by the governor-general, and 
transmitted hy bis lordship to licutenant- 
colonrl Scott* is written as follows ; 

44 The Nawaub Vizier** abdication of 
“ the government wa$ never in the go- 
4# vernor-gcrwat's contemplation, . nor 
** has his lordship ever deemed such a 
tl step to£e necessary* wi|h a view either 
44 to the reform of toe at, ray, or pf the 
“ gpvcmmcat of Oudc* The rca^ut- 
B b a ** fc»o 
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w tion which his excellency hat signified 
u is therefore entirely novel to his lord* 
•• ahip's mind.*' 

The feet is, that it was solely because 
of the disobedience and contumacious 
disposition of certain persons who aie 
absolutely unfit for any business, and 
who have made a comumKiousdispoution 
the rule of their conduct, and whose 
example was calculated to produce the 
same refractory conduct in omen (a state 
of things replete with extreme injury 
to government,) that the ,N boh 
Viaicr proposed to abdicate the govern- 
ment upon these terms ; viz. — hit one 
of his excellency’s sons should be s. ated 
upon the Mumud by his excellency 
himself; that a provision should be made 
nhdet the government of Oude for the 
maintenance of the rest, while bis 
excellency himself, in consequence of 
the vexation and trouble he is subjected 
to by persons at this place, should retire 
from the government ; for by thc*e 
means the hereditary dominions would con 
tinue m the name of one of the sous of the 
Naw »b Vuier, whilst bis excellency 
himself would be relieved from the 
in: * tvciitencc and causeless toi bole i tee 
oi these pe rsons, so very uksome to his 
excellency'* feelings Accordingly, in 
the unreservedness of friendship, Ins 
excellency communicated hiS intention 
to the governor-general, through the 
medium of colonel Scott ; but hu 
lordship, under various reasons, and 
distinct arguments, withheld his concur- 
rence in the Vizier’s abdication of the 


government on the term* proposed t>y 
his excellency, of its bring tr.» isfciud 
to one of hts sms, and unless ho excel- 
lency be allowed to place one of hif sons 
as his successor, m the manner and 
Under the terms suggested, on the 
Musnud, he carmot, ujwni am* *< co i 
abdicate the government ; for otherwise 
the name of his iilustrions ancestors 
would no dooger be matuutttcd, and his 
ntcellertry himself would be sul^ ctcd 
to eternal disgrace fcj gtvmg out of hit 
hand* the dominion of a centuty. For 
these reasons the Nabob Vizier entirely 
abandoned his intetjtkm ,<d abdicating ; 
and, on being inlonnod of his io dsbtpY 
wishes, wrote and transmitted a lett«r 
upon the subject of the reform of the 
military establishment \ and, m feet, 
when the application made through 
Colonel Scon ts duly considered, it will 
appear that bis excellency's desire to 
abdicate arose solely from rbc vexation 
and disgust which his mmd has conceived 


from the conduct of criratn persons at 
thispUcei «hc Nabob Vizier iheiefnre 
declares as follows:— -his lordship has 
not thought proper to acquiesce iti the 
inode of the terms of abdication pro-, 
posed by his excellency, and now that 
his lorclship, lu the papa winch he had 
drawn up, ha* subscribed to the miscon- 
duct of the p’opie of this place, there 
is i.o doubt that, in coniormiiv to his 
excellency's application, his lordship 
will remove them. Ills excellency 
then will by no means abandon the go- 
vernment; and whatever arrangement 
for the conducting of the government, 
and the due cxnci*c of authoim, may 
be appioved, shall, with the assistance, 
and by the kindness and indulgence of 
hts lordship, be earned into eHect, and 
his excellency will cbtcrfullv devote his 
attention to the admmuiutton of af- 
faiis. 

With respect to the fol ’owing passage 
in the paper, viz. — •Hu excellency the 
44 Nawaub Vizier cannot reasonably 
44 expect that the whole of the treasure* 
44 of the state should be absolutely 
44 alienated from the musnud of Oude, 
44 and his successor be subjected to the 
“ same enc^agements at the Nawaub,** 
the very reason why the Nahob Vizier 
is absolutely against abdicating- the go- 
vernment without leavmjphis successor, 
is, that he wishes the dominion to re- 
main permanent in his family, under 
his own name. How then could the 
Nawaub Vizier be content to allow his 
successor to be in the government with- 
out funds, in a state of distress, and the 
government itself to be entirely without 
splendour ? On the contrary, the na!>ob 
Vizier is always dcsiuuu of the prospe- 
rity and reputation of this govern- 
ment; that is to sty, is desirous that 
it may continue for ever, with the 
utmost splendour and prosperity in hU 
family, in the name of bis excellency 
*nd hit sons; and in fact, what could 
the Nabob Vizier do ddth all the pro- 
perty and jewels were he to carry them 
away! It never entered hia imagination, 
nor is it Written upon paper. 

With regard to wliat is further writ- 
ten in the paper, that 4 * hts excellency 
44 was ptaeed on the musnud by the 
44 justice of the British government, and 
14 lie if bofcnd towards the company by 
44 cciuin engagements, the just nerfor- 
44 tnance of which it ,is equally ihe 
44 duty of bis excellency and or the 
44 governor-general to secure, " it b 
very true? and the Nabob Vizier b in 
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the highest degree grateful for the jus- 
tice and equity of the company; and al- 
ways acknowledges, (hat he has obtai ned 
his hereditary rights by the favour of the 
comp'iny’* government; and entertains 
thefuliest confidence that this govern- 
ment, havingpassedmtohbhaudsthrough 

the intervention of the British power, 
will attain a degree of splendour and 
prosperity sjurpas .. ng its condition under 
former rul rs, and the company’s re- 
putation be thereby transmitted a me* 
memorial to after ages, engraved on the 
never-fading t ble * of time His ex- 
cellency is from his heart desirous of 
manifesting obedience to the company 
as long as he lives. 

With regard to what is stated, that 
« the arrears of certain branches of 
« the public establishments have in- 
creased, ’ the Nabob Vizier declares 
that he has no recollection that the 
resident ever applied to him upon any 
just occasion, in conformity to engage- 
ment, and his excellency delayed to act 
accordingly. The Nabob Vizier h.is 
no hesitation whatever in defraying all 
the charges stated in the treaty. . 

With respect to what is written of 
M the wretched condition of the in- 
“ habitants, lid the depopulated state 
“ of the country, for want of a regular 
« system for the administration of 
“ justice,” since the day that the Nabob 
Vizier was seated on the musnud, lie 
has not countenanced any oppression 
and violence upon any individual in 
the city, nor any of the inhalntant* of 
the country, but, for the^e four and 
twenty years past, the country and dm 
government have been in a state <ff 
disorder and confusion; and the con- 
dition of the inhabitants hat conse- 
quently beeu wretched and distressed 
during that period . The Nabob Vizier, 
liowcver is now confident that his lord- 
ship will be pleased so to afford his atten- 
tion and assistance, that the Nabob 
Vizier, exerting his utmost endeavours 
to give them effect, fee may render the 
country flourishing and ; opofous

In the second paper, transmitted b f 
the governor-general to lieutenant-co- 
lonel Scott, are the following express 
sions ; “ is highly deficient in the re- 
spect due from nis excellency to the 
first British authority in India/’ 

The fact is, that a letter to tliat effect, 
(meaning the effect of the paper de- 
livered by his excellency to colonel 
Sco.t, as a reply to hit lordship’s letter 
of the 5th November) was actually 
prepared, but the Nabob Vizier, de- 
sirous in his own mind of showing the 
utmost possible respect to bis tordaliip, 
stoppe i its transmission, and delivered 
the draft of it, leaving out the usual 
form of beginning and ending, for bit 
lordship's information. If he had had 
the slightest conception that a commu- 
nication so made wou‘d have been di*» 
pleasmg io his Lordship, it was not pas* 
nblc that he should have made it, for his 
excellency respects fm lordship’s autho- 
rity, dignity, and station, equally with 
his own. God forbid that his excellency 
should ever conceive a thought of dome 
any thing not consistent with his Lord- 
ship’s dignity and station. 

With repaid to what is written, that* 

4< if in formally answering his Lordship’s 
letter, his excellency should think pjo* 

“ per to impeach the Honour and justice

the case is this, that the Nabob Vizier

My Bear Kirkpatrick, 

. By a letter which I did myself the 
honour of address ng to 4.ord Morniny- 
ton on the 10th instant, his Lordship 
would be informed that the necessity 01 
delivering the message to the Vizier, con- 
tained in your letter of the ^th, was obvi- 
ated by his excellence having issued to the 
aumils the Purwunnahs requued, re- 
specting the detachments at B-irctUy and 
Suliaunpoor. The instructions were dic- 
tated by myself, and forwarded through 

‘IOC. 

Although that occasion has passed, I 
think it probable that another will imme- 
diately occur, wherein the message m*y 
be applied, with at least equal farce. Hav- 
ing, in reply ro the Vizier’s t reuse for 
not supplying the money demanded of 
him oo account of the additional troops, 
stated to the Vizier, in writing, that the 
company’s government, in compliance 
with the obligation of the treaty t 6 defend 
his excellency’s dominions against a!) ene- 
mies, has for that purpose augmented the 
English force stationed +n them j and 
that hU excellency, bv the same treaty, is 
bound tp defray tne expense ; and having 
on this ground called upon him, in the 
wmcottbe right honourable the Gov* 


vemor-general, immediately to order jbfc 
payment of the sum stated ; if he failed, 
the next step in order, is the delivery el 
his Lordship's message, and which, 
though intended for ano-her purpose, X 
shall presume to appropriate to this; but 
not until I see in what manner his Lord-* 
ship has been pleased in his letter to the 
Vizier to neat the proposed simulation 
in respect to the payment of the additional 
troops 

His excellency has. Iam afraid, some 
very evil counsellors about him. In his 
conversation wrh me, as Ur as extreme 
reserve will suffer him, if the question 
be new, he is often reasonable and com- 
plying , hut when the matter is to be ex- 
ecuted, he either retracts or evades. An 
apprehension of committing himself, led 
him the other day to express a desire to 
my Mocndice, who hod waned on him 
to fix an hour fora conference, that h* 
might be the vehicle of the sentiments I 
had to deliver, as he felt a diffidence in 
aiguing before me, The Moonshee 
ver) properly aud truly teplied, that he 
was unacquainted with the business, and 
positively forbidden to converse with his 
excellency on any public affairs. The 
person I most suspect is Mplavie Sudum, 
a specious spoken man, dl»o, having been 
a short time ago sent with a verbal mes- 
sage, assured me of his own firm attach* 
ment to the English government, and of 
his constant endeavours to persuade his 
master to act according to my advice ; 
but who, if report be true, upbraids the 
Vizier for every compliance, and stimu- 
lates him to resistance. Jt must be very 
difficult to ascertain the truth between 
the asseition and the report ; but if I once 
fix on the Molavie a conduct so it ijun* 
ous to his master’s interest, I shall re- 
monstaic in the strongest terms to the 
Vizier against bN employing so dangerous 
and deceitful an adviser.

6. The instant I was in ^possession 
of the statements, {prepared a paper 
recommending the steps to be taken fof 
the dismission of the nine battalions 
therein detailed; it was my intention to 
have waited upon his excellency on the 
16’th instant with the paper, but was 
prevented by hts indisposition. 

7. Your Lordship will observe by 
the statement, that the aggregate annual 
amouut of seven battalions, under Shu- 
tul Purshaud, on account of pay, is 
four lacks thirteen thousand four hun- 
dred and seventy-one rupees ; and of the 
two battalions m Azim Ghtnr, -one lack 
three thousand four hundred and Crght- 
five, making together a sum not much 
exceeding five lacks of rupees. These 
ought to have been included in the state- 
ment, various contingent charges, such 
k9 clothing, repairs of arms, and even 
new arms ; but the Matrasuddie assure 
me, that nothing had been expended for 
these purposes since his excellency’s ac- 
cession ; and, though the general appear- 
ance and condition of the troops war- 
ran, the assertion, yet if it were in any 
degree expedient to bring the diraimi* 
tion of the military expenses of thirstat* 
to an exact proportion with the expense* 
of the a Iditional company’s troops, these 
necessary contingent charges would 
nuke'a lair item in the account. 

8. It is my intention, as soon as t 
can obtain the necessary documents, to 
proceed to the dismission of the batta- 
lions under Mifza Mehudie, and in the 
districts of Baraitch and Goruckpoor* 
consisting as far as my present inform- 
ation reaches, of fcnmeeit battalions, 
which will complete the reduction of 
all the coips of infantry under ,the deno- 
mination of regulars on this side of the 
Ganges, excepting three battalions of 
household troops, and two of Alma’s 
battalions 

9. Apprehensive of flffbrding pre- 
tences to the Aumils for not realizing 

the collections^ 1 judged it adyisaMe >yo 
suffer the houemdti to remain for the 
present $ and I luVc no doubt but that

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detachment at Bareilly, and the ad- 
dittonaj troop# assembled at Sultan poor, 
together with another battalion v, hich I 
propose calling for from Chunar, will 
amply provide for the tranquillity of 
the country; the Abysimans are al- 
lowed to remain on account of the dif- 
ficulty of suggesting any other main- 
tenance for them ; the extra artillery are 
detachments from the grand parks at

to* 1 yesterefay presented to hi* excel- 
lency the paper containing the proposed 
instructions to hi$ aumiis relative to the 
dismission of the battalions, upon which 
be made no other remark than that the 
Auonils would bring forward excuses 
against the execution of the measure ; 
the obvious reply .was, 'hat the disposi- 
tion I proposed to make of the com- 
pany’s troops would leave no reasonable 
grounds. 

u. I shall prepare, without delay, 
such instructions for colonel sir Ewen 
Bail lie, commanding the detachment at 
Sultanpoor, as appear suitable to the oc- 
casion, and shall do myself the honour of 
transmitting a copy of them for your lord- 
ship’s information. 

J9« His excellency this morning sent 
to me for a duplicate of the stateim nt of 
the sum which I bad demand* d of hi in 
on account of the additional troops, 
under an excuse that the original was 
mislaid, and with an intention, I trust, 
of ordering the immediate payment ; 
a point which I pressed upon him yes- 
terday as of indispensable importance. 

13. In delivering the paper to his 
excellency on the subject of the dismission 
of the battalions, I adverted to the policy 
and justice of providing a maintenance 
for such individuals as have a claim to 
his excellency’s consideration, but incon- 
sequence of your lordship’s observations 
on the subject, 1 have prepared a formal 
paper,

Para. t. I have had the honour to 
acquaint your lordship that his excellency 
the V izirr, on the *oth ijnstam, issued his 
orders for the dismission of the nine 
battalions of Sepoys detailed in the state- 
ment which accompanied my address to 
your lordship of the i8ih Instant- 

*. __ The orders of his excellency for 
the dismission of the battalions are ad- 
dressed to the respective Aumils with 
whom ihe battalions are stationed, and 
were sent to me for the purpose of being 
fo» warded when such precautionary ar- 
rangements should be made as might ap- 
pear to me advisable for carrying the 
orders into execution with the least pos- 
sible hazard of disturbance in the country, 
either from the want of troops, or from 
disorderly behaviour m the battalions to 
be discharged. 

3. With the view to the accomplish- 
ment of this object, it appeared to my 
judgment expedient, as a preliminary 
caution, that at least a battalion of the 
company’s army should occupy a position 
in the district of Azim Ghur, and ac- 
cordingly, on the *ist instant, 1 addressed 
a requisition to major-general Deare, 
commanding at Chunar, to detach a 
battalion to that quarter ; I was induced 
to make the requisition on that station in 
preference to Sultanpoor, from the 
consideration that the additional battali- 
ons will complete the first division of the 
proposed augmentation, and will leave 
an ampfo force at Sultanpoor for other 
services in contemplation, as mentioned 
in my address to your lordship of the 
j8th instant. 

4. Having communicated to major- 
general sir James Craig the resolution of 
hi« excellency so discharge the nine bat- 
talions, and my intention of Calling for 
another battalion from Chunar, sir James 
intimated to me his wish that the 13th 
regiment, one battalion of which is at 
Sultanpoor, and one »t Benares, might 
he employed in -the district ot Azim 
Ghur* in which 1 have most readily con- 
curred, from the consideration that if 


both the battalions are not requisite in 
that district, one will be in progress to 
Goruckpoor. 

d* Regarding it of the utmost inr* 
portance, as well in point of policy as of 
justice, that the aire^rs due 10 the bat- 
talion to be discharged should be cleared 
off with the most scrupulous exactness, 
and fearful of leaving the adjustment of 
that business entirely 10 the discretion of 
the Aumits, lest any deviation from tbc 
•fru* line of equity should give occasion 
to discontent or obloquy,, L suggested to 
the Vizier the nomination of a prudent, 
trusty person for the special purpose of 
examining the account >, and s> perititend-* 
ing rhe payment of the ama*s of the 
battalions ; bra excellency, who possesses 
a solicitude equal to my own for the fair 
discharge of all dues, readily assented to 
the measure, and I have accordingly 
selected for the trust, Mirzaf Jaffier, a 
very respectable and experienced native 
gentlemen, who was formerly employed 
under Hussein Reza Khan and Jefus- 
sul Hussein Khan, in situations of confi- 
dence. 

6. This measure, I have great reason 
to believe, wil' not be less conducive to 
the advantage of ihe Nawanb, by guard- 
ing him against fraudulent charges, than 
to the ends of justice in the case of sol- 
diers; his excellency, therefore, although 
the proposition originated with, and ihe 
selection of the p»r>»on is made bv, me, 
will be fairly chargeable with the ex- 
pense; but, in the first instance, I have 
taken upon myself to advance, from the 
treasury the sum of one thousand rupees, 
to defray ihe current expenses of Mirza 
Jaffier, who sets cut on bis deputation 
10-moriow. 

7. H»$ excellency also, on the «oth 
instant, sent me an order on Shetul 
Purshaud,for ihe sum ot money demand- 
ed of him on account of the additional 
troops, stating, at the same time, that the 
Aumil was 111 balance near nine lacks of 
rupees 

With the knowledge I possets, that 
part of that balance is disputed ; ihat a 
considerable sum must be provided by 
Shetul Purshaud for ihe payment of the 
arrears of ihe battalions to be discharged, 
and, that owing to his long detention at 
Lucknow, from the country wider bis 
management, heavy balances mug b e due 
to him from the Zemindars, I could not, 
with any confidence of a speedy payment, 
accept the order ; under a concession* 
however, which I had made to the Vizier 
of accommodating him, as far as practi- 
cable. 
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table, as to the place of receiving money 
on account of additional troops, and which 
eventually will be an equal convenience 
to ourselves, the order on Shetul Pur- 
sbaud was a proffer of payment that 
could nor, in my opinion, be treated m 
the same light as an absolute refusal or 
omission to provide the necessary 
funds. 

8. The circumstance, however, gave 
rise to a correspondence, in which I took 
Occasion to introduce all your lordship’s 
arguments and observations, establish- 
ing the point, that the augmentation of 
the company’s force in Oude, and the 
reduction of the troops of this state, are 
questions totally distinct ; and have now 
the satisfaction to acquaint your lordship, 
that the money demanded has been this 
day paid into the T reasury. 

His excellency this day honoured 
me with a visit, which is the first meeting 
we have had since our return to Luck- 
now on the 20th instant. He mtreated 
1 would acquaint your lordship of the 
arrangements making for the reduction 
of the troops, and of the payment of the 
money on account of the additional force. 
I assured him, that I should have great 
Satisfaction in communicating to your 
lordship any conduct on his part calcu- 
lated to remove the unfavourable impres- 
sions which his recent actions had 
made on your lordship’s mind, aud tending 
SO manifest a disposition to preserve, 
unimpaired, the tics of friendship, and 
of common interest with the British go- 
vernment ; but 1 reminded him, that one 
important point was still incomplete. 
Which was a full and accurate statement 
of all his military establishments; for 
though I had, with a view to the immediate 
commencement of the reduction of his 
troops, accepted the partial statement 
produced by JeysookRoy on the 13th 
instant, I had not since that period been 
furnished with any thing in addition His 
excellency showed strong signs of concern 
of the charge, and endeavour to account 
for the neglect by the indisposmou of 
the MuUasuodie ; the fact possibly is, that 
having put off to the last hour the 
making up of the statement, he finds it 
difficult, from the general want of ar- 
langement which pervades every depart- 
ment, to collect the requisite mate- 
rials.

I. The orders of the Nawaub Vizier 
for the dismission of the seven battalions 
of Sepoys attached to Shetul Purshaud 
having been forwarded to that Aumil,, 
he has m reply represented, in the strongest 
terms, both to his excellency and to 
myself, that it will be totally 1 in pots ble 
for him to enforce the payment ol the 
revenue for the current year, if these 
orders be immediately carried into exeCu* 
non, unless I suiter the company’s troops 
to relieve the many small detachments 
dispersed through the country lor the 
pui pose of preventing the crops, which 
are nearly ripe, Ironj being cut down 
before he has come toa settlement with 
the Zemindars. 

a. Prepared to expect excuses from 
the Aumil against the execution of the 
measure, I had previously informed him 
that the company’s troops assembled at 
Suitanpoor would afford every requisite 
assistance in support of his authority ; and 
have desired that he lyouid state 10 me 
in what situation there existed the most 
pressing demand for troops ; the district* 
under Shetul Purshaud being always of 
verv considerable extent, I applied 
to major-geueJal sir James Craig, to 
order the battalion of native infantry 
at Allahabad to cross the river, and take 
a possession somewhere near Mamck- 
poor. 

3. The company’s troops, thu§ col- 
lected in (he districts under the manage- 
ment of Shetul Purshaud, are abun- 
dantly ample for subduing any domtno- 
t ions from whatever cause they may arise ; 
but 11 did not appear to be consistent with 
common prudence to allow of their 
being dispersed in the manner proposed 
by Shetul Purshaud, more especially 
until the dismission ol ihc Vizier’s batta- 
lions shall have been effected ; and as 
the system under which collections ate 
made requires, I fear, the coercive 
measures represented by the Aumili, 
1 have thought it advisable to recom- 
mend to his excellency to relax in hie 
orders to Shetul Purshaud, by per- 
mitting him to remain, for the express 
purpose of relieving the dispersed 
parlies from the other battalions, two 
battalions which were sometime ago 
raised by him. It is further my inten- 
tion to direct one of thg company’* bat- 
talions to join Shetul Purshaud and to 

remaiar 
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with him until the season of 
$olleetionn shall be closed ; and .is these 
arrangements will leave no reasonable 
excuse on account of a defieiency of 
troops 1 have recommended to his ex- 
cellency to is.'ue the most peremptory 
order tor the dismission ot the other 
live batta.ions 

4 Looking, as f have ever done, to 
the necessity of attaching to the Aumils 
some inferior description of armed men, 
I should have preferred authorizing 
Shen urshaud to hire a certain num- 
ber, instead of retaining the two batta- 
lions, weie it not for the consideration 
that the service required of them is 
immediate, and that they could not be 
entertained at so short a warning. 

5 ' Accompanying, I have the honour 
to transmit to your lordship, copy of 
the instructions with which it npppeared 
to me advisable to furnish colonel 
Yanas, commanding the detachment at 
Sultanpoor, on the subject of the dis- 
mission of the Vizier’s battalions in that 
vicinity; a letter of the same tenor was 
addressed to colonel sir Ewen Bailhe, 
commanding the detachment pi oceeding 
to AzimGhur. 

6 Jeysooy Roy has attended me 
three times since the commencement of 
the present month, but as the materials 
he brought were very scanty, having 
according to his information, been ex- 
tracted from papers blended with mat- 
ter extraneous to the subject of the 
troops, and as his attendance was inter- 
rupted by the festival of the Hooly, l 
have not been able to perfect a state- 
ment of the troops in his excellency’s 
service 1 have, however, made such 
progress as will allow of immediate 
steps being taken for effecting the re- 
duction ot some of the Vizier s corps 
in the district of Bareilly. 

*t • In the few conferences which I 
have had with the Vizier, since our 
return to Lucknow, he has professed an 
entire submission to your lordship’s 
pleasure, re’ative to the reform of his 
military establishment, and indeed has 
•he wit a desire to accelerate the «Vo- 
mission of his own troops to a degree 
beyond what appears to my judgment 
consistent with a prudent regard to the 
internal management of the country, 
until a further augmentation of the 
company's troops in Oude shall take 
place. 

8. With Review of removing any 
*ppi citations which might arise mtfie 


breast of Almas, of an immediate re* 
duction in the troops attached to hint. I 
judged it expedient to exercise the 
discretion which your lordship was 
pleased to grant tp me, and intimated 
to Almas, in guarded terms, the ex- 
ception which your lordship was 
disposed to shew to h)9 battalions ; he 
expressed hi mself highty grateful for your 
lordship’s consideration, and assured me, 
that if this battalions were suffered to 
remain four months, he would, subse- 
quent to that period, most cheerfully 
submit to any general arrangement# 
which your lordship’s wisdom might 
tiling proper to establish. ' 

9 Your lordship would be ac* 
quainted, by my address of the 18th 
February, that 1 had in the preceding 
day presented to the Vizier your 
lordship’s letter of the 9th Febuary, since 
which time I once took occasion to 
mentioned to his excellency how in- 
cumbent it was upon him, on a variety 
of the most important considerations, to 
return an immediate answer, but have 
not thought it behoved «ne, subse- 
quently, to press for a reply ; in a visit 
which his excellency honoured me with 
yesterday, in the afternoon, he .asked 
whether the receipt of his letter to your 
lordship, and the other papers, had oeeit 
acknowledged; to which I informed him, 
that the. Persian Translator had advised 
me of their receipt on the 19th Fe- 
bruary.

l — I have the honour to acquaint 
you, that the Nawaub Vizier has come 
to the resolution of discharging from hit 
service seven battalions of wljat are 
denominated regular sepoys, together 
with the people of ail descriptions 
attached ro the guns of the battalions, 
now stationed in the country, under the 
management of R«»jah Shetul Purv 
shaiid. 

e. — His excellency’s orders for the 
dismission of the above battalions are 
addressed to Rajah Shetul Furshaud, 
and contain the strongest injunctions to 
adjust the accounts of the battaliqpt 

wilt 
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wi»h the most scrupulous repaid to equity, 
and to pty them the fu'i amount of 
arrears, and all just dues to the day of 
dismission* 

3. — With a view to the exact fulfilment 
of nis £xcetlency*$ intention, it has been 
judged advisable to depute a repectable 
and tras'-worthv person to inspect the 
accounts of th^ battalions to be discharged, 
aud to superintend the payment ot the 
arrears. The person sheeted for this 
<rust is Mirzi faflfL*r, a native gentleman 
of experience, and very respectable 
Chirac t r : he set out on his mission on 
the « 8 th F bruary, furnished with 4 let- 
ter to vou, and I have to request that 
you will be pleased to shew him an 
attention suited to his character, and to 
the situation in which he is placed. 

4 —As the full payment of arrears 
due to «he men and officers up to the day 
of their discharee from the service will 
leave no possible cause of complaint, 
nor anv ground for disorderly behaviour, 
it is expected that the orders .of their 
Sovereign will be received with implicit 
submit ion; but, if contrary to' this 
reason ible expectation, any of the bat- 
talions, or any individuals in the batta- 
lions, shoo’d attempt to resist or oppose 
the execution of the orders, ths com- 
pany’s troops must, as a case of justifiable 
necessity, be employed to enforce them ; 
and I am to express niy desire that you 
will afford such assistance as the nature 
of the case may demand, on the appli- 
cation of Mirza I after, or Rajah Shetul 
Purshaud. 

5. — In the event of such a necessity 
Hit will be expedient that, prior to he 
use of coercive measures, you satisfy 
yourself from Mirza Jiffier, or if re- 
quisite, from the battalions themselves, 
t hat a fair adjust meat of the accounts 
has taken place, and a due tender of the 
arrears been made ; the same instructions 
-will be applicable to any detachments 
which you may have occasion to employ 
on stmiliar duties. 

6. — Upon the dismission of the above* 
mentioned battalions, the Aumil, Shetul 
Purshaud, will stand m need of military 
assistance for the support of his authority, 
and to Tfiforre the payment of the reve- 
nues; and however desirable it is that 
the company’s troops should not be 
employed on services of that nature, yet, 
in the present case, there 1$ no other 
alternative; the requisite aid roust i>e 
afforded him 5 care being taken on every 
inch occasion that the detachments em- 


ployed be of a sufficient strength to 
execute the service without hazard, and 
that they be not dispersed in small 
parties. 

7 —The Aumil it instructed, on 
every occasion wherein the assistance of 
the comply *s troops mav become nerrs- 
sary, to make a requisition to the Na* 
waub Vizier; but as cases of emergency 
may ante in which the delay of this 
formal requ’*uion may be attended with 
danger, or senouo inconvenience, you 
are empowered to comply with direct 
requests to vourself from the Aumil fur 
nttlttaiy assistance, upon hn Mating to 
you the nature and extent of thrseryter, 
and upon your being satisfied that it is 
a case of real emergency. 

8. — It will be extremely advisable 
that as Large a force as possible should 
remain collected at Suhaftpoor, to sun- 
port any detachment which eventually 
may stand in need of it, and with this 
view a battalion of Sepoys will immedi- 
ately cross from Allahabad, and lake a 
position somewhere near M.uuchpoor. 
which will preclude the necessity of 
your making any detachments into that 


quarter. 

9.— I am confident it cannot be neces- 
sary for me to point out to you the pru- 
dence of being on your guard against a 
combination of the Vizier’s troops, or 
against anv commotions which the first 
alarm of the dismission of a part of 
them may occasion; I am equally con* 
fident that it cannot be necessary lor me 
to notice that interference in the collet* 
tions, and in the civil and internal 
affairs of the country, is to be most 
cautiously avoided. 

jo. — I have to tequest that you will 
cause the accompanying letter, contain- 
ing his excellency’s order for the dis- 
mission of the battalions, to be delivered 
to Rajah Shetul Purshaud without 
delay.

nje to hts excellency, to intimate to your 
lordship that every proposition which I 
have lately made relative to the reduc- 
tion of the troops of this state, has been 
instant lv adopted* 

1 have also the honour to acquaint 
your lordship, that (hough the cash on 
account of the additional troops for 
February, did not accompany the 
monthly kisr, it was furnished on the 
instant of my application for it. 

3 . — I do myself the honour to trans- 
mit to your lordship a statement of ihe 
Vizier’s troops now employed in the 
district of Bareilly, under the deputy 
of Mirza Mehudy Ally Khan, and to 
acquaint your lordship, that his excel- 
lency, at iny suggestion, hjs issued orders 
for discharging twelve hundred of the 
horse, the three battalions of regular 
Sepoys, and two battalions of Ntjebs; 
and as 1 had previously tak' n the 
sentiments of Mirza Mehudy, and have 
only added to the reductions proposed 
by him of thethrep hundred horsemen, 
1 do not look for any delay in carrying 
the orders mio execution. The horse- 
men, who are the most expensive part 
of the military establishments are con- 
fessedly the tnpst useless 5 - a great pro- 
portion of them being only nominal, 
•r not called upon to furnish horsts, or 
even to be present ; tbev wilt theiefore 
shortly become proper objects for reduc- 
tion, with considerable saving to the 
government. 

4 . — The present season of the year 
n the most unfortunate in which the 
reduction of the Nawaub Vizier 1 ! troops 
could have fallen. Amongst the many 
evils belonging to the exist mg system of 
collections, the following custom almost 
universally prevails. — The Aumil, at an 
early period of the year, receives an 
advance' from the * 2 emind&r, but the

h — Anxious as I have been to make a 
commencement m the reductions of ihe 
ti oops of this Stair, and p^ogrt wvrly 10 
pursue the plan, I have fc und mv self com- 
pelled, under the above circunitfamcr, U> 
confine the first reductions to situations 
where thr company’s troops could afford 
prompt assistance incase of commotions, 
ar.d even to limit the extent of them. 
The interval between the close of the 
present collections and* the new settle- 
ment will be a convenient season for 
effecting such further reductions as may 
be advisable, and will also afford an 
opportunity of calculating, with tolerable 
precision, the number of armed men 
indispensably necessary to assist in the 
collections, of ascertaining the best de- 
scription of persons for that pupost, and 
of preparing a regular plan, exhibiting 
the numbers in each division of the 
country, and the amount of their ex- 
pense.

1 . 1 have the satisfaction to acquaint 
your lot dthtp, that two of the battalions 
attached to Shetul Perthaud have been 
discharged hom the service of the Na- 
W*ub Vizier. 

2. This measure was not effected 
quite so free from tumult as 1 could have 
wished and had reason to expect, from 
the precautions adopted by me to ensure 
a fair adjustment of accounts, and 
equitable payment of arrears 

3. After the men were collected, a 
question of some intricacy, connected 
with the accounts, having been referred 
by the Mutteeuddies to the office of the 
Buckshee, at this place 1 foresaw the 
probability that lengthening the sus* 
pense might occasion some irritation in 
the minds of the men, and therefore de- 
sired Colonel Vanas to move into the 
vicinity ol Shetul Purshaud’s camp with 
the torce under h!s command. 

4 Prior to the arrival of the detach- 
ment some clamours had occasionally 
prevailed ; but whether instigated by 
designing men amongst themselves, or 
from any other quarter, the battalions, 
under an apprehension, as he affirmed, 
of being dismissed without receiving 
their arrears shortly after the detach- 
ment had arrived, showed a disposnion 
of opposing by force the execution of 
the orders for their dismission ; the 
commandants were immediately sum- 
moned to attend colonel Vanas, who 
very properly assured them that ample 
justice would be done to the men in 
respect to the payment of arrears, but 
that implicit submission was their duty : 
peace and good order were instantly 
restored, and the guns, arms, and ac- 
coutrements delivered up. 

5. Considering the < ppression and 
frauds to which the Sepoys have been 
exposed during their sovice, it is not 
surprizing that they should entertain 
apprehensions of similar practices being 
attempted on the occasion of their

My Lord, — P ara. I. A com- 
mencement having been made in the 
intended reductions of the military esta- 
blishment of this state, it appeared to 
my judgment adviseable, under the cir- 
cumstances of this being the period of 
realizing the heavy collections, a con- 
sideration pressed upon «ne from every 
quarter, to pursue the measure steadily, 
but gradually, rather than by an un- 
timely acceleration furnish just cause. Of 
even plausible excuses, for considerable 
balances from the aumils. 

2. Upon this principle, since I had 
the honour to inform your lordship, on 
the g 1st of March, of the dismission of 
two battalions attached to rajah Shetul 
Purshnud, another battalion on duty 
with that aumil has been discharged 
at Dalmour, and one battalion in tbe 
Azmi Ghur district; a further batta- 
lion of the seven formerly attached to 
Shetul Purshaud will be assembled in 
the course of a few days at Dalmour, 
and ieceive its dismission. 

3. Making every reasonable allowance 
for the possibility of the men of the bat- 
talions being misled by apprehensions of 
baud in the payment of their arrears,, 
or deluded by ibe artifices and intrigues 
ol the self-interested, after providing, ou 
all occasions of discharging battalions, ay 
sufficient force of the company’s troOpl 
to awe tesistance, 1 mvauably inculcttetf 
to the officers commanding detachments* 

1 bat u was infinitely more desirable ta 
accomplish the dismissions quietly, and 
without irritation, than tbiough the

their own disposal, as large a portion of 
military power as possible, and partly m 
a con>tdciauon for individuals) or, more 
correctly, in a partiality for the particular 
class of people of which the Raffellahs 
an* conpised. Ft am my own know- 
ledge of *he habits and dispositions of 
these people, I felt an unwillingness* 
from mouves of policy, to let loose 
upon the country at once, a large num- 
bwi of men t o proud to engage in other 
pursuits for livelihood, and not possessed 
of the means of mainiaiHing themselves 
wmout employ ; but the mode of effec-* 
ting partial u ductions has led me into 
some difEuiues, which, however, I 
hope soon to' surmount, and to accom- 
plish a sensible diminution m that costly 
cs ablish nenr. 

5 Major-General Stuart having re- 
quested that, in pursuance of the plan 
adopted by me in the Sultanpoor dis- 
tricts, l would appoint a confidential 
pcr»on to Bareilly, for the purpose of in- 
specting i he accounts of the troops to be 
disbanded there, and superintending the 
payment of their arrears ; and being de- 
sirous in all practicable cases of exempting 
the officers horn the vxatious tasks of 
arbitrating between the aumils and sepoys 
tp altercations which invariably occur in 
the settlement of accounts, I propose 
deputing on that trust Mirza jaffier, who 
has been of very considerable service m 
the dismissions in the Sultanpoor dis- 
tricts, and has acquitted himself highly 
to my satisfaction. 

6. The Vizier steadily acts up to his 
dta^rance of a ready acquiescence in all 
fhy propositions which regard the dis- 
mission of hts troops ; but, either from 
his usual reserve, or from not being yet 
reconciled to the measure, can rarely be 
brought to assist me with his opinion or 
advice. +> 

7. , His excellency continues equally 
punctual in complying with my anpn* 
cations for fund* lor payment of the 
additional troops, whuh I nave hitherto 
confined to a sum equ«»l to the estimated 
average monthly cxptnse of a regiment 
of cavalry, and fivt battalion* of 


native infantry, with the artillery attached 
to them, and which has more than an- 
swered 1 he actual disbursements, the es- 
timates being calculated for the complete 
establishment of officers and men, and 
comprehending all ordinary contingent

exemption was purchased from the effect

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Orderly behaviour. Theaurruls, although 
positively enjoined by the Vizier to pro- 
vide funds lor the payment of the arrears, 
had, either from design or inability, 
failed m this necessary point, and the men 
dud not bear the suspense with the pa- 
tience which they ought to have done, 
under the assuiances given them of a 
fair adjustment of accounts, and final pay- 
ment of arrears. 

4. As the continuance of this irrita- 
tion might have occasioned mischief, 
and was pioductive of immediate in- 
convenience to the public service, by 
confuting the detachment under colonel 
Sir Ewen Baiilie to an attention to the 
conduct of the Nawaub’s battalions, I 
judged it expedient to desire colonel

3 Colonel sir Ewen Baiilie -alludes 
to some delay in the reduction of the 
last battalioh, which he imputes to the 
intrigues of an under aumil ; but as he 
has not, from not being sufficiently 
master of the subject, related the par- 
ticular'*, I cannot presume to say how” 
far the transaction may be worthy of 
your lordship’s notice. 

4. The commandant of this batta- 
lion, I understand, about eighteen 
months ago, purchased his command 
by a NuZerana of ten thousand rupees, 
which sum he was compelled to borrow 
from the merchants in Azim Ghur, and 
to whom he still continues to pay heavy 
interest; as soon as die fact snail ba 
properly established, I shall think it my 
duty to require, from the Vizier, that 
suen a restitution be made as the merits 
of the case may in justice demand. 

5. I have further the honour to ac- 
quaint your lordship, that a battalion 
of sepoys, Stationed in the Akberpooi 
district, a small distance from the camp 
at Sultanpoor, was a few days ago paid 
the full amount ef their arrears undei 
the inspection of a person appointed 
by colonel Vanas, and reduced without 
any trouble.

2. At Raja Tickait Roy has not for 
a considerable time past bore any share 
in the administration of public affairs, 
his demise will not be productive of any 
public inconvenience ; but as he held 
the official situation of naib, or deputy 
minister) to which he was instituted by 
the authoritative advice of the late 
governor general, the event of his death 
will afford a fit opening, if your lord- 
ship should judge it advisable and ex- 
pedient. to press the Vizier to supply 
his place efficiently by the selection of 
some person of talents, activity, and 
experience, and unequivocally well dis- 
posed to promote the inseparable in- 
terests of the two states. 

3 The substantial benefits which I 
should look for in such an arrangement 
would be a vigorous and ostensible 
administration, the executive functions 
•f which should be discharged by the 
deputy, uncontrolled in his measures 
by the first minister, whilst in the latter 
capacity we should avail ourselves of 
whatever useful and valuable Hussein 
Reza Khan could bring into the ad- 
ministration, from respectability of 
character, popular esteem, and attach- 
ment to the Company’s government. 

4. I am fully sensible that the pas- 
sions and prejudices of the Vizier would 
oppose many difficulties to the accom- 
plishment of this plan. It would not 
be easy to prevail on hn excellency to 
abandon the system of secret and ex- 
clusive management which he is so fond 
of ; but of which, from habits of dissi- 
pation, he becomes every day less 
capable, it would not be easy to recon- 
cile him to the ostensible though 
nominal reinstatement of Hussein Reza 
Khan in the office of minister, al- 
though, through my interposition, he 
is now more grasious in hit outward 
deportment to him than since my 
arrival at Lucknow; nor would it be 
•asy, by mutual agreement, to fix upon a 
suitable person for the office of deputy. 

£. The person *bout this court who, 
in my own judgment, is best qualified 
for the situation, from talents, integrity, 
extensive experience, and diligence, to 
which I can venture to add devotion 
to the English government, is Mirza 
Jaffier, a gentleman of respectable birth 
and connections, and who has been, 
and isjtow, employed in the arduous 
task of adjusting the accounts, and 
superintending the payment of the 
arrears of the troops to be disbanded, 
lie is married to a daughter of the 


minister, but Hussein Reza Khan htY* 
ing conceived some jealousy of him 
during the administration of Jefussul 
Hussein Khan, they have not for some 
time past been on good terms ; a re- 
conciliation, however, through my 
mediation, is to take place on the return 
of Mirza Jaffier to Lucknow.

1. It is a cause of the greatest un- 
easiness to me whenever any eircum- 
stance occurs which encroaches upon 
that quietness so extremely desirable in 
the dismission of the Vizier’s troops; 
nor is it a matter of less surprise than 
mortification, that the men, from want 
of prudence or confidence, should com- 
pel the shew of force, instead of yield- 
ing to assurances of a just payment of 
arrears, and liberal attention to the 
well-established claims of individuals. 

2. The period being arrived, when, 
according to the aumii’s own acknow- 
ledgment, the services of the regular 
battalions in the Bareilly districts could 
be dispensed with, on the I3th instant 
1 communicated my desire to major- 
general Stuart, that, in prosecution of 
the general reform, the three battalions 
employed in the Bareilly districts should 
be disbanded as early as possible; 
Mirza Hussein Ally, commandant of 
two of the battalions, who, m the early 
stage of the business, had professed a 
prompt and implicit obedience to the 
orders of the vizier. On the 17th in- 
stant I acquainted general Stuart, by 
verbal message, through an Hircarrah, 
that, in consequence of his expressing 
an intention to visit the geq^ral, his 
soldiers had placed him under restraint 
until their arrears should be paid off; 
to which major-general Stuart replied 
by letter, desiring him to assure the 
officers and men under his command* 
that the last Anna due should be paid to 
them ; and ail those who, from wounds 
and old age, were real objects of hu- 
manity, should moreover be provided 
for life ; and as this letter was under 
the general’s own seal and signature, 
and was calculated for publication to 
the corps, it was reasonable to expect 
that to respectable a pledge would pro- 
duct a proper effect upon their conduct. 
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3 - On th£ 18 th instant orders were 
*ent to the battalions stationed about 
Sixty miles from Bareilly to march to 
that place, the general at the same time, 
to provide against the possible event of 
disobedience, dispatched instructions 
to the officer commanding at Futty 
Ghur, from which cantonment the bat- 
talions were not distant more than 
twenty miles, to be in readiness to 
inarch at the shortest notice, with a 
regiment of native infantry, and four 
guns ; the probable necessity of which 
the general foresaw, for that movement 
soon unfolded itself; for, on the even- 
ing of the twentieth, intelligence was 
conveyed to him that the two battalions 
had joined, and kept their comman- 
dant under confinement, and also held, 
tinder forcible restraint, one of the 
under Aumils, and many Zemindars of 
the district, insisting on having pay 
for the whole of the year, of which 
snore than three months have to run, 
and declaring their determination of 
proceeding to Lucknow, to deliver up 
their arms. On the receipt of the above 
intelligence, general Stuart imme- 
diately dispatched, by express, orders 
for the above-mentioned detachment to 
pass over the Ganges with all expedi- 
tion, and proceed against the mutineers. 

4. These preparations, by convincing 
the mutineers that they would be spee- 
dily and effectually proceeded against, 
produced, it would seem, a due impres- 
sion on their minds, for, on the evening 
of the 23d, General Stuart received an 
Arzie from the principal officers of the 
battalions, m their own names, and in 
the name of the whole body, signifying 
their readiness to obey his orders, on 
receiving an assurance that they should 
be paid up all arrears justly due to them 
from the Vizier’s Government : which 
assurance the General immediately -sent 
by a servant of his own, so that their is 
now every reason to suppose that the 
battalions are quietly marching to 
Bareilly. 

.5. It will probably strike your 
lordship as extraordinary and inconsistent, 
that, after the written engagements which 
the general had sent in the most ample 
terms, a second assurance should be re- 
quired , but possibly the contents of that 
paper may not have been promulgated, 
or more piobably the men have enter- 
tained apprehensions, that, by their 
subsequent oatiageous conduct, they have 
forfeited > he benefisof it, and therefore 
were anxious for a renewal* I shall en- 


deavour, however, to discover the truth* 
as well from the consideration that, 
under the first supposition, deceit must 
attach either * to the comnfandant or 
some other person, as from the desire of 
ascertaining whether any of the officers 
or men can, from propriety of conduct ui 
the late transaction, support pretensions 
to a permanent provision. 

6. The state of temper of some of 
the cavalry Chiefs at Bareilly, induced 
general Stuart to think it not prudent to 
uit that place to any considerable 
istance, and not less so to weaken his 
force by so large a detachment as would 
be required to enforce obedience to the 
orders which he had sent to Mirzx 
Hussein Ah’s battalions, which con- 
siderations led him to employ, on that 
service a regiment from Futty Ghur. 

The reduction of a portion of the cavalry 
in the Bareilly districts is nearly Com- 
pleted, and I snail do myself the honour 
of reporting to yourloraship, to-morrow, 
the arrangements which have been made, 
and the circumstances by which the ex- 
ecution of them was embarrassed and 
retarded# I have the honour to be, &c.

After the confidence which I enter- 
tained of the unfeigned submission of 
the two battalions under Hussein Ally 
Khan, grounded on the Arzie of the 
principal officers addiessed to major-ge- 
neral Stuart, it was with severe disap- 
pointment that I learned yesterday morn- 
ing, by a letter from mijor-general 
Stuart, transmitted to me by major-ge- 
neral sir James Craig, that those bat- 
talions had come to the extravagant reso- 
lution of marching to Lucknow, which 
resolution they actually began to cariy 
into etfect at midnight of the 24th instant. 

e. They were nowever rapidly fol- 
lowed by lieutenant-colonel Fenwick, 
with the regiment from Futtyghur, and 
overtaken at one o’clock, p. m. of the 
25th, about twelve miles from the place 
whence they had marched ; after some 
altercation, the commandant and aumil 
whom they had m confinement were re- 
leased, and the guns, eight in number, 
delivered over to lieutenant-colonel Fen- 
wick, that officer engaging on his part 
that their arrears should be paid on then 
t B st preseoi 
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present ground of encampment, a con- 
cession which the lieutenant-colonel was 
induced to yield from an apprehension 
for the safety of the commandant and 
aumil, and from a knowledge that it 
was anxiously wished to avoid bloodshed. 

3. .The conduct of these battalions is 
without excuse, os, in addition to the 
ample assurances given to them in two 
written communications from general 
Stuart, the contents of which were dis- 
tinctly explained to the men, the most 
conciliatory proposals were sent to them 
by iieutcnant-colonel Fenwick, and 
cheerfully agreed to by two officers de- 
puted to him from the battalions. — It is 
probable, however, that a consciousness 
of having forfeited pretensions to for- 
giveness by their licentious conduct in 
confining the commandant, aumil, and 
zemindars, and other excesses, created 
a diffidence in their minds, and led them 
lo withdraw themselves from the vicinity 
cf colonel Fenwick’s detachment without 
any determinate object in view : General 
Stuart is now taking measures to have 
their accounts adjusted and arrears paid 
off, which will be conducted on the prin- 
ciples of the most rigid justice between 
them and the government, compatible 
with the promises which have been made 
to them. 

4. Major-general sir James Craig, on 
receiving intimation of the projected 
inarch of the two refractory battalion* 
to Lucknow, reflecting on the probable 
consequences which might result from 
their reaching that place, with equal 
discernment and promptitude adopted 
the most judicious measures for inter- 
cepting them by crossing over the 
Ganges, at Cawnpore, a regiment of 
native infantry, • and the Hindustan 
regiment of cavalry, and directing the 
commanding officer to take post at a 
point of the road which would inter- 
sect their route ; but as the necessity for 
the aid of thi* detachment no longer 
exists, sir James has recalledft. 

5 . The execution of the intended 
reductions of the horsemen at Bareilly 
has been attended with perplexing 
difficulties, and unpleasant impediment*, 
arising from the interested passions of 
the chief* in the fust instance, and 
subsequently renewed by an ill-judged 
partiality from Lucknow. 

6. It having been determined to com- 
mence the reductions by dismissing 
twelve hundred out of the two thou- 
sand four hundred, the mode of effect- 
fog this partial reduction, on principles 


which should exclude favour, and create 
the least distress, was my first conside- 
ration ; and, finding that they were 
comprised in no less than fifty Rassel- 
Jahs, of much disparity, in point of 
strength, it appeared to my judgment 
that the mode most favourable to the 
general body of the chiefs, since no 
immediate suitable provision could be 
devised for any that might be dismissed, 
would be to reduce a proportion outr of 
each Rasseilah. 

7. An arrangement was accordingly 
prepared, with an attention to the 
strength of the Rassellahs, but genera! 
Stuart conceiving that a still stricter 
line of impartiality would be more eli- 
gible and acceptable, that amendment 
was adopted, and* the plan, after much 
discussion, not always conducted with 
good temper and tnc observance of 
proper respect on the part of the chiefs 
present, was accepted by them without 
a single exception. — At this crisis the 
Vizier, who in frequent conversations 
upon the mode of reduction had im- 
plicitly committed the arrangement te 
my discretion, swayed by the impor- 
tunities of Rumjan Alii Beg, a con- 
nection of his excellency’s, who, on 
some recent employment in Bareilly, 
had contracted a friendship with certain 
of the chiefs, enclosed to me a list of 
fourteen names of persons whom he 
wished to be retained in his service, 
with a desire that I would send it to 
general Stuart. As several of these 
names were not in the list of chiefs in 
my possession, and as his excellency’* 
letter enclosing it mentioned certain 
horsemen whose name* were contained 
in a separate list, I concluded they 
were fourteen individuals, and trans- 
mitted the list as such to Mirza Jaflier, 
but, fortunately discovering before I 
had replied to the Vizier’s letter that 
the intention went to the extent of re- 
taining complete Rassellahs, I remon- 
strated with 1m excellency, by letter, 
against his partial selection, which, if 
carried into effect, would not only de- 
range the plan already in great for- 
wardness, but occasion serious discon- 
tent, and give birth to immediate em- 
barrassments relative to the disposal of 
many of the chiefs who muslt unavoid- 
be dismissed with all their men. 

8. It soon appeared, by a change in 
the sentiments and conduct of such of 
the fourteen selected chiefs as were pre- 
sent, that the Vizier’s intention m their 
favour was made known to them, for 
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tii tj immediately retracted from the 
engagements they had entered into ot 
dismissing half their men on receiving 
information of this change, and that 
the list had been actually forwarded by 
the Buckahee here to his deputy at Ba- 
reilly. I stated to the Nawaub, in con . 
versation, the mischiefs which had 
arisen from the transmission of the 
list ; his excellency assured me that he 
was not disposed to contend for any 
alterations adverse to my sentiments. 

9. Whether transmitted by his ex- 
cellency's authority or not, the evil 
effects were the same, for the chiefs, 
encouraged by the support which they 
had met with at Lucknow, stubbornly 
and insolently persevered in this rejec- 
tion of the partial reduction ; general 
Stuart, after tiying in vain all the 
means of persuasion which reason could 
suggest, or patience employ, in confor- 
mity to instructions obtained from the 
Vizier, against an event of this nature, 
directed the dismission of each of the 
chiefs, with their whole Rassallahs, as 
would not agice to the reduction of 
the half : some of the chiefs were 
absent, and their determinations con- 
sequently unknown ; several of those 
present agreed to the alternative of 
dismissing half, and some quietly accept- 
ed their dismission. The precise num- 
ber of each description I am not yet 
apprised of, but these could not even 
be persuaded to attend themselves, or 
send their accountants for the purpose 
of having their accounts adjusted, 
declaring that they would not submit to 
the orders for their dismission 

10. In this piedicament general 
Stuart, to whom l had long ago given 
my sentiments in detail on every event 
that could be foreseen, sent a message 
to the Chiefs, on the 26th in the morning, 
that if they did not immediately yield 
obedience to the orders which they 
had received from him through Mirza 
JaiRer, he should resort to ^uch strong 
measures as would effectually convince 
them of their error, and accordingly, 
on the 27th, as I am informed by a 
letter just received, carried lus menace 
into effect, by seizing the persons ot 
two of them; the third having in the 
night attempted to make lus escape, 
was intercepted and brought back by 
a party of the aumil’s cavairv, and has, 
since his confinement, professed him- 
self cheerfully rea ly to obey the ordeis 
he had so often rejected The other two 

had nnf nn thp 97tdi nud#» ami nrnnnsalt 


11. Considering the delusion under 
which the fourteen Chiefs had acted, I 
some days ago expressed to general 
Stuart an inclination, conditionally, to 
re-admit into the service, with half of 
their Rasseilahs, such of them as might* 
upon discovering their error, be solicit- 
ous for the indulgence, and 1 have not 
a doubt but that the few who have 
held out will readily benefit by it; but 
as it is extremely difficult to determine 
the precise point to which conciliation 
may be carried, without betraying a 
dangerous weakness, 1 shall wait for 
further information from Bareilly before 
I come to any decision regarding the 
threo Chiefs in confinement.

1 I have the honour to acquaint 
your lordship, that I this morning re- 
ceived a letter frpm major-gi neral 
Stuart, informing me that on the 29tli 
ultimo the three Cavalry Chiefs who 
were in confinement at Bareilly, ahd all 
the other Sudars who had declined 
complying with the plan of reform 
mentioned in the Icttei which f had 
the honour to address to your lordship 
on the SOth May, hnmb'y petitioned 
the geneial, through Mirza Jaffier, that 
their past misconduct liughr be par- 
doned and themselves restored to the 
seviceou any teims which should be 
thought proper; and olfennc to enter 
into such obbgaions as might be re- 
quired toi their future good behaviour. 

2. General Stuart, after explaining to 
them all the consequences to which 
their late contumacious conduct had 
exposed them, and after suitable a l- 
momiions, re-aunutted them into the 
Vizier’s service on the same, terms as the 
othci Cavalry Sudars hold it, an indul- 
gence which was embraced with the 
utmost alacrity, and with professions of 
much giatitude. 

3 The great and indispensable ob- 
ject of convincing thos^ Chief* that 
there is a power m the country capab'e 
ot controlling their arrogant disobe- 
dience being attained, I am, l confess, 
welt pleaded with this termination* and 
trusi, that the concession made to the 
earnest «•.>! *itat um of these repentant 

Phtpfa Will ho I'on-nr/lp/l K« 1 1, am .n/t 
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the horsemen in general, as an act of 
indulgent condescension, granted by our 
compassion to the necessities of their 
situations. 

4. Cash was dispatched on the 28th 
ultimo from Bareilly, to discharge the 
arrears due to the battalions of Hussein 
Ali ; and the third battalion of regular 
sepoys, serving in the Bareilly districts, 
is now assembling at Bareilly to receive 
their dismission. When the adjustment 
©f the accounts, and payment of arrears 
©f all the troops dismissed in the 
Bareilly districts, shall be completed, it 
U my intention to undertake the dis- 
mission of the regular battalions m the 
bordering Purgpnnahs, in prosecution 
of which it will probably be expedient 
to detain, in that quarter, the regiment 
which lately marched from Futty Ghur. 

5. I have hitherto refrained from 
engaging in the reduction of the Nejebi, 
from the immediate consideration, that 
the services of the whole of the in- 
fantry of this state cannot at once be 
dispensed with, and from the eventual 
consideration that as armed men of 
some description will for a long time 
at least, be requisite to assist in the 
collections, whether the Nejebs may 
not be as we l calculated for that pur- 
pose, and as little expensive, as any that 
can be substituted m their place ; to 
which may be added the political con- 
sideration, that these orps oiTer an 
acceptable employment to many of the 
Vizier’s JVfohammedan subjects Of this 
description of troops there are now 
twenty-tnree battalions, of about eight 
hundred men each, six of which are 
Attached to Almas Ah Khan.

1 . J do myself the honour to acquaint 
your lordship, that the reductions nf 
Bated iv as far as it appeared to my 
judement proper to carry them at pre- 
sent, have been completed, the arrears 
due to the men Cleared off, and all 
accounts adjusted, excepting some 
money concerns between the Rossala- 
dars of horse, and Hussein Ally Khan 
the aumfl, in the settlement of which 
Mirza Jaffipr is now employed. 

2. The reductions consisted of twelve 

hundred horsemen, and three battalion* 


of regular infantry. — The embarrass* 
ments and difficulties attendant on the 
dismission of hprsemcn have been re- 
cited to your lordship in former ad- 
dresses, as also the extravagant conduct 
of the battalions Of Hussein Ally, captain, 
notwithstanding the repeated endea- 
vours to conciliate {hem under the 
strongest pledges that could be offered; 
the third battalion, I have the satisfac-i. 
tion to acquaint your lordship, laid 
down their arms, and received then 1 
discharge at Bareilly in the most orderly 
manner. 

3. I cannot conclude my report of 
the dismissions at Bareilly, ‘without 
assuring your lordship that I have de- 
rived the most substantial benefits front 
the cordiai and zealous assistance of 
Major general Stuart, un ler circum- 
stances of uncomilion difficulty and 
delicacy which required (he exertion 
of unremitting patience, experience, 
ability and seasonable firmness 

4 Fully sensible of the importance of 
prosecuting, withoui intermission, the 
reduction of (he troops of this state, it 
has been my study to form a plan which 
should, at this severe season ot the year, 
provide for the case and onvemence 
of our troops, for the tranquility of 
the country, and the quiet dismission 
of such of the Vizier’s battalions, a £ 
are in my immediate contemplation; 
and it appeared to my judgment that 
these objects could in no way be so well 
combined as by stationing, during the 
rains, one * attahon of the regiment 
which recently marched from butty 
Ghur, at Mahomdy, and one at Kyra- 
bad, which ariangement has according- 
ly been ordered by Major-general sir 
James Craig 

' 5. 1 do myself the honour of trans- 
mitting to your lordship a statement of 
the Vizier's tioops now in Mahomdy, 
Kyrabad, and the districts bordering 
ilpon the latter place, under the ma- 
nagement ot Mirza Mehildy. It i& 
my intent . n to commence with the 
reduction of the battaliort at Mahomdy, 
atid to embrace also the dismission of 
half the horsemen in that district , then 
to pursue, in succcssit n, the reduction 
of the regular battalions, and half the 
horsemen in Kyrabad, without extend- 
ing my views to the neighbouring 
districts, until the reductions above- 
mentioned shall be finally accom- 
plished. 

6 . I also do myself the honour of 

tfansmittjpg to your lordship a copy of 
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the instructions which I have thought 
it advisable to address to the officers 
commanding the battalions destined for 
Mahomdy and Kyrabad, by which 
your lordship will be informed, that 
though I am not apprehensive of any 
opposition, yet, if any unlooked-for 
combination should be entered into, 
the means of counteracting it are pro- 
vided for.

Sir, 

Having been informed by major-ge- 
neral sir James Craig that, in conse- 
quence of a suggestion from me, he has 
been p'eased to order one battalion of 
the regiment funder your command to 
march into the Mahomdy district, and 
one into the district of Kyrabad, I beg 
leave to acquaint you that the situations 
most eligible for the batta ions are, for 
the former the vicinity of the town of 
Mahomdv. and for the latter the vici- 


nity of the town of Kyrabad, or Seeta- 
pore, commonly called Chittapore, 
about three cossirom Kyrabad, between 
which two latter places there can be no 
choise except what may arise rom local 
conveniences, or the more ready commu- 
nication with the battalion at Mahomdy* 

2. The objects in contemplation 
from the above movements are the quiet 
dismission of the regu'ar battalions of 
this state, now employed in those dis- 
tricts, and the preservation of the peace 
of the country; and l shall hereafter, 
when the time shall arise for effecting 
the intended reductions, transmit the 
necessary orders from his excellen y the 
Vizier. In the mean time it is proper 
that you should be appnzed of the 
force now in Mahomdy, Kyrabad, and 
the neighbouring districts, to which end 
I inclose a statement ; and it may 
further be useful that I communicate to 
you some general principles upon which 
the reductions are to be conducted, <md 
state my opinion upon cases which may 
eventually arise. 

3. In the first place, it is of primary 
importance to the tranquillity of the 
country, and most anxiously desired by 
government, that the reductions in the 
military establishment of this state be 
effected as quietly, and with as little 
irritation, as possible ; and, to this end, 
making every reasonable allowance for 
the possibility of the men being misled 
by apprehension of fraud in the pay- 
ment of their arrears, or deluded 
by the artifice and intrigues of the 
self interested, it is expedient that every 
measure of lenity, conciliation, and 
explanation, be tried in cases where 
discontent may shew itself, and that 
forcible means be not resorted to except 
in the last extremity. 

4. The just and even liberal payment 
of arrears 19 the substantial foundation 
on v*hich the best hopes may be built of 
the quiet dismission of the troop?'; but 
that desirable object may be still further 
promoted by an humane anu becoming 
attention to the cases of such cf the 
officers as, from conduct and character, 
age or infirmities, shall have a claim to 
a provision, and for whom no suitable 
employment can be immediately found ; 
and 1 am accordingly authorized, by the 
right honourable the governor-general , 
to conciliate men of this description by 
assurance ot a fixed mainten mce, pro- 
vided they rende. useful assistance in 
facilitating the dismission of the batta- 
lion* they belong to. 
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5 . Mirza Jaflier, a native gentleman 
of abilities, integrity, and the most 
conciliating disposition, will attend for 
the purpose of adjusting the accounts of 
arrears, and superintending the pay- 
ment ; and those points may be safely 
intrusted to his management, and his 
reports and recommendations on every 
case confided; his knowledge of the 
characters of the men, and the inter- 
course which he must necessarily main- 
tain with the officers, will also enable 
him to form a just discrimination be- 
tween those who may be deserving of 
favour, and those who mav preclude 
themselves from tjie enjoyment or it ; 
he is now at Bat eilly, and will, in the first 
instance, proceed to Mahomdy , and, 
after the intended reductions shall he 
completed there, will give his atten- 
dance at Kyrabad. 

6. The design of the march of the 
company’s troops into Mahomdy and 
Kyrabad.afterthe reductions which have 
taken place, willrtadily be understood 
to be in' prosecution of further reduc- 
tions; and, though I entertain no appre- 
hension that any attempts will be made 
to resist or oppose the execution of 
them, yet it is the indispensable paitof 
prudence to guard, with extreme vigi- 
lance, against any combination winch 
folly or intrigue may suggest. ~ ^ 

7. The troops at present are dispersed 
in different parts of the country, and 
none of them ought to move from their 
stations without the orders of the 
Aumil Should you, therefore, learn 
from him, oi from any other channel, 
that troops arc co'lcctmg in any part of 
the country, it will be incumbent, 
Without delay, to command them, m 
the most peremptory manner, to desist, 
and at the same time to provide a force 
that shall counteract their designs; to 
which end a junction, in the hrst in- 
stance, may be formed between the two 
battalions in Mahomdy and Kyrabad , 
and, since it is infinitely rrtore desirable 
to awe opposition than to engage in a 
contest, further assistance may be drawn 
from the detachment at Bareilly, should 
circumstances seem to require it 

8. TheAumiJsof Mahomdy and Kyra- 
bad, have been positively enjoined to col- 
lect, in the vicinity of the destinations of 
jh« battalions, grass, bamboos, and other 
materiab, which may be immediately 
requisite, and to furnish them at rea- 
sonable prices ; hut as the stations will 
probably be only temporary, I beg to 
offer my recommendation, that both offi- 
cer* and men go to no greater expense in 


buildings than may be necessary to shel- 
ter them from the Severity of the rains.^ 

9. You will probably be importuned 
by the Aumil for military assistance, 
but it will readily occur to you, that 
Will not be prudent to afford any detach- 
ments, at least whilst the dismissions 
shall be lomg on; and I am confident 
that it cannot be necessary tor me to 
notice, that interference m the collec- 
tions, and the civil and internal atfairs of 
the countiy, is to be most cautiously 
avoided. 

10 1 beg that you will infoim me of 

all circumstances that you may think 
wpithv ot notice, and heve, for the 
rn’ore icady communication, ordered a 
dawk to toe laid between this and Ma- 
homdy, by the way of Kyrabad

Paia I I yesterday transmitted to 
the Otfsiun translator a letter to your 
lordship’s address from Hussein Reza 
Khan. 

" 2. The object of this address is to 
solicit your lordship’s influence to pro- 
cure the payment of his arrears of salary 
as fixed by the advice of the late govei*^ 
nor-general, and the regular issue of it 
in future through the resident at this 
court. 

13. The Vizier, in the frequent con- 
versation which I have had with his 
excellency on the situation of Hussein 
Rcza Khan, invariably holds t hit. lan- 
guage, that the salary was fixed in con- 
sideration ot duties and services to be 
performed by Hussein Rcza Khan, m 
quality of minister, and that his right 
to it ceased with his voluntary secession 
from those duties, but that he i» still 
disposed to administer to the relief of 
Hussein Reza Klic»n whenever he shall 
make application to him for pecuniary 
"assistance. 

4. Hussein Reza Khan, on the other 
hand, is disposed to consider the fixed 
monthly sum as an established personal 
allowance; and, admitting that it were 
annexed to the office of minister, con- 
tends, that having been driven from the 
execution of the duties of that office by- 
personal ungracious treatment, and a 
contemptuous disregard of his opinions, 
his right to the saldry 19 unimpaired ; 
and, upon this ground, as well as from 
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fnotlves ( f self consideration and feel- 
ings, declines subjecting himself to 
the humiliation of soliciting what lie 
jegaiis as Ins due, or trusting to

Sideratioiia united, will support him uv 
his lofty pretensions to the continuance 
ot so magnificent a pension as tnree 
lacks ot rupees a y eat ; and though I 
am convinced that nothing Jess would 
satisfy Hussein RezaKJian, or adminis- 
ter to Ins accustomed expenses, yet I 
should humbly conceive that a pension 
regularly paid to lum of ten thousand 
rupees pet month, with the income of 
Jus Jagnue, is the utmost extent of 
what could reasonably be asked from 
the Vizier, provided lie were removed 
ircni the, vthce oj minister, and tar 
beyond what his excellency would grant 
from the impulse ot his own sentiments. 

11. Although personal dislike, de- 
ficiency ot talents, and alleged want of 
zcai, may be the apparent causes which 
li.we operated to the exclusion of Hus- 
sein Rtza Khan from a participation m 
the administration of the Vizier’s go- 
vernment, yet a .epugnance to any 
nnaister is deeply rooted in ms excellen- 
cy’s mind, and has its foundation m 
jealousy and disti ust, aided by avarice, 
which can be more luily gratified 
through the un Icriiand means oJ conceal- 
ed and sublet vient agents, than through 
an avowed and open ministry. Jt was 
from hi, excellency’s own avowal of 
tins repugnance to a minister, or naib, 
and a conviction that no aigunieuts 
would overcome so as to lead to the 
choice of a successor who would be ap- 
proved by your lordship, that I was 
lestramed horn consenting to the 
removal of Hussein Reza Khan, lest 
his excellency should hereafter attempt 
to nit eipret a temporary suspension of 
the office of minister into a sanctioned 
abolition of it. 

12. One argument made use of by 

the Viziei against a public minister,— 
that his excellency is himself able «nd 
desirous of superintending the whole 
concerns of his government, is com- 
pletely destroyed by the daily evidence 
of facts : Destitute of experience, un- 
accustomed to diligence, *

A few words reflecting upon the private character of the Nawaub are here omitted. 
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it is totally impossible that the public 
business shoul4 be carried on with that 
unabating attention, that strict order 
and regularity, essential for the due 
administration of the affairs of an ex- 
tensive empire. 

13. It examples were necessary to 
support this self-evident proposition, it 
\yould he sufficient to state, that the ac- 
counts of the two great Aumils, Almas 
Ally Khan and Mirza Mehudy, for the 
bwt year, remain unadjusted, and no 
settlement made with them, or other per- 
sons, for the current year, although the 
usual period for entering into engagement 
with the Aumils has elapsed two months. 

14. Another argument brought for- 
ward by the Vizier, ol the difficulty, 
and, as he asserts, impossibility, of find- 
ing competent persons for an affective 
administration, is, perhaps, better foun- 
ded, but though it may not be easy to 
select a person possessed of all the quali- 
fications requisite for the discharge or the 
duties of so important an office, and ad- 
mitting that his excellency could, and 
does, as he affirms, exercise an inspection 
and control over his own affairs, yet 
the execution of the details requires a 
degree of personal labour, and of tnces- 
lant attention, which can only be expected 
from some persons of respectable charac- 
ter and known diligence, invested with 
full official powers, to whom the Aumils 
and other p .blic servants of the state can 
have ready access, and with whom they 
can enter into explanations and discussions 
•n the business of their respective depart- 
ments, without hazarding the consequen- 
ces of alleged disrespect. Under the 
present system, to argue personally with 
his excellency is an offence against his 
dignity ; and a reference to the agents 
produces nothing but the communication, 
as they affirm, of the positive commands 
of their nwster, which they have not the 
power to examine or qualify, whilst 
tinder this cover they may be po sibly 
labouring for their own private advantage.

t. I have the satisfaction to acquaint 
your lordship that, with the exception 
of one 1 oinpauy detached to a great dis- 
tance, the battalion of the Vizier’s Sepoys, 
lUtioued in Mahomdy, consisting of 


thirteen hundred men, has received itf 
dismission from his excellency’s service, 
and quietly dispeised, 

2 . There was at first some trifling agita- 
tion, arising from a misapprehension about 
their pay, but the men being soon and 
fully satisfied on that point by Mirza 
Jaffier, they quietly laid down their 
arms, and received their arrears of pay 
Upon the most liberal adjustment. 

3. At the same time were discharged 
one hundred horsemen out of the small 
number stationed in tne Mahomdy disstrict. 

4. Mirza Jaffier is now on his way 
to Ryrabad, and as I do learn fiom 
lieutenant-colonel Fenwick, or through 
other channels, that any disposition to 
tumult has shewn itself in the battalions 
in that quarter, although one of them 
is of the description of Huzzoorie, I 
entertain the hope that their reduction 
will be accomplished in a tranquil manner.

casion with uninterrupted good order 
and propriety.

1 I have the honour to report to 
your lordship the dismission of another of 
the Vizier’s battalions of $epoys which 
v/as stationed irt the Kyrabad district. 

2. There were some elfected but 
respectful excuses on the part of the 
commandant of this battalion to delay 
its march to Kyrabad, which I partly 
attributed to their having been outstanding 
balances on the assignments granted for 
the pay of the battalion, and partly to 
a hope entertained by the commandant, 
his battalidn being on« of the Huzzoorie, 
that he might still possess sufficient 
interest, through Hindoo Sing, the former 
patron of that description of troops, to 
obtain an exemption from the general 
idorm; the pretence on account of 
outstanding balances was overset by pro- 
viding cash in the lieu thereof; and 
am mpts from Hindoo Sing, who I was 
informed maintained an influence and cor- 
respondence with the commandant, were 
probably restrained by a declaration 
From me, that I should hold him respon- 
sible for any delay or opposition to the 
disrtmsion of the battalion. 

3. 1 expect, in the course of a few days, to 
have the hono u * >t con municating to your 
lordship some further reductions in the 
infantry, as well as some reductions m 
the cavalry, and will then do myself the 
honour of submitting to your lordship 
a statement of the few remaining regular 
battalions on this side of the Ganges ; 
the reform of which I apprehend it wtH 


be found necessary to postpone for a sport 
time.

1. After the reduction, at Kyrabad, 
of the battalion of regular Sepoys which 
I had the honour to report to your lord- 
ship in my address of the 25th ultimo, 
theie remained, in the districts under the 
charge of Mirza Mehudy, two batta- 
lions and a half, two of them stationed 
in Baraitch, and the hall at an inconsi- 
derable distance from Lucknow. 

2. Upon the assurance of the Aumfl 
that these troops could be spared without 
endangering the tranquillity of the coun- 
try, and that he would engage for the 
quiet dismission of them, I mtiustcd to 
hi in, under positive and specific injunc- 
tions as to the mode of adjusting and 
paying the anears, the conduct of these 
reductions ; and have the satisfaction to 
acquaint your lordship that they have 
been accomplished in a perfectly peace- 
able manner. 

3. I have also the honour to acquaint 
your loidship, that one of the three 
battalions which Shetul Pursaud was 
permitted to retain, upon his strong and 
reiterated representation of the utter 
incapacity of collecting the revenues 
then due without their assistance, received 
a few days ago its dismission from the 
Viziei’s service. 

4 There now remain attached to 
the Auiiuls, on this side of the Ganges, 
five battahonsand a half; one and a half 
in Goruckpoor, two with Shetul Pur- 
shaud, one at Sundelah, and one in the 
districts under the management of Al- 
mas Ally Khan ; those m Goruckpoor 
must of necessity be continued until 
some troops can be substituted in their 
place ; and I apprehend a will also be 
advisable to postpone the reduction of 
the otheis for the short remaining 
period of the raining season ; after which 
the company’s troops may qua their 
present cantonments, and move to situ- 
ations where their presence shall be re- 
quisite, with less inconvenience than 
just now, 

< 5 * It is with concorn that I acquaint 
your lordship, that the progress in 
reduction of ihc horsemen, is by no 
mean* equal to my expectations, or to 
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the necessity of the measure, as con- 
nected with the diminution of the mi- 
litary expense* of this government. 
The dispersed state of them precludes, 
at present, the interposition of my own 
agency; and, though the Vizier docs 
not ' oppose the reductions, yet I ex- 
perienced the most provoking delays m 
perfecting any airangement with the 
office of Buckshee. As I purpose, how- 
ever, without delay, to repiesent to his 
excellency, and to establish the fact by 
statements, that it is only from considera- 
ble reductions in the cavaliv branch of his 
establishment that savings, in any degiee 
proportionate to the expenses of the 
additional troops can be derived, I tiust 
that his excellency, convinced of the 
truth, will heartly engage in giving 
effect to this productive part of the 
reform, and against which, to the extent 
of at least half the present numbers, no 
argument of fltility can be pleaded. 

6. I have hitherto refrained from 
entering upon the reform of the tioops 
attached to Almas Ally Khan, but as 
that Aumil is upon the point of renewing 
his engagements for the Doab for anotfu r 
year, though, he assures me, with 
reluctance, I deemed it expedient, in 
point of fairness, as well as to preclude 
future objections, to intoim him, that 
as a parrot the general system of reform, 
m the military establishments of this 
state, now carrying into execution, consi- 
derable reductions would most piobably, 
at a convenient season, be made in the 
troops stationed immediately wuh him , 
to which information he replied, in the 
most explicit terms, that he should, with 
the greatest prornpitude and chcet fulness, 
conform to any orders for reductions 
which your lordship might be pleased 
to issue, trusting that an adequate force, 
for securing the obedience of the Zemin- 
dar*, and preserving the peace of the 
countiy, would be assigned in the room of 
those troops which might be disbanded 

7. The Vizier has occasionally no- 
ticed to me, the hitherto untouched state 
of the troops with Almas, and 1 winuared 
that the apparent partiality shown towards 
him increased the reluctance of he other 
Aumils to the measure of reform. In 
reply to these observations, I explained to 
his excellency that the motives for a 
temporary exemption 'originated in the 
Comparatively superior state of discipline 
and suboidmation of Almas’s troops, and 
in the impossibility, with a due consider- 
ation to the intei iidl peace of the Doab, 
and the quiet of us borders, of depriving 
it of it* usual unitary control, until d 


convenient season should ai ise for aug- 
menting and dispersing the company’s 
troops in that part of his dominions.

1. Although no reduction nor dimi- 
nution of the Viz.er’s toice stationed in 
GoiuJvpooi , consisting of 400 horse, 
one and a half regdlai b.ittjiiom, one bat- 
talion of Nejebs, and one thousand Pin- 
dahi, with a proportion of artillery, has 
taken place, yet the Aumil of that part 
of the country has represented to the 
Viziei, aud his excellency to me, that 
some assistance fiom the company’* 
troops is requisite to suppress existing 
disturbances. 

2. The disturbances are stated to be 
two-fold, refractory behaviour on ibe 
part of the Zemindars, and encroach- 
ments and deputations on the Vizier’s 
dominions by one of the uncles of the 
Raj all of Betoul. On the latter sub- 
ject I have endeavoured to obtain sub- 
stantial miounation, that I might do 
myself the honour of submitting it to 
your lordship’s consideration, but hither- 
to without success ; his excellency has 
howtver promised to procure foi me a 
full and distinct narrative of all the 
cucumstances of alleged aggression 
against the defendants of the Rajah of 
Betoul. 

3. Whether the complaints against 
the Zemindars be justly founded, or 
only pretences of revenues, which I am 
inclined to suspect, a battalion of the 
company’s nauve infantry will be re- 
quisite in Goruckpoor, in order that 
ttic reduction of some of the troops, 
now stationed there, may be carried 
into cHcct, but apprehensive lest the 
health of the troops might sutler du- 
ring the height of the rainy season, m 
the woouy country of Goruckpoor, 2 
thought it prudent to defer any move- 
ment until the season should 1 become 
more favourable. 

4. Concluding, that after the rains 
the company’s troops, on this side of 
the Ganges, will be called upon to quit 
their present cantonments, lor the pur- 
pose of supporting the authority of the 
Aumils, «.nU suppressing disturbances 
which m »y cveutuahy arise in those 
part of the country where the Vizier’s 
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battalions hava been dismissed, I take 
the liberty of requesting to be ho- 
noured wuh your lordship’s commands, in 
respect to the battalion now at Fyzabad. 

5 Her highness ffie Begum having 
accepted the submission of Mirza 
Tucka, and, by causing the armed mm 
whom he hid retained in his service 
to be dismissed, deprived him, as she 
believes, of the power ot engaging 
in fresh outrages, is anxious for the 
departur# of the battalion; and as the 
safety of her highness’s person, and 
that of her servants, against the violence 
of Mirza Tucka, was the immediate 
object of the march of the battalion to 
Fy/abad, I am inclined to believe it 
would not be easy to reconcile her high- 
ness to the continuance of it; nor do I 
foresee any absolute necessity tor ns re- 
maining in that situation where it is not 
much, it in any degice, conducive to 
the ends ot the additional troops, and 
since, if an emergency should arise, a 
battalion may readily move to F)zjbad 
from one of the distncts contiguous to it.

The piactite of employing military 
force in collecting the revenues ot thc^e 
countries lias so long prevailed, and die 
resistance ot the Zemindars so habitual, 
that I could notfonn the sanguine hope 
that the presence alone of that emissary’s 
troops would, in the early stage ot the 
reform ot the military c&tab'ishmcnt, be 
sufficiently efficacious to preclude the 
necessity of their being occasionally em- 
ployed, and was accordingly prepared to 
expect requisitions from the Vizier, itt 
cases of opposition to the authority of 
the Aumil, wherein the company’s troops 
muse of necessity rake an active part 
2. The difficulty, and almost imprac- 
ticability, ot (iiscimimating between the 
requests for military assistance made by 
the Annuls, for the just pui poses ot sub- 
poamg nis excellency’s government, and 
enforcing the payment of well-established 
claims, and those preferred for the selfish 
pm poses of gratifying resentment, or 
extonjr’g rapacious demands, creates the 
embutrirssinem ot either exposing myself 
to the accusation ot declining to ailord 
the me of the company’s troops, or of 
risking their being employed in improper 
and aiduous services 

3 On all occasions of requisition for 
mditary aid, I have endeavoured, as faras 
possible, to make myself acquainted 
with the circumstances of the case before 
it was gtanted ; and, in my instructions 
to the officers detached on such services, 
line been equally solicitous to imprest 
on then minds the necessity ot circum- 
spec: ion and caution, both as to the 
natuic of the service to be performed, 
and to the adequacy of the force to ac- 
complish it; but such is the state of ibe 
Viziei’o government, such the indiffe- 
rence ot his seivants, and so uncucum- 
stantiaV in detail th; requisitions ot the 
Aumils, that 1 am rarely able to sausty 
mv own mind on the piooriety of such 
requisitions *, and as the officers can only 
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receive their information from the 
Aumils, whom they are sent to assist, 
they are of course open to misrepresen- 
tation. 

4. The few detachments which have 
been occasionally employed have, in 
general, executed the service on which 
they were sent without coming to ex- 
tremities ; but two detachments having 
recently been engaged in the use of their 
arms, I thmk it my duty to report the cir- 
cumstances for your lordship’s information. 

5. After repeated requisitions from 
the Aumil of Goruckpoor for military 
assistance to reduce to obedience refrac- 
tory Zemindars, a detachment was sent 
from the battalion at Fyzabad. The 
Aumil undertook the attack of a strong 
fort with some of the Vizier’s guns and 
artillerymen; sensible of the unskilful 
ness of his excellency’s artillerymen, 
and of the total want of arrangement and 
efficiency in the ordnance department, I 
desired that the company’s troops might 
not be employed in the attack until sup- 
plied with the necessary means of be- 
sieging the place in a regular manner ; 
but as all negotiations, in which the officer 
commanding the detachment bore a t *>art, 
proved ineffectual, and the Zemindar set 
at defiance the power of government, I 
judged it indispensable, as well to punish 
his temerity, as for the sake of example, 
to obtain possession of the fort, and to 
this end desired colonel Vanas to proceed 
to the place, about 13 coss from Fyzabad 
with the remainder of the battalion, and at 
thesame time made application to major- 
general sir James Craig for a proportion 
of ordnance and artillerymen adequate to 
the undertaking. The Zemindar and 
his people having, however, evacuated the 
fort early m the morning of the 1st in- 
stant, the progress of the artillery, on its 
way from Cawnpore, has been stopped 
until it shall be seen whether there be 
occasion for its services. 

6. In the vicinity oF the district of 
Azimghur a Zemindar refused to pay his 
rents, and, upon the approach of a detach- 
ment from Azimghur, shut himself up in 
a fort, rejecting all reasonable terms of 
accomodation. Captain Mangreane, the 
officers in command of the detachment, 
which consisted of three companies and a 
Six-pounder, made a disposition for 
escalading the walls, the icsult of which 
was successful with a small loss on the 

£ art of the company’s troops. For your 
>rdship*s more particular information of 
this attack, I do myself the honour of 


transmitting copy of a letter from colonel 
sir Ewen Baithe. 

7. From time immemorial the Ze- 
mindars throughout these countries have 
held possession of forts independent of 
government, and these I understand have, 
through the supineness or connivance of 
the vizier’s Aumils, been gradually in- 
creasing m numbers. 

8. The general distinction of the forts 
So possessed in the inttrior of the country, 
and the tiansfer of those on the frontier 
to the hands of government, would, on 
a principle of internal police, in a wcll- 
rcgulu^ed country, be judged a measure 
of expediency and prudence ; but, under 
the present mode of collecting the reve- 
nues, grown to a height of oppiessiou 
commensurate only with the actual 
powers of the collector, from whose 
orders and demands, be they ever so un- 
just and tyrannical, there 1$ no appeal* 
either to courts of Judicature or to the 
sovereign, the question is of serious 
consideration If they be sometimes the 
means of resisting the just demands of the 
Aumils, they aienot (infrequently the 
means of guarding the Zemindars from 
oppressive and rapacious exactions, and 
serve further to secure them from the 
depredations of their more powerful 
neighbours in the petty warfares which 
constantly occur amongst them. 

9. Although, for the above reasons, 
and because a systematic arrangement for 
destroying the forts throughoui the coun- 
try might create a general alarm and 
opposition amongst the powerful Zemin- 
dars, such a measure may not at present 
be advisable, yet it appears equally con- 
sistent with prudence and justice to take 
every occasion of acquiring possession of, 
or destroying forts, the holders of which 
set at defiance the authority of govern- 
ment, and are m actual hostility against it, 
and it was this consideration that induced 
me to the determination of causing the 
fort in Goruckpoor to be wrested from 
the hands of the Zemindar.

Sir, 

I have the pleasure to acquaint you 
that, by a letter just received Jrom 
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•apt ala IV&mgrestae, commanding the 
detachment at Mow, he found it 
necessary to make a brisk attack upon 
the mud fort occupied by Sherdial, the 
Refractory Zemindar, who, with two 
of his brothers, and about three hun- 
dred men, had determined on making 
a defence; and, aeeoidmgly* yesterday 
morning captain Mangreane, after hav- 
ing reconnoitred the works, and made 
the necessary arrangements, proceeded 
in the intentions fiist to take off the 
defences, and then to demolish or bring 
down the gateway by petard shot ; at 
the same time to escalade the walls in 
two different places by ladders which 
I had constructed previously for that 
purpose. The enemy kept up a scramb- 
ling fire during the approach of the 
different divisions, but on the applica- 
tion of the scaling ladders, and the 
regularity of the attack, the enemy 
fouud it expedient to ensur® a retreat, 
which was accomplished by the mbans 
of a jungle that communicated with 
the opposite side of the fort , conse- 
quently, Sherdial and his followers 
having made their escape, and the fort 
evacuated, there was nothing further 
necessary but putting the Aumil in 
possession, and leaving an European 
officer and a company there as a 
covering party, while the Aum 1 may 
demolish the works Dy means of 
his own people; and captain Mangreane, 
With the gun and two companies, is 
now upon his return to Azim Ghur. 
I have not yet ascertained whether 
Sherdial has sustained any loss of men, 
but on the part of the company’s troops 
there was one havildar killed and two 
Sepoys wounded, which is as little 
as cauld be expected from the nature 
of the attack; and I trust that this 
spirited mode of reducing mud forts 
Will make a favourable impression on 
the refractory natives, and ensure the 
success of auy future undertaking of 
this kind that may occur in the Azim 
Ghur district. Captain Mangreane 
has expressed himself in the highest 
terms as to the steadiness of the Sepoys, 
and the exertions of the two European 
officers under his command, and it will 
give me pleasure to find that this service 
has been accomplished to your peitect 
satisfaction.

3. The governor-general wishes 
the report hereby required to be accom- 
panied by such observations as the 
general progress and present state of 
the reform, as well as on the practica- 
bility of its extention, as a considera- 
tion of the subject shall suggest tm 
you.

Sir, 

I do myself the honour of transmit- 
ting to you herewith, the report required 
by the roost noble the governor-general 
in council, through your letter of the 
17th November, and beg leave to express 
my anxious hope that the written detail 
in the first part of the report, together 
with the figured abstract annexed to it, 
will be found to contain a clear statement 
of the reductions hitherto made in his 
excellency the Vizier’s troops of every 
description, the numbers ot each re- 
maining in the pay and service of his 
excellency, together with the amount 
of the savings accruing from the reduc- 
tions actually made. 

2. The observation! accompanying 
the report are such as have progressively 
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occurred to my mind from reflection, 
information, and a review of facts from 
the commencement of the reform to the 
present time , and though few of them 
are new, yet it having been my aim to 
dispose them in a connected arrangement, 
I hope they will be found to illustrate 
the subject, and to combine some essen- 
tial remarks on the gcmnl progiess and 
present state of the reform, as \\\11 as 
on the practicability of its **\tuition.

Report upon the progress hitherto made 

in the reduction of his excellency the 

VizierL irregular troops. 

1. On the commencement of the 
reform the number of irregular troops 
employed in the collections of the re- 
venues, according to a statement fur- 
nished to me by order of the Vizier, 
stood as follows : 

Horsemen, ten thousand eight hun- 
dred and fifty-nmc ; the annual expense 
of whom amounted to rupees twenty- 
three lacks forty-two thousand one hun- 
dred and one. Thnty-three battalions 
of Sepovs, at the annual expense of 
rupees nineteen lacks lifty-hvc thousand 
five hundred and fortv-two. 

Twenty-two battalions of Nejebs, at 
the annual expense of ten lacks ninety- 
one thousand si \ hundicd and fort\-one. 

Artillery, thr<e lacks, fifty-foui 
thousand font hundred and thrrv-four 

Armed Peons, ten thousand three 
hundred and foity-six, at the annual 
expense of three lacks nimtv-seven 
thoU'dnd four hundred and twenty 

Miking the aggiegate sum of sixty- 
one larks fortv-one thousand one hundred 
and ihiriv-eignt nipecs. 

Tlie rediu tions which have taken place 
consist of twelve bunded end SoVci:t\- 
one horseman, amounting annually to two 
lacks fifty. tight thousand six bundled and 
sixteen rupees. 

Twenty-three battalions of Sepoys, 
amounting to thirteen lacks ninety-seven 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-four, 
making the total amount of the reductions 
sixteen lacks fifty-six thousand five hun- 
dred and forty . 

Leaving the expense, after the above 
reductions, at forty-four lacks eighty-four 
thousand live hundred and ninety-eight. 

The whole of the above-written detail 
will be seen at one view in a figured 
abstract annexed, * 


It must, however, be observed, that* 
the statement of expensed comprehend* 
only the actual pay of the officers and 
men, without any charge or estimate 
for clothimr, arms, accoutrements, 
and ammunition, or contingent expenses 
of whatever kind; on the other hand 
it must be observed, that the pay of 
the troop, is for tlie most pait calcula- 
ted 11 I Rukanee Rupees, which are 
inferior to biccaby fifteen per cent 

‘2 The following poition of thd 
proposed augmentation, deiaikd in 
the secretary’s letter ot the 5th Novem- 
ber, is now in the Vtziei’s dominions 
viz. two regiments of native cavalry, 
seven battalions ot native infantry, 
and a small pait ot the artillery; the 
exact number of which I am not pre- 
cisely acquainted with. 

Remaining to be sent in Oude, of 
the proposed augmentation, 

Two regiments ot native cavalry, 
Two battalions of native infantry, 
And the residue of the artillery 

When the troops destined for thesS 
provinces, by the orders of the relief 
shall arrivb, which may be expected 
in March, the proposed augmentation 
of native infantry, viz, twelve bat- 
talions, will then be completed 

3. The only reduction dependent 
on the completion of the proposed 
augmentation, with the exception of 
the troops under Almas Ally Khan, 
on which subject I purpose speaking 
at large in the sequel of this report, 
ii> one battalion stationed in Goruck- 
poor, estimated at the annual sum 
of -seven thousand nine bundled 
and fifty rupees. 

4 . The reductions immediately 
practicable, and not dependent on the 
relict are, one battalion of Stpoys, at 
the annual sum of filiy-eight thousand 
nine bundled and ten rupees ; reductions 
which have been proposed m the cavaliy, 
amounting to the annual sum of twelve 
lacks of 1 u pees ; and reductions m the 
aitillciy, amounting to one lack fiftv-four 
thousand five hundred and thirty four, 
making the amount of the further prac- 
ticable reductions fourteen lacks twenty 
thousand four hundred and seventy-seven 
rupees, which, added to the saving 
accruing hom the reductions already 
effected, would make a sum of thirty 
lacks seventy-seven thousand and seven- 
teen rupees. 

5 . This calculation, however, leave® 
entire the troops under Almas Ally Khan* 
Nvhich amount to the annual sum o£

fi Having completed the points of 
detail required on the first and second 
paragraphs of the secretary’s letter, I 
*hall now, m conformity to the direc- 
tions in ihc thud paiagraph, proceed 
to offer such observations on the general 
progiess and present state of the reform, 
as well as on the practicability of its 
extension, as a long and progressive 
consideration of the subject shall have 
$ lggested to me. 

The reform, upon the only principles 
on which it could hu\e bien undertaken 
with any prospect of applying a remedy 
to the evih inherent in the military 
establishment of Oude, having been 
engaged in wnhout th~ cordial concur- 
rence of the Vizier, which he was at 
no pains to conceal, though I absolve 
him from all secret attempts to excite 
diituibances, it might reasonably be 
expected that all other persons interested 
in ^verting the execution of the measure 
would, to the utmost of their abibty, 
Mart objections, endeavour to procras- 
tinate, and ultimately throw impediments 
m the way of the pioposcd reductions. 

7. Tne measure would effect the 
Annuls in their emoluments, their 
external consequence, and bv the imme- 
diate abridgement and eventual extinction 
of the power which they possessed not 
only of exacting unjust and oppressive 
demands from the Zemindais and land- 
holders, but even of disputing the ordcis 
of the Vizier hunself bv a body of iroop* 
at then absolute disposal, considered as 
their immediate dependants instead of 
the servants of the state. 

8. The oidinary steps taken by the 
Aumils in prosecution of their desires 
*0 delay the execution of the measuie, 
tonsisted in renerated protests against 
the reductions, as depriving them of 
the means of enforcing the payment of 
the collections in request, to postpone 
them to a more convenient season of 
the year, in endeavouring to confuse the 
accounts of arrears, and not (infrequently 
in withholding funds lor the payment 
#f them

9. The commandants and native 
officers would be afh cu*d by it, not 
solely from the loss of the service, but 
as it deprived th*m of situations jn 
which they availed themselves of the 
military power placed in th<'»- band* 
for the procurement cf emoluments 
and advantages in a variety of ways, 
some open and Confessed, others con- 
cealed and indirect* 

l r \ Many of them having property, 
and all of theTu possessing means of 
enforcing payments they weref'g! idly 
accepted as secunnes by the Aumilt 
for Zemindars, and O'her land-ho deis* 
in which ihjractcr ibey of course 
exe-ciscd a mill a.y depotism over the 
ersons whose engagements they had 
ound themselves to lulfil , such were 
known to be the advantages attached to 
the situations of commandant, that id 
was the ordinary practice, both in the 
former government, and in the present, 
to dispose of the commands of vacant 
battalions for a sum amounting, in the 
Nuzzerauah to the V-izter, and m bribe* 
to the agents, to ten thousand rup< es, 
and such were the means of employ mg 
money to advantage, that the brother 
of a bankci, residing at Lucknow, had 
some time ago purchased the command 
cf a battalion, and was actually in it ac 
the tune pf reduction. 

11. It was frequ- ntly the practice, 
msu id of issuing pay from the treasury 
cither of the government or of the 
Aumil, to grant assignments on the 
Zemindars ; and it is an acknowledged 
fact, and aigued upon by the Vizier 
as an objection iguiust the reform, that 
the places on winch these assignment* 
were granted, were selected according 
to # the comparative difficulty or collect- 
ing the rents. In which rases the 
demand for interest, and a vjnery of 
other charges on delay of p yment, 
were as exo bipuu^as rigorous 1 y ex *ct* d, 
and all applied to thq private a • Autage 
of the commandants ana native offhcis. 

12 To eff,ct the reductions of* 
battalions against such a cpmninatiou 
of interests, it was indispensable that 
a force of the company’s troops should^ 
be at hand to ch ck disorderly behaviour, 
and ultimately to enfoce obedient. e, 
should they nave the temerity to pro- 
ceed to open opposition, and though 
frequent attempts weref made to excite 
the St poys to resistance, by instilling 
in tbw uunds apprcOt risions of fraud 
in the payment ©t then arrears, yet the 
mu pule** 
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•crupuloua rare, and unwearied pains 
taken by Muza J.dfier, under my instruc- 
tions, to adjust the accounts of arrears 
in the fan t st manner, and to see that 
the balance to the last fin thing up to 
the day of dismission was faithfully 
disbursed to each man (as soon as it 
became well understood that that im- 
portant business was rot intrusted to 
the aumils or commandants,) com* 
monly reconciled the Sepovs and inferior 
officers to the dismission, and they gene- 
rally quitted the service with acknow- 
ledgments of gratitudes and praises of 
Brmsh justice. 

13. As an additional means of faci- 
litating the reduction, endeavours weie 
used to conciliate the native officers to 
the measure, by assurances ot a just 
*nd liberal attention to such of them 
is might, from conduct and character, 
have a claim to a provision for life, or 
£ temporary maintain nice, until ether 
employments could be found for the v 
It is, however, remarkable, that rot 
mote than six of them hate aoprvitd 
to claim the benefit of the abotc \ r m si. 

14. It may not m this place be un- 
wo.thy of remark, that, from the op- 
pres ive military power exercised bv the 
commandant, and from the licentiousness 
of the Sepoys, under little or no con- 
troul of their officers, the battalion 
became odious to the inhabitants, in so 

rcat a digree that, when dismissed and 

epnved of their aims, the men were 
frequently obliged to sohcit guards to 
preserve them From the resentful effects 
of the country . people m passing 
through the districts where they had 
been stationed; and in the instance of 
two bat'ahons wbuh endeavoured to 
remove themselves fiom the vicinity 
of one of the company's regiments, the 
country people exerted themselves to 
the utmost to retard their progress. 

15. Against reductions in the horse 
the struggl s h.ive bren longer and more 
successful ; and as it is impossible to 
ground any argument for their con- 
tinuance m the .service, upon their 
utility, either in the defence of the 
eounuy against a foreign invader, 01 
hi the collections of the n venue (every 
Aumil confessing their inefficiency as 
fo numbers, present equipments, and 
•bcdience) we must look for other 
motives ; these may be found in the 
partiality and private feelings which 
interest a variety of people in the wel- 
fare of the men of whom the RassaK 

are composed, the great majority 


of whom are mohtgnmedans, and the 
officers in command connected with 
persons of rank and influence, or 
with persons holding offices about the 
couit; the latter of whom aye conciliated 
to their interests bv getting themselves, 
their childien, or dependants, enrolled 
on the sirengih of the Rassallahs 

16. A few alert and efficient horse- 
men being absolutely requisite to 
attend upon the A. i mi Is m their cir- 
cuits thiough the districts under their 
management, and for various other 
dunes it his been recommended to 
the Vizier to assign a fixed number for 
each Aumil, upon a regulat constitution, 
as to proportion of men and officers, 
and to establish a fixed pay for each rank. 
The number recommended amounts 
to n arV two thousand, the annual 
expense of which would be about four 
licks anna half of rupees. In reference 
to the Ka.idelnr horse, it has also been 
rccouiiiKrdtd to the constciera'ion of the 
Vi/icr, whether, in a general reform of 
his military c< f ab!uhu»uus, necessarily 
rcc.’sionu.glarge uduenons of his tioops, 
a pieferenct is not due ro his own sub- 
jects over foreign is, whose conduct m 
the escape of Vizier Ally was more 
than suspicious. 

17 Since the statements of troops 
employed m the collections were taken, 
a pretty considerable number of horse- 
men, so employed, has been transferred 
to the Rassallahs in immediate attend- 
ance upon the Vizier’s person; but as 
it was chiefly from reductions in the 
Mullavenah treops that savings were 
expected to be derived for defraying 
the charges of the additional company’s 
roop>, these tranvfcis will be fairly 
brought into the account of savings. 

18. Through the supineness or con- 
nivance of the AumiU, mud forts, 
always numerous throughout these pro- 
vinces, have lately considerably increased; 
ano as the Zemiudais at the time of 
making thar settlements, and again at 
the tune of payment, shut themselves 
up irt these walled places, from which 
they negotiate terms vyith the Aumil, 
there is commonly a necessity for attack- 
ing them' once every year, and fre- 
quently ofrener. This obstruction against 
internal police has induced the necessity 
of assigning to each Aumil a large ana 
expensive train of ordnance, amount- 
ing ro the annual sum of three lacks 
fifiy-four thousand four hundred and 
thirty-four rupees, exclusive of the 
guns attached to the Sepoy battalion. 
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ft “has been iccom mended to the Vizier 
to strike off two-thirds' of that expense, 
and the whole may be abolished when 
it shill be found convenient to demand 
the surrender, or engage in the demo- 
lition of all the forts possessed by the 
Zemindars, a measure which would 
produce the most substantial advantages 
in suppressing the spirit of refractoriness 
and indep nicnce m the Zemindars/ 
kept • up by this means of resistance , 
and it is worthy of remark, that what- 
ever may have been the opposition of 
the Zemindars, and whatever difhdnl- 
ties may have been experienced in 
reducing them to terms, no idea is ever 
entertained of bringing them to punish- 
ment, either by ejtctment, or otherwise, 
the Aumiis bung deterred frrim this 
measure of rigour by the apn-ehension 
of immediate loss in ihur collections. 

19. The introduction of the comp nv’s 
troops into the interior of the cour tly is 
received with pleasuie by the generality of 
the inhabitants, and 1 am informed, by 
ofhecis who have travelled through the 
country where the company’* troops are 
stationed, that there is a very striking 
arid satisfacti rv change in the conduct of 
the inhabitants, who now readily admi- 
nister to the wants of the company's 
troops, instead of withholding the com- 
mon necessaries, and deserting their 
villages, as jvas formeilv the case. 

fic. It requires, however, much 
prudence and Gist riminj. ion 10 confirm 
and improve this favourable opinion now 
in its infancy. '1 he Annuls cannot 
easily abandon then former system of 
enforcing payments by the aid of the 
military pow< r, nor can the Zemindars 
leadily relinquish thur ancient and in- 
veterate habits of delay and resistance 
The Aumiis have neither decency nor 
modeiutjon m then <k mands for troops ; 
and the Vizier, well knowing the rrluo 
tance with which the company's troops 
arc dispersed in detachments, and afford- 
ed for the purpose of realizing the col- 
lections, with n view to embarrass, and, 
if possible, to show that the change in 
the military establishment is prejudicial 
to his revenues, obtrudes every applica- 
tion of the Annuls upon me, without 
reflecting on the necessity for, or the 
means of ? complying with it; and 1 have 
reason to suspect that, in some instances, 
he has even invited demands; for a letu r, 
which be sent foi my perusal from the 
Aumil of Allahabad, after the dismis- 
sion of a battalion there, commenced 
With the ackrov*k'd b mcnt #f a letter 
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from his excellency, requiring to be in- 
formed whether he *tood m need of 
piore troops to preserve the tranquillity 
of the country. To refuse the assistance 
of the company’s troops, on all occasions, 
would strengthen his arguments ; to grant 
them indiscriminately would be making 
them the instruments of oppression, and 
render them, in a .short time, as obnoxious 
to the inhabitants as the troops whom 
they have replaced. 

« 1 . Having stated, in the commence- 
ment of the paper, some proposed reduc- 
tions, 1 shall now offer my opinion on 
the practicability of the extension of the 
reform. 

22. The battalions of Sepoy* on this 
side the Ganges having been all reduced, 
or under orders for reduction, excepting 
one in Goruckpoor, and one belonging 
to Almas, there remains only embodied 
twenty-two battalions of Nejebs, and 
I do not think that they can be Imme- 
diately dispensed with ; they are useful, 
and not expensive troops, and serve for a 
variety of purposes in which it would be 
unpleasant and discreditable to employ the 
company’s troops ; in particular, they 
serve to apprehend and guard the hos- 
tages or securities of the Zemindars and 
farmers, who are taken from every village, 
wuh the only discrimination of nearness 
of connection to the principal ; a duty too 
odious and too shocking to humanity to 
be devolved on the company’s troops: the 
armed Peons, where Nejebs arc $tationtd # 
fulfil the above offices. 

23. It now only remains to be consi- 
dered whether the reform can be extended 
into the Doab; its frontier and exposed 
situation 111 respect to foreign powers, 
and the importance of its defence against 
an external enemy, are too well known 
to r quire illustration. It may, however, 
tfc observed, that the internal police of 
the Doab is rendered more difficult and 
tunicate by a portion of it being in the 
possession of the Mahrattas, facility 
being thereby given to refractory Zemin- 
dars of withdiawing from the reach of 
the Aumil, of contesting his demands, 
and finally of negotiating the terms of 
then return; and this difficulty is en- 
hanced by some of the Zeramdais holding 
of both governments. 

v\. 1 he turbulent dispositions of the 
inhabitants of the Doab has long been 
notorious ; and though they are inagreater 
degree kept in subjection under the ex- 
clusive management of Almas, a d the 
active and strong contioul establia ed by 
him, than under any preceding Aomi'i 
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dr when divided amongst a variety of 
renters, vet the 'spirit of resistance ts not 
subdued, nor are the people reconciled 
to a voluntary and orderly submission to 
government; the feudal in flui m posses- 
sed by the Zemindars over tlr ir vassal* a' d 
adherents remains unimpaired, and the 
numbers and personal bravery of hose 
adherents are undiminisbed. 

$5. I hive now before me a Im of 
forts in the Doab* which exhibits the 
number of seventeen in possession of Ze- 
mindars, and of eight m possession of 
the officers of government. Those in 
the possession of the Zennndars serve as 
places of refuge when called upon for 
the payment of their rents or tpbute, and 
arc of sufficient strength to resist the AiT- 
mils for a considerable time, which is 
employed m settling the terms of their 
deliverance, and the amount of rent for 
the last year ; and the same scene of 
warfare is renewed m the subsequent year. 

e6. The whole of the native infan- 
try, comprising the proposed augmenta- 
tion, and the two legimrms of native 
cavalry furnished on that account, are 
destined, by the orders of relief, for situa- 
tions on tbisside of the Ganges ; and, un- 
der existing ciicumstances, 1 do not con- 
ceive that it will be possible, with a due 
attention to the tranquillity of the coun- 
try, to dimmish, for some time to come, 
by more than one or two battaltons at 
farthest, the v force allotted for Rohilcund 
and Oatie proper ; and this diminution 
could only be accomplished by the di- 
vision of some of the battalions into two 
or more detachments, that they mi to ht 
occupy several stations. 

27. For the intei tor police of the 
Doab, and for the defence of itsbordeis, 
exclusive of the troops at ihe fixed sta- 
tions of Cawnpore and Fuity Chur, it 
appears to me thar two regiments of ca- 
valry, and five bauahonsof native infantry, 
would be an adequate force. If a part 
of these can be immediatdy detached 
fiom Cawnporc and Futty Ghu^, a com- 


mencement may be made in the rtluc 
of the i loops belonging to Almas, 
has always confessed nnmelF read 
conform 10 the geuetal arMpgemeni 
the reductions pf the military estab 
merit of this state, whenever it sha 
thought f\pedu.iK, and in who*c 
fcssio i$ 1 piace 'he firn <M rel^ac.
